Ingenious Reader, 

H E E prefent thee One of the moft Eminent pieces of 
Hiftory in the whole World, The acutenefie of 
the Author in his manifold polite Writings is fully 
demonftrated to all perfons in Chriftendome. 
Infotnuch, that who hath not heard of his Fame, 
naay be juftly reputed to have fpent his dayes in 
fome Anchorite’s Cell in the Terra, incognita. Great and Exqui- 
ftte is the Learning, which he hath manifefted in his Books of the 
BoHrine of the Times : though it muft beconfeft, he is fomewhat 
too liberal in his lafhing of Scaliger } a man of great Knowledge, 
yet too much doting upon his own parts. In this Difcourfe he 
fhews the concifenefle of his pen without obfeurity. Sir miter 
‘Rjwleigb and others that have highly deferved by their Atchieve¬ 
in entsia the Theatre of Hiftory, have fo voluminoufly inlarged 
themfelves, that the Reader’s patience is too difeourteoufly op- 
prcfled. We muft acknowledg much to the view of the four Mo¬ 
narchies exhibited by Sleidan 5 yet the curtneffe of that Piece is 
fuefo, that many {lately and heroick A&ions of Noble Princes are 
either not toueht at all, or Height! y paft over, without fadsfa&ion 
given to the diligent Inquirer. Cluverm hath written well, 
but not comparably to this Learned Man: having not fo well 
Rated the Chronological part of his Hiftory. Whereas Here, 
befides the innumerable teftimonies of all the Ancient and 
Modern Autheurs, whofe Writings are of any ufe and fubft- 
diary help to fo general and brave a Work; ye have likewife 
many of the moft famous Eclipfes and Celeftial Chara&ers 
fet down in their diftinft places out of Herodotus , Thucydides , 
Arifotle, Plutarch , and hundreds of others in the Monkifh Age, 
which are moft infallible denaonftrations of the truth of thofe 
paffages and relations herein delivered. So that we may fafely 
fay, without the Cenfure of arrogance, Thar in refpeft of thofe 
heavenly fh^nomena^ whereby Hiftory is made to ride in its moft 
triumphant Chariot, there was never yet an Hiftorieall Book fo 
Conapleat as this, Extant in any Age. He is not fo fhort, as to 
draw the vail of brevity over any Noble Actions: He is not fo 
long and profufe, as to Naufeate the Reader with prolixe and te¬ 
dious

dious circumftances: wherein others take too much liberty to in- 
fert their own private Judgments and defcants upon the Warlike 
Adions and deliberated Counfels of great Kings and Generals, 
fometimes impertinently, fometimes abfurdly and childifhly; 
whereas the matter of fad, a thing principally to be attended by 
ibber Hiftorians, might be comprehended in a fmall view. In- 
fomuch,that we may truly term this. The Index of Times ; fothac 
anyperfon that is inquifitivc into more ample Narrations, may 
by his choice Citations furnifh himfelf with a whole Library of 
Hiftory.. In a word, hedeferves the Laurell from them all, a 
Temple of praife to be ereded to his honour., and all other 
Hiftorians to be offered up as Vidims to his renown. 

Furthermore, We muft acquaint thee (moft Candid Reader) 
that where Our Noble Author does terminacehis Account ©f the 
Hiftory of former times ; that the Work might be produced 
Complcat in all its parts, we have made ufeof various helps and 
obfervations of rhofe who have lived beyond the Seas, as well as 
at home, to draw the Difcourfe down to this very day. We 
have indeed in the latter years more copioufly inlarged, becaufe 
the great and general Wars of Chriftendome, fince the blazing of 
the great Comet in 161%, haveadminiftred more plentiful! mat¬ 
ter both at home and abroad, then feveral Ages that have pre¬ 
ceded. u 

In the Iaft place, We have annexed a Compendious Geogra¬ 
phical Difcourfe of the whole Earrh, and its moft memorable 
places, that fo the beautifull Statue of Hiftory might have both 
her eyes (Chronology and Geography) in a moft lively manner in¬ 
ferred for the grand ornament of her perfonage. From whence 
the Hiftorical paffages in the foregoing Treatifes may be fixed to 
the very places wherein they were aded by the Noble Chief¬ 
tains of Armies, in their feveral Warlike Expeditions againft 
their Enemies. 

Accept therefore this Trad as a moft choice Treafure : where¬ 
by thou raayeft be inriched with the knowledge of the rareft and 
moft material Tranfadions that have happened under the Con- 
dud of Divine Providence ever fince the World began.

Pclopidans by an Ivory jhoulder 5 The 
Seleucidans by an Anchor, others by other naturall marks: So there 
is wont to be in Great men fome excellent thing', whom the will of God, 
whogovetneth not fio much the condition of a flock, as all things, and 
fettingdown to every one his own rank, liftethup above the Lot of other 
men. 

Thofe fame things we hate learned to be in Thee• firfl of all a ftarp, 
and excelling wit, of which there isfuch a fpeedine/e to comprehend aU 
Arts, that now it being the Eleventh year of thy Age, thou holdefl the chie¬ 
fs feats of Learning and induflry in the School of Eloquence, a Mind al- 
fo flirred.up with the pricks of praife and glory 5 often Combats with the 
Adverfary concerning all kind of Learnings neither are the Conquest 
and ViBories morefeldome then the. contentions, whiles thou indeed ob - 
tainefl the chief dome among thy Equalls, of all things, wherewith that Age 
ts wont to be adorned ■ and, whether by the perfwafion of thy father, or of 
thy own accord, thou attainefl that, which unto a certain Prince (with

Unto thefe, which 
commonly feem more gorgeom, thofe many better things happen 5 A cer¬ 
tain-flower of integrity, and cemelinefile, befmeared with the fpgts sf m 
Vuts ? & teachable nature, and pliant and bending to the will of the fa-, 
fawner, as alf '0 pure Manners, and lovely, and, toward aS, even the Uw- 
efl, thegreateflg entlenefle, and courtefy of talk. L&flly, & diligent lo¬ 
ver ofehriflian Piety, and Worfhip, without guile. Thefe, and others of 
like fort,great of themfelves, yet in thee they are but the feeds and begin¬ 
nings, with which thy mind waxethby degrees ripe,and is perfected unto 
the grace befeeming a Prince. 

But I have not determined hereto make a folgmn cry of thy praifes . 
That,when there [hall be need , the which I had begun to [peak of , it (hall .

to do it : unto whofe education, thy Father {never without praife to be 
named) hatkpafsea thee over. The which when he did, he gave together 
therewith, a pledge and token of his flngular efleem and ajfeBion of it * 
and likewife he obliged Its faithfuhefje towards thee, that by what means 
it could, itfhouldimploy it [elf both for the enlarging thy renown, and 
alfo for helping, andflirring up thy (ludies. I therefore, who, becaufe / 
am of that Fellowship,and a lover of liber all Arts, do think my felf held 
by the law of both duties, I judged that I mufl perform my -duty in that 
very thing, by fathering this work on thee : within which all Hifiory from 
the beginning of the world unto the times cf our Age, wiih as much brief- 
nefje,anddiligence as I could, I have contained. For fo I thought / might 
chiefly profit thy flushes * whofe chief part is placed in the knowledge of 
Hiflory, and Antiquity. But wife men rightly deliver, this to be not 
onely comely for Princes, but very profitable. whether becaufe the civill 
learning of Trudence is taken out of that, while men learn from others ex¬ 
amples and chances, with no pains of theirs, and danger, what in mana¬ 
ging their own, or common affairs, is to be held, and avoided ; or from fo 
daily a change ablenefle of humane affairs, and fortune, which they gather 
from thence, and the downfall'of Empires, and Cities, they are wont to 
make little regard of thofe, and, both in defending them, or requiring 
them, to give a mean to their defires -,'dnd pafje over their purpofes unto 
the fruit of found and confiant glory, which by Vertue and godlinefle alone 
is received. That this is even the moft excellent ufe of reading Hifiory , 
efpecially that grave Author Otho o/Fri{iagia ? dothfnot once) admonijb, 
chiefly in thefe words, which he hath placed in the end of his fecend Book. 
All thefe evills of things, nodding, or fhaking {as I may fo [peak),the day- 
ly deaths of mortallmen, ought tofend. w unto the true, andjemaining life 
of eternity. Thou jhalt gather out of this our book the fame kind of fruit, 
of manners, and life, not onely more profitably, but alfo, which is the good- 
nefle of thy wit, more pleofantly, than that offcience, and knowledge, of 
which there is efpecially a forcible love in Children. And hence,lap of all, 
from thof’• two duties towards thee, which 1 have fdid to be owing from me 
with the whole fociety, there will be made another confequent,that although 
there being as yet no private Deferts of thine j of thy mofl Uluflrioiu Fa¬ 
ther,furely there is toward me, as alfo toward our Society, common to both. 
Twill inlike manner pay the Honour,and Obfervance due from me by this 
(what fort foever) commendation of thy name.

*3*6. ' dayes. 

Wherefore in. the beginning of all things nothing did appear 
,en * u andexift bcfides the earth, and that huge immenfity of waters 
that overfpreaded the Earth • Then the waters were not fo thick 
jovned together, as we fee them now, but thin, and like unto a 
vapour, and the t$ift had filled up this whole vacuum or hollow 
t place, which die v^ftnefle of the celeftial bodies, and ofihepriber 

Elements did pcfllfle ypon fhe Eafth. dtfofes declare^ them 
partly by the denomination of waters, and^partly of th^ deef>; 
vvhicn he faith to have been encompafled bydarknefie, when the 
light was not.yet brought forth,and that the Spirit of God moved 
. upon the face of the waters. Qut of the Water and Earth, as out 
of their matter, were afterw^d. ail the t>ther..bodies formed, that 
are reckoned in the fix daye^w&rk. $fowVjjen UMpfes faith, 
Thar, In.Mhgkmng gW ermed the Heavens apd the E%tb ; it's 
a general fentence that comprehends all that which was done in 
thofefix dayes, which^afterwards is expounded throughout all 
its parts. 

On the firft day God created the Light, which the Water or 
that thin and iromenfe Regioj* of vapours did ceceivit, the Sun 
not being yet produced; and-fbat he might ilefineand diftinguifh 
the fpaces of the day and of the night, he encompafled this fame 
Light with the motion and agitation of that mifty body. 

On the fecond day was the Firmament formed of God; by which 
appellation we believe are fignified as well the celeftial bodies, as 
the Ayr and Skye : that is,all that which appears from rhe Earth 
- unto the extremities and farthermoft parts of the World, which 
is vulgarly believed to be hollow and empty : for the forming of 
all which, the deep,thatis, that huge and infinite lump of waters 
fuhtilifed and attenuated into;a vapour, did afford the matter ?. 
Again, the Firmament hath tfiifc power given unto it to divide the 
waters above, from the waters below: not that it felf whole 
fhouldinits middle come betwixt them both, but onely in one 
of its parts, which being the neareft to the Earth, is called the 
lower Region of the Ayr; for as it is part of the Firmament that 
is of that omftretched voidneffe, fo likewife it may be called Fir¬ 
mament or fpreading: the higher~moft waters are clouds, hang¬ 
ing in the midft of the ayr, out of which rain is engendred, the 
lowermoft are the Seas and the Rivers, which had their beginning 
the day following. 

On the third day he firft gathered the waters into one place, 
yea even into fo many places as there are Seas and Rivers, for ha¬ 
ving heaped the Mountains to an immenfity, and made hollow 
channels, he made them receptacles and paflages of waters: 
thence he commanded the earth to becloathed with the green- 
nefle and verdure of the herbs and plants, and to bring forth 
Trees. 


And 
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And God let rhe Sun, the Moon, aad the Stars in the Firmament 
of the Heaven on the fourth day. 

And on the fifth day God created the fifhes and the fowls out 
of the water. 

On the fixch day he at Iaft formed Man out of the earth, and 
breathed into his noftrilsthe breath of life, and roan became a li¬ 
ving foul, to whom he gave the name of *Adamy from the Earth : 
Then did God tranfporc this new man into thole moft pieafanc 
and delightful! Gardens which he had planted, which by a right 
appirehenfion were in the Land o{Batylon : or in the Confines of Ba¬ 
bylon and Mefopotamia; for Tygris and EuphrateSy which Mufes roert- 
noneth by name, have not their channels running in any other 
place. Now in this garden, amongft all other Trees, for the ufe 
and delight of Man, God did plant two remarkable Trees, the 
one of life, and the other of Knowledge of Good and Evil!; the 
former hath gotten its name from the effed, becaufe it had the 
vertue to lengthen health, and foment life, as tAugujtiney Profper, 
and others do judge • the latter is fo called from the event,becaufe 
that as foon as they had tafted of its fruit, they underftood into 
what a great evill they had fallen, having loft fo great a good, as 
it feemeth to the fame t/iuguftiney andalfoto BarCephe in his 
Commentary of Paradife; or becaufe the Serpent did promife 
from that Tree, the knowledge of good and evill, as Rupems ob- 
ferves it,very difcreetly: There the Lord formed that ribb which, 
he had taken out of the fide of *Adam when he wasafleep, intoa 
woman; which he gave to him for his companion and help- meet : 
but fhe brought upon her felf and him a more grievous ruine, then 
any cruel enemy; who, being indeed by her flatteries, did cat 
that fruit prefented by her to him of the forbidden Tree; the guilt 
of which wickednefle procured upon him a fudden and prefent 
punifhmenr, and a future upon his pofterity: Therefore being 
caftout of that blefled Manfion, he with the companion of his 
fault is call out into the miferiesof this life. Then the firft of 
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men that Were born of them, were Cain and tAbely of whom the 
firft exercifed his life in the tilling of the ground, and the other in Gen. e: 
the feeding of Cartel, who for his integrity and uprightnefle was 
beft accepted of God; And for this caufe Cain burning with wrath 
and envy, murthered his innocent brother; and in revenge of this 
his murther, being a fugitive and vagabond on the Earth, he be¬ 
gat children like to himlelf, namely rebels and enemies of God ; 
and he built a City, and called it by the name of his. fon Enoch: 

But Selby a while after Abel* s death, being born to Adam, begat a 
pofteriry contrary to that,namely godly and religious; whole fon 
Enos is faid to have began to call upon the Name of rhe Lord; be¬ 
caufe, as the opinion is, he did publickly re-eftablifh that Wor- 
fhip of God, which had been blotted out by Cains children ; and 
amongft the reft came that excellent and renowned Enoch, Jared's 
fon : Whom God having loved for his innocency, he cook up to 
himfelf alive from the eyes of men, having not yet fully ended 
B 2 hi£ 
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his dayes; whofe pofterity,whom the Scripture calls, The ions of 
God > bein g § rown worfe 3 and degenerated from their good man- 
unto 275*/ ners, joyned themfelves in marriage with Cain’s pofterity, out of 
CXVSJ which mixture and'commerce were Gyants brought forth. Then 
mortal men addi&ing themfelves to all forts of wickednefle, did 
turn and draw Gods wrath upon themfelves. When no caufe of 
delay could be obje&ed to him, all Venue being extinguifhed and 
blotted out from amongft men: Then therefore God,angry and 
offended by A dam’s pofterity, decreed to deftroy them all by an 
inundation of waters. There remained oneonely of Setlfs bloud, 
who did perfift in the faith and obedience of God .* to him doth 
God reveal the certainty of his counfel a hundred and twenty 
Noah’s Aik. years before-hand^and commands him to build an Ark for himfelf 
in it to fave few menandbeafts.This Patriarch employed a whole 
’ 2 ' hundred years in the building of it, which was three hundred cu¬ 
bits in length, in breadth fifty, and in heigbth thirty, having the 
firft, fecond, and third ftories, in which he gave to every kind of 
living creatures their manfion5 eight heads of men in all, of eve¬ 
ry clean beafts and fowls by feven, and of unclean by two, were 

fhut up in this Ship, and fo raifed up and taken away by the wa¬ 
ters of the deluge, all other things were deftroyed by the overflow¬ 
ing and inundation of the waters overall the earth , which the 
eowiBuall rain of fourty dayes ,and the fountains of the great deep, 
being broken, had caufed; fo that the high Hills that were under 
the whole Heaven were covered by it, and the water prevailed 
fifteen cubits over thero.And that was the year from the Creation 
of the World, 1656, and before Chrifts birth, 232^. 


CHAP. II. 

what things are remembred both out of Sacred and profane Hilaries , that 
were done in that interval of time , which begun from the year of the 
Julian period 2 3 87, unto 275 2. wherein is fpoken of the building 
of Babel, of Abraham’s original , and of his pilgrimage , Of the 
Kingdoms of the Aftyrians, ./Egyptians, and Sicyonians. 

jofephus x. ^T^He Deluge being paft, Noah being come forth out of the 
«uft. C. 4. X Ark, offered burnt-offerings unto the Lord in the Mountains 
of <iArmenia-> where feme ancient Authors have recorded. That 
the remnants and pieces of this Ark were referved a very long 
time. 5 

After this, Noah having applyed his mind to husbandry, plant¬ 
ed a Vineyard, and having drunk fomewhat largely of the Wine, 
whofe virtue and ftrength he did not yet know, became drunk, 
and chen fell into a deep,whom undecenely lying in hisTenr,With 
his fhame uncovered. Ham mocked, and (hewed to his brethren 5 
but they turning their backs and going backward, did caft a cloke 
upon it: But their father afterwards knowing the thing, having 

cur fed

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curled Ham’s pofterity,did bkfie Seth’s and Japhei\ children. Then 
Mankind being propagated by thefe three, did foon enereafe fo 
much, that one Countrey could not alone contain them any unto*7?*.’ 
longer, and even the other parts of the World alfo were to be in- 
habited. Into which before they went to fojourn, and before 
they were feparated afunder,they went about to build a high Tow¬ 
er in the Land of Shtnar , whofe top might reach unto Heaven,that 
might be to them a name, and a general Monument to all their 
pofterity ; for then the whole Earth was of one language, and of 
one fpeech, and God did confound it,for to fruftrate their endea¬ 
vours and Imaginations, diflra&irg it into feverai other tongues j 
fo the commerce and underftanding of the voice being taken away 
from them, they then left and caff away their counfel and de- 
fign of building j And what remained of this matter, is thought 
to have been for the beginning of Babylon $ for that Tower began to 
be named Babel, from the tiiixture and confufion of tongues. And 
as thefe things are leffe judged to have been done at the begin- 
ing of this great Tower, which was a full Century of years after 
theFIoud •, fo it’s not convenient for us to inlarge our felves far¬ 
ther upon them. Now the firft part of the next Century being 
paft, then happened the diverfity of Languages, and the propa¬ 
gation of People and Kingdoms; 

From Hebers pofterity, with whom the ufe of the firft tongue, A y ra {, ari , s 
and the true Religion remained, had c Abraham his pedegree, who peiegree.* » 
was to be an excellent and great proof and example of godlineffe 
and obedience. His father was Ter ah of (faldea , out of which 
Countrey by Gods command, he being aged feventy years, went 
together with his father into CMefopotamia , and he dwelt in Ha - 
ran about five years. There having left his Father, as he was 
commanded, he foon travelled into the Land of Canaan , with his 
Wife Sarah , and Lot his Nephew, it being then the 145 year of 
Ter ah his father, and his 75 th year: Then in the dayes of his 
father he lived near fixty years in the Land of Canaan , which be¬ 
ing expired, he in the 13 5 th year of his age returned into tMefo- 
potamia, and into his fathers houfe, whence, by the command of 
God, he returned again into Canaan : And thus are reconciled 
thofe things Which are ulually ebje&ed out of the Hiftory of Mo- 
fes, andofthe!/*#?. 

After that Noah’s pofterity was difperfed throughout the whole , f . 
face of the Earth, then began the diverfity of Nations and King- KixJgdom.*** 1 
doms, of whom the firft beginnings are recorded in the Scrip¬ 
tures ; the ancienteft of which, was that of the Afyrians or £bal- 
deans : That began firft in Babylon , thence in Nineveh , and thence 
was tranfported into a4fyria, and there remained,near a thoufand 
and three hundred years. For thofe things which Eufebiw relates 
out of Africanw, concerning ancienter Kingdoms of the Arabians 
and Chaldeans, are more like unto a fable, then to a real truth. 

Belus is put the firft in the lift of the Kings of the Kingdome of &/«,., 0 r»- 
Afyriay who reigned in Babylon j and by profane Authors is thought ’aimed* 
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to be the builder of ir, whence he feemeth to be he, who in the Di¬ 
vine Records is called Nimrod ; to him, having reigned 65 years, 
fucceeded Ninus, of whom was built Nineveh , and thither was 
the Throne of the Kingdom tranfported, which afterwards re¬ 
ceived its name from the Assyrians. Beyond him the prophane 
Hiftories do not mention any one ; And he is fa id the firft to have 
waged Warrsagainft other Nations, outof the juft and defire he 
had to inlarge and extend his Empire, having brought Afa into 
his own fubjedtion, he at length overcame the Baclrzans, and their 
King Zoroajlres ; Thence having taken Semiramis for his Wife,and 
by her having begotten his fon Ninia, he dyeth fifty two years af¬ 
ter he had began his reign. 

Semir amis having put out of the Kingdom this young fon, fhe 
taketh by art and cunning the Kingdom to her felf, the which fhe 
obtained fourty two years. The Greek Chronicles do aflert,That 
Babylon was built by her, buut may rather be faid, that Babylon 
was amplified and enlarged by her, and environed by a moft ad¬ 
mirable wall, whofe circuit was of four hundred and eighty fur¬ 
longs* and the faid Annals record farther. That fhe entred into 
Afia } CMedia, Perjia, ^Egypt 3 Libya, and Ethiopia , and fubdued 
them, and that fhe after that entred with her Army into India, and 
fpoyled and ruinated if. At length this Iafcivious woman pro¬ 
voking herfon to irieeft, is by him killed in the 42. year of her 
reign j and in the 24th year of Semiramis reign was Abraham born* 
and not as Eufebm falfly hath perfwaded himfelf. 

Ninias having killed his Mother, with much floath and idle- 
neffe held that Kingdom, which had been exceedingly amplified 
and inlarged by his Anceftors, and governing all things by Go ver- 
nors and Deputies,and feldom appearing; he paffed the reft of his 
life in the company of Harlots, and was fet in the lift of the effe¬ 
minates 5 which life the Kings that followed him embracing,were 
fcarely known to pofterity by their name, or remarkable in any 
thing, being reckoned in Eusebius s Chronicles three hundred and 
three; Afruanus numbreth four more in their rank 3 and lengthen¬ 
ed that intervall of the whole Empire more then reafonably he 
fhould $ which (as I have already demonftrated) is limited in 
1300 years. 

_ In the fame time that the Kingdom of the Afsyridns had its be¬ 
ginning, there were alfo other Kingdoms eftabliflied in other pla¬ 
ces; efpecially the Kingdoms of the Egyptians, and Sicyonians , 
but the licence of fables hath corrupted and perverted their be¬ 
ginning and original: The Sicyonians Kingdom was ere&ed in 
Sicyo almoft twelve years after that of the c Afsyrians, and 2164 
years before Chrifts Narivity, and continued near upon a thou- 
iand years. 
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CHAP* III. 

JuL Period, 
unto 3183. 

The fumme of the Sacred Nijlory comprehended in that fpace of time V'VNJ 
which was from the year of the Julian Period 27 5 3. unto the 3 183. 
of the fame . wherein is treated of the deeds of Abraham, Ifaac, 
and Jacob, and of his Children ; tAnd alfo of Job at loft. 

T He various Pilgrimages and things a&ed, both by Abraham, Ababast s 
and his Pofterity 5 are contained in the fpace of thefe years.. fe 

nAbraham, the Famine being great almoft in that very firft year ’ I- ‘ IO ' 
that he tranfported himfelf into Canaan^ went into Egypt: Where £ en l5 
God preferved his Wife' Sarah from the luft of the King: Thence en ' 1 * 
being returned again into Canaan, he is put away and feparated 
from Lot his brothers Son, who had travelled with him out of 
UHefopotamia, and had long been his domefticai companion. Hecen. 14; ; 
defired and chofe to dwell in the Countrey of Sodom, but Abraham 
dwelt ip Hebron in the plain of Mamre, 

Thence followed that War in which rhofe five Kings, of the 
number of whom the Kings of Sodome and Gomorrah were 5 being Gen* 
overcome, and their Cities deftroyed by Chedorlaomer and the 
three other Kings. His Confederates Lot with his family and all 
bis goods, was part of the prey 5 bat Abraham having heard of it G 
furprifed on a fudden the Conquerours, and they fmitten and put Gc *’ 16 ' lS ' 
to flight, in an unexpected and quiet night, he recovered all things Gen. 17.1. 
fafe, together with Lot his Kinlman. And CMelchifedeck King of Qua.tf. & r e£ 
Salem, as he was returning from the defeat of the Kings 5 brought 
him gifts, and an oblation of Myfticall Bread and W ine,and this 
Salem is Jerufalem, and to him Abraham reciprocally gave the tenth 
part of all thefpoil. 

Ten years after that, Abraham had began to dwell in Canaan . 

Sarah feeing her felf barren, fuffered, and gave her handmaid 
vAgar to her Husband 5 She being with child* and defpifing her 
Miftrefs, being hard dealt by with her, flyeth into the Wiider- 
nefs, but being returned home by the Angels command, brought 
forth IfmaeJ to Abraham then aged 86. years. 

This Patriarch in the 92th year of his age, by that Covenant 
that he had made with God, was Circumcifed with all his fa¬ 
mily, and Ifmael his Son, then aged between thirteen and four¬ 
teen years. 

This fame year was fatal! to Sodopi, Gomorrah , Admah , and Ze- 
boim ; which Cities for their abominable wickednefs, and by rea- rheburn®^ 
fon oftheir unreasonable luft, the fire from Heaven being kind- QiSoiotn ‘ . 
led and fomenred with Pitch and Brimftone confumed them. 

Out ofwhich burning Lot being delivered and fhatched by the 
Angels, having loft his wife, which contrary to the forbidding 
command looking back, was Metamorphofed into an Image 
of SMt, he firft efcaped into the City Zegor or Zoar , which by his Gcn * 17 ' l? ' 
prayers he delivered from that imminent danger and deftru&ion, 

thence 
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thence he retired himfdf into the next mountain $ where, in the 
jfaiwi, n ight 3 and through dninkenaeffbhe defiled bis daughters with in- 
unto 3183/ ceft - thence were begotten (JAoab and tAmmon, from whom did 
GwrtfV alfo two people defeend and propagate. . 

Abraham in the hundreth year of his age begat Ifaac of Sarah his 
Wife, theii ninety years old * it being 1936. years before Chnft’s 
birth : and fome few yeafs after, he by her warning, as well as 
Gen. i3. 1. by Gods command 3 turned Agar out of dores, together with Ijb- 
jofeph. 1. mael her Son, Ifaac having now attained unto mans eftate, that 
IJg,c ’ 14 * is (as jofepbus thinketh) the 2 5 th year of his age, ftands ready to 
be offered up for a facrifice by his father, in the Mountain of 
Moriah , beingfoon delivered again by the command of God -that 
had commanded him to be offered up. After his mothers death, 
Ccn which died the 12 7th year of her age : he married to wife Rebec-

Add then was Jfadcin thefourtieth year of his age. Abraham ha¬ 
ving taken Kethura for his fecond Wife, got fix Tons by her.

Argivoram T N : | le fiicth y^ar after Abrahams death 5 1857. years before 
icgnum ink. X Chrifi, the new Empire of Greece was eftablifhed in Peloponnefw, 
Jnacbw being the Author of it. Whom moft of the Ancients make 
equall to Mofes. But Eufebm affirms that he was long before his 
time. We limit the beginning of his Kingdome from 327. years 
before the Children of Ifraei went out of tAEgypt. After Inacbw, 
Greece continued its Empire 546 . years under 13. Kings. Of 
whom the nine firft, even to Gelanore , were called Inachads, as 
descending in a dired line from Inacbw. gelanore being expelled 
Caftor ipud of the Grecians , by cheir generall confent, Danaw is inverted with 
lufefa. the Empire, having been a Sojourner in ^/Egypt. He derived his 
Originall from Inachus. For Epapbw, Belus his fon, whom lo the 
daughter of Inachus bore to Jupiter, was reported to be his great 
Grand-father. Between Danaus and Acrifm were four others 
poffeft of the Empire, whoafter that by his imprudence, he was 
Bain of Perfem hisGrand-child, sMicenw interpofeth in the King- 
dome, The lalt of whofe bloud, was Eryfihew. He being flain by 
the Heraclides , the Pelopides , in number fix, enjoyed his eftate, 
i thelaft Kings of whom, were Tifamenw , and Pentbilw, Orefles 
Son. The Myc&ni reigned 210. years. In the whole from Ina- 
chw, 7 5 6 . years, to the 80. year after the deftru&ion of Troy . All 
whicb,’though here glanc’d at, will afterwards be fet down in 
their diredt intervals. Thefe happened for the moft part, in that 
intervall which terminates the Children of Ifraels progrefle out of 
zAtgypt.

Of the threefold kind of the Grecians, .^Eolieks, 
Doricks , and /onicks 3 which fprang from Helien , Sonne to 
Dcucalio^. 


T His Intervall comprehends the Original! of the Aneieoteft 
Creeks ; of which, however the truth be 3 itisfoconfound-- 
ed with thofe many fi&ions of the Poets, thatitis fomething du¬ 
bious to judge of. Notwithflanding which, wefhall endeavour' 
from the probablefl of ancient writers to digeft it in fome order of 
time. And feeing the Grecian affairs and thofe renowned people, 
are the fubjeft andfeope of the work, it will be here pertinent to 
(peak of the Grecians themfeives, andofthefirftderination of that 
name and flock. ^ 

A Uo3 Their name and flock derived from Helien theSon of Deucalion, 
hb.x Kod°4* isdiftinguifhed and divided into three kinds 3 v£olick, Derick, 
Strab. 8. and Jomck 3 the Authour of this progeny, as I faid, was Deucalion, 
r p a udPhor. n ° n who is reported to have had his Kingdome and fear in rbefiafy ... 
Cod. i8<?.* In his age was the inundation of Greece , whofe time from thlgr.o- 
bable opinions of divers, we conceive to be in the year ilSore, 
Chrift, 1529. the third yearafter the Jfraelites progrefle oi#of 
»£f]Ph as we {hall demonflrate in its convenient place. 1' 

Tn.e Sons of; Deucalion and Pyrrha were two, Helien, and A&- 
pbittyon. Awphittyon, expelling Cranaus , reigned in Athens . 
From Helien the Greeks are called Ua#w* He begot three Sons of 
*Conon.apu«J. Orfeis , ty£olus, Dcrus,&nd Xuthus. * ^£olus being the eldeft,fuccee- 
Ph0t.iib.z7. ded his Father, and obtained whatfoever lay between the Ri¬ 
vers Enipeus, and Afopus. So that befides Thefaly, he became 
mafler of Locris , and Beotia. To Dorus’s lot, fell that Country which 
is under Parnafus. He built Boeus, (fytimus, Pindus, and Erineus, 
From him the Kingdome of Doris rook its name. Xuthus the 
youngeftSon, expelled by bis brothers for robbing his Father 
cfhis treafure, took his flight into Attica, where he built Tetrapo - 
lit, and married Creufa, the daughter of Erechtheus. 

/Eoiidarua ^ohs begat feven Sons,'and five daughters of Enares the daugh- 
loboJes. ter of De mack us. His Sons were, Cntkeus, Sifyphus, Athamas, Sal - 

moneus,Deion, Magnes, and Perieres 3 and his daughters, Canoche, 
Alcyone, Pifdice, Calyce, and perimide. Crithius oi'Pyro, his Brother 
SalmonemH daughter,begat <AEfon, Amythaon, and Theres, The Sqn 
of trZfon was J.fon, Amythaon, inhabited Pilos, in Peloponnefus, and 
begot Mdampos and Biantes. Mdawpos for curing the daughters 
of Pr&tus of a Frenzy, had the Kingdomeof Greece 3 together with 
his Brother By antes delivered to him from ^Anaxagoras, the Son of 
Megapenthes 3 and of Iphianira, P/cetus his daughter, he had Anti- 
phas , Mantus, Bias, and Pronoes ; the Sons of Antiphas were Chles,

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or as Paufanias calls him, locks, and eAmphalx: but O'icles begat M-O 
eAmphiaraus, father of Awphilachus, and Alcmeon. jubPer od* 

Bias begat Talaus, father of Adra jtus , and Tarthenopaas, of Pe - Unto 3701. 
rona, and Eriphyle o£Amphicra, his Wife. L/'V’NJ 

Pheres, begat Ad met us, and Lycurgus, from him {prang Opheltes, 
who was alfo called Archemorus. Thefe were Cntheus .his 
Sons. 

Sifyphus founded Corinth, and of Merops the daughter of Atlas 
he had Glaucus the father oi Bellerophon. 

Athamas being King of Beotia, by Nephele,h&d Phryxus and HeU 
leh ; Afterwards of //zo daughter oi Cadmus, he had Sons Learchus 
and Melicertes . 

Salmoneus firft inhabited Thefaly, and after that, Elis 3 whofe 
daughter Tyro, before fhe was married io her Uncle Criiheus, 
br ughrforchto Neptune, Pelias, and Neleus. Who when they 
came to age, falling to variance amongfl themfelves, Neleus flies 
to Mefana-, and of Chloris, Amphions daughter, had eleven Sons, 
who were all (except Nejfior) {lain by Hercules. And but one 
daughter named Pero. 

Peitas governed in Thefaly , having two Children, Acaflus, and 
his filler Alee Bis 3 Deion poflefl Phocis, and befides other Sons, had 
Cephalus , whofe Wife was Procris. Magnes, his Sons were Polyde- 
ftes, and Ditty*, Inhabitants of Seriphus . Perieris of Gorgopbone 
daughter to Perfeus, begat Apbareus, Leucippus, Tyndareus, and 
Icarus . 

Hitherto Apollodorus brings the progeny of the Solids. But 
* Diodorus Siculus, befides thefe, mentioned! another Son of tAEo- f ub. 4 .p.i8- 
lus, called Mimas, who wandring remote from his brothers, reign- Gra:c.cdic. 
ed in <s/£ oils . his Son was Hippotes, who of Melanippe begat cy £t- 
lus, whofe daughter was Arne, who being got with child of Nep - 
tune, and for that reafon delivered in eufiody to a Metapontinean, 
by her Father, fhe at his houfe was brought to bed of Twins, Mo* 
lus named afeer his Grandfather, and Beotus, of whom tAJolus 
inhabited thofe Iflands, from him called JEoles : and Beotus, re- v 
turns to his Grand-father, and ruled in JEolis, who built Arnes, 
naming the Inhabitants Beotiar.s after his own name. 

But Xuthus (for of Dorns progeny there is nothing memorable) .. 
Hellens ycur.gcft Son, expelled by his brothers, made his abode in ionUm r9 ®‘ 
Anica, where marrying the daughter of Erechtheus > King of Athens, 
he had Sons, Aiijeeus, and Ion, Acheeus again ft his will becom- 
ming guilty or number,(as Canon upon Photius hath it) efcapes 
to Peloponnefus, and in that Kingdome which he named Achaia, 

( b my?K fore, JZf a leaf e built Tetrapolis ; Alter which,by theafii- 
flancc and aid oi the Athenians, and Mgialenfes, going into Thefa - 
ly, he received his fathers pollcffion. 

Ion remained at Athens, and if we may credit Conan , Erechtheus ioncs caliej 
being dead, obtained the fame Kingdome 3 From him alfo were At£Icks - 
the Atticks called Jones. But this onely that Authour afierts. 

Neither is Ion in-regiflred amongft the Kings of the AH-icks . But 
D 2 Paufanias- 
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r\A/i paufanias faith, that after the death oi.EreBheus, there arifing a 
Tuilinpcnod contention amongft his Sons about their fuccefiion, that Xuthrn of 
unt@ 3701. * AchAa, the father of Ion, was by them chofen as Umpire, who 
adjudging the Kingdome to Cecrcps, as being the eldeft, being 
contained to obfturehimfelf from the other brothers, he be¬ 
took himfeli to JEgialus , which was then in A chaia, where he di¬ 
ed. Qilon the fame Paufanias relates, that in A chaia, when he 
made his efcape out of Attica to make war againft Selimmt , was 
to him reconciled, by an agreement of marriage with Heh C e m 
Selinunt’s onely daughter, and afterwards fucceeding his Father 
in Law, he named them I ones, which before were called J&gialen- 
fes , Afterwards there arifing a war between the Athenians and 
the Eleufinians, by whom Ion being chofen Captain, coming out 
of A .chaia, he fioiftit his life in Attica. This Paufanias relates con¬ 
cerning the A chaians and the A tticks. 

Dc Grscorum * c ls now worth our labour to confider what diftindion of Lan- 
TariisSgui™ guages were ufed amoi?ft the fir ft Grecians, for the people were 
principally derived Inro three kinds, JEolicks , Doricks , and I wicks, 
to which may be added Auicks ; who could not confift without 
being joyned to the Jonians. Strabo faith of thefe four languages> 
or dialeds of the Greeks , there were but two Originally. The 
other being corruptly formed from the commixture"of the others.' 
The two former are the Doricks , and the A tticks, whereof the to- 
raer is the Antient JEolick , and the other the Ionkk . But that 
which was afterwards termed to be the JEolick and /o/tfY£,tfirough 
their commerce with divers Nations, varied its property accor¬ 
ding to their feverall conditions j for the former remained incor- 
rupted, becaufe that they poflefled quietly the Cdumrey of the 
Doricks , and Atticks, by reafon of their rougftneffe and barren- 
nefle, being little invaded by ftrangers and Foreigners. 

The fame Author adds,That all the People beyond Jfihmtu were 
in greece, excepting the Athenians, tJMegarenfes, and Doricks , the 
Inhabitants of Parnafsus , and were called e/£ olians even to this 
time. But of ancient time the Molenfes inhabited between Jfihrm , 
with whom the lories coming out of ^Attica, and the Doricks from 
Doris were mingled. Thefe alfo the Heraclides brought back into 
pdoponnefui : but why the Doricks are reported by Strabo to be 
brought back into peloponnefas, I do not very well fee; nor that 
afterwards the Jonians and ^olians had firft their feat there, as we 
read. But the fame Author in his qxh book writes, That ^ palm 
King of the Doricks being by Hercules reftored to his Kingdom, for 
requital of that favour, adopted Hyllus, Hercules’ s fon, whom alfo 
he left his fucceflor? from whence fprang the Heraclides, the in- 
t Srrabo habiters of Peloponnefus. Moreover,the Jonians (as * Strabo writes) 
lib.8. were by the Achaians, of the zAioliarss ftock, driven out of Agialus, 

or Achaia * from whence there remained but two forts in Pelopon- 
nefus, the Doricks,and ^olicks. 

Moreover, the Arcadians and Eleans , who inhabited thofe an- 
cietn Seats, who by reafon of the Mountains in that Kingdom,and 
; ' * . craggy 
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craggy rocks, could hardly be approachc unto,facrificing to Jupk r\*A>o 
terOlympius, ufed the Dortch tongue; but the others, a language 
made up of the Attick and Dorick dialed, faith Strabo , in the b>- m 
ginning of his 8th book 5 which quotation of the Author is fome- 
thing corrupted. 

It is not in the power of humane Art exadly to compute the 
times wherein thefe things happened, yet I fhall endeavour it in 
a homely ftyl?. Xuthm baniiht out cf Thefsaly into Attica, repairs 
to King EreBheus 5 ErePtheus began to raign in the year before 
Chrift 1400, Deucalion’s flood is reported to be much about the 
year before Chrift, 15 2?. So that the ftock of Hellen being named 
Grecians , and diftinguifhed into feveral kinds of people, were 
about 14. or 15. ages before Chrift. Much about the time that 
the Ifraelitfs pofleft of Paleftine , began to be under Judges. This 
order obferved, partly out ofother probable Hiftories, and partly 
by conjedure, we fbail prudently compute the time of the feveral 
poftmeies of Hellen , which in this place will be need Me to 
do. 


CHAP. VIII. 

of the time of the Maeeenian Kings, which fucceededthe Grecians, 
and of the In ach ids, and fome remarkable pafsages cf Per feus his 
progeny, conducingto belter knwkdg of Antiquity. 

T Heancienteft family of the greet an Kings (faith E*febius)took 
its rife from Acrifius, and from thence he faith was the King¬ 
dom oiMycane reflated by Per feus, the City whereof he built 
ftill governing Greece- 7 for after the death of Acrifius, Megapenthe 
<Pr&tus his fon, Talaus and Adraflus madethisCity the head of the 
Kingdom, Talaus fucceeding tMegapentbe ; after whole death vu** J - 
Adraftus his fon leaving <?m*e,travell’d into Sycione, where after 
he had govern’d certain years, he return’d to Greece again, where cl6 ' &l8 * 
-be received Tydius and Polynices, two fugitives. But truly at that 
time when Agamemnon govern’d c Mycene, did Diomedes x he fon of 
Tydius rule over greece, as Euftathius obfaves about the ath Iliad 
in this verfe; 

‘Rpzjisa m OIKU, & 'Agyd ortfjtff. 

That we may come to the CMycemans, we muft explain the ftock 
of Perfms, with which are contained the chiefeft Ads of the Gre-. 
eians in that Age. But deriving their original yet higher,wefhail 
fpeak of the progenie of the Agenorians or Cadmeians , in which we 
-fhall follow lApoliodorus. Inachus had a daughter named Jo. (he 
going into Egypt, had by Japiter,Epaphusthe King oiEgypt,ofwho fe 
daughter Lybia and Neptune got Belus and Agenor, being twins 5 fo - 

faith Apollidorus : But we affent rather to (a) paufanias, who makes rT^c c - 
this Jo, not the daughter of Jnachus, but of J^r many years fince, rin. P . j* ' 

which 
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which alfo appears by the time of Danaus. Befides thefe two, 
t^Pen^ 4 , Ne P tune 1S t0 have be § otte « of Lybia 9 Bufiris (b ) alfo, who 
unto.3701* leading his life not far remote from Nilus y wa.s very noted for theft 
(fc'fiuicb* anc ^ murt ^ cr 3 £DUC * 1 about the Jews departure out of Egypt. I 
Apoi. 4. C ihall return to the fons of Epapbus, of whom Agenor went into 
Phoenicia ; Belus governed in Egypt, and had two fons, t ./£gyptus y 
and Danaus ; the former he fent to Arabia to obtain it; the other 
into Lybia. After which, when JEgyptus had 50 fons, Danus as 
many daughters? who being by the Oracle advifed, that he fhould 
Danaus of be {lain by one of his brother's fons, he efcapes into Greece in a 
whom the Ship rowed with 50 Oars, where Sthenelus being dead, and Ge - 
Grecians. his Succeffor banifht by the confent of the people, he was 

made King the year before Chrift, 1475, the third after the 
death of jofepb 1 by his name were the <j redans called Danai. After 
this, the fons of JEgyptus going into Greece , were there tnurthered 
by their Wives, the Daughters of Danaus^ Onely Lynceus ex¬ 
cepted, who lucceeded his father-in-Law.Z,jw^y rook his begin- 
ing from the year before Chrift 1425, wherefore a little before 
this,by confequence,happened this maffacre. Lynceus had a fon

& v?d n 9 P dV raer of whom,Eufebius faith, governed in Greece ; but * Paufanijs

0) Apollod. obtained *Argos' y Proetus, Tyrintbe, LMidea,zn& Heereon. (a) Apol- 
4. lodorus mentions, that after the death of their father Abas, they 

contended for the Kingdom, and that Acrifius being eonquerbur, 
continued at Argos : Troetus making his efcape to lobates in Lycia, 
whofe daughter Sthenobea, or, as Homer would have it, Antia , he 
married ; after which, relying upon his father-in laws afliftance, 
he returned to Pelopomefus, and pofleft himfeif of Tyrintk 5 but 
Eufebius oppofeth this, who ranketh Trcetus amongft the. Kings of 
Greece in order before e Acrifius , wherefore his 17 paft years rouft 
be reftored to Abas or Acrifius . This is that Proetus , to whom Bel - 
lerophon the fixthfon of fjUucus fled from Deucalton y when he had 
committed murther; and being allured by Stenobea to commit 
fornication with her, upon his denyal, being fubtilly by her ac- 
(b) Apollod.i, cufed, he was fent to {b) lobates in Cilicia, where he is faid to have 
encouBtred with the (fbim<era, which falls out to be in the year 
before Chrift 1360, Ehud exercifing the office of Judge to the 
Hebrews. 


In the raign of Acrifius , as I fuppofe, was Per feus born of his 
daughter Ean&Je, which in his fecond year was computed before 
Chrift, 1343, He having overcome thofe dangers which are noted 
by thofe fables of him?about the 25 year of his age going with an 
Army into the Eaft, he atchieved thofe things at Cepkeum, which 
are celebrated by the verfes of the Poets, and had to Wife Andro - 
crro™ em * S ™ e da. Which from ancient Chronologies, Clemens tAkxandrinus 
Strom.i.. notes to be 34 years before the deftru&ion of Troy y it being a raa- 
t Eufeb errour5 w bich in fome foregoing pages he contradids by 

chrau ' another computation of time, f -Acrifius was unawares {lain 
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by Perfeus his grandchild about the 31 year of his raign, being in 
the year before Chrift 13 x 2, or 13115 at that time was Perfeus 
in Greece with his Wife ^Andromeda, being about fome five or fix 
years before he deliver'd it; for it’s more probable, \hat Acrifius 
then reigning?and not dead, Perfeus was bom, who was not above 
30 years old when he flew Acrifius y j- who being dead, no: any f Pa uf. Co- 
longer abiding to live at Argos, he chang’d his Empire with Me- ruuh * p ‘ 
gapentbe his Uncle, fon to Proetus, and ac Tyrynth, which fell to 
Traetus his fhare, as is before fpoken, he conitiiiKed his Kingdom, 
which afterwards he tranflated to Mycenas, a City by himfeif 
builr. But Megapentbe, when he had reigned certain years at Ar¬ 
gos, refigns his kingdom to Talaus , as is before faid. 

Perfeus therefore about 1312 years before Chrift,began to reign ?eY p m his 
firftae Tyrintb , and afterwards ac Myc<znas y who befides Perfes, fons/ 
whom he left with his father-inlaw Cepbeus , from whom the Per¬ 
sians are named 5 He begot of bis Wife Andromeda at CMycenas, 
fix fons, Alcbeus, Sthenelus, Hela, Mejtor , EleBryon , and a daugh¬ 
ter called Gorgopbone, whom Perierus ^olus his fon, and Hellens 
grandfon married, as a little before I fhewed you. 

To Alceeus of Hypominome, Mencedus his daughter, was born 
Amphitruo, and a daughter called Anaxo, of Mefior and Lyfidice, 
daughter of Pelops , was born Hyppotho'e , of whom by Neptune was 
brought forth Tapbius , who built the City Tapbon in Cephallenia, na¬ 
ming the people Teleboans , Tapbaus his fon was Pterelas , whom 
Neptune made immortal. 

EleBrio by Anaxo daughter of Alceus, had Alcmena , befides nine 
fons, and hicymnius of Mideas baftard. Sthenelus by Njcippe the 
daughter to Pelops , begat Euriftheys, to whofe fervice Hercules de¬ 
voted himfeif. 


Between the beginning of Perfeus his reign, stndSthenelus'swcte 
58 years; for Stbendta began about the year of the World 2730, 
which interval Perfeus doth not feem to exceed, if we may credit 
Af$&doruf 3 who faith,- That EleBrion govern’d CMicenas with Ta¬ 
pbius. But Pouf ados in his Corinth faith, at CMi&ea. And that 
may be, that he might both reign at cMic&nas, and at Midea too y 
for Orfidea and Tyrens are tributaries to Mic&nas. Moreover, in 
the Catalogue of Mu&nas Kings, are reckoned SleBdo and Ta -5 
pbius, Perfeus his fons, who are fet before Sthenelus, unlefs that at 
the fame time we will have more Kings to govern all together, 
which in thofe dayes was ufed, when the Governours but of Ci¬ 
ties went under the term of Kings. Tapbius truly, and EleBriorc 
fwayed the Scepter both together, whofe fons demanding their 
part of their father’s Kingdom from EleBryon , there arifing a great 
conteft, flew his fons; which to revenge, EleBrio gave his daugh¬ 
ter Alcmena to Amphitruon , upon that condition, that he fhould not 
have her, till his return from his Expedition againft the Tele - 
boans^ but when Amphitruon had imprudently (lain EleBrio , ex- 
pelFd by Sthenelus : with his Wife Alcmena, he efcapes \q (freon at 

Thebes, 
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Thebes, by whom being acquitted according to his former Cove- 
jui.pKiod’ nant >he profecuted his defign againft theTeleboans. About that time 
umo3701. the report gops of Hercules his birth, that it was 128^ before 
ikQ£ilr». Chnft 5 vvfiich being thus, it doth extenuate the credit of Eufe- 
Eufebius nc- him his catalogue of the CMycenian Kings ; for Perfeus being dead, 
tamr. SleBrio governed before Sihenelus ;< nor was ‘Perfeus over the My- 

cenisns above 58 years, as from his and Paufamas's computation 
we have already (hewed. 

The Poftcrity of Perfeus ending with Euriftheus , The Pelopides 
fprung from Pelops, that was for* to Tantalus King of Phrygia ; from 
tnefcfiad Peloponnefus its name,and, asfome conjeftured,they held 
their dominion over all Peloponnefus .* but it is not fo, for he 
firft reigned in Pifia , and by his great Valour and Induffry, he

' k9 firms. He removed out of Phrygia into Greece , and obtained Hip- 

podamia Oenemaus his daughter more by craft, then as the true re¬ 
ward of his fwiftndle in the race wherein they contended, which 
happened in the year before Chrift 13 24,at the expiring oiEbud’s 

(b) Hyg.£ 81, Government over Ifrael. (b) His fons were Atreus and 7byefte S} who 

* c ‘ became very noted to Poll erity, from their hatefull parricides and 

Inceftuous rapes ; Tbyeftes defiled Aerope his brothers Wife. 
Atreus on the other fide made him a feaff of his fons being mur- 
thered. After this, Tbyeftes in whoredome with Pelotf s daugh¬ 
ter, begat JEgyftus, which flew Agamemnon, Atreus his ion, whom 
Apollodorus would have to be defeended of Pkftbene,Atreus his ion, 
as alfo Menelaus alferts, and this Euftathius ,lrom Hefiod his 
Author, confirms, at the beginning of his Iliads, in thefe 
words 5 

’Axfdc/W T£ dyS'iay. 

Where it is evident, that the Kingdome of the Mycenians was 
tranflated to the pelopides, about the time that the Heraclidts en¬ 
joyed ^Peloponnefus 5 of which hereafter ; for the Pelopides 
came into Affinity with the flock of Perfeus j fo that, of Nicippe 3 
Pelof s daughter, Stbenelus begat Euriftbeus, as aforefaid. 3 


CHAP. IX. 

Of amber double Progeny of the Inachids, Agenorians, and 
Pelafgians, and of Cadmus bis flock . 


H itherto we infilled upon the race of Belus, or Danaus, from 
whom the Perfiansi prang: now we fliall fpeaka little to the 
other flock of the Inachids, which took its life from Age nor 5 this 
is not impertinent, for to give us a light into the more ancient At- 
chievements of Qreece . 

Agenor o{ Telepba/a begat Europa his daughter, befides three 

fons. 
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Sons Pkosnices, Cad.mWy and Cilices 5 as eApollodoms in his third 

Book, who in his fecond Book afierts that Agenor had thefe Sons - 

when he was in Phoenicia, which is a Kingdome in, Alia, and in unto J701. 

the third, after his coming into Europe, to which agrees that l/YNL 

Phcsnices being fent with his brother Cadmwto feek his filler,whom 

not finding, he went into Phoenicia, that from thence his father 

might not fend him away. Wherefore when Jupiter had ravifht • 

Europa, Agenor appoints his three Sons to go to leek her, with 

whom went their Mother Telepbafa. Whereupon Phoenix inha- 

bites Phoenicia; Cilix , Cilicia.' Cadmus after his Mother Telepbaf- Cadmus. 

fas death, comc-s into Greece and builds Thebes after the names, as 

it appears,of the Country. For Agenor Teems to take his rife from 

the Egyptian Thebes, (a) Conon upon Photm writes that Europa / d , CononI;b ..

A T that time which immediately followed the departure of 
the Hebrews out of Egypt, were extant tbofe names famous 
amongft the Poets in their veries, and alfo thofe fabulous Grecian 
Heroes 3 fome whereof are rank’d amongft the greater, other 
efteemed to be of the demie and leffer gods. Moft of thefe here 
and there, as occafion hath offered, we have already treated of; 
and now we (hall come to (peak of fome of the moft noted amongft 
them 3 and firft of all of Hercules , which name appears not to be 
attributed to one alone, (a) There were three mentioned by Dio - (*) Diodor. 
dorus , one of the ancienteft of which was JEgyptius, who travelled Sl e,r j 5, , 
over all the World in the exercife of arms. The fecond, freten- k ” P U " 
fis, who came of the Cy bells Priefts, and inftituted the Olym- 
pick games.

others. Who having conftituted Jrfon their Captain, and pro¬ 
vided a Ship larger then hitherto had been feen any, to whom for 
her fwiftnefle they gave the name Argo, hoift fail for Troas. 
Where Hercules delivered Hefton the daughter of Laome- 
Dioif 4: don > hav * n S flain the Whale to which (he was expofed to be de- 

Hyg;^. voured 5 and having a grant of her for his labour, he left her be¬ 

hind with her father, together with his fwife horfes, till at his re¬ 
turn from.his Expedition, he might receive them altogether. Ja* 
fan no fooner arrives at Cokhos, but falling in league with Me¬ 
dea, the daughter of King ^eta, is made matter of his defires, 
whom having wedded, he conveys her, together with the Golden 
Fleece for Thefialy. Hercules demanding his contra&ed-for re¬ 
ward from Laomedon , and feeing himfelf deluded by his perjury, 

- vanquifheth Troy, flayes Laomedon, and delivers the Kingdom to 
his fon Primus. The writer of the letter Iliads reports, this to be 
done about fourty years before the Grecians utterly demolifh’d 

1 Tray. Wherefore theVoyage of the Argonautes apppears (if it 
be fo) to have been in the year that is numbred before our Chri- 
ttian Epock 1226$ Dares the Phrygian idateththck things fome- 
what varioufiy, faying. That thefe Argonautes being denyed 
,the Harbour of Troy by Laomedon , that foon after they were return¬ 
ed into Greece, having fumifhed themfelves with a Fleet of Mea 

- of War, having failed to Troas, took theCity of Ilium, and flew 
Laomedon with all his fons, one onely excepted, who was then 
happily abfent, Priamus by name 5 and that Hefto fell to Telamon's 
lot in reward of his vertue: whom Priamus by his Ambattadours 
in vain redemanding, he fent his fon e .Alexander into Greece with 
an Army, by whom M»nelaus*s Wife, Helen by name, being car¬ 
ried away,hereby was caufed that huge and fo memorable War* 
Thus faith Dares , the Phrygian .

Thefeus s father,caufedthis man’s fon..,named Androgens,to be mur- 
tbered in Attica : And for this caufe did CMinos wage War with 
the Athenians, then at the fame time agreat famine and drought 
being fent of God into Attica , and throughout a 11 Greece , the Prin- * 
ces of the Cities fent to Delphos to confult the Oracle, What re- - - - 
medy they might take for this evil > And as they were asking, rhe Diod.- 
Oracle anfwtrcd,Thar they fhould make t^acus the fon of Jupiter 
and zAigeiia, the Patron and Mediator of all Greece, ^£acus ha¬ 
ving takenwell and in good part their vows , jreftored fertility 
and plentifulnette to the fields of them all, except of the tAthe- 
nians: But they going again to the Oracle, Apolias anlweied, That 
they fhould not have an end put to this evil, untilithey fatisfkd 
Minos's defire concerning *Androgeus's death * therefore by 
his decree, every feventh year they are commanded to fend feven 
Males, and fo many females into Crete. Whither Thefeus JEgeus's Hyg. &b.4iV 1 
fon, being come, either by his own free will, or by chance having 42, 
overcome the Minotanrm (which is faid to have been Minos's Ge¬ 
neral under the name of a Buli)by thehelpand danger of Ariadna , 
which was in love of him, he freed for ever the Athenians from 
this bondage : This happened a little before the death of ^ geus , 
and the beginning of Thefeus »s reign; for when Mgeus faw a fhip 
oiTheJem failing.fron* Crete with fails, and not white, as amongft 
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cnetn was agreed, into the harbour of Athens, he is faid to have caft 
himfelf headlong into the Sea. Again, Thefeus began to reign 
fome fourty feven years or thereabouts before the mine of Troy. 
Then Minos fetching back by force of arms, T>edalus his inge- 
neer, who had fled from Crete to Cocalus, King of Sicily , was fmo- 
thered in a Bach by the faid Cotalus. Thefeus at the emulation of 
Hercules having atchieved great things, got a famous name 
throughout all Greece. 

Amongft his chief exploits he cut to pieces the ^Amazonian 
Armies, which from Ponttu had bordered upon the coafts of 
Athens, in the Moneth Boedromio, having fpoiled them of their Co¬ 
lours 3 who for the memoriali of this fignall Victory, had after¬ 
wards this name. Afterwards, he preierved in the fafeguard of 
the Athenians, with an excellent commendation of fidelity, Her¬ 
cules his pofterity from Euriflheiu, who purfued them with arms; 
At length having raviftied Helen, a Virgin of ten years of age , 
fome five and twenty years before the dettruftion of Troy, and ha¬ 
ving provoked the Tyndars to war againft himfelf, being expelled 
outof Athens by Menefcauds faction, he retired himfelf into the 
Ifland Syrw, and there he dyed for grief, not without the deteftati- 
on of his ungrateful.Countrey, which divided into Borroughs and 
Villages at theheginning of hisreign, he had brought into a bo- 
dyofa whole City. Before this time- there was a fad fpe&acle 
done at Thebes. Odipw having flain his father Laius unadvifedly, 
in recompence of his flaying Sphinx, he married Jocafia, his Mo^ 
tber, from which wedlock were born Etheocles and Polynices. The 
thing being found out, Oediput his eyes being plucked out, freely 
and willingly fuffered punifhmerit ; his Sons did fb agree toge¬ 
ther, that they fhould reign every year at their turns, but Eteocle s 
having reigned his year, would not afterwards yield the domini¬ 
on to. his brother Polynices, who retiring to tAdrafiiu into Argos be¬ 
came his Son in Law. Hence, Thefeus being yet living, there arofe 
a vehement war againft the Thebans, Polynices ftirring up Adraftes 
and other Princes, who are faid to be feven in number, to waf 
againft his brother Etheocles. Adraftuturhomled at Argos. Tydm 
the foil of Oeneus , the CalydonianfSapanem, Hippomedon, Parthenope - 
us, born of Atalantha, Schenoeus's daughter, Ampbiaraus who had 
married SripbiliSyAdraftes filter, and Polynices ; all which perifh- 
ed: with an exceeding great {laughter of their Army, the Carcaf- 
fesof all whomOeo;?, the brother of this fame mans Mother, and 
brother in law to Oedipus, forbad to be buried; A drafius onely 
efcaping alive. But the Athenians, Thefeus being their Captain- 
General, denounced wars to the Thebans , according to common 
civilityjand'having taken their City,they gave them liberty to ce¬ 
lebrate the Funerals of their Friends. 

This Thebane war was, if we may give faith to the old Chroni¬ 
cles of Clemens, thirty feven years before the overthrow of Troy, 
and ten years afrer that, thofe Princes were deftroyed before 
Thebes 1 their Sons who were called Epigonians , having chofen Ale- 
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mean, Amphiarauds Son for their Generali, they undertook a 
War againft the Thebans, and thefe Thebans being overcome in 
fight, they demolifti the City ; they lead away prifoner Tirefia, unt® 3701. 1 
who died by the way, and fend away his daughter from CManto to p^J^fN 
Delphos, which thence went into cAfia. Diodorw calls her Daphne, p a “ 0 ‘ 8 c a * 
and faith that (he remained at Delphos, and relates that the Ora- Diod.4.187* 
cles have elegantly fet forth her beauty, and rare qualities, out of Dio(3 8 
which 'Oracles he faith that Homer took not a little: The 41 7 * 
Thebans being expelled out of their City, theylikewife turn the 
Dorians out of their Towns and City,and many of them afterwards 
returned to Thebes. 


CHAP. XI. 

Ofshe Trojans Kingdome, and of the mine of Troy, of JEneas’s tra- 
uell into Italy, of the age of Jupiter and Saturn. 

A Lmoft fifty years after the Children of Ifrael went forth 
out of eAZgypt, a little before Jofhuds death, was ereded the 
Kingdome of Troy in aAfia, by Dardanw, although Teucer is faid : 
to have reigned the firft in Troy, who was the Son of Scamander 
and of Idea the Nymph, from whom the people were called Teu- 
eri . Moreover Jupiter and EleBra, had yet two Sons more, 

! Dardanus and Jafion or Jafius, who both reigned firft in Italy, and 
that in the Ciiy Coritys in T ufeia, thoughTome do not confcnt that ’ 
they draw their Originall outof Italy, but out of Arcadia ; there¬ 
fore having both left their fathers Court, they came into Samo * 
thracia. 

Whence afterwards;Z>4ntotf travellings Troy, was courte- 
oufly received of Teucer the King,and married his daughter Batiea. 
Some fay that Dardanus flew his brother Jafius. Apoliodorus faith ! 
that for his attempting to violate Ceres , he was killed by a Thun¬ 
derbolt : There are yet fome who think that Dardanus reigned in J 
Troy before Teucer, and that-this man came from Crete . Teucer \ 
being dead, Dardanus built a City of his name in Mount Ida, near j 
the Sea, and called the people 2 Vardanians, after his name; his 1 
Son Erichthonius begat free of Afiyoche, Simoes daughter 5 by whom 1 
the Countrey was called Troia. This Tree begat of Callirrhoe , Sea- ] 
mandrus' s daughter, llus, Ajjaracus, Ganimedes, and Cleopatra a 
daughter. Tantalus King of Paphlagonia , ftole Gammed away 
about ip 2. years before the deftru&ion of Troy, as Clemens Alex- 1 
andrine o&mtth out of the old Chronicles. Eufebius-s Chronicles j 
njention this Hiftory a little after this time, and calls the King of 3 
Phrygia, which then was called Meanta, Tantalus. Hus avenging 
this injury by arms, expells Tantalus out of his kingdome. To 3 
Afiaracus was born Capys, who begat Anch'tfes, father to neas. 

Ilus built Ilium m the Champion Countrey of Tfoas , and be¬ 
gat Laomedon, who had two Sons Tithonus and Todarces, and a 
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daughter called Heficn. Tytkonus being gone into the Haft, and 
jJalpraodi Ethiopia ; there he begat Memnon his Son. Podarces, Laomedon 
unto 3701. being flain, as we have faid above, received the kingdome of Her - 
Au£pTr©!c ,cu ^ s > which he is faid to have held fourty years, he had many 
IC ‘ children. Amongft whom was Alexander who is called Tarhy 
who being carried by fhipping into Teloponnefus and Sparta , he ra- 
vifhed and ftole away his Hoft Menelaus 3 s Wife: For whofe fake 
the Greeks waged a cruel and bloudy war of ten years time againft 
TheTro/an the Trojans, to the great detriment of both Nations, and to Ioffe 
DydisCrct. °* bothfcheir valiant Generals. But the Greeks at laft whofe caufe 
Dares Phryg, was more Juft, obtained the Vidfory, having taken and demolifh- 
%§• ed the City by Antbenors’s and Eneas’s treafon. This overthrow 
certainly was in that very year 3530. of the Julian period y 
before Chrift, 1184. in the time of ]air Judge over the Hebrews-. 
fortune was not much more favourable, to the Conquerours, as 
they returned home, thanfhe had been to them that were con¬ 
quered ; for moft part were caft away or opprefled by the Tem- 
VeiieiiH P e ^* Agamemnon, in the unbraces of his houfhold Gods, and of 
fab. 11* yg * his wife, was thruft through, and fo murthered by the adulterer 
<y£gifihus , ThyeHas Son, but his Son Oreftes did afterwards 
. avenge his death, who with EleBra his lifter, familiar to all^his 
; counfells, didflay <.s£giftbus and Clytemnefira his own Mother, 
the Gods (as it is reported)approving this his parricide, blefTed 
him with a long and happy reign, for he reigned feventy years 
and lived ninety, and he married Hermio , Menelaus'$ and Hele¬ 
na's daughter, Pyrr bur Achilles Soil* Being flain at Delphos, who ’ 
had taken to himfclf his contracted fpoufe twenty years after Ili- 
urn's deftru&ion; ^ . 

Eufeb; With better fucceffe did thofe two Trojans , Antenor and z/£ne- 

iEnpasgots #,fromthe*burning of Troy , go into far Countreys 5 of whom,

ThcnLaiinus reigning, in the 3 5th year of his re ign,JEneas three Dion.Haiic.i, 
years after the 77 ojans calamity was brought to Laurentum s Conn- ^litcrConon 
trey : he made peace and alliance with Latinus , marrying his ap ud ph°or.° 
daughter Lavinia , after whofe name he called that City he built, cod - ***• 
Lavinium. Then Turnus the Rutulians* s King waged Warr with lf 4tf * 
Latinus and t&neas together, being difpleafed with both, becaufe 
he had given his daughter Lavinia rather to aftranger, then to 
him an inborn Prince, to whom fhe had already been promifed. 

The Rutulians being overcome in fight, there were both Turnus 
and Latinus (lain the fourth year after Troy 9 s deftru&ion : And fo 
tAZneas alone enjoyed all for the fpace of three years, whom being 
flain in the next Warrshe had with the Rutulians and Mezentius , -®ne« bis 
Kings of the Tyrrhenians, his fon Afcanius fucceeded, he having death * 
difperfed his enemies, and made peace with Mezentius, 30 years 
after the building of Lavinium, he built ^ 4 lba: In which City 14 
Kings after Afcanius , had their fear, ruling unto Romulus* s time, ~ 
and to the firfi foundation of Rome. 


CHAP. XII. 

Of the Expeditions of Hercules’s Posterity into peloponnefusj of Me- 
lanthus and Codrus, Kings of Athens 3 then of the Archontians, 
of the iEolick and lonick transplantations 5 and of fome other par¬ 
ticulars. - . 


H Ercules the fon 01 Alcmene and *Amphitryo, had his original ExApoii. 

both from Peloponnefus, and from th tMycenian Kings: for both Diod - 1 4 - 
his Father and Mother were Perfeus’s grandchildren, and were paivewto! 1, 
brothers children j for Alcaeus, Amphitryo's father, was perfeus his p. 60. e talibi 
Ion; and Akmena was daughter to EleBrio , Terfeus’s fon ; Aon- ^ 

phitryo having flain his brother and ftep-farher inconfideratefy, pr^p.^/^/ 
being banifhed out of Mytenas by his Uncle, went to Thebes Her- 
cules being dead, EuriflheuS the King of 'Mycenas , Sthenelus' s fon, did 
endeavour utterly to extinguish his pofterity, fearing, that if they 
fhouid come to age, they would (way the Scepter of the Myce- 
F mans 
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"j MS Kingdom. Therefore he denounceth to Cejcus King of Tra- 
Jui. Period, chon *'> w ^h whom they were to banifh out of his Countrey thofe 
unto J701. Children whom he fufpe&ed, if he had not rather to deliver them 
C'W up ro him 5 the which if he doth nor, he muft exped: nothing but 
VV arr. The Her abides being affrighted by this command,no bo¬ 
dy daring to receive and entertain them for fear of Eurillheus they 
retire themlelves to Thefeus, then King of the Athenians, and not 
In Hcradld. to Demophoon, as Euripides faith : Eun(lheus raifeth a great Army 
againft them, thereupon was the battel given 5 In which were 
chief Commanders Iolaus the fbn of Hercules’s brother,and HiUus

• being overcome, is killed by Hillus, and all his poftericy, being a 

p ° * 2 * fon, dyed wiih him. The Heraclides being eonquerours, poffefle 
themfel ves of Peloponnefus , and in a fhort time recover ail that they 
had loft. But the Plague being imminent, having baftened their 
return before the time appointed, being warned by the Oracle, 
theyfreely departed. After this, Hillus having againconfulted 
, t , he 9 fa . cle > ^ was anfwered, to ftay untill the third gathering of 
Eurcb. *. de the fruits 5 that was as much as, unto the third age of man: But 
he underftanding it to be the third year,after this time he prepares 
Thucyd. 1. a new Expedition, and fendeth his Forces through Ifihmus, being 
again deceived by that ambiguous Oracle, that promifed the 
ThucyJ. I victory to the Leaders through wet flraigbts : by which deceitfull 
Scb«ii. 1.1. lpcech, Apollos underftood the Sea, through which one fayls to the 
mouth of Peloponnefus . As the Heraclides approached near A treus, 
Enjlbeos's Uncle and his oppofed himfelf with forces to them: 
The fighr beingbegun, A riftmachus, one of the Heraclides, is kil¬ 
led, and then Hillus challenges anyone of the enemies to fight 
with him in a Angle duel, upon the condition, That whojfoever of 
either party fhould overcome,the fame party fhould pofleffe Pelo - 
ponnefus, and that the Heraclides if their enemy fhould overcome 
them, fhould not come again againft Peloponnefus fuch a certain 
timejf which Diodorus faith,was the fpace of fifty years,and others 
fay an hundred. The condition being excepted, Echemus King of 
Sctiel; ™e Tegeatars fights with Hillus ,and at length kills him; The He- 

Thucyd ad raclides return back again to Actica.This firft irruption was twen¬ 
ty years before Troy s ruine. 

Thucyd. 1. Then an hundred years after this, and fourfeore years after the 
Vdf.i. overthrow of Troy, the Heraclides idanlt Petcpo»nefus again. The

Of the Kingdemss-of the, ftacedemoniaa i_and Corinthians, and of 
Cypfelus and Periander. 

T 1 He Dorians with the Heraclides , having pofTefled Peloponnefm^ 
X eftablifhed there two chief Kingdomes the Lacedemonian, and 
the C°rimhian , the fons of cArijfodemus , having expelled the 
Acbaians , and Oresiidians , in veiled themfelves of Lacedemon . 

Procles' 
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ProcleS and Euripides by name, whom Cicero hath declared td have 
juh Period, been both alive, onely chat Procles dyed a year before his brother 
unto37©i. and did greater atchievements, of whom the two families of 
Kings were propagated in that City, of the Eureflkidians which 
JLz.de div, was efteemed the chiefeft, and of the Erocledians , which was the 
fecond in Principality ^ this fame was aifo called the houfe of the 
Eurediponaites, from Euripontes, Erodes his Grandchild :the lift 
of the Kings, out of the firft (lock was more diligently obferved, 
theocher remained more obfeure, without the number of the 
years that every one of them reigned. The beginning of that 
firftKingdome wasfoon after the return of the Heraclides into Ec- 
loponnefus , in the i102. year before Chrift, it ended in Egeppolif 
»7i y .^nd|o4. and L j Cur g u ^ who both after Cliomenes death, did reign about the 
firft Olymp. year, 140. 

Vide i. 9. de About the fame time that the Heraclides began to rule in Lace- 

doft. remp. demon, then aifo did the Corinthians eredt a Kingdome, the which 
Corine, p. 47. th c ^o/ians or Sifiphians held afore, as Paufanias faith, out of 
which progeny the laft Doridas, and Hyantydas being disinvefted 
of the kingdome by Atletes, Hippotes’s Son, grand-child of Phi- 
lames, and kinfman to Antiochus in the third degree, and ro Her¬ 
cules in the fourth, remained as private men in the fame City,and 
after that Atletes % children did enjoy the kingdome, of whom 
Tclefles is numbred the laft by Eaufanias, after whom were cho- 
fen the annuall Confulls j Automenes being the firft 5 whom Eufe- 
bius makes a king, yet the new family of the Corinthian kings is 
wont to be efteemed, as extra&ed firft of Bacchides , and is called 
- the houfe of the Bacchides. The laft king of the Heraclides , Telefles 
by name, according to Eufebius ceafed to reign three years before 
the firft Olympiad, unto which are reckned 324. years from the 
beginning of Atletes reign, which is the next year after the Hera¬ 
clides return to Eeloponnefus. 

After Automenes , the chiefeft of the fame houfe of the Barch'i- 
dia»s did govern the City, one of the family being every year cre¬ 
ated chief Magiftrate, whom they called vfbktth unto Cypfelus, 
whohadhisoriginall of Afelas, Antafus’s fbn. This .Melus was 
born in the Town Goneiifa , near to Sycio, who with Atletes and 
the Heraclides, overcame Corinth: he was by them afterwards 
Her 0 (j. 1. y. c< made a Citizen. Cypfelus reigned thirty years in Tyranny, and 
Arkor. y. his Son Periander , f ourty four. And therefore from the beginn ing 

P*il.c.ix, of the Her aclides reign, unto feriander\ death were 518. years. 
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C ontaining 484 Tears, from the fourth year of Salomon, which is 
3702 jear of the J ulian Period, to the death of C yrus, 4185 
years of the fame Period. 


CHAP. I. 

Of the Kings of .Judah, from Solomon to Jehofapharj and of the 
Kings of the Ifraelites, from Jeroboam to Baaiha, things done, 
and the times . 

I N the 2^72 year from the framing of things before Chrift 

1012 years. Solomon , Wifdome being gotten from God, and 3 K ‘ ngs 6 ‘ 
being furnifhed with incredible provifion of plenty, which Soomou - 
his father in times paft unto this time had gathered together, 
he goes about the Temple in Jerufalem; which hereafter fhould 
be the holy place of the Jewifh Religion. That was finilhedin the 
eighth year.

Temple of the Lord, and thofe Palaces at the fame time, and fo, 
t/V'VJ that not in the 24th year of his Kingdom, but in the fixceenth all 
the building was bre jght to an end, 

(b)s Kmg. II. (^ In the mean while he far excelling all mortal men in' riches 

and wifdom, when as he was rewarded with honour by the gifts 
and fervices both of Kings and people, and the bounds of his king- 
dome being farther enlarged, he enjoyed peace and reft ; at iaft 
he bare not the greatnefs of profperous affairs. For age now decli¬ 
ning, he being taken by the enticements of Wives and Concu- 
bines, (both ot which he had gathered to the number of a thou- 
fandj he is drawn away unto forbidden and wicked fuperftitions. 
Neither is it hitherto certain, whether he repented before his 

death, whereby a doubtful conje&ure is left’to pofterity of his 
falvation, 

(0 3 Kmgs Rehoboam overthroweth the Kingdom,trodden under foot by h is 

fathers vice. ( c ) For this King being intreated by the peopIe,that it 
might be done a little milder toward them, then had been done by 
his father, exerciferh dominion, the counfel of the old men being 
rejected, who thought fomething muft be granted to their jult 
complainrs, he anfwereth them proudly and roughly after the 
opinion of his equals. Which thing foheightened their minds, 
that ten Tribes being wholly rent from David’s family, they ap¬ 
pointed themfelves a new King, Jeroboam the fon oi Nebat, an 
Sphramite , onely the two Tribes of Judah and Benjamin , being the 
numbers left for Rehoboam . By that,W2s the Jewifh name cleft 
into two kingdoms $ whereof one was called the kingdom of Ju- 
dah 3 the other of Ifrael 5 but this latter alfo was wont to be called

the kingdom of Ephraim , from its builder Jeroboam, and of Samaria^ 
afterward the feat of the kingdom was tranfported into that Town, 
which hitherto had been placed in the City of Sichem , ( a ) which 
Jeroboam built in Mount Ephraim; for the ftrengthof either king- 
dome was in Jcrufalem. One and twenty Succeflours of David 
held the kingdom in the Tribe of Judah ; of Ifrael, eighteen. The 
former ruled after the death of Solomon about 387 years, the latter 
almoft2 54. 

That I may return to both thofe Kings, True piety towards God 
remained with neither. Yet the Ifraelite fooner failed, (b) who as 
foon as he was made King, fearing left if his Subje&s fhould go 
together to Jerufalem unto the folemn Feafts appointed, by little

God conftraining him, reproved their wfckednefs. Neither did 
God long defer the revenging of fo great wickednefs. The year 
following, Hazael King of Syria with fmall Armies,having wailed 
the kingdom of Judah , flew all the Princes, .and could fcarce be 
turned away from J erufalem, the which he now fought occafion 
againft, by great gifts, into which all the treafures were poured 
our. Joajb himfelf a little after being taken with a moft grievous 
ficknefle, being thruftthorow by his fervants in his bed, dyed in 
the fpurtieth year of his reign, neither was he laid among the 
Sepulchres of the-Kings.

Heraifingwar againft the Edomites with **• 
the whokftrengrh of the kingdom, armed three hundred thoufand 
of his Souldiers: beiide whom^lie hired out of the Ifraelieifh king- 
dome an hundred thoufand 5. the whkh the charges which he had 
beflowed on them being freighted, he ftraightway fcnc home at 
the word of one Prophet, forbidding, him to make ufe of the help 
offuchw God laeitrg delighted with the king’s obedience, gave 
him to overcome his enemy.

At lengthy Amaziab 
after fifteen years from ;he death of Ja^was flain by theconfpi- 
racy of his fervants. - , ' . 

(a) reigning, and in his tenth year, if any credit may be *3- 4 w 
given to the Hebrew Chronicles, Elifka dyeth, which is the 3 814 
year of the Julian Circuit 5 the which by rbisaecount,mUft needs 
perform that Prophetical gift very long, under fix kings of Ifrael • 
he dying, prom ifed a threefold vi&ory to King Joafb over the Syl 
riati 3 which alfo a little after he obtained.

Azariab reigned the twelfth from David, or Oziah, a Prince 
good enough, and therefore he bcingcovered with God’s defence, 
happily governed the kingdom. But at laft forgetting himfelf 
whiles he ufurpeth through pride the offices belonging to the 
Priefts, being made leprous on a fudden, he is driven out from all, 
even civil office, the ordering of the kingdom being' pafTed over 
unto his fon Jot ham .

Under this and Oziab kings, many Prophets fiourifbed; efpeci- 
ally in the kingdom of Ifrael, the which as it was more corrupt, Fo / f 

it had need of more often remedies, (a) Therefore while Jeroboam 2?. • 

reigned, Jonah flood forth or up, who foretold to him a vidory 
over the Syrians. Moreover under Oziah were famous, Hofea, \od 3 
Amos,Abdiahjfaiah alfo prophefied under the fame king.- (b)Tlie 
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- ( b) The thirteenth from David in the kingdom of Judah was 
Jotham, not unlike to his Father Oziah in godiinefle. his 

ion Ahaz was the worll of Kings, and fodefpifed hisiathers Re¬ 
ligion, that he worshipped Bad, , andfet Images and Altars by- 
him, he facrificed his ions by a wicked ctiftome in the fire. For 
that thing the neighbouring kings vexed him with very great 
{laughters 5 the king of Jfrael, Syria, and the e// Jlyrian, whom he 
had ftirred up againft this king with great rewards; alfo the £*/<?- 
mites, and Philiftnes. That he might appeafe thofe calamities by 
fooliih coun{el,,he appointed curled rites, to pacific the gods of 
Z)amafttu towards him, and the Temple being (hut up, he rais'd 
up Altars here and there to Heatheniih gods. 

Ahaz governing the Tribe of Judah, Hofea was chief over the 
Israelites, a little more tolerable than former Kings of Jfrael 3 nei¬ 
ther yet caft he away the worfhip of vain gods, or brought over 
his mind to the worfhipping of the true. 

But (d) Hezekiah king of Judah, who fucceeded his father ^fe 
next to David, far excelled all Princes. For this king caft down 
all Images and Temples, cut down the groves, took away the high 
places: And laftly, wholly obeyed the Law of ejxofes. In the 
(ixth year of this king, the ninth of Hcfea, the .3^93 year of the 
Julian Period, Salman afar the king of the Adrians, Samaria be- 
mg taken, he carried away allthe Ifraelites into Afsyria , and fo 
the kingdom of Jfrael ceafed, which remained almoft 2 54 years. 

(a) In the fourteenth year of Hezekiah, the 4000th year of the 
Julian Circuit Sennacherib the fon of Salmanafsar, king of the Af- 
fyriansjatzzking into Judeayodk many Towns,or overthrew them. 
And then he fends Rabjhakeh with Armies to befiege Jerufalem,who 
returning, while he is making ready to invade J erufalem, in one 
night an hundred eighty and five thpufand are flain by the An¬ 
gel. 

In the fame year, after the (laughter of the Afsyrians , Hezekiah 
falls into a deadly difeafe 3 of the which he was healed from God 
by Ifaiaht he Prophet, and his life prolonged for fifteen years^ 

(b) They do diforderly, who place the difeafe of Hezekiah before 
the flaughter of the Afsyrians. 

Among the Israelites , who were carried away by Salmanafsar, 

(c) was Tobiah, a moft holy man, whofe Hiftory is delivered in a 
particular book of writing. 

The fifteenth from David reigneth Manafseh, in the twelfth 
year of his age, who fo degenerated from his fathers manners,thac 
rhou canft not know, whether, on either part, was more famous: 
the one in piety towards God, and performances of other virtues 3 
the other in the-fltab contempt of his fathers worfhip, in cruelty, 
luft, whereby he made forcible afiaultson faered, and Jikewife 
on humane things. Therefore in the eighth year, as we guefle, of 
his reign, he being taken by the Princes of the king Afsyria*s 
Army, and bound in fetters, he is brought into Babylon 5 where 
he being {hewed his evils, and turned with his whole heart unto

the Lord, he is wholly reftored by him, and ftraightway the Idols 

and allthe Monuments of wicked foperftirion being taken away, ■ 

he endeavoured to {hew forth the worfhip of his father's God. (a) 

To us, as alfo to many others, it feemeth to be probable, that G<V>j 
vManaJleh was taken by Merodach, both ruler of Babylon, andfub- p - 

jed to the King of AJsyria 3 For both their times do agree, as we tmic*,

(?) ^ King of Iudab made by Nebuchadnezzar inthe place 

; of TechYntab, is Mathani&h, who is alfo called Zedechiab, the fon of 
lojiahj he alfo being a forfaker of divine worfhip and’ faith, as 
well payed to God, as performed to him of Babylon, by whom he 
was made King. For from the ninth year of his reign he revolt¬ 
ed, and provoked the fame againft him. Therefore he began to 
* befiege Ierufalem at th(?(b) beginning of the year of reft,or Sabbaths. 
Moreover the 3393* year ot the World, as is gathered (c) out of 
Ieremy, ai?d in the third year it being taken 3 and the Temple burnt 
with fire,Zedechiah being brought back from flight,and being de- 
pnved of his eyes, with the which he had firft feen his childrea 
(lain before him, he is led away in chains unto Babylon. 

The City was won by aflaultin the year before Chrift 58? in 
the fourth moneth and fifth day,(d) as Jeremy writeth,but the fame 
man in another place determined it the (e j-ninth day.

With Zedekiah the King, were famous Prophets, Jeremiah and 
Ezekiel.

But Ezeki - 
el, with lechoniah, after eight years (g) Jeremiah , who for many 
years, and efpecially in the time of the fiege, was cruelly vexed 
by his own countreymen 5 the City being taken at the command 
of Nebuchadnezzar, he was honourably efteemed by Nebuzardan, 
Leave being granted him of dwelling where he would. When he 
would not depart from the ruines of his countrey, being recom¬ 
mended to Gedaliah , whom the Chaldean made chief over the re¬ 
mainder of the people, he a little while after being fkin by ifhma- 
el, is fnatched away againft his will with Baruch , by his own peor 

pie. There while he withftood the wickedneffes of the Jews, ha¬ 
ving fuffered very many things, (aj at length by them is (lain. 
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Of the Tyrian Kings, the building of Carthage, of Lycurgus the 
Law-giver, and the beginnings of the Medes and Macedonians. ‘ 


A Bout the fame time, wherein Jto both kingdoms of the He* 
brews, Princes of their own Nation were as chief y and. for 
a long fpace&f ter .both kingdoms were extindf, there was a kingly 
government at 7 )re,a place inhabited of the Sydonians : the which 
was built two hundred and fpurty years before the Temple was 
founded by Solomon : (a) Jofepbw aflirmeth this out of the Annals 
or yearly Chronicles of the Tyrians.

joyned in league andfriendftiip with them both,he alfo plentifully Hiramting of 
fupplyed this latter with matterand cunning Work-men tobuild Tyre, 
the Temple. 

Jthobaal the high Prieft of King Ajtartus, is named to have reign, 
cd the eighth from Hiram, whofe daughter Jezabel, Ahab the Ithobtal.

edncfTes, weighty pieces of Iron-money being brought in. And 
left riot fhould give an occafion of getting wealth, heboth forbad 
all .to feaft publickly, and alfo to accuftome themfelves with 
thrifty and hard fare. A great {edition arifing, brought, almoft 
death on him, giving in charge thefe and other ftatutestohis Ci¬ 
tizens, the which while he endcavoureth to avoid by flight, Al- 
cunderfhh head being turned about, put out his eye, looking back 
by chance. By this fpc&ac'ie their minds being bent to pitcy, the 
authour of that wicked ad is committed to punifhment, whom he 
receiving into his houfe, fo bound to himfelf by genclenefte and 
intreaty, that none from thenceforth was more friendly* In that 
manner his Laws being openly received, that he might give an 
everlafting continuance to them, he told them that he would go

It was a cuftome of the 
v4/jrian Princes delivered of old,that they fhould offer themfelves 
to be ken of none, becaufe they did lead a life fhamefull and not 
befeeming men, among flocks of Harlots. Contrary to this cu- 
ftom zAdaces being admitted, when he had beheld Sardanapalm 
drawing or carding wool among Harlots in womens apparell, be¬ 
ing much moved with theunworthinetfe of the thing, revolted 
from him. And after fome battels managed with a changeable 
events laft of all he forced him, being overcome, to a defpairing 
of his Kingdome and life. Therefore betaking himfelf into an in¬ 
ner room of his Pallace,all his treafures being heaped on a pile of 
wood, he caft himfelf on it, and burnt himfelf alive, that by this

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CHAP. V. 




Of the Olympick ConfliBs of Games. 


T Hemoft famous Olympick eonflid or Game, wasfet up in 
rhe 408. year after Troy was overthrown, before Rome was 
built rhe twenty and third, when ttzziah had now reigned over 
rhe Jews the thirty and fourth year. The chief repairer of this, 
was Iphitus, the Son of CPraxomda, Eleus , who brought-.back his 
lineage to Hercules. Moreover there were many Herculefjes . Of 
thefe,he which is reckoned among Idas Cybeles Priefts, firft fee 
forth thofe playes, the which after that were renewed by others. 
Relop thefonof Tantalus, and cAtreus^ and afterwards Hercules , 
the fon of Alcmena celebrated them. At length by Iphitus, and 
him which I have fpoken of, they began to be never-failing in 
their time, that they might return in the beginning of every fifth 
year 5 from whence they were called [ ] that is, five 

years Games or Conflids. For four years being perfe&ed, they 
ran back into a Circle.

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CHAP. VI. 

Of the Utter and revived Kingdome of the Aflyrians, Prin¬ 

ces ; rfW 0/ Judith-. W Olofernes; and of Sargon and Thar- 
tan : as alfo the beginning of the Babyloni ill kingdome . 


T Here is made frequent mention in facred books , of the Af- 
fyrian Kings; even after that time, wherein Sardanapalus being 
dead, it is manifeft that Empire, firft begun by Belus or Ninus, 
had an end. For it is agreed amongft all, that that happened in 
that year, wherein the foundations of the royall government of 
the CMedes were laid,, the which indeed we have fhewn above in 
the 4th chapter, to have happened an hundred years before the 
firft Olympiade, that is, three hundred and feventeen years before 
the beginning of Cyrus. But long after that time, other Princes 
t of the t/f/yrians arc reckoned up. So %Azariah reigning after 

his nine and thirtieth year; Phftl King of the Adrians is faid 
(b; 4 Kings 10 have (b) vexed the Ifraelites. Which year is numbred feven 
ch. 15.19. hundred feventy one years before Chrift, and is the hundreth and 
fixth year from the death of Sardanapalus, and the deftru&ion of 
. NJneveh. 

- Thatlmaynotftay thee longer; I think that after that old 

jul.Clr.3453. Empire of the Afiyrians put out, or palled over to th*e tjtfedes, the 
waxing old Bylittle and little, and their ftrengrh being 
. — weakned throughfloath and calmnefle, fome fell off from them: 

; ' . firft the Ajsyrians> and then the Babylonians . For becaufe the 
Medes kept not the fame courfe of fortune from Arbaces to DeioceS, 
from that, it is very likely, that Herodotus faith, the CMedes in 
that mean fpace were free, and to have lived without a King. 
Wherefore Nineveh being overthrown, and the former Afyrian 
Kings being taken away, there were afterwards new Kings, who 
reftored that City 5 and bare a large rule, untill they were 
overcome in war by the Babylonian Kings. The names 
of thefe, and what Kings were reigning in Judea , which 
indeed are mentioned in Scripture, I will writedown.

Inholy Books, the firft mention of the Babylonian kings is under 
the reign o t Hezekiah, about his fourteenth year, in which Mero- 
dach the fon of Baladan king of the Babylonians ; is faid to have 
fent AmbafUdcurs to Hezekiah, that he might ask him concer¬ 
ning the wonder, which had happened in the land ; as alfo be¬ 
caufe he had JearnecFfbat he was lick. The fourteenth year of 
Hezekiah , from rhefe things which have been above explained, 
runneth into the year before Chrift, 714. which is the thirty 
fourth from the beginning of Nabonafsar. There is an old rule or 
Canon of the Babylonian kings, which Ptolemy and other Mathema¬ 
ticians have ufed, which is lengthened from Nabonafsar unto the 
death of Alexander the Great. Moreover in that Canon, Mardox- 
empadus, who is named Meradach in facred books, began to reign 
twenty {even years from Nabonafsar, and peradventure that 

Baladan 
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Baladan is his father , whom Conon calleth Iluleus .

This King, the AU 
banes being overcome, rooted out their City, when he had brought 
over all their wealth and the people it felf to Rome ; and had drawn 
in divers pieces MetmFugetius the Di&ator or chief Officer of the 
tAlbanes, he being maniteftly reproved of treachery, bound be¬ 
tween two Chariots, the Horfcs being driven. He triumphed 
thrice over the Alkanes s Fide nates ^ and Sabines, He Reigned 32 
years,and being ftricken from Heaven, he periled witn his Wife 
and Family. 

The fourth reigned %Anm Marlim, the Nephew of Numa Pom* 
film , the year before Chrift ^34,the fecond year of the 3 5 Olym¬ 
piad, of whom the Latines were overcome, and many received 
into the City, who were placed in Aventinum .

This Man was born of Ocrifta Corniculana , a captive Mother; and 
being commended by Tarquinius the King for his virtue, he is put 
before the heads of the kingly race. Many things were famoufly 
ordained by him in the Common-wealth. He firft appointed a 
fa) reckoning or numbring of the people, and decreed it every (*) seethe 
fifth year turning about to be made. By the accounting he diftri- nJaTf 
buted the People into Companies and Bands of an hundred foot- rimes, ch. 7 f. 
men. He enlarged the City it felf. At length, the kingdom being 
governed for 44 years with the greateft praife, by the accu-rfecl 
parricide of his fon in law Tarquinius and his daughter, his life 
was taken from him. ■ - 

In the fourth year of the 61 Olympiad, as Dionyfm fheweth, ‘ :} 
before Chrift 5333 the feventh-and laft reigned Tarquinius, by 
flrname, the 'Proud, whom moft of the old Romans , and thofe Livie 
hath followed, haveaffirmed to be the fon of Prifcus. Dionyfm Dlonyf. 4 ; 
jnakes us believe he was his Nephew. This man governed the 
kingdom gotren by wickednefs, no better than he bad fought it. 

He afiaulted the Senators and Nobles with {laughters and robbe¬ 
ries. He made the Temple in Albanum commune to his Compa¬ 
nions the Latines, and framed thcTatine holy-dayes. He built 
the Temple of Jupiter Capitolintu, begun by his Grandfather, from 
ipoyis taken in War.

T He beginnings and lordly powers of the ^Egyptians, which 
George CMonk hath gathered out of Afriyrm and Eufebm. 
are mixed with many fables. Wherefore thofe being let paffe, 
we will bring intopublique view a few Kings out of Herodotus , 
which do feem needful to illuftrate this our,& the facredHiftory. 

• (a) He therefore, fome kings being rehearfed, writetb* Sethon the 
Prieft of Vulcan to have reigned ; who when he behaved himfelf 
fcornfully in a warlike kind, fell inro his difeodtent. Therefore 
when Sennacherib king of th e Arabians and AfiSyrians had with 
great Forces aflaulted Egypt, Sethon being forfaken by his Army, 
implored the ayd of his god 5, from whom a multitude of field 
Mice being fent by night, gnawed afunder their quivers of Ar¬ 
rows, and firings of their bowes, and rains of their bucklers. So 
rhe day after the enemies being naked of weapons fled. There is 
nodoubr, but that Sennacherib was thefame King of tAfyriansy 
who, Hezekuh reigning, facked Judea. For times on both fides 
do agree. 

After Sethon, twelve Egyptian kings were chief over them, 
the Countrey being divided into fo many parts. One of thefe 
was pfammetiew ; who being driven out by his fellows, and re¬ 
moved into marfhy places, by the help of the Ionians and 
the other eleven being overcome, he poflefled all Egypt 5 and 
made friendfhip with the Greeks , and he firft gave them a field or 
Land in Egypt to inhabit in. His beginning happeneth into the 
year before Chrift £70, the third of the 2 6 Olympiad 5 and 
from that, he reigned fifty four years, of the which he fpent 
thirty one years in befieging ^izotus , a Town of Pale - 
fiina. 

After this King Necbo his fon was chief, whom, Herodotus is 
Author , the Syrians overcame with an Army at c Magdolum. 
(a) This is Tgecho the king of iEgypt, by whom Jofiab was {lain 
in rjMegiddo, about the year before Chrift 61 1. in which, Tfecho 
now reigned the fixth year. Who, fixteen years being finifhed in 
his kingdom,he had Pfammis his SuccefTour; This man had Apries, 
who,according to (b) Jeremy, is Ephree . 

The e/i Egyptians fell off from him, by reafon of the Cyrenian 
Expedition, in ro cafe managed from judgment 5 to the appea- 
fingof whom, faith Herodotus , Amafis, a Lievtenant was fent, who 
making the Rebels friends to himfelf, he invaded the kingdom, 
and yielded up Apries to thofe that required him to be kept in 
cuftody, and then to the Egyptians for death. Apries began, by

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the accounts of Herodotus , in the year of the Juiian Cir. 4120, 
and he reigned twenty five years. Thus A„\afis began in the 
year of the ju ian Circuit 4145. Whomac the firft 1 have be- umo 4 isV 
lieved to have been fet over tyEgypt by Nebuchadnezzar, Necho as '^V\f 
yet living,; and after Apries being flain, the rule ol the Babylo¬ 
nians being (hook off, to have begun to reign by theirown autho¬ 
rities. For Nabopolafsar , as I have (hewn above, had long ago fub- 
dued rsEgypt , which, as it appearctb, being buffered with their 
own Kings, and thofe made tributary, he added an Overfeer,vvho 
fhould keep it in its homage ; the which alfo his fon Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar afterwards appointed. 

(a ) Herodotus reports, That A.nafis , becaufe he was of a (a) Hero d. 
common ftock, was in the beginning defpifed of his Subjects: but b - 2 • ch.172. 
herbrought thefe by counfei and diligence, rather than by force 
unto the reverencing of him after this manner. He brake a gol¬ 
den bafon, in which he had wont to wafh his feet with^his 
guefts, and made out of it the Image of a God, and dedicated 
it openly. The which when he had learned to be had in great 
honour by the ^Egyptians , an affembly being called, he laid. 

That Image which they fo worfhipped, was madeof that ba¬ 
fon, whicn had accuftomed to ferve unto bafe ufes. But it 
had happened to him as unto that 5 who when as before he 
had been of the common people 5 now he is their Prince. There¬ 
fore it feemeth meet, that from henceforth honour fhould be 
had by him from all; by which fpeech he by and by effe&ed what 
he would have. 

( b ) Alfo it is reported, that by the fame King this Law was (b; Herod, 
given. That every year all fhould confeffe openly before the b * z -ch.i77«. 
Prefidents of the Provinces, from whence they got their living; 
he that either fhould not do this, or not prove an account of his 
manner of life, fhould be punifhed with death: The which 
law, Solon afterwards having imitated, is faid to have brought 
on the Athenians. Amafis deceafed about fix moneths before 
that fambyfes rufhed into vEgypt j of whom it fhall be fpokena 
little after.

Of Aftyages the laH Kingoftbe Medes, and of the fall of the Medean 
Kingdome, and of the beginning of the Periian : Of Croeliis and 
Cyrus, and things done by this King, his Monarchy, and deaths 
An d of the return of the Jewcs from Babylonian bondage. 


(a) Herod, i. 'T* He iaft over the Medes reigned Aftyages, as (a) Herodotus , aad 
Ctcf.juft.i. Ctefias , and other Hiftorians out of them have flnee delivered. 

This man joyned onely one daughter which he had, (feeing 
he wanted manly off-fpring) 5 t^rf«^«^, with a certain Perfian, 
Cambyfes, a quiet man, nor defirous of new affairs, becaufehe had 
learned by a dream, that he (houid be deprived of his Kingdome 
by a Nephew* For the fame caufe he calls his daughter unto him 

being great with child, and delivereth the infant that was born 
of her, to Harpagus to be (lain*, which one man he bad moft fa- 
Theiafaacy miliar, andthe partaker ofallhis fecrets. But he gave him to 
ofCyms. be put out privily unto the kings fhepheard, of whom being 
brought up, when as he came to age, he follfilled the truth of the 
dreams. For when as he was acknowledged of ^Aftyages, and 
received into favour, at length Harfagm<&^e\\inghim, (whofe 
ion ^Aftyages, for keeping his Nephew a live, had (lain, and offered 
to his father to be eaten,) he fell off from his Grandfather. Aft-yo¬ 
g's having forgotten what he bad committed againft Harpagus, 
delivered unto him the chief accomplifhment of the war. Who 
ftraightway betrayed all the army to Cyrus. After thefe things 
Aflyages new armies being drawn together on every fide, encoun¬ 
ters with Cyrus*, who being overcome in battel], loft his liberty, 
g)Kcr.i. ch. together with his kmgdome, in the which he had (a) fulfilled 
' thirty and five years. So the Rule pa fled from the Medes to the 

*P erf tans after three hundred and feventeen years, the 55. Olym¬ 
piad entring, as the agreement of all the ancient Hiftorians hath 
(b) jui. ck. ft) which is the year before Chrift, 559. 

4is5. Aflyages being overcome, there was a contention with Croefus 

and the Lydians. For Croefus being joyned in affinity with Aftyages, 
as I have above rehearfed, he not bearing both the jncreafufgs of 
Cyrus and the perfians with a moderate mind, waged war on them. 
In the which he being overcome, came with all his Kingdome, 
a nd the Sea- inhabited places of Greece into the power of Cyrus . (d) 
Diodorus writetb, that Eurybatus an Ephefian, being fent with a 
^atkou^oP § rcat money from Croefus , that he might mufter Souldiers 
V«ic(Sforth in peloponnefus, and the other part of Greece, he fan away to Cyrus. 
p. a 4i. Thence the name of Eurobatus is accounted for a reproach, that 
whofe notable treachery and diftionefty they would fignify, him 
they would call Eurybatus. That {laughter of the Lydians feem- 
eth to have happened about the 59, Olympiad beginning (e) be- 

fore Chrift 544.

Croefus 
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Croefus being condemned by the Conquerour Cyrus to the bur- 
ning flame, when as he often times one after another named the 
name of Solon to Cyrus ; demanding at length what that man 
fhould be, be anfwered, he was a wife Athenian, who in times t/'YNJ 
paft had admoniflied him. That no mortal! man ought to be cal¬ 
led bk fled before death ; which word how true it was, now at 
length he did understand. This being heard, Cyrus not onely (pa¬ 
red the man, bur alfo afterwards had him in eftcem. And r j ien 
Lydia being fubdued, he vanquifbed Afia y over which he made 
Mazares chief 5 from whom when the Lydians had again rebelled 
by the Counleliof Croefus, weapons and Horfes being taken away, 
they were commanded to exercife Taverns, and playing paftiroe 
arts, and bawderies, from the which the very words ludorum and 
ludiorum, that is, of piayes and paftimes, are believed to have 
flown. After this man, Harpagus took care of the fame Province, 
and made (a) Ionia, and other nigh Provinces, of the Perfian Em¬ 
pire, beginning from the City of phocas*, whofe rude inhabitants (tC)}kcod ' ■* 
for fear of flavery, all their goods being put into Ships, and cur¬ 
ling themfelves with a curfe, if ever they returned, they failed to 
Corfica, and Italy, and theCoaft of France, and in (b) this built (b)ikcm. la 
a noble Town which they called c Majsilia, which happened about Archid. jufth*. 
the 60 Olympiad. Although others fay, Majjilia was built by 43 * 
the fame Phoceans not a little before that time *, and (c ) Harpocra- H 
tio is witnefle, that the moft excellent man tAriftotle was in that m 
opinion, and Eufebim records the building of it to be at the 45. S cc $cai.» 
Olympiad. In the mean time Cyrus fan army being tranfported Eufeb ’ I4I7 ‘ 
into Babylon*, in the which then reigned 1{abonidas, whom we have 
. fhewed above to have been called Darius the Mede, begotten of a 
Mede-) his father an inhabitant of Babylon, sl fat a long fiege he took 
Babylon the head of the Nation, about the 2 2 . year after they had 
overthrown the riches of the UWedes, (d) before Chrift, 5 3 8. in Cd) Jul. ck* 
which the third year of the 60 . Olympiad entred. But he carri- 4I7 ** 
ed away Darius the CMede into Carmania. From this year of Ba¬ 
bylon being taken, Cyrus received a new beginning of rule, and 
from thence his years are wont to be reckoned in Holy Wri¬ 
tings. 

Cyrus being lifted up with fo many Vi&ories, waged War with 
the Ma/ageti, the which was in the beginning prosperous, in the 
end it proved miferable unto Cyrus himfelf, and his Perfians, For 
7 omyris the Queen, whofe fon, (ftym , when he had feigned a flight, 
being enticed by Wine, and Banquets, had (lain, with a great 
fkughter of the Scythians, overthrew the fame Cyrus, with his 
whole army, being taken by the fame wile. Whofe head being 
cutoff, Tomyris is faid to have caftintoa Veflell of man’s blond . 


and to have cryed out ; Satisfy thy felf with bloud, of the which thou 
haft alveay keen unfati&ble. Thefe things aimoft Herodotus and Ju- 
fttne. Ctefias a little otherwife, who firft of all denyeth Aftyages 
to have been joyned with Cyrus in any right of nearnefle, but afrer- 
wards to be made his fon in Law, when Cyrus took his daughter

'KnfpoUon ( Meii f us was of Corinth) born of that Abron, who had privily 
Schoi.tob.4-* opened to them the counfells of Pbido a King of the Grecians, feek- 
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ing an occafion againft the liberty of the Corinthians , and for that 
filing he being endowed with a City from them, he travelled thi- 
' *her with his whole houfe. This mans Son AB<eon, of a fine beau- U mo 418/. 
ry of body, but indued with a greater chaftity, when Archias had U*V*sj ’ 
in vain foiiciced with gifts, and divers allurements, he tryed to 
take him away by force. Fora great company of fervants and 
friends being raifed, he brake into the houfe of CMelifius, and 
ABaon being laid bold of 3 he began to lead him away from thence. 

But his father and houfhoid fervants refitting them, the Lad being 
drawn away on both fides, was deftroyed between their hands, 
and reprefented the death,both of him (a) of the Surname, and of (a) Died. & 
that fabulous thing, not with an unlike manner of dying, he Be- SchoI,A P° 1 * 
ing torn afTunder by his own dogs, even as he was. Meltjjus, the 
aid of Lawesand Magiftrates being befoughc in vain, when he 
would expreffemore indignation and grief of all things, than what 
was meet, he goes up through the Ifihmian enterlude, and a fre¬ 
quent Market of Greece there, into the Temple oi*{eptune, which 
\vas placed in a deep place. There, after that he had thorowly 
pleaded many things againft the Baccbiades, and concerning the 
delerrs of his father Abron towards the Corinthians, at laft praying 
the Cods to be his revengers, hecaft himfelf headlong from the 
top. A Ikcle after, a drought and Plague arifing, the Corinthians 
fent Archias to Delpbos to ask the caufe of Apollo. To this man, 
asking counfell,the Oracle anfwered, thisevil ftiould thus ceafe. 

If the Corinthians had taken punifhment for the death of ABmn. 
which thing being heard, Archias not daring to go back to Corinth , 
failed into Sicily. All the Bacchides being caft out of Corinth,chm- 
ged their foil; Eufebiusiet forth by Pontacus, iheweth the buil¬ 
ding of Syracufa to be in the fourth year of the ninth Olympiad, 
which is before Chrift 741. The edition of Scaliger, brings it into 
the fourth year of the eleventh. 

Alfo Thucidides writeth that fa) T(axus\*a$ built a year before ^Thucid.b. 
Syracufa, (h) Thucles a Chalcidtan of the Ifland Euboea, being the *• 
author, who alfo in (c) the fifth year after Syracufa, replenilhed

The Maids being mindful! of 
this Angular good turn, when they returned home, when as a lit¬ 
tle after that time the Fifhermen of Mejfenia had drawn out a 
brazen trivert, on which was written, \_To the mo ft wifef] they 
concluded by argument among their kindred, That he fhould be 
fent to Jw, as the moft worthy of all men. 

The f°urth, Solon, who was Pretor at Athens in the (d) third 
year of the 45 Olympiad, Tarquiniw Prifcm reigning at Rome ; in 
which time alfo he gave Laws to the Athenians , and fet in order 
fe) Keg. their Common-wealth. He dyed being (e ) 80 years old, in the 
fame year,as it appeareth, wherein Cyrus began to reign in Perfia*

But in the providin g ,Cy- 
rus being dead, (fambyfes by the encouragement of His Mother, 
paffed over the kingdome of t/£gypt unto the Succeflours of

fon pfammeticus fucceeded him. Who being taken by Cambyfesy he * e famc 
lived fometime in Perfia. Cambyfes was holpen in that Expedi- ? aCC * 
tion by a Navy of/W^f<?r,a Tyrantof theSamians.. t s£gypt be¬ 
ing fubdued, headed many things in a crueiand wicked manner. 

He leading an Army againft the Ethiopians, for want of provi- 
fion, left off his enterprize. But when he had fent about 50 thou- 
fand to burn the Temple of Jupiter Hammon, by that tempeft, and 
great heaps of fand, they were overwhelmed. 

Moreover, he commanded Croefus, friendly adoionifhing him cmfus&cti 
of what was his duty, to be led to death. But the Per fans with- from death, 
drew him privily. Which thing being.known, being glad of his 
fafety, he punifhed his prefervers with a mortal punifhment. 

At length, in the beginning of the eighth year of his reign, be¬ 
fore Chrift 522, Cambyfes fell into madnefs, and commanded his 
own brother Smerdis to be {lain 3 becaufe he had feen in a dream 
him fitting in his Chair of State. Tnxafpes executed that com¬ 
mand. So indeed Herodotus . But Ctefias writeth his name to have 
been Tanyoxar 1 and heexplaineth the matter a little ocher wife. 

Not much after, Cambyfes falling fuddenly upon timber, he hurt 
the mufcle of his thigh, and the eleventh day after he dyed.

20 moneths, he obtained through Zopyrus a Prince of great truft • 
which fell out next after the third year of the 67 Olympiad.*

f ormer ?S aMrihe Scytbimy theo^er againft the Greeks . in the 
iormer he commanded Bofpborus , a narrow Sea with a bridge * 
then the other be made in the River Danubius: for the keeping of 
which, he placed Princes of the Ionian Cities, by whom it was 
deliberated, whether or ho, die bridge being broken down, to 
which thing the Scythians pdrfwaded them, they fhould deliver 
Bmas, and the ftrengrh of the Perfians to be overthrown, bv an 
The Hxpedi- aniverfal daughter on the fame.

Therefore Darias, a great part of his 
Army being loft, returned with grief into Afia ; Megabazus being 
left with 70 thoufand in Europe, that he might fubdue it by wea¬ 
pons.

*f t*us. returning into Perfia, drew Hifiitus, a Tyrant of Miletus along 
Mtle l lu U with him againft his will, through a fhew of honour, and fet his 
Couzen-germanover the City in his place : Whom afterward 
was privily encouraged, that he would fall offfrom the King, and 
fhould draw the Iomans with him into the fellowfhip of the War 
For through a defire of his Countrey, and a wcarinefs of the Perl 
M Court, he took that counfel, that under pretence of quench¬ 
ing that domeftick flame, he might obtain leave to travel from 
Danas. In the mean time, Arifiagoras, freedom being reftored to 
the UMilefians , and Tyrants, as far as he could, being every where 
taken away, he looked at the ayd of the Grecians. Therefore the 
Lacedemonians being tryed in vain, he cometh to Athens 5 of whom 
ne being holpen with a Navy of twenty Ships, he openly fell off 
from the Perfians } S traightway by their help Sardis was taken and 
fet on fire. That happened in the 69 Olympiad. The Perfians 
following hard afrer the Ionians, do fcatter and put them to flight 
Who oeing forfaken by the Athenians , they however maintained

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no leffer war againft the Perfians . They take Byzantium and othe-r 
Cities. Darrn, it being heard that Sardis was burned by the A (he. 
mans, being covetous of revenging, commanded, that he fhould untoAjo/ 
be daily put in mind of bringing war on the Athenians . l/v\j 

- (a ) ^Arifiagoras being afterwards (lain in the Army, Hifiidm, ( a j H cr<>d<r. 
who was fent by Darius,doth vainly ftrive againft theKing with the 
Ionians \ who being overcome in a Sea-fight, Miletus in the fixth 
year from the falling away of Arifiagoras, was vanquished and 
consumed with fire, HifiUus being taken in fight by Harpagm 
Capra in of t h e Perfi tans, and being brought unto (Artaphernes the 
brother of Darius, they hang him on a gibber. . 

Darius fends Mardmius his (on in law againft the Grecians with 
an Army ; who. Tyrants being taken away out of the Cities of 
Ionia, in their Read he appointed Governments popular, or of the 
people. Thereby he fubjedled Thracia y ^Macedonia , and the 
Neighbouring Countreys unto himielf. He being toffed at the 
Mountain Atho with a grievous calamity, loft twenty thoufand 
men. After thefe things Darius fent Ambafladours into Greece, 
who fhoilld take away By force, or demand,the water and fire, 
unto which the people of <AE.gina did homage. 

At length, in the third year of the 72 Olympiad, 42 24 of the 
JuI.Cir, they fought at Maratho. 

(o) A defire partly of fpreading his command into Eurtpe and (byHtfwf ih 
Greece, partly of revenging on the Athenians, afforded to Darm Cor/ftepas;’- 
thecaufe of this War, who had helped the Iomans againft them- 
felves, and hadburnt Sardis.

believe the fame man. But Lyfiaf in his Epitaph numbreth five ' 

hundred thoufand. That Navy ( Datis, and Artaphernes the fon of 
Artaphernes, the brother of Darius, being Captains) firft being 
brought to Euboea , took Eretria . From thence it cometh into ®/ 4 r- 
tica, and fet forth its Armies on the plain field Maratho. The 
Athenians create ten Prsetors or Maiors againft them, who were 
chiefover-the Army; amongft whom was Miltiades, by whofe •

ched in Athens, by the endeavour of the tAlcm<eonides, and the help 
cf the Lacedemonians . For Hippias the fon of Pififtratus, was dri- 
M . JT . ven oat > when he had been chief 18 years after the death of his 
Fat j cr 5 whofe brothcr was Hipparchus , as (c) Plato is witneffe, a 
gain. moderate and learned man. Yet Diodorus faith, That Hipparchus 
inColicctf and Hippias were violent and wilfull men 5 but the third fon of 
P ‘ 15 *' P*fiftratus,Thej?alas, to have been civil and well manner’d, who.

Who both bein* killed 
r . the® of the guard, many others were tortured, and punifted.

• and in the fourth being driven out, he fled to Darius , in the twen¬ 
tieth year before the fight at Marat ho, as faith Thucydides . Where¬ 
fore the death of Hipparchus happened in the fourth year of the 66 
Olympiad ; in which year, it is gathered from thence, the five 
yearly active games, facred to the Athenians , were wont to be pro¬ 
claimed. But this year was before Chrifl 513. hut Hippias was 
cafl: out in the third year of the 67 Olympiad, of the Jul.

Lacedemon had come thither to enquire into, or hear their caufe 
debated, he being by his companion in Office Demaratus led into 
a fault, hecaufed the Government to be taken away from this 
very man 5 Pythias being brought inas a falfe witnefs, which de- 
nyed Demavatus to be the lawful fon oi Arifta , Leotyckides was or¬ 
dained in the rooom of this man ; of whom he being ftarply 
touched with a mock, be ran away to the Perftans. 

At that feafon Miltiades the fon of Cimon was renowned at 
who obtained dominion in Chen onefus, a City o {Thracia. 

For CMiltiades the Uncle of this man, thefon of Cypjelus born of ther 
fame Mother as Cimon, by the Dolonem or fwift-footed Thracians , 
who inhabited fberrenefus, he being called to the chief rule* by 
the Oracle, at Athens, Crotfus reigning, with whom when he ex- 
ereifed friendftip, he held that Coyncrey. He dying, left Stefa- 
goras the fon of his brother Qimm his fteceffour. Who being kil- 
led by a privy murdercr, thefonsQf Pififtratus, faith Herodotus * 
fend Miltiades the fon of Cimon, whpm they thanfelves had taken 
away from among ftthem,thither 5 who there enjoyed the affairs. 

But in the third year after it came to pafle, the Scythians break 
into Tbracia>vthom Darius had prqvokedby his Expedition made 
againfi: them. Whom Miltiades fhunning, left Chcrr&nefus, and 
was reftored afterward to the fame by the Thracians. Theft 
things Herodotus . Which that they may be true, it muft needs 
be, chat Miltiades was lent by HippLtfonzly after the death of 
Hipparchus , for in the third year after, the Scythians made their 
violent affaulc or inroad. 

Wherein the Errour of Cornelius Nepos is worthy the taking the greater 
notice of, who bath confounded the former Miltiades with the ronr of Corn, 
latter, and hath aferibed the deeds of both unto one. But ^lianas . Nc P- C0H . ccra ^ 
(in his divers things) rightly diftinguifteth of three Miltiades , in “* ^ Utiadx 
like manner, as we have done.

I N the interim, from the third year of the 60 Olympiad, and 
the rife of Cyrus in Babylonia* to the death of Darius , and the 
beginning of the reign of Xerxes, the memories of the mod fa¬ 
mous in all literature and feveral Arts are delivered to pofterity/ 
Simonides . Some exquilite in Poetry,Simon ides Cetu,a famous Lyriek,to whom 
Pkocyiides. £u f e & us afcribes the Bayes in the 61 Olympiad, together with 
J * Phocylis. 

Anacreon . After him Anacreon , a great Favourite of Polycrates the Samian- 
C«) Lib. 5.* Tyrant, as fa) Herodotus tells us: which polycrates dyed by the 
c. 3 . * hands of Oroetes in the ^Olympiad. 

0>) seel. (b) v£fch)lus alfo,the brother of Cynegirus, who behaved himfelf \ 
^ fch> fo valiantly in the Battle at Maratbonia,was very famous at Athens 
about this time: which ^Efctylus likewife was in[the fame fight* 
as the Writer of his life tells us: But in the life of Sophocles we are 
informed Cynegirus was fontoone Arcbcntes Philippus, and born 
in the fecond yearof the 7iOiympiad, and younger than sty¬ 
lus by 17 years; By which SLCcomi iV Sfchylus was born in the firft 
year of the £7 Olympiad, and of the Julian Period the 420 2, and 
fought this Battle of Marathonia in the 22,or 23 year of his age 5 
fo that his death will fall in the 4267 year of the Julian Period. 
For he lived £5 years. But fince’tis apparent he lived and dyed 
in the time of Hiero King oisicilie, and that Hiero himfelf dyed 
in the 4247 year of the Julian Period 5 the ftory hangs not well 
together, but in all likelihood he was born long before the 6j 
Olympiad. 

Amongft the PhiIofophers,Jfr#0pte^,an excellent Naturalift* 

. Hands upon record, who was alfo very famous for Poetry* whom 
Diogenes and Eufebius place about the 60 Olympian. 

Pythagoras gut this Age was more honourable in nothing than Pythagoras 
^ b! ^ vu * himfelf, who took his origen from Samos, and after a long travel 
Dioi in° S * returning to his native Countrey, polycrates (fill reigning there, 
Excem. vvent to Crotona in Italy, where he had the difcipline of very many 
Vale >p,24i. w h ocame t0 be tutor’d by him, as Diogenes reports. Some fay 
he very much difa£edie<\ Sylofontes, brother and fuccelfourto Po¬ 
lycrates. He was renowned in the 6e Olympiad, if we may be¬ 
lieve Diogenes . About the 62 Olympiad he writes, That Jam - 
blicus went into Italy, where Poly crates had begun his reign. He 
dyed in the fourth year of the 70 Olympiad, when he had lived 
either eighty or ninety years, as Diogenes delivers. Jambltcus re- 
'Ahaiiti ports he was very intimate with Phalaris the Tyrant* and Abaris 5

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the fame Jambltcus who writes of his life and Do&rines. Ttus 
Abatis was a Prieft of Apollo , who adored Pythagoras inftead of 
Apollo , and brought him a wonderful 1 ftrange and curious Arrow, unto 4430.

&ed, from the peftitence 5 and other things moll miraculous, he 
a£ted by vertue thereof * as we have it from 1 Jamblicus.

the Tburians,

Tarquinius being a neighbour of ^ie Tirquim^ and one of the Fa¬ 
mily of Damaratus, and his Grandfather 5 who after the decepti¬ 
on of that confpiracy, in which th&fons of Brufus, and a fitters fon 
of the faid Tarquwius were taken, becaufe he behaved hitnfelf too 
favourably towards the confpirators; by Brutus his own means, 
was ban ifhed amongft the reft 5 and one P. Yderius Poplicola fup- 
plyed his place.

man fomewhat , which cuflome the Athenians held after¬ 
wards. 

After the death of PaufaniasyThemiftocles being accufed of Trea- hcsf 
chery by the Lacedemonians , he betook him to his heels, and fled to Themiltodcs; 
the Perfians, which Diodorus reckons to be in the fecond year of the 
77 Olymp.the year before Chrift, 471. being the ninth year after 
the great flaugacer at Salamis , fo that Xerxes being then living, to 
him it was that Themifocles went as elfewhere we have decla¬ 
red.

Veffds, worfted, and utterly routed, and difperfed in downright (P) Djod. ri. 
fighting 340. Sail of the Barbarians , and the lameday having clo- cora^o?' 
thed his Souldiers in Perfian habit, and put them into the fhips 
he had taken in the battell with the Barbarians , came upon the 
Perfian Army at unawares on land, and utterly cut them off at 
the River Eurimedon . 

Lacedemon terrified with a great Earthquake which was in Pe- 
loponnefuSj when the Helots and Mefjenii were fwallowed up, firft 
craved ayd of the Athenians ; but whileft the Auxiliaries were 
marching toward their relief, (the enemy being reftrained by 
Archidamus) the Lacedemonians fui peCfed the Auxiliary forces of 
Athens 3 and durft not truft them,but fentchem back the fame way 
they came; which was fo refented,that it was the caufe of muen 
Heart-burning betwixt them. This Diodorus writes to be in the 
fourth year of the 77 Olympiad. 

The following year being the 78 Olympiad, Mycan becaufe 
they would not iubmitto the Grecians , Diodorus tells us, they and 
their City were utterly deflroyed by them, and then (q) Paufa- faJMCer. 
nias (as the fame Author intimates) out of emulation of their ^ 
fpringing glory began 'to hate the Grecians p>etk£k\y > becaufe in 
the Perfian War the Argivi late quiet at home, whileft the Myc<z- 
nians fenc 80 Souldiers to Thermopylae again ft the Perfians. In the 
year following he fayes Hiero King of Syracufe dyed, when he had }H m 
reigned eleven years, and his brother Thrafbulus fircceedcd him, 
who being dethroned by the unanimous vote and confent of the 
Syracufans , went to the Locri. (r) From this time to the reign 
o( pio/yfiuSy the Syracufans lived in a continued peace and tran- (VjDiotf. n, 
quiility, which was for the fpace of 60 years 3 which Diodorus 
reckons to the third year of the 78 Olympiad. 

(s) In the fourth year of the fame Olympiad, Xerxes was fiain 
by Ar tab anus \ and in the very yearbef. re that, Darius his fon was fO Did. ii; 
murthered by Artaxerxes his brother, whom Artabanus accufed

So' Artaxerxes «the fame 
jSeriL; y ear bc § afl his rei g n - This man in the third year o t his reign, 
unto4430. and the fecond of the 75) Olympiad, warred upon ^Egypt, which 
fell off from him, together with Inarm King of Ly&ia. But Inaras 
being back’d with the Athenians ayds, hood it out with the Fer- 
jians, who were,but the third year of the fame Olympiad, routed 
by the Athenians in a conflict at Sea, and the next year after were 
purfued by them to Memphis, and befieged there. At Jaff, in the 
(t)Thucyd.i. Si Ojympiad, (t) the Egyptians deferring the Athenians, they 
were glad to come off upon equal terms : Inarus was executed for 
k his revolt, and ^Egypr recovered. 

In the interim, the feeds of difeord grew up fo by degrees be¬ 
twixt the two Cities, that at la ft they fell from words to blows, 
by the continual provocation one of another. For the Athenians 
were fo taken with their own breeding and generofity, that being 
pufc with pride, the great ones of them behaved thcmfelves not 
onely arrogantly, but injurioufly iufultedover their fellows; fo 
Oo Died, 11. that many of them fled over to the Lacedemonians, as faith (u) Tha- 
Jm 3 in the 7 9 Olympiad of his Sgineta . Whereupon they made 
feveral incurfions upon one a t nochers Territories. The Athenians , 
when under their Captain Leocrites they had routed the Corinthians 
and Epidaurians , marched for Peloponnefe in the fecond year of the 
80 Olympiad. And the 81 01 ympiad,under their General ToL 
mides, haraffed Laconia, and fubje&ed gina to their Dominion.

Of Poets famous in thefe times were Pindaru$,{ k) who had at- W .Pind. 
tained 40 yearsof age a year before Xerxes palled into Greece, and vlta ‘ 
appear’d upon the ftage of this World in the 65 Olympiad 3 and 
Bacchyltdes , whom Eufehius places in the 82 Olympiad. The fa¬ 
mous Tragedians of this Age were ’ Efchylus , of whom we have 
fpoken formerly 3 Sophocles , who was 17 years younger than Sophocles. 
Efdylus •, was bom the fecond year of the 71 Olympiad, the 495 Efchylus, 
year before Chrift, and dyed in the 90 year of his age, being the 
third of the 93 Olympiad, the 4308 year of the Julian Period, as 
( 1 ) Diodorus reports 5 who likewife tells us, chat Apollodom makes 0 ) Dibd. 1 i, 
mention in his Chronicle, That Euripides dyed the very fame 
year 5 who was born (as 7homos Magijler in his Life fets down) in 
that very firft yearof the 75 Olympiad, in which Xerxes invaded 
Greece, and lived to the age of 7 5 years.

CHAP. IX. 

Of the Pelcponnefian war 3 and other Tran factions contemporary,• 
in Greece. 

T Hat bloody and fo-long continued War in Greece, between Tfeucyd ^ 
the A\henian$ and Peloponnejians , took date from the latter Diod. 1*/ 
end of the firft yearof the 85 Olymp.in the Spring feafon,( 0 ^°- plut,Pci ' ic# 
dorus being Governour) the 431 year before Chrift. Tericles was 
the chief Incendiary of this combuftion, who having too laviflily 
expended 7000 talents, rather than he would be called to account, 
he would confufe the affairs of Greece . 

In diis War, Madam Fortuna played faft and loofe to the pro Thedeithef 
du&ion of many contrary events, and great variety of Tranfa&i- nicies, 
ons. Pericles at the end of two years and fix monechs from the 
beginning of this War, dyed of a Plague, which began to rage 
and fpread it felf,the fecond year of this War. The (b ) Lefbians, Od THucyst 
and efpeciallv the Mitylenians revolted from the Athenians, the ^ rio 
fourth year of the War 5 but the next year after, were received 
again by Pachetes theCaptain,who had very much ado to fave their 
lives 3 and the 10th year Cleo , General of the Athenians, and Bar - 
fdas of the Lacedemonians , both perifhtng in the W 7 ar, they bad 
truce on both Tides for 15 years, but it was broken at eight years 
end.

Of all the Memorable Occurrences tranfaBed from the end of the Pelo¬ 
ponnefian War, to the reign df Philip King e/ivlacedon. 

A Fter the (a) Athenians were fubjugated by Lyfander,t he ma- (») Xenopfc, 
nagemencof Athens was committed to 30 Governours,who, 
inluicing too imperioufly upon the people,were depofed by TLra- Di0 * I3 ' u ’ 
fibulas , and the Athenians reftored to liberty tne fourth year of the 
$4 Otympiad^nd the fourth year after the City was taken. In 
which very year, ('yrus the younger fon of Darius the brother of 
Artaxerxes tMnemon , being made Prefident of Afia by his lather, 
he, encouraged by theaffiftance of (freece , and eipecially Lacede- 
nson , warred upon his brother, and was fiain in a battle. The 
Cjrxcian Auxiliaries being brought from ten, to five thoufand,

After this, the Lacedemonians grew weaker and weaker. They 
were utterly routed aifo by the Peffians at Gnidus, under their Ge- 
d?ral Conon , at what time the Sun declined its wonted courfe, as 
Zenophon and plut.in Agef. tell us. Thisfell out the 4320 year of 
the Jul. Per. the 14 day of Auguf. 

Themoft famous Generalls of this time, were, at Athens, xhefarows 
Iphicrstes, Chabrias, Thrafybulus, Timotkew 3 amongft the The Lanes, Comman ers 
Pdopidas, and Epaminondas, a man noconely honourable for Athe ~ 

learning, bm alfo moft illuftrious for his valour, and juft ice, who 
ftirred up his Thebans t otake in hand the foveraignty of Greece .. 

For he quelled the Lacedemonians whilft. they fought ta recover 
their decayed luftre, more by treachery then valour. Phoebidas (d>Xenspb.

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Pelopidas, they recovered nor onely their liberty, but their Fort. 
juiPerLd^ After, the Cities of Greece, all joyning their forces, were wholly 
unco4439. bentagainft the Lacedemonians^ the Athenians being the RiBg-lea- 
ders, but Artaxerxes made war upon the zsEgyptjans who had re¬ 
volted. And, left his Armies (hould any Jon A be detained in 
Greece , commanded that they fhould all lay d^n their arms, and 
return to their wonted liberty, and that all the Forts fhouid be 
difgarifonnedj which whofoever fhould diftent from, he would 
account as foes.

The Lacedemonians fend for aid to Athens ,but 
Epimanondas (do they both Vvhat they could to hinder him) pilla¬ 
ged the field of the Lacedemonians again. At length in the th ird 
year of the 103 Olymp. the Lacedemonians were reconciled to 
thelhebans, by the means of the Perfian King. Then they con¬ 
verted the dint oftheir weapons againft Alexander Phereeui the Ty¬ 
rant, againft whom Pelopidas fighting, was flain whilft the Victo¬ 
ry was on his parr.

CHAP. XI. . 

Of the Sociall and Sacred war in Greece, and of the exploits 
of Philip of Macedon. 

T He Sociall war in Greece , broke out in the third year of the 

105 Olymp. (a) in which the B)zantidns , Rhodians, Coans , (a)Diod.i& 
and Chians , together with Maufolus Prince of ('aria : confpired 
together againft the ^Athenians. Chabrias, the Generali of the 
Athenians perifhed in the war 3 the very fame year, and in the 4th 
year that war was terminated. 

(b) About this time, another war (which they called Satrum, 0>) Diad. it; 
or the Holy, arofe. The AmphiStpnes (which were certain Jud- 1 
gesor Gounfellours, ele&ed out of all parts of Greece) impofed a 610T. 3.11*/ 
mul& upon the Lacedemonians and Phocenfes 5 on the one, becaufe 
they held Cadmea y one ofth cCadmeans Fortrcfles 3 on the other, 

for 
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for that they had incroached upon fome holy or dedicated land, 
jai? period* Philomelas ftirred his Phocenfes to the fpoyling of the Temple at 
unto 4430. Delphos. When the City was thus tainted with facriledge, they 
£|£V>J were prefently ingaged in another Broyl with the Locrians, and 
^«cen an the 7 hebans, wherein they expiated that heynous fa£t, with the 
utter ruine and {laughter of their whole Nation. In which it is 
( c) Philo de moft remarkable what (c) Philo in Eufebiw writes, That whereas 
Eufcb'Tdc there was a Law, that whofoever fhould rob the Temple, of her 
pr*p.EMflg. money or Ornaments, fhould either be precipitated,or drowned, 
P- 1 * 1 * or burnt, three chief Captains of the Phocenfes, who were par¬ 
takers in this facriledge, perifhed by thefe three feverali deaths: 
for firft Philomelas being conquered by the Thebans, caft himfelf 
from a Precipice, and ib died,as Diod. tells us, in the third year 
of the iotfOlymp. After him ^Onomarchus was thrown into the wa¬ 
ters by his own fouldiers, and fo drowned, the fourth year of the 
fame Olymp. The third was Phyalhu, who, the year following, 
was burnt alive in the Temple at Abas, although Diodorus and 
others fay, he died of a Confumption. This was accom- 
plifhedi by Philip King of eJMacedon-, to whofe aid the Thebans 
flocked, and thep/jor^s hadfupplies from both Lacedemon, and 
Athens, Yet all the Cities of the Phocenfes except Abas which 
was clear of the facriledge, were levelled with rhe Ground. 
This war began 3 as Diodorus reckons, in the fecond year of 
the hundred and fixth Olympiad, the three hundred ninety and 
ninth year from, or after, the foundation of Pome , and ended 
the very beginning of the tenth year of it in the latter end of

Legal, 
teftifies, that in the very fame year the Cities of the Phocenfes 
were demoliftied by ; the Pythian Games were celebrated, 
to which ( by reafon of their great mourning) the Athenians 
omitted the fending of their 8 fce§ovV & DeopoMJaf. ( i. e.) their fa- 
cred Legats, and that the ([) Pythian Games ended in the latter 
end of the fecond year of the tetratterick Olympian fports. 

This Victory eftablifhed Philip in the favour and great opinion 
of the Grecians in general, and at laft in the foveraignty it 
felf. He was the fon of Amyntas , and being a Pledge at A - 
them , lived fome time with Epaminondas , under whofe difei- 
pline oncly, his Adis afterwards fufficiently exprefle how 
much he improved, (g) His three Brothers (of which 
Per dice as was the laft) being dead, he afeended the Throne 
the fecond year of the hundred and fifth Olympiad. The fame

very year the Phocenfes being utterly expunged, he put an end

with the fame Athenians , and the Boeotians at Ch<eronea , and 
having the Vi&ory, profecured it very moderately, and by 
the advice of Demades, renewed the peace and friendfhip with 
the Athenians, (i) After the Vi&ory at Chtronea , he gave 0)^1 la, 1 .

this teftimony of a very moderate and fober mind, that he com- Var - Ci 
m«nded that every day he fhould be put in mind of his frail 
condition, and to that very end he appointed a Boy, who 
fhould daily,before he left bis Chamber, proclaim thefe words 
to him ; Philip thou art but a man. At laft being made Generali

S Evcral Wars were waged at Rome, from the beginning of the 
Peloponnefian War, to the death of Philip, (a) For they had 
to do not onely with qui and Volfci.. butalfo with the Velans , 
whofc City they befieged and kept at the Leaguer ten years toge¬ 
ther. When it was, that it came firfl into ufe to malfe Tents of 
Skins to defend themfeJves fronuhe (harpnefle of the Winter- 
ftorms. They began the fiegethe 349, and the City was taken 
by Camillas the Dictator, the 358th year of the City-Account. 
The fame Camillus reduced the Falifct toth e Roman Empire, (not 
fo much by force, as by the opinion he gained amongft them 
by his lingular Juflicej the 360 year from the foundation of 
Rome. 

(b) But Rome her felf, that famous Conquerefs,had almoft been 
brought to nothing by the Galls. Who, when in the 3^3 year 
they had befieged Clufum , and the Romans had fent the three Fabii 
Legates thither, they, (contrary to the Laws of Nations) when 
they had once appeared in the front of the Army, forfook Clufium , 
and fled to the City. 

At the firfl: onfet thofe Romans that flood to it were routed, and 
fied to Alia : and at laft the City was taken, fet on fire, and the 
Capitol (into which the flower of the City had betaken rhem- 
ielves) befer, and CManlius being abfent, had been taken by the 
enemy, but for the gagling of certain Geefe at their approach; 
which awaked Manlius and the reft, who came together thither, 
and forc’d the Galls down a precipice from the Capitol. In this 
mean time, Camillus , who was banifhed, and at ^Ardea, was reflo- 
red home, and while he was abfent, elected Di&ator. He, when 
he came, rally’d the Roman forces, and repell’d the Galls, and 
clear’d the Coafts of them within eight miles of the City. 

After this, the Dictator, Camillus, perfwaded the Romans from 
a phanfie they were very earneftin, of leaving the ruines of Rome , 
and invading the V?ians } (but with very much ado) and brought 
them to repair the ruines of their own Country. But M. Manlius, 
taken with the fplendour of the Capitol, from which he had the 
firname, Capitolinas, being puff’d up with arrogance, he was indu¬ 
ced, through his own ambiticn, and the favour he had with the 
people, to propofeto himfelf, and go about the means of corn- 
palling the Sovereignty to himfelf; but being taken in this pro- 
was precipitated from the (c) Tarpeian rock, (the very place 
he had had in charge to defend) the 370 year after the City was 
built. 

(d) At length a great difference grew between the Patricii and

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the common people. For C, Licinius , and L. Sextius , Tribunes, fV-A-o 
made a law the 377 year of the City, That the Commons fhould ^perfd’ 
have the election of another Conful^ which when the Senate op- uato^V 
pofed mo ft violently , the Tribunes would fuffer no Officers of C^VNJ 
State to be created : ■(() By which means Rome became an Anarchy (c) Liv.

(O In the 3? 2 year of the City,there happening a great open- Uy 7 
ing or gaping of the Earth in the midft of the Forum, and the o r ©f. j.c .). 
Oracle commanded, that the beft thing the Romans had, fhould be 
dedicated to it. Whileft all men wondred what this fhould mean, M.Curtiw . 
M. Curtius, an excellent young Souldier, and notably valorous,all 
armed and mounted on horfeback : caft himfelf into the jaws cf t ic 
gaping earth, accounting. That no virtue more became a Roman, 
than valour and courage, nor was a greater good. 

After thisjthey went to War with the Tiburtians, the Tarquinii 
and Falifciy but moft hotly the 398 year of the City, when the 
Fakfcf and Tarquinians fighting with fire-brands, and calling Ser- 
pencs in the front, to the great terrour of the Priefts, were con¬ 
quered by Fabim Conful, and had conditions of peace granted to 
them both for 40 years, in the 403 year of Rome . 

With the Galls alfo they had to do more than once. Whileft 
they flood in battalia, M. rakrius. Tribune of the hoft, at the age 
of 23 years, Pichier’d a certain bravado of the enemy, who flood 
challenging and inticing the Romans to battle, and flew him by 
the help of Corvus, in the 40 5 year of the City; whence he took 
the firname firvinus ; and the year following, for his lingular de- 
ferts, was made Conful. 


But noneof thefe Wars proved more tedious and virulent, than The Samnm 
the Samnian, which the Romans took upon them at the requeft of war.

Sat. D cxAp2. iTHe C a ) moft fam’d for ingenuity and*wifdome, in Greece , 
Pinto. -I amongft the Philofophers, were‘P/tffo, who was born the ftrft 
year of the 88 Olympiad, the 7th day of the monech ibargelwn , 
Animas being Prefident, who was aifo called Epaminon, which 
was in the 3 5 5 6 year of the World, (for this year the Magiitrace- 
fhip of AminiM expired a little before the beginning of the Oly m¬ 
piad) and dyed the firft year of the 108 01ympiad,under the rule 
o fTheophilus, the 40 6 year of.the City-account, the 348 year be¬ 
fore Chrift, i: being then the 81 year of his age. He began to 
hear Socrates, his Leisures when he was twenty years of age 5 up-, 
on which account he could be his hearer not above eight yearsj for 
Socrates dyed the firft year of the 9 5 Olympiad, when Plato was 
but 28 years of age*

Apollodorus^ in Diogenes conceives) was born the firft year of the 
99 Olympiad, the 384th year before Chrift, being younger than 
Plato, about 43 years, whom he began to learn of,in the 17th year 
of his age, was an auditor 20 years, and dyed when he had arru 
ved to 63, being the third year of the x 14 Olympiad; in which 
year alfo Demofihenes defeended the ftage of this World.

CO Diog. (f) Xenophon, that fupportof Platonifts, was illuftrious at this 
time, notonely for his skill in Philofophy, but for his exquifite 
Souldier-fhip. He, together with his brother Cyrus, the 4th year 
of the 94 Olympiad, whileft Zemenetus prefided, being the year 
preceding the death of Socrates, undercook an Expedition againft 
Artaxerxes 5 and having put a period to the War, brought back 
the Greek Auxiliaries into Greece in fafety. He departed the Scene 
of this world at (forinth, the firft year of the 105 Olympiad, in the 
time oh Callidemides his Magiftratefhip, in which very year Phi¬ 
lip began his reign over the Macedons, which falls in with the 
3625 year of the World.

concerning whom, that place of Cjellius, in the eleventh book of 
PamphyUs, is moft worthy taking notice of.

Phitiftui the Syracufan, a familiar acquaintance of both the Dio- into 
nyfim's, left this life che 106 Olympiad, in a conflid at Sea which 
he had with the. Syr acufans, in behalf of ‘Dionyfius minor, or the lefs, 
as we have formerly related out of Diodorus. 

Theopompu* the Scholar of Ifocrates , and Spbom the Cumae an^ whd 
was defeended from UlyfleS-, Ctejias alfo the Cnidian Phyfitiaii, 
who fiourifh’J in the time of the younger Cyrus : But Ifocrates, 
that Mafter of Eloquence, was born the 86 Olympiad. Lyjima - 
chw prsefiding tour years before the Peloponnefian war, and the 
3 548 year of the World, as Dionyfius and Plutanh relate it* in his 
Life. He left this life the fame year that the Athenians received 
that fignal overthrow at Chaeronea, in the time of cheronidas or cha- 
rondas his Prefident-fhip, the 3 646 year of the World. 

Amongft the Poets of this Age, the moft famous wer e .Arijio- 
panes the Coroick about the Peloponnefian war, Eupolis and Cratinus 
alfo, two other Comicks, were not obfeure then 5 neither PbiLxt- 
nm Cythereius, Timotheus, Telfies, Dithyr am kicks or Poets of Bacchm, 
fiourifhed then alfo 5 as Diodorus records it in his 14th book.

" Ii’s paft controvert that the fame night Alexander entred the 
ftage of this life, the Temple of Diana at 'Sphefsu was on fire, from 
which proceeded that faying of Ttm&w, That it was no wonder that 
Diana whileft [be was prefeat at f me part of the Olympick Sports, jbould 
• be abfent from her Temple. VVhich (b ) Cicero . commends as an ac- 
cure phanfie ; but Plutarch jufily defptfeth it, as filly and difonge- 
nious. 

(c) Alexander was committed to the Tutorlhip of Ariftotle at 
’ the age of 15, and in the 20th of his age, and the 418 th of the 
City; his father Philip being {lain, he began his reign; (d)Tytbodo* 
7 ta being then Prefident at Atbens,who was alfo called Pythodemus . 

In the very fame year Darius Codomanus, the Iaft of the Perfian 
Kings, was crowned. Againft whom, , Alexander, by the general 
vote of Greece, befides the Lacedemonians, was elected General. 
But the Greeks, like, fickle-headed people as they were, whileft 
(e) Alexander was at war in Thracia, revolted from him. When 
he heard this, he made all fpced with his Army towards them j 
and having reconciled himfelf to the Athenians, and fome others, 
upon their fair Report, bent his Forces againft the Thebans , 
who flood mod ftiffly againft him, and having taken their City 
by force, utterly deftroyed it the 15 day of the moneth Boedromon, 
which fell upon the fourth day of Oftobtr, in thefecond year of 
the 111 Olympiad, as I conceive, ( f) 90000 of the Thebans be¬ 
ing put to the fwofd, and 30000 captivated 5 the children were 
all led captive, except the Hofts of Philip, who when he was a 
boy, was pledg in that City, and the off-fpring of the old Poet 
Pindar, whofe houfe only Alexander left Handing in the whole 
City. 

From thenee palling the Hellefpont, he arrived in Afia the 3 ^50 
year of the World, the third year of his reign, as (g) Zozamus 
tells us.He had then in his Army 3000© foot,& 4500 horfejwitti 
Which fofmalInumber,but old experienced and hardy Souldiers, 
he deftroyed and aboliftit the Perfian Empire. The firft Combat 
happened to be at the River granicus in Phrygia, where the Per- 
funs were vanquifhed, and almoft all Afia became the Triumph 
of that vidfory, being peftered every where with the Greek Co¬ 
lonies, whileft LMemnon, in the mean time, the beft Commander 
Darm had, harraffed the Iflands. 

(hj The fecond confiift was at I/um, a little before which fight,* 

& Alexander fell dangeroufly lick, but by the skill of a Phyfician of 
his father Philips, he foon recovered : at long running the Perfians 
were worfted, although their Army confifted of no Idle than 
400000 foot, and 100000 horfe. The Tents of Darius , with his 
Mother, Wife, and Children, fell into the hands of Alexander, 
who treated them moft courteoufly and vertuoufly. This hap¬ 
pened the 333 year before Chrift, the 3^51 year of the World;

us. That before the captivity cai'Tyre^AbdoUmihus wasnotonely 
made King of this City, but of Sidon alfo. Afar this, Alexander 
fubdued Gaza by force of Arms. . 

About this time, comroing to Jerufalem he was entertained by jofeph. l.n; 
Jadduas the Prieft there. He foerificed in the Temple, and be- ca P* 
flowed many gifes upon the Jews*, profeffingthat he had 4n Ap¬ 
parition in Macedonia, in the very fame garbthat the high Pried 
came to meet him in, who advifed him to go on with the Perfian 
expedition, and promifed him the Victory. 

Afer wards he went to vAgypt, and vifited the Oracle of Jupiter Dba. if. 

A urnon, and in his return rhence, built Alexandria. At length eurt - 4 * 
he became Vidor in the Iaft battle, at Arbelta, with Darm, in the 
fc-cond year of the 112 Oiymp. the 3 31 year before Chrift, and 
the 42 3 of the City, in which battle, Plutarch further recounts, pu n . 1.34 
had ten hundred tboufand louldiers in his Army, which c -?«- 
Author (as alfo Arrianm ) places the building of Alexandria before 
tne facrifice he made at the Temple of Ammon ; But Curtins, Di- 
odor, and Jufiin, conceive it to be after.

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r\A*si Darim with much ado efcapcd out of the fight, and by the fwift- 

fui?perio£ nefle °f his horfes heels, fruftrated the purfuit of Alexander after 
tinto 443pt him, and having raliyed his forces, and joyned in battle again, 
LS\TM was by Be/as the commander of the Baftrians bafely butchered* 
the next year after the overthrow at Arbtlla . In themean while, 
Alexander being poflefled of Sufiana, he fpoiled Perfepolis the head 
of the Nation, and burned the Kings Palace therein to the 
ground* 

Nor was Antipater, Alexanders Generali, leffe fortunate in his 
conceft with the Lacedemonians, wherein Agis the King loft his 
life. 

In theEaft, Alexander got more victories then he marcht paces, 
every where as he went. He. brought under his fubje&ion all 
HyrcanU) the Paropomifades, the Inhabitants of Caucafus, the Indi¬ 
ans when he had firft conquered their King, and taken him prifo- 
ner, and after them divers Nations and Provinces far and wide. 
The firft year of the 113 Olymp. Bejjus was delivered up to him 
and he gave him condigne punifhment for his treachery ro his 
- Lord and Mafter Darius . By this he was fo puft with his high 

fucceffe, that not able to bearfogreat fortune, he began to forget 
" 4 his humane ftate, and would be accounted the fon of Jupiter . 

Then by flattery, luxury, and excefle, his difpofition was quite 
altered into iramane cruelty, infomuch that he put many friends 
to death, who had deferved very well both of him and his father 
Philip. Amotrgft thefe, he too rafhly brought Parmenion, a moft 
valiant Captain, and his fon philotas> and flew Clitus with his 
own hands at a Banquet. About two years before his death, he 
‘ loft Hephdflion his chief friend,' whofe death he took to heart out 

of meafure, and moft womanly; .whofe body he commanded to be 
carried to Babylon , and there to fee interred with great folemnity. 
And would needs have him accounted a god, as Lucian tells us in 
his book, DeCalumnia. ,’i

The 
year wherein Agathocles palled into Africa , is noted for a moft re¬ 
markable Eclipfe of the Sun, by Diodorus and juftin, which hap¬ 
penedI at Syracufa about eight of the clock in the 'morning, of the 
15th day of Auguft, the 4404th year of the Julian Period, the 
310 year before Chrift..

pAtmetes , who had married his filler DeuUmia, had the^very 
elements of his martial difeipline. For in that famous cor.flidl, 
wherein Demetrius with his father Ant;go nus was overcome 5 he 
was one being yet a very youth. Afterwards by the affinity and 
furtherance of Ptolemy Lagidas ,and his wife Berenice, he regained 
his Kingdom, whole beginning (f) Veiieit's attributes to ft at-year, 
wherein Fabius, and P. Beaus Mus. were Confuls, which is the 
459 year of che City-account, and the 3689 year of the World. 
In which very year being imreated in ayd into Macedonia, to 
Alexander the fon of Cajdander . he requires his part of it. Whence 
being depuis’d by Demetrius Poliorcetes for fome years, partly by 
himfelf, partly joyning his Forces with Lyfimachus, Ptolemey, and 
Seleucus, he made war upon him, and for his reward enjoyed 
Macedonia, indeed, but not above feven moneths.

That calamity of th t Gauls is noted 
by Paufanios, Anaxicrates being chief Ruler, in winter-time; this 
was in the fecond year of the 12 5 Olympiad before Chrift 27^.

Thcfe at thefirft appointed one Scribe and two 
Prastors for the publick. When 25 years were expired, they 
werecontent to make choice of one onely Prstor.

nevercheleflebe perfiftedrn his enterprise, havinggotten Lyfander 
a Lacedemonian Magiftrate, an affifter of his counfciis, by whom 
Leonidas being requited for judgment, the Kingdome being re¬ 
pealed, and conferred on Cleombrotus his fon in law, hefeded him- 
felf a fuppliant in the Temple of Minerva. Afterwards, new 
Ephori or Lacedemonian Mag iterates fucceeding, and citing Lyfan¬ 
der, and other favourers of Agis to declare the caufe : both the 
Kings come into the affembly with a guard of friends, they re¬ 
duce the Ephori into order • for thefe, when they do ordain others 
of their own parties, and aifo Agefilaus a moft large husbandman, 
but wrapped or covered in debt 5 who therefore was a worker on 
*Agis> that before the law for the ground, he fhould fet forth new 
obligations to mitigate the common people. When Agis had 
yielded to his counfel, when it came unto the dividing of the 
fields, Agefilaus was diligent to mock or deceive, and wrangle by 
wonderful crafts, which thing eftranged the minds of the Citi- . 
zens from Agis. Therefore by the confpiracy of his enem ies, 
Leonidas is call’d back from banifhment, and is reftored to the 
Kingdom. Agis and cleombrotus being fuppliants, fly together 
unto the Temple of Minerva Chalciaca . Cleombrotus , through 
Chelonis his Wife, the daughter of Leonidas , his life being by re- 
queft obtained, ebangeth his foyl* and thither Chelonis followed 
her husband, her father in vain reftraining her. Agis being laid 
hold on by the Ephori, and condemned for his life, ended his life 
With an halter : and with the fame punifhment Agijlrata his 
Motherland Anhidamia his grandmother weredifiblved; his bro¬ 
ther 
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ther (c ) Arckidamus efcaped death by flight, who a little after be- 
ing call’d back again by Leonidas, and taken into the fellowthip 4 - 4 > i; 
of die Kingdom, he being dead, (a) Polybius iKeweth, to have tied TZ 
again tor fear of Qleomenes, and by him at length to be (lain .Aeiatis 
the wife of Leonidas , was conftrained to marry her fon cleomenes, 
being as yet a child : whom, after the exampleof her former huf- i>-j3y.

That 
calamity ot Agis happened about rhe finifliingeof the firft Punick 
War, and me Caftle of Corinth poflefted by lAratus. 

Leonidas a little after having finillied his life, (fleoment* reigned Tlve <ke<!se£' 
about the year, as we think,before Chrift 2355 0 fthe City built, cUomntu 

51?, a young man ofa great courage, but hot, and cruel-and efpe- 

cially ftoucin War. Who, the Aim am flouriffiing in ftrensth 
and rule, and all Peloponnefw, with their Captain Aratus. flying, 
he often overthrew in battel 3 when as the Lacedemonians had paf- 
led away from their league, the which they had hitherto openly 
maintained, unto the feiiowfhip of the tdEtolians, with whom /k .- p 
they had warr. For the Achaians, that which they had alwayes 
deflred, that they much more about this time did profecute by AratHs * 
the Author Aratus, that of all die Cities of Peloponnefm,they might Thines done 
makeone Common-wealth. Which thing the Kings of Macedon by aLu$.- 
fearing, they either had placed in moft of them cruel Lords « or 
did confirm thofe that were already appointed by themfelves with 
their fafegnard. In the beating down thefe by any force, in 
bringing tiiofe by any free-will into a common covenant, Aratus 
performed a diligent endeavour ; and to perfe# that thing, he 
much prevailed by induftry and-counfel. Therefore Antioomis 
Gonatas as yet living, the fon of Demetrius Poliorcetes, befidesother 
Towns, lie joyned Sycio and Corinthfthe Tyrant being caft out from 
thence; from hence, the garrifon of the Macedonians) unto the 
covenant of his own Countreymen. But then Cjonatas being dead 
in the third year of the 134 Olympiad, of the City built 5T2, and 
Demetrius his fon, who dyed (cen years being finished) in the year 
of the City 522, before Chrift 2 3 2 5 he betook all his endeavour 
for the freeing of Greece . At what time, he firft of all loofed At- 
tica from the yoke of the Macedonians ; Dt&^enes, who was chief 
over it, being allured to betray it, with great rewards. And then 
the tArgivi, Hermionenfes , Philiafii, and others, the cruel Lords 
yielding themfelves of their own accord, for fear of Treafon, and 
applying themfelves to the common league of the Grecians. 

Againft whofe fo profperous affairs, the ^ tolians, and Cleomenes 
King of the Lacedemonians, objected delayes ;• they, through envy 
and craftinefle; he, through open force and weapons; whereby 
he often, as we have already faid, overcame and put to flight 
Aratus and other Commanders of the Achaians. Which war, as 
he order’d it by his own advice,not at the direction of others,made 
him, which thing he long fmee thought, that the Ephori being ta¬ 
ken away, he might challenge all the authority and comoiand un« 
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rvAA> to himfelf 5 and he declared the old difciplinc of his houfe,‘in the 
Anno 4431 tenth year of his reign, of the City of Rome 528, or next follow- 
J ww47V. ing. After that, being loofed and tree from home-bred fear, he 
0<V"SJ wholly bent himfelf on the Acbaick War. When the Achaians 
faw themfelves unfit for the undergoing this war, Aratus being 
already weary and languifhing, and great (laughters being re¬ 
ceived from cleomenes, that fame man, or Aratus , being the author, 
they had regard unto the help of the Macedonians. Antigonus, 
by lirname, that is, one about to give or profit, reigned over 
C Macedonia . Which name he obtained from this, becaufe he 
laid he would give fundry times one after another what was ask¬ 
ed of him* This man governed the kingdom for Philip the fon of 
SDemetr'm, 'from the year before Chnft, 232$ of the City 522, 
the 137 Olympiad entring, towir, a little before the palling over

Cleomenes, Antigonus breaking in 
with great Armies; when he met him at the Ifthmus or narrow 
creek of land, being affrighted at the revolting of the Grecians, 
went back to defend his Countrey. So the Macedonians, no man 
forbidding them, came to Peloponnefm in the year of the World, 
376c, of the City, 531, in which the fecond year of the 14? 
Olympiad began; and in the year following they conquered ma¬ 
ny Towns, cleomenes in the mean time not loytering, who took 
Megalopolis at unawares, and utterly overthrew it, becaufe the 
Citizens had refufed to enter intofellowfhip with him, although 
they (hould be vagabonds in their Countrey, Philopotmenes thus

He dyeth in the 
261'n year of his reign, of the World 3753, wherein the third 
year of the 39 Olympiad ended. But (c) Polybius is author, that 
he deceafed in that Olympiad, whoalfo, he laith, was diffoived 
by a difeafe. But (f) JuJiine affirmeth him to be taken away by 
the parricide of his fon; on whom, he wri eth, the firname of 
[‘Pbilopator J or lover of his father, was impofedby a mock. 

Therefore in that year, which 1 havefet, Ptolemy Pbilopator be¬ 
gan to fway the Scepter in v£gypt, (g) who prefently flew his bro¬ 
ther Magas , and Berenice, as Polypus ihevveth, (h) and gave him- 
feif wholly over unto gluttonies and luxury. The which he did 
fo much the more freely, becaufe he thought fecurity to be gotten 
for him both at home and abroad for a long time. For both his 
brother, and others that were near to him being killed, he brought 
terrour to his own kindred; and Antigonus of Macedonia, and 
Seleucus of 5 ym,Kings, being dead, in their places came Antiocbus 
and Philip, almoft as yet children, from whom he then feared no* 
thingon himfelf.

For this man's be¬ 
ginning was tumultuous, and exercifed or full of a&ion; his Liev- 
tenants of Provinces falling off from him through contempt of his 
age. (b) Firft <J\tolo Governour of Media, and Alexander of 
Per fa, his brother, (bakeoff the yoke; unto which counfel the 
fear of Hernias Caris , a moft wicked man,who could do all things 
with the King, chiefly inforced them.

Tbs famous Deeds or Affairs of the Romans, and divers wars, the 
Achaick, Punick* 3 Macedonick, 3 Numantine* 
the flavifb War. 

T He Macedonians, after *Antiocbus the Great, being by the 
other War tamed, and their Kingdom reduced into the form 
of a Province, rone afterwards was aftiamed to ferve the R o¬ 
mans. Therefore people and kings, emulating one another, gave 
thcmfelves over unto the obedience of thofe, and from thofe they 
took the Umpires or judgments of peace and war between them- 
felves. (f) Of Kings, two, before others, endeavoured to allure 
their favour, Eumenes of Afia,and frufias of Bythinia, who was 
(g) fir named [venator] or hunter, one whereof being fufpe&ed of 
hidden favour toward Perfeus, that he might purge himfelf, he 
fent his brother Attalus to Borne-, the which his brother (hewing 
that he had remained faithful,f was mod acceptable unto the Se¬ 
nate 5 who left he fhould ask the kingdomc privately for himfelf, 
he was affrighted from it by Strati us a Phyfitian, whom Eumenes 
bad given to him a companion in that counfel. That ,Livy ihew- 
eth, was done in the 587 year of the City. 

(a> Frufias, who being joyned in affinity with Perfeus, had nou¬ 
rished or taken neither part, he coming to Rome with his fon Ni- 
comedes, after a fervile manner he flattered the Senators, fo that 
he called them* in faluting them, gods* that were prefervers from 
danger , and named himfelf their bondman made free. The 
fame King departing from ito^he left his fon to be brought up, 
in the fame year of the City. s 

But Eumenes King of Perg&mus being dead,about the year of the 
City 5 96. For he reigned full fourty years, feeing he had left 
a fon, Eumenes as yetot a weak age 5 the Kiogdome procured At¬ 
tains hh brother a guardian for him 21 years, (b) With whom 
the year following, when Frufias waged wer; which was in the 
year of the City built 601, by the command of the Romans it was 
appeafed. 

The Rhodians very greatly feared the anger of the free people 
of Rome, and truly they had deferved it. (c) For they had been 
diligent for Perjeus , and dared proudly, not fo much to perfwade 
them to peace, as to command; alfo they had added threaten- 
ings, that they would account them for enemies, by the which it 

had 
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had continued, that there could not be a peace made. Therefore 
perfeus being overcome, it wanted but little, but a War fhould j^p^od* 
have been decreed againft them. The which by the moil hiimble unto 4713. 
intreacies they had turned away* Lycias and Carrn being taken 
away from amongft them* 

But two people, not with a {ingle damage of their affairs, but 
with the deftru&ion of their Cities^ purged away the hatreds of 
the Romans, the Achaians and Carthaginians. The former, many 
being partly allured into one body of a Common-wealth, partly 
Cities* being conftrained by force, were the moft mighty of all 
Cjreecc. The fame compelled the Lacedemonians againft their 
wills (their Walls and Laws being taken away) into the fame fo- 
ciety, as we have already above mentioned.

viving; becaufe in the mean time, he ruled in fanie part of Syria. 

For the Chronicle of Eufebius afogneth twelve years alone for his

Tul” Period* f° ur ^ ons being left, Seleucus, Amiochus, ‘Philip, Demetrius Eucxrus, 
unto 4*713. 5 as Jofephus is Author ; Seleucus fucceeded his father, who killed 
bis Uncle Amiochus Cyzicems, in the year 659; he (c) in the year 
Doar. of ° f following being by Amiochus Pius the fon of Cycizenus, driven

(*■) Appian. fej He being overcome,Lucullus in the 6% 6 year of the City built, 
ialuted Amiochus Afiaticus King of Syria. Wherefore 18 years 
being withdrawn from 6%6, the 669 of the City is gathered, 
wherein Tigrdnes began to reign in Syria ; and fo Amiochus Eufebes 
reigned about nine years. 

Pompey in the year of the City 6 8 being received upon 

furrender,or made to yield,took away Syria from Amiochus Afiaticus, 
Therefore theyreigned in Syria from the beginning of Seleucus the 
firft, unto the beginning of Tigranes 228 years, to the laft year of 
Ajiaticus 247 years. 

In Egypt, Ptolemy Lathurus dyed, in the year of the City built

Orators indeed alfo many, nothing inferioiir to the old 
Greek, as Marcus Antonius,as Lucius Cra/us, and many others, whom 
(f) Cicero reckons up, and among the reft Hortenfm . But one dark- 
ned the brightnefle of all Latines, and Greeks in the fame of Elom 
jfence, Cicero, unto which alfo he joyned the Grace of Philofophy^ 
This man was born in the 60 o fourty eighth year of the City, the 
third of the Nones of January, as (g) Gellm faith, in which year, 
nine Moneths after, Pompey was born, who, (a^ Pliny is wicneffe, 
was born the day before the Kalends of OBober, moft large honours 
being born in the Commonwealth, whofe parent and builder, Ca -

F Or the fearching out the Birth of CHRIST the Sa¬ 
viour, the Hiftory of Herod is altogether needfull; whofe 
beginning, and the years in which he reigned, we will letdown 
in this Chapter* 

This man wasthefon of Antipater an Idum&an, therefore he 
alfo an I dim* an by birth, not an Afcahnite ; which thing (c) 
Africanus with Eufebius, from the report of fome, hath delivered; 
YVe rather believe (d) Jofepbus, who maketh this man an ldu± 
m&an ; the which as ’tis more likely to be true, fo that is leaft to- 
be reproved, becaufe all the ancient Fathers almoft, do fay Herod 
to have been a If ranger.

For it is to be believed, the Apoftles and Difciples of 
Chrift to have carried on neither fmall matters, nor things un¬ 
worthy to be known: but many things are fprinckled with fables 
and uncertain tales. And alfo we have decreed to commit to this 
book, not an exaft hiftory of all things,but only fome chief heads 
of things. 

Peter being flain by Nero , Linus undertook to govern ^ Roman 
the %oman Church, as (a) ancient Writers affirm, by whom is ( a) ircn.b.f.’

That his friends blaming him, becaufehewas too familiar and 
courteous to all forts of perfons 5 he anfwered them. That He was ?«}**’* goV 
fuch an emperour to private perfons, as when he was a private perfon he de * fCQVCr - 
did defire Emperours to be towards him . He added to the Roman Pro¬ 
vinces Dacia of Schythia, having conquered Decebalus the King, 
who dyed by his own proper hands the 102 year of Chrift. (e) (e)Dio.fi«3 
Bemg gone into the Eaft, he fubdued the Armenians, Iberians, the fek.Chro, " 
Colchians, the Sarmates, the Ofrhoines , the * Arabians, and the Bofpko* 
nans. Falling upon the Parthians, he brought under his power 
Seleucia, ftefipbon, and Babylon , and feveral other Cities. But 
whiles he fails into the red-Sea, moft of thefe people revolted 
from him, whom foon both in his own perfon, and by his Com¬ 
manders he fubdued again.(a) A huge Earthquake,whiieft that he < a ) Dl '° ; 
fwayed the Scepter, overthrew Antioch, in the year of Chrift 115 ; 
by which were ftricken CMeflala and Pedo , of whom Tedo was on 
a fudden fmothered in the rume,Trajanus being drawn out through 
a window, efcaped hardly. The Qrenian Jews alfo with much 
cruelty againft the Romans and Grecians did over-run Egypt and 
Cyprus, whom Trojanus defeated with a great flaughter,by Martius 
Turbo.

neffe, and fire, fo that all Palejtine was almoft reduced to a de¬ 
fart.

f A Ntoninus Pius, adopted by Hadrian , governed the Roman 
./■^Empire in the year of Chrift 138, with fo much virtue and * - ... . 
goodnefle, that he excelled all other examples. For he governed ViXrEuLr, 
the Common-wealth rather by a fatherly, men Princely affedion 5 '*• 
and he governed the whole World by his foie authority, without 
any war, all the time.of his Empire : therefore was he compared 
with Numa. The Forrain and far diftant Princes and people did 
fo dread him, that they would make him the Arbitrator of their 
differences, he forbid enquiry to be made after them that had 
confpired againft him. He dieth in the year of his age 70, and 
of his Empire twenty four, FiBor gives him up fevenry two years 
he died m the hundred fixty one year after Chrifts Nativity, iti 
the Moneth of March having taken the Scepter, the fifth of July 
m the one hundred thirty eighth year of Chrift 5 fo that he Go¬ 
verned the Empife two and twenty years, and almoft eight 
Moneths. s 

. After him, ruled the Empire CM. tAntoninus Fern, Pius's fon 
in law 5 For he had in marriage his daughter Valeria Faustina. He 
from his very youth being brought up and inftruded in the ftu- 
dies of virtue, as well as of all other Arts, he had vertue no lefts 
in his life and manners, then in his fpeeches and profeftion. Ac 
firft he made L. ^£lm Veras, to whom he had married his daugh¬ 
ter Lucilla, his companion in the Government of the Empire* 
and then did firft two Emperours by name of C<e[ars rule at once! 

And this thtng was fo full of dignity and novelty , that fome of the chief ‘ 

Con fulls y took hence their order of Confulls, faith Spartiamu, fb)They u 

then reigned eleven years together, as the fame with Eutropim Re- Veto IW 
cords, being of a contrary manner of his lifeftor Ferus was floath- r, • , 
fulU drowned in riot and pleafure, and of an uncivil! and unman- P 
nerfy difpofition, which was moderated and mitigated by his bro¬ 
ther’s reverence and refped: Bv whom being fent againft the Par- 
thiansj he for the fpace offour years, had by his chief officers prof- 
perous fucceffe. Therefore they both triumphed over the Tar- 
thtans : Then, after it, they undertook the Marcoman-Wats. But 
Ferus died in that exploit of the Apoplexy, between Concordia and 
Alttnum, in the 171 year of Chrifts birth, ifheattained the ele¬ 
venth year of his Empire 5 or in the 1 69, if he did not exceed the 
ninth, for Sufehmf s Chronicles mention both: Therefore did M. 

Aurelius alone, fight for the fpace of three years with the c Marco* 
mans , to whom the Quades, the Fandalls , the Sarmates , the Swedes, 
and all tneother barbarous nations there-about thofe parts, had 
joyned themlelyes to 5 and at laft overcame them in a moft dan* 

gerous 
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gerous fight: whercing his Army languifhing and periling for 
ot chrift* want °f water, the Chnftian Legion refrefhed them with that rain 
to jji. that by their prayers they had obtained from Heaven, the which' 
^VNJ (a.s Eufebiw fheweth) was the 174 year after. The publick trea- 
fure being fpenr,arsd exhaufted,ieft he Should burthen any one by 
taxes, he fold and pawned all the plates, ornaments and Jewells 
that belonged to his imperial! Majelty, and after his vi&ory he 
repayed the price back again to them thae had bought them, and 
were willing to render them back: Avidm Caflius upon a falfe. 

Geilus re P ort °f ^ ls dcath t0 °k c ^ e Government upon himfelf, and, after 
it, was killed within three Moneths. lM. Aurelius having Go¬ 
verned the Empire 19 years, and 11 Moneths,, he died in Vienna,, 
of fieknefTe,inthe 180 year of Chrift, being aged 55?. years as 
ViBor faith; for he was born, Verus his Grandfather being Con- 
fui, the Author of the Capitoll being Augur 3 which agrees with the 
l 21 year of Chrifts birth. 

Capi- To th is very good father fucceeded a very bad fon Aurelius Com- 
toi. Herodia r. modus Antoninus, full of cruelty, luft, covetoufnefTe, and of for-

Having quelled all in Germany, he triumphed in Rome: He killed 
Lucilla his filler, which with feverall others hadconfpired againft 
him. The Annuall Prefed praetor, being the Judge of the fad, 
who himfelf being foon after deprehended in the fame fault, had 
his head cut off: from that time were twoinvefted with the Pretors 
office. To the perennall office fucceeded Cleander, who for his 
cruelty and covetoufnefTe was hated of the people, who by the 
command of Commodity was killed for having raifed a fedition. 
He is infnared by the confpiracy of them of his own, whom he 
had appointed to death, and fo he dieth, having fwayed the Seep- 
ter twelve years, nine Moneths, and 14. dayes, as faith Xiphilinm,

ed the firft day of January-Calends,in theyear 1 9 2 after Chrift’s 
birth.

120, years old, was crucified: And alfo Jgnatim brought out / n 2 ; &foIlow “ 
of Afia to Rome, is expofed to Lions in the Amphitheater, in the 8 
108 year of Chrifts birth : and (Jtfaximus Martyr is miftaken, to 
place Ignatiwrs death before that of 2 lomitian, becaufe that Diony - 
pus in his 5. cb. mentions Ignatius amongft the di vine names. One- 1 

pmus, alfo Sr. Pauls Difciple, Bifhop of Spbrfus fuffersfor Chrifts 
name, and Pope Anacletus having had the Sea of Rome, 9. years 
and 3. Moneths, yet Euariftus excepts him. 

T raj ans fucceflor, viz. Hadrian , increafed the perfecution, and Ada. s. & 
fhewed himfelf very crueil towards many Martyrs. Pope Euari- F^ft-ct jov. 
Pus being by him put to death, left the feat to Alexander, which 
he by his Martyrdome in the 15. year of Hadrians Empire left to 
Stxtus, Fauftinus, and Jovita, both of Brixia in Italy , by his com¬ 
mand having been put to death, about the fourth year of bis 
Empire. 


■ Under ^ntonius Pius’s Empire,Jufine Martyr made his firft Apo¬ 
logy and defence 5 and the other he made under M. Aurelius, and 
E. Verus 5 at the beginning of whofe Empire,he underwent a moft 
famous Martyrdome. 

And thefe Roman Bi&ops fuffered Martyrdome for Chrifts 
caufc, Sixtus in the fecond year of Antoninus Empire, having cflj- 
ciat^din the place near upon ten years. Telefphorus in the 14 year 
of his Empire. Haginius in the 18. And Pius inthe 5. year of Au- 
reltani To Pius fucceeded Anicetu, who alfo fuffered Martyr¬ 
dome, in the 13 year of his Empire. Then to Rome went ‘Poiycar- 
pus, the Bifhop of the Church in Apa,&nd foon after about the fe- 
venth year of c Marcus Aurelius’s Empire, he underwent a moft ex¬ 
cellent combat for Chrift in Apia, pionus fuffered alfo the fame 
Martyrdome in the fame Province. Soter having pofieffed the 
See of Rome four yearsafrer Anicetus , filled the place of the Em, 
perours facrifice, and to him was fubrogated Eleutherius, about 
the 17 year of M. Aurelius’s Empire, when in the Gauls and France 
many Chriftiarrs fuffered Martyrdome by the Emperours crueil 
ed ^ s > amongft whom the Martyrs at Lions were the eminenteft, 
chiefly, the Bifhop ‘Photinus; At talus, Alexander Medic us, Blandl 
na 1 <c And then were thefe tlx prft Martyrdoms that were feen in France 
(faith Severusy Gods Religion beingferioufly received, and ftneereti en¬ 
tertained beyond the Alps. ' 

This came to pafie in the 177 year after Chrift, Sc. Beatrix al¬ 
io with her feven fons, fuffered under Aurelius : Many excellent 
per ions m that age, did defend the Chriftian faith againft the 
uentiies and Here ticks, as Agrippa Cafior, who in Hadrians time

Likewife^m'4»«stheNicomedianPhilofopherand Hifto- 
rian. Maximus TyriuS, Apollonius Chalcidicus the Stoick, and Bafi¬ 
lides the Scytkopolitan ; who'were all M. Aurelius's tutors, in whofe 
time Peregrinus the Philofopher, fyrnanjed Proteus, burnt himfelf 
in the fire that was made at the Olytnpick-play in pifas, in the 
231? Olympiad, as Eufebius wrireth in his Chron. Lucius mentions 
him in a particular book that he made of his death. Menelaus the 
Mathematician firft obferved in the firft: -year of Trajan , the Moon 
in the fign of Virgo* in the ^8 .year after Chritt, and a little after 
Ptoic.b.

Cnrift , Helvius Pertinax was made Emperour by them phiLC ?P it(jI * 
whoJhad deftroyed Commodus ; who when he intended to govern Eucr - Viaer - 
tne Common-wealth with good Lawes, and to crufh the military 
ambition and rudenette, was cut off the 88th day of his Empire, 
at whofe death Didius Julianus did prefume to afpire ro thegovern- 
mentoftheEmpir^thenfloatingand rotrering. But two moneths 
and five dayes after, he is forfakenby the fame perfons; becaufe 
he could not give them the whole gratuity and recompence that 
they expedled, he is flain by Septimius Severus’s command, 
t For ^ hls fflan being born in Africk, and Governour of Panbonia, Sparc. &alr 
trough a jhewof avenging Pertinax, he violently took the Empire %erior«.

Government. The City was burnt and demolifhed, and Albinus's 
head fent to Rome, and much cruelty was ufed cowards thofe of 
his party and his friends. 

Thence again being gone into the Eaft, he fubdued the Partbi- 
antythcAdiabenians and the ^A.rabiansy he granted a Ciiarter of 
Corporation to the Alexandrians, plautianus in the mean while 
governing all things at Rome, whofe daughter plautilla he had be¬ 
trothed to his fon Antoninusy and their wedding was folcmnized 
?art ' about the tenth year of Severn's Empire, and ilie had as much 
for her portion^ as would have been a fufficient dowry for fifty 
■ ! Queens. But not long after, near upon the 204th year of Chrift, 
plantianus himfelf confpiripg againft: the General, is (lain by An- 
toninus his fon in law, and many more were put to death after 
him, who were his Confederates in theConfpiracy. 

Severus went to Britain in the 15th year of his Empire, with his 
two Tons 5 Bapanus, whom he fimamed Antoninus , and had made 
Aagujfus in the feventh year of his Empire; and with Geta ; There, 
having had a profperous fuccefs of his affairs for four years fpace, 
he retired himfelf, and fortified it with a wall all round about the 
Ifland, and there at length he dyeth at Pork the ninth of February 
in the year of Chrift 211, hiseldeftfon having often plotted 
, againft hims after he had governed the Empire 17 years, eight 
Xiph, moneths, and three dayes. At his death he left in ftore feven 
year;, revenues and provifions ; fo that every day might be fpenc 
feventy five thoufand buthels of corn,and of oyi as much as might 
fuffice all Italy in five years. 

Spa xiphil Cr0d ’ Antoninus Caracallay and Geta s Severus 9 s two fons, by equal right 

Eucr.via. obtained the Government of the Empire, after their father’s 
death, in the year as I have faid, 211 of Chrift, who by reafonof 
their contrary nature, had daily and continual diftention and dif¬ 
ference together ; Geta was of a meek and civil nature; the other 
was turbulent and fiery man ; by whom in the fecond year of 
his Empire was his brother, aged 23 years, {lain, in the very bo- 
fbm of their Mother, under a {hew of a particular difeourfe, in 
the 2 12rh year after Chrift, as Xiphilinus doth record, and loon 
upon it was an infinite number ofhis favourites ard friends put to 
death, amongft whom was that great Doctor in the Law Papinia - 
fc^jbecauie he would not by Law excufe his murther. After this 
t Antoninus went into the Esft, and there he made a great {laughter 

of the Alexandrian Citizens, became they had once fpoken Tome 
wordsagainft him, he deceitfully invaded Artabanus King of the 
Partbiansy and fpoyled his Kingdom, at length, fix years and two 

moneths 
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monetns alter nis lather’s death, he is {lain by a Marfhsl Centu- iXA^o 
rion,or Captain, by the order of Opihus <JM.acrit.us the Pretor,be- A f n0 | 
tween Eciejsa and Carras the fixth of April, as Xipbdmus faith in t ° 0 
the year ol Chrift 217, and in the 29 of his age ; but Spaniards 
gives him 43. 

Macnnusy a year and two moneths after he had ufurped the Capitol. 
Empire, being {lain by his Souldiers, Aurelim Antoninus tAlaga- Hc“ 0 P i 
balas Aar ins y together with DiadurnenuSy defeended of Jupiter s, or xiph. Vift. 
Sols Prieft, commonly thought^ though talfly, Caracal!A ^ fon, took Eutro P* 
the Empire. He was the viicft of all men, mfomuch,that having 
cait off ail manhood, he diffbrmed himfelf into a vvoman, and did 
fuffer any thing in his body. Therefore having ruled three years 
and nine moneths, by the conkntof the Souldiers, he was {lain 
with his Mother Semiarmra or Juliay in the 222 year of Chrift, his 
corps being dragg’d in the channel, and thence drawn into the 
River Tiber, in the 18th year of his age. Moft Authors attri¬ 
bute to his Empire, two years and fome moneths; and to his age 
16 years : but we rather adhere to XiphilinuSy whofe accompt'is 
given in another place, where mention is made of Alexander . 

In the year of Chrift 222, Aurelius Severus Alexander obtained 
the Empire, having been made C&[ar the year before. A Prince 
far furpafljng all in goodnelfc; and moft excellent and valianr, 
both in peace and war. He was wonderfully diligent either in 
giving judgment, or in requiring juftice of the Judges, he repre¬ 
hended and corrected thofe who by favour or bribes did exceed 
the bonds of Juftice and right; he banilhed out of his Court all 
flatterers, feoffers, and (Lames of the Court. . He forbad the Ma- 
giftraces Offices to be bought, aflerting, That it could not be, but 
what one had bought,he would fell it again for hire-fake; There¬ 
fore he did give a Salary out of the Treafury to the Governours 
of the Provinces, left they (hould be burrhenfome to the peo¬ 
ple. 

He was not an enemy to Chrift 5 for he worshipped him in his 
Chappel, not being fuff red by the Senate to give him any pub- 
lick divine honour, and to build him a Temple: In miniftring 
Juftice, he roadeufeof the induftrv of the chiefeft and ablcft 
Lawyers, as (a) HlpianuSy Pomponmy CelfufModefimuSy Pauhs,Pro- (a)Umpud. 
culuSy Aenuleius. Of thefe, Ulpianus being ad vanced to the Preto Z0 &nusi. 
fian dignity, he was killed in a mutiny of Souldiers, as Zopmus af¬ 
firms. But he was a gallant Warricr, as well as an induftrious 
Lawyer. In the fifth year of his Empire, Artaxerxes the Per jinny Herodia. €. 
having overcome the Tarthians in three field-battels, and {lain A ^ r T h ‘ l * 
their King Artabanus ; he re-eftablifhed the Per pan Empire in the penjis reco- 
Eaft, by whom the Magi began to be efteemed, as Ac at Li as ver 
writes. Againft whom, making incurfion upon the Roman Ter. Em f ,ire * 
ritories, when Alexander could not affright him away by his Let¬ 
ters,!^ went out with an Army, and overcame him ; as LaniprE 
dius records out of the A&s of the Senate ; and triumphed the 7th ' 
of O&ober, Although this Author relates, That Herodi anus hath 

writ fen* 
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written concerning this, far other wife. Having performed this 
©fchritt/ Expedition, he undertook another againft the Germans, wherein 
co 23 ?. ' by the confpiracy of a few Souldiers, he is killed with his Mother 
at Mo & unt * aCum > who as long as he lived, (hewed himfe If obedient, 
Chron.&EuI. even unto envy itfelf * fofay LampridiuSyHerodianus, and Zofimw , 
Orof.7.c.j8. by Maximinus , who had ufurped the Empire, having betrayed 
Lamprid. ia him with his Mother. Thefe things were done in the 2 3 5th year 
HeroJ 1 ^* thrift. He governed the Empire a little more then 13 years, 
zofim.Y aad lived 2y,and 3 monechs.

Eu Cs. hifi. T N the fame year that Commodus was (lain. Pope £ leather us dy- 

c * 2 7. Xing, had ZiBor of Africa for his Succeffour * who, excommuni¬ 
cated from the Church, Theodotus , a Tanner of Byzantium) having 
an erroneous opinion of Chrift: then he pacified and compofed 
the Conrroverfie touching Eafter, both in %ome apd in other pla¬ 
ces by afiembly of Synods: And he alfo intended to feparate from 
the communion the oAjians, who continued to celebrate it after 
£0 Eufcb, 6 . the Jewifh cuftom * but (a ) Iren reus diffwaded him from this re¬ 
solution ; In the time of his Papacy, was the rempeft of perfec¬ 
tion very grievous upon the Chriftians, which Eufehius’s Chro¬ 
nicles record to have been in the tenth year of Severus , and in the 
202 of Chrift. In this perfecution, Leonides, O/igens Father, of 
j M rr 8 Rom - -Alexandria 5 and Ireneus of Lions , with almoft all his people, did 
fuffer Martyrdome. This perfecution extended fo far as to Africa, 
Tertui. in firft under the government of Saturninus, then of Scapula , in that 
Seap. Province. 

Under Alexander the Emperour the Church did enjoy peace 5 
for he is faid to have been friendly to the Chriftians * yet taking 
into his counfel thofe, who, as they were beft learned in the Law, 
fo likewife were the bittcreft and cruelleft againft Chriftian$,then 
s cZSfo a ^° werC *° nic ^ cw Mart y fS P uc t0 deat ^ j a^ongft whom CtcilU 

*. *' was eminent* with Tuburtius and Zalerianus 1 the fword did alfo 

at that time cut off Urbanus, who had been Pope feven years, be¬ 
ing fucceeded by Zephyrinus. 

Hier , Thefe times were made more illuftrious and memorable both 

scSpr. C che excellent helinefte, and alfo admirable learning of Tanu - 

nus, who of a Stoick became a Chriftian ^ who having been Re- 
£lor of the School in Alexandria, went to the Indies , there to 
preach the Gofpel, and liourifhed under Severus and Caracalla ; 
jifiam$)Tati anus's difciplc, flourifhed at Rhodes, under Commodus 
and Severus , Clemens of Alexandria , Tantenus's Auditor, and Ori- 
gens Mafter : Mdtiades and Apollonius , who writ againft Monta - 
nus Prifcilia and Maximilla , ^Apollonius the Senatour, who made

an Apologie in the Senate, in the defence of the Chriftian faith, 
and by the Senates decree had his head cut off, Commodus then be¬ 
ing Emperour. Polycrates , the Bifhop of Ephefus, who refilled 
with much vehemency ZiBor the Pope of Rome , for the Lent. Ter - 
tullian in Africa, and Minutius Fortix at Rome, flourifhed tinder 
Severus and (faracalla. Origen'm Alexandria , who was born'in 
thefixth year of Commodus'% Empire, and about the 185th year 
of Chrift * he was 17 years old when his Father Leonides fuffered 
Martyrdome, as Euf ?bius relates. In that time was Julius Africa - Euf. 6. hift. 
cams eminent^ to whom Origenes writ under Alexander. Gregorius c - 3 - * 
Thaumaturgus , Her acles Biihopof Alexandria , Ammonias the Chri- 2 “s£”- er ‘ 
ftian Profeflour in Philofopher in the fame City, of whom Plo - Ecd. PC * 
tinus Lycopolitanus was a hearer, as Porphyrias records in his life. 
Concerning thefe and others, whom for brevities fake weomir, 
you may further confult Hieronymus.

M Aximinus, Gothus's stnd Alanaf s fon , either having (Iain Lijnpr.He?oi 
Alexander , as Herodianus will have it, or after his death, by Iw*. 
no plot of his own contrived and attempted, was made Empe- 1 or * 
rour 13 5 years after Chrifts birth, who having profperoufly put 
' an end to the Wars of Germany, he wintered at Sirmium, and ia 
the mean while by his Governours and Deputies, ufed much cru¬ 
elty in %ome, and put many of the Nobles to death. In themidft 
of thefe things, the Gordians, both father and fon 3 ufurp the Em¬ 
pire in forthage. The Romans by the order of the Senate forfake 
Maximinus , and Embaffadours are fern every where to keep the ^ v >> 

Provinces under the power and command of the Senate, and 20 ' ,T \;; 

men^are chofen for to keep and defend Rome. The Gordiani with¬ 
in a year and few dayes being (lain in Africk by Capelianus, Maxi¬ 
minus's General. Balhinus and M%ximinus Pupienus y out of the 20 
Governours of Rome, were by the Senate advanced to the Imperial 
dignity, in the year of Chrift 237 * wherein Maximims , whileft 
he befieges tAquileia, is (lain, with his fon yet a boy, by his Soul- 
diers * having lived two years and feme moneths in great power 
and authority.

The next year following 
Utfifitheus being murthered by the fnares and plot of Philipp# the 
tAraiian, foon after Gordiams is alfo murthered by thofe muti- 
b° us Souldiers, whom philippui had ftirred up to fuch a villanie 
by bribes and gifts, in the 24441 year of Chrift, having ruled five 
years, whofe dignity this very murthercr did fucceed 3 who ha¬ 
ving concluded a peace with Sapor , returned to Rome , in the 4th 
year of his Empire.

80 Epiftle faith, That in the time of Galiemts*s reign, the impref* c - ”• 
fions, incurfions, and cruelties were lach , that they could have 
wished f-or the end of the World. In this time alfo did many 
Tyrants rife up, in feveral parts of the world; who are reckoned 
30 in number by Trebellius Pollio: Valerian then being gone againft 
the Sfytbians who had taken Chalcemn, burnt Nicea, and the Tem¬ 
ple of Diana at Epbefus. Thence being gone againft Sapor , then 
fpoyling the Eaft borders; and taken by him, and ufedin man¬ 
ner of a bafe {lave, that as often as he got up his horfe’s back, he , • * 
layed his foot upon his head, making him to bow down to the 
ground; (b; At length he commanded him to be flead alive and (b) Eufeb;

Tb whom when 
Odenatus having ttktn'jfi’ifibis and Carr as, conquered Mefopotamia, 
put to flight the King of the Perfians , flain many thoufands, feat 
the Princes and chiefeft of them bound 3 he, without any (hame, 
as though he had conquered them himfelf, triumphed in Rome : 

This victory of Odenatus is aferibed by Trebelli#, to be in the 261 
year of Chrift, when Gaiienus and Saturninus were GonfulSi A 
few years after, Odenatus being declared Emperour by Gaiienus, 
he is murthered by confpiracy of his Couzen-german, together 
with Herod’s fon, whofe wife Zenobia, sl woman of a manly fpi- 
rit, took the Empire upon her felf. Gaiienus is flain^ near Millatn 
by Martianus and Cecropiw,hozYi Generals of the Army that went 
againft Aureolas the Tyrant, together with his brother Valerian ; 
he governed almoft (even years with his father, and eight 

alone. - 

Therefore in the 2 6S . year after Chrift, Claudius, about the 9 th Trebell. via. 
of April], as by -Trebellm appears, beganto rule, a providentiall 
and moderate man, and a Prince.of great advantage to tne Com- c> 20t 
moil wealth, who having deftroyed Aureolas the Tyrant, he fought 
gallantly againft the Goths; it appears that he with his Army 
deftroyed and killed 300020. of them, and defeated and deiiroy- 
ed two thoufand (hips of theirs; and them that remained of chefe 
Barbarians, the Famine and the Plague deftroyed them, near 
about Ha:mimontum 3 Atticianus , or Animhianus , and Orphans be-

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ing Confuls, which doth agree with the year of our Lord, 270 
Claudius foon after, being infe&ed of the plague, dyetb* having 
ruled a year, and a little more then nine Moneths, as Eufebius ana 
Cafiiodorus do record, but being that Trebellius afferts that he dy 
cd in the two hundred feventieth year of Chrift, it feems that h e 
did near upon fill the two years* other wife he died in the latter end 
of the 269 year. 

His brother Quintillus having ufurped the Empire, within fix- 
teen d ayes after, he was beheaded by the Souldiers: by whom 
was chofen Aurelianus , born of inferiour Parents, but reckoned 
by the Heathens amongft the moft worthy and laudable Princes 

unlefle that he inclined too much to cruelty. By him were fub- 
dued the Alemans , and the CMarcomans , who had given a great de¬ 
feat to the Romans, for which Aurelian thought that it was expe¬ 
dient to go to the books of the Sybills, which happened the 2 
day of January 3 in the year of Chrift 271,as Vopifcus faith. Coming 
to Rome after this his Victory, he put to death many of the Sena- 
tours, he amplified the walls of the City, being gone into the Eaft 
he overcame Zenobia, and led her in his triumph with Tetrieus the 
Tyrant, who having received of the Catalonians at their yield¬ 
ing, he recovered France. Then fuftering both to live after- 
wards, he made him the Corredour of Lucania> and kept her in 
the City. Hieronymus writes that from her did the Zenonian Fa¬ 
mily propagate. Aurelius r&or faith,that he was the firft amongft 
the Roman Emperours that wore a Diadem upon his head, and 
that was feerf cloathed with a garment of embroidery and jewels 
He gave order that Swines-flefti might freely be diftnbuted* 
amongft the people 5 he died in the beginning of the fifth year of 
his Empire m the beginning of the 2.75th yearofChrift, by the 
confpiracy of Mnejlheus , Secretary Generali, near Camopbrurium, 
betwixt Btzantium and Heraclea: After his death, there was an 
interregnum fome feven Moneths, becaufe that in the Eledion 
of an Emperour there was rifen a great conteft and contention be¬ 
tween the Senate and the Souldiers, both attributing to themfel ves 
the right of Eledion: At length the 7. of Odober, he>as created 
Emperour by the Senate. 

Tacitus, a perfonof excellent breeding, and gifted for the Go¬ 
vernment of the Common-wealth, who had his pedigree of Taci- 
tus the Hiftorian. But he died on the two hundredth day after, at 
Tarlus of a Fea ver, to whom Fkrianus his brother fucceeding Pro- 
hus was made Emperour by the greateft part of the Souldiers, Flo - 
nanus cutting his own veins died within 60, dayes ofhisown ac¬ 
cord, in the 276 yearofChrift.

nus , a Pope of Rome, to whom fucceeding Anterus, after the Ghron.OroC, 
enjoyment of it fora Moneth, he obtained alfo the Title of Mar- 
tyr.

2 58. ftirred up the feventh Perfecution, in which was flain Fa- ^cudon. ^ 
bfanus, the Bifhop of Rome, the 20 of January, having held the Euf 
feat 15 years. Origines being comprehended in this perfecution, 
rather then to fuffer abominable things, he would offer incenfe to fiecch^o 
the Idols, and thence retiring himfelf to Tyrus, five years after he Ep'P h - h * r - 
died under Valerian and Galienus the fixty ninth year of his age, as ob * 

it may be gathered out of Eufebim\ and Hieronymus records that he Euf. Hift. 7.

Under Decius among manyothers, fuffered Agatha, in Sicilia, and Schlfn,e * 
*Apollonia of Alexandria, which cheerfully caft her felf into the .. _ . 
burning Scaffold, as Euf *bm writes. ^ C c “7 2<? - 

In the firft orfecond year of Deciush reign being the i 50 of 
Chrift, when Decius and Gratus were Con fulls, as Gregorius Turo- T ur , j 
neufis faith, Saturninw Bifhop of Tolofe went to Rome* with i.hift.c.jQ. 1 
whom were fent (3 rati anus Bifhop of Turine, and 2 Kionyfu* Bifhop S a J^°"^ lus 
of Paris , and that they together with Rufticus and Eleutherius fuffer- 
cd their Martyrdome. 

To whom agreeth the author of St. Omers life* who relates 
that Fufcianus and ZiSorinus, St. Denys companions, preached at 
the fame time the faith of Chrift. ThacS*. Qyintins did thefame 
amongft the Ambianians, but they fuffered the 11 th of November 
under the Emperour, Maximinian': then Denys dyed not long be¬ 
fore time 5 that is, about 50. years. * 

Decius 3 s followers,viz. Galius and Vduftanus profecOted this fame 
daughter of the Chriftians: therefore Cornelius Pope of Rome with¬ 
in two years and two Moneths, fuffered at Rome. And Lucius 
fupplied his place, who being put to Martyrdome under Valerian 
and Galienus left the See to Steven.

In this fame perfecution of Valerian, Steven having officiated in 
the Roman-See two years and three Moneths, fuffered Martyr- 
dome; And folilKwife^/'x/iaihis fucceflour, having enjoyed the 
Papall office one year, and aknoft two Moneths, was put to death 
’ for the name of Chrift the 8th of Auguftof the 258 year ofehrift, 
and four dayes after, St. Laurence and Hifpolitm , with divers 
. others. 

But Videvian payed at laft very dear for this his cruelty, for be¬ 
ing taken by the Perfians andconftrained to do the fordid and bafe 
lervices of a flave, he was at length flea’d alive, and faked, as we 
Euf. 7 hift.r. have above obferved .*■ Galienus being taught by his fathersexam- 
c. ij.Orof. 7. pie, forbad that Chriftians fhould be further perfecuted.

Paul the Hermite was a great fplendour to that age; who,when 
Lecius afflifted the Chriftians,by reafonofcfcapingdeath retired sdpauithe 
himfelf into a cave, wherein he embraced a folirary life, the 23 he . rn,it * 
year of his age, and of Chrift 2 5 o. which year brought aifo forth cSt 
Antcnius the Great, as we may gather out of Hieronymus , alfo Euf. 7- hift.* 
Dionyftus of Alexandria died in the thirteenth year of qalien’s reign, 2?4 
as Eufebius faith, and fo likewife Gregorius Thaumaturgus ; of the 
Gentiles, Tlotinus the Philofopher, died in the beginning of ^Au- 
retianus’s reign, being the 270 year ofehrift, as may be gathered 
out of Porphyrias, upon Jhis life. 

Suidas faith,that he was very old under Galien, and that Amelias

7. c.14^ vern j t . he, with Hunterian us hisfon, went into the Eaft, againft 
w&wmdL thePerfians; There having overcome Mefopotamia, being gone 
nm , as far as ftefiphon, he was firucken dead by a Thunderbolt, ha- 

• ving governed the Empire about a whole year, it being the 283, 
year of Chrift. Numenums , being exceedingly affli&ed for his fa¬ 
thers death, by reafon of too much weeping fell into an ocular dif 
feafe; and as he was carried in a Litter, he was murtbered by the 
confpiracy of Jprus his father in law, in rheitwo hundred eighty 
fourth year of Chrift. 

Carinus , of a far other temper than his father and brother, lived 
1 idt fuliof vices, and all defiled with wickednefle : For its faid that 
he wanted no manner of mifehiefand bafeneflcj and that he had 
no token or fpark of vertue and goodnefle wherefore being hated 
both by great and fmali, a white after his fathers death, he con¬ 
tended againft the people as well as againft Dioclefian , by both 
whom he was hated 5 and he attained to the year of Chrift 2 85. 
that is, one year after that Diodefian was advanced to the imperi¬ 
al! dignity, For then,being betrayed by his own party near Mar- 
gus a" town of Moefia, he was killed by Diodefians army, which 
overcame him.

fy, that he had once received. That he fhouid be Emperour, 
when he had killed Aper (which fignifieth a Bore) with his own 
proper hands. Whence in his hunting as often as he lighted up¬ 
on a Boor, he was wont to kill him with his own hands with a 
hunting ftaffe, butafeer he had (lain Aper, then he boafted that at 
length he had found out the fatall Bore : Then the Peafants of 
France rifing up in an uproar that were called Bacaudes, having 
feme JMaximian Herculian to them, he quieted them in the 285 
year, whereupon Maximian was made C&far the firft time: For 
the next year following being the 286 year. Diodefian created 
him Augufius 5 bccaufe, faith Maths, he might prop up and up¬ 
hold the republick that was tottering and falling,what by the Bar¬ 
barians incurfions, what by the Tyrants oppreffions. For at the 
fame time Caraufius being bulled among the Britains, and tAchil- 
tew in ^Egypr, had both taken the purple Robe.

Armentarius, became he had been a herdftnan. Dioclefian, that 
he might joy m thefe to himfelf by affinity, gave to Armentarius his 
daughter Falena ; and to Confiantius , Maximinianas Herculius save 
Theodora his daughter in Law : So having divided their Forces 
into four Armies , Dioclefian went into Egyp i,Herculius into Ateick 
Armentarius into the Eaft, and Confiantius into Brittain.

his father at Ge/oriacum. So a certain Author of a Manufcripr, 
without name, doth declare. 


CHAP. XV. 

Of the ft ate of the ^hripian Religion, from the year of Chip 2j6,where- 
in Probus firfi entred into the Empire , unto the death o/Conftantius 
Chlorus, and the beginning of Conftanrinus; that is,unto the 305, 
or 30 6th year, wherein is fpoken of Dioclefian’s Ferfecution: Of 
the Original of the Donatifts, and of feverai Pious and Learned 
Ferfons . 

I N thefe few years, that we comprehend in this Chapter, there 
were very great Troubles and Perfecutions againft the Church. 
In the beginning of Probus-s Empire, that is, in his fecondyear, 
and of Chrift’s277, broke forth theherefieof the Manichees , as 
we read it in Eufebius’ s Chronicles: In which time alfo, notice is 
taken of the Account of the years of the Antiochenians, and Lao- 
(a)leo, H °m. dicenians, &c. (Hereticks, fo called). (a) Pape Leo endeth this 
ViicEpiph." - year, when Probtu and Paulinas were Confuls ; At which time Ar- 
h*r. 66 , & chelaus bUhop of Cafchara in Mefopotamia, renowned for his ho* 
suumad. no- xinefTeand learning, refitted ftrongly and conftanrly the rage and 
Cyr. G«r. 6 . madnefte of the CM,anichees. 

x&ieujlan’s But under Dioclepan, the perfecution of the Chriftians was fo 
^ocfccuuon. grievous and fo great, as afore this time there was never the like, 
(c) a put. at the latter end of his Empire. Although Baronm (c)gathereth 
Sue. Jta.zo, out of St. Sebaftians Ads, that before this time he had already be¬ 
gun to exercife his cruelty ; and faith. That he began in the fe- 
cond year 01 his Empire with Tiburtius Chromatins , and ethers. 

But this fire of perfecution did flame more vehemently in the 
(d) Euf. in latter end of Diodefan’s i8thyear; or, as (d) Sufebius thinks, in 
Chron.&hift. the his Empire; which he begins to reckon from the 

c.'zy. ro ‘ 7 ‘ moneth of Eafter. Then it was (in thofe dayes of Chrift’s paffion) 
that the Emperours commanded, by their Edids, that all the 
Chriftian Churches fhould be demoiifhed ; and all the facred 
books fhould be burnt 5 and that all thofe Chriftians that had any 
publick office, fhould be degraded and turned out, and all the 
Div«s Mar- others fhould be put to death. Thereupon an infinite number of 
Chriftians fuffered Martyrdotne by divers forts of torments for

lot 
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Chrift’s fake; of whom ''Eufebtus namech fome, as Procopius in 
fefariaotPalejtine, tAlpheus, Zaccheut, &tc. But the Martyrdoms thrift* 
that are read in theEcclefiaftical Hiftories are innumerable; of »°o $o 4 . 
whom were Marcus, and Marcellian 5 Ccfma, and Damiar.us , two U^VNJ 
brothers; rtneentius , Agnes, Lucia , Maurice , and an infinite num d vers Mar- 
ber of the Thebeans. Alfo Pope Manelhms , m the year of Chrift tyn. 

304, (the Emperours being then reduced to order) fuffered Mar- 
tyrdome for Chrift’s fake, the 8th of May ; and cne next yearafi- 
ter this great Perfecution, both the Emperours laid down their 
dignity, as Eufebius faith. 

And they who for fear and pun i fomentdid deliver their Bibles; 
were called in Africk Traditores or Traytors, which afterward was 
the feed of the Donatips $chifm:Aod firft there was held a Council 
of Bifoops, moft of them infe&ed with this crime in (e)Cyrtha of («) Opratu, 
Numidia, wherein Secundu: Tigiptanus the Primate of Nuraidia c 0 „ efc/c 
was Prefidenr. In which for avoiding of Schifm, the Donatifls c.°»6. 
were taken in, in the year oEChrift 303. 

And the Church was not onely celebrate and renowned by her 
Perfecutions, but alfo by the Learning of rare Perfons; For (fjCO 
Anatolius of Laodicea , a man of great learning, lived in Probuss Hiewn. & 
time; and under tarn and Dioclefian, lived Pierius the elder, of Script.* 
Alexandria, and Pamphilus, who afterwards fuffered under Maxi- ™ d e ^jj rned 
minus: Lucian put to death in the fame perfecution. Methodius of Y 
Olympus-Licia , apd then Bifoop of Tyrus, fuffered under Dioclefian . 

Some think that he fuffered under Decius ondValerianus, as Hie¬ 
ronymus faith ; but the firft is more iikely, being he writ againft 
Forphyrius and Qrigen, of whom the firft attained to the dayes of 
Dioclefian’ s Empire ; and the laft lived after Decius . Arnobius, 
who under Dioclefian taught Rhetorick at Sicca, and afterwards 
became a Chriftian; and his difciple L&Bantius . The chief 
Poets amongft the Gentiles under Cams and Dioclefian, were Cal- 
phurnius , Siculus, and Nemcfianus ; and the Hiftorians were Lampri- 
dius, Capitolinas,

ftians, having foolifhly and indifcreeclytaken up arms againft 
thefe two Emperours, being beaten and routed in &chythia,by Li - 
census , heflyeth into Afia, and there in Tarfus of Cilicia, he was 
confuoaed by an horrid difeafe : Neither did thefe two Princes 
continue long in amity and friend-fbip: (e) for they, as they 
were the fourth time Confulls, as Idatius relates, in the year of 
Chrift three hundred and fifteen, having broken their league and 
friend Chip, they fought firft near Cibaiis a Town in Pannonia, 
upon the eighth ofOaober ;then again in the Mardians fields, 
where the Lycinians were defeated,"routed and putto flight. At 
length being reconciled, and having concluded a peace, they of 
new divided the Empire between therafelves, in the mean 
time DioclepanAicd at Salona the third of December, as Idatius 
faith. .

T He Perfecution commenced by Diockfian, and continued after 
him and Herculius againft the Chriftians,was propagated and 
i/icreafed by (jalerius Maxmtanus&nd by Galerius Maximinus : but 
Conftantine who ruled France,did not onely abftain from fhedding 
Chriftian blood, but alfo b$d the Chriftians in great efteem. 

Above the others, did fa) Maximinus rage in the Eaft, putting an 
infinite number of Cnriftians to Martyrdom 3 Excellent and re¬ 
nowned perfons, were Famphilus , a learned Elder of Cnfaria 3 and 
Procopius , who fuffered in the fame City, Peter Biihopof Alexan- 
dria , who excluded tArrius from the Communion by reafon of his 
(b; Pallad.

G Rievous and lafting troubles d id attend the Church infedfed ’’' 
with herefies during ('onflantius’s Empire; for the Arrian 
perfidious Herefy^which for the fear of Conflantinus had been fup¬ 
prefled, now began again to lift up its head.Ooe of the cafifes of fo 
great an evil! was a woman,Conflantia by name, which had mar¬ 
ried fg) Licinius . Dying,fhe recommended to her brother Conflan- 
tineiht Emperoiir, a certain Elder infected.vvith the opinion of (g) Ruffd.i. 
Arius, whom he had in great efteem afterwards^ and as he died, I'Jiksoz*' 1 ’ 
he committed him his VVilljand having delivered it into Conftan- J. i.c. 38.^4 
iius’s hands, he was no lefleefteemed by him then by his father : c< 3 - 4 ' ^ L . 
wherefore as hehadperfwaded Conflantinus to recall Arianus, fo l.c.3. C ° " 
at laft he prevailed fo with Conflantius that he profefled himfelf a cenganBus 
ftrong upholder and preferver of that herefy, and onpurpofe to 
fpread it abroad he roixe many other things with it. refy. 

Then the care and thoughts of all the Arrians were bent to the

aferibed to the fourth year of the 283 Olympiad in pontacena , to c ’ 38 ‘ 
the firft year of the 284 Olympiad, and to the 359th year of 
Chrift3 bur the 19th year of Conpantius began in the 355 of 
Chrift, Arbitianus and Lollius being Confuls 3 whence it may be, 
that Antonius dyed the year following 3 5^ in January, (d) He 
was 105 years old, therefore his birth falls upon the 2 50 year of 
Chrift, Deem then pofiefling the Empire, and persecuting the Hier.Cbron. 
Chriftians, as Hieronymus 3 s Chronicles do relate. 

Paul was older then Antonius by 23 years-,y& Hieronymus in Paul 3 * 
life relates, that Antonius was 90 years old when Paul dyed, in 
the 113 year of his life 5 by this account, this Paul was born about 
the 227th, or 228th year of Chrift,and dyed the 340, or 34i,and 
lived in the hermitage 90 years. 

Neverthelefle, Hieronymus fpeaks fomewhat confufedly about 
Paul-, for he faith. That Paul, at that time when Antonius c ameto 
him, that he had already led an heavenly life for the fpace of 
115 years, and that in the 15 th year of his life, for to efcape the 
1 eriecution, he hid himfelf in a cave, which doth not well agree 
together. If he had lived 113 years in the defart after Decius f $ 
periecution, he would befaid to have dyed the 363d year of our 
Lord 5 afrer the death of Conpantius and Antonius , and had lived 
128 years, or Antonius , who lived after him 15 years, dved in the 
year 3785 which is altogether abfurd.

AmmSs^ 1 vcrned the Em pire in the year of our Lord 361, having 
2©f.3. Socr. ^already obtained of Confiantius the title of (b) C<tfar, ever 
Thcod-3. f[ nce t he 8th of November 3553 and having been entituled Au- 
OroC^io** g u ft us by the Souldiers, in the 3£ch year in the Cityof Paris-, as 
Co) i4af.Faflv foon as he alone enjoyed the whole Empire, he either put to death 
socr.*.c.34. or banifhed all Confiantius 3 s friends: (c) he opened again the Tem¬ 
ples of the Idols, and having renounced all the Sacraments of the 
Chriftian Faith, he was confecrated High Prieft by prophane ce¬ 
remonies 3 then being gone againft the Per fans, in the year 362. 
being in Antioch , and mocked there by the people, he made a Sa- 
tyrick book in his own vindication, that he entituled, CWifo- 
pogon, 

(d) After this in the 363 year, the third of March, having led 
his Army againft the Perfians , having fomewhat profperoufly pur¬ 
sued the War, he foolifhly rejeded the honourable and reafon- 
abie conditions of peace offered to him by the King of the Perfians . 
At length, by his own indiferetion, his Navies being burnt up 
that went along with the Army to fupply them with victuals, and 
all the provifioa that was in them being ftopt upon the River, and 
he Himfeif intercepted by the Perfians, and being in want of all 
thing*, he dyed in the midft of the fight 3 but it s s uncertain who 
fhot nis Arrow at him, in the (e) 26 of June, of the 363 year of 
Chrift, of his own age 31, having governed the Empire after Con • 
fiamius*s death one year and feven monerhs. (f ) It is faid,That 
as he dyed, he tcokfome blood out of his wound into his hand, 
and call it up towards Heaven, with thefe words, lion? baft thou 
overcome, O Galilean . 

(g) Under this Emperour theChriftian’s Perfecution was ra¬

(b) How Julian having by his EdiS recalled all them that had j 
been banifhed3 Athanafius being returned into Alexandria, he«-7 3 «,j. ’ 
convoked a Synod in the year of our Lord, 3^2, wherein it was Thc °£ L *• 
decreed, That all the Bifhopsthar had been turned out of their 0,4 * 
Offices, fhould again enjoy their places. Lucifer Calaritarm foon Theittcifei# 
after came into Antioch, divided them into three fadions 5 for *i»$chifnt 
feme were called Eufiatbians 3 fo called from that great Eufiathius^ 
was eje&ed out of Antioch by the Arrians 3 fome, Meletians , 
from Meletius, infeded by the Arrians company, who hated the 
Catholicks 3 and thirdly, fome, Arrians,o\ei whom was Euzoius . 

Therefore Lucifer being come thither, he ordained Paulinus, Sefia- 
thius 3 s Presbyter,Bifhopfor the Catholicks; fo that thefe were 
three Bifhops in that City. After this Eufebius of Ferfelies being 
comc thither, disapproved what Lucifer had done 5 whereupon he 
being offended, and having takenit ill,that allthofe who had been 
difpoffefled of their Offices, fhould repoffeffe and re-enjoy them 
again, he broke off from the communion of the Catholicks 3 and 
this was the firft fchifm that was amongft the Luciferanians . 

(c) Now at the inftant requeft of the Arrians , Julian command- (c/Kuff. l.ij 
ed Athanafius to be turned out of Alexandria, who being by the 
fub«le counfelof his perfecutor, perfecuted to death, at laft efca- Thcifi!’* 
ped their hands, (dj This fame Emperour being petitioned by 
the Donacifts, reftored them to their former eftate. (e) Again, 
he either commanded or fuffered the Gentiles to exercife all forts &c.

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CHAP. VI. 

Of Jovian, Valentinian, and Valens, 

Arno 363 of Chrtfl, unto 378. 

J Ovian, born at ( c) Sigidon in pannonia, was faluted Emperour 
by rbe fuffrage and common confentof the Souldiers, the 5th 
or July, the $£3 year of our Lord, as Id&iius writes. A man of 
an admirable .proportion of body, yet of a more excellent mind 
for piety and goodneiTe, who fuddenly brought the Souldiers from 
the fuperftitious worftiipof the Heathens, to the true Chriftian 
Religion.; And fee out an Edi&, That all the Idols Temples 
iRould be {hue.up, and the facrifices utterly abolilht, having con¬ 
cluded a peace more for necelfity then for honour, with Sapor 
’King of Perfiaiqr 30 years, by which he yielded Niftbts, and the 
-moli part of Mefopotamia , be eftablifhed the Roman eftate. But 
as he.was returning to Conftantinople, he dyed at T)adaftane, in the 
Territories of Galatia, of a forfeit, or of the fmell of Prunes, or by 
‘tfoefallrof atiew roof, the nth of March, the jjyearof his age, 
and the eight,moneth of his Reign. . 

: 7 . (d) He being an embracer and profeflotof the Chriftian faith, 
die required Athanafm to give him a rule and Canon of the fame; 
and he reje&edthe^wW^, cunningly coming and creeping: to 
him: who being met together in the NiceanCouncil, are faid 
by (e) Socrates and Sozomenus to have made a form of it,. CMeUtius 
being their chief Leader, and the Acacians giving their voyces to 
it: But Hieronymus relates in his Chron. that they by a common 
decree eftablifhed homoufiam* That is,, the word Confubftantial, to be 
nullified; and the word anomgum, that is, Unlike, to be allowed and 
approved: That is to fay, they approved and confirmed the opi¬ 
nions of the Macedonians and Semiartans, 

- : (~f) Joviaws being dead in the very fame year of Chrift 3 £4, 
Valentinian the next day after Biflextile was elected Emperour at 
Hicea, having Xbun’J .the hifTextile, as Ominous, as Ammianus 
. writes, he under his Father Grattan governed the fecond Fencing- 
Sfchool of Cybatis., a City in Pamonia ; but Julian removed him out 
of that dignity, becaufe of his conftant mind in the Chriftian Re¬ 
ligion,who the fame year intituled his own brother Auguftys. In 
Conftantinople , the 4th of April, (as Jdatius faith,) (a) having com¬ 
mitted the Eafr to his charge, he goeth himfelf into the Weft, he 
wasindued with many ornaments of virrue;but heexceeded mod 
in the love of juft ice, infbmuch, thatfometimes heexceeded in 
punifhing of vices, he had an admirable face, and an excellent 
genius, he was learned and experienced in divers Arts, he was 
wonderfully temperate, and yet more worthy of praifes for his 
conftancy and integrity in the Chriftian faith, and that much the 
snore,becaufe his brother did renounce it to his great defame. He 

waged 
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waged wars againft the Alemans , the Qjtades, and the Saxons, be- 
fides other Nations: The Qyades or Sarm'ats at length wafting the 
borders, when as he was a preparing an Army againft them, and to 378. * 
that they had fent their Embaftadors to him in way offubtoiflion, 
being feme what extraordinarily paflionate againft them; being 
fuddenly taken with an Apoplexy,he dyed the 15 of December in 
pannonia , in Brigitior/s Caftle,as Id atm faith,(b) in the 5 5 year of fl>) Aram.30. 
his age, and the 12th of his Empire. He left his fon g radian, 
already made Augustus afore, to fucceed him in the Empire. And 
(c) Valentinian his other fon by Jufltna , fix dayes after was in- ( c ) le¬ 
velled with the fame honour at Jicincum in Pannonia by the Soul¬ 
diers. 

(d) Salens at the very beginning of his Empire, envying and 
hating Procopm Silex, Julian skinfman, becaufe he had poffeffed sir^c™ 4 * 
himfelf of the Government of Conjiantinople, he fubdued him in & r- 
Phrygia , in the year 3 66 , and put him to a cruel death the 6ch of Thc’^c fi 
June; (e) Then he had continual Wars with the goths ; whole Thera?’ 1 * 
King asking peace of him, obtained it in the year 3 69, But in the Pj™* 9 - 
year 379, he courteoufly and civilly entertained him and Friti- (e)°Amin. 17. 
gernes, when they were expelled out by th zHanns, (f) and fet- Tidej»rnaBi. 
led them in Thracia,v/ith the Goths there. They afterwards being JI< - 

ftirred up by Lupicinus’s covetoufneffe, rofe up againft the Romans, 

(g) And Valens himfelf at length fighting againft them near Ha- jj. 
drianopoUs, and being wounded with a dart, was burnt with Tugu- chron. ° n ' ' 
rium, the Town whither he had retired himfelf the 5th of Auguft Amw, 3 xl 
378, by the Barbarians., as Idatius witnefteth : he dyed, being al- soa£a-&i 
moft 50 years old; and having governed the Empire 14 years>and Sez.Vi«.4*!‘ 
fome four moneths. Ammian records, That his manners arid 
difpofition were indeed tempered with fome virtues, but with Tkccd. 4?* 
many more vices, efpecially of wrath, cruelty, and envy; which c * & 
were the more violent, by reafon of his impiety towards God, and 
the poyfon of that contagious herefie of the Arrians.

370, in which many were put to death by his command, becaufe U *

A very unworthy re¬ 
ward for all his good fervices and deferts from the Common¬ 
wealth ; for amongft others, he had fubdued Firmus the Tyrant, 
who fpoyled and deftroyed Africk , with a great Army of Moores , 
and had followed and purfued him fo clofe, that at length he kill¬ 
ed both him and his brothers.

ac 4 uaiDtance with them: he vexed continually them that adhered 
Church. to the Nicean opinion and dodrinc, chiefly after he was bapti- 
fed by Sudoxius the ufurper of the Bifhoprick of Conftantinople, 
in the very defign of his Gothick expedition; and he going before 
he fwore both that he never would forfake that impious opinion, 
and that he would oppofe and pull down with all his power all 
the profeffors of the contrary opinion: and he performed both ac¬ 
cording to his promife; for he ftirred up a cruel and bloudy Perfe¬ 
ction, wherein were many Bifhops banifhed, and Catholicks of 
. * • other ranks;the reft were affixed divers wayes,not a few fuffered 
(d; The Macedonians and Semiarians having made 
tit’:u. * a confederacy together, fent Embafladours to the Pontiff of Rome, 

and many of them having approved the Articles of Faith, conclu¬ 
ded in the Nicean Synod, were re-eftabli(hed, and particularly 
Sehaffenus Eufatbius a fubtill and crafty Arian. *

oppofed. c Macrobius alfo lived under the Emperour Theodo¬ 
fius. 

In the fame age broke forth alfo fome certain Herefies, as that 
of Jovinian, whom Syricius the Pope condemned in the year of out 
Lord three hundred and ninety, and that of rigilantius, which 
both were learnedly confuted by Hierome . The madnefle of Qri- 
ger/s his followers, were great in thofe times, of which num- 
her were John Bifhop of Jerufalem, Ruffin Prieft of Aquilcia. 
Palladium the Galatian, whom St. Epiphanius , and Hierome con¬ 
futed.

Nation with his bands to Arcadius. By whofe means Rujjinus had 
his head cutoff by the Souldiers in the fame year that Theodofius 
died, whom Claudius faith to have been born in Elufaa Town ©fc 
Aquicania. Eutropius Spado with Stilichon were his Counfeilours, 
but Eutrop fearing Stilichon, he caufed him robe banifaed as an 
Enemy both to the Emperour and Senate, and procured to him¬ 
felf the friendfhip of (a) Gildo an Heathenifh Earl whom Theodo . (i) 
fius had eftabliilied Governour of Africk, who having taken upon Oiof.7, c.35.

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In the Weft, the many invafions and iucurfions of the Barbarians 
were almoft the utter undoing of Rome and of the Roman Empire, 
(a) Radagaifus Prince of the Goths, with four hundred thoufand 
of Souldiers, as Zof. records, or two hundred thoufand, as Oropus 
and Marcellas do fay, over-ran all Italy3 he was the potenteft of 
all the enemies the Romans had, and a moft bitter enemy to the 
Chriftians. Which whole, multitude, Stilicho by a wonderful 
fucceflc, having {hut them up in the mountains, defeated and 
kill’d, having taken and kill’d the General himfelf. Profper faith, 
that this wonderful victory was obtained in the year of Chrift 
405 5 but Marcellas afligneth it to the year following. 

(b) After him, Alarms King of the Goths, of the Bdthick Fa¬ 
mily, having wafted and fpoyled Greece, and a long time remai¬ 
ned at Epirus by Slilichod’s command, who intended to draw and 
trsLtsfpottThracia from Areadius s dominion and rule, to Honorius , 
broke afterwards into Italy 3 whom to divert and hinder, Hono- 
riits granted him and his people to ppffefle and inhabit France and 
Spain, becaufe he could no longer retain and keep thofe Provin¬ 
ces himfelf 3 whereunto Alaricus going with his men,.W a Cap¬ 
tain ofthe Gentiles, to whom Sttlicho had committed an Army, 
uriadvifedly aflauicing the Barbarians upon an Eafter day, is by 
them overcome. By which fuccefie Alaricus being elevated in his 
mind, having drawn his forces nearer, and ranfacked all Italy, ho 
took Rome, (c) But Stilicho before this was already put ro death 
by Honorius^ command 3 but intending after Theodofius’s death 
to take the whole Empire upon himfelf, and to create his fon £#- 
cherim (a Gentile, and cruel enemy to the Chriftians) Empe¬ 
rour 3 the ffooner and better to bring his defign to pafle,. he refol- 
ved to imbroyl all the Common-wealth 3 And therefore be under¬ 
hand ftirred up the Barbarians to invade and tear the Empire 
to pieces 5 for he brought the Fandals, the Alans, the Swedes, 
and the Burgundians into France and Spain, whither, Profper in his 
Chronicles writes, that they advanced in the year 406; his affi¬ 
nity with the Emperour ftreogthened his courage, becaufe he had 
mankd Serena,Theodopus 3 * fitter, and had by her two daughters, 
Mary, which foon after dyed, and Theumantia which he had mar¬ 
ried ; but his fecret practices and defxgns being difeovered by 
Olympias, he iskilled by Beraclinian, in the year of Chrift 408, 
in Ravenna 9 s Church being fled thither, who by that deed aefer- 
ved, as it was beftowed upon him, the Government of Africk , as 
Zopms faith 3 (d) then the year following, Eucherus is flain with 
Senera his Mother. Stilichon being dead, Alaricus intending to en¬ 
ter into a league with Honorius , he was rejected by an indifereet 
counfel. (a) Therefore at the example of the goths and Hunns, 
with great forces, together with Athaulphus his wifes brother, he 
befiegeth Rome , and took it in the year of Chrift 410; which ha¬ 
ving given to his Souldiers to plunder, he commanded them not to 
hurt or wrong any of them that fled into the Churches, and 
chiefly into the Cathedrals of Sr. Peter , and Sr .Paul. Six dayes af- 
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ter departing from rhe City, and leaving to his brother A haulph 
<Pladdia the Emperour’s fitter, he went to Rhegium, intending ro ofcVl/ 
go to Scythia and ^Africa ; but there he dyed of a fickneffe, whofe to £0?. 
place his brother Athaulpb fupplying, having again plundered 
Rome, he carryed away along with him Placidia, and joyned her 
to himfelf ac tile Borough of Cornelium.

prefled France and Spain $ the Alans , the Fan dais, and the Swedes 
having watted and plundered France, and being paft over the Py- 
reneys, pofllfled Spain , (c) in the year of our Lord 40 <y 3 the Fandals (0 War. _ :J 
and Smdes obtained for themfelves galled a 3 the Alans, Luptania 
and the far:hagenian Province 5 and the StllingeS , who were an¬ 
other Nation of the F'andals, made an Invafion into Boeotia.

pus was eftabiiihed Bifhopof CMillan, namely, in the year of our 
Lord 375, A man to be admired far above ail his Predeceflors 
for piety, whomrne Emperours themfelves have had in great 
efteem, asamongft the reft (Maximus, who feafted him. Anno

reiTe had prepared. Who fupplyed the place of a waiter, and at¬ 
tendant at the cable her felf.

Of the firf Originals of the Goths, and of their divefflty, and of the 
Kingdom that they established in Gallia, Spain, and Italy. 


I T is very ufefull for ro underftand the hiftory of that Age, to 
know the firft rife and increafe of the Goths, who being difper- 
fed far and near in £tfro/>c,brought forth a very flourifhing King- 
dome. We judge it very convenient to repeat what Jordan , or ra¬ 
ther Jornand the Goth, and Paul Diacon , have recorded of ir. 

The name of Goths is come from Scanvia , or Scandinavia ,

Empire and wedlock,; he punifhed fome innocent perfons with 
death : but efpccially Pelagias, a man molt highly endued with 
good arts and virtues; who had come up from the Silentiary 
School, unto a Senators dignity. That happened in the year 49?. 
The next year from thsLt,Zeno being taken with the failing evil, 
the which-he bad drawn by gluttony, calling on the name of pel 
lagim many times together,he departed oil;of this life, as S ^agrim 
writeth. Others tell, that he was buried, as yet living; and 
when the voyceof the awakened was heard by Ariadna, he being 
forbidden to be drawn out, there miferably dyed : God thus

Chlodoveus fought five year before his death, 5r * 
the five hundred and feventh year of Chrift, as(g) gregorius faith ✓ n G * 
with Ala-riots in the Vocladians fields, ten miles from the City of c. 43. C 
Poitou. And having defeated his Army, he killed him with his own c 
hands, who had already ruled (a) twenty three years in Gallia and 
Spain, hence purfuing his vidory, he added to his kingdome all rf«G®rhsia 
that which was from the River Ligeris to the Rhofne together with 
Tdoufe. But the Province of Narbonne , which was called the firft ^ * C r * 
Province of France, remained in the Goths fubjedion, and thence 
it began to be called Gothia : For Amalaricus,hi$ father fAlaricus 
being dead, haftily tiying into Spain, he retained under his power 
Spain, with that part of France which we have already named : 

Theodoricus king of Italy poffeffed all what was beyond the Rhofne, 
that is the other Countrey of the Narbonnes, and the Alps by the 
Sea fide. Ifidorus faith, that Alaricus death was in the year 507. 
it being the fame year that Gifelicus whom he had by his Concu¬ 
bine, ftrivingfb pofleffe the Kingdome, was expelled out of it by 
Theodoricus , who having taken upon him the tuition and Guardi- 
an-fhip of Amalaricus, his Nephew, he ruled Spain, and all the 
other Dominions of the Wifigoths 15 years, by Govemours and 
Deputies, as Ifidorus relates. 

The divine providence gave to £blodoveut> above all other 
Princes of the World, in thofe dayes fuch happy and joyfull fuc- 
ceffe, as oftentimes by miracles, his warrs were confirmed to be 
guided of God, fuch as are recorded by (b) Gregory of Turinc,,, G 
amongft which is that remarkable thing: That ha fining againft c. b ' 7m Kg, ‘‘ z * 
tAlaricus, having encamped near the River Vigenna, he found aA«n.i.cai^ 
fhallo vr place by the diredf ion of a Hind that paffed over the River 
before him, through which he tranfporced his Army to the other 
fide, and after this Vidory preparing to befiege Engoulefme, the 
wallsof the City falling down of their own accord, gave him an 
eafy entrance into the City: (c) Which things being known. 

The Emperour tAnaftafius the year following, the vidory of Vo- 
ties* in the year of his Confulat, fent a ftandard to cblodoveiu. And ^ 

he went in proedfion in St. dtartins Church at Turine, under 
whofe protedion and help he thought he was come to fo great an 
honour, with his belr* his Purple Gown, and his Diadem. Then 
coming to Paris, there he eftablifned his Throne in the year of our « made 

Lord 507, with fo happy fucceffes. ofdle*w Ciry 

CajPiodorm faith, that in the year of Chrift 508. the next year dome! ^ 
after the VvcUdian fight, when Crier and Venantius were ConfulIs, 
the Franks were overcome by Theodoricus King of the Oftrogoths, 
and that Gallia \yas taken out of their handsthere being fiain 
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above 30000 of them, as faith Jornandes ; but of this I have found 
nothing amongft our own Historiographers. Procopius (a) re¬ 
lates, That the Franks being driven away from the fiege of Car - 
cafom ?, and having forfaken the Gountrey of Narbonnes , obtained 
Aquitania , and that Theodorick let them have that part of the 
Countrey, becaufc he could not eafily driye them our. (b) But 
that they defended and kept Arelatis from being furrendrcd to the 
Goth?, Cyprian in fefar's life witncfTeth it. 

(c) Neither may I omit what our Historiographers tbemfelves 
have not mentioned, whereof Procopius hath fpoken 3 That the 
Francks made a League offenfive with King Theodorick againft the 
Burgundians , and that the Goths delaying the time purpofely, at 
length arrived when the fight was endcd,and fo without receiving 
any Ioffe or detriment, they divided the fpoyl with the Franks , 
equally Sharing the Kingdom, which it*s like came to pafle about 
the 508 year of Chrift, it being after the Wtftgotb's great defeat; 
although at that time the Burgundian Kingdom was not utterly 
extindt out of France , (d) for (jundebald being defeated and dead, 
Sigifmund his fon kept ftili what remained, who hearkening to 
St. Avit) the Bithop of Kienna y he changed his Arrian herefie into 
the Catholike faith. 

(f) Ac this time Clodoveus raging againft his neareft friends, 
put them almoft all ro death ; and at laft in the 45 th year of his 
age, and the 30th of his reign, 112 years after Sc. Martin's death, 
as Gregorius faith, he dyed in Paris , which feemeth to be the 511 
of Chrift, when Secundims and Felix were Confute; for when 
Felix was Conful, upon the 6ch of July, it’s remarked. That Clodo- 
ueus convoked the(g) firft Synod at Orleans. 

(h) His four fons divided equally his Kingdom amongft them- 
felves, as then was the cuftome. Thetdoricus whom he had of a 
Concubine, kept the feat of his Kingdom at Mets, flodomirus at 
Orleans , Clothariusat Soiflons, and Childebert aiParis. 

(i) Theodorick the King of the Ostrogoths , degenerating in his 
latter dayes from his firft laudable and good qualities wherewith 
he was endowed, as we have faid, into cruelty 5 he put to death 
Symmachus , and his fon in law, who were both accufed of a falSe 
crime; which deed having perpetrated, as he had the head of a 
huge fifti fet before him at Supper, he imagined that he faw Sym* 
maebus’s head ; and being affrighted by this dreadfull fight, he 
foon after dyed, 3 5 years after the death of Odovacer , in the year 
ef Chrift 5 28, being the 5 64th year of Spain , as (a )lftdorus lup- 
pofeth.

out of his Bifhoprick, becaufe he would not confent with him in 
his opinion : He ruled the Empire 38 years and 8 moneths, as 
Evagrm faith, (m) for he dyed the 14 th of November. 

Pope tAgatho extolls much the faith and piety of this Empe- 
rour, now dead, in his Epiftle, (n) mentioned by the fixth Synod 
that was afTembled during his Papacy. 

In the time of his Empire fome Monks who came to Conftantu 
mple from the Indies , taught the way of making (ilk, having 
brought from thence fome filk-worms eggs; whereas before the 
Roman Merchants brought nothing but filk ready made from Per - 
fiih (a) which was, as Procopius faith, in the 25 year of Juftinian's 
Empire. 

Belifarius dyed (b ) the lame year that J uftinian dyed, the 13 th 
of March, being the 5 65 year of Chrift, who two years before be¬ 
ing fufpe&edof confpiracy againft theEmperour, and forbidden 
to go out of his houfe, being confined jn it, was not long after re¬ 
conciled, having all his efface restored to him with much ho¬ 
nour.

T Hc Cothiek Affairs decaying in Italy, and at laft being over¬ 
thrown by the power of the Grecians, The Kingdom of the 
Pranks encreafed daily more and more, and by them was firft 
the Burgundians Kingdom extinguifht. (c) Sigi[mmd,Gundebala'$ 
' fon, he valiantly kept and defended from the Franks what was 
left to him of the Kingdom; who as he was to be efteemed and 
praifed for changing his Arrianifm, into the Catholike faith, by 
St.Avitus ’s exhortation; fo likewife was he highly to be blamed 
for the murther of his innocent fon, whom he had by Theodorick' s 
daughter, and by his laft Wife’s inftigation did put to death ; ne- 
verthelefTe he blotted out this horrid crime in the tAgaunenfian 
Monaftery that he had built,by many dayes fafts and tears. 

Cblodemirus who ruled over Orleans by his Mother Chlotildes's 
perfwafion,declared war againft him, and having overcome him 
in battel, he brought both him, his wifeand children away in the 
year 5 27. in the mean while, Gundomarus , Sigifmund ’s brother, 
recovered the Kingdom that the Franks had taken int© their pof- 
feffion; The which Chiodomirus bearing impatiently, Stgifmund 
and ail his, being caft into a Well, Anno 5 28, he undertakes a

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new Expedition againft the Burgundians, having, defeated his 
enemies, as he advanced and ventured too much, into the thick 0*21 -£ 7 
crowd, being run through with a Spear, he dyed. The Franks , to'Jiy.

killed in the Burgundian Wars, the third fon, Clodovaldus being 
efcaped by flight, he was firft admitted into the number of the 
Clergy • then becaufe of his rare and excellent piety and holinefs, 
he foon after was taken up into the heavenly Manfion, and is 
reckoned at Neyen for a Saint 5 which Town was upon that called 
by his name. Sigebertus hath obferved.t.his, unto the 531 year of 
Chrift.

fell upon the Vames ; and having defeated their Army, and taken 
Rhadafis prifoner, (he contained him to marry her, and ro rejetfi 
his Mother in law.

When as the Citizens ran on every fide to Juftine, as often as he a famous dieed 
went forth openly out of his Pallace, to complain of the wrongs of - 

"the mightier forr, and he had oftentimes in vain reported of that 
thing to the Senate, A certain one of that order riling up, received 
him; If he ftiould be made Governour of the City, and a leave of : 

theEmpcrour might be granted him ofcomming to him, as often 
as he would, and through the fame it fhould be lawfull to ufe his 
power, he would bring it to palfe within a Moneths time, that 
there fhould be no injuries and complaints left in the Cicie, but if 
there fhould be any of any one, the w« h being brought to him he 
ihould not revenge, he would perform it with the punilhment of 
his head.

For 
when he was by the Romans brought in for an accufation before 
Juftine-, he was commanded by reproachfull letters of Sophia the 
Emprefle to return to the fpinning of wooll, as became an Eu¬ 
nuch; he anfwered, he would weave fuch a web for her, the 
which neither the, nor her husband* fhould ever unweave: and 
fo called forth the Longobards to invade Italy. Thefe things Vuar¬ 
nef ride. Which things are therefore thought to be refuted by 
£>mf, becaufe Narfes then lived at Cenftantinople, as Corippus af- 
firmeth, and becaufe the fame man afterwards refided in that Ci¬ 
ty, farmoft dear unto theEmperours: untili by phocas in the year 
605, he was burnt alive, asTkeopbanes writeth. But the hiftory 
of thofe times ftieweth many of that name. For Juftinian being 
Emperour, (d) Procopius mentioneth there were two Narfetes ; 
whereof the one was a gelded man, and was now Treafurcr of the 
common treafury the 4th year of Juftinian, of Chrift 530, by 
whom the affairs of the Goths were overthrown in Italy, Totilas be¬ 
ing flain in the year 5 5 3, as I have (hewn above, (e) And .this 
man was a Perf. Armenian by birtb.The other arifing from thence, 
with his brother Aratiut and his Mother, fell away to the Romans 
in the fame 4th year of Juftinian, and was received by the former 
Narfes. Of thefe, Anaftaftus teileth, that the fotmer dyed in the 
yearof Chrift 572, after he called out the Longobards. I have npc 
remembred I have read of the death of the latter. Corippus treat¬ 
ing of the Confulfhip of Juftine thefecond, nameth Narfes his 
Armour-bearer, who as he there fingeth, was 

Of goodly fbape, and hair comb’d out fo fine. 

And comely fpeech, was ad of golden mine. 
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This cannot be thar gelded one, which was then fomewhat old 
and mifhapen. But neither was the latter of the flock of Aratiut, 
uniefle we would think him to have been almoft a child when 
he went over unto the Romans. Therefore it is not an abfurd 
fufpition, that he was the fon of this man, to whom (&) Gregory ftiGree.l.r 
gaveanEpiftle, unlefie thou hadft rather he tbould belong unto cp. ^ 
the very father of this. Moreover, I judge the fame Narfes, the 
fon of the latter,to have been burned alive by ‘Phocas ; whom they 
who think him to have been that famous Eunuch, do greatly 
erre; as amongft others, Conftance Manages. 

That I may return to the Longobards, thefe by little and little got 
Italy, Rome, as hath been faid, and Ravenna excepted; and from

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them the name of 'Longob&rdy being drawn almoft through the 
large Province of Italy, and to this day keepcth it. Tncy reigned 
206 years. For (b) the laft King Defderius being overcome by 
Charts the Great, king of the Franks, in the year 773, and fhutup 
in Ticinum , the following year, the City being taken, he was 
brought into France. His fon Adelgifus fled toConsiantineple.'Whcie 
by Conftantine , Copronymus, he got the honour of a Senatourfhip $ 
the which our Annals witneffe 5 and alio Paul Fuarnefride. 

Furthermore, at the fame time, wherein the Longobards bare 
rule in Italy, [ Exarchi ] or difpatching-Princes held Ravenna, 
They were Greek Governours, who had wont to be fent by the 
Emperour from Confantinople ; and in fomefort rerfifting the Lon , 
gobards, they defended there the remainder of the Empire; but 
through wilfulneffe and covetoufhefle, they brought more hurt 
unto their own Citizens, than the enemies therofelves. 

Therefore about the year 5 68, (c) Longinus a Senatouris fent 
the firft Exarch to Ravenna, Narfes being removed, Jujltne the 
younger commanding. The laft was Eutychisu, under whom Ai « 
ftulphus King of the Longobards poflefled Ravenna by arms,(d) about 
the year 75 a 4 After this account, the Greek Exarchs, or difpat- 
ching Princes, were chief over Ravenna , about 18 5 years.

He agreed a peace out of hand 
with Heraclius , the Captives being fet at liberty and reftored, 
which had been taken away out of all Roman Provinces 3 as alfo 
the holy crofle being reftored, in the year of Chrift 6283 the 
which in the Spring following, Heraclius brought over to Jerufa- 
lem with the greateft reverence. 

(e) This man commanding, CMahumet a Prince of the Arabians 
raifedupadeftru&ivefeft; the which alfo he by force of arms 
farther extended. This fellow, from a fnepherd of Camels, be¬ 
ing made a husband of a wealthy miftrefs, went into Palekina, 
where talking with Chriftians and Jews, Sergius a Monk being his 
afliftant, who had been caft out of the Church for herefie, out of 
the filthy heap of all lefts, framed that new Monfter: unto which 
blockifti lye he added authority. For when ever aBd anon he was 
tofTed by the devil and falling- ficknefte,or grew weak, he perfwa- 
ded his wife grieving for that thing, that he being aftonifhed at 
the fight and talk of the Angel Gabriel , was fo moved : That, 
Sergius confirming, was largely difperfed by the endeavour of the 
poor woman, and was commonly believed. Tbeophanes writetb, 
that herefie to have lien hid ten years 3 and nineteen years after to 
have avouched ir,being fpread abroad by power and fword. That 
is manifeft, in the year of Chrift 6 2 2, the 1 6 day of July, the 6th 
holy or refting day, he took his flight, when as for the newnefieof 
the errour he was in danger of his life. From this flight, which 
the Arabians call Hegyra, that is, JiayiFov, or perfecution, their 
new Epocha : or flop, or meafurc of time,goeth forward.

2 5 day of March, as (a) Theopkanes writeth, repUlfed thefb) Sara¬ 
cens, Afta being wafted, and Pergamus vanquished, befieging By¬ 
zantium, with a great put down of them,about the very beginning 
©f his reign. He quenched Tiberius a Tyrant in Sicily by his Cap¬ 
tains, and made the Weft quiet in the year 719. At length he 
brought forth an impiety, in times palt conceived in his mind 
againftholy Images, ufing a Jew his author, in the year 726; (c) 
in which by his guard-men he threw down the Image oh our Sa¬ 
viour : Who being {lain by the people, the Prince burning with 
wrath,moft cruelly profecured their {laughter $ and waxed cruel, 
cfpecially onaColledgeofLearned men, gathered together out 
of the profdlburs of all arts, when he had ftirred them up in vain 
unto the fellowfhip of unfaithfulneffe. (d) Which wickedntffe 
of his, the failing away of Greece, and the Cycladians,and a profpe- 
rous fucceffe in fupprtffing it, made the {harper, in the year 727. 
Therefore three years after, hefet out a cruel Edi& againft wor-

vers torments and puniftments by the Tyrant, had glorious ends.

The Kings of and the tumult under Vido,Lamberr,Berengarius, 
Radulphus, Hugo ,andofthe Germans firft entrance into the King, 
dome of Italy. 

From the year poo, or thereabouts, unto the 966. 

4 Fccrwards there was a continual commotion of civil wars, 
efpecially in Italy and France, the Kingdomefometimes be¬ 
ing tor thefe, and fometimes for thofe ; of which viciffuudes and 
alterations, I fhali obftrve the fumme, 

Vido and his fon Lambert being dead, the principality of Italy 
fel I upon Berengarim: (b) but Lewis being ftirred up to be his com¬ 
petitor in the Province on this fide the Alps by Adelbert Marquefs 
of Tufcia, Bofon s fon, by Hermingardc, daughter to Lewis Junior, 
the Eroperour, whom we have mentioned to be born when Lotba- 
r 'm was Emperour, he having put Berengarim to flight, he was 
created Emperour at %ome by the Pope in the year (c) poi, who 
three years after, by the Treachery of the laid Adalbert, by whom 
he was called , being taken at Verona by Berengarius, was depri¬ 
ved of his Eyes and the Empire,in (d) Augufl in rhe year 904, as 
%egin. faith 3 but Godfrtdm Viterb . aliens, that it was in the year 
following 3 follfo Otto Frifingenjis,. 

(c) Then Berengarius his competitor being cut off, he again ob¬ 
tained the Kingdom of Italy, and was anointed by John the 10th 
in September, Anno p i 5, as (t )Sigonim fheweth by his Bulls; but 
Alderbert Marquis of Eporedia , and forae other Nobles of Italy 
called fa) Rodulphus King of Burgundy at Berengarius ’s long delay, 
to take the Kingdom of Italy. And he not long delaying, he went 
thither (b) in the year p2 2, as Flodoard faith, and having routed 
Berengarius' s Army, he was called King of Italy. Berengarius is 
killed by the treachery of one Flamben (c ) in the year p 24, at Ve¬ 
rona, whither he had tied from the fnares that were laid for him, 
he had a daughter called Chifela , by whom Adelbert Marquefle of 
Eporedia begat Berengarius, who was afterward King of Italy. 

Rodulphus kept not long the Kingdom of Italy after Berengarius 3 s 
death, becaufe it was conferred by thelta’ian’sconfpiration upon 
Hugo Earl of Provence (0) in the year 9 2 6. (e) Lultprandus faith, 
That he was a valiant man, lover of piety as well as of learning 5 
but that waxing lomewhat lafeivious, he had many Concubines, 
but that he begat of his lawful wife Alda, Lotharius, who after¬ 
ward reigned with him; Rodulohus went into Burgundy, (f) 
where he dyed in the year P37, having reigned 48 years, begin- 
ingat the 8p8 year of cur Lord, at which time he put the crown 
upon his head, and was the firfi King of Burgundy, fas Sigebert 
faith) or rather of Gallta on this fide the Alps, as Flodoard in his 
Chronicles calls him in the year p 3 7,who writes, that his fon O*- 
radus fucceeded him. Then 
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Then in the year of Chrift Hugo began to reign in Italy, 
who was Earl of Arles, fg) and remained in that dignity about ofTV.fT 
fome 20 years;At that lions: MaroJiayPopcSergim the thirdhS trum- to 
pec,oppreffedRome by her uiurparion and tyranny; and of her he 
begat John, whoaho afterwards was Pope 3 And Adelbertus Mar- o^uf!

given him to his wife Aieleidis, Rodulphms dauglmr. 

At length, Berengarim , the fecond Berengarius 3 s Nephew,having 
plotted new pra&ifes again ft Hugo , he fled to Otho King of Ger- 
many in the year 939, thence being returned into Italy fix years 
after, viz. (a) in the year 945, he thus covenanted with Hugo, (a) Flodoard. 
who then was forfaken of all, that he with his fon Lotharim fhould 
content themfelves with the title ofKing, & that the management ^ymgarius 
of the Kingdom and of all things fhould be left to Berengarius 3 fo ^ in6ot IcaI ?* 
Hugo having left his fon Lotharius in Italy, he returned into Pro¬ 
vence in the year p47,two years after Lotharim 9 s being dead. 

Berengarim took upon him the tijle of King (b) in the year 9 50, ^ Flod> 
together with his fon Adalberts, to whom intending to give for 
wife Adaleidifj Lotharius 3 s widow, fhe invited Otho King of Ger¬ 
many into Italy, (c) and married him in the year 9 51. Berenga- f c ) R- e z ia - 
rius, after petitions and requefts made to Otho, obtained after- Supp ' * iod ‘ 
wards the kingdom of Italy forfome 12 years, untill that all the 
Italians being offended at the Government of this Tyrant, fled 
again to Otho for a yd, who being gone into Italy, (d) in the year (d) frod.re*. 
962, received the Crown of rhe Empire of Pope John, Albericus*s L *™b.

But while age 
bow growing great, and by reafonof inbred foftnefle, he neither 
rightly managed the Common-wealth, nor made he fir Magi- 
ftrates over it \ he came into contempt of his fubje&s: and be¬ 
ing by th QCemnens, fpoyledof his dignity, he is regiftred among 
the Monks, when he had commanded three years, in the year of 
Chrift 1081. In this Emperour, Conflantine Manafes tndeth his 
Hiftory.

Of the reft of the Emper ours of Conftantinople, untill the time that the 
Turks took the pofe/ion of it 3 wherein alfo ts made mention of the 
Turks Original , and of their encreafe 3 Alfo of Ufutncaffanes, 
Iftnaei Sophus 5 and likewife of the beginning of the Perfians Do¬ 
minions at this day. 


T He Affairs of the Eaft were in no better and quieter eftate 
thanthofeofthe Weft, which as we have declared, were all 
brought to a coofufion andruine by wars and tumults amongft 
themfelvcs 3 for the Empire of Conftantinople was in a languish¬ 
ing and tottering condition. And as a Whale caft upon the Sea¬ 
shore, and srievoufly wounded, decayes and dyes by little and 
little, ftriving againft death for life 3 Or as a body poyfoned dc- 
cayeth by little and little, and then dyes when once the poyfon 
attains to the heart 3 So likewife the Greeks Empire, the Barba¬ 
rians roving and ranging in the bowels of it, adding to their 
power Provinces after Provinces, the Imperial Ciry andFortrefs 
being by them taken, was at laft utterly demoiithed and over¬ 
thrown. . , 

After the death of Andrenicus, fon to c Michael the elder, wruen 
was in the year 1332, the PaUologuss pofterity reigned in Con - 
aftnttnople 1 2 1 years, (d) Andro- 
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(d) Andronicus the younger, as we have above obferved, having 
ejected his Grandfather, reigned about fome. eight years, unto the 
year of Chrift 13415 in which dying, he committed the care and 
tuition of his two Tons, John PaUologm , and Manuel, to JohnCan- 
tacuzeniu. Sixteen years after this, being the year of our Lord 
13 5 7 j was (fantacuzenus dilpofleffed of his Office ; then John Pa- 
teologui reigned 2 7 years, and Manuel his brother did fuccecd him 
in the Government of the Empire in the year 1384, who having 
compleated 37 years, left the Empire to his fon John, fa) in the 
year 1419, which hepoflefled 27years.* AtteR y Conftantinethc 
8th, and laft, began to govern the Empire in the year 1445. In 
the 8th year of his Empire, being the year of Chrift 1453, Con¬ 
ftantinople came under the power and dominion of the Turks. 

(b) The Original of the Turkifh Nation, which in this Age, 
and that following, increafed mightily, did quite extinguifh 
the Greeks name. It is di verily reported by Authors, moft pare 
do think,that they had their beginning from Sarmatia or Scythia, 
who faliying out of the Cafpian Ports, when Heraclitus was Em- 
perour, (cj being the 625th year of Chrift, wafted and de¬ 
populated Perfia, and came to ayd the Romans againft Cofroes 3 
then when Conftantine Monomachus ruled in Perfia, (d) being the 
year 1042, The Perfians being fubdued by them who had & bcen 
their Tributaries, they extra&ed from them their Mabometick 
fuperftition; then they difperfed rhemfelves, and extended their 
arms into Syria, Cappadocia, and other Provinces of Afia minor, 
dividing themfelves intofeverall Principalities, but they wercall 
extinguilhed and fupprefTed, buconely the family of Othoman , 
which enjoyed all. From him, were afterwards the Princes of the 
Turks alone fc> called.

lip the Landgrave. By the punifhment of thefe race, the tumults 
of Germany were a little allayed; . ;

‘ the third being chief Bifhop. But by reafon of the Civil difagree- 
mentsof Chriftians, drawn cut for a longtime, at laft under Pius 
the 4th,. took its end in the year 1563. v 

Between rhefe things, Henry renewed war with charls the Eta- 
perour, in the year 1551, and Towns being taken on both fides, 
the French made the Mediomatticans, and other Towns lying 
about them, fubjedf to their power, in the year 15 5 2, charls be- 
fieged Divioducum the head Town of the Mediomatricans,whorn 
they call the Merians,with an hundred ehoufeedarmed men.

The year that went before this, one thou- 
nf&t fand five hundred eighty two, was famous in amending of the 
Church Calender, the which Gregory the thirteenth,chief Bifhop, 
appointed with the greateft praife and profit. Three years after, 
the fame man, obedience being received of three Princes of japo. 
73/4,by Ambaffadours of that Nation, he died the tenth of April, 
for whom Sixtus the fifth was chofen. And in the fame year, Ci¬ 


vil] ftorms being renewed in France, the Catholique Princes en- 
tred into a fccret league among thetnfelves, of putting the Prote- 
flants to flight, efpecially Henry of Guife, and Cbarls Borbon Car- 
dinall, thellnkle of Henry of Navarre ; which confpirat y we 
have wont to call [Ligd] a bond, tye or League. Sixtus, chief Bi- 
fhop, a curfe being pronounced again the Henries , the Vajconian 
and the Condosan, he pronounced either of them unworthy the luc- 
ceffion of the Kingdome, whidi next belonged unto them from 
the year one thoufand five hundred eighty four, in which Franca 
Alenconias had yielded to nature’s deftiny, the tenth of June, at 
the Camp of Theodoricum . Hence a moft cruel! war was largely 
fpread over all France. Henry King of the 1Wavarrians had mu* 
ft red the Germane fouldiers. Rohm of Bullein being Captain, 
while hegoeth to meet this man, refitting him, he overthrew An- 
The fighx at TiM Joieufius meeting him w ith his Army at fartafrum in A quit an e, 
Curcrafium. j 0 w hich fight the Duke himfelf was flain, in the year one thou- 
fand five hundred eighty feven. Moreover the (Jermanes being 
flirted up in many battels by Henry of Guife, at laft they are put 
to flight at Alnetum in Self a. The year after, which was eighty 
eight, Henry of Condy dyed the fifth of March, having left behind 
him an heir of the fame name, who was born in the Moneth of 


September, who afterwards followed the communion of Rome, 
and obtaineth unto this day his father’s and Grandfather’s Nobili¬ 


ty, increafed with the praife of ftneere piety. 

That fame year was lamentable through the death of Henry of 
guife> and Cardinall Ludovick his brother; who by the Blefen[tsn 
aflembliesofthe whole Kingdome, were, by the command of 
King Henry (lain 5 chiefly for that thing ineenfed, becaufe when he 
had been at Paris a little before, in the Moneth of tjifay, He being 
fuidenly moved at thecommingof the GaifiaAV) uke, had made & 
fedition, and had forced the fiftonifhed King to flight for fear. 
Henry of Guif • on Decemb. 2 3 (the day after)his brother was thruft 
thorow by the Kings Guard. 

Amcngft thefeTempeftsof France, Charts Emmanuel Duke of 
Savoy, poflefleth the dominion of Saleucia of the French Title, 
in a Countrey under the tAlps. The Spanijh Navy with never fo 
much preparation carried into England, partly by ftjipwrsck,part¬ 
ly by the Couofell and valour of Drake an Englifh Captain, moft 
knowing in Sea-affairs, perifhed. _ 

Laftly, the death of Katherine, Mather of Kings, made the 
eighty ninth year of that age mournfull, on January the fifth. 
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But it happened much more forrowfull by the mott unworthy PCCo 
munherof the King himfelf. Who, great envy being (through ^ n r V/ 47 
the death of the Guifians ) contra&ed, when as the Cities here and t * i<t? 9 
there fell off from him, and Paris it Self the head pf the king- lAAj 
dome rebelled before the reft, this, Henry of Navarre being cal¬ 
led to him for aid, he began to befiege, and |his Camps bein°- 
pitched againft it, he is flain witha cruell parricide, a poyfon^ 
ed knife being thruft thorow his belly on the Calends of Auguft. 

By whofe death the flock of the Kalefians, fit for a kingdome, ce$- 
fed. Therefore the top of affairs turned afide unto the Family 
of the Borbones, as the next in kindred. Whofe beginning is 
derived from Robert Earl of Claromonta, the fecond fon of Lu- 
iovick. 

The plenty of famous wits through France, and other Coun- 
triesj was never greater at any other time than thefe men reign¬ 
ing, whom I have reckoned up in that Chapter. All which if 
I would number up, it will be the matter of a full Volume. I 
will therefore touch at a few for the undertaken brevitie’s 
fake.

From the year 1589 ofChrift, unto 1610. 

A New Family of Kings after the death of Henry the third, 
fortunately began m the year 15 89, Henry the 4th King of 
i-rancc. Navarr being taken to the Rule of the French 3 againft whom the 
covenanted-Princes,becaufe he was not as yet a Catholike, renew¬ 
ed war. The Captain of thefe was Charls of Medua, the brother of 
Henry of Guife.ftain by Henry the 3d. A little after, a difturbance 
of things followed through all France* When as parties ftriving 
with a killing hatred, and the agreement of Cities being rent 
afunder5 as well the neighbouring Cities among themfelves, as 
all people of the fame Cities among each other, burned with in¬ 
ward difeords. Charls Borbon, the Kings Uncle, who was as. yet 
kept in cuftody, is faluted by a mock,the tenth King of that name, 

. , in the year 1590. Between thefe things, a noble victory being 

Fight; Can ~ gotten at the Temple of Andrew , through which the Earl of Eg- 
monda, a Leader of the Spanifhayds, dyed 3 and which is wont 
to be called the Juriacan- battel. Henry compaflech Paris with a 
moft ftraight liege, when in the mean time, Ctar/s Borbon paid his 
debt to Nature at Foncenaium: and the Duke of Parma coming 
out of Belgium jto bring help to the Parisians, the King, the City 
being left, leaded* an Army againft him, and maketh provifioa 
to fight! Bat at Paris, after the Ioofing of the {lege, affemblies 
are folemnized by the covenaSted-Princes in the year 1593, for 
the choofing a new King. , Bat thefe were made voyd by theam- 
, bicion and difagreemeot of the Princes. Henry having profeffed 
•mbraccd the the Catholiqne faith, July 15, fent the Duke of Nivetna Embaf- 
Cathoiiquc fadour to Rome, unto foment chief Biftiop, (who the former year 
Faith. hadentred the Prelateftiip, Jan. 30,) to requeft pardon. The 
which when the Biftiop deferred, Henry in the mean time is 
anointed at Autricum of the (Tarnutians, with holy oyl, Fcbr.sy, 
in the year 15943 becaufe Durocottorum of Rhemes,where that 
thing according to thecuftome was wont to be performed,was in 
the power of the enemies. And then he is privily let into Paris, 
March 22, with armed Souldicrs. At length, in the year 1595? 
the Biftiop being intreated by James Terr on the King’s Embafta- 
dour, the fentence of condemnation being abolifhed, he wholly re- 
ftored the king. In which thing, Francis Tolett Cardinal of the 
Jefuites Society, performed a famous work for hi/n,although by 
birth a Spaniard 3 and the king held himfelf to owe much unco 
him before thofe of that Nation. But then, the Governour and 
Cities returned, ftrivingly, unto the defence of Henry. 

At length* in the year 1598, atVervin, May the 2d, a peace 
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was eftablifhed between the French and Spaniards, the chic! Bi- /W) 

fhop being the author.- and ‘Philip of Spain the fifth naoneth from 
thence, dyed the 13th of September. 1 

(a) Whileft things are fo carried on in France 5 in Belgium 
againft the Spaniards, Maurice, Captain ©f the Covenanted Ranks, p? * 
or United Provinces, without delay moved War. Therefore ** CrS ‘ 
through theabfenceof the Duke of Parma, whoever and anon 
ran out againft Henry into France 3 he took fome Cities by force 
and furrender. The Parmian Duke dyed at Atrebates, in the year 
.159 2, in whofc place firft of all Emejf of Auftria, the brother of 
Bodulph the Emperour, was : Then he being dead, Albert a Car¬ 
dinal, the brother of them both was fent 3 unto whom Jfabel, the 
daughter of Philip the eldcr,being given in wedlock, the dominion 
of thofe Provinces chanced by lot in the year 1598. This man 
fecting upon Oft end a Sea-City of Flanders, in the year i£oi, Thcfcgcof 
the third year after by tAmbrofe Spinola of Genoa he received it 
on furresder 3 truly not worthy the price of fo many charges, and 
lives, which he is faid to have fpent on that liege, (b ) In the 0 >) Annals 
mean time, Elizabeth Queen of England in the year of her age 70, ® f Francc - . 
the 4 5 of her reign yielded to Nature’s deftiny, of Chrift 1602, 
and had James king of Scotland her Succe{four, fthe which thing 
fhehad commanded by Will ) born of Mary Stuart-, whom I have 
mentioned above to have been {lain by Elizabeth , againft right. 

(c) Alfo in Saethland there was trouble.- When as Charls the (c) s P ond. 
Uncle of Sigifmund king of Poland had craftily taken away the chr ® n * 
kingdom committed to his truft, Sigifmund being excluded 3 who 
therefore had contended out of Poland, that he might recover it, Surfed ^ 
in the year 1599. That being taken away from the Catholique ^ h « ls - 
Prince, afterward the Proteftant Governours palled it over by a 
publique decree, on Charls partaker of the fame fed, in the year 
1^04. Furthermore, that Sigifmund the onely fon of John the 
third, kingofSwethland, who dyed in the year 159 2, in the fame 
year was called King of the S wedes, the affairs of S wethland be¬ 
ing brought into good order, two years after he had returned into 
Poland. In Hungary and Tranfylvania there were the like {ba¬ 
kings for Religion’s fake. 

Sigifmund Bather Prince of Tranfylvania, ufing rafh Counfel, 
in the year 1598 had departed from his dominion for thefakeof 
t Maximilian of Auftria 3 Andrew Bathor the Cardinal, his father’s 
brother’s fon bare that thing grievoufiy 3 and a little after Sigif. 
round himfelf changing his mind, brake his covenants. Thereby 
a War began to be waged between the Barhorians and Auftrians 5 
Tranfylvania remained in the power of thefe : Sigifmund by the 
interpofing of foment chief Biftiop, returned into favour with 
the Emperour 3 and at length dyed at Prague in the year 1^13, 

But the Proteftants again, the Emperour being defpiled, cfcoofe 
Botficaius a Hungarian, befmeared with the errours of Zuinglim , 
their Captain or Duke 3 who by the help of the Turks, joyned un¬ 
to him a great part of Dacia , and miferably vexed tfteCatho-

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liques, in the year 1 60 5. The fame man the following year ma- 
*®“£*** keth peace with the Emperour on thefe conditions, That for him- 
to tfto .** felf, and children, if he fhould leave any males, he ihould have 
(✓'Y'w Tranfylvania: At which time Rodulpb the Emperour entred into 
a twenty years truce with the Turks.But in tMofcoz>y the fame year 
1 Demetrius the Prince, bccaufe he was of a more inclinable 
mind toward the Germans and Polonians, neither difagreed from 
the Bifhop of Rome, by his own Subje&s is moft cruelly (lain. 

That I may bring back my Pen unto the Affairs on this fide 
Rhene, Henry King of France proclaimed war againft Charts Duke 
of the Allobrogians,in the year 1600, that he might retake the 
dominion of Saluffia, poffefled by him through the Civil Troubles 
of France. At laft they agree between themfclves; and the 
Countrey of Saluflia was repayed with the Province of the Sebu- 
fians on this fide the Alps. Two years after Charts Gontald Duke 
of Bironia, being hitherto,for his warlike boldnefle, and undaunt¬ 
ed courage in dangers, very acceptable unto Henry, when as he 
defired greater matters, and privily confpired againft the King’s 
life, was beheaded the day before the Kalends of Auguft, in the 
year 1602. 

The jefuite- jh c Jefuit-Society being nine years before by the decree of the 

ftorSJ Senate, commanded to depart from Paris, and other Cities, is 
cal’d back again by the kings Proclamation, the year 1603 going 
out. Which Proclamation,the Senate ofParis,the 4th Nones of Ja¬ 
nuary, of the year following had confirmed. The fame fellow- 
. fhip being much de'fired by many Cities of the kingdome, through 
the moft greateft will of the moft courteous King, began to open 
or prepare Schools in many places. 

Of defiring which, the King himfelf gave an example unto the 
people: Who likewifeat his own charge appointed Schools for 
that fellowfhip at Flexia of the Andegavians; the Palace of the 
Vindocinian Dukes being ordained for them: in which fir ft the 
Seminary was brought $ and with a decree, that after death his 
heart fhould be fafely laid up there. Which thing indeed being 
fooner done, than was profitable for the kingdom and fociety,both 
grieved. My mind is agaft to relate the moft bitter death of the 
moft valiant, and moft courteous king after this inclofed domi¬ 
nion. Whom when all defired to be immortal, the parricide of 
one deteftable privy murtherer took away, May the i4rh, of the 
year 1 61 o, the day after that he had taken care for Mary his wife 
to be anointed and crowned (as the manner of Queens is) at the 
Town of Dionyfius. She was. the daughter of Francis Medices the 
great Duke of Etruria5 who in the year 1600, a marriage being 
entred into with Henry, brought forth the year following i6oi> 
Ludovick , a Prince profitable unto France, Sept. 27. 

While Henry reigned over France; what with ho\ inefle, what 
with learning adorned, famoufly dyed, Philip Nerius a teacher of 
Latine Oratory, in the year 159 5, March 26, who by Gregory the 
14th, with four others, Jfidore a Spaniard 5 Ignatius, builder of the

(a) A Fter the death of Henry the Great, to be by all kinds of 00 Er 
XJL people bewailed, things were more quiet in France un- Ludevi c\ 
dcr Lewis a child, than the hope of all men fuppofed: whofe guar- ™ e* **' 
dianlhip,with the ordering of the kingdom is lfraightway granted aw, ^ 
to his Mother. Some of the chief ones made a beginning of tu- 
multing in the year 1 61 4 5 who hated the too much power of rhe 
Florentine Concims, 

Between thefe ftirs, Lewis went into Aquitanein the year \6\6, 
that he might take Anne , the daughter of the Catholique King, 

Philip the fecond,(whom he before,by an EmbafTadour 3 hadefpoH- 
fed to himfelf 5 )unto a lawful wedlock: and at the fame time with 
thedike good fuccefie,he took his fifter Elizabeth to be joyned with 
Philip the fon of Philip the third. So two moft mighty Princes,with 
the greateft profit unto Chriftian affairs* more ftri&Iy bound the 
promife of peace between tb^mfelves by this nuptial exchange. 

Homebred agreement the year following, doubled the publique 
merriment $ Henry Princeof Conde , and the other Covenanters be¬ 
ing reconciled with Lewis . But fuddenly, new fufpitions arifing, 

•n the very Kal. Septemb. of the year 1 61 the Condian is font to 
prifon. 

The Princes, who the former year had made a fellowfhip with w , 
him, depart from the Court. Againft thefe, a war by the King’s - : 

authority is proclaimed 5 which in the following year 1617 was 
ended. Concinus being in the very entrance of the King’s Palace 
thruftthorow by the King’s guard, on the 14th day of April, be- 
caufe being commanded by the King for certain cafes to be laid 
hold of, he had tryed to defend himfelf by weapons. His death, 
a peace of the covenanted-Go vernours, and a publike quierneifo, 
followed.

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The Qaecn-Mother, until! thefe Troubles were.appealed, being

The Meors Philip King of Spain having gotten the moft ftrong Tower of 
driven o»c«f Alarach, built by the Moors at the Gaditane Sea, the keepers of it 
Spain. being corrupted by reward, commanded all the Moors to depart 
out ot Spain. They are faid to have gone out to the number of 
ninety thoufand heads, in the year 1 61 o, and fome years follow¬ 
ing after that; 

Sigifmund King of Poland,taketh Smolenskum, a moft fortified 
Town of Roxolaniaor Mufcovy, after two years befieging, in the 
year 161 1. in the Moneth of July. Whofe fon Uladiflaus they chufe 
Dukeof.Mofch, although afterwards their Counfel or purpofe 
being changed, they defire another: whereby a cruellwar, after 
that,arofe. 

charts, SQng. CHARLS , King of Sweth land, dying through grief of an 

of Suevla> overthrow, broughton him by the Danilh King, in the Moneth 
S 8 November, in the year 1611, obtained his fon gufiavus fuccefibuc 
«ecd«h.of the Kingdome; others in vain defiring to bring it over unto Si- 
gifmond King of Poland. 

But the 1 61 2th year entring, the twentieth of January, Rodulph 
the Emperour, died, the thirty fixth year from the departure of 
Maximilian his father. Whom his brother Matthias fucceeded 
the fame year. 

The Veflctians 3 after thefe things, being troubled by the inroads 
of the Croatian?, encounter with arms, Ferdinand Arch-Duke of 
Auftria; the fon of charls Arch-Duke, who was the brother of 
Maximilian the fecond, Emperour, in the year one thoufand fix 
?' : hundred and fifteen. Which War being waged on both fides, 

through mutual Ioffes for three years fpace, the 1 6 18 year entring, 
was laid down. . 

A greater war arofe in Italy between the Mantuan and Subau- 
dian Dukes, in theyear 16x3, over the Principality of Monefer- 
ra, when as Francis of Mantua dying without iflue Male, Ferdi¬ 
nand his brother,of a Cardinal was chofen in his room. Who be¬ 
ing defended by the Spaniards helps again ft Charls Philibert D^ke 
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of Subaudia, he ftrovefomc years, and Arms being laid down, *\A-0 
aod everandanon taken upagain. Forthe third year after, that A " n c ° h \* 10 
is, of Chrift 1^15. peace being compofed, in the year following to x 
the war was reftored. Moreover Vercella was taken in the year Wu 
1617, the 2 5th of July, by the Vice-king of Mediolura; and a 
year alraoft turning about,by the endeavour ofthe moftChriftian 
King, was reftored in the year 1618, in the Moneth of June, and 
fo there was made an end of warring. 

In Dacia, Gabrieli Bathor, being put to flight by Bethleem Gabor, 
furnifhed with the aids ofthe Turks, moft wretchedly periled! 

. Gabor defended the Province poflefted,againft the Emperour, after 
that, by weapons and treachery. 

A far moft cruel War of all, was ftirred up in Germany, in TheGermau 
the year 1 £ 18; in which, Ferdinand Aroh-Duke of Auftria, and ^ ar “ Bo : 
King of Bohemia, aifo the kingdom of Hungary he received on hcmi *‘ 
certain conditions from Matthias the Emperour. > But then at 
Prague, the Protcftants revolted from him, the Earl of Turra ftir- 
ringthemup: who, the Magiftrates being killed, and the Citi¬ 
zens compelled to fwear in their words, he provoked all Bohe¬ 
mia, and the neighbouring Provinces unto arms. Untothts many 
Ernejl Mansfield a baftard,joyned hirafelf. Between thefe things, 

Matthias dyeth in the year 1619, of March the 2 orb, the 6% year 
of his age turning, of his Empire 6 years, and. nine moneth*; in 
whofe place Ferdinand king of Bohemia and Hungary, being cho- 
fen, not flowly profecuteth the wacagainft the fedirious, Bucquom 
and Dampeter moft valiant Captains, being oppofed againft them. 

But the Proteftants make Frederick Ele&ot Palatine, the fon in The vdath 
law of the King of England, king of Bohemia : and he in the fame wfrkwnte 
year 161 9 , on the moneth November, with his wife, a woman f 5n * R? * 
covetous of a kingdom; received the Crown after the folemn cu- 
ftome at Prague. But truly fo great fuecefles had not a lading 
gladneffe. For in that year which followed, 1*20, the 8th day of 
November, under the very walls of Prague, * memorable battel 
being made, by Bacquoius Captain of the Emperour’s Army, and 
the Bavarian, the Palatine is fcattered;and being put to flight,and He is ere r - 
bani&ed, the year following, he fleeth over unto the Batavians com8aad p«c 
or Dutch; where being privare from that time with his wife and w Wt * 
children, he led his life. Bohemia by and by with the other 
Provinces returned unrothe obedience ofthe Emperour; who 
reftored every where the Catholike profdfion; and the fathers 
of the Jefuit-Society, by name, driven away from Prague, at the 
beginning of the troubles; the fame year he moft honourably 
brought back. And unto this very fellowship, to the immortal 
praife of King Lewis toward it, it was granted to open Schools at 
Paris, in the fame year wherein Prague banifhed it, 1 61 8. 

Which was the fixfh from a new company of Clerks framed 
the fame Lutetia or Paris, under the name of the Oratory, 
which being gathered together by Peter Berull a Parifian Elder; 
in the year 1*12. Paul the fifth, the year following, by an Epifco- 
Hhh pall 
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pgll proclamation) decreed to be confirmed. Moreover Urbane 
JfCfcrifli* |he ei gkth regiftred the author of this famous iuftru&ioa, emi- 
To ToSx ncht io the like praife of learning and Godiiaefle, into the order 
yW of the moft eminent Cardinal^ in the year 1627. Who, two 
years after being increafed with great deferts, and fatuous in a 
great off fpring, died the fixth Nones of Odober in the year 
1 629. of his age the 55th. 

The War in At the fame time, in whichit was warred the Palatinate, (that 
the tciiiaiaa was the year 1620) in the Valley of Telline : which at the com- 
VaUey * mandof the Rhetiansot fanes, whom they call the Grifons * Ci- 
vill troubles flamed. The Catholiques being provoked with the 
injuries of the Proteftants, hidden Coun fells being emred into 
among themfelves, ©pprefTe or come upon all thfe Calvinifts: 
and the aid of Duke Ferias Governour of Mediolum being intrea- 
tedj they get leave of him of enjoying Cattles in fomc fit places. 
Moreover the Rhetian Nation being all troubled, and with them 
the Venetians .* whobelieved thefe inclofures of Italy to be held 
by a continuall pofkttion by the Spaniards, was m no cafe ma¬ 
king for their awaits, both defiringaid froth him .Ludevuk King of 
France was noj wanting, and firft of all, in the year 1 62b, he eb- 
tained by Emkafladours ftot&the King of Spain, that be ihould

CatbeUque affairs. >. Which caution being approved fey the moft 
Ghriftian King-,when is Bevarthdette the matter wanted an iffoe, 
itis brought to weapons. Furthermore thofe exercifd the French 
and Spaniards,and the confederates of both,with a di verfe fuccefs,

nefie to.the French, in one fight at C*farsbiid%Ci the Armies of the 
ad verferies being (lain. Which conquett made the Queen Mo¬ 
ther, and others of thofe parties* friends with the King ia the year 
id 2©. 

The fame year, an expedition for to^^ followed : which be- 
tion of Be- finifhed with incredible fpeedincfle,brought a fruit mote wei- 
neara. come then could be expected. For the ftubborh enemies being 
affrighted at the fudden comming,the King found there all things 
inclinable to obedience.

The Moneth following, and the ninth day thereof, Alex¬ 
ander Ludovifias of Bononia, is chofen, who would be called Gre¬ 
gory the fifteenth.

Mapb&to Barberine , who under the name of Urbane the eighth from

The death of Philip the third, king of Spam followed the death 
^ Patti the fifth, the third Moneth after, which fell out the day 
before the Calends ef Aprill, in the year 1621, of his age fourty 
three, of his reign twenty three. But in the Moneth of Septem¬ 
ber, the fifteenth Calends of October, Robert Belldrmwe of the Je- 
fuites fociety, S. R. E. Cardinail, flew up into Heaven, whither 
(the fame which had brought him unto the Purple garment) in¬ 
tegrity of life the companion of fingular Learning, carried 
him. 

About the fame time alfo Breda a Town of Brabant, Spinola Thefiege 
Captain of the Spanifh Army, befieged* and in Aquitane, and B - reda * * 
the Province of Narbony, Rebanne, and Sttb$zias 3 Proteftant bre¬ 
thren, renewed a war againft king Ludovick. Breda in the year 
1624. in the Moneth of Auguft, isbeguntobeBefieged.-on June 
the thirteenth, of the following year, for want of Provifion,madea 
furrender. With the Rebellious French it was fought by land, 
and Sea, and the fame being every where overcome: but in this 
latter, in which Gauifius was Captain, the Navy of the Rochella- 
nian Robbers being tamed, the IflandRhee was reduced into the 
power of Ludovick the King. 

Which things while they are carried on in France, in Italy, Le- 
diguer matter of the Horfe being Captain of the French Army for Thc G£rf0an 
the Prince of Subaudia, fought againft the Genoans and Spani- War ’ 
ards, in whole Prote&ion thofe are.

Tranfilvaaian; and from thence driving to go to the Venetians, 
with an incredible profit and joy of the Catholique parties, he 
perifhed, iij the year 162 6. ThcRochellers Uumindfuli.of their 
fworn faith a little before, and ©f peace the fame year received, 
call forth privily the English again# the King. Woo in the year 
1627. being brought unto theme Rhea, orofRhee, with a Navy 
of an hundred and twenty Ships, 'Buckingham being Captain, they 
poflefle the whole, except the Caftle 3 over which Toirafe was go- 
vernour, a ft«ut man, and greatly skillful in warlike affairs. This 
man, although the works were new, nor as yet finifhed, (hifeed off 
the fliarp andcontinuall forces of the enemies, untill now labour¬ 
ing with the want of all things, and being wearied, the induftry 
of Lndovick the King came to help them. For this King ufing 
Ricelieu the Cardinal!, a man flouridling in all praife, his helper 
R C * taken and Minifies he fent over quickly Schoobcrg a famous Captain, 
away from indeed with bo great number of fouldiers unto the fuccour of the 
thcEnjlilh. befieged; who, Toirafe being joyned to him, drave out the En* 
glifb, being flain and chafed out of all thelfUnd. 

Nothing feemed to be done by fo many wars and Vi&ories, as 
Th-fi F long as that defpifer Rochell, impatient of Kings, and all Rule, 
R»cheii, lifted up another Kingdome as it were in the middle of a King- 
dome. Which City being feituate at the chinks, or overflowed 
places of the Ocean, it was fenced both with the nature ©f the 
place, andalfo with the hand, and Arc, that it was commonly 
accounted invincible. This moft fure City, Ludouick attemp¬ 
ted! with a great courage and hope, which he had taken from the 
help of God, being made triall of in fo many affairs, in the year 
1 <527. And the fame Ricelieu the Cardinall, being partaker of the 
Counfells, by works and Fortifications, and, among other things, 
huge Bulwarks immoveable, being finifhed by the Ocean fide, he 
fo held it (hut up a whole year, that the Citizens being killed up 
with hunger, and having fuffered all extremity, yielded them- 
felves unto the King. Therefore it, the walls being caft to the 
ground, was reduced almoftintothe form of a Village for a ter- 
rour and example to others, that the invincible might rather de¬ 
fire the defence and clemency of their Prince, then to attempt 
weapons. Rocheil was taken in the eight and twentieth year 
of that age, October the goth. After that, the Rebels returned 
wholly unto their duty,neither faw the year following,any thing of 
an enemy left in France.

After the de¬ 
parture of the French, they by afid by returned unto the fiege 
that was broken off for a time, with a greater provifioa then 
before. 

About the fame time, (follaltus Captain «f the Emperours Ar? 
my, very rnueh wafted the land of Mantua : and SpinoU chief 
Governourfor the Spaniards from the Catholique king, a man 
of great fame for warfare, befieged Cafall with all his Forces 
But the unconquered vertue of Toirafe , who held that Town 
in Garrifon, made all their endeavours void. At laft, - the 
French flee to Ricelieu the Cardinal!, ordering the Warre 
with the greateft power, the fecond time beyond the Alps to 
bring help. r 

Therc,raany Towns being conquered, while they extend their 
journey, flopped with many difficulties; Mantua, through the 
Plague received within ihe walls b* the To wef-men, and defen¬ 
dants, being wafted, is fuddehly invaded by the Germans, on 
the»MoBeth of July, in the year one thoufand -fix hundred and 
thirty. 

. The Frcnch being nothing affrighted with the raiferyof Par¬ 
ties, three Armies being in vain oppefed, the vi&ories repeated 
over the enemies,they through valour brought forth thither a baf- 
fageforthemfelves whither they had intended. Then under the 
very fight of Cafal, and the Spaniard pitching his Tents, when 
they were in readineffe to joyn battel, Mazarine running between, 
the matter is brought unto conditions of peace without arms, and 
bloud ; by the higheft providence toward both, yea toward all 
Chriftians; left either through a great {laughter, vi&ory fhould 
be manifeft to either; or might yield to neither, a mutuall {laugh¬ 
ter being made. This was the end of the Italian Expedition, No¬ 
vember going out, of the year 1*30. When as now the labour

the Cottages of Alfatia andDachfteyn; and being mcreafed in 
his Forces by Vinarien^ he drives away the Bavarian, by punifh- 
ing them of the Emperour’s party, into Bavaria, when he had re- 
turjfid feom Raync unto his Lord the Emperour, But the City of 
AusMa is by a changeable condition >, kept fometimes by the 
S wideV fometiogs by the Conjaerour*. And Craze being more 
than ordinarily dilpteafed with Trial and , unto whom; the Em-

So that vino- 
riet!} having vanquifhed Katistoney turns away the warlike wea¬ 
pons from Pomerania, and takes Chame and Straubinge into his 
pofleflion. So, by Enhufe , in a hafty and diforderly Combat, ia 
Alfatia, there afe 40® of the EnoperourV Aaiq^nd as many taken: 
And FridUndhimkli fights with the like Ioffe at Olave in Silefia 5 
but at Oppcle he loft no more than three hitadred : And which 
is more than ordinary remarkable^^^^j iji Swetbland brings 
forth but an hundred andfifty, Which Was on the '4th of June 
1 £33, and puts 600 of the Emperour’s Souldiers to flight. 

^ la the fame year the Protcffants of Germany hold anAfiemhiy 
at Hailbrunne, where they renew their League and Covenant 
with theSwedes,& they ap^oit?f *giv^ro£Snffruaions,and framc 
a Councel. All religious perfons fo called, that refufed to take 
an oath from the Swedes, were commanded to depart. And af¬ 
terwards they meet together at Frankford 5 where the fayling into 
both the Indies that had been begun fix years before,was enlarged 
with the privHedges of Guftaveburg. Yet the Empcrians take 
this year Frankford into pofleflion 5 And the Duke of Saxony en¬ 
deavoured to recover it, but all in vain.

Which Polander had, on the third of January this year 1 6 3 5, 
entred into Tnuronia, and Garde the Swede hath under his ban¬ 
ners fixty thoufend footmen, and four thoufand horfemen, in Bo- 
rulfia, and was attentively heedful on his opportunity; but a 
peace comes in between them, in the height of July, for a league 
of twenty four years. But how I pray was this league kept? have 
they not fought fince ? What then was this great fhew for ? Nay, 
is not the Swede at this day preparing for fear of him, and the 24 
years are not yet up ? Ail this then was little better than

Yet this it appears, Polands peace, afforded a very ravenous mer¬ 
cenary homebred Souldier both to the Swede and Emperour, fome 
taking one fide, fome another, according to their loefe affe&ions, 
or where was belt pay ; and hereupon the King of Hungary be- 
Kkk 2 befiegeth 
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rCA^n fiegeth, Heidelberg, Hannove, and other places, his father the 
chr 4 3 * Emperour takes Lmrea by force and {laughter, Landftuli by 

coi tfj*.' crafr. 

U'VNJ But the French King (great danger accompanying great world- 
fy honour ) was laid in wait for, in 163 5, at three feveral places, 
Paris, Nance, and Abbevil, but the adverfaries attempts were 
fruftrated ; whereupon three were committed to a flavilh impri- 
fonment Tylaurence, Fargyft, and Menpenfer : Having proclaimed 
war againft the Spaniard, amongft other atchievements, he over- 
cometfa him at Hoy (Cajlilion being General there) with an ex¬ 
traordinary ad vantage* there being 5000 of the Spaniards, and 
but 100 of the French {lain : there were alfo taken then by the 
French, three of great Dote, Penan, charts of Auftria, and Ladro, 
befides twelve Captains, who afterwards, two of their keepers 
being by reward corrupted, made an efcape. And in the year 
1 £37, they make great preparations againft the triumphing fcorn 
of their enemies ; and the French Kmg maintains the two lflands 
of argaret and Honor Atm (being it feems of great concernment 
to his affairs) with great might and main. The Emperour’s for¬ 
ces alfo invading Burgundy, he drives them out of that Province, 
where he vanquifheth the Temple of [Love] fo called. Lovedn- 
deed is alvwry conquered, but doth not conquer,where the fword 
bearsfway. But from the Rhetians he heard no good news, foe 
two reafons,becaufe the Souldiery was not paid off ; and (ao won¬ 
der) bccaufe the Roman devotions were brought back again, with 
a fuppreffioQ of thofeof a contrary opinion, the Duke of Rhoan 
much labouring therein. 

The Englifo King frames a huge Fleet in 1^37, as it was then 
faid, for reftrainiag, or fubduing the Sea. But whether there 
might not be fome other end in it 5 for he intercedes that year 
with the Emperour, in the behalf of the Palatinate; And (it 
feems the Spaniards were then in theEnglilh books) makes a 
ftopof the Hollanders at Plymouth, for fpoyling the Spaniards; 
Again he trimmsand prepares a Navy in 1 637, and ’twas que- 
ftioned by fome, whether to reftore the Pallgrave by foul means, 
feeing fair would not do ? or to fubdue his own fubje&s upon oc¬ 
casion at hand ? We may think the latter; for after that Burton y 
Pryn, and Baftwick had received their laft Cenlure from Arch- 
bifhop Laud in the Star-Chamber, ( for the two laft of thefe had 
been cenfured before in 1634, Febr. 12th.) on Jan. the 14th of 
this year 1637 (for writing againft the pride and corruption of 
Prelates; fcourging with a lharp Pen Stage-Players and their 
abettors; fpeakingagainft men given t© change from better to 
worfe, according to that exprefiion in the Proverbs , by turning in¬ 
ward fwcerity into outward Ceremonies ; which word Ceremony , takes 
its derivation either f rom the Latine word Carendo, becaufe they 
are leaft wanted ; or from the Greek, -its /aW, that is, so 
endure but fora time, and fo was to give place unto, and not be 
brought in place of the true worship;) and on the 30th day of the

Tj» Erdtnand the fecond being deceafedjthe year following, id58, 
i The Swedifti party (whether through the ftree of warlique 
valour, or partly occafioned by theEmperour’s death) proceeded 
againft their Adverfaries with great fucceffe. For both the I>uke 

brought back unto the Baltick Sea, performed divers noble Ex¬ 
ploits. 

The occafion of his fudden return thither, was the news that 
he heard, of about 14 Brigandines, or Coats of cruft of clay made 
to caft off the water, that were placed in Rhenes banks, to have 
yielded through the power of rnrtb. After his coming, he befie- 
ged Rbeinfield, and fighting his enemies in two battels,being over¬ 
come, at lengrn he overcomerh, and took prifoners of war, mrth 
Erik ford, fyereutea, Frufienkerger, with ocher Captains, and Saveli 
who deceived his keepers, by flipping away in an old womans ha¬ 
bit: unto this place, by incredible enforcement of endeavour, 
and con^ueft, he fubdueth Fridburg, a Town or City of Brifgovc 
and he laid traps for Brifack Lord of the Rhene, to hinder it from" 
provifion, in as much as he knew the old ftore of vi&ual was be¬ 
llowed on the Army, and that himfclf might be able to flop the

into Burgundy to winter: neither was he there idle, but by great 
0 endeavour 



endeavour fubdueth Tontarly, andalmoft all Burgundy , he takes tVAX) 
into pbfJeffion the narrow paflages, even unto Morfane, and ob- A f nao 
taineth theCaftle of Jaux, theloffe of which the Lievtenant or - 

Governour purged away with the Ioffe of his head ; the Spaniard 
alfo a long time after befieging it, but in vain. And at length 
Thane, (with twojemples of Hippolytw and Claudiw) where the 
Lorraine/ had been Scattered, being fubdued, recruiting his Ar¬ 
my, he fets foreward for upper Germany , but foon breathed his 
lait, as is thought, by poyfon. Whereupon the top of affairs was 
committed to the guidance of four perfons, Erlach, Otto Earl of 
Nafjaw, Rofe, and Oebeme*, whom, that the French King (who it 
feemeth flood in as much, orjuore need of the Swedes friendfhip 
and afliftance, than the other did of his) might make his own* 

{whether they loved him not, or fufpe&ed him) he encounters 
them with agreat fumme of Money, and reneweth his League 
with the States of High-Gmw^y, alfo a Generali of the Army be¬ 
ing added in Vtnurnds room. Butin the mean time thefe four 
Dire&ours draw down unto the lower parts, where they pof- 
feffe Bungye, Oppenkeyme , with other places, and palling over the 
River Rhene, meeting with Geleen the Emperian, are beaten by 
him in Rhingave ; 'from whence going unto the land of the Arch- 
bifho^oi Triers y ot Trevirai by reafon of the enmities of Capita - 
ium, which being a City in Italy , I cannot lcara what the 
ground of that enmity ftiould be, they ufe it in a hoftile man¬ 
ner. 

That I may not exceed the nature of this Account, let me in¬ 
clude BannierS )with other Swedifh exploits of this year 1639, in 
fe w words. The one, not preferring Lipfia, takes Zwiccavt Chem- 
nice, and Altenburg into his poffeflion, alfo attempting Ereyburg 
again and again, to no purpofe 3 but he fubdueth Timave, Aufige , 
and Leutimerice, with Tettfchine Caftle. Then being increafed 
by Tortenfon, gets a victory at fhemnice, where he takes thirty 
foot, and twenty Hotfe Enfigns, befides Prifoners of War, and 
fpurfuing his Victory) followes Erujtenherger into Bohemia , he 
quickly fnatcheth Melnice , and Brandife, he fights again, and takes 
two great Emperians, Hojfkirch, and Montcucule. But withailhs 
receiveth no fmall check, in feeing four legions fin fnatehing after 
all warlike neceffaries) to be difperfed by the Hungarians ; not- 
withftanding he conquers again at fehnsbrode 3 where, through 
luft or inordinate defire, his men had almeft tumulred. While 
thc.other Swedijh parties are bringing under Wolfing, and Halle, 
wrangeli a Major, comes to them with 300 men, having before 
fallen off unto the Duke of Brandenburg . Alfo Axel Lilly , fubd u- 
eth Damnum, Hovnburg, and Mauris e his Caftle. Like wife other 
Captains take Burgfdorffe, the Duke ef Brandenbgrghis chief Cap¬ 
tain, and Bernave a Town, the fecond time. Then Konmgfmart , 
conquering a tDuderfiade, makes that Town, together with Cjley* 
ehenjleyne, and Glettenburg, his own, yet being bufied eifewherei 
Was thrown out QiBile§dd, Lily Holland Lily Span, co working,

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make five Towns ackriowledg Swethland, whereof Frankford vva$ 
one 5 two Towns, ‘Dreifia* and Beuzen* are taken with the (laughter 
to 1,4? of the Saxons, with fome other things, qu* nunc perferibere Ungum 
L^’V'NJ eft. 

The Emperour performed little, therefore I will briefly recite 
his deeds. He calls Hatsfield into Bohemia, and confcrreth the 
higheft command on the Arch-Duke, he alfo encouragerh the 
Saxon to fubdue Ttmave, that Bannier had taken a little before, 
and he attempteth it often, but in vain, as alfo Altville, yet, not 
unftoudy beftirring himfi If at Marburg, he brings his Gnfens un¬ 
to certain laws or conditions. The Emperour alio fends away the 
Duke of Brandenburg into Livonia, where his Men under the com¬ 
mand of 1 '.is Captain Hermanne Bottye are Scattered, and Bottye 
himleif taken. He commands George Duke of Lunaburg, to re- 
florehim Hilaefje ; that Koningfmart had taken from him a little 
before. Being willing to be rid of Banmers company in Bohemia, 
he bids Ohre a Major to fet upon Oldendorp , thatfo the othe r might 
be necefli ated to depart thence, for its relief. And lastly makes 
Leopdd mllrtme the Arch-Duke, chief Commander of his 
Horfe. 

’Tis high time to caft an rye upon the affairs of other Nations^ 
and cfpecially on Brittain, Brittain May, which (being environed 
with tne Sea, offo confidcrable a bigntffe, it being uputed, if 
notthegreateftof all, yet fa ve one, the greateft of Elands in the 
whole World, fo fertile for all kind of neceffary fuftenance, (with 
contentment ) efpecially England , that its inhabitants may live of 
themfelves, without the help of other Countries) is of a tempe¬ 
rate climate, and to be accounted amongft the happieft of Regi¬ 
ons 5 and which for a conftderable number of years, ldo not find 
had been, lo much as in any eminent perill of forreign enemies, 
uilefle’cwere in 1588. by the Spanijh Armado, nor but once in 
the jaws of death, by an undermimrg confpiracy of a Powder- 
Plot, in its own bowels, from both which it received a delive¬ 


rance by a high hand of providence ; Now about the year 1 638, 
begins as was faidof Rome\fuis viribmrueref to fall and undo it 
feif by its own ftrengtb : for (after the impofing of many Cere¬ 
monies by the Enghjh Bifbops, the Book for fports, and the Pillar¬ 
ing and banifhment of thofe three men, mentioned in the former 
Chapter, the Liturgy enjoyned to the Scottifh Nation, and af¬ 
terwards, on Aprill the eighth, i6$%.Jokn Lilburn aiyourg man

July followii^, and in .eight dayes time was concluded, and-the 
uext day after, which was the 1,8th of July., the Armies began tp 
be disbanded, the Scots had good conditions from the .-King, as 
with relation to their Covenant and charges, foriuch was the bent 
■of their fpirics in that bufipefle, that whhoat,tboie, they wer? re- 
folvedaot to retreat. When the cloud was, o,ver,tl)eiCing,foon retur¬ 
ned to-his houfeat Theobalds* for on the firft of Auguft following 
Be came thither, and was at his.Court at white-Hall, on the third 
day of the feme Moneth. This year therewere two Parliaments 
40 Scotland, the oneBegan on May the fifteenth, and diftolved by 
ihe King within a M.oneths.time; the other on Auguft the oneand 
thirtieth, which fete till Decemb. the z8th, and then was adjour¬ 
ned until! June the fecond following : I hear not of any great 
•matter done by the firft, the time was ftiort 5 Nor by the fecond, 
unlefl'e it were tp : in v&deEngbnd the fecond time. There was al¬ 
fo a Parliam ent fummpned in Ireland this year, in the latter part 
,of the year by the.Earlof .^^jJflri, upon his return into Ireland , 
who fome few Moneths before, in Auguft,had.come into England* 
rwhere he received that Titlefrom the King, This lrifh , Parlia- 
jnent, gr anted Strafford four fubfidies indeed, but could do lit tle 
^oodrto chat Common-Wealth, not being fo happy, (through-the 
.cunning clofe concealment of.the bioudily intended lrifh) . as to 
iorefee apd prevent that cruell and bloudy Tragedy, which in a 
Lll 2 Rebellion 
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(\ AX") Rebellion within i wo years after broke forth. The faid Earl of 

tfchrtft* Straford returned into England near the beginning of the next 

wi* 4 2, year. 

lsw The French (J*«*«.like) in the year i £3 8, turn their faces with 
their weapons, two wayes; again# the Spaniard, and alfo again# 
the Lorrainer with the Emperour’s forces. For the king ©f France 
fends the Prince of Conde with a great Artny into Spain, who fer- 
ting upon a place called Fontarak, is by the Spaniard beaten off 
from the fiege ; yet fighting a hurrfu II Sea-battel to both fiJcs.he 
gets the vi&ory, at Genua in Italy; and then vanquifherh a fmall 
Cattle of Ficcardy . And in 1639, warring by land again# the 
Spaniard , forcetb Hefdin, a Town of theirs, to yield • but then 
Feckier befieging Tbeomville, he is repaid with advantage, beinar 
overthrown and taken by PiccoUmine and Beckye . When’ he had 
befieged a fortified Temple of Audomare to no purpofe'1638, he 
notwithftanding beat the Duke of Lorrain in Burgundy, the Duke 
of Longueville being chief Commander : Whereupon he van- 
quifheth two places, Polignye, andArbcefe; And afterwards 
Danviiler in the Territories of Lucemburg. Then there being 
a Confpiracy for the betraying, or at unawares taking the City of 
Metis or Metz in Gallo-Bdgihy or French Germany (To called,from 
Metm a Roman, who (this Cfity being vanquifhed by jul'm C*fw) 
enlarged and cncompaffed it with Walls; as the City Aa- 
"gufa, was named from Auguftus that built it;) This French King 
Tent Ayds fo fufficiently feafonable (which is the chiefeft of pru¬ 
dentialtime) unto the Duke of Vinurn, that (before ’twas too 
lace) he hindred that from taking effe< 9 \ And this year alfo 
France began to be too hot to hold the King’s or Queen-Mother; 
King Lewis her fon not being pleafed with her,rbe enmity again# 
Micelieu the Cardinal, it feems remaining ; and the ftirof her 
younger fon the Duke of Orleance, (lie not difaffe&ing: So that 
fhe mutt return thorow Flanders, to the Hollanders, with 
much French fufpition, and there not making much ftay, came 
in the fame year at the very latter end of O&ober into England 5 
which coming being even at the very time that the Scots began to 
arm, was judged by very many of the Engiifh, not a little to 
heighten, if not harden, Kingly opp®ficion ; which as it was in- 
created, fo the aoimofity of many fubje&s there, having an anti¬ 
pathy again# many things, was raifed alfo; Contraries never* 
yielding willingly to contraries; but rather (as fire in thecolde# 
weather which fcorcheth moft) take ftrength again# each other. 
She ftaying about 9 or 1 o cnoneths time here, returned (net into 
France ) out of England, rather unto mo# more welcome, than 
when fhe came in; and not very long after departed lire. 

The young Palatinate this year 1638,obtaining fome help from 
the Engiifh King his Uncle, mufters a Souldiery, and gets to him- 
felf Meppene, a Town in weftphalia ; but Hats field the great Impe¬ 
rial Commander, fcatfersand put him to flight; and withail, 
takeshisbrorher^crTwhowasintheengagement: but he ob¬

tamuig his liberty from the Emperour in the year 1^41, thr Kuig rvA-/T; 

°t England himlelf had employment for him and his younger bro- Arvno 
ther CM aurice, in carrying on bis War (as chief Commanders) £ 
agai nit the Parliament. And then (as an addition to the Actions 
oithe Eaiperour’s Forces this year) the faid Natsfidd fubdueth 
recta, a drong place, with labour and toyl. 

But the Span ill) King alfo amongft the reft,ftrikes, this year.on 
both hdes or him ; for he on the one hand contends in Italy, and 
overcometh three places, Breme , Vercella, and Bomara ; and in the 
juliacau held, Keeper. Qa the other hand, he fights with the 
Dutch, with the like overthrow 5 for he punifheth them mo# 
grievoufly at Antwerp, whither he defends the (falloane Fort, and 
qeldre mo# valiantly to their Ioffe. And being home-body at Sea, 
as well as at Land, calls his Duke of Modena High-Admiral of 
three Seas. But fas a curb to a high fpirit) the fame year, in the 
very Haven of Texel, fourty of his ihips perifhed by a tempeft But 
m the year following, 1 639, Bellona or wariique affairs fmiled 
upon him throughout Piedmont, a Province of the French • for 
the Spaniards make fir# of all the Camp of Gregui and Crefcence 
their own; then after that, the French, to wirhftand them, ioyn- 
mg themfelves together in the Suburbs'of Taurine, fought the 
Spaniard; but although the battle was doubtfull enough, yet the 
Spaniard added to the other two, the place called Fill a Nova, or 
New Village, with three other Towns. And made Trine, a Town 
rich both in provifion and plunder, yea and Taurine it {elf, with 
its Cattle, befides two other places, to obey him as a Conque- 
rour. The French King on the contrary, left he fhould teem to 
do nothing againft his enemy, by two Leaders poffefleth fourpla- 
ces, cbivafe, and Salfa in the County of Roffilion, by the Prince of 
Conde h Lared and ^Anthonie's Temple, at the Cantabrian Ocean 
in Bilcay, by the Bifhopof Burdegaie, (whether through valour 
orpolicy) he overcometh ; and alfo quickly fnatcheth away two 
(hips of Spain laden with great fpoyls. Ac length both of them 
tafted the feat or ftare of wariique weapons in Italy, the which 
was fo wearyed with rollings and tumblings to and f ro,that at the 
latter end of the year Salfa was again yielded to the Spaniard. Who 
doing difpleafure to theTraje&incs of the River Mofe by Sea, felt 
the force of the Dutch Fleet in a Sea-fight at Dunkirk to his dam- 
mage, c Martin Trump being Cenquerour; and toward the end of 
this year 16^9, in a far more fierce one, a far greater lode ; the 
Spaniard of 50 fhips faving but 1 5 : The two Navies pitching on 
the Engiifh Coaft, the Engiifh interrupted them. 

While thefe things were ading in Europe, the Turks in Alia 
vanquiflied Babylon in 1639 , which was defended by the ‘Perfi- 
^ until! the Befieger flew 40000 of the befieged, but who cer¬ 
tainly knoweth what he himfclf loft ? This grand Sultan Amu- 
■rath appoints a Navy togo, as far as the red Sea, againft thcCcf. 

Jacks , and runs toward Breger in Hungary, devouring rhe prev; 
notwithttauding the Plague being in the City Aleppo, makes

to UK* That I may inferc a grain of Bony amongft fo much Gall, we 
may take notice, that in the year 16385 in-® piece of ground be¬ 
longing to Hungary, at the greater Waradtne, amongft the ruh- 
bifn of a burying Chappell deftroyed by Betklem Prince of Tran- 
fil vania, there was a treafure found, with a port-mantle or fome 
fuch thing, with a diamond in bigoeffe of a bens egg. I find alfo 
three eminent marriages folemmzed in thefe two years: one 
whereof was between Franc# churls Duke of Lawenburg,and.the 
widow of Betklem Cjabor the forcfaid Tranfylvanian Prince, who 
dying in the year 1636, (I rouft recede a little) new troubles 
arofe in Tranfylvania 5 after that, one Ragstzy enjoyed the affairs. 
Salymyeo f Bethle/ns family gathering 2000 Souldiersand more, in 
oppofition of him, &c. Thus much in the.general. And it is cre¬ 
dibly reported, that in the fame Tranfylvania , there is a vifible 
Church, who maintain their orderly fucceffion of Ordinances 
from the Apoftles times, by an adminiftrarcr of baptifm, without 
intermiffion. Be it fo : yet what is a fucceffion of the form, with¬ 
out the life and power they lived in ? 

Alfo of two male- children born into the world; for which there 
is joy to the travailing mothers; the one to the Duke of Bavaria , 
Jerome by name, on the day before toe Kal. of O&ob. 1638; the 
other to the Duke of Lorrain’sbrother, named Ferdinand born at 
Vienne in 1639. But then .again, the Duke of Brandenburg puffing 
by, if I miftakenor, in Pareuthefis fmitten with a leaden bullet out 
of a window, in 163S; the committer of which treacherous fa& 
being tnitherto unknown. 

By that time I have mentioned two or three things of note, it 
will be time to proceed unto the a6t tons of the two other years, to 
be contained in this Chapter. At Vienna , the biggeft Bell in the 
City founded of his own accord, none enforcing it, which to 
me feemeth not the leaf! of wonders. In the Prince’s Court alfo 
of the fame place, an Eaale of fifteen years old fell down dead: 
which feems not the Itaft of tokens. And (which is among the 
greateft of wonderful thingsJa Chariot with 6 horfes,and five that 
were carried therein, was by the force of the wind caftoff froma. 
long bridge into the River Danubius of the fame Vienna . Thefe 
three in one year, to wit, in 1639. 

Money (which is accounted tne finews of War) being wanting 
to the Emperour j himfelf, with the Elcdtors,Emb=:flaclours,and 
the Deputies of other States came together at Norimbtrg,in 16403 
but there being nothing done at that meeting, there were the faose 
year AfLmbhes of all ranks fummoned at Ratbbone, where they 
-treated both concerning railing money for carrying on tne W arr, 
and alfo, of reftoring the adminiftration of Civil Juftice in places 
where they could; which by reafon of the wars,'muft needs have 
been either abolifhed, or neglected. For,

This Emperour, in a fpecial manner, endeavours a peace with the 
Dinah King this year; butluftily encounters the Swcdiih For- 
ces .• ior (Gorge Duke of Luneburg recovering Steynbruck,a Town 
before loft) the Imperialifts having Spark for their Leader, per- 
form tweiconfiderable Services, by beating Ekard and Sole, two 
Swedilh Commanders; and which is more, by driving Runnier 
out of Bohemia : but being fome what difperfed hereby, they ga¬ 
ther their Army together, and fit down atSalfield, and with tins 
fecond Army they recover Telchine Caftle: Moreover, forcing 
Binnier to retire himfelf in the Lower-HafTu; but,following him 
thither, as it feemeth, too hotly, although they were joyned with 
Gf/ffu, Haefe, Conzage, and Hatsfield, they are there ft altered 
Thefe alfo vanquilh three Towns more, and under the command 
of Golze, force Hirfchberg in Silefia unto a demoliftiment; the 
Saxon Duke, the Duke of Brandenburg, and Truckmuller, at three 
leveral places with like Martial force, in the mean time earneltly 
labouring, although in vain,and with flaughter of their men. The 
Pope araongil all this, being urgently bufied to make peace be- 
iween the Kings. 

Thofe that had been under the command of the Duke of Vinurn, 
oa the contrary, are not idle, but do divide their company into 
three parts, poffeffiug Werterave, and fpreading themfelves in 
tnree chief places thereof. The Emperiansaffiiult Bingium , the 
Which being a place fit for paffage or conveyance 5 the other 
Iharpiy defend againft them 5 yet at laft they lofc it ; and feeling 
their warfare in order, a heap of battels imploying them, they 
joyn with 1 Pannier 5 and at the latter end of the year, do fcatter and 
beat the Baron of Bredah at Zigenhayne : where alfo Rofe, a Maj >r, 
takes a French Earl ( full of gold and Brigandines ) unthought 

But Bannjer himfelf this year 1640, playes icf< ; he robbed 
and killed in Bohemia in the wayes as he went, and beheadeth 
the Gonfuls or chief Magiftrates of two Towns, Satze and Cade 5 
together with a Judge ; after that, when the Emperour’s forces 
bad recovered two garrifons, he {Lighting another place, takes 
fpeedily, although with fome Ioffe, plane- Caftle, very full of all 
fort of visual ; thence, while the Ensperians overcome Chemnice, 
he departed to Erford, and being increafed by other Armies, he 
oppofed himfelf againft them, who going forward to Salfield,had 
there refred with 70 thoufand men. His wife now dying, being 
gneved (when he had fir ft taken Fulda , and had heard a vovee in 
tneayr, Begone , Bannier , be gone, for now the time isf) he went away 
to Efchwege , and then joyns the forces of Durlace to himfelf, 

whereby 
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whereby he wrefted chat honorable Vi&ory at Homburg in Haflia 
aforementioned, from the Imperialifts 3 which Coaquc-ft, the 
furrender of Amtnoburg followed 5 then returning back to Srford, 
be befieged one place, and took another, now ready to ftrive, if he 
could, to break into Bavaria : Into which to come,he bends him. 
felt in the beginning of 1641, and therefore calling to him Gut- 
brian> who was the French General of Ftnurn’s Army, breaks 
thorowby fighting, and takes Chamice, as alfo cloaths appointed 
for the Emperour’s Souldiers. But then letting go Gutbri&n to 
another place, while he was more fecure than ordinary at a place 
ordained for hunting, that he had taken away from the Duke of 
Brandenburg ,he is invaded by the Emperians 3 and unlefs Schlange 
of Neoburg hadjbeforea Wood, valiantly refilled them, he had 
been quite overthrown. However, he was forced to redeem his 
efcape into Bohemia with the Ioffe of 26Enfigns,and 1800 horfe- 
men ; yet perceiving the Conquerour to follow after him, 
calls back Guehnan , and, at Zmccave, is joyned with him. 

Then again, at the River Sale, the chief of warlike matters (and 
the conclufion 10 Bannier) is joyned, where each party maintain 
a Bank 3 Bannier toughly, and (as I may fay) with his teeth de¬ 
fending his 3 yet at length being forced to yicld,he geeth to Hal- 
her $ ode, where voyding much blood and matter, through an Iai- 
pofthume, or breaking of a vein, he put an end to his life, and fo 
to all his toyl and labours 3 the Voyce, as may be well fuppofed, 
that he heard in the Ayr the year before, having reference rather 
unto this time of his death, than unto the Vi&ory that he got a lit¬ 
tle after, at Hamburg. But the S wedifh forces (what through this 
Arch-warriour’s death, what through this laft repulfe at Sale) 
were broken both in ftrength, and courage : yet not being wholly 
difmayed, they ftand waiting upon the Senate of Stockholm for 
new orders, who commanded Tcrfienfchn to undergo, as General, 
Bannier’s charge and burden, who having received his Commif- 
fion, paffeth over the River Albis with a iupply of his own, and 
pyns with the Bannerians, whereby they allayed the fpirits of 
the Emperians that then were hot againft them. Notwithft&nd- 
ing they having renewed their League with the Lantgrave of 
Bede, and the Duke of Luneburg, break thorow Wolfehyte, and 
(being rcfolvedly bent) they beat and are beaten, untill the Duke 
of Luneburg could pafle over unto the Emperour's party 3 which 
gave an occafion to the Bannerians of moving elfe-where. 

Many places were yielded to the Emperour’s Souldiers this 
year 3 firft the Town Cr'ucinack with its Caftle3 then feven other 
confiderable Cities and Town,wiAi other places of lefs note. 2 Oor- 
jlene (fomewhat remote) was after two moneths fiegetaken. Ein* 
beck and alfo flive were forced|o yield, and that with a laughter 
of the Haffians who had come for relief 3 and in the mean time 
the Duke of Saxony, through very much labour and induffry 
brings Gorlice under his power. In which year alfo (being 1641) 
by the Empercur (at Affembliesheld at Radsbone concerning a 
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right managing the War, and fupplying the laid War with aydsj rv/wO 
Edward Duke of Bregance, the natural brother of the valiant and of cm * 
diligent King in Portugal , is committed to cuffody. to * 

But in England , alter Charts King of Britain was again eftran- 
ged trom the Scots a little after the pacification between them, 
and had difavowed that Paper which the Scots, avouched to con- 
tein the true conditions of the fa me, and in ceftimonyofhis indig¬ 
nation againft it, had commanded it to be burnt by the common 
Executioner, in the year i^.hetold his Privy-Counceil about 
the beginning of December, the fame year, that he intended to 
fummon a Parliament, or Kingdom’s Reprefentative in England , 

(which began on Aprill the thirteenth, in the year 1^40) with 
which the fubjV&s were even filled with hopes of redreffes of ma¬ 
ny things amiffe, and almoft with wonder, at the having of that, 
tne name of which feemed to be ftrange amongft them 3 But their 
hopes were not anfwered herein 3 for the King being very urgent 
at the faid Parliament for money to War a fecond time with the 
Scots, and to pay the Army that he had already railed i n order 
thereto, which was to be done by that which they call [ Subfidy ], 
fome Members preferring a redreffe of grievances before the 
other, made fpeecbes to the fame purpofe ; but yet they ta¬ 
king the faid Subfidies into confederation, while they were deba¬ 
ting the bufineffe, the King thinking (it feems ) they were not Cor- 
diall therein, and did it with delay, brake them up, on the fifth of 
May following, which was in the (pace of three weeks. But af¬ 
ter that, hecontinved the fitting of the Convocation of their Cler¬ 
gy un till May the twenty ninth, (a thing never known fo before) 
who, by riis Authority, made Canons, and put.Oaths upon fome. 

And on the eighth of July following, the faid King had a third fon 
born unto him, named Henry , and intituled Duke of Gloucefler. 

But the Scots upon new difeontents enter England the fecond time, 
on Auguft the feventeemh, (their fecond Parliament now fitting 
again, June the fecond, that had been adjourned from December 
the eighteenth, 1639.) againft whom the King (havinghad con¬ 
tributions from the Clergy and others) and iffuing out Writs for 
S .ip-money, and other waies undertaken for defraying the char¬ 
ges of the war) fet forward toward the North of England with an 
Army, on the twentieth day of the fame Auguft, under the com¬ 
mand of the Deputy, Earl of Strafford (the Earl oi Northumber¬ 
land, wno was appoynted as Generali, not being in health) where 
having a fight, or rather askirmifh, a iNjwbum, on the twenty 
eighth day, and a; another place far North, the English fouldiers, 
not witling to engage in thatcaufe, and many mutinying againft 
their Officers 3 the King (who had on September the twentieth, 
fet up his Standard of War at the City of Tork, and his Councill 
meeting there on the twenty fourth day) by a choice of fome 
Lords of both Kingdomes, to com pofe the matter, atlengthcame 
to a ceffation of Arms with the Scots upon feven Articles on Oft. 
the twenty fixth of the fame year, untill Decemb. the fixceenth 
Mm m ' following. 
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following, which Annies were nor disbanded until the beginning 
of Auguft following, in the year i £41. In the mean time feme 
Englijb Peers and Barons, being fomewhat fenfible of the conditi¬ 
on of their Ration, and what the confequence of this war with 
their fellow-fubje&s, migh t be 3 do Petirion their King to call 
another Parliament with fpeed; who feeing a neceffity thereof, 
as well as the Petitioners, acquainted his Councell at Tork of his 
intentions for a Parliament, which fhould begin on Novemb. the 
third following, which Parliament (having the fame year, Jan. 
the Eleventh, exhibited a Bill for one to be had every three years, 
and alfo May the tenth, in 1541, another bill for their own con¬ 
tinuance, untill they were willing to difiolve.,. unto both which 
the King iigned) fate from November the third, 1640. U nto 
Aprill the 20th, 1^5 3. almoft thirteen years, and. therefore was 
by the Englijb called the [ Long-winded ] Parliament. One of the 
firft things this grear Councei fet upon, was to.impeach rhofe 
whom they, judged offenders againft the Common-Wealth: the 
firft of whom was the afore-faid Deputy of Ireland, the Earl of 
Strafford, a deep Politician, who being committed to cufiody, on 
the Eleventh day of November 1 £40. and to the Tower of Lon- 
dott, the two and twentieth of the fame, and began to be tryedin a 
Pompous and remarkable manner on March the two and twen¬ 
tieth following,.upon nine Grand Articles, in the Hall of mftrnin- 
fler, whofarfriall ending April the fifteenth, 1*41. was (being by 
his Judges, ad judged Guilty ofHigh Treafon)be beaded (the King 
havmg irftEgned to his Execution.) on the rath of May of the 
fame year. 

Another was, to cenfure and remove divers Minifters of the 
Church that were fcandalous,orfuperftitious, and to relieve and 
recompence thofe who had been diligent, and. Confcientious fuf< 
ferers. 

The Parliament and people of England (at this time) loving the 
Scots, becaufc they looked on them as inftrumencs, (by oppofing 
the King) of procuring this means of their redrefte, Gommiffioners 
from Scotland, had.acceptabierefidence in London on the i?th of 
November 1640. the Parliament on the twelfth day of the fame 
Moneth, before their comming thither, having by Vote ordered 
the. Scots, in part of 300000 ft. no leffe then 100000 ft. to be 
payed them, for fupplying their lofles and neceffities. -Ac chelate 
ter end of which Moneth, Pryn, and Burton, and within a Fort¬ 
nights rime, Baflmck, who had three years before, fuffered as 
abovefaid, were brought with triumph into the City from exile, 
about which time alfo there was Petitioning by the Londoners, 
againft, not onely the mifdemeanors, but the very ftanding of the 
Blfhops of their Church 3 and william Laud, Arch-Bifhop of Can¬ 
terbury, was on the eighteenth day of December 1640. by the 
Great Councell of the Kingdome, fcqueftred from all his digni¬ 
ties, and ('to the Kings grief) commit ted, firft into the hands of the 
Ulheraf the upperhoufe, which they caliche black Rod, and on 
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thecight and twentieth day ot January following, unto a cioftr 
confinement in the Tower of, London ; and .after wards in the An:1 ° 16^ 
Moneth of November, 1^41. there being tumults of the Citizens “ 
0 i L,ndon,m the mid ft of which, they declared againft, and 
threatned the Bifhops; twelve of whom (having protefted againft 
the validity of the Parliaments votes in their abfence, tie wnich 
they faid, the danger of the tumultuous occafioned) were accu- 
fed thereupon of High Treafon; ten whereof were fent Prifoners 
to the Tower, the other two to the black Rod. Amongft thefe 
things the Brittijb King efpoufedhis eldeft daughter c JMary,- unto 
William otNaJfaw, fon of Henry Prince oi Orange in the year I £40 
and the faid young Prince comming to London on Aprill the twen¬ 
tieth 1641. (the Parliament being pleafed with the marria^e,the 
States of Holland s Ambaftadours, make fair proposals to the 
King) was with great folemnity married unto her on the fecond 
or Utfay, the fame year, (lie being then not above ten years of ase 
and the Prince about fixteen. ® 9 

The king alfo took a journey this year, on Auguft the tenth, in¬ 
to Scotland {the Parliament intreating his longer ftay,byreafonof 
the kingdomes occafions). Which proved a hinderairce unto 
Englsnds affairs. And although the kings end of going at that 
time, was not by the£^M, underftood, yet a Scottifh Writer 
faith, (for it was about the time of the two Armies disbanding) 

It was fecretly to engage them againft the Englijb Patliament by 
large and lair promifes, and alfo to take fome Noble men of Sctu 
Woutof the way, whofe willingnefle therein hefufpeaed. But 
in the mean time, on O&ober the three and twentieth, i6ai. the 
confpiracy of the frijh in Ireland (fo long kept clofe) broke forth 
in a mqft bloudy manner againft the Englijb, and Proreftants th&e, 

10 that in two Moneths fpace, (befides many great and grievous 

torments,and fpoylmgs of worldiy goodsandeftatts)were murder¬ 
ed bo leffe, (as is credibly reported; then 200000 Souls Amongft 

other places of ftreagth, the Caftloof Dublin, Irelands Morher-Ci- 
ry, and that kmgdomes chief Magazine, was to be feizedonthis 
V m u ^ u Ut ^ a Gountreyman of their own, fervanc to an En- 
giijb knight, through a providential relation over-night, by <JMac- 
Mobone, of fome paftages unto him, it was difeovered 3 whereby 
this c Macmohone, and CMaguire an Irifb Lord, were fuddenly ap- 
prehended,who afterwards fuffered death mEngland for rhe fame, 
the Irijb being on the firft of January following, openly proclaim¬ 
ed Rebells 3 and the Englijb Parliament, taking what care they 

could (in fo fudden a cafe) for fupplies againft them. 

Baton January the third (next after the faid king returns from 
Scotland, which was on November the twenty fifth, on which day 
he was with pompous folemnity, and coftly equipage received in- 
to London by the Citizens) he exhibited feven Articles ofHigh 
lreafon againft fix Members of that reprefentative, (chiefly nS- 
ved hereto as fome fay, by his Queens being begun to be accufed 
about the troubles of Ireland) and the day following came perfo- 
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nally'ifttd cbe Lewer-houfe, (two or three hundred armed men 
atr'erfdin^Flirt) j incl Fitting down in their Speaker s Chair, de- 
ma&fcd five of their Members ;*bm they having abfented them, 
felves iipbh information? and that houfe judging the King to have 
broken*their priviicdge thereby?be being urged as for other things, 
fofor that he could not have bis will on thofc men; the people 
alfo flocking to Weftminfter in great throngs, from difcontent, 
took (as he thought;) a juft occafton to depart from the City unto 
an hbuffe of his about 4 12 miles from London, called Hampton. 
Court, on the very 10th day of the fame Jan. 1 641 j Who (being 
petitioned for the Militia on the 27 day, to be put into the Par- 
liameritsMnds, which he refuted,) after divers movmgs from 
placebo place, came, at length, on March ipth 5 unto York, where 
we*foun dh i m,w h en he firft divulged his intent of fummoning 
this 1 Parliament, with whom now he was difeontented. Who 
alfo had this year publifhed a Law for the reftoring the Paldti* 
mte his Couzen, (in whole place, his father being dead, the Da¬ 
nish King is fetj but to little or no purpofe, beginning to have 
enough to do at home, nmleszlfo, a dominion belonging unto 
EnvUndi being inf the year 1^40, what with Sea and rain wa- 
tersj almoft drowned, which may be accounted aprefageof the 
ailteryj that for fome few years overfpread? and almoft over- 
wheiined that Nation. . 

-The French King, in the mean time, minds his own affairs, ta¬ 
king care to havfcrwb places (concerning Germany) fortified, Bri- 
'Rbeinjitld ; arid gives increafes unto Timm’s Army un¬ 
der the command of Guebriani yet loofeth Salft 5 thefe in 1^41. 
Bfi* againft the Spaniard the fame year he prevails not a little; 
ioFtfiey befieging Cafale, he beats them off, and ftripping them of 
their Camps,obtains a prey te the value of 6© thouland Duckets, 
Which was for the Souldiers pay; the other almoft ineftimable, 
fbiTthfere was a lofty Chariot that coff (it felf) 8000 Duckets. 
They fight again at Pade, where the French had the mafterdome, 
and gets ‘Taurine by furrender. Moreover, he performed a no- 
tablo piece of fervicein the Netherlands againft him ; forroming 
upon Atrebate unthought of, he furrounds it, and within three 
hioheths time fubduethit; which Town, had for the fpaceof 
14S years renounced the Rule of France, and therefore by the 
French King’s Anceftors had been feven times befieged; yet ail in 
vain. And whereas the Catalonians (who by reafon of nearnefle 
of ficuation, are fubjeft to Spanifh Incurfions) were dealt unwor¬ 
thily withall by them, they humbly craving ayd, the French be¬ 
gins this year by great Armies to fee them at liberty; and in the 
year 1641, goes about the bufineffe with the Spaniard, and gives 
him oftenoverthrowes at Barcelona ; and then befiegeth Tarragon 
of patalonia ; which the Spaniard (loath to lofe) often attempts 
to beat them off, and as often fruftrated by the French, untill at 
length being ©verpowred in number, he is forced to leave it. The 
Prince of Conde likewife robbing and killing in the Spaniard s

County of RufiUo . The King of Spain -alfo having fofoewhar-to f\A>y 
lay untojohn the4th,King of Lufiiania or Portugal this vear bv Anno 

p ^7 kttm ’ bC * snot at a!1 roowd thereat, but lends’ his ™ 
fcmbafladours every way even to the Dutch and Swedes, endea- <-TVNJ 
vourmg to get their favour. Difcovtring alfo, and quenching a 

nioit deftrudive Confpiracy againft him at Lisbone. 

Moreover, the Pope being a partaker againft the French, occa¬ 
sions him to fight at Bulloign , and he feeth ail the Dukes of Italy 
to take in hand that which they had made a common caufe againft 
him. But when as the Governour of Sueffo, being fupported by 
other helps, had made an inroad into France nigh the Wood or 
For re ft of Arduen, he turned thither all his power, overthrewThe 
other the Suefonian himfelf falling in battel, and who was the 
Jaft of that ftock and ambition. The French after this fubdued 
three Towns of their enemies, but were forced to reftore Arre ah. 
ter four moneths, by reafon of other diftra&ioBsv 
The Dutch feems to be more enriched with Tunns of gold out 
of both the Indies this year 1^40, than impoverifhed by battels* 
for they receive from thence 150 of them: yet they feel the force' 
and damage of fome great ftorms in their ha vens ; and fight bloo¬ 
dily againft the Spaniard at Hulft, attempting two places, Slufe^nd 
Bruge m vam. But ftoutly befieging the fmall Fortrefs 0 (Gennepe 
m 1^4 1, they conftrain it to yield. Arming the year before by 
reafon of the dafhings begun in England; and being then alfo for¬ 
bidden to ride on the Danifh Sea. . & v 

Arnuratkj'Emp erour of the Turks (who had the report of a good 

SouIdier,but agreatTyrant)dyingiDfHeyear i^ 4 o,thc 3 3 dfean 

the nowr of his age, his brother Ibraim, in the 27th year of fers ' 
age, fucceeded him; who continued his bufie endeavour of peace 
with the Perfian: but calling the Tartarian into bis fellowfhin 
threatnetha moft cruel War on Poland; wfeofe Pyrars alfo of 
Argier take a Spanish fhip, valued to be worth 30000b Flo 
rens. J 

Three or four ftrange and unufual things happened in divers 
places within two years fpace: The one was a Whale,which fee¬ 
ing (in a Province of France) left without water, on a place where 
tne Tideebbeth and floweth, was found to be 320 foot long, and 
161 footbroad: This monftrous King of Fifties, wa-s nine dayes 
m deftroying with Guns, as if ’ewere Shooting againft a Caftlc- 
afterwards being drawn to {hoar by 500 ftrong armed men, open¬ 
ing his chaps, they faw them eafily to receive a horfe with his ri¬ 
der. Another was, a feven*fold off-fpring brought forth at one 
birth in the Swedifti Camps, in the year 1640, four whereof 
were male-children, three female; the laft of which received a 
baptifm,and then gave up the ghoft. Alfo a t Stockholm vn Sweden, 
on the 4th of the Ides of January, 1641, the whole Princes Court 
leeraedtobe very bright and ftiiniog with lights; and, which is 

the greateft thing, three great Guns were heard to be difeharged. 

Without the moving of any mans hand, or fire unto them. But 
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throughout Bavaria, in 1^40^ was there a fpaiious hunting made, 
*(ch% z as they fay, by the Prince of darknefle, with howling cries, dogs, 
to x^.* flefh,anda company of fervants, and divers wild beafts$ now 
L/-VNJ ready after a while to go (as he faid) a fhhing. Thisbeing true, 

as it is related, furely a lively fign both of violence, by the hunt- 

ins 5 and of deceit,by the fifhing, in the earth, 

Befides thofe mentioned in our difeourfe by the way, thefe may 
be taken notice of in their deaths both naturall and violent, chri - 
fin] Prince of Portugal 5 and Marodas Duke of Prague Francis 
Jacinth, Prince of Subaudia,a child 5 which three departed life in 
the year 1638. Andthefame year, one Cyril a Patriarch, that is, 
a chief father of the Greek Church, through the inflations or 
movinss of his adversaries at Constantinople, was ftrangled with a 
rope. Columna, Matter of the Stable, dyed at Rome in the year 
1 619 5 in which year the Emperour of qermany loft ‘Philip and 
' Augufiine, his fecond and third Tons, by death. And Levis, fon 
to the Prince of Orange, was almoft born, and dead in a moment. 
Kirchbaw an Emperian Major, being taken among the Swedes, was 
beheaded at Vienna in this year 1639 i and within the compalle 
of the fame year the Earl of Buchaim being mortally wounded in a 
fporcing-exercife, in a ifiort time after exchanged life for death. 
In 1540, befides ^Amurath the Turk, dyed George Con, (one of the 
pope’s three AmbafTadours, that (by the Queens prevalency with 
the SniUfb king herhusband) had been lately fent «n:o him, and 
with great honour received by him, in his return out of England 
to Rome. Alfo qeorge Wilhelm ,, Duke Ele&or of Brandenburg ; 
whom Frederick wilhelm fucceeded. Which Frederick the year 
following began to diminifla the Emperour, by little and little, 
making his Garrifons his own, and therefore is honourably and 
bountifully received in the Affemblies at Warfare. But Cbrifiian 
Ulrick, a Prince of Denmark, departing from Colone, a City on this 
fide the River Rhene, by the hands of the provoked Hollanders (tor 
this very year 1640, they were fordidden the Danifh Sea) peril¬ 
ed Befides John Bannier, the Swedifh Champion, this year 1641, 

dyed Arnkeym, Chief Commander of the Duke of Saxony's Soul- 
diery. John George, Duke of Brurfwick, and Luneburg this year de¬ 
parted at Hildefe, who would have obtained his Wolfebyte 5 but 
died without what he fought after. Likewife Otto, a fingie man, 
Earl of Schaumburg, and the laft of that Earldome. Amongft the 
reft Anthony Caraffain the Province of Barryen , in the kingdoms ot 
Neapolis, is to be mi nded, who in 1641 j for new burthens (a fair 
warning)impofed on the people, was by the common people flam. 
And to conclude this Chapter with a moft fad accident that hap¬ 
pened in the year 1640. At Forcbeym of Francony, a Countreyman 
killing a Hog, went away about other occafions; in whole ab- 
fence two little Boycs, one of fix, another of three years old, in 
imitation of their father, kill a little brother of theirs under three 
Moneths old \ and as though they had well done, tell the horrid 
a& to their father, being in the Garden. He beholding bmi- 
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finefie, chides them with harfh words. W hereupon tne children 

for tear of rods, bide the child in the oven. Their Mother being I<?4 * 

about her work and knowing nothing, running from the’cattle, 

fets fire on dry wood to bake,and deparrs: when (became to draw L*V\J. 

out the coals, (he feeth fas I may fay) her own bowels in her 

childs, burned ; which caufed her to ru(b head-long into a Well 

and drown her felf 5 and her Husband (through this double grief) 


CHAP. III. 

pyin account of what noted Faftages happened in Germany, England , 
_ and other places . J * 


From the year of chrifi 1642. to 1646. 

A lthough England might now begin to be the chief Subjeft 
of ourfurveying Account, her biilowes of trouble and civil 
difictmonsrifing high; yet fince Germaoie’s calamity was before 
her in order and continuance of time 5 it (hallbe alfo in order of 
declaring. 

TorfthenfotithaefoTc having taken on him Bannier’s truft in be¬ 
half of the Swedes, playes Bannier'% part 5 for, having condemned 
one Seckendorf (a Commander;to be beheaded,for treachery to the 
Army at the fiege of Wolfebyte 3 and by Koningfmark raifed the 
fiege of Mansfield 5 hearing that Stalhanfe was overcharged by the 
Duke of Lawenburg throughout Silefia, he runs to him, and ha¬ 
ving reduced four places of ftrengthj in the moneth of June 1642, 
fcatcers the faid Lawcnburg his forces/and at Swenice, takes him, 
with 38 Waggons. Thence (having fortified another place as a 
refuge in doubtfull cafes) hegoeth.to Sittave, and; undertaking to 
befiege Lipfie, the Emperians coming tooppofe him, he goes to 
meet them, and gave them a great overthrow; there were {lain 
lothe number of 5000, he took 83 great and choyfe Officers pri- 
foners,andabove4000and 400commonSouldicrs, 122 Enfigns* 
¥ great guns, together with 69 Waggons ; and when this was 
done, returns to Lipfie, and on the 24.0? October the fame year, 
receives it by furrender. And ("that he might the better deal with 
tbeiEmpcrour) perfwades the Duke of Brandenburg to ftand as a 
neuter; butthe Duke of Saxony not fo. 

quebritw, likewife the French General, and Eberfiein the Com¬ 
mander of the Hajfians,by thefufferanceof the Dutch, pafieover 
the River Rhene unto Vefalia, where they fall upon and beat Lam - 
^9, (who hadaffifted theDukeofSueffo the year before in his 
in-breach into France) about to depart into his Winter-quarters; 
there are 3 000 (lain, and 4000 taken; amongft whom their chief 
Captain bimfelf, with two others, 14 Colonels, nine EmbafTa- 
aours,eightchief menof theguard, 28 Maftersof horfe, 38 Cen¬ 
turions 
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Vsj^r\ turions or Captains of foot 3 i?(?[falfo the Tribune, fcattcring the 
refidue that gathered themfelves together; four ftrong holds be- 

t u .£ ing afterwards vanquifhed and poffcfled, and 500 wagons taken, 

that were carrying things of great value unto more fecure pla¬ 
ces. 

But the Emperour (about to fct his Souldiery in order) exchan¬ 
ge Mo?ft for tfertb^ two grand Commanders that had been mu¬ 
tually taken; yet heis rather affedfced this year 1 ^^.2, with grief 
and anger for the two overthrowes received fas abovefaid) at Si- 
leiia, (whereby Moravia, the very Center of the Land is poffcfled 
by the Conquerour) andatLipfia, which by reafon of nearnefle 
made Prague to tremble 5 (This overthrow was by flight, where¬ 
upon he branded that Legion that chiefly fled, with difgracc, and 
cutoff the head of CMandeflob the Major) than with any great jo* 
for warlique fucceffe; yet this fuppiyed the place of all comfort, 
that he recovereth Oelfa of Silefia , as alfo Marcodure in the Juliacan 
field, affording fuccour (by joyning with the Duke of Bavaria ) un¬ 
to the Province of Coione. About the beginning of this year, he 
confirms a peace with the Turk at Buda the chief City in Hunga - 
ry, for 20 years. And, being now worfted, (through the labour 
and endeavour of the King of Denmark) toward the end of the 
year, he admits of a Treaty of peace with the Swedes j and to 
• this end, are Aftemblies gathered together at Frankford upon the 
River Memz. Neverchelefle, the war going on, and being every 
where drove againft; not forgetting the llaughter and overthrow 
at Lifftay he beheadeth in 1643 more of thechief, and authors of 
that flight, publifhing his Brigades to be infamous. And for his 
afliftance, would have drawn forth the Hungarians without their 
Kingdom’s bounds, but could not obtain them. This year alfo 
he grants Piccolominie to the King of S pain for a General: yet the 
faid ‘Piccolominie in 1643, before that conceffion, haftening againft 
Torfikenfon, makes him to quit Freyberg of Mifnia$ but he fcat- 
ters Bruoy y and fetting Olmuce at liberty, finding there a confidera- 
ble treafure, he fends it away into Swetbland. Now alfo he re¬ 
ceives bands of Souldiers from the Dacians , having taken Neo- 
ftade and other places into pofieffion. And having firft redeemed 
fome Captains of three Legions (that were through {loath fuiv 
prized by the enemy ) with money, he afterward bangs forae, and 
cafhiereth others. But befieging Brmne y a ftrosg place, to his 
great daramage, he over-recruited the faid Ioffe, by difpcrfing 
Bucheym an Emperian Commander, and vanquifhing Eulenburg) a 
Town (in the borders of Moravia and Silejia) containing in it a 
million of gold. Yet while he moft haftily leads away into Hol- 
fatia , and difperfeth fome Troops of horfementhat firft came 
againft him, he iofeth Sittavia of Silefia y L emberg y and other pla¬ 
ces. . - , 

Horn leads an Army out of Swetbland thorow the mam Land, 
~ confiftingof 20000 men, and a double Navy was trimmed up at 
Stockholm 5 for they fell out with the Dane this year,for three cau-.

And when about the 
litter end of this moneth of April, 1642, 3 <5 Lords, as alfo ma¬ 
ny ci the Commons honfc, within a monethstime, went from 
the Parliament unto the King at York; then the King om in gene- 
rail feared a Civill War, which before was by many Mpefled; 
fo that on the fecond of July following, propoGtions being by 
that high Court, fent unto the King for his confect, and no conclu- 
fion made concerning them ; It was ordered on June the 1 o th,by 
Parliament, That Money and Platt ftould be brought in, either 
by gift or loan, which they profeffed was to levy Forces for the 
nwntaining the Proteftant Religion, the King s Petfon, authority 
and dignity, the peace of the Kingdom, together with the Laws 
of the Land, and privileges of the People s Reprcfentative, the 
Parliament. The King alfo did the like, inviting people to the 
fame tMng in the fame words. Andftoward the latter endofjune) 
his Great Seal being conveyed unto him from the Lord Keeper of 
it Littleton, he ifiued forth Proclamations, one whereof was. 
That the Parliaments Warrants about fettling the Mlhtia f ' n 'K lt 

hands (hould notbeobeyed.Andthey (an the contrary; forbade 

railing arms by the King’s Warrant, withemt their authori y. 
The King alfo having pawned the Jewels of his Crown for 
aooooo I fletling, (which his Queen had cameo over into 
Holland, in the mpnethofFebr. t <41,to that purpofe, when (be 
went over with her daughter the Ptinccfs of OMnpM his time, 

received money, with Arms and Ammunition, fo that now he 

fent out Commiilionsof An*], for the armingmen m all Com 
ties; which Commiffwo was proclaimed in £«»*«, *“ 
the Lord Mayor of that City was turned out, mid dliabledot V 
Office,and committed ptifoner to the Tower, July the 11*5 “ 
on the next day,the Eatl of Sjfex was by the Pathamea 
General of their Atray . The Earl of mrmck alfo, skilifoll ■" 
Sea-Affairs, was by their Ordinance choien Admiral °f the Navy* 
who a little after took a confiderable (hip coming out of the Ne¬ 
therlands, laden with Gun-powder for the King’s fervice; whicn 
was not a-final! addition to his Sea-ftrength. The faid ban « 
E/ex railing an Army upon the Parliaments Vote, on then 
Auguft following, began to divide his men into Regiments, wmc^ 
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ia a ftiorr time amounted to nigh 14000 horfe ^nd foot 5 when 

in the mean time, the King with 3000 foot, an d 1000 horfemen A f nao I / 4i 

on the 15th of July began to befiege Hull ; which fiege (what by to 

opening a (luce, and drowning the Countrey thereabout, what 

by two rallies made outof the Town,by one John Meldrum Knight; 

in the firft of which, the befiegcrs were made to rerreat with fome 

fmall lofle; and in the fecorad, after the ftrengthening of the / 

Town with more men, making them diforderly to retire, with the 
{laughter of 21 perfons, and fome taken prifoners, taking alfo 
the King’s Ammunition, and firing the barn in which it. was 
kept; was broken up. And now [ furor arma mimftrat] both fides 
beginning to affauit one another with fury, divers places began 
tobe taken and retaken. Amongft which, the ftrong Sea-garri- 
fon of Tortfmouth was on Septemb*7. 1642, furrendred to the 
Parliaments forces under the command of Sir william waller 
Knight. 

The King on the 22 of Auguft the fame year fets up his Standard 
(which I may call an a&ual Marriage of that War, which was 
but before efpoufed) and the third day after fent to the Parlia¬ 
ment to compofc the difference between him and them bv a Trea¬ 
ty. Of which that Court fa id they were not in a condition to do, 
unlefle the Standard were taken down^and Proclamations (where¬ 
in they were called Rebels and Traytors) were revoked. So that 
•n the ?th of Septemb. General E/ex departed from London to¬ 
wards his Army, who expe<fted his coming unto them to their 
Rendezvouz North-bampton $ Unto whom alfo the Parliament 
fent a Petition, which he {hould prefent unto the King, to with¬ 
draw himfelf from thofe perfons about him, &c. Bur ne was too 
far prejudiced to grant the fame ; the Bifhops, (to make the fore 
the wider, whom he loved, and without whom, he thought he 
could be no King,) being on Septemb* 1.1642, voted powerlefTe 
in Church-Government, who not long before had power both in 
Church and State. So, SJfex attending the King’s motion (after 
fome skirmilhesof parties) O&ob. 23, on a Plain called, The Fale 
of Fed-Horfe, fituate at the foot of a fteep Hill, called Edge-Hill , 
near to a Village called Keynton , in the County of Warwick, 
joyned the firft pitched battle with the King’s Army, (the Earl of 
Lindfey being the king’s General ) his Army confifting of about 
11 ©00 horfe and foot, £/Vx(having,for hafte of following them, 
left no fmall part of his forces and Artillery behind him) had 
fcarce fo many. This fight was bloudy and dubious 3 Robert the 
king’s Couzen charging furioufly on the Parliaments left wing, 
put both horfe and foot to flight, feizingon his enemies Carria¬ 
ges and baggage. A valiant Knight on the other fide, brake the 
foot of the Kng% left wing, and feized on his Artillery; the King’s 
Standard was taken, but fooa retaken: both fides had Trophies 
of victory, Enfigns, prifoners, and great guns; fo that neither 
party could much upbraid each other. N ot withftand ing, of the 
5 ©ooand upwardsthat were flain in all, more of the King’s fide 
Nnn 2 were 
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were (lain * and befidcs, Ltndfey hiv General wa* taken priioner.

w S?* The King, after the fight, marched to the City and Univerfity 

(✓V-SJ of Oxford 3 which place he took up, as it were,the Metropolis of 
bis reddened in the time of the War 5 and Efsex unto Coventry 
for refrefhmenr, who cameNovemb. 7. totreftminfter, his Army 
quartering in Villages adjacent, by reafon of the King's wide ex- 
curfions out of Oxford , which put London in fear. At which 
time, (while the Parliament was petitioning him for an accom¬ 
modation of peace, being but 15 miles from the City, and he 
had manifested a grief for the peoples bufferings, with a defire to 
treat with them near London upon Propofitions) his forces fell un¬ 
expectedly upon a Parliament broken Regiment at Bradford, fe- 
ven miles diftance* killing many, on the 12 th day of November* 
and the next day there was a bloody fight maintained by two 
other Regiments coming for affiftance. Efiex> foon hearing of it 
at London , came fpeedily with ftrength for relief, with a great 
number of armed men out of London j So that, had there not been 
an overfight committed, in withdrawing 3000 men from King - 
ft one upon Thames a Town 10 miles efi, the King (being by afar 
greater number enclefed) would fcarce have efcaped 3 the which 
now he did, fafely returning to Oxford: But this a&ion did not a 
little engage London againft him. 

Among It divers befiegings, {formings, taking of places this 
year, that of Cyrencefter, a Town of Gloucefterlhire,is remarkable, 
which being entred by the King’s Forces, the refifters were very 
rigidly and to© too cruelly dealt withall, many of them being 
brought (in the winter feafon) from that place to Oxford thorow 
mire and dirt barefoot* this was in the beginning of February* 
On the 2 2d day of which moneth,the Qpeen of England landed at 
Burlington , a Sea-Town in Yorkftiire, with arms againft the Par¬ 
liament, whence the went to York on March the 7th* and was 
by the Parliament voted a Traytor to the Common-wealth, May 
the 23d, 1643. A little after whofe landing, March the fecond, 
1642, the Lord Brook, a Parliament Commander, who was ac¬ 
counted both valorous, learned, and virtuous, is by a Musket (hot 
from the Minfterof Lichfield in Leicefterftiire, ftricken dead, as 
he looked out of a window toward the enclofed enemy, to the 
forrow and enragetnenc of his Souldiery. About the middle of 
which moncth alfo, divers Capuchin-Fryers, that had before be¬ 
longed unto the Queen, were by order of the faid Parliament fent 
away into France^ from whence they came. And whereas now 
the Prince of Orange had begun to help the King, he is by the 
States of the United Provinces* either through good will, or Po¬ 
licy reftrained. 

But the year following 1643, (raging hatred and refolmion 
nowftriving, as it were, to exceed) the kindled fire was broken 
forth into devouring flames in many or raoft Counties of the 
Land * fo that I (hall not undertake here particularly to view the 

variety 
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variety and multiplicity of aflions, feme following years in rv/\*o 
Specially in England; but (hall confine my iW unto *«» 
feme few moft remarkable things. Yei this I fay, There were 
v&y fe w W its in the World ever carried on with more vigour, iyv*j 
entity, and defire of conqueft, than this, for the time ; but? the 
greafeft ftorms being ufually fooneftover, makes that naturali 
Axioms true in a moral fenfe.

, This Summer, the chief time for aaion, the Parliament went 
down the wind 5 for Ferdinand Lord Fairfax, with his fon was 
routed by the Earl of New-caftle on Barmtham Moor,March 20 
x*43, and then by him befieged in Hull. The Earl oiEfsex indeed 
befieging Reading, April 1 6 ,had it furreadred unto him within 12 
dayes after. But his Army, after thar, what by realon of fick- 

ow r"^ a ' thr °, U § h " am of I ’ ecelTaries > for which many forfook 
their Colours, himfelf was forced to retreat to London, waiting 
fora recruit. About which time alfo. Sir william mller Knight 
(befiegmg the Town of Devizes Weftward, where the befiefed 
were put to hard fhifts) was by a party of the King’s from Oxford 
througn viciflitude of fortune in July,totally defeated; and lofing 
his Army, came to London alfo; whereupon the City of Briifl 
was on the 24th day of the fame moneth befieged by the King, 
and within four dayes time yielded up unto him, (which fudden 
lurrender, many imputed unto the foftneffe of the Governour’s 
lpint) ftrong holds now falling into the hands of his forces, as it 
were untimely fruit, or leafs ihaken with the wind. Exeter, a 
ftrong City in the Weft,was begirt by Prince Maurice, which was 
taken Sept. 3. following : Onely Gloucefler fin which the Gover- 
nour Mafsey s courage and refolutien was famous J flood out nigh 
a moneths ipace, ftraightly befieged, and furioufly aflaulted, vet 
unconquered: the fuccefiefull King, through his over-much emu- 
louinefleoffubduing that place, ncgleSed (like Hannibal ol old) 

Jo improve his vidories to the beft advantage, who (in all like- 
ilhood) if he had then come for London, might have been mafter 
at It; untill. E/ex being well recruited, came, at the laft pinch, 
tor that Cmt s relief, which was on September the 8th, fighting 
me King s Army on the 20th day in a fet-battel at Newberry in 
Bartel hire, where they were vanquifhed; and fo the Parliaments 
ttrength revived, and came even to an equal weight, who before 
were very much over-ballanced.

Lrw This was the time alfo wherein a joynt Covenant was- entred 

into by theEnglifh with the Scots, called a folemn vow and Co¬ 
venant, one main head (as to maintain the King's Perlon and juft 
dignity, whereof was r to endeavour the bringing of the three 
Nations into one-neffe of conformity in Religion and wot. 
{hip according to the Word of God : which claufc, Word of God } 
being afterwards thought of by many, gave them (in their appre- 
henfions) a liberty of differing from any conformity, that they 
judged not agreeable thereto. Which Covenant,the Parliament 
(as an example to the reft) took, June 6 . 1643. 

About the fame time there was a fad defign againft the Parlia¬ 
ment and City of London difeovered, which was for armed men 
to arife, killing and flaying, while the City was in divers places 
burning * for the which, two chiefly fuffered death before their 
own doors, Thoripkins, who had fome relation to the Queen and 
Challenour, a Citizen, on July the 5th. The books of the Arch- 
bilhop of Canterbury being given unto another Do&or who was 
their friend, by the Parliament, O&ob. 3. who alfo in the raoneth 
November, had a new Great Seal made; againft which,the King 
(the fame November 21,) openly declared. 

The B*(hop of Rome (who had excommunicated the Duke of 
Tarma, whereupon he renounced the Prote&ion of France in 1641) 
having fallen out with him, treats of a peace with thefaid Duke 
in 1642 $ in which year alfo Rome is fortified, becaufe they 
there feared the weapons of their Spanifh Catholique King, who 
was offended with the Pope, for entertaining a Tortuga! EmbafTa- 
dour. But the year following, the Bifhep and the Duke (not 
agreeing) wage a hot war j he demanding ayds (as his due) from 
the Viceroy of Naples, arming alfo the Princes of Italy againft 
the Duke. And would have had Piccolominteioi his General, but 
could not obtain him. But the Florentines this year, give him an 
overthrow, killing onethoufand of his Souldiers, and taking an¬ 
other, with all his warlike provifion: notwithftanding, within a 
little time, he revengeth himfelf upon him. So he that kills with 
the fword, {hall be killed with the fword j Yet this did notP eter * 
The French and Spaniard In 1642, affe&one onother with nm- 
tuall overthrows, although the French exceed. The one in Cata¬ 
lonia, overcommeth the fon of the Duke of Lor don & Spanifh Com¬ 
mander, flaying 3000, taking many, and but few efcapings en¬ 
ding alfo among forae of the prey, 60000 double Crowns. The 
Spaniard alfo conquers the French suCaftellatum , killing 3© 00 
fix hundred, 3000 and 400 being taken. He recovered the 
Town Bafita. But the French take from him Colibria and ArgiUer 
In Catalonia, befieging Terpinian, and by the extreameft hunger 
tames it, avoiding the treachery, and layings in wait of their ene¬ 
mies, in which liege, 3ooperfons yielded to the hungry tot the 
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fupport of life; dilperfing alfo the Spaniards, who by night fee IX 
upon Exchfana He obta ins like wife this year, fome Vi&ory both 
by Sea and land at Barcelona 5 by land,hatching withall the ene- to ^ 
mies visual 5 by Sea, in a Sea fight, though not without lofle to VYNJ 
himlelr 3 fubduing twoftrong holds in Italy this year, and in 
16 43 j as many 5 lengthening his league with the Swede for three 
years longer. The Spaniard indeed makes Tortone yield to him 
this year 1643. Asalfo vanquifheth Monfone in (fatalonia, recei- 
vmgmoftnchftiipsoutofthdndies. Butthe French-man van- 
qmlneth the Spaniards at Rocroy, where there was much bloud 
fpilt, 12000 being flain on both fides ;fothat, although the French 
had the day, taking many of the Conquered (which Captives 
tney redeemed with 22000, »8S Fhrenes, as before 800 prifo- 
nersofwarat^r^for 50000 Florenes) and 180 Enfigns, all 
their Guns, bag and baggage 5 yet they might fay with Livy the 
niitorian concerning a Roman Victory.

He-alfo befiegeth the Spanish in Theonsvile, and vanquifheth it, 
and joymng with the Portugal!

ihmg them at the River <jMofc in 1642. Th c Dutch the next year 
attempting cheGarnfon of in vain 5 but obtaining out of 
the Indies a Mafic of Treafure, to wit, 200 Tuns of Gold. The 
Kingofty4/«*midft all, affording help to his bloudy fellow-Ca- 
tholiques, the Irifb in 1642. 

Now alfo the Queen of France being confcious of her vow made 
re thej^dy of W^tafor health reftored to the Dolphine, fent a 
MdTcnger thither with 12001. of Silver,and in his arm the Image 
of tne child y^, of 2 50 pounds of Gold. This Would flop a hole 
in the Pope's Coffers. 

The Danifh King, being at ods with the Swede, is the fame jyear 
1643, reconciled with them of Hamburg ; whefe naturall fon FcL 
damar yet illegitimate, goes now into Mofcovia, to take in mar¬ 
riage their Great Duke's Daughter. In whieh year, the Gover¬ 
nor of Suet nice , a Garrifon of the Swedes , efcapes the fubtile De- 
vicesoftheDeputy, Senatours, and Jefuites againft him. And 
^tdinall Mazertne in France, wbofe power is fo large, as to be 
the orderer of the French affairs, is confpired againft, and the con- 
Ipiratours fruftrated.And in theMoneth of Fekr, a CouriceJ(whicb 
the Germans call a Diet') is begun at Frank ford at the River Mat- 

The Empefour in 1*44, (by reafon of Torfi^fm abfence, who 
was gone to fight with the Dane ) recovereth (at length) the ftrong 
Garrifon otwohlave^ vanquifhing alfo Sueinice, , (where the year 

before 
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before, were defignes againft the Govcrnour, as was but now faid) 
Anno 164a And who not long before, bruife*(ihoug,h but lightly) hisftoul- 
£ der and leg, being fhaken off his Horfe, by a wild Boat overtur- 

nins him. He likewife commands Galafie, a chieftain of his, to 
bring aid to the King oiVenmark the l'atne Gala/,e takes quickly 

the CaftleolZeizt, fending away the Souldiery by virtue of the 

Emperours Oath or promile made unto them ; and fighting with 
the Swedes at Odesloe , there was little noife of that conflict. But 
laying fiege unto Pinneburgy he is by them beaten off thence,whom 
Torftenfcnt uffers to return ro Bern burg, and follows him thither, 
where he beateth 3000 Purveyors. And conaming for relief to 
Sidebe that was befieged, GaUfie flips away, but other 2000 of his 
purveyors are beaten by him, with the Garnion Souldiers, he 
purfueththe Viftory, following after Galafes laft troop, the 
which he chafeth with Enkefort that was their leader, and takes 
the faid Enkefort in the narrow paflages lying between Magdeburg 
and Witteberg, Then by a fearlull affaulc, he wmneth Tegave- 
and prevailing over the Caftle ofZeize, that Gala/e had but even 
how taken, he demolifheth it, and then like a carefull Comman¬ 
der, refrefhethhisfouldiers, who were almoft tired with thefe 
toils. Koninifmart (in the mean time) is bufied in gathering com 
tributions on every fide 5 who poffefleth and deftroyeth the Town 
ofLwemle, that was fubdued by the ArcbbiAops Army. But 
he is beaten by the Eroperians at Akerjlehe, even as the Swedes that 
were too fecure, were at another place but a little before. But 
Wrtngel take* three ftronghoids, under whole conduit, alio the 
fiegeof pinneiurg (above-mentioned) was quit. 

Moreover,although Terftenfon fought this year againft the Dane, 
with equall fucceffe ofVi&ory, yet Horn, with the Army that the 
year before he led Out of Swetbland, invading Scandta, and theF/e- 
minq (who was alfo engaged againft him) entritig Norway ; eou d 
not but much moleft him. Whole King (although the Swedes 
were fomewhat overcome at Colding, where, of four Legions, 34 * 
men were (lain,137 taken,&i 5 wounded) every where compUrns 
of breaking into his Dominions, as well as they of him, for flop¬ 
ping up the paffage of his Sea from them, whereby they were hin¬ 
dered of their Northern Traffique. And although the Elemtng 
gave place unto a greater number of the Danijh troops this yeat 
then he had, yet it was celebrated by him with much bloud. 1he 
Swedes and he have a treble Sea-fight alio j thefirft was doubc- 
full to either, the fecond was mote acceptable to the Swedes: and 
the third moft acceptable unto them, difperfing therein the D*- 
7iijh Fleet, whofe King committing himfelf in perfon to his Sea, 
is this year wounded. Who likewife recovered Breydenburg from 
the Swedes by land; and turns them out of the Caftles of Ripe and 
Baderflebe , places within his command that they Garrifonned. 
And further, being offended with one Peter a French -mantis Vice- 
Admiral, for fuffering the enemy to flip out of the Chelontan Ha¬ 
ven, where he had him at an ad vantage, he curs cM his head. He 
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£ m p c . r °urs Captain (willingly enough) his aids 
afforded, being too chargeable and flow in comming ; which be- ^ nH0 
inggone, he finds it enough ro do, to extirpate the Swedi A Re- tu'f’ 

raainders that had taken root in his Countrey. 

- Laftly, his fonFi/Awr, who is received by the white 

osMufco-jites (this year i <544) in a ftatcly manner, as him that 
was to be the fon in Law, and heir of their Prince ; When he 

refufed to take on him their Mungrell-Religion, (there being not 

envy wanting to fpurre it on) he is lefle trimly obferved, and be- 
• ingconfined from his liberty in Mufcovy (whether that were the 
folecauleofit, I know not) untill the Great Duke clofed his laft 
day, he neither by the craft or force of the Polanders, nor by the 
earned mtreaty of the King of Denmark his father, in 1644. could 
obrain the fame. 

Much was the a&ion both in Germany and Britain^ and not a lit¬ 
tle lafome other places, intheyear 1*45. For the Emperour 
who had to deal with, as alfo fearing, an unwearied enemy, the 
Swede 5 having received unto him his Army (out of Holfatia) that 
was bartered, and greatly kffened, mufters a new Army; and 
that he might have profperous fuccefie, appoints publick prayers 
to be made in his behalf, and withall, goeth to Brandife unto the 
Image of the Virgin ^Mary, which was there fet in its firft (fate, 
for he had redeemed it out of the hands of the Swedes for 10000 
Florenes. Nevcrtheleffe Torftenfon ( who thought to be at hand 
with the Emperour before he fhould renew his Army ) when he 
had in his march wafted Bruxy with fire, palling thorow Ottove, and 
UMoMavid, flops at Jancoa, which place was between him and 
the Emperians, and for want of room, pofldfing a hill, he fights 
moft ftifiy witn Goce (who was chief Commander for the Empc- 
f® r eight hours fpace (this battdl was on the twenty fourth 
of February, 1645) and he vanquifheth the faid Goce his Army, ta¬ 
king from the Emperour 285? Officers of note, even to the Trum* 
peters, 4000 common fouidiers were taken, befides45 Wagons, 

3 2 Enfignes, 2 6 Engines; with the Ioffe of five Captains. Thefe 
leaders of his thus taken, he redeems out of Torjlenfons hands with 
80000 Royals, and fo by force requires tribute from the people 
for this purpofe. The Conquerour after this is not idle, he dif- 
peried 2000 of many forts or companies,that had gathered them- 
felves together after this rout, and befides, freeing Olmuce a Gar- 
tifon that the enemy had pofteffed, he forced in eight or nine con¬ 
siderable places, even ro Vienna theEmperour’s place of refidence, 
fo that that City itfelf wasmiftrufted: but that he might not too 
much triumph in fucceffe, he befiegeth Brunne in vain, with the 
great dammage of bis footfouldierv 5 yet the occafion of deferr¬ 
ing that liege, was from one qer[dorf> being intercepted With Let¬ 
ters of great moment in S Heft a 5 fothat having fortified the Town 
of Comuburgy he vifiteth CMoravia, and ftraight way after Bohemia .

being fent before into Silefia, he folioweth j then vanquifheth

The Emperour alfo this year, being an enemy unto Ragotzy 
Prince of Tranjilvania, fends Bucheym a chieftain to oppofe him, 
which Tranfilvanian, Torftenfon wasbufied in, infolding a conti¬ 
nual War, as we may judge, to keep ffuch is the Policy of 
Warlike enemies) the Emperour the more in a&ion; yet he 

comes to an agreement this year with the faid Ragotzy, fending 

Bucheyme with fix thoufand men, and furniture to aid the Duke 
of Bavaria who was in danger, ftriving alfo what he could co 
dri ve the Swedes out of Bohemia, whofe Camps, (through the ex¬ 
ceeding fierceneffe of the cold) were (at GlaBove) in the larter 
end oi the year, pitched one againft the other for lodge- 
ing. 

The King of Denmark is this year beaten by mangle before he 
undertook Torpenfons truft; expeaing nothing but war with the 
Dutch', He loft alfoa great Ship called the Soybia by Shipwrack, 
that his mother had beautified with the Charge of 120000 Roy¬ 
als, carrying fixty four pieces of Ordinance; and although he re- 
covered Bremeroverdby ctaU,znd took prifoner the Govcrnour of 
Wartisberg, with a company of 800 Colledtours of money. Yet at 
length (fortune having forfaken him) and being bene thereto 
through the intreaties of his States, after a Negotiation fufficient- 
ly long, he enters a peace both with the Swedes and Dutch , through 
the veheme nt labour of the French King therein-. 

Whiles mangle was afflicting the Dane throughout Holfada, 
Koningfmark fubdueth the Archbilhoprick of Bremes, vanquifhing 
five ftrong holds there: then joyning their Forces together, they 
deitroy Buchwald the Emperian, with a great daughter. And 
about the middle of this Summer, mangle himfelf overcomes an 
Ifland, called the Ifle of Bornholm, Koningfv.ark departing from 
him into Haffia, thathe might repair the French, that had been 
under Finurn, who were beaten by Werth, the General of the Ba¬ 
varians, at CWergentbeym ; Where, the Vinurn-French, Konirgf~ 
mark, Geece , and the General of the Haffians, joyning in one, they 
drive the Bavarians from Kirchain, and eroding the River Rhene, 
they win three places by affault, overflowing the Valley Tauber % 
and then Koningfmark being called back into Saxony, the Duke of 
JLnguien adding by a fuppiy of ftrength, courage unto them, they 
fight mod fharply July 24, at Alberfhcyme ; in which conflict, 
the right Wing, in which the French wtre placed, is difperfed 5 
bet the left Wing,in which the valour of the Bafstans chiefly ap¬ 
peared, overcame ; Geleene was here taken, and CMerce dain, to 
the grief of the conquered. And then gathering themfelves to¬ 
gether from the chafe, they drive the Bavarians ever she River

w/VNl Iron fouidier Oliver Cromwell commanded) and Lord Fairfax after 
their feveral fervices, joyning with the Scottifh General, they 
went all together with concord (by the which, as Mafinifa King 
of Numidia faid to his fons, dying ; Resparv<t trefeunt , Small mat¬ 
ters gather flrength , andincreafe ) and then beiieged York, the fe« 3 pd 
chief City in England, in which the Earl of Nemaftle himfelf was 
inclofed 5 which place being of great moment, Princ e Rupert the 
Kings Coufin came with great forces to relieve; whereby the 
three Generalls being engaged to draw off, the Earl of Newcafle, 
having freedome to bring hisforcesout of Fork, joyned with Ru¬ 
pert, and fo.on a place called Marfton Moor adjoyning, July the 
fecond 1 £44. was fought the greateft batrell of that Civil war. In 
which battel, although (through forae difad vantage of ground) 
the Parliaments right wing was put to flight; yet ffromwell brake 
by a furious force the right wing of the King’s, aad put them to 
flight, and with Lefley the Scottifh Lievtenant-Generahpurfued in 
chafe. Cromwell alfo coming about again with his horfemen, and 
relieving the other wing, whereby at length a full Victory was 
gotten, and all Ruperts great Guns, Carriages, Bag and Baggage, 
with above a hundred Enfigns, were in the Conquerours poffef- 
fion. Who returned unto the fiege of York, and loon had it fur- 
rendred unto them upon conditions, Rupert being before gone or 
rather fled into the South, andtheEarlof Newcaftle paffmg into 
Germany. Leven, (the forces being parted aflunder ) a while 
after, taking ( by his Scots ) the Town of JTswcaftle, farther 
North, which by reafonof the trade of Sea-col chiefly, isefkcraed 
rich. 

But although fby reafon of divers, and not fmall Armies that 
were raifed on both fldes at the Spring of this year 1644, under 
feveral valiant Commanders, and their alnaoft equal lucceffe,) 
Enaland feemed to be unhappy, yet about the latter end of the 
Summer, there was (as it were) a retaliation of this Northern 
Conquefl, by the defeating the Parliaments General, Sfsex, in the 
We A of the Land, fbefides the prevailing of the King’s Forces 
over the Parliaments, in the Southern and Midland pares,) who 
with Six william waller, having begun to befiege or block up Ox¬ 
ford on both fldes, the King efcaping with a few horfe out of the 
City, that defign was ieftoff; and (waller not being with him, 
but dividing their forces on May the 29th) the faid General F/eoc 
marched into the Weft, even as far as Cornwall, (when at Rurford 9 
he had appointed Waller to purfue the King on June the 61b, who 
had marched with his Army towards Worcester from Oxford, June 
the third, who could not hinder the King of his defign, and re¬ 
turned to encounter other forces;) where being environed, by the 
King’s Army that came upon them (in Cornwall, the latter end of 
Auguft, the fartheft County Weftward)he was difperfed 3 his whole 
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Infantry or foot fubmicting to the King, the herfe efcaping as well r\A*v 
as they could, the Earl himfelf fleeing to Plymouth, Septemb. i **** -«4* 
whofe Souldiers alfo through the enmity of the Inhabitants unto Z Sf’ 
the Parliaments caufe, fuffered injuries. After this, he being (/VNf 
again recruited, on O&ob. 27. following, there was a fecond bat¬

The Queen in the moneth of April 1^44, journeying Well- 
ward, came to Exeter, where June the 1 6th, ihe was delivered of 
a daughter Princefs Henrietta, and the 15 th of the nest moneth 
J uly,(he arrived at the Sea-Port Town of Brejl in Britany,z Duke- 
dome oiFrance. Who went over, to ufe (though fruitlefle) en¬ 
deavours for ayd from the French King and the Catholiques • 
and feme fay, that Cardinal Mazarine was a great hinderer of 
French ayds again!! the parliament. Likewifeafter much earneft- 
Befle,theDukeof Urrain gave King Charts hope of 10000 men 
of thofe that he for fome years had taken the Empcrour’s part 
with, againft the Swede and the French. Bat although there were 
a Negotiator fent into Holland about the bufinefs, aud their con- 
veyance ; yet they never fet footing in England. 

At the fame time alfo the King fought afliftance from the Re¬ 
bels of Ireland, giving the Earl of Ormond the Lievtenant, power 
to make peace with them, as well as a Ceffation before made • 

(affunng them both of the free exercife of theirRe!igion,and,when 
his War was ended, ofan abrogation of all Laws made againft 

i apifts there,) which he wiftied them to haften, for reafons in a 
Letter to Ormond : But when their demands were fo high, that irf 
many Treaties with them Ormond could efTed: nothing. He fully 
impowreth the Lord Herbert, whom he had made Earl of Gla¬ 
morgan, being a ftri& Papift, to make peace with them, and in¬ 
dulge them, with as much feerdie as might be : which was con- 
cealed tor a time both from Ormond, and Lord Digby the Secretary; 
which politique and cunning working afterwards between Digby 
and Glamorgan, for fear of refleding upon the King,who would not 
be leen to treat and make peace with them by a Papift; and alfo of 
difpleafing the Proteftants of Ireland ; having a doubt,in the mean 
time, left they fhouId offend .the Irijfh Rebels, efpecially feeing 
all thofe devices for bringing an Army of thofe Irifh into England, 
were fruftrated, I frail forbear any further to mention: 

Amongftall which miferiesand doubtfull events of War this 
year 1^44, Proportions being feat to Oxford in the moneth of 
November, the King and the Parliament came to a Treaty con¬ 
cerning three particulars; Of their Church-Government and Re- 
ligion ; of the Militia or ftanding Holds and Magazine o £ England-, 
and about profecuting the war of Ireland, where there had been 
sigh a year and half Ceffation of arms. It began on Januar. 30 
this year, by Commiflioaers from both, befides Commiflioners

tl its*?’ The parliament therefore, who,after debate between the Lords 
'Ln/VI* and Commons, wherein the Lords at firft diflenced,on Decern. 31 
foregoing, had voted Sir Thomas Fairfax, fon of the Lord Fairfax , 
foie General of their Armies, who was highly efteemed both for 
Valour and Modefty. Which change, the emulation of great 
Commanders partly occafioned, whereby fome good defigns had 
not profpered 5 and the Earl of Efsex, with two other Earls by 
Land, and the Earl of Warwick by Sea, giving up their Commit 
Eons 5 modelled a new Army, confifting of 21000 horfe and foot. 
In which were many Colonels and Officers of full bent and adive 
refolution to go thorow the bufinefie of War,that they had under¬ 
taken. The King alfo not wanting divers Commanders,and great 
forces under them which poflefled their feverai Coafis, with ma¬ 
ny ftrong Garrifons that were in his hands. But before I fpeak of 
the achievements of that Fairfaxian Army, which were great 
and manifold in the year 1645, I (hall take notice of fome ob- 
fervable things in 1644. Which were,(befides divers Embaffa- 
dours that came from France, from the Dutch , from Spain, to Lon¬ 
don, and fo to Oxford, in 1^43, and 1644? » mediate between 
the King and Parliament; which all took no effed; and Corn- 
miffioners from the Iri(h Proteftants to Oxford, No vem. 23.16445 
as alfo Commiffioners from theRomanifts in Ireland, Decemb.3. 
following ,) of a great fire that happened in the moneth O&ober 
this year in Oxford , burning down a great deal of buildisg front 
Carphux toward the Caftle Yard. Of three Suns or Par-helii that 
were feen in London, Novetnb. 19. two being made by the image 
or liken effe of the One Sun, in a thick and even, quiet and watery 
cloud, lively fet forth through the breaking in ol the Sun beams. 
In which year alfo the two Mothams, father and fon, who had Ju¬ 
ly the 15th, 1643, been brought prifoners out of the North to 
London , for confpiracy to betray Mull to the King, breaking their 
cruft, &c. were on the very Kalends of January, 1644, beheaded. 
(A fad difafter, fhewing, ’tis better never to engage in any thing, 
than not to be conftant to what is undertaken J On the third day 
of which January, the Common-Prayer-book (which before (to¬ 
gether with Croffes and Images, in which number Cheap-fide 
Crofle wasdemoliRied) Cathedral Service and Organs,&c. had 
been in moft places taken away by Army-force, and Parliamen¬ 
tary-perm iffion ) yieldeth unto aDire&ory, made by an Aflembly 
or Synod at wefminfer, which was eftablifhed in its room, by P* r r 
liamenr-ordination. Within eight dayes after which, as though 
it had been on purpofe, The Archbifhop, william Laud , after al- 
tnoft four years imprifonment in the Tower of London, was fnut- 
ten with the Ax for Crimes of a various kind; who feeaaed to be¬ 
have himfelf with confidence at the place of his execution, taking 
that place of Scripture, as a fubjed to fpeak on to the people, Let 
m run with patience the me tjpat if fet before w.

10th, 1645; whom alfo the 
King himfelf m a Letter to his Queen in France, called a Mumrel 
Parliament. ^ 

Charts-alio, Prince of wales, in the fame moneth of March, de¬ 
parting into France. And (as though they would now make their 
King a Delinquent, theCommons houfe, on the 24th day of this 
monet as a conclufion of the year, voted, That that ciaufe (For 
prefervaeion of ms MajefiieS Perfon ] which was before in 
lhouid be left out in their new General’s Commiffion 
. Whonow being in a fit and ftrong porture,(although not Teem¬ 
ing fo, either in the honourable worrhinefle of Commanders, or j n 
the experienced antiquity of the Sauldiers,} one of the firft enter-

n °j J j Garr ^? n3 w hit her fome of them had tied, and had it fur- 
rendred unto him April 24; for which the Governor Colonel win- 
aebank was the next day (hot to death. While Oxford was befieged 
mere was an eminent falley. made by the enclofed, which *ave 
iome affront to the hefiegers June the 2d; and within a few dayes 
titer, General Fairfax raifed his fiege, time having been loft by 
that unfeafonabie undertaking. 

Time now drew nigh for a pitch’d battle, the which in North- 
hamptonjhire , in the fields of H.afeby, was on the 14th day of the 
fame June, joyned; many fas well they might)calhng it, The Fa- 
tall battle of Nafeby ; becaufeflike the'Vertical point in the Zo- 
diack) it made the King*s fucceffes, which were now raifed high 
to go,from that day, retrograde, and decay. In this fiaht, al! 
though at the firft, through the routing of the left Wing or the 
Fairfaxians, and Prince Rupert's, purfuic thereof, the day of victory 
leemed tolhine upon the King’s Army; (Fortney were fome- 
what ftronger n horfe) yet (fromweW s force doing the like to the 
Koyalifts, together with Major General Skippords "magnanimouf- 
nelle among'- his foot, though much wounded, brought a ni^ht 
upon the former livelihoods; and gave both an abfolureand hap¬ 
py vi&ory to the Parliament: The horfe fleeing to chelate rake'n 
GarrLon Oi Leicefer, by Cromwells purfuit, no final] number were

3 ber of four or five thoufand brought prifoners to London, Trophies 
alfo of this Conqueft were the King’s Standard of War, with ioo 
Colours, befides the King’s Coach, with his Letters of Secrefie 3 
all their great Guns, bag and baggage, rich pillage, with much 
gold and filver 3 and (which made it more acceptable) it was, 
though not [fine fudare] without pains 3 yet [fine mult0[anguine] 
k coft not much bloud, hardly 500 being flain in alls whereof 
alrooft 400 were of the conquered! Leicefier hereupon (as York 
before, upon the like dyfafter) quickly yielding to this conquering 
Army. The which by diligence and courage, without delay de¬ 
feated remaining Forces, relieved Taunton , took ftrong holds and 
Garrifons, fafter than ever the other party had taken them before 3 
amongft which, that tough and ftrong garrifonof Bafing-houfc, 
belonging to the Marquefsof mnehefier , and by him defended, 
(that had been more than once attempted, but in vain, and with 
the Ioffe of many lives,was on Septemb. 14 this year 1645, taken 
funder the Command of Lievtenant General Cromwell) by florin, 
in which the Marqueffe himfelf was a Prifoner, and one Benja¬ 
min Johnfon, a notable Stage-Player formerly at London , amongft 
the after-heat of the {formers, was by fome Souldier flain. 

The furprizal alio of Hereford by Colonel Birch his ftratagem, 
is remarkable, who under (hew of bringing in Pioneers out of the 
Country in the night3 the which the defendants for the King,had 
lent for,to ftrengthen their works, had the Draw-bridge pulled up 
unto a bold Souldier (with his company) that pretended theCon- 
ftables Office, who ftoutly kept up the bridge from being put 
down* untill the watchful approaching Souldiers came in, and 
with no fmall hurly-burly pofleffed that ftrong City. It happen¬ 
ed on Decemb. 17th following, and amongft divers Seatranf- 
a&ions, five {hips this year were taken by the Parliament at 
Sea, one whereof carried an Apoftolique Meffenger, fo called, 
with 180000 Piftolets. 

The King now feeing unto what pafle things were brought, and 
bringing againft him, defired to treat in perfon with the Parlia¬ 
ment, Jan.i 3, which was denyedby'them, chiefly (lunderftand) 
for fear left his Perfonal prefence in London , f where were a mul¬ 
titude affe&ing both his Caufe and Perfon) fhould either caufe 
difturbance, or ineurr danger. They having alfo perceived from 
his letters that were taken in the aforefaid fight at JSTafeby, which 
had been publiquely read in London , as divers things, fo, that he 
treated not with them at Uxbridge out of a candid mind, neither 
would he willingly have given the name of a Parliament unto 
them 3 faying. It was one thing to call them fo , and another thing fo to 
acknowledg them . After which refufal of the Parliament to treat* 
amongft the reft, Weft-Chefier (which the King was very loath to 
part with, it being fo convenient a landing place from Ireland^ and

to wn-t unto the Scottifh General);, to give it into English hand$3 
Ordriir.ir.g alfo thence-forward Englifh Commiffioners torefide 
in as Scotch CommifTioners did in at this time 

felt the pLguing force of the Earl of UWentrojje , who, from the 
time that his Countrey-men came into England in 1643, attempt 
ted to cnoleft Scotland in the Kings behalf. Who receiving about 

. 1200 of the Rebellious in Ireland, with others added to them in 
Scotland, for almoft a year and an halfs fpace, untill the battle of 
Kiifieth , by excurfions, and retreats into.craggy and difficult pla¬ 
ces, getting one Vi&ory, and lofing two, lay"like a gawling fore, 
or peftilentious difeafe in his Countrey. On vvhofe fuccefle the 
King having no fmall reliance, earneftly, attempted to joyn, but 
could by no means accompliih it, being hindred by Parliament 
Commanders.(TheKirkof Scotland, in the mean time* having gi¬ 
ven a ferious admonition unto the King, fhewing the danger of 
thofe ccurfes 3 which he little or nothing regarded;) Neverrhe- 
Idle, Montrofje , fuddenly appearing, with fcarce£4ooo,out of his 
rearing places, Aug. 17. 1645, in Kiifieth field, near the Towo of 
Glafcow, gave a great defeat and {laughter unto the Army of that 
State, by reafon of ambufhes laid in places that were there fit for 
them, killing above 5000 men 5 moft of the Towns fuddenfy 
yielding unto him, and many perfons, (hewing their concealed 
good wdls, now joyning with him; for which calamity of that 
Nation, the Englifh fympa.thizing, kept a publique Faft. The 
E^giifh chief Army-Oificers fhewing alfo a freenefs to adventure 
their lives for them, if domeftique affairs would fuflfer. But Da* 
vid Lejlty marching into Scotland out of England , to relieve his di- 
fmflcd Countrey, with his horfemen, within a moneths time, 

Septefrb. 13. at Selkirk or Pbilip-baugb, wholly ruined the fame 
Montrofje ; and the changeable condition of this kingdom, was 
reftored, as it were, into its former ftate: the King being at Rou- 
fion-Heath (: y Major General Tointz ) overcome with the Ioffe of 
800 men. Sept, 24, defigning either to joyn vriidi Montrofje , or to 
relieve befieged wefi-Chefier. The Lord Digby being as unfortu¬ 
nate, who OCtoh. 15. following, was defeated at S her burn in 
Yorkshire,, and put to flight.

The Spaniard, who (in his 
Idolatry) committed both his fouldiers, and all his affairs unto 
the Patronage of the Virgin Mary, had ("however) better fuccefs 
then the Emperour o^germany, in the fame way, cheyear after; 
for he beat at Lerida 6000 French, and 2000 Portug&ls, forcing 
Lend ait felf unto a furrender ; (as alfo the fame year, the Caftle 
of Jjiiain Italy, that the Trench had before pofleffed). Bat that he 
might have no caufe to dote upon that imaginary prote&ion ; they 
repayed him again the fame with ufury, the next year 1645, 
Who (befides taking the Tows of Rotate, which it feems was fo 
battered, that there were fcarce ten whole houfes remaining in 
it at the yielding; as alfo a ftrong hold called Trinity-Fore) beat 
the Spaniards at Balaquere, chafing them unto a place, called Can- 
telme. And by intercepting the provifion that was for its relief, 
forces the Town to yield to him. And hangs fome Catalonians, 
that were convicted of treachery againft him. In Italy , he fnat- 
chethalfo(asic were) this year, the Town Vigen ane, in which 
there was a Million of prey,yet loft itagain.But inFlanders he over¬ 
came c JMardike, two holds more, with a great Bulwark adjoyning

Barbarine (whether through fear, jealoufy, or difeontent) had de¬ 
parted out of Rome by night, he undertakes (this year) the caufe of 
him and his, with the Bifhop of Rome, 

Which Bifhop in 1^44 had made peace with the Duke of Tar- 
ma, and ^Florentines,which was received with the great joy of all 
Italy,

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*^A^\ Monech of May, a great Wood (belonging to the Dukedome of 
ofchHft 41 Nmmberg) of 8000 Acres of Land, burned in a flame, which is 
to 16&.* extraordinarily notable, if not ominous. The fame year alfo Ko - 
U^w/ 1 ningfmark the Swedish Commander, had a ftrange and fad acci¬ 
dent befell his child ren and houfliold-fervants by lightning, at the 
folemnities of the Funeral of a Major 3 at Minda* y flafhing upon his 
fons: It defaced the firft born’s face, itfmote the right fide and 
arm of the fecond, and the right arm of his third born; yet the 
eldeft and youngeft of his daughters had no hurt, but the fervancs, 
one and th* other were deftroyed. 

Chances by fire in 1645, amongft which thefe two were the 
faddeft. At Vilna, 3000 houfes burned : But at Conftantinople 3 
one thoufand dwelling houfes, and fifteen thoufand Merchants 
VVareboufes,two hundred Tamples, four confecrated places, and 
thirty {lately dwellings or palaces, were fpoyled by the flame. 
The great winds at Bafil in Germany, doing above 200000 Florenes 
damages the Sea-coafts alfo of the Low-Countries and France fee* 
ling the fame thing. 

Thefe clofed their laft day. The Queen Mother of France, dy¬ 
ed at the City Agrippina in Germany 1 642, having departed out of 
England the year before. Alfo Cardinal Cajetan, this year. Fran¬ 
cis Albert Duke of Lawenburg , of a wound received, fighting 
againft the Swedes •, with others. In England , the Lord Brook, 
{lain, as aforefaid. . 

The year following 1643, in France, dyed Lewis the 13th, 
King of France, fon to the deccafed Mother the year before 5 as 
alfo ‘Philip Landgrave of Hefe the Upper, in Germany, who dc- 
ceafed at Butsback . In England , Hambden a Colonel, one of 
the five aecufed Members by the Engli{h King, who was in 
June, 1^43, at a place called Qbalgrove field in a fight, mor¬ 
tally wounded, of which he dyed within fix dayes after; and 
on December the 8th, the fame year, John e Pym, another of thofe 
five Members 5 who was efteemeda great Statefman, gave up 
the ghoft. 

The Queen of Poland the following year, 1644, when {he 
had brought forth a daughter named Claudia, breathed out her 
life in child-bed* Pope Urban the 8th, being above feventy 
years of age, and having been chief Bifhop 21 years, now alfo 
deceafcd. Whence arofe four Faflions of Cardinals about the 
choyce of a new Pope, the Spanifh, French, Roman , and Barbarine : 
but the Roman party prevailed, and chofe John Baptifla Parrpbili#, 
named innocent rhe 10th. 

Two this year dyed of an Apoplexy, the Duke of Bavaria 
his Embafladeur, at the Council of Fraokford; and Albert Duke of 
Saxony. One, with fufpition of drinking peyfon, to wit, the 
Queen of Spain. But the Archbifhop of Burgedale departing the 
World* left a yearly muttering of 40©o Target-men (asa Le¬ 
gacy to Cardinal Maparipe) in France , that King fo commanding

Of things which were done in divers farts of the Worlds Ferdinand the 
third being Emperour of Germany , and Charls tbefirfl, for 
a while* King of Britain. 


From the year 1646, unto 1*50, incluftvely taken. 

iT^He Emperour in 1^4 6, who by the aflentof the Duke of 
X Saxony , that had prolonged his Ceflation of arms with 
the Swedes . quitting the garrifon of Magdeburg, (Wrangle having 
departed unto Cremjie, a place out of the way) recovereth three 
Towns from the Swedes, and afterwards Cornuburg , a Garrifon 
of great concernment. And then being increafed in flrengthof 
Forces by the Bavarians , goeth down thorow Francony into wette* 
rave an& Hapa, where he labours (though all in vain) to inter- 
cept or foreftall both the S wedith Camps and provifion of vi&ual. 
For, he triumphing in his Camps for the joy of his fon Ferdinand 
the4th,fo called, who was chofen King of Bohemiaj (whom to¬ 
ward the end of this year he fo crowned; and alfo for the late 
return of Cornuburg into his hands, mangle flipping away, 
environeththeEmperour’s Souldiers, and paflfgover the River 
Ulfxniu, be bends his march unto %>anubiw. But Koningfmark the 
Swedifh Commander after one or two fer vices, and eltfooa fub- 
duing the Town of Breververdxhis year, doth joynhimfelf with 
wrangle^ when he had defeended from Ilmene thorow Erford and 
Eickfield unto Vtfurg, For he paffed over the Mindean Foords,and 
had taken eight Towns, of which Paderborn was one. He forti¬ 
fying his Camps at t4mxnoburg> withftood the Bavarians coming 
on with great force, and being by French Ayds made flronger, he 
preffeth upon, and encompafleth them, that fo they being kept 
apart from the River Moenus, he making hafte, might come be¬ 
fore them unto Darnbm to hinder their paflfage over that River, 
and leaving Sckorndorf to win 7 'urain by aflault, he himfclf takes 
Nordling and two other confiderable holds: which being done, 
he calls him unto him again, and fights againft the City Au - 
gdfti ®i the Vindelictans , but overcame it not. He alfo had almoft 
made Lyce or Lycum his own, notwithftanding he intercepted 
warlique furniture, and large ftore ©f vi&uall of the enemies 
more than once. But more than tbis,returning unto Memminge, 
he with the greateft boldnefle violently takes both the narrow 
paflages that were between the Hills, and the Town of Brigaffc 
it felf, which is, as it were, the Key, opening unto, or (hutting out 
of many Countreys, wherein was great fpoyl and prey: as alio 
Langenarch at the end of this year 1646, by furrender. In the 
meantime, theCaftleof Marburg being befieged, is yielded to 
thebefiegers. Butitcoftone mllick the Defender thereof, his 
head, at Gieke % Two places foon after following that Cattle’s 
t ^ TV'-. " ^ ~ example.

Being impa¬ 
tient of a ceflation, he withdrawes werthaad Spork, two chief 
Commanders of the Bavarian Army, from the faid Duke of Ba¬ 
varia, (although they were condemned by him of treachery) and 
ioyns them unto his new General Hohfapfel j but heexcufed that 
deed unto the Swedes and French, it having been perfidioufnefle 
In him, to have voluntarily fentany of his, unto his affiftance, 
againft thofe with whom he had a ceflation from arms, within 
the limited time : He fubducth Falkenave, but going to hinder 
Egere from befieging, he flackened his pace, being often flopped 
by over or fool-hardy Wrangle , (for that was his EpetbiteJ in his 
very Camps, while he would break violently tborow unto a lit¬ 
tle bridge belonging unto a houfe of the Emperour’s, for the en¬ 
tertainment of friends. He fights at plane, and two other places, 
with a diverfe ifliie, untill the Bavarian , the ceflation of arms be¬ 
ing ended, joyned himfelf unto him again; as alfo untill that 
mangle (calling Koningfmark unto him ) (hould fnatch away, as 
it were, his Army thorow Bohemia toward *Anneberg, and fhould 
pafleover unto Mifnia,Erford,and Vifurgeof Hoxcere, that he 
might refrefh Souldiersat divers places, and then fhew himfelf 
in Haflia : whither the Emperour’s and Bavarian forces follow¬ 
ing him 5 ffor a caufe moving them thereunto) they were pleafed 
to befiege the City Marpiirg, where Holtfapfel, formerly MeUn- 
der, the Emperour’s General,through a Splinter ef a beam (which 
was occasioned by the Caftle’s or Tower’s Guns thundring into 
the place of his abode ) breaking a vein of his neck, had aimoft 
breathed out his life* together with his bloud, by that open paf- 
fage. Bur (after one or two places vanqui&ed by the Emperous, 
one whereof, to wit, Igiave, very hardly 5 and Ncrdling (that 
was taken this year, before, fey Lawenbaupt the Swedifh Captain j 
as faith Mercurm GalUhelgicus) wickedly or unhappily retaken 
by the Bavarian) the Swedifh Novefians perform’d notable ex- 
ploits, killing (yojfe or Goce with 100 common Souldiers, and ra¬ 
king the faid Earl of Holtfapfell , fome Majors, with 200 common 
Souldiers prifoners. Neverthekfle Lamboy ( on the other fide) 
watching his opportunity, vanquifheth windeke with three other 
ftrong holds in Colonia, and from thence goes into Wcftphalia, 
although he was commanded by the Emperour to come with his 
Brigade unto the chief of his warlique affairs. 

Moreover, the fame year, being 1 £47, the Souldiers of Turain 
are overcharged by Neighbouring garrifons of the Empcrours? at 
Zwingenberg : and do aflare the City Mentz, and worms, againft 
the fubtile devices of both garner and Beninghaufe. But there 
was like to be a falling out with their own fellow-Souidiers, 
about Rofe the Tribune, whom fome Regiments required from 
the Army, to be reftored their Captain, neither cpuld they be 
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brought to return to their duty by any means; but yet on fome 
certain conditions they do joyn to IConwgfmark. Rofe himfelf * nno l6 * s 
being brought to Paris, to declare the caufe hereof. And when as of G1 *, ri<lj 
the Colon ran, now renounceth his ceflation of arms made a while 
before, with the Swede, French, and Haffians, by reafon ofa 
Town that was taken of theirs, in the mean time, and fome other 
unworthmefles received from the enemy; then Koninafmark in 
creating his number with Ubenbaupt’% Souldiers, (that profpered 
in fome achievements the year before) begins ‘Tadehortt that 
had been taken and retaken in r 646, and ftoutly oppofeth him¬ 
felf againft Lamboy at Steynford, as he pierced into Oftro-Frifm, or 
Eaft-Frieiland, and that, untill both Armies were fummoned 
away unro the higheft matters. 

And truly, (as though things were now coming to the higheft 
pitch) the Swedifh Commanders and Armies do hotly encounter 
the Imperial Forces (in the year 1*48) to their difad vantage For 
wrangle in the firft place cakes from the Duke of Lunebura 1400 
horfes, and the cloathing for his Array 5 and calling a Council of 
War at Stade, he raovetn toward Paderborn , where he drives 
away the Eraperians and Bavarians out of Haflia, where they 
wanted Vnftual, into Francony, having been fufficiently worn 
out at the fiege of Marpurg. Then increafing his Army, he paf- 
lech over the River Mxmu at Afciburg, being 23000 ftrong. 

15000 footmen, 8000 horfemen, i^Q great Guns, and 200 wag¬ 
gons, and by force wrefled^ piece of Ordinance that were left 
by the Emperour’s Army at Forcbeym. And coming unto Eeucb- 
wange, he fets his Army in array 5 but the'Emperour’s forces do 
partafunder, theEmperians departing unro Ratisbone, and the 
Bavarians unto Eichftade; but Wrangle himfelf fits down ac 
Guntsburg- Koningfmark in the mean while wandring up and 
down, unto whom the abovefaid difeontented Turanian Souldier 
then came. Then after three places yielded, poflefTed, and laid 
wafle,*and three others fortified • And the upper Palatinate put 
to extream villany by the rude and cruel Souldiers, at length 
there was a conflia about crofling the River Lyce, (the French be¬ 
fore that, coming to the Swedes, and covering Bavaria , upon 
which Bucheym and Spark are called out of SiLefia ) toward the 
City Augujla, and thar, an unhappy one to the Emperians, Holt - 
fapfeUihcit General being in the very rear {lain, alfo Konigfmark 
brings away tneir Secretary, with 200 and 70 Common men, 
and foopened their paffage in Bavaria, whither ir appeares they 
Were rending. (Tworeafons were given of this misfortune 5 ei¬ 
ther becaufe Gronsfeld, Leader of the Bavarian Souldiery, had 
been Commanded (in imitation of ehe Hajjiaas) to decline the 
Front ci ehe Battle, and bring his Souldiers to defend rather the 
more ioaud or ftrong parts thereof: or becaufehe envyed Halt- 
lapfell, the faid Holtfapfell having his ChiefOfficers the leife obedi¬ 
ent gate him, both in regard of the Rigour of nis Array difeipline* 
e - • Qjiq ." and 
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and likewifc, for chat his Religious Rites were very much eftran- 
ged from theirs. But Keningfmark breaking into Bohemia , and on 
July 1 6, making a free Egrefle and Regreflc unto the Town and 
Garifon of that was (hut up by the Enemy; on the 26 of 
the fame moneth, he cncompafling and taking 300 Scouts, ora 
party fent forth, by a cunning Stratagem, brought a greater mis¬ 
hap unto theEmperour, than the other.- who fending forth by 
night as many of bis own Souldiers unto Colored the Vice-King of 
Bohemia,under a colour of being his party that was fent out, now 
returning, their Watch-word being firft ftollen; took by this 
difguife before day, that which is called Little Trague, with the 
Caftle of Bets or %$ti[e thereto belonging, with mere than 200 
men of a great fame, whom he made them to ranfona. A prey 
alfo ef above feven millions value, fell hereby into his hands, the 
richer part of which he fends away in 60 Waggons unto Lipfia, 
Colored alfo the Vice-roy, hardly efcaping from being feized on 
in his bed. mangle alfo crofting Lyce, confirmeth one garrifon, 
and takes two into his pofleffion; the Emperour’s Aiding away 
unto Piltshove , the Bavarians fpreading thcmfelves into Garrifons 
to defend thofe more ftrong places, who, upon the lofing of 
Lyce, quitted or departed from Ifare, the^which mangle pofiefleth 
wholly: who befieging Wafferburg, was ftuftrated of his at¬ 
tempt, and fecking a paAage over the River Oene, could not ob¬ 
tain it, the Bavarian ftoutly defending the right bank againft 
him. Then he hath a cooflid with the Emperians and Bavarians 
who revived again, at Dincktffwge, and fits down at Landjhute , 
being repulfed by mrth , who with great violence aflailed them 5 
the laid tvertb, having been newly received into favour by the 
Duke of Bavaria, who before had a prejudice againft him. 

Left I fhould be too tedious, let me briefly run over fome ali¬ 
ens of two or three more chief Swedifh Warriours this year. 
Tfc^Duke of Wittenberg (who wasef that party, and was Licv- 
tenanfqf the Ordnance,) that he might make amends for fome 
Ioffe ftabT)swage had fuffered through a miftake, which was 13^ 
horfemen, and 3 3 6 horfes, run* to him 5 demolifhing Oelfa , and 
preying uponSilcfia, and being increafcd with a fuppiy of 6000 
men from Pomerania and Moravia, breaks thorow into Bo¬ 


hemia, where, atBrandife, (the place where the image of the 
Virgin Mary trimly flood) he takes 600 of the enemies, and be¬ 
ing put into the room of Koningfmarky who was abfent, he fhews 
himfelf before old Prague : and then pofiefleth a Town, and a 
Caftle in that Kingdom; after that, palling thorow to Moldavia , 
about to come fuddenly upon Mi/ling of Crumavia , he, at Budwkey 
lights upon Buchejm , with three other of eaainency, that were 
bring 120 Waggons unto places of more fafety 5 he takes them 
with their wagons, onely one (jarner efcaping, and fo goes to 
meet their newGeneral;who came out of Swcthland among# thele 
dafhings this year, with $©00 moft choyfe Souldiers; (This 
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wv, Charts Gujtave, who being begotten of his father lohnCafimr, 
who was of the family of the Palahnates of B.fonr, and his mo- 
ther t)elB S the fi(Ur ot G «ftaVe Adolphfu King of Sweden ) was Cou- w fal?’

Therefore Rabenhaupt the Haffian, together with Duilat the 
Swede,(while that thofe chtefeft matters by the main Armies 
were tumbled out of Hafia thorow Francony, unto Lyce, and into 
Bohemia; rccovereth fome places that theeneaqy had pofTeffcd* 
taking Hamburg by force, where were 20 Ordnance very well 
fitted, another place by a flight, but raced ot fpoyled Gleichenliein, 
and at length Geife is put in his place, with whom this year 1648, 

^tended 1 who clofely befieging Geife at Gifeck; through 
the valour of Err,eft the Lantgrave, who with 300 common Soul- 
diers brake in upon the befiegers, fets the befieged at liberty, 

Lamboy lofing fome hundreds of his men, (yet Err,eft himfelf was

Geife noewithftanding (efpecially when Frederick the Lant- 
grave had brought him 15 00 horfe)valiantly conquered the Town 
ot Marcodure, Lamboy imploying his Auxiliaries in vain to hinder 
it: notwithftanding lie ftoutly loofeth Fader born from befieging • 
and then both patties fitting down over-againft each other It

December; in which peace, the Duke of Lorratn (whether 
through prejudice conceived againft him for the noiorioufnciL of 
his Armies villany in Germany and Flanders, befi les fpoyls done 
to the French) could not be included therein : and the King of 
Spain would nor, whether out of enmity to the French, or hatred 
totneProteftancs with whom it was concluded 5 for the Bifhop 
* of Rome his moft Great father, "purfued with a Preteftarion 
againft it, becaufehereby his Church (hould lofe both rich Ter¬ 
ritories arid dignities. Yet the Spaniard the fame year enters a 
peace with the TInited Provinces of the Low-Countries at 'J'Lun. 
fter, laying afide-all authority and privilegious right over rhofe 
Provinces, as alfo the lower Haflians with the Upper, on feme 
hard conditions made betwixt them.

None except Rupert and Mau- 
tli/10 rice, who were to depart the land, were forbidden to come to 
t/VXJ London, and the Kings fon, the Duke of York, was with honour 
thither conducted. But the old Broad Seal which they left behind 
them, was Auguft the eighteenth, (the Parliament having made 
a new one) broken and defaced ar London . 

Five or fix other moftftrong places, foon yielding themfelves 
after Oxford (of which the Ifland and Caftleof Scilly, at the Weft 
end of the Land, was one Sept. 16. Which was a great harbourer 
of Men of War for the King by Sea, that took great fpoil of Mer¬ 
chants Ships, and from whence Prince C/w/^ had not long before 

fled into Jerfry) and Colonel Mafiejs brigade being by Fairfax qui¬ 
etly disbanded in the Weft, among whom (about the difference 
of Presbytery and Independency inChurch-Government,of which 
there were great fa&ions then in England) a mutiny was feared, 
the war was even finifhed, and Generali Fairfax came Novemb. 
the 12 th with triumph into London* where by both houfes ofPar- 
1 lament, he was (in order) tnoft amply and heartily congratulated, 
unto which he replyed with a (hort modeft anfwer. The Earl of 
Zfie* their firft Generali, that brake the Ice, dying (as is (aid) of 

an Apoplexy, the 13 th of Sept, aforegoing, who on the 22th of 

Odob. following, was moft pompeufly (by the Parliament) intcr- 

IC Buttherext year 16475 was partly (pent in the divifions of 
fellow Conquerours, and many others, divided under the name 
of Presbyterians and Independants 5 the former complaining 
that ti e folcmn Covenant was not kept, the latter, that it was 
mifinrerpreted ; the Royalifts in the mean time ready to joyn with, 
either for their own advantage, very many having out of taken- 
Garrifons reforted to London . Thefe diffentions increafing, Peti¬ 
tions were both prefented to the Parliament againft the Army as 
Independants, and the Parliament themfelves debated of disban¬ 
ding them, againft which (as wronged) they Petitioned the Ge¬ 
neral, becaufe they neither had their Arrears, nor the Laws and 
Liberties they had fought for, were obtained. And although the 
odrer party much ftomached and complained of the faid Petition, 
yet on ]ui ethe fourth, 1 £47, the King was by a party (underche 
command of one Cornet Joyce) taken from Holmby , and carried un¬ 
to feveral l places, according to the removing of the Armies quar¬ 
ters. Whereupon, the Parliament ordered where he fhould re- 
flde, which was at Richmond , buteight miles from London , and 
alfo who thould attend and Guard him. But in (lead of fulfil¬ 
ling the fame order, there wasfent from the Army an impeach¬ 
ment agaiaft eleven members of the Commons, as hinderers of 
right, doing fomething againft the Army it fejf, and hindering 
Irelands relief, the which, had been, as was thought, too long ob- 
ftruded already by reafon of the Kings going to the Scots. This 
caufed half a years reparation of thefe members from the h °u le ’ al ‘ 
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though voluntary. Notwithlianding through the affociating of INAx') 
many Citizens and Apprentices of London (that were for the re ® iBO t<r 4 *

London, (two new fpeakers being chofcnj choofing Magee Gene, 
rail of their forces and Mihtia, that they then raifed to oppofe 
the Army : Which Army hereupon drawing nigh to London, i id 
iomething allay the Citizens courages fo that they both deferred

bandedanddelivered up all Forces, Forts, and Militia into Fair, 
fax his hand, recallisg alfo their late Declaration. And on Aua 
the lixth, the departed Members, were (by the Army ireftored to 
their fitting.

(hewing, the end of it was, to preferve his own fafety, againft 
Whofe life fome laid wait. About feven dayes after his com¬ 
bing thither from Cam brook Gaft le, hefent to the Parliament a 
Letter, in which he was eameft for a perfonall treaty at London, 
tbat might be accompanied with three appendices, honour, free- 
dome, and fafety 5 they voted, Novemb. 2 6 . that upon fig ninz 
tour proportions, in order to fecurity, which feemed not unreafo* 
nable, that (hould be admitted: whonevertbelefle, the Scots be¬ 
ing averfe unto the faid bills prefenting, and people divided into 
parties in London, flatly refufed to confirm the fame, for which 
came, they voted Jan. the third, that no further addrefles (hould 
&e made unto him, or meflaage received from him by themfelves, 
or any other without their leave. Which Votes, the Generali, 
Army-Councell on the eleventh day feconded with a Decla¬ 
ration^ 
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ration, refolving to cleave to the Parliament in ietiing the Kino. 

Of Chrift^ domes affairs, both without, and againft the King, or any of his

urv%* Thefe Votes, and Army-Declaration,inflamed rather than ap¬ 

peared the anger and fury of many people, who not onely longed 
for, but expected the King to be lettered unto his former dignity, 
although the Parliament fought by another Declaration, ([hew¬ 
ing how often they had applyed themfelves unto the King, yet all 
in vain) to aflwage their difturbed minds: fo that tumults and in- 
furre&ions (the beginnings of a fecond war) were not onely fear¬ 
ed, but raifed ; the firft of which was that in the Iflc of Wight 
it felf, near the very Caftle in which the King was; for which, 
the principal Leader, Captain Burleigh, was at an Aflizes, called 
at Winchester on purpofe, condemned for Treafon, and executed 
Febr. 10. 1647. Notwithftanding in the moneth of April 1648, 
Londons Apprentices, and other young people, gave a notable 
example of war and fedition unto adjacent places, who faying 
they were for Cbarls their King, put the whole City in great fear, 
the Lord Maior being conftrained to betake himfelf unto the 
Tower, who the next day by a party fent by General Fairfax , 
were vanquifhed and quieted, and a thoufand pound given to the 
Souldiers for the fervice. The Duke of York efcaping (in the 
fame April) from James his houfe near weftminfier, out of the Par¬ 
liaments hands. And the Prince being as a banifhed man in the 
peoples eye, by private Commiflions from his Father the King, 
raifed war 5 which war feemed more formidable and dangerous 
unto the Parliament and Army than the former, both in regard of 
the Scots, who from affifting friends, were turned threatening 
enemies, and chiefly thofe that were called Tresbyterians , flding 
both in London and the Countrey with the Royalifts upon the Co- 
venant-accomt. 

Now divers ftrong holds were feized on for the King, as Barmck y 
April the 30th, by Sir Uttarmaduke Langdale • and (farlHe 
about the beginning of May following ; Pontfratt Caftle, (where, 
alfo Colonel Rainsborougb was treacheroufly by the enemy after¬ 
wards, Qdtob. 29, taken in his bed and {lain, as he lay at the 
flege thereof,) was June the third furprized by a Major and Cap¬ 
tain of the King’s, having firft kiildd the Governour. Before 
whichjon May the I2th,there was an Infufre&ion at St. Edmonds- 
bury not far from London , and a feditious Petition by the Surrey - 
men on the 16th day, the petitioners befides hurting, killing, 
©neofthc Parliament’s guard; for which, themfelves were by 
fbme horfe fcattered, and fome killed. A far greater on the 24th 
day was by the Men of Kent, with whom divers great ones of 
that Country joyned; Great toyl it coft Fairfax (who was with 
feven Regiments engaged againft thefe rifers) to fubdue them: the 
greateft conflict was at the Town of c Maidffone, where with very 
much difficulty,and no ftnail danger, with thelofte of 40 men,the 
place was obtained, againft about 2000 defendants, 200 being 


{lain, moft of them taken prifontrs , befides horfes and arms. 
Thoufands- of their Countrey, men of the fame party, looking on, Ann ? 
in the mean time, and not daring to oppofe the General. A ran- t 
nant of this Kentifh-Attxiy Under the Lord Cjoringf s conduOi, ap- 
proached nigh London , to fee the affedions of the Citizens, who 
being purfued by fomeHorfemeo of the Army, Goring with four 
or five hundred of them crofled the River into Effcxf where the 
Lord Capell, and Sir Charts Lucas with forces joyned with them 
who notwithftanding were loon afterwards driven into the City 
of (folcbefter (unto whom many from London referred) by Fairfax 3 
and after a pretty long fiege, the believed having no hopes of re¬ 
lief, and being brought to great ftraights, horfe-Hefti being ac¬ 
counted good meat, Aug.28. yielded tnemfelves into the Conque- 
rout's hands, two of whom were fhot to death, to wit, Sir Charts 
Lucas , and Sir Cjeorge Lifts. 

But (to leave other tilings in the Weft and other places,bccaufe 
they were foon quelled) much danger threatened the Parliaments 
Caufe in Wales, by Laughorn 3 'Poyer, and Powell’ s cor-.joy; ing, who 
before had done the Parliament (efpecially Laughorn ) good fer- 
vice.^ Thefaid Laughorn with Powell having an Army of 8000 
men in the field; unto the which one Colonel Horton with but 
3000 gave a compleat overthrow, killing many,and taking about 
3000 prifoners; this was in May, Thofe two flying unto Payer 
in ¥ embr00k-Cattle, & moft ftrong place, (after that Cbepftorv- Ca- 
itle was ftirrendred unto another Parliament Commander, whofe 
chief Defendant Sir Nicholas ICemifh, was after the yielding, May 
.2 5, {lain,) Cromwell after a while about July had it yielded unto 
him,with the oppofersall pnfoners;extremities within conftrain- 
ing them thereunto. 

The Earl of Holland alfo (who before had played faft and loofe) 
now taking his opportunity, with the Duke of Buckingham, was 
in arms at Kingfton upon Thames with 500 horfemen, who was 
pur to flight by Sir M chael Le^efey, and afterwards taken and fent 
to Warwick Caftle; the Lord Francis, the Duke’s brother, being in 
the Combate (lain. 

The plundring forces alfo belonging unto Pomfret Caftle were 
quite vanquifhed by Colonel Rojfiter, who,in that adiorowas fore- 
Jy, though not mortally wounded. 

But the greateft block to leap over, was a Scottifh Army unde? 

Duke Hamilton’s Command, who (though they were judged to 
be both that Kirks and Kingdoms enemies s and fo had nor their 
good wishes for their fucccff) invaded England about or in the 
cnoneth of June, and a little after being added unto by Langdale’s 
forces, were ftrong in number, having nokftc than 25000, and 
cruel and terrible unro the Inhabitants where they came. This 
Army Major General Lambert kept in play, untili Licvtcnanc Ge¬ 
neral Cromwell (Pembroke-Cattle being feafonably delivered unto 
him) could come to joyn with him, who being in all not full ten 
thoufand ftrong, Aug. 17. 1648, wholly vanquilhed and defeated 
R r r that 
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that Array, took the Lievtenant General, and foon after theiDuke 
Tcta* himfelf in flight with 3000 horfe, 3000 having been before flain, 
*0 us*.’ and 9000 taken prifoners. The Conquerour, Cromwell , after 
this, cotring Scotland with a happy fucceffe, ayded that Nation 
againft fome enemies, that there flood up, (reducing alfo Barwick 
and Car'ule) and was by them both magnificently entertained, and 
ingenuoufly acknowledged (under God) Scotland's Preferier , 
whofe Army- was before called by many of them, A company of 
Sectaries. 

Divers fnips like wife revolted from the Parliament unto the 
Prince by Sea, at the beginning of June, not fuffering 
borough the Vice-Admiral to come aboard ; fo that the Prince 
within two moneths after, was with near 20 fayl upon Thames, 
out-daring the Earl of Warwick , who was too weak for him : But 
through the prudence ©f Sir George Ayfcough , the Portfraouth 
Fleet was brought by the Princes fihips fafe unto the Earl, and 
then they followed the Prince upon the coaft of Holland, whither 
he was gone to visual. 

In the rnidft of thefe ftirs, (whether in love or fear of the King 
andhisCaufe, the Parliament themfelves altered their former 
Votes, nulling'on June 30, 1648, thofefor no further Addreffes 
to the King, Jan. 30. before, (having admitted the 11 impeached 
Members) And voted, fthough not a Perfonal Treaty at London , 
yet an honourable one to be had with him , heiirft accepting 
thereof, upon Propofitions, iathelfle of Wight, which, began 
Septemb. 18 this year, 5 Lords, and 10 Commons being ; chofen 
as Commiffioners to treat, and 10000 1 . to defray tke charges of 
the fame. It lafted about $ weeks, untillNovemb. 27. 

' But in the mean time, this new war being now over, and the 
Army at fome leifure, its Councel of Officers altogether difliking 
that Treaty, gave a prevalency (by a Remonffrance of theirs unto 
the Parliament, Novemb. 20) unto divers County Petitions deli¬ 
vered in the moneths September and Odober, for the execution 
of impartial Juftice upon fome aforementioned, as Hamilton , &c. 
authors of much bloud and calamity, and efpecially on King 
Charts himfelf, as the raifer of the whole War, and that God’s 
wrath might be feared to attend them, if he were unpunifhed. 
Whereupon,when as the King’s Concefficns in the Ifle of Wight, 
were Decemb.5 . following, voted fatisfa&ory by the Parliament; 
the next day, divers Members that had fo voted, were both fe- 
cluded from fitting,and confined,by the Army; and a little after, 
the King was brought out of thelfland unto Hurft Cattle, by a 
party of Horfe, and fo to wind for, Decemb. 2 3, And after the Su- 
preara authority voted to be in the Hcufe of Commons, Jan. 4. 
there was an Ordnance made for the King’s Tryal en the 6th days 
in order to which, an unufuai Court, called, an High Court of Ju- 
fiice, was ere&ed, on the <?th day, before whom the King appear¬ 
ed Jan. 20, and when as he would hot plead to his Accusation, 
as being unfacisfied in that Courts power to judge him, (but ra- 
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dier forbad the Clerk to flop, and hold his peace, after his earneft <W1 
at lire to fpiafc-wtth the Houles in tae Painted Chamber which lHe 
would not by the Prefidenr and the Court be fufferedj » 

he was fentenced to be beheaded by the faid Prefident, the which 
was accordingly executed on Jan. ?o, on a Scaffold eredted be- 
iote white-Hall, who there certified unto the people, That he dv 
ed aProteftant according to the Church of England’s Dodrine 
(delivering hxs George unto Dr. Jaxtm, who was his bolotne-ar’ 
rendant, that, as was fuppofed, he might fend it unto the Princei 
. and lpeaking not much in the vindication of his innocency He 
was afterwards Febr. ?th, hy 4 Lords, and Dr. Juxon weeping, 
inhumed at mnetfor in Georges Chappel, where Heim the eighth 
was formerly buried; after this. Proclamation was made: in 
Towns, That none fhould dare to proclaim charts Stuart his fon 
or any of that race ot other, King of England, uponpainof death 
for 1 realon; for the which, on eBeaummt a Minifter, was on the 
16 th of February executed at PomfraB 3 the Scotch Commiflio- 
ners having before, Jan. 10. difavowed thofe proceedings ©f the 
English,and therefore, young Charts was on Febr. 5 th proclaimed 
King mSc 0 tland : znd on the 1 6 day likewife proclaimed in Ireland. 

The houfe ofLords being en the 6 day of the fameFeb.voted by the 
r n m ^ nS5 ufeleffeand dangerous,(a neceffary confequenceofthe 
fall of Monarchy) and on the 17 day a Democmical Government 
of 40 chief ones, called a Committee or Gouncel of State,was by 
ana under the Parliament Senate appointed. Amongft which 
adions, Duke Hamilton, Earl of Norwich, who had likewife rai- 
ftd Forces for the King in this laft War, Earl of Holland, Lord' 

Capelly tod Str John Owen, were all brought to a Tryall before a 
l-cond High Court of Juftice, which began Febr. to, and after 
sentence of death palled on all five, March the 6th; two, to wit, 

Earl of Norwich, and .Sir John Owen, were on March the 8th re¬ 
prieved, and the next day the other three beheaded in the Palace- 
Yard of wefimixfitr, Lord Capell behaving himfelf the moft confi¬ 
dently, and undauntedly at the time of execution. And roclofe 
up this year in England, after the voting down of the Lords in 
Parliament, the Earl of Warwick, a Peer, was removed from his 
Admiralflaip at Sea, Febr. 215 and rhe next day, a considerable 
fhip called the Han-Fngot revolted from this new State. But 
PontfraB Caftle, that tough reiique of Carrifons, which ail this 
time held out, was on March the 22, 1648, conftrained to fur- 
render. 

In the mean time, the Frenchman by the Duke of Turain well 
nandleth the League with the Swedes in 1646, and receiverh 
Anthony Barberine the Cardinal at Paris, endowing him with fome 
yearly profits belonging to Spain: and atfiong other anions of this 
year, he fets his Army in Array at Genoa in Italy, againft whom 
the Pope oppofeth the Duke of Savile. He alfo fits a Navy, and 
takes pofTeffion of the Haven of Stephen and Tdsmon ; befieging the 
R r r 2 Sea- 
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fsjs^D Sea-Town of Orbitell , and fighting-pxofperoufly enough in a Sea- 

ifV battel, though he loft Brefe his Sea-Commander he gains the 
» Syo ft> place : he was indeed by the Pope’s forces caft out of Ttifcia 3 y C t 
(/yy he fubdued Portologona^ together with Plumbine , andfo makes the 
agreement of the Barbarines to be eafie,with the Pepe, But there 
was a Confpiracy by the Spaniard againft his Vice-Roy or King at 
Barcellona y the Spaniard proclaiming the Duke of jinofeVi ce- 
Kingof Naples: yet he vanquiiheth the Fort of jirragon, and 
befiegeth Lerida-, but he received after eight moneths fiege, a 
moft valiant repulfcby two Spanifh Commanders, 7® of his 
Ordnance being taken, the Spaniffj Souldiers being fpread abroad 
for the prey. But it was otherwife in Flanders this year : for by 
his Captains, the Duke of Orlednce and Sngutenne, he fi rft obtains 
the Town and garrifon oi Cor track from the Spaniards, although 
they had a fharpeonflift with him at Cmne about it ; and then 
wins Vinociberg and Mardike by affault, and at length that norable 
place for Py rates, Dunkirk , a very great help and fafety to his af¬ 
fairs, if he could have kept it. 

But the Dutch, who (as was faid) fiad confulted with the French. 
of availing the Spaniard on both fides of Flanders , do intercept 
Tiene by the crolfing paflage of the River Mofe, taking therewith 
many Captives of no (mail name and fame; yet they vainly en¬ 
deavour this ye^r, 1 646, tq take Venice by fiege. Neither indeed 
is any thing performed by them befides, worth the price of their 
warfare, unleffe it were, that by bufying t Ve Spaniard, they helped 
the French Expedition. They agree alfo to reftore places that 
were pofleffed by thetiiothe Juliacan field, unto theEleftour of 
Brandenburg* who married Ludovica , daughter to the Prince of 
Orange. 

The fame year the King of Poland having joyned himfelf in mar¬ 
riage to Nivemia at mrfove , he gives a hearing unto an gmbaffa- 
dour of the great Duke oiMofcovj, concerning a League to be mu¬ 
tually made againft the Tartars. And fearing war from both 
Turks and Tartars, he ftudies warfare 5 againft which, tfre States 
(fearing an oppreffion of their Country thereby) do ftrongly en¬ 
deavour. Whofe brother C a f m * r ls now counted or enrolled 
amongft the number of Cardinals : but being difappointed of 
the title of a Kingly brightnefle conferred on him, (fuch was his 
zeal ) he quite left that pretended holy order. 

Now alfo the Turk and Venetian do ftruggle, John Capello be¬ 
ing declared General for thefe,in the room of Francis Erizzo, who 
dyed this year 1646, and Francis Molim chief Captain of the 
Dukes Navy, both aged men, the firft above feventy years of age, 
fche fecond one under. Degenfield commanding his forces through¬ 
out the which, Turkish weapons made to tremble, for 

Noviograde is yielded unto him, and Zare is overcome; yet the 
Venetian recovered them both again, freeing another place from 
fiege, and flaying the Bafbaw of Bcfnia , the Turk vanquifheth Sckif- 
fanim Caftle, but he is overcome 2X Dardanelles and again by Sea, 
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lofing thfee Oar-Galleys; yet fctf .thc upper hand at Cane* 
through the errour or ohftinacy of the Commander Valettane c »- 16 ** 

pello alfo, craving excufe for his age, had John Bapufta of Grimme 
iprlucceflour in his General-ftup, aftei/which, they jovninjr, L 
doubtfull battel with the Turks at Retime , a Town tha/yielded^ic 
fejfunto their.violence, the Venetians (who think their contention 
againft the Turk a kind of holy War; run to: three remedies - 
Prayers, Alms-Deeds, and Embaffages to other Princes to intreat 
their aid and affiftance. The Jews alfo being taken in the very 
aft in pafling over or con veighing Weapons t© the Turks. 7 
Moreover the Mofsovite the fame year, fend? an Embafladour 
into Swethland, being by all neighboariinefte ftudious of peace 
ASwedifh Enabaffadour de h Garde going likeyyife to Taris and 
another from the Tranftvanian, comming unto Lypfia, the *Hun- 
garians at the fame time, treating in their puhlique Aflemblir* 
a bout confirming peace with the faid Tr&nfivanian Prince and 
likewife with their Emperour (who before had. Crowned his 
ion their King) concerning rooting out the Jefuit f s from amongft 
them. This honour alfo (at Stockholm) t he Swedes afford unto it* 
fiave Guftavifon the illegitimate fon of their late King, to be rec¬ 
koned among their Earls, although not capable of a Kto 
dome. . ... s 

But the Bi/hop of Rome (who it feenas is full of money) beftow- 
eth 18oooCrowns on a Chain to to up the Haven oi Chita Vec- 
chia in 1647.* Yet (as not ha King enough) in 164$, he is at vari¬ 
ance with the Duke of Parma about the Dutchy 0 f Caftro, whe-. 
ther it be the Fee-farm of the Church, They joyn battel about ir, 
but the Duke hath the upper-hand, and then the Bifhop laves the 
blame of moving that war, ©n godfride a Marqueffe ; but comes 
to an agreement with the Duke for a round furame, paying him 
300000 Crownesprefently down, and 60000® Crowns to be 
told put to him a while after. Notwithftanding the Caftro( which 
I underftand to be the feoufeor Pallacc belonging to the iaad; is 
laid equall with the ground. And before the year was ended, a 
Jubilee or Feaft of joy and rejoycing is in a folemn (though Tew- 
lfh) manner opened or prepared at Rome. 

The fame year there is a new Governour for the Spaniard in the 
Netherlands, to wit, Arch-Duke of Auftria; he fubdu- 

eth three Towns, Armentere that was laden with all kind of Vi¬ 
sual, alfo Cowhand Lenfe-, and afterwards Landrefe , the French 
(at the fame time) quickly taking Ba/ea and Dixmude , attemp- 
ting alfo Newport , and at waver at Bruxells , carrying all the fpoil 
out o£ the place, turned 8 o houfes into afhes. Yet now as a fore¬ 
runner of a league, there is a ceflation of arms beween the Spani¬ 
ards^ and Dutch, but cbemleve returns with difgrace unto Dixmude> 
while Ranzove another Frenchman retakes(with great pains) Lenfe 
from the Spaniard, Iofing fix eminent perfons in the atchievemenr. 
unto this Countrey alfo are brought out of the Indies ten Millions 
and a half of Gold.

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fVWO Somewhat there was to-da^ikewife betvkcn thfe French and 

Spamjh on the other fide of France, this taking one place irom th® 
w {(%•'-,< French, &c. Bat,this was remarkablfjthat Zends, was now ftrong- 
ly defended againft the Prince of Condee, who was General there 
in the room of Harcourt. 

Buc the next year, i <*4$, the King of Spain (fetting forth his 
Sealdiers, and laying out his money at O fiend, brings an Army 
into the field of 2700©, fubdaingCor^Kand yielding Tpre to the 
Prince of Condy, and affli&s Ranz,ove the French Commander, who 
was now gaping for Otfend it felf. Yet he fujfers a notable (laugh¬ 
ter and overthrow at Lenfe, for the French being increafed by the 
Army of Erlack, beats the Spaniard gnesouflyy Beck and his fon 
being bothdlaifl, and taking the Prince of Ligne, and the Mar- 
qutfie of Grana, with twenty Captains, 6 ® 00 & 200 Common- 
fculdiers, fourty Great Gnns, Enfignes. Through Italy the . 
Spaniard takes Furn, but Iefeth it again, asd rcceiveth lode by 
the Duke of ^Modenaat Fade, who feattered 700 Spaniards, and 
again, kills 3©© of them, taking /ooo and 300. The French 
King alfofending the Duke of Guife privily amongft the feditieus 
Neapolitans, was difappoiated of betraying the Towre or Caftle 
©f c&rmne, the Duke was taken, and was hot let go but with a ran- 
* fome. Moreover homebred troubles atife now in France ,(a chief 

caufc being theoppreffion of the people, which 4 is not fmall in 
that Kingdoms) theDukc of Orleans, together with the Senate 
ftrikingat the Court, yet there wa^iprefent quiet nefle, when as 
theKing had changed the Judges ofcriminali caafci, and fo»e- 
what eafed the people by Parliament. But (as a fore not healed 
to the bottomed the diftemper grew frefb again,when as the Duke 
. of Brufiells, more freely pleading the peoples caufc,’ was caft into 
bonds, the King goingafideunt© the Temple of Saint Germanes . 
But at length, before this year's expiration, which is 1^48, when 
the Captive Duke was reftored, there is a fecond reft, the King 
returning unto Tarts, though with very much intreaty. A home¬ 
bred confpiracy (likewife) there was made at lM adrid the chief 
City in Spain, for the which, two chief amours, Char Is of Padigle , 
and Peter of Sylvapegme^nncts^Xoik their lives. 

While thefe things were in a&ion, the Tartars , and Cojjacks of¬ 
fend Poland: the one wafting the Counrrey, being inftantfor their 
tribute: and the other, for the retraining their antiene Religious 
rites, and the robberies of the Lievtenants of their Countries, 
They take two eonfiderable places of Poland this year 1 £48 into 
pofleffion. And Dominick the Tolanders General, defpifing the 
counfeli of wiefnewick , a chief Officer of that Army, is by thefe Cof- 
facks put to flight, lofing 72 piece of Ordnance, and 20000 Soui- 
dkrs, requiring for the rrnfome of the Captive General, a great 
fum: this great Ioffe caufed great ftrife in their publick aiTem- 
blies, fo that they fought there about it. But Chmielinsky the lea¬ 
der of the£f>[[acks 3 will have it decreed amongft them concerning 
the Religious matters of his Countrey, anjl Family, and the next 
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year the new King ot Poland, John Cafimir who was chofen the fNA/T 
year hefore 1648, and now in 1649 Crowned, (who alfo marri- *"S? <f« 
ed his brothers Widow bound in her bed) moving againft both 
th eCofacks and Tartars, t he Cofacks by force obtain both their an- 1>v<i 
tient ceremonies of Religion, and an amendment of the Govern 
ment of their Common-wealth. But the fofatis flew "in Poland 
in the year 1 £48 {So cruel were they) 8000 Jews,and above aooo 00 
Natives. 

Toward the latter-end of this year, Frederick, who was of W 
Arch- bilhop ol Brentes, is Crowned King of •Denmark ,this Chbr-h 
man could not fay, My Kwgdome is not of this world. And Marl 
jEllenor the Queen Widow of Guliave Molphm, is brought (Pearl 
being now concluded in Germany) from Walgaft with honour and 
foiemmty unto Stockholm, dRa

Th.e year following, 1 £49, (which according to the Germane ac¬ 
count, takes us beginning at January •, but according to thcEndifh, 
not untill March 25.) the Swedish and Emperian-weapons are 
c&anged into confulcations for eftabliftung and confirming that 
peace, which was the year before agreed on. For the which*,three 
Hukes come togethar at NGrimkern^ the Duke of Amalfe from the 
Emperour, of grsken for Sweden, and of rand on in the name of 

TSVa r treaE of . iour things 3 reftiturion of what was 

panelled, iatista«ion for injuries, emptying or quitting of Gar- 
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rv^n rifons, and paying of the Souldiers. Amongft other things, this 

jf-** was done. The Swedish Souldier was fpread thorow feven Cir- 
cles allotted them by theEmperour, untillthe final confirmation 
of the peace. And five Millions are wrung out for difeharging 
the faid Swedijh Souldiers. The emptying was begun at three fe¬ 
deral diftances of time, by 'equalleilimations; fo now, when at 
length he had the Articles of higheft concernment confirmed,then 
Ludovick the Palatinate is fuffered to return unto Heidleberg , the 
caufe of whofe Countries reftoring we fee, was not upon fubmif- 
fion unto the Emperour, fomuch as upon conditions of Peace. 
This being done, the Emperour was preferitthis year at Fcfne, 
among the publick Aficroblies of the land, where he would not 
admit of the burdens pf his Clergy, that had been toiled to and 
agen in debate fince the year 1^03. againft: the Protcftants, 
whatever oppofition the Arch-bifhop made againft the Palati¬ 
nate. 

Yet the Conditions of peace were not fully agreed on untill the 
next year, 1650 ; for they now alfoftoutly labour thereabout at 
tforimberg ; but when as Hadbrunne, with 3000 Royals a month, 
out of chepublique Tre&fury, were allowed for three moneths 
time unto the Palatinate, untill the matter could bc'otherwife 
compofed, and four times five unto the Garrifonof p^/ic^/f; 
there were three terms of time appointed, i& whichV’places that 
were kept of the Emperour’s by others, (of whom, the Duke of 
Lorrain held three, -Hammerfteyn, Landftule, and Horkburg) fhould 
be voyded: The French King lets go all Towns in the Coaft of 
Rbenei befides the Cities of the Wood. Jfhe Empeiour ftreng- 
thens Prague and Eger, with the fame frlfitier that lay againft 
the Turks; he receivethOImuce, and other places, as the Duke 
of Lw/z^r^did Nieburgat Vifurge ; and then the Souldier was 
payd off and difeharged, who goes down by Companies unto the 
pay of the Spaniard : from whence fome fearful minds in Germany 
(the Spaniard being hereby flrengthened,and the hired being Soul- 
diersof fortune) foretold fome hurtfuli and unhappy thing to 
enfue. 

But to leave German-eve nts, and return unto Brittains tranfa$i- 
ob* ; after that Charts the late.King was taken out of the way,and 
other CapifaLenemies, amongft whom, Colonel Foyer was fnot 
to death, April 25.1649, this fecond (though but Ihort) War 
being over in England, that. Common-wealth fpeedily fet about 
the tranfporting a confiderabie part of their vidorieus Army into 
Ireland , that had been too long hindered of relief by domeftique 
interruptions, whereby the united parties there (having pro¬ 
claimed young Charls their King) had very much prevailed, as by 
and by we (hall fpeak; But there was a prefent flop made hereto 
by parties in the Army it felf, firnamed, if not nick-named, Le¬ 
vellers, as that they {hculd profeffe to lay every man’s eftate equal 
by force: Yet this I onely find, that thole fo called, refufed to pafs 
over into Ireland, untill they ftould fee (the King being now gone. 
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-mo joug^ attuuiicca a lyrant) l&me root- 

fteps of reformation in the Common-wealth touching the Law, 

TyLhes, See, according to fome former vows made both by Offi- to usof 
ctrs and Army ; and chiefly according unto fomething nor long 
before drawn up, which was called. An Agreement oftheTeople, 
prefented to the Parliament, ]an. 19. 1648. This refufal,or ra¬ 
ther refiftance of theirs, was at this time efteemed both unfeafon- 
able, and giving an ill example unto others; fo that April 27, 

16^9, one Lockier was (hot to death in London (after fome refi¬ 
ftance made againft his apprehenders) asanarch-ftickler in this 
defign ; whom that party openly carried to his grave, in a kind of 
ftacely affront (as was judged,) with Seargreen colours, at that 
time, the badge of fuch. Then they gathered themfelves toge¬ 
ther inarms atBurfordin Oxfordshire, whither not a few of the 
Army were coming to joyn with them. But General Fairfax, and 
the Lievrenant General Cromwell in heat and fpred marched May 
the 9th againft them, and an Officer being the day before fent un¬ 
to them in way of treaty and affability; inftead of what they ex- 
peded, they were furprized on the 15 th day by the General’s par¬ 
ties, three of the chief adors being fhot to death, and another (a 
preaching Cornet) upon recantation pardoned. But one T'homp- 
fon} a ftout-fellow, efcaping, flood in his own defence, who being 
purfued,was at length flain in a place called Wellingborough- Wood; 
their former fellow-Souldiers, bow being enemies, behaving 
themfelves fiercely and roughly towards the furprized. And at 
the fame time that this was doing, (which was on the i6hh of 
May) England was voted a free-State. (General Fairfax return¬ 
ing from this reducement three dayes after, May 29, 1649) 

W hereupon an Ad for abolifhing Kingly Government was May 
the 30th, proclaimed in London by the Lord Mayor of that 
City. 


The Impediments of Ireland being now removed, Cromwell 3 . 
now made Lord Deputy of that Kingdom, thought upon his 
march thitherward, the which he began July the 30th following; 
But the City of Dublin being hardly befieged by the Irifh Mar- 
queftc, Ormond, with an Army of 22000 men, which be gan June 
the 21, (and London-Dervy by fome of the rebellious mere, for 
thele two ftroag holds were ondy left unto the Parliament) cbouc 
3000 herfe and foot were polled away before-haad to Dublin, 
who joyning themfelves with 6oco more at the moft, under the 
Command of Colonel Jones, Tallied out, and totally routed and 
defeated Ormoncfs befieging Army, killing nigh 2000, taking 
tnany, with all their great Guns, Ammunition, Sec. as alio a 
wealthy fpoyl; This was on Auguft 2.-1649, about 14 dayes be¬ 
fore L. G. Cromwell s arriving there with his confiderabie Army; 
who being come, loft no time, but foon after befieged Drogheda , a 
ftubborn place, and, b farming, made it yield indeed,in a fhore 
time, but not without iweat and bloud unto the Conquerour,who 
(for terrour s fake to others) killed yfith the (word nigh 3000 
S f f armed 
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rx/v*>n armed men ate entrance therein: and then the confederates 
' naouldred down apace, garrifons being taken and yielded, and 

w i’ field-parties routed, in great number. Neverthelefs, the Natives 
v/VV being expert in. the Bogs and Woods of that Country, whither 
they retired and fbekred themfelves, made a perfed reduce- 
ment thereof, much longer than otherwile it would have been. 

In the mean time, the Covenant in England , was turned into an 
Engagement, for the which there was an Ad made Jan. 2. 1649, 
by the Parliament for its fubfeription ; it ran thus, I do hereby, 
prmife and engage to be true and faithful unto this Common -wealthy as it 
is noweflablijhed without King orheufeof LerdsMpon this,many were 
tryed and omed of their places and Offices, as in thelloiverfities 
andtlfewhere ^neither could anyone have any publique iraploy- 
ment either in that National Church or State, that refufed to fub- 
feribej nor indeed could he challenge any protedion from the 
faid Common-wealth. 

A little before this, news was brought to England of feme of 
their Plantations that fell off from obedience te this State, and 
either thinking or faying to themfelves according to the Roman 
Proverb, [Antiquum volof] I will have the old Law ftill, I will 
Jhave no Innovations 5 pumfhed divers with branding, fines, and 
baniftment, for not conforming unto Monarchy, and the old 
Church^Liturgy: thefe were Virginia , and thofe called Carybe - 
Jfl&nds ; who were notwithftanding (by a prohibition of all Traf- 
fique with them, and the induftry of Sir George tAyfweh Fleet,) 
within not many moneths, themfelves Nolens, volens 3 reduced to 
Conformity. 

This year alfo 1*49, toward the latter end of Odober, was 
3 ohnLilburn(vfho had been anoppofer of one and t'other,moft pare 
of the Wars, and was committed to the Tower of London in Ju¬ 
ly, 1*46) brought to tryal for his life, (by a Seflions called on 
purpofe) for invedive books (that were generally believed to be 
of his penning) againft both the Govcrnours, and Government of 
England , who notwithftanding was,beyond expectation by a Jury 
of 12 men, acquitted, and thereupon releafed. 

We find the Scotch King about the end of 1649, March 16, at 
Btedagh in theNetherlands, with whom the Scots there treate d, 
and concluded, an utmoft endeavour to re-inftate him in his Fa¬ 
ther’s Throne over the three Nations ; in order to which, June 
1650, he fet forth from Holland, and landed in the North of Scot¬ 
land. English (hips lying in vain to intercept him. He was not 
crowned King of that Nation, URtili Jan. 1. following. Far he 
did not afeend that Throne with cafe, (For firft he took their 
Solemn League and Covenant , and then ('which went againft the 
hair) figned a Declaration framed by the Kirk, for abandoning his 
Fathers fins, and his Mothers Idolatry, &c.) And fcarce at all 
might be faid to enjoy it. For* England's Parliament (upon this 
agreement between the Scots and their King, refolved to prtve&t 
a War tbeirown bowtls, by invading Scotland. To which end,

Cromwell was fent for out of Ireland, (things being now in a'vi&o- 

rious condition there) who leaving Ireton his fon in law Deputy l . 6 ** 

in his room, returned into England about the beginning of June, 

1650. UKontrojJe (the old Tnorn in Scotland's, fides) not long-be- 
fore, attempting to infeft hisCounrrey withfreft fupplies, was 
on March 2^, defeated by a party of that Kirk's, and being dif- 
gracefully brought prifoner unto Edinburgh- Cattle, May 18, was 
on May 2 1, barbaroufly hanged and quartered by his incenfed 
Ceumreymen. After whom, fome others were there executed, 
as Urrey, and Spotswood, &c. the faid Spotswood confefling hs had 
a hand in the murther of one Dr. Dortflaus an Sngltjh Agent, at 
the Hague in Holland y May 3,164?, who was about the middle 
of June interred at Weflminfter* 

And the year following, (fuch was the malice of fomc in other 
Nations againft England) Mr. Anthony Afcham , (a man of accom- 
plifhed abilities for fuch an undertaking) who was fent from the 
Parliament a publique Minifter into Spain, was June 6 y 1650, 
cruelly ftabbed in the head at ^Madrid, by one of the fix that had 
eafie admittance into the room,his interpreter Riba ^Spaniard, being 
alfokil d in the place. W £ k perfons all (fave one) being carried to 
prifon from the San&uary,by the King of Spain’s Command,occa- 
fioned a difference between the faid King and that Church,its pri- 
viledges being, as the Church-men plcadcd,hereby infringed. 

Buc General Fairfax being now voted by the Parliament to 
march with an Army againft the Scots, (for Reafons beft known 
to himfelf) laid down his Commiffion, whereupon it was im^- 
mediately conferred on Oliver Cromwell , June 2 6, 165©, who two 
dayes after advancing Northwards, (The- Parliament alfo pub- 
lifting a Declaration of the grounds and reafons of that advance, 
which was afterwards fent unto Edenburgh from the new General, 
by a blinded Trumpeter) the Scots expoiiulated the bufinefife in 
Papers fent to the Govcrnour of New*Caftle, putting the Snglilh * 
in mind both of the Covenant, (which the Engagement had now 
buried) and alfo of a large Treaty and Union between England 
and Scotland ; The which their Overtures with young Qharls had 
ditto! ved ; So that the English Army entred Scotland J uly 22, and 
on the 2 6th day came to ‘Dunbar , where they wererefrefted with 
provifions by their ftips ; but afterwards, for five or fix weeks 
Ipace, endured no fmall difeouraging hardships by ficknette of 
Souldiers watchings, wetnette, and coldnefle enough of the wea¬ 
ther, together with want of drink, (having in the mean time had

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The foot were generally flain and taken, many Colours, all their 
Anno 1*4* Ordnance, with 15000 Arms, as alfo many Colonels; and other 
w 5 inferiour Officers. This was on Septemb. 3.1^50. For which 
V*Y!V, vi&ory, a day of Thankfgiving being folemnized throughout 
England^ as before a Fail, many Minifters (upon the former cove, 
want- account) were averfe and backward in the obfervation there¬ 
of 3 at which time alfo there were dayes of Humiliation kept both 
by the Englifh and Scots (of the Kirk-party) in Scotland: amongft 
whom there were no leflc than three divifions of parties. 

A fair entrance being now made into Scotland’s bowels, by this 
overthrow in the fields of Dunbar, divers ftrong holds were fuccef- 
iively delivered into the Conquerour’s hands, (as alfo Colonel 
Kerr with his parry were defeated by Major General Lambert y 
taking Kerr himfelf, and fome other chief Officers 3 Colonel 
Straughm himfelf, with others hereupon, (who before were ftiff 
and zealous for the Kirk) voluntarily came in to Lambert 3) who 
lying at Edenburgh before that Caftle, both puhlifhed and putin 
execution a ftriet Proclamation, for prevention offurprizals and 
murthers daily committed on the Englijh Souldiers by draggling 
Scots: andonDecemb. 24. 1650, Edenburgh- Caftle it felf, an 
impregnable place, and of very great im portance unto the Engltfh 
affairs, was furrendred unto General Cromwell, with all the 
Magazine and furniture thereunto belonging, the Souldiers of the 
Caftle being to march away with their Arms, in a flourishing 
manner. The foregoer of this furrender, was a Battery raifed,on 
which a great Canon and Matter-piece was planted, and began 
to play: yet many were of opinion, that Money carried it, ac¬

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But there was a more remarkable deliverance from death of one 
ofctrfr* whofe name was *Anne green, innocently condemned to dye, as 
to'i^fo.* for murder of an abortive Infanr,at Oxford Affizes in 1650, through 
O^yNJ. a too harfn profecutioa of her potent Matter Sir Tbo. Reed , by one 
ofwhofe men Dr frieads in that houfe (he affirmed to be with child; 
the overftraining,of whofe body by working, caufed this abortion 
to be made in a houfe of eafement: who hanging by the neck 
about half an hours fpace, together with ftroaks and tuggings by 
her feet of feuldiers, and other ftanders by, mutt needs in the 
judgment of all, be fully dead : Yet being brought into a houfe 
for anatomizing fake, (as in the Univerfiry is wont to be done) 
her throat feemed to rattle; whereupon one Dodor ‘Petty and 
Baflock ; Phyiicians, with fome others, ufedfpeedy waies to re¬ 
cover he? life, both by breathing a vein to give a vent to fup- 
prefled nacure;and alfoother good means to comfort natural heat, 
fo that (he foon fpake, and was rettared, and ftill maintaining her 
integrity, (as well the might) had her pardon. This I infert here 
atnongft the number of memorable accidents, becaufe it was 
Gods fpeciall finger in difeoveringmans rigour, and a poor crea¬ 
tures innocency. The faid Sir Thomas Reed, within a faort tirn^e 
after, being choaked out-right at his own Table, confirming that 
moraland true faying of Cato the wife.

The King otportugall, having many places and Paddies within 
his dominions void of Priefts, treats with the Bittiop of Rome in 
1649, concerning receiving an Ecobaffadour, and the Supplying 
thofe empty charges with Church-men: publifhing withali, a 
book, that unlette the Bithop did cure that negled, he would take 
that right to himfelf. The defeat was not fupplyed by the Bi- 
fhop, and yet notwithftanding, he doth not allow or indulge the 
faid King,in taking to himfelf the priviledg of appointing Bifhops 
&c. in the year 1650. 

But the United Provinces of the Netherlands have no great joy 
for the peace made in 1648 with the King of Spain , becaufe they 
found it more profitable for the people, when the war was vigo¬ 
rous amongtt them, which mutt needs be by the Souldiers [pen¬ 
ding their pay there, and taking offpoil, which fits like) they fold 
to the inhabitants at a mean rate. But as he that livetb by Fny- 
iick, may truly be faid to iive miferably; fo that i« but a wret¬ 
ched pelf, that’s gotten by biouci, ruines, and deflations.

9 a civill war univerfally overfpread the whole Land ; the Duke of 
l/VV Mullein ftirring up the people of Aquitane, who as well as the 
Princefie of Condy , and,the Dutchefie of Longville , defired aid,both 
by money and Souldiers from the Spaniard , who fupplyed them 
therewith. After much bloud fpilr, the liberty of thofe Princes 
was procured;, Efpernon was withdrawn from Burdeaux , and from 
Government in the Common-Wcalth,butthe Cardinal with all 
his kindred were banifhed, yet he foon returned when the {form 
was a little over, with a kind of triumph, both to the grief of the 
emulating Princes, and to the grievance of a fervile Commonalty, 
who labour with continued troubles.

Ladders being brought thither for (forming, *tis twice loft, and as 
often recovered again, but at the third attempt, a Mine is made 
underground that confumed3ooo Turks, and 200 Chriftians.

Jldary the daughter of Ferdinand the firft, |iinperour, obtained two 
priviledges of cb&rls the fiEh,Emperour^.which were afterwards 
alfo confirmed by hisfucceffours: Firft, That if Duke William 
ihouid beget no heirs male of Mary,01 being : begotten,they fhould 
depart life; all the right of the Dominions and Provindes,fhould 
be devolved on the daughters begotten of them 5 or if none of 
them thould furvive, to the lawfull heirs male of the fame. And 
then, that all thofe faid Dominions fhould remain undivided, 
with one onely univerfal Lord and Succcftour: a euftome hither¬ 
to obferved by the Princes of Germany , and many of other Coun¬ 
tries, to confirm the ftrength of power. 

william therefore, begetting two fons, and four daughters; charts 
Frederick , the elder, a Prince of great hope, dyed in 1577, in 
the flower of his age, at Rome. John the other fon, (his father dy¬ 
ing 1592) fucceededin his dominions. But being fickly, and 
begetting no children of two wives, in 1599 left them (being 
dead) to be of divers Princes defired. But by the Emperour’s

To iV ? * rifh priefts fleeing for fear,their fubje&s long wanted the exercife 
1AM of divine worfaip: and many Infants departed this life without 
baptifmj perfons of riper age without Confeffion and the Eucha- 
rift. Therefore, the Neoburgian , that he might deliver himfelf 
and fubjedfs from thcfe difficulties : after letters fent, and Embaf- 
fages to and from Camerariw Burgftorff,chid man with the Elector 
oi Brandenburg, in the year 1647, hethus concluded Apr.8.about 
Religion, and its exercife, at Dujfeldorp : That theChurches 3 and 
their goods and revenues fhould be reftored to thofe that poflefled 
■them m the year 160? ; but both the publique and private exer¬ 
cife of Religion without the Churches, fhould be in that manner 
•as it had been in any part of the year 1612. Moreover, it was 
confirmed by the Ele&our : and Deputies fent from either Prince, 
who begin the execution of the faid tranfa&ion. Rut here again 
the a&ion ftuck. The Brandenburgians would not go back from a 
promifcuous ufe of Religion, and that in the ftrength of the firft 
Revtrfiis. Tne Nesburgians • contended (on the contrary^ that 
they mutt of neceffiry infift on this tranfa&ion, which had been 
taken up as a moderating of the faid Reverfals, of whofe meaning 
hitherto the Princes could not agree. So they departed, the mat¬ 
ter un-ended. But the Neoburgian, when as not long after, a whole 
pacification was ended in Germany becaufe the particular tranf- 
a&ions did not proceed, he fleeth to the observance of that 5 and 
for reftoring Religion and its exercife, he took the year ,1 ^24 gene¬ 
rally preferibed in that pacification,in example of the otherTrin- 
ces, who now began to eonfult of that in many places throughout 
the Empire. Amongft thei'e things, the Ele&our of Brandenburg 
In this year 1651, talking with the Ele&our of Saxony a fewdayes 
in Liechtenburgh Cattle, went to Clive, fending fomc Armies be¬ 
fore, which he had drawn out of his garrifor.s, and others to fol¬ 
low after 5 over all which he had placed Otto Spanm, they be¬ 
ing in all, almoft 4000. A Command was publifhed at Clive, 
June the 15th, in theEie&our’s name, and ftraightway fattened 
on fome places,in the Dukedoms of Montia and Julia,t 0 their States 
and Inhabitants 5 The Ele&our firtt figmfying, he came Jot® 
nhofe Provinces, that he might reftore their liberty and priviled- 
ges, into the ancient place and vigour, according to the Cove¬ 
nants and promifes entred into by their Anceftors, againft the di¬ 
vers injuries of the Palatine of Neoburg ; and in order hereto it 
was needful, that one place or other be peflefled where be might 
fatten his foot. Where none ought to interpret that thing other- 
wife than he thinketh, fince it is not his purpofe, to feek any other 
than the glory of God, thefafetyof his Countrey, and Juttice, 
which he would have imparted to all and every one, without re- 
foedtof their Religion, according to the Covenants and trania&i- 
onsof former years. And then, he commanded all Governcurs 
and Inhabitants of thefe Dukedomes, that hence-forward they 
- ~~ decree 
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decree or pay not any contributions to the Palatine of NeeUrt, 
afford him no ayd, bycounfcl or deed, but tha t they trfpaft and 
obfcrve him and his hexts onely. At 1*11 he threateneth, if any 
one fhall go on to tefift this Edi&, or fhall help the Xubuhia* by 
any means, he (taking away all his priviledges) (hall hold him 
for an enemy and Rebel. The fame day of his Edia S divulging, 
t.ie Ekttour s Souldiers attempted Angtrmni Caftle, by ftortr? 
ing, and calling in many granadoes, iome Citizens and ethers 
being flam at the firft onfet, and then, when the Caftle made 
itro iger reiiftance than they had hoped, the ftreet being plundred 
and t.ie adjacent Temple, the lpoylers go tho'rowtnc neighbour! 
ing places with the fame force. And in the Temple of the Viii 
lage Malchcm, not being content to have tobbed that, they flay an

lofetdown. Sue the Palatine openly protefting by a writing 
of the force and wrong brought on him : refuted alfo what thine! 
were publifhed againlt him in the Eleftour's name, by acontrarv 
writing: and then lent to foheire Le>p»lU the Arch-Dnlte. and 
cbtrls Duke of Ltrrun for ayd, ro repell the unthought-of war i 
lending alfoto Plea™, perfeftly to inform the Ealperonr df all’ 

And having firft 
P u . r ? e ^ himfelftoc^rof Brandenburg his accufation, he confu¬ 
ted it by a divulged writing. And (the while>mufters Souldiers 
throughout all bis Dominions, over whom he placed %bn Ban of 
gnjebenbergy and fbiUp returning our of Brabant, brought a part of 
the Lorrain Army. 0 r . * 

Tney pitching their Tents, fate down between Ratings and but- 
Jeldorp againft the Brandenburgians, who had taken up their place 
not tar from thence, at the mouth of *Angtr flowing into ibent 
There, among often skirmifhes madej at length by the Princes" 
talking together, a pacification began, and then by the Erapcrours 
fcmbafUdours, it was brought to an iffue at Clive, Ofiober the 
eleventh, that the conttoverfy of Religion and its exercife, be ex¬ 
amined and decided by the Emperours Commiffioners lone fince 
named j to wit, the Bithop of CMunfier, and the Duke of Brunf. 
cJ t0 tho ^ e two “ay be joyned, to wit, AuguM Duke 

an ^ btubmek ,Earl of NaJJap, for thcEledour, and the 
BUnops of Fader born, and Ofnahuge Tor the Neaburgian $ whocon- 
iulting among themfdves,and both parties rcafons being heard, 
fhall enquire whether the date of Religion in thcfe dominions, be

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rw'T mcnts (Provincial) of the Princes, and it indeed, it (half feern to 
A°»? bethislaft j how thofe Covenants arc to be underftood and ex- 
«• b plained. But if (for the equalntfle of voices) the Gommiflioncrs 
l^vSj can determine nothing 5 TheEmperour, fome head men of the 
Empire being taken intocounfell, alike in number, oi cither Re¬ 
ligion, or in the next affembly for Ele&ion, (halldecide and de¬ 
termine the whole comrovcrfy by the fame ; and they (hall ftand 
to that judgment without further contradi&ion, by force of the 
late publickpacification 5 but (the mean time) all things fhall 
bereftored into that {Ute in which they were before thefe fha- 
kings, nor fhall any one be troubled lor Religion. And then, 
fhall neither, for the future, wage war on other, even under any 
pretence, and that under penalty, of violating the peace, and the 
lpfle of all rights, which any one pretendeth to-thefe dominions 5 
but (hall let go controverfies hence-forward to arife, to a friendly 
compofure, and judiciall fentence. 

Laftly,Prifoners on both fidesfhall beletgo, and Armies, ex¬ 
cept thofe which are needful! to the guarding of the body, or Gar- 
r Hons of places, neither fhall it be for any one by deceit of eitjher 
party; to be prefent by counfell or help at thefe {bakings. But 
other things which concern the Rate-Politick, fhall io remain, as 
it hath been agreed in divers tranfadfions between the Princes, yet 
without prejudice and deceit of all, who pretend to the Juliacan 
fucceflion. Thefe things being thus finifhed, and fealed to, they 
iiraightway depart from Arms. 

But after that Charts Stuart was at or about the beginning of Jan. 
j 6 50 Crowned King of Scotland) at Shoone , the ufuali place of for¬ 
mer Coronations, (which Moncth,as I have faid, beginneth the 
1651 year of the Germane Account) in a foiemn affembly of the 
heads of that Kingdome, among which ceremonies Robert Tu- 
glajfe gratifying him with a prepared Oration or fpeecb 5 exhor¬ 
ted him (from the opinion of them ail,to revenge his fathers death) 
he fpent all his time in warlike preparations 5 and, as foon as th? 
feafon of the year permitted, came into the field againft General 
Cromwell. The Scots began to be both powerfull aad numerous 
by rcafen of an agreement now pieced up of many parties and fa- 
ftions there, and having compleated their levies to 15000 foot, 
and 5 ©©o Horfe, they faced the Englijh at Torwood , but would not 
engage them, encamping behind inaccefliblc places to delay the 
fame. Wherefore the English landing 160© Foot, and four 
Troops of Horfe, at Queens Ferry, into Fife (lofing but abou t fix 
men) July the 17th 1^51 ; theScotsfent fourthoufand to drive 
them out of Fife. Whereupon the Generali, fending four Regi¬ 
ments of Horfe and Foot tojoynwith the other, the Sngliyo at¬ 
tempted the enemy by afeending the Hill, routed the Scots, flay¬ 
ing about 2 000, and taking 1400, Brown the chief Commander 
being one jfew of the English were (lain, though many wounded. 
Then was there an additional ftrcngth fent into Fife, and Urong 
Incbigwney Ctftle there, furrendred, J July the 2 5 th after, and 
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foon after that, Brunt-Ifland (with all its Provifions &c. oneiy 
the louIdlers to march away with Colours flying, was deli- TrhT 
veredto the EngUjb Army; of much concernment, as ftoring 
them with all neceflanes. Thence Marching to Sr. Johns Town ^TYSa 
o fgreatftrength,it was alfo foon yielded unto them.ButtheScotch 
King (fearing leaft his Army fhould moulder away with daily de¬ 
triments, and rather willing to transfer the War into England 
flipt in thither by the way otCarliJle, comming toworcefler , Aug* 
the 2 2th with about 1 5 ooo Horfe and Foot 5 (an undertaking ra 
ther from neceflity and defpair, then mature deliberation, as ap¬ 
peared by a brief letter of Duke HamiltonS) taken amongft other 
Papers) yet animated thereto by a notable defign of Enofffb Cove¬ 
nanters with the Scots; who being offended with the nevy Com¬ 
monwealth, now favoured the Kings caufe. 

This defign was for a generall rifing in LancafJjire, and adjacent 
parts, the Earl of T>arby to come out of the Ifle oiMan, and raife 
the Countrey, who joynmg with the Scotch forces,(houid confront 
the Parliaments greateft power. The chief promoters hereof in 
England, were feverall perfonsfnow too tedious to relate parcicu- 
larly) meeting at Chrijtopher Love’s houfe,a Presbyterian Miniiler 
who (by his own Narrative) was-privy thereto after the breaking 
oft of the Treaty between the King and the Scots at Jerfej, which 
being (eafonably difcovered, and the grand Agent Thomas Cook 
apprehended, and after efcape, retaken, March 3 0. 16 5 s Major 
General Harrifon (after the leizing of one Birkenhead another 
Agent) was by the Parliament ordered to March Northward with 
Hotie and Foot, to prevent rifings, andoppofethe Scotch Armv 
if they fhould enter England: Love himfelf with others being ap¬ 
prehended ; he was arraigned before SngUnds High-Court of Tu. 
flice, June 21. 1551, fentenced July the fifth, and on the i5thdav 
being reprieved for 28 dayes, was with one Gibbons) another a&- 
our therein) beheaded on Tower-Hill, Auguft the 22th follow- 
ing. 

The King comming to worcefter was proclaimed King of Great 
Brittain and Ireland, thought to rake his journey ftraightto Lon¬ 
don 5 which made the City tremble. But wnile he ftaycth there 
to refrefh his fouidiers (a few daiesj wearied with their journeys 
toyl, Cromwells[peedy expedition, prevented his counfell; who 
leaving c Monk with 7000 in Scotland (who took in fix ftrong holds 
there, with feverall others) came to mrcefter before he was ex- 
pei^ed of his adverfaries, and after about an hours tbarp difpute 
©f the Kings party, in oppofing the Englifb paffage over Severn, 
they giving ground, maintained with about three Regiments, 
another hot difpute at Powick bridge: but at length ran into wor- 
cefter : whom the Englijh, as Conquerours, following , they drew 
out what they could, making a refolute Tally : where after a little 
retiring of the Generalls men, the £nemy was totally routed,their 

works taken, the Town entred and faeked, about 10000 were ta¬ 
ken io all, and about 3000 were {lain. 
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Amongft the many of quality, Duke Hamilton(bci ng wounded) 
fell into his enemies hands, dying next day of his weunds; hap¬ 
py (as one faith) in this, that by a timely death, be efcaped the 
Englijb Axe. The King fleeing, and leaving his fellows, whole 
faith he fufpe&ed in fuch ftraits, gets with one Lord Wilma into 
a hollow Tree next day till night: andfoin difguifed habit and 
hair cut, by the affiftance of a Lady, (whether comming to Lon¬ 
don fir ft or not) got over into France, 500 1 . being offered to any 
one that fhould dete& him. 

This defeat was on Sept, the third, 1651. when as a little be¬ 
fore, Aug. 2 3. the Laid Earl of Derby landing with about 500 in 
Lancajhire , had foon encreafed them to 1 500, he was by Colonel 
Lilbum , with his onely Regiment in an hours time routed 5 many 
of note taken and {lain, with ail their baggage,&c. the Earlhim- 
felfrecovering mrcefler , but was afterwards taken by the fai'd 
Lilbum, and 6<ftob.i 5. following, beheaded at Bolton, as wasalfo 
Sir Tbo . F etherfonhaugh at Chefler , on the 2 2th day, with others ex¬ 
ecuted at Ckefter , Shrewsbury , &c, Gen. Cromwell returning to 
London in triumph. Sept. 12, was loaded with famous gifts from 
the new Common-wealths Governours. 

The Captives, whom for number the Prifons would not con¬ 
tain, being diverfly difpofcd of, a great part were fentaway into 
America, 

In Scotland al{o were apprehended' moft of theNebility and 
Gentry of that Nation, as they were affembled to propagate their f 
King’s intereft. So that Scotland being after the English Armies M/ 
paflage into Fife, with little difficulty fubdued : Commiffioners ^ , 
were fent from the Parliament at London into Scotland , to receive * 
thofe that had yielded themfelves into their defence and protc&H 

on . . _ _ 

Four very confiderable places fell this year 1651. into the Par¬ 
liament of Englands power, as additional^ to their fuccefle. The 
one was Scilly Iflands, a great annoyance to Merchant-men of the 
Common-wealth, for reducing whereof, Gen. Blake fet fail, 

Apr. 18. which werefurrendred Jun. 2.following. Anotherwas 
the Ifle of Man, for which end, three Foot Regiments were {hip¬ 
ped at Chefler and Lever-pool, O&ob. 1 6. who although they were 
on the eighteenth day driven into Beumorris by contrary winds: 
Yetjfayling thence the 2 8th day, they had aflurance by an len¬ 
der, of landing without any oppofition, (which facility recom- 
penfed their former difficulty.) all being fecured for them but two 
CMcs,%ttjhen, and Teel, which (they befieging) were delivered 
on low terms without any bloud-fhed Oift. 2 6 . Colonel Ham alfo, 
fetting fail for Jerfey, Oi^tob. 19* 3 nd after foroe difficulty, and op- 
pofition received in landing, ail was foon reduced but Elizabeth 
Caftle, which held out till the middle of December, whofe Go- 
vernour. Sir George Carteret , had large conditions, for the wonder- 
full ftrength and feituation thereof. 

The laft was Cor net-C alkie in the Ifle of Guernfey, even an lin-

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pregnable place 5 which although being before attempted by 
{form, divers were {lain, andfosne drowned in setting off* yet f ano r **°

The Parliament about this time, fetting forth an A& for increafe 
of Shipping, and encouragement of Navigation* to the perplex¬ 
ing of the Hollanders , which was conteined in four particulars, 
they fent their Embafladours to London , who came thither Dc- 
cemb.the 17th and had audience the nineteenth. But becaufe 
they could not procure the repealing of that A& efpecially * they 
allayed to do it by force. Two EmbafTadours were likewife fent 
into Holland out of England March 11. who though they were re-* 
ceived at Roterdam, yet were feverall times affronted. - 
On Jan. 11. this year, was the Barbados furrendred to Sir G serve 
Ayfcough, in the Parliaments behalf. And John Lilburn [an 15 
was fentenced to banifhment about thebufinefle of Sir Arthur Ha- 
flerig, which was executed on him by an aft made to that purpofe 
on the thirtieth day of the fame Month. 1651. 

And to conclude this year in England, an Aft of general Pardon 
and Oblivion came forth from the Parliament, Febr. 24. 165 1, 
that ill-will and rancour might be buried as to former differences 
and offences before Sept. 3. of the fame year * and although ma¬ 
ny were thereby (at the prefent) cleared at Affixes, &c. for divers ‘ 
offences 5 yet many things befides murther were left unpardoned : 
neither was the ftomacb of many in that Common-wealth there¬ 
by allayed, as afterwards appeared. 

Bat in France , after that the Princes were fet at liberty, ( and 
tnebanifhcd Cardinal, after fome movings, came into the Arch- 
bifhoprick of Colonia , fearing his dwelling at Brule in the Arch- 
bifhop’s Caftle) they coming to the King and Queen * that there 
might be a greater confidence of a reconciliation,che Lievtenant- 
ftup of Aquttane is offered to the Prince of Candy, (this in 1*51 ,) 
the Duke of Efpernon renouncing it of his own accord: whofe Go¬ 
vernment the Burgedalians, obftinatelyenough, fpake ill of* and 
unlefle he laid down his Lievtenantftup, they threatned new 
{firs. 

The King, in the mean time, entring into the 14th year of his 
age, came forth from under the tuition of the Queen his Mother, 
in the monerh Septemb. of the fame year; where (in the higheft 
Court of the chief ones of all ranks or (fates affembled, with all 
the King’s Senate; likewife the Dukeof Orleance,Andegave, Fork, 
and the Queen of England, the King’s Aunt) the King having gi¬ 
ven brief thanks to the Queen his Mother, in that for fo many 
years the had governed the Kingdom with great care and pains, 
is placed in a Chair of Eftate, and begins his Kingly fun&iofls. 
rmt of all the Prince of Conde was quitted, (being abfem); for, 
that he might not be prefent at this a&ion, he had few dayes be¬ 
fore departed from Paris. Then was confirmed the Senate’s de¬ 
cree for the Cardinal’s departure. Some favours(alfo) being con- 
V w 2 ferred 
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fVA-O ferred among the Peers .* amongft other things, the care of the 
King’s Seal was committed to the chief Man of the Senate, the 
to issl Archbifhopof Tholoufe. Moreover, the Prince of C^goinginto 

s/VV his own Province of Aquitane, the minds of the Burdegaliam being 
in friendfhip with him, mufters new Armies ; many of the Court 
and Nobility following him ; by whole favour and wealth, when 
he had drawn both all Aquitane, and Santome^wiih the neighbour¬ 
ing Cities, it appeared, that he undoubtedly attempted a new 
War. The King endeavoureth, with the Duke of Orleance and 
the Senate of Parts, to apjpeafe Conde s that laying down his arms, 
he might fit down quiet in his own Province. When that could 
not be obtained, he alfo preparing arms, condemns Conde of Trea- 
fon; and leaving Paris, fpeedily goes to Piftave, fpeedily calling 
back the Cardinal, who, the while, had enrolled fome forces for 
this event. Therefore about the end of the year, the Cardinal re¬ 
turns into Frame with an Army 5 the Senate of Paris much be- 
feeching, That the decree againft the Cardinal might be conti- 

Thus that moft flourifiiing Kingdom being divided into ftfti- 

ons,deftroyes its lelf with its own forces 5 and the next year 1552, 

Civil difeords mere cruelly burned out, Condy and Orleance, with 
/'■ the Parliament of Paris , urging by force of arms the Cardinal’s 

paffe-port, and the Decree’s execution againft him. He being 
fupported ( on the contrary ) by the King and Queens defence 
jftiffly defends by arms, the dignity of the King’s authority againft 
the force and power of the alike contenders. But, what will at 
length be the iflue hereof, following years will make mani- 
feft. 

This year alfo 1651, brought forth a notable Vi&ory to the/o- 
landers againft the Cofsacks and Tartars . For the Ccfsacks not being 
contented with the peace made a year or two before,kept an Army 
in the field ; and not containing themfelves within their appoint¬ 
ed bounds, they hindered not the Taurhan Tartars going into ^4- 
lacbia s but defended them with all their ayd, againft which, the 
agreement was. But when the Pelonians in fe doubtful affairs, 
fate down with part of their Army, beneath Cameneee in Podolia, to 
defend their own borders: nor could bring help to the Duke ot 
Walachia their confederate, for fear of the Cofsacks : yet they bla¬ 
med the Toloniansy as if they provided arms againft them, and 
muttered the whole Souldiery of their Kingdom, onely utterly to 
deftroy and blot out them. Therefore Chimelinsky fending Em- 
baffadours, firft to Poteccie the Lievtenant General, who was at 
Camenece 3 znd afterwards to the King: They required, that the 
Army might be led out of Podolia and their borders: who an¬ 
swered them. They fhould return to their own, and leave the 
Tartars and wdaebia that there was no evill to be feared from 
them, while they flood to their Covenants, and maintained the 
peace. But they continued holding up arms, and to help Tolana s 
enemies? the caufe was, That being careful @f their own defence.

l/W/ next day, with all his Tartars, and part of the Cofsacks, affaulted 
the < Folander , $ Army with great force: and that battle endured, 
untill night withdrew the fighters. This two dayes battle was a 
flourithing skirmiOi before the general fight 3 and as yet, their 
forces were m danger of departing from each other with a mutual 
fear. On the third day therefore, which was the laft of June, 
the whole Army met, and that with fuch force and ftiffnefife on 
both Tides, that it long remained doubtful which fide (hould have 
thevidory. At laft, the Polanders ftrength overcame, who 3 when 
they had made their firft aflault on the Tartars , and had driven 
them from their ftanding, their flight very much troubled the 
Cofsacks Army. So the moft numerous Army being fcattered and 
put to flight, left a moft ample victory to the folontans . The King 
a little before evening, in the very place where the battle was 
fought, gave thanks to God, the Conquerour of enemies, Tinging 
a Tolemn hymn of thanks: which, a mixt found (with rerrour) of 
great Guns and Trumpets, did diftinguifh with an acceptable 
mean or temper. 

The day after, it is told the King, a very great multitude of 
enemies, which efcaped inflight, as yet flood, and fenced them- 
fclves in a fit and fenny place, fetting their Carts and baggage on 
the Tides of them,of which they had a great number. Chrmelenskj 
was in that place, waiting for an cccafion to be given him, of re¬ 
venging himfelf. The King, Teeing he could not (by reafonof 
the place) drive them out thence by force 3 he appointed, that 
(all wayes being flopped up) no provifion might be brought unto 
them: which thing, drave the befieged almoft to defperation s but 
that they had as yet one paflage: thorow which, when (all their 
vi&uals being fperitj bn the roth day. after, they had diforderly 
poured forth themfelves, many of them were {lain by the Foun¬ 
ders following on them ; Some alfo were fupt up in the Fens and 
Pools, the bridges breaking which they (in this neceffity, and 
want of matter) hadfewed together of skins. In this flight, there 
perifhed to the number of 20000 : and amongft them, the Greek 
Patriarch/entfrom Confiantinople to encourage the (fofacks to this 
war. This vidfory being gotten, the PeUnd Nobility, although 
the King very much exhorted them to profecute the vi&ory, ta¬ 
king (at length) their leave, departed home. The other Soul- 
diers that were hired for reward, were fent to follow after them 
thatfled. Jams Ratzvil, Captain of the Lithuanian Souldiery, 
following with his men to Boryftkenest took in Kiove, once the Mo¬ 
ther-City of all Ruflia, and iMonilove, with other Cities fituared 
on this fide and beyond Boryflbenes y by force or furrender. Chrne- 
iensky therefore being afflidted with To many difeommodities, and 
fearing greater, is again compelled to defire peace. Which was 
granted him by the chief Gqyernours of the polonian warfare.

affairs, although it was truly obferved by Keckerman in his time: 
Hoc certum eft omnibus hodie gentibus navigandi indufiria et peri\ia a 
Superiors ejfe Anglos, poft Anglos Belgas, et inter hos , Flandros , HoU 
landos, Zelandos. This is fure (faith he) that of'all Nations at this 
day, the Englifh are chief in the diligence and skillfrlnefje of Naviga¬ 
tion^ after them , the Belgians; and amongfi thefe, the Flandrians, Hol¬ 
landers, WZelanders) foincreafed in ftrength at Sea, that they 
durftdifpute their quarrel in divers bloudy encounters with the 
Engltfh, refufing to ftrike their top-fail in the narrow-Seas, En- 
glands right of Soveraignty there; as alfo denying to pay the tenth 
Herring (caught by them in the Englifh Seas) to the new Com¬ 
monwealth, refufing alfo not to afford refuge or help to the houfe 
of the Stewards in their Provinces as was demanded ; and to give 
fatisfa&ion for dammage brought by them on the Englifh in the 
Indies, which amounted to above iooooooib fterling, and for 
hereafter to be cautious of not offending, and alfo tofuffer the£Vz- 
glifh to fail freely and fafely on the T>anifh Sea, with fome other 
Jucblike. AnEmbaffadour indeed from Holland had audience, 
but departed out of England without any composure of differen¬ 
ces June 30. For while they were upon a Treaty, Fantrump the 
Dutch Admiral camming with 42 Sail of Ships (nigh the Brit¬ 
tain Chore, towafds T>ovtr road) to view,refufed to ftrike his Sail, 
and hung out aRed flag, the fignal of his Fleet, giving the Englifh 
Generali Blake & broad fide ; Whofe Navies enccuntring each 
other about four hours fpace; one Dutch Ship was funk, and ano¬ 
ther taken, with their Captains, and about 15 o Prifoners.

The fame moneth that the Archbifbop of folonia was (as above- 
faid) inverted into hisBifhoprick,P£/ 7 /)> Ek&or of Trsvira, and Bi- 
ihopof Spire dying after long languirtiirgs of old ag e,Charts Cafpar, 
who had been long before appointed Lis fellow-helper, ftraight- 
way fucceeded him; and was inaugurated few dayes after,accord¬ 
ing to the wonted cuftorae, by the Metropolitan Colledg. The 
mean while, the bufinefle of quitting Franckendale , ( which was 
as yet held by a Spamlh garriien)atttr many at ba -es,w as brought 
fo far,that the King of Spain navirg hh a ,-or.ey paid i im,the gatu 
rifon rtieuld depart in the monethoi Apr 1, 1652, and the place 
fheuld be reftored to the Ekdfcor ©f Heidelburg, by venue of the 
German Pacification. And after tfcefc things, the Ecnperour 
about the end of this year iummoned publique Aflemblics of the 
Empire, at R&tisbone inviting in the mean time, the Ek&ours 
to him, to Prague, unto a very friendly Difcourie, whitn 1 he 
fir ft went in July, with his fon the King of Hungary, and all the 
Court. 

But in Poland things were now no kff quiet than in France. For 
there, publique Afkmblies being fummoaed at the beginning of 
this year 1^52, and almoft brought 1© an end, the interceding of 
one Provincial Meftenger diipcritd them; the Under Chancellor 
of the Kingdom, having loft the King’s friendfnip,. the Nobility 
difdaining him, and being condemned by the King and Senate©! 
Trcafon,. he fled firft to Petrtcove, and thence into Smtkhnd. The 
Cofsacks the while, and the Tartars, being ftjrred up by thefe treu* 
bles, making flaughter ©f the Pohnian Army (that defended me 
frontiers )at Boryfthencs,btcsk again out of their dens into FaUcbiai 
and fining that Prince a great lumme of money, arc now laid to 
zftwXiCameneoe in Podolia, tfoeftrongeft Cartle of that Province, 
with the greateft force. VVhich things lo pierced the Pslan- 
ders, that the King calling his Nobility again to arms, fummoned 
new general Aflemblies of the Kingdom. 

There dyed in Germany in 1651, about the end of September, 
Maximilian Ele&our of Bavaria, in the 78 year of his age : who 
(Cithone) was not to be put behind (in the glory oi wariique 
deeds,efpecially in his Religion,prudence and felicity) any Prince 
of his Time: who of his latter Wife Mary-Anne daughter of Ferdi¬ 
nand the fecond, Emperour, left two fons, Ferdinand Maria, and 
Francis Ignatm, heir not onely of their father’s Dominions j but 
alfoof his virtue and glory. Unto Ferdinand^ few moseths be¬ 
fore his father’s death, tAdelheids fifter of the Duke of Savoy was 
efpeufed : whe being received at mferkurg (in June 1652, by the 
Bridegroom the Prince Eledour, his Mother, alfo Duke Albert , 
and his fon Sigifmund Biftiop of Frifinge) fhc was brought to Mo - 
naebium . The fame year alfo two Englifh Worthies departed 

from 
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from the living, p 0 pba n, a General at Sea, in rhe moncth Novem- iW) 
Ur 5 and on the 2 6 day of the fame mcnerh, Henry /reton, Dcpu- i6 H 
ty of Ireland under his father in law, General Cromwell: Both il ft? 9 ' 
whom, cfpecially the latter, were interred with great folemn*- 
ties ac WejimrJler. There dyed alfo the following year, 16^2 
Aloyfius Contaren, Embaftadour and Mediatour of° the Venetian 
Common-vveaith, to th c’Oihoman Court, and divers Princes of 
Europe ; and lately alfo into Germany, to the univerfal pacifica 
tion there ; Alfo LeonardTorfihenfon, General of the chore w 

Germany ; Amelia Elizabeth Lantgravejfe Ca/elane of Hefse. Fran¬ 
cis Piccolominie, Overfecr-General of the Jeiuits Society : in whole 
place ^Alexander Gottefride, by a general meeting ot thofe Fathers 
was chofen in the beginning of the year 1652. Both which* 

Gofvrine Tsfickell fucceeded by the fame voyces, who was a Ion* 
time Re&or of the Colledg 0 fcolania, and Provincial Overfecr 
throughout the lower Province of the Rhene. 


CHAP. VI. 

*A n Account of what memorable things happened both in England and 

t other Parts, from about the latter end of the Tear, 16531 unto 
this prefent Tear 1658. 

I N England, (after that (the form of Government being now 
changed) Oliver Cromwell took upon him ihe Supream Maqi- 
ftracy as Prote&orof the three Nations, and he fitting with his 
Councel at white-Hall, (being 13 in number) Decemb. 21,165 3, 
and a Declaration from them came forth, That inftead of the 
Name, Style, Title and Tefte of the Keepers of the Liberties of 
England by Authority of Parliament, ufed in all Courts* Writs, 
&c. fr®m Decemb. 26. 1653, the Name, Style, Title and Terte 
of the Lord Prore£or for the time being- of the Common-wealck 
of England,Scotland, and Ireland, and the Dorniniohs then unto 
belonging, fhould be ufed, and no other: alfo the Government of 
the faid Com mon-wealth under the faid Prote&orfhip, contain¬ 
ing 42 particular heads, was publifhed,) there was diicovered. 
a lecrec Confpiracy on the behalf of Cbarls Stuart, Feb. 18 follow¬ 
ing 5 whereupon eleven of the Confpirarors being committed to 
the Tower of London,were after a fhorc time let at libertyAbout 
which time, (on the contrary) as a tertiinony of aftr&ioa to the 
Prote&or’s Government, there appeared Adardles and Congra¬ 
tulations, from many parts of the three Nations. Then was there 
a main bufineft'e in agitation, to wit, peace with the Dutch, and 
about this time well nigh finifked : and after that, two of the 
Dutch EmbaftJours, Newport and Toungfiall, had gone over for full! 
power from their fuperiours, and returned into ^England, March 
the^d. 1653. defiring a fpeedy Ceffation of Arms on bothTides, 

2s being fully impowred to ratifie the late concluded peace. On 
4 1322 -* April 
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"yv/v^V April 5 . following, 1 * 54 , the A-tuks ot Peace betwixi both 

Anno i<s3 5 a[ es were fisnsdand fealed by both parties: and on the as day 
9“g' fti of the fame raoncth in England proclaimed; fthe day after which, 
the Protcdour feafted the faid Embaffadcurs zi fvbu'.HM, h.m- 
fcli firftlodsihe there on the 15th ot the fame April, 1654.) aho 
in the Netherlands about the lame time. And on May 3 ®. fol¬ 
lowing, the Lord Ambaffadour vrbitloclt arrived from SveMand, 
having finilhed hisEmbaflage, which was to make an intimate 
peace and alliance between Sweden and England : For when the 
faid Etnbafladour had underftood, that thcTreaty with the D«t f6 
could have no reflexion upon the Sweduh affairs, (for before, 
that Queen would give him nodifpatcn) lie putting on the bufj- 
nefs more than formerly; in *4daycsaftet they came to a full 
agreement: and April 28, idjfc tnc Articles of AllianceWlih 
theSwedifh Nation were interchangeably figned ana fealed al- 
fo Then on M*i i2 following, he having his laft audience in the 
lame order and ftate as at his firft receiving: after a brief fpcech 
made unto the Queen, and (he likewife fignrtying ■■ner.mgd con¬ 
tentment taken, that the Lord Prote&or ftiouid at tuch a ieafon 
fend fo honourable an EmbaUk entrufted to the management of 

..,/wshy a perfon: and t at (he accounted it a very great addi¬ 
tion of happinefle to her Reign, that fhc had made io intimate an 
Alliance, &c. And that although (be was about to quit her Go¬ 
vernment, yet (be (hould remain a perfr& friend to the Prottaor- 
not doubting, but that the Prince her Coufm, and all others who 
(hould fuccled, would be careful inviolably to maintain the 
fricndfhip of that Common-wealth. This tranfaaion being per¬ 
formed at Upfalh a Town and Univerfty there. . 

A little before which time, were the fpirits and expectations 
of Tome Scots heightued, partly through promtswhich their 
King made them by his Agents j and partly through the dilcon- 
tent of divers perfons in England-, fo that under the command ot 
the Earls of qlencarn and Kemnore , was an Army raifed in Scot - 
landoi 4000 horfe and foot j whoRendczvouzing at the Lough 
Colonel c Morgan with about 1500 horie and loot there wholly 
routed them* Fcbr. 17. 1653, and flew about 150 of them. But 
then did the affairs of Ireland tend more and more towards per- 
fea fettletncnt, by reafon of the vigilant care which the Lord 
Deputy Fleetwood and theCouncel had in tranfplanting the Into 
Natives into the Province of Connaught , whereby the Englifh 
there were in all likelihood fccured both in life and eftate, from 
Infurredions. 

In themoneth of May following, x^ 54 > a dilcovery being 
made of a fecond Confpiracy againft the Lord Prote&or’s life > 
and robe put in execution on a prefixed day, as he (hould go be- 
twixr London-scnd Hampton-Court: alfo to feize on all guards about 
the City of London , the City it fclf, and alfo the Tower thereof; 
to proclaim Char Is Stuart King of England , Scotland , and Ireland, 
See. a High-Court of juftice (fo called) was credtcd in tfejtminper- 
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Ball, Jui. 1. before whom, three of the apprehended Confpira- r\A/) 
tors being brought, ro wit, John Gerard, Peter Towe 11 , and Somerfet Aano 
fox: they were charged of High-Trcafon; and upon proof £ £*$* 
thereof, were condemned to dye: one whereof, to wit. Foxy being 
reprieved for his free and ingenuous coufeflion ; the other two 
(wrio denyed the knowledge of any luch defign) fuffering accord¬ 
ing ro the Sentence, Jul. 10. Fowell being hanged 5 but Gerard, 
upon petition, beheaded on Tower-Hill ; on wnich fad Tneatre, 
one Don Pantalion ^brother to the Portugal Embaflkdour then in 
England , for a murder by him ( with his companions; a good 
while before committed on a man at the New-Exchange. And 
on the very morning of this execution-day, were the Articles ef 
Peace (now fully concluded betwixt England and the Kingdom of 
Portugal) figned by the fame Enabafladour 5 who immediately 
withdrew out of the City. 1 

Butthofein the Highlands of Scotland (being not as yet difeou- 
raged, and receiving fome additional! ftrength from Middleton 
wno had landed there out of Holland ; as chief Generali fer the 
young King) were quickly again reputed an Army,agaiuft whom 
Generali Monk being fent, and in thofc High-lands attending their 
motions in feverali Marches from June the ninth, 1654, unto July 
29 following,he by degrees totally defeated them: Middleton 
nimfelfbeingneceflitatedto flee and take (hipping out o£ Scot¬ 
land 5 and his fcattered forces daily repairing unto the Garrifons 
England* Common-Wealth for mercy. 

On Sept, the third following 1654, (the Prote&our think¬ 
ing it meet to fumaaon a Parliament, two Indentures being firft 
made, one between the Sheriffs of particular Counties, and the 
choofersof Members, and another between the Sheriffs and the 
Burgefies (with the Inhabitant of Burroughs, fo chofen) that they 
for themfelves, and people of the faid Burroughs, have full power 
to ad and confent to thofe things which in Parliament (hall hap¬ 
pen, fo they alter not the Government from one fingle perfon and 
a Parliament, as then fetled. They met at fpeftminfter Abbey, then 
repairing to the houfe, and beginning toqueftion thclawfulin^fle 
of that power which called them together ; a recognition of the 
Government was to be figned by them before their entrance into 
the Houfe again; which moft of them figning, they fate five 
Moneths, according to the time allotted by the inftrument of Go¬ 
vernment 5 and January the two] and twentieth following, were 
diffolved by the Protedour. 

Bat (whether for glory fake, or revenge of an injury) an Army 
under the command of Generali Venables, was conveighed by a 
Fleet of S hips, fet forth out of England under the conduct of Gene¬ 
rali Pen , towards the Ifland of HifpanioUy (the firft place in Ame¬ 
rica, that Columbus difeovered for the King of Spain, and by the^- 
niards not a little fet by) who fetting fail from Tort [mouthy Dccem. 

27. were at Birbadoes January the twenty eigth after, where the 
whole Fleet being certified to be in a good condition, March 1 

1^54, 
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rsyv^O 16 54, and having feized on eighteen ‘Dutch Merchants Ships, for 
ofChnft^ trading thcre contrary to an A6t of the long lifting. Parliament, 
°o i*/s.* they tnence failed for Hifpaniola, on the thirtieth day of the fame 
Moneth; where landing (thoughnot all at once) in ApriU fol¬ 
lowing 5 they (through the climates unkindneffe, want of water 
and other necdlaries, and their, enemies experrneffe of the Coun¬ 
try) received no very fmallrepulfe, not a few perishing in that 
action; Wherefore (that the honour of that defign might not 
w oily be loft) they about the third of May re-embarqued tliem- 
felves for Jamaica I (land, in whole Harbour they Anchoring 
fomedayes after, with fmall refiftance were Matters of the 
fame. 

Ia the mean time, the Prote&our, his Council!, and Army Of¬ 
ficers, were imployed at home, in fuppreffinga difeovered Plot, 
and infurre&ions in divers places; for it was certified from York 
unto London , March 26, 165 5, that one Sir RichardMaliverer , in¬ 
viting his Tenants a few nights before,unto a Supper,incited them 
to joyn in Arms with him ; who (with others) intended to feizeon 
the City of York the fame night for Kingcbarls , appointing them 
a Gate where he would meet them ; and going with four of them 
unto H?fay Moor, divers, chief of the Country met them, with 
Carts laden with Arms; yet the appearance being too fmall,they 
difperfed again. Wherefore, the faid Maliverer was neceflitated 
to flee beyond the Seas. There were fame faid to be rifen about 
(Merioneth (hire, and other parts of wales: againft whom, fome 
other Inhabitants rofe to joyn in oppofing them. Another party 
reported 5 00,(though not fo many) rofe in N’ottinghamlhire-,yrkQm 
from Colonel Hacker, a party marched out of Leicefterfhire,to fup- 
preffe. Shrewsbury Caftlc was to be pofleffed by a ftratagem of 
two men going into the Cattle in womens apparrell, and two 
other as their men to wait on them. See. of which the Govcrnouc 
haying notice, prevented the defign. The City of Chejter being 
likewife intended to be feized on. But that of moft dangerous 
confcqueuce to the peace of the Common-wealth was, theinfur- 
re<&ionat and about Salisbury in wiltjhire, beginning March 12. 
for the Judges coming into Salisbury on Saturday night from win- 
e’efier Alfizes; fome (for King fharls) came into the Town alfo, 
as being a time of leaft fufpition : and rendezvouzing the next 
day, in the night wereabove an hundred; the chief Commander 
being one Sir Jofeph mgffafje : who on Munday morning early, 
feizing all horfes, feized alfo on the Sheriff the fame morning, en¬ 
deavouring to force him to proclaim Charts Stuart King: and 
wounding and knocking him over the head with a piftol for re- 
fufal of the fame; and carrying him away. They plandred alfo 
both the Judges, Sheriff, Juttices, and others, of all that was fit to 
carry away : yet did the Judges no harm in their perfons; bur, 
taking away their Paroll, they let out both prifoners for debt,and 
alfo malefactors with their irons on them, mounting thofe who 
would joyn with them; and after they had proclaimed Chads 

Stuart 
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Stuart King; departed (in number about 200) out of the City to- 
wards BUuftirdm Dorfetfhire, encouraging their follower* Tnat '<ss 
their chief Leader was coming from Fraud to head them with 
10000 men, (for the Country jpyned not with theta, as was ex- 
peded). 

Butfoon after, came news, fignifyingthetotall defeat of thofe 
under wagf age, Jones, fenruddock, and Groves- for Unton Crook a 
Captain, purfuing them out of Wiltshire iato Devonfhire, with 
his own onely Troop,fell in amongft them at South-Molton : where 
after a few hours difpute, he took Jones, ‘Fenruddock, and Groves 
(vrirh about 6 o other prifoners,and nigh 140 horfe and arms, Wag- 
ftafie himfelf efcaping) who being committed to Exeter Goal, a 
Commiffion foon came forth for tne tryall of the rifers, at Salisbu¬ 
ry, Exeter, and Chardin Somerfetfhire , and 14 of 30 being con¬ 
demned at Salisbury, three of them, to wit, Lucas , Thorp, and Ken- 
fey, were on May 3. 16$ 5, executed, with feven other* on the 7th 
day; and on May the *th, 14 of the condemned perfons at Exe¬ 
ter, were there alfo executed, (moft being reprieved) amongtt 
whom, ‘fenruddock and Groves were beheaded: but Jones (by or¬ 
der) likewife reprieved. Likewife at Chard were divers perioas 
executed, (Jifay 17, one Major Hunt efcaping in his lifters habit. 

After which, divers prifoners in the Tower ©f London , who had 
a former hand in confpiring againft the Prate&or’s Perfdn, at 
alfo moft of them, who for this infurre&fen were imprifoned iri 
the Weft of England, Are ordered to be fentaway intoforreisa 
Plantations. 0 

But one c£e& which thefe Infurrcdions produced, was inftru- 
&ions given to the Major Generals of Counties, to endeavour the 
fuppreffion of all Tumults, &c. as alfo ail forreiga Iavafions, by 
drawing Forces and Troops into all convenient places upon occa- 
fion; and alfo by difarming Papifts and others, who had been iri 
arms againft the Parliament,and all others dangerouflyfufpe&ed. 

Other orders were likewife given them, both to have a ftria eye 
upon the carriage of all difaffe&ed perfons within their Counties; 
and likewife to endeavour the apprehending of Thecvcs, Robbers; 

High-way-men, &c. with fome other particulars. And all thofe 
hereupon,who had any way aflifted the King, were alfo to pay the 
10th part of their eftates, t© the bearing of the charges of the 
Army. 

The Eng life Fleet having landed their Countrymen at Jamaica, 
and left a Squadron of Ships there, were bow bound homeward 
for England ; wherefore fetting fayl from thence, June 2 5, 16 55, 
they anchored at the Spit-head near Tortjmouth, Aug. 13 follow¬ 
ing. General Fi enables alfo arriving in another (hip, Sept. 9. weak 
of body,and having been near death ; who together with General 
fen, either upon fufpition of his fidelity, were committed to the 
Tower ©f London, Sepr, 20th after; but foon after fet at liberty 
ftgain. 

But General flake, while thefe things were doing in Europe and 

America , 
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rv America , behaved himfelf valiantly in Ajrica againft the Iurkifti 
iTSSe ^y rats °* > (toward which parts he fet layl Irom Plymouth 

C9 Itfys.’ 0<ft. 6. 1654J for having demanded fatisfa&ion of the Dye or 

VC/N* Governour of Tunis, for certain fhips they had taken; and alfo 
the Caprives of the Englifh Nation, April 18. 1655; and being 
notonclydenyed either, but had alfo fonae kind of provoking or 
daring terms given him 3 he calling a Gounc-l of War, reiolved 
(if poflible ) to burn their fhips which lay in 'Porto Fen no: within 
musket fhot of which Csftle, the Englifh Admiral, Vic> -Admi¬ 
ral, and Rear-Admiral lymg, played on ira ^ their Pert* with 
20 great guns5 the wind alfo favouring them 3 fo that although 
there were 120 guns planted on the fnoar and Caftle againft 
them 3 they couragioufly in their long boats, burn $ fhips down 
to the water in the fpace of 4 hours 5 with the Ioffe of onely 25 
men, and,4& J wounded. Moreover,! breach of tr;u u? 1 am ity be- 
tweetyEnglandsmd Spain being now begun, an Ambafiadour ex¬ 
traordinary was fent from the King of Spain into England ; where 
he arriving May 2. 1655, came in a ftately manner thorow Lon - 
don to weftminpr 3 and having publique audience given him by 
the Lord Prore&er on the Sen day of the fame momth, with other 
audiences, nothing as to an agreement between the two Nations, 
was concluded 5 fothat June 12 following, he parted* from the 
Protc^or onely with mutual complements, and fo returned into 
Spain. For a league between the Englifh ant< French Nation, be¬ 
gan now to be thought of 3 and an Enabafedour from France, re¬ 
ading a while ia London t othat end: *rr»grh, Peace between 
England and France was ratified Novemb. 19. 16553 and on the 
28th day proclaimed (oneefied of which league, was the exiling 
of the houfe ©f the Stuarts out of the French Dominions). Before 
which, there was certain intelligence from Bayonne and S.Seba- 
pan , Sept. 5 th, that the King of Spain had mace a feizure of the 
perfons and goods of the Englifh within his power 5 a d on Febr. 
1 tfth following, Wat with Snglandvtsis openly proclaimed by 
the Spaniards at Dunkirk. 

But as to France it felf, the Prince of Conde, with the other dif- 
contented ones againft Cardinal ttMaz&rine and his party, being 
allayed there, as having no confiderable party within the bowels 
of that Nation: the faid Prince fent one General Marfin into 
Spain , to negotiate in his behalf 5 (for upon the Spaniard was all 
hisdependance) and going with his Troops in the Country and 
Bifboprick of Liege or Luyck in Flanders , he there waged (about 
the mooeths of December and January,) 1653a little new War, 
to get Winter-quarters: the Inhabitants every where Banding to 
defend and maintain their priviledges and freedoms but the 
Prince’s forces took from them by force, the little Town of Fofses , 
(which is feituated between the rivers of Samhre^ M'nfe) mat¬ 
ching alfo againft the Town Chaplet, feared on the river Samite, of 
which (at that time) there was no doubt but they would be Don

than welfare of the Nation. The Cardinal of Rets* being

this time, the Matter of bis horfe to Rome, to pray the; Pope to 

give his confent unto the fame farrender, that CMazawe might 
have no farther, pretence for keeping him fo confined, ' 

Now alfo was there preparation made mfrance for the fiege of 
Stenay, by the King and Cardinal, the onely place that the prince 
of C0«&badat his Command; and at which fiege, the ming in- 
tended to affift inPerfon: and the Cardinal refolved to take that 


ftrong place, though with length of time, and vaft essences i 
wherefore fetriag about it, and the young King couragioufly and 
induftrioufly vifiting that Leaguer,and animating the Sowldifety, 
after a great Battery raifed, he fummoned the place: which the 
Govcmour refufingto furrender, without Con dees confent, they 
applved themfelves to carry the Cittadel firft: whereupon the 
befieged made arefolure fa^ey of above 20© men 5 but they (al¬ 
lying upon the Switzers quarter, were by them valiantly repul- 
fed j .the Govcmour after a fecond fommons, fending anfwer 
back, he was tclpfvcd to live.and die in the place 5 they drew to¬ 
gether .more Forces to reinforce the King’s Camp: the befieged 
having by a fatty killed between 3 and 400 of the befiegersf yet 
ihortly after (forthat wasia July 1654) in Augutt, they having 
made a very great breach with their Mine, they came to a Ca¬ 
pitulation for furrender, which was made with a Spanifh Com¬ 
mander, the EarJ of Cbamilly accepting of the King’s pardon in fur- 
rendring ir, and the garrifon retreating to Mentmedy. 

In the mean time, the Spaniard, to divert the French Forces 
that had befieged 5 tenay> ciofely befieged Arras, a confidcrable 
Frontier Town belonging to the French King : whole Governour 
was no lefTe couragious than that of Stenay ; and the management 
of the fiege being (by the Spaniard) faid to be folely commixed 
unto the Prince of Condee 5 who had full power to fight as he 
ftiould fee occafion. Ike Spaniards were in great want of pro- 
vifion ; the French having fo fecured the pattages,that none could 
be brought unto them : yet aConvoy of i©oo Wagons being 
fentfrotn Domyt o victual the Camp, and Through feme opposi¬ 
tion^ retreating to Aire, from thence got fafe within the lines of 
the Spanifh Camp; whereby they were fupplycd for 3 weeks: 
which was longer than (at that time) the Town was(in the eyes of 
many) likely to hold out; The Spaniards, Aug. i4> attauliing ® 
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But Marihal Turetn,with divers osher forces from ail parrs haften- A,!no 

mg to the relief of the befieged, (fo that thev haH ^ 1 ^ u " Chrift, *

Prince of the Empire, who was quarrelled with, and abufed in 

i/V\/ his rights and prerogatives. Wherefore, all thefe cauiea the 

Spamih Troops, and'thofe of the United Provinces to march alfo 

towards the lame Country 5 bath to hinder the French Troeps 
from entring into Ltege, and to fecure their Frontiers. Thus 
although neither of thelc ought to have come there, the Country 
bring Neutral 5 yet, through thele quarrels and debates, the In¬ 
habitants were Qjjfctably ufed like enemies on all fides. 

But thefe thus forcibly quartering in the Country, occafioned 
' the Prince or Buhop of Ltege, and tne Archbilhop of Colley to 

make a league offenfive and defenfive with the two Elt&curs of 
Tner$z nd Mentz mutually to afsitt each other again ft all man¬ 
ner of forrciga forces under what pretence foever: and in March 
following, the Maiqueh of Faber teek g the condo (ion of peace 
between ti e Prince of Liege] and the Esc&our of Collen, and Leo¬ 
pold the Arch-Duke, (whereby the firft was obliged unto the te- 
cotW, by the article of thg Treaty, to endeavour what he could 
to c ufe the French Army fo remove out dfbis Territories, being 
(if gentle perfwafions would not prevail) to joyn his forces with 
the Arch Dakc^, and forc^them, if they conceived it advanta- 
gtous fo to do, prefently removing tfom Limbourg^ marcht out of 
the Country of Liege the fafee ttay he came’, towards the Woods 
of lArdcnne ; yet having grit the' f*afpU of the Prince Ele&our, 
t >at neither the Spaniards, Lortainers, dr Priiceof Condee* s forces, 
Should attempt any thing ag*inft theip by venue of the fa id peace. 
And in the mo ethof Rbr. after, tfVArch Duke by fpecia 11 1 or¬ 
der ©f the K-ng ©f Spain, (Whole Luvtenant he is in Flanders) 
axe m pi a ri l y proceeded againft Churls Duke of Lorrdm } not ondy 
by imprifoninghis perfon in the Caffle of Antwerp-,. (Though he 
were nobly intreated in his imprTonmed?} but by taking from 
him the command of his Army, Dukcdome, and Eftate, and con* 
ferring it on Francis his brother, who as icon as he was come from 
Vienna , was to have the Command of his bfbthef’s Forces, and 
was called Duke Francis of Lorrain. The canfe whereof was, the 
thefts, robberies, rapes, , committed under the conduct of his 
Army,the wracks of which deftru&ions and devaluations he him- 
felf gathered up; and alfo his inconftancies>and pretended change 
of judgment in re folves of warlique matters, and the alterations 
and delayes he gave in things, which (having been debated) were 
even at the very point of execution : and which being important 
fcrvicesjtmght (in all likelihood^ have had a happy <ffue: which 
tricks and artificies were at length grown fo'notorious, that the 
Matters of the Camp, and all other Officers could point at them, 
&c. The faid Duke Charts (being now fo confined) feeing no re¬ 
medy, refigned upi unto the King of Spam and the Arch-Duke, 
both his Perfon, his Eftate, and Army : which the Earl of Ltgne- 
vill was to command, till the arrival of the faid Duke Franca at 
Irvfiels. ■ 
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A little before the fame time, the Spaniard received a check rCCo 
from the Portugals by Land; for the Earl of Almdraniio , Lievte- Aj,no1 
nant General of the Spantjh horfe, fending forth fomc of his » m't 
Troops, Novcmb. 6 . 1653, to pillage between the Towns Aron- L/V \3 
tinman d LMegretum, and to expect a conjUnd-on of other forces: 

Andrew AlbtttfeterctOy General ot the Portugal horfe, marct ing to¬ 
wards them, the Spaniards feemed to retreat, that uniting with 
their main body, tney might fall on the Portugals: which thefe 
perceiving, a Portugal Govcrnour fpeeded with about 250 horfe- 
men towards the enemies frontiers, not far from Valeria, where 
after a ihorccombar,he put 300 Spamfh horfemen to flight; and in 
the purfu it coming in fight of 400 other horfe of the enemies, he 
beiug over-numbred, and hi' Souldi- r> dilordered in the puriuit, 
he was repuifed, with the lolfe of fome few 5 yet many wounded^ 
and theGovernour himfclf,with two Enligns taken; one Captain 
of the Spaniards, being flam, and divers mortally wounded. 
Whereupon Albuquercio following the Spaniards betimes the ncxr 
morning, found them not far from Aronttum very numerous, dri¬ 
ving away 1200 head of Cattle. The Spaniards being 1500, the 
Portugals but 9 50 horfe ; where after valour on both fides (hewn^ 
the Portugals being conquerours, they purfued them untill night i 
® aa y SpAnjfh Comtmnders falling; among whom, was Alma - 
tafttitii their Major General, 17 Colonels, and many wounded^ 

There were flain in all 300 Spaniards, 400 taken prifonm. The 
Portugals having divers w unded 5 but no con file rank Ioffe. 

; Sutthe Great Duke of Mf-ovy decreeing hoftiliry againft the 
kingdom of Pa/Wabouc the latter end of 1^53, refoivmg alfotp 
invade the fame with three Armies, in three fun-dry places; and 
waging a&uil war accordi gly, wrote Letters about April 1654, 
onto the Queen of Swedenj fignifying the two realons of his faid 
War with the Polander : which fecrh not to be of weight fuiJLient 
for filch an attempt • the one being, Decaufe a certain Pdandet 
writing a Narration of former Wars betwixt theeb, wherein the 
Polanderi had the better, faid onely, They bad beaten the AA*fcov>te 5 
without adding his Title. Tne other, bccaufc, he, in quoting 
fbmetbing touching the Genealogy of the Mufcovite’s Ancettors, 
named one as the father, which was the fen. Wherefoie, he de¬ 
manding the offender’s head of the King ; and it being deriyed, he 
warred on themj having taken oneef their Cities already, and 
befieged another of their moft confidcrableones. Blit the Queen, 
pfclitkk’y anfwered. She neither approved, nor disproved his 
teafons, wifhing he might have good fatisfa< 5 fion from the Polan- 
der, and being troubled ((he faid) that Chrittian Princes fhoiild 
fall out. But the Muscovite proceeding in his enterprizs with a 
great power, after this, took in the Polifh Country even without 
tefiftance, the people where they cache feeking to fave themfelves 
by flight, andnotwithftanding the great contributions ti ere gran- 
red, they had no confidefable Army to flop them.* fot acthat 
Country was then look’t on as deplorable. And abaut September 

following. 
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following, zhcMufcovites whole body tailing upon Duk vRadzivil’s 
rfChri? 3 , Arroyi (tor-be was the Poland General ) which confuted of about 
to i^8. ’ ' 15000 men 5 they totally routed the fame, Radzivil himfelf very 
O^v-vj hardly efcaping ; and fo tnyfterioufly were things carried by the 
chief ones of that kingdom, at that time, that it was thought by 
forab (for they fate ftill) that certain of thofc prime ones were not 
much difeontented thereat ; however, by this overthrow the 
whole Dukedome of Litton was expofed to ruine and deftru&ion. 
But ritopits a little after, beating off the UWufeovite’i three ftormsl 
took in Mtloffi a Town feiruated on the River Dtinajwhtrc he per- 
fidioufly kept not the Anielesjbutflewall themale Jews,and an¬ 
cient women,and captivated the young men and women thereof. 

About November following, the Town of Smolemko , account¬ 
ed one of the beft fortified places in Europe, was after an indiffe¬ 
rent long fiege, furrendred unro the grand Duke of Mufcovy ; and; 
that throughthe Enemies policy, who perfwading the c pJatine i 
that all Poland was loft, and that that place onely made refi- 
ftance; the ‘Palatine being ftricken with a paoick fear, and feeing 
uoleffe than an Army of 5 or 6 bodies encompafting him, was 
eafily perfwaded, yet on as honourable terms as he could defire $ 
bur, immediately hereupon, no lefle than 5000 of his men lifted 
themfelves under the Mufcovhe , and taking an oath to be true un¬ 
to him. Wherefore, feeing the place was both provided with 
neceflariesfor a years fiege, nor any powder wanting unto the be* 
fieged, the King of Poland required the faid Palatine to come un¬ 
to him to Grodnaf. o give him an account of his proceedings^ Tht 
Mufcoviter put agarrifon of 10000 men into the City. Ani 
indeed, fuch then was the fuccefle and pregrefle of the Mufeovita 
alfo in Lithuania , that it raifed fuch a jealoufie io the king of Stve+ 
deny that he fent to the City of Koningsterg, to demand paflage 
for fome forces, that he might put kis Frontiers thereabouts in a 
pofture of defence,as he had done in the Prov.isce of Liefland*, for 
they fo aiiferably wafted all thofe quarters held by thtTolandersin 
Lithuania 3 Khsn for 4© leagues round Smolemko , there was pot to be 
difcovered the leaft ma rk of any Town-or Village, they being all 
laid in allies; whereby above 30000 families being turned to the 
wide world,went for refuge towardf*7'/^4,to avoid theLMufeovite’s 
cruelties, three other Towns, after the taking of Smolemko 3 
likewife yielded themfelves, to wit, Skla 3 Horey 3 and Ddrowna. 
But Poland having made a league with the grand Cham of Tarta - 
r ie ; he prepared them a relief of 40000 men, who were to 
march under the Conduft of Sultan Kafy Galga 3 brother to the 
then Cham ejtiehemetGerey : and he fent Kaya Be^io to go and re¬ 
lieve Jurlenbeck ^CMurza 3 two places, which were then very much 
diftrefled by the Coflacks alfo: who taking part with the Mufco- 
vitesi and Chime linsky, fending E mbafladours to Court the Cham, 
he immediately raxing them of breach of faith in taking the Muf- 
covites partagainft Poland ; commanded their Nofes and Ears to 
be cut off, and fent them thus back to their Matter to tell him, 

That 
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That he was for ever refolved agamft any reconcilement, with rs/!uO. 
him. Then alfo the Poland King fent into Sweden.. t<? renew a Trca- ^cfelr 
ty fora perpetual peace between the two Croyms of Poland and u>.ujs.’ 
Swethiand , according to a Treaty begun before at Lubecky propo- k^YNl: 
fing alfo to lay down all future claims of that Crown..-|lnto 
which theSnedijh King fignified his inclination $ and was daily iii 
Gounfel with his Sena tors,about the Poland affairs,as being much 
inclined to an Alliance offenfive and defenfive with that Crown, 
by reafon of the progrefs which the extraordinary numerous, for¬ 
ces of the Mufcovites made in Lithuania ; and who not onely kept 
his frontiers well guarded with forces 5 but lent others into the 
Arch-bifhoprick of Bremen y both to make good his preienfions 
there, and to threaten war upon the Duke of Newburg, 

At or about the fame time, while the King of Poland lay at 
Grodnay theEmperourof Germany fent him an Envoy, to demand 
areftoring^f certain Towns, which he held in Hungary y,. which 
were pawned unto Poland about 200 years before 5 ottering to re¬ 
imburse the money for their redemption. But the King. put him 
off for an asfwer, to the next Diet or Aflembly of the Kingdom, 
fhewing not much difpofure to yield thereunto. 

But about the aioneth of Auguft, 16 5 4, the Kingdom of Sweden 
difpatched Forces to befiege the Gitypf Bremen 3 iot fome infolence 
committed againft thatGro wru..whopvit was: thought, (by the 
Swedes) that the EmperQur^nd German Princes did privately flic 
up againft him; who elfe could not ha vebeen believed, robe fo 
bold, as (of themfelves) to provoke againft them fo confidera.ble 
an enemy. Komngfmark had the managing of that fiege ; who 
about the beginning of September, making (hew as if he intend¬ 
ed to go over to ^egefakydtew a great party of the Bremers thither; 
and after Sun-fet, taking a quire contrary march, be caufed a bridg 
to be made over the water called the Hamy and patted over it in 
the night; and fo over the Moors, .(though with great difficulty* 
by reafon of the exrreasn deep and muddy ground) wherein, al¬ 
though feveral horfes were fmothered, yetnot one man loft ; and 
this (notwithftanding they played with their Canon out of the 
City) to the Bremers great admiration. As foonas he was got over 
with about 100 men, /for the reft were necefiitated to follow one 
by one) the Bremers placing themfelves with a confiderable num¬ 
ber not far from the S wdes, yet beyond a deep Moor, fo that they 
could onely charge each upon other, not come together. The 
Swedes growing ftronger and ftronger; the Bremers were forced 
with the lefle of a good .many of their men, to retreat towards the 
City. And foon aftergame Troops of Bremifh horfe appearing, 
they were alfo beaten by the Swedes to the very gates of the City, 
about 20 of them being ilain. In all which the Swedes are faid to 
have loft but two men. This unexpe&ed enterprize put the City 
into a great ftraight and perplexity; which being likewife in- 
creafed by a Letter from the Emperour, fadmonishing them to 
haake their compofition as foon, aad as good as they could; be-

to i6ft. * have done* with sr coniiderable Army by the Duke of Lorrain) 
they came to a Treaty or Conference at Stoade, by defigned Depu- 
tiesdf each party * the Lord Rofenhaan being for the S wedifh King: 
and at length concluded i5 Articles of Peace betwixt them : Af¬ 
ter which, (for the farther affecuration of the King of Sweden) Ro- 
fenhdan and Koningfmark entring Bremen in the moneth November 
following, with folemnity they fawthe oath of inauguration ta¬ 
ken by two Scnatours of the City, deputed thereunto.by the Se¬ 
nate, by holding up their two firft fingers after reading of the fame 
oath,-and fwearing, that they would inviolably obferveand per¬ 
form the Concents thereof.-* 

Three or four moneihs before which time, Cbrzflina Queen of 
Sweden , {for reafons either voluntary, or conftrained) refigned her 
Crown unto Charts Gufiaue,he r Couien. After which, ffee under¬ 
took (having firft fecured her yearly maintenance in Tomerania) 
fevcrall Peregrinations: among which, that to Jnfpruek (a City 
in the Arch-Dutcby of Tirol,' and feared among the Alps, over¬ 
looking it on every fide 5 and where the report of a Musket is {aid 
to be as great as that of a piece of Ordnance; is moft remarkable. 
Where being entertained JtTaa extraordinary manner by that 
Arch*Duke,tooIarg^here pamcoliarly to relate, and which was 
in or about the monefh O&ober, i 4 5 5^ thenext day but one af¬ 
ter her arrivail there,fhe made an open pro fe (lion of the Romifh 
Catholiquefaithjin fix heads orSe&ions 5 where Hclfienm,$@$t 
Alexander the 7th his Nunfio'(itfprefer.ce of the Arch-Duke, his 
Lady and brother, and Spanifh Ambaffadour, &c.) {landing at the 
right fide of the Altar, (and fhe op the left) (aid. Pope Alexander 
underftanding that [Chriflina Queen of Sweden being enlightned 
by the Holy Ghoft, intended to put her felf into the bofomeof the 
Church, had tent his Letters, teftifying his Approbation of her 
defires $ and to receive her with his Apoftolical Benedi&ion, he 
being there to know the truth thereof. Unto which fhe anfwering. 
It was fo Holftenm giving the Pope’s Letter to a Prieft who read 
it aloud, defired fhe would make profefiion of the faid faith, and 
fwear upon the holy Evangelift, to jceep it,before the Arch*Duke, 
and the Spanifh Ambaffadour. Which fhe doing, and killing 
the book, a Chair was fet for Holjtesm ,and a Culhion laid at his 
feet, upon which the Queen kneeling, he making the fign of the 
Crofie over her head, and embracing her/boulders, faid,He did 
receive her into the Catholike Church, and by virtue of an order 
from the Holy Father Pope Alexander the 7th, and from the pow¬ 
er given him by Chrift, whofe Vicar he was, he did abfolve her 
from all her fins fhe had committed. In the Name of the Fatber,&t. 
This being done, their TeDexm, See. was fung with moft melo¬ 
dious voices, and all forts of lBflruments,and Drums, in the very 
Chappeiof theFrancifcans or Arch-Duke where it was done; 
then 5 o pieces of Ordnance being difeharged, fhe returned as (he

^TbeVrineeEIe&our Palatine, had then alfo two quarrels with 
two German Prelates • one with the Ele&oor Arehbilhop of Menu* 
which was for the jurifdi&ion of a Place, into which, the laft 
would fettle fomePriefts, as belonging to him 5 but the Prince 
would have fettled there Minifters of the reformed Religion * fay¬ 
ing, He ought to difpofe thereof, as having been fo many years in 
pofleffion s but the people the while remained unprovided of ei¬ 
ther. The other was againft the Biihop of Spiers 5 becaufe thofe 
of that City (mms alfo feconding them) had both yielded (in all 
probability) upon the account of Religion, themfelves into the 
Palatine's Protection. But the Emperour, who himfelf was like- 
wife then very bufie in making great levies 5 forbade them to

The (aid Emperour, 
7*5.2.1 ^54, commanding all the chiefeft o£ the Proteftant Fa¬ 
milies of rtenna, and round about it, to meet together at an ap¬ 
pointed place 5 but, they not meeting, a new command came, for 
them to meet at the place appointed 5 who then coming in great 
numbers, and rnoft of them 5 o and 8 o years old : they firft were 
checked for not coming at the firft fummons; and then had pais- 
por:s given them to depart out of his hereditary dominions,and to 
retire to feme other place than Hungary. ' , 

The fame year the Duke of poweranta (who was the laft of that 
houfe) dyingt and his body being with great folemmty interred; 
his whole Eftate wasdivided betwixt Sweden and the Electour 01

Brandenburgh : the Gommiffioners of the former, and the Elector,

Moreover, it may not be frivolous, to relate one treachery 
(among others) which was difeovered in Flanders about

of their own Nation in the French garrifons of Bafee and Betbme> 
not far from Armentiers, which is feituated on the River Lijle,) 
running away difeontented, joyned to the aforefaid garrifons et 
French’, fome Irifhalfo of the other fide, came over to the Spa- 
niardsm tArmentiers, and there lifted themfelves, (peaking very 
ill of the French Officers. Thefc Runnagadoes agreed

contrivers (who were 4 Captains, 5 other Officers, and ' 9 Soul- 
diers, all Irifh) being prefentiy feized on to receive reward accor¬ 
ding to their deferts. 

. ® atat City feituated between Roterdam an d the Hague 

in Holland, and 3 miles from the Hague, happened a moft fad and 
lamentable dyfaftcr by an unexpected blowing up the Gun-pow- 
der of us Magazine, Often. li. 1654, between the hours of .0 
and 11 m the forenoon ; which containing 6 or 700 barrels of 
powder; (which was fuppofed,to be eafuaJly fired by the Keeper 
thereof, who was Icen to go in with another man about 10 ftri‘ 
ling open a barrell) fo levelled the Tower, that mere was no- 
thing to be feen of it; yea, not the very place where it flood, it 
being changed into water; 300 fcoufes were blown up and utterly 
defiroyed; the other houfes and fine gardens very much damni¬ 
fied and fpoyled, and above Jooperfons killed and wounded: 
befides many that might be imagined to have been blown all 16 
pieces, fo that no account could betakenof them., it fhook the 
houlcs in the Hague, breaking their windows, and did fome fo wl 
at Roterdam ; yet one Child about 1S tnoneths old, lying 24 hours 

under the mines, was taken up, and not butt ac all, 

Alfo at a Diet or general Afiembly of the States of Poland at 
mrjfi-ta, injune id; 5, a Senatour ftriking one of his fellow- 
Membcrs on the face in the open Afiembly, and wnb was-accord: ' 
ing to the Laws of that Land, to have bear. Ins right hand and 
head flruck off; through the Queens interccffion, the- pur.iihmcnfc 
was moderated, that asking pard n of the King, Afiembly, and 
Pope s Nuntio, he was to remain clofeprifoner m a dungeon, ond 
year and dmoneths: but he reprefentingthis penalty to be worfc 
than death, heonely was to pay aconfiderable film of money to¬ 
wards the charges of the Wats. 1 

The S wedi{h Queen Chripna , a little before the fame time, ha¬ 
ving fent into Smtblat.d, to demand the Arrears of the Penfion 
there afiigned to her 5 The Chancellor 0 f chat Kingdom returned 
anfwer. That if jhe intended to receive any , foe might do well to return 
thither ; the States being unwilling to fujjer any money to no out of the 
Kingdom, d J 

But the Duke of Saxony was leffe juft, and yet much mere cruel 
unto a man in his Country, (who killed a Dear) in the moneth of 
*ebr. if 55, condemning him to be bound with chains upon a 
his icet laft under the bead’s belly, with an iron chain foi;

the Duke, In the mean time, the Stag getting up, ran away with 
alibis might: fo that the miferies that poor creature had under¬ 
gone, and muft undergo, if the Stag killed him not in the running, 
cannot be exprefled. 

In the Ill, of Malta* toward the latter end of 1655, Ufman the 
great Turk’s brother, (who fome years before, with the Sulcai/s 
Wives Mother, their family and treafury, was taken at Sea, 
coming from c Mecca, by thofe Knights, and brought into the 
Ifiand) made profeffion of ChriftianifcD, being chnftned with 
great ceremonies, and rtjoycingef the City, in the Dominicans 
Cloifter 5 who retaining his former name of Ufman, was firnamed 
dominion, 

Butin England, in July 1656, Writs being iffued forth for 
fummoning another Parliament, and a general cie&ion of the 
Members thereof, being made in Auguft following 5 they aflem. 
bled at fveftminjier- Abbey, whither the Protestor coming in 
{lately equipage, after their Sermon ended, and a fpeech made 
unto them by the faid Prote&our, they fate, clewing Sir Thotmd- 
drington for their Speaker : this was on Sept. 17th, 1 £56; they 
fate from the time aforefaid, ufttill about the latter end of June, 
1657, and then were adjourned untill Jan. 20th following. The 
chief matters done by this Grand Councel, I find to be an A& for 
Renouncing and difannulling thetitle of Charh Stuart unto the 
Nations of England, Scotland, and Ireland. Then, an endeavour 
to fettle the Title of King, with a Crown the Emblem thereof, on 
the head of the Prote&our ; which he, after time of deliberation, 
pofitively refufed : and openly declaring (JMay the 8 th, 1657* 
That he could not undertake the Government with the Title of 


King ; Wherefore laying afide the Title, the Parliament foleaan- 
ly (by A&) iivefted him into the power thereof, June 2 6 follow¬ 
ing, under theName and Title of Proteiftour: the Speaker of the 
Parliament prefenting unto him, in Weftminfter-ffall, (being atti¬ 
red in his Robes) four Emblems of Government; a Purple Vel¬ 
vet Robe lined with Ermine; a large Bible with rich gilt and 
Bofles 5 a Scepter of Gold, and a Sword, which he girt about 
him, defcanting (by a fpeech) upon all of them at the delivery 
thereof: alfo he raking an Oath. Then while he thus fate, hold¬ 
ing the Scepter in his hand, after the thrice founding of a Trum¬ 
pet, a Herald (landing aloft, proclaimed his Highnefs Lord Pr©- 
tedfour of the Common-wealth of England, Scotland , and 
land , requiring all to yield him due obedience. And then as 
Officer of Arms did the like. Soon after which, he was fo

prifoner, about or at the fame time ; who having been examined, 
laid; Thatprefently after his farher and'family-departed cut of 
Lm& in Peru ; which was above 5' moneths before the time of 
j ® ccxaf ^ natI0r b ? he whole Ciry ©f Lima was (wallowed upland 
deitroyed, and alfo the City CaUoy&y a fearful-Earthquake, and 
moft miraculous Ram of fire from Heaven: there periling in 
both peaces above 11000 Spaniards \ but not above "too Indians 
with them. The Spanilh Kmg lofing aifoin Lima 100 millions 
ot filver (ready wrought upj thereby. Alio-the-Mi untamous 
Mines of *Potofi (out of wh ich they d i'gged their filver ) were won¬ 
derfully defiroyed, being become a'Plain, nor any pcflRiliry of 
having more filver or gold in Peru. And fome ot the pnfoners 
the mid ves who were taken in this archievemenrdid acknowledge 
that this defolation and deftruftion •befell-the Spaniards for the 
cruelty which they aded on the peat Indians, (they not (paring 
even thofe Indians who among them profefled the Roman Catho- 
lique ReligionJ fo that they being beyond meafurc oppressed and 
grieved with their (ufferinss, cryed to Heaven for vengeance 
again ft them. * 

But the following year 1657, produced a greater execution 
from the Navy under General Blake a gain ft the Spaniard's Weft- 
India Fleet before Santa Cruze, stone of the Canatie Ifiands call¬ 
ed Tenerijje , on April 20th. The Spaniards had 5 or 6 Galleons, 

(tnree whereof were Admiral, Vice-Admiral, and Rear-Admiral) 
with other confiderable(sips, to thesumber of 1 6. TheEnelilh 
came fo near (to do their work) to the Cafile, Forts, and (hoar, 
rhat many Spaniards^ re (hoc from the fhoar by their own Muf- 
qceteers, yet in 4 hours they beating the men out of their (hips, 

Or 
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fVA>0 and riie (hips ail put on (hoar, except cne-Admiral, and Vice- 
A f n cVft S5 Admiral,who made molt rcfiftance ; one whereof was fee on fire, 
ti6 5 V and the Admiral blown up: and before evening came, (except 
L/-VNJ two chat funk down-right ) all the reft were fired. They beat them 
likewife outof fome of their Forts, from their great guns. Nei¬ 
ther was there, in this adtion, above 50 Engiilh flam out-right, 
and 120 wounded. Theirfhips alfo, by about 7 night,got lafe 
out of the enemies command : although they fupplyed their Fens 
with frefh men, for thole that were killed, and beaten out in heat 
of the a&ion. And their ihips damage received herein, was in¬ 
differently well repaired in two dayes time; which asfoon as 
they had done, the wind veering to the South-weft, (which is rare 
among thofe Ifhnds) lafted to bring them juft to their former fta- 
lion, near Cape Manes, where they arrived the fecond of May fol¬ 
lowing. 

In the year 1656, while the Parliament was fitting, was there 
another Plot and Confpiracy difcovered againft the Prote&our’s 
life; the chief Aftor wherein, was one Miles Sinder comb , that 
had been one of the Army; who with one Cecill , (others being 
alfo engaged therein) held correfpondence with fome in Flanders ; 
and for whofe encouragement, Don t/4lonfa(ihe lateEmb&flauour 
of Spain in England) returned them over lums of money, whereby 
they were enabled to proceed; who hiring a heufe at Hammer¬ 
smith (three miles from tfettmnfter) {landing upon the Road in a 
narrow (lurry paflage,where Coaches-go but totdy, they by plant¬ 
ing an Engine in. a little banquetting room of the houfe, intended 
by difeharging^ot the Fame, when the Protedtour had pafhd by, 
going to, or returning from Hampton-Qow, to have taken his life 
away. They foughr alfo .other opportunities to fhoot him,taking 
the ayr in Hide-Park, &c. And to give a proof of their refolutioa 
beyond the Seas: they attempted to fire white-Hall, by placing a 
basket of combuftible ftuffe (with two lighted matches aptly pla¬ 
ced) in the Chappel: But through the difeovery of one of the 
Life-guard, to whom Sindtrcomb had revealed his fecrets for his 
afliftancein the thirg, (giving him 10 1. in hand, and promtfing 
him 150b more) thefe twe^were apprehended. Cecill cafting 
himfclf on the Lord Protestor’s mercy; Sindercomb ocherwife 
called Fi/fij was brought to ^tis Tryall in fVejtmhfter- Hall Febr. 9 • 
following; who pleading. Not Guilty , and all points of his In¬ 
dictment being proved by two Witnefksat the ieaft, with aggra¬ 
vating circumftances, he was femenced to be hanged and quar¬ 
tered at Tyburn as a Traytor : but he to avert fo great open fl-atuc 
©f the World, the night before his execution, Febr. 13, fnumng 
up fome poyfonous powder into his head, within three hours after 
dyed. Wherefore on the 17th day of the fame moneth, he was 
as a felon againft hirofelf, drawn at a horfe’s tail to Tower-Hill; 
where, under the Scaffold, be was turned into a hole naked, and 
a ftake fpiked with iron driven thorow him into the Eartn. 

Peace having been concluded Between England and Trance -, 
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but open War with Spain, as aforefaid 5 the Prore&our joyned in rOCo 
boftihty with the French sgmft the Spaniards in Flanders, feadina 
over thither 6000 Foot under the Command ©f Sir John Remolds chri *’ 

^General, whoon the 8rh,,th,and i*thof 
wholly embarqued for France-, the General following after on 
the 17 th day. Thefe Forces, being joyned with the French (after 
they had taken Montmedy and St. tenant) took the ftrong Fort of 
Mardike (not far from Dunkirk) from the Spaniard: which beint 
afterwards maintained by Engliffi 5 in the moneth O&ober of 
the fame year 1657, the Spanifb forces attempting to ftorm it* 
among whom, 2000 of the Scottish and Irifh Reformadoes under 
the Scottiih King, ( who, with his brother the Duke of York be¬ 
ing excluded France , joyned with the Spaniard) made the firft 
onfett, and, that in three feveral places at once, getting into the 
ditches, and ready forfealing: the Englifh behaved themfelves 
I© couragioufly all the time, (which continued 6 hours) that thev 
were repulfed with the Ioffe of about 600 men. And more fuo 
plyes going out of England, there was a field-battle fought b e- 
tween the French and Englifh with theSpanifh forces (being be- : 
tween ^ and 700© foot, and 57000 horfe) who came to relieve 1 
Vunhrk befieged by the Englifh and French ; in which (after 
lome difpures) both their wings being foyled, they fled • the En- 
glifh foot purfmng them about two miles and an half5 and the 
French horfe down from the bill as farasFm?,. from whofe Fort 
they were drawn. It wasa great Vidory; formoftof theSpanM 
foot were either flam or taken 5 all their guns, t in number, with 
the baggage of the field;as alfo allthcO/ficers of CkarlsStuart* sRe- 
giment,(with many moreOfficers of quality) with his own Coach; 
and about 17 colours : (the Marfhal dtHocquimourt (who had been 
thexhief inftrument in the revolt of Hefdm) heing (lain ashe was 
pickqueenng a day or two beforethcbattle)rhe lofs of the EnglifR 
being 8© flain,and about.300 wounded ; this wasin June 
After which, they returning with all diligence to the fiege of Dun- 
kirk, which was environed both 6y Land and Sea, and now redu¬ 
ced to fttaits, and the befieged Tallying out June 03 after; in 
which fharp encounter with the befiegers, the Marquefs of Lejde, 
the Goyernour of Dunkirk, received his deaths wound; and feve- 
ral terrifying Granadoes being fliot into the Town, (one whereof 
lighted into the Market-place) they foon came to a furrender up¬ 
on 4 Articles; marching out oh the 2 5th day ©f the fame month 
with 1000 horfe and foot, and 700 more wounded, with Drums 
beating, Colours flying, two pieces©! Ordnance, and their bag¬ 
gage : i(] t0 which ftrong Sea-Port Town,the King of F ranee, {who 
figned the Articles) with the Cardinal, perfonally entring, put 
the peffeffioo thereof into the hands of the Lord General Lockhart , 

(on the Prote&our’s behalf, according to the conditions fo made 
before the Englifh Armie’s firft going over)wh© garrifoaed it with 
englifh Souldiers. After this, the French polTefled Fern, (a place 
which the Spaniards had quitted) apdfoou after became Mafters 
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of rwo other* Garrijfons, mmxbergen, and ( Dixwude. Aod not 
Tchr 1 ^ 5 long after, Grdvtline, another ftrong Sea-Town, having been be- 
* fleged about three weeks, and a Mine ready to fpring under three 
1>WJ Baftions of that Town 5 MarfUal de la Ferte Aug. 27, fummoned 
the ^«/Wno furrender, telling them, If they delayed till the 
fpringing of the Mines, the utmoft rigour of War was to be ex¬ 
pected. Wherefore they having time given them till the a$th 
dayofthefamecDoneth, to fend to Don John the Spamfb General, 
(if he did not relieve them in that time) they Capitulated with 
the Cardinal, to depart the Town on the 3«th day of the fame, 
much according to the conditions of Dunkirk-, which they 
did accordingly, as not being relieved 5 although Don John, the 
Prince of Conde, and the Marquefs of Caracene , joyned with refo- 
hition to have attempted it: who were prevented By Marfhal 
Turd* bis advance to lye betwixt Fern and Bergen. Then was a 
Councel of yVar called, wherein the Cardinal, Turtin, and La 
, Ferte (whofe Armies, after the taking of Graveling, were united) 
were prefect: and where they refolved what Town next to fec- 
fiege 5 which was believed to be Tpre. 

But upon another dangerous Plot reported to foe difeomed, 
Apr. 9 .1 *57> four perfons of Note, to wit, M. General Harr ifm. 
Colonel Mich, Major Vanvers, ahd Captain Lavfon, were fecured 
the day following* 

A little after, to wit, July 245 i* 57 r Colonel Edward Sexij, 
(who was a principal mao. in promoting Miles Sindenmb' s de- 
fign., as abovefaid i, and who ckme into England in a dilguifed 
habit the better;toefFe& it) was’eommitted to the Tower of Un¬ 
do* for high Trcafonr •, But Within 10 dayes after his commit- 
ment, he falling fick of an:A|*e and Vomiting, which turned in¬ 
to a violent Feaver, he dyed Jan. 13th after in the Tower 5 found 

by the Coronet's Jury to be by Gods visitation, and by no other 
wayes or means. 

Bat the year following, which is this prefent year rdy-S, about 
the moneth of M&f, was difeovered another great and general 
Plot to embroyl England in new Wars and Seditions, by levying 
war , betraying of the ftrong garrifon of Hull 5 promoting Charts 
Stuart to be King of England, Scotland , and Ireland , fecuring the 
City of London, See. For which, many were committed to the 
Tower and Newgate ; and a : High Court of Juflice being erc&ed 
(who fate May 2 5) in fTeftmin ft er-Hall, Sir Henry Sldngsbytn the 
lame day, and Doctor Hewet, a Divine, on June 1. foilowmg,were 
brought to their trya^ before them; the Knight pleading, ’Hpt- 
GitiUy,wsLS proved guilty by evidence.The D®dor refusing to plead 
to his charge,and ehoefing rather to- die,than own the Authority 5 
wherefore June ad, they were adjudged to be banged and quar¬ 
tered at Tyburn as Traytors 5 but being (by the clemency of 
the Prore&our) to berbeheaded, execution was done on them ac¬ 
cordingly on the 8th day of the fame June 1658. After which, 
eae Sumner, and 6 others of the City ©f London, weretryed upon 
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the fame account : ene being found as nor guiltybut fix con- 
d earned to be executed for Traycors; two of whoa.}, to wit, Co- A nao 
lonc\ Ajhton and Bettelej in feverai places of London, were executed 
on July theyth aficr,one whofe name was■F/'/Vr,(and who pleading 
Not Guilty, did upon toe matter prefent ly confe-fle it) being rtpric- 
ved:and July ^tn,one Siacte was aiio’hanged,though not quartered* 
Sumner and Aden (who conhfled themfelves staiicy^ being b-tii 
reprieved. ■" 0 

Moreover, three or four more than ordinary things happened 
m England within two or tnree years laft pad. One was, Oaob.3. 

16^6, when as the River of Thames , which ui'uaily ebbeth about 
7 or 8 hours, and ho weed about 4 or 5, now ebbed and flowed 
rwice in 3 hours Tpace. Aiamencabie accident by Gunpowder 
in a Ship-Chandler’s ftore-houfe near the Hermitage in J Ratcliff y 
Ju!y 3. 1^57. Afloat Btckley in Cbefbire, the ground funk, [uiy 
«th, 1*57, And on the -firft or fecond of June, 1 ^> 8, a Whale 
of about 58 or 59 foot in length, and of a bulk proportionable, 
coming up the River of Thames , was taken and flain, a little be¬ 
yond Greenwich 4 miles from London ; fome of the multitude that 
Went to fee this young Monfter or King of Flfhes, prefacing (as it 
were) the death of-a i*reaE Perfon to enfue; for that in Kin 3, 

James his time a little before the death of Queen Anne , there was 
one, not fo big, but feen about Black Walloon the (aid River. 

In France, in Jan. 1*54,there was an Aflmbly called of Prelates 
& other Church-men at the Louvre* in Cardinal Mazarine's Lodg¬ 
ings ,♦ himfeif being prefect, and alfo the King’s Deputy, with the 
Archbifkopof Roven as the Prefldenr, upon occafion of a Brief re¬ 
ceived by tit* King froanhePope,relating to a Bull of condemna¬ 
tion,^ let forth againft the doctrine of Janfenus, who was Bilhop of 
Tpre in Flanders-. which do^nne very nearly agreed with the Pro- 
teftants, touching Works, Free-Wil!,&c.wnich the Author fab- ’ 
flantiaiiy proving out of Augufae, it got no fmali ground both in 
France and the Netherlands; fo that i: was conciived,:he divifion 
thereupon made among rhePapifts,had given a great wound unto 
the Papal intereft ••Wherefore the Pope not being able to contain 
any longer,le t loofe his Bull in France . The Archbifliop declared 
the necdTLy of fetting forth a Confeffion of Faith accordingto the 
Roman Carholick Religion; yet not with (landing, nothing was 
concluded.^ The Cardinal alfo and the Archbifoop fell outtheref 
about the Cardinal’s imprifonment of Cardinal de Retz 5 he won- 
dring how CMa&arine durft proceed fo far againft him, who was 
both .a Prieft, and Archbifhopof Paris, the head City of the King- 
dome, & c . after words pafling between them, they parted in dif- 
conrentat each other. The King of France about the fame time 
fetting forth a general Declaration, That no other Religion be 
there entertained, beftdes the Raman; and that called the Refor¬ 
med : of which therehad been a toleration in times paft. 

But in 1^55, about the moneth-cf April, the Protcftants in 
the Valleys of Angrogna, Lucerna , and St. Martin, in Piedmont,

goods Wl eft a tes, imprifomng them, and ugng all violence to 
make the an forfake their Religion ; and percejving they could 
avail nothing thereby; the Duke was perfwaded to fend an Army 
ef about 8000 under the Marquefs de pttnella, and the Earl of 
Quince, one of the French Lievtenam Generals; thefe fetting 
upon this poor people living quietly at hotnc : 1 bey teeing them- 
felves thus affaulted, Rood in their defence, making what refi. 
fiance they could againft them : many of whom were flam, (and 
fome of the enemy; many carried away prifoners, on whom 
they ufed all manner of invented cruelties, and in many corners, 
they fhamehilly abiding and tormenting many women, with their 
young children, afterwards cut off their heads; daftung alfo 
thofe childrenof 15 years old (that would not go to Mafs) againft 

the rocks; hanging othets with their feet upwards, and nailing 

them to Trees: which they were faid to endure with a moll invirt- 
cible refolution. A refidue which efcaped the flaughter, got into 
the Mountains with their Wives and Children, enduring there 
much hunger and cold; (fome dying therewith; the enemy (the 
While) fet fire bn their Temples, plundered their houfes,and then 
fixed them : a very icnall number, with their families, got inn 
Daafine in the French Dominions, and fome others into Switzer¬ 
land. Thefe are of thofe, who about 500 years ago being then 
called Vaudois and Albigois, were cruelly perfecutcd by the Pa* 
pilts. Their fad condition being reprefented abroad, the States 
of Holland , and ProteBcur England, &c. foemed to be much af- 

fe&ed therewith : there was alfo fending to the King of France 
about the buGnefle, (Coile&ions for their relief being hkewife 
made among the Proteftants abroad) who having then a Treaty 
of Peace ia hand with England, not a little concerning his intereft> 
became a Mediatour by his Ambafladout Monfieur de Servient, 
(alfo four Ambaffadours of Switzerland as Mediatours ) in their 
behalf to the Duke who in or about Auguft following, came to 
Articles of Agreement, for reftoring the faid Proteftwjs to live in 
his Dominions as formerly j with the fame free exercife of their 
" Religion : yet were in many things cut ihort, and ftraitned more 
thaa before; as to have no dwelling beyond the River 'Felice, and 
fome other places, except to the Vineyards of Lueerna towards 
j Rorata : and alfo to live at St. Johns , but cot to have any pubhque 
affemfeling place or preaching as before, See. But one who wrote 
(from pigneroll) obferv ations upon thofe Articles, calls the peace 
made with his brethren of the Valleys and the Duke, to be far 
werle than the worft of War 5 and that it was forced on them by 
thethreatningsof the French Ambafladour, and the falfhood or 
others entrufted on their behalf in the Treaty $ faying alfo, That 
had they ftayed fo fopg, as to admit of any interpoXer mtm name 
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of cne Lord Protector, themattcr would never have been folded 
A iurle after, or auout which rime of agreement, the French be An “° '*13

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fvvo'rd, not fparing the women and children. Thcfc cranfa&ions 
were toward the latter end of 1654 5 'at which time, 40000 Tar~ 
W arrived from the grand Cham for Poland’s afliftance; he 
fending alfo a new afluranee with them, puu&uafly to perform 
whatever he had promifed : and that becaufe the Rivers were not 
frozen for paflage, therefore the Troops came no fooner : with 
which Tartarian fuecours, the Poland forces (marching toward 
the City of Bn/lavia, to joyn) hadaftiff encounter with 13000 
Coffacks, which lay there for defence of that place 5 but they 
being forced to; retreat in great diforder, the Capital City of that 
Province returned to the obedience of their Soveraign: and fbon 
after, the Polifh Army in Ukrain, profecuting their advantages 
with refolution, gave a defeat to another body of 6qoq Cdfiacks-> 
which fo took down cbmieUiskid s ftomach, that he being now 
inclined to terms of fubmiffion, fought by all means to induce the 
King of Poland to a renewing of the Treaty for peace. About 
which time, 4 Tartarian Lords arrived at warfovia, bringing with 
them a ratification of the Alliance made with the new Cham * 
who were to Say in that City in hoftage for the obfervation o£ 
the Treaty : whereby the King of Poland was like wife obliged to 
fend 4 Lords to refide withjhe Tartar in the City of Crim, who 
alfo out ©£ affe&ion to Poland at that time, fet at liberty all impri- 
foned Tolanders within his Dominions: And feon after thefe iuc- 
cours fent by the Tartar, tfie Polifh Generals in the Ukrain , pafled 
over the River Bog with/tiejlir^n, with defign to befiege the 
City 4lman j that Chmieiniski might thereby be forced to take the 
field, and endeavour to relieve the fame: wherefore they fitting 
down before Uman> Fe^r. i*. 1 £54, they rofe again on the 21 day, 
being informed, that cbmielniski wa* coming with 40000 Cof¬ 
facks, and 20000 Mufcovites, toraife the fiege; and preparing to 
meet them, the next day being the 22, towards the Evening the 
battle began; wherein CbftKlniskie's forces were routed, and 
retreating with fpeed unto their ftrong holds 5 fo that, the polan- 
ders and Tartars having purfued them all night, they retired to 
take care of their wounded, and refrefh themfelvesj being very 
much difcom tnodated by the frefty weather’s extremity. 

Prince Radzivil had likewife (about that time) no leffe fuceeffe 
with his forces in Lithuania: where he took the Town of Biskow 
by Afiault, although defended by about 20000 Co/acks ; moft of 
which were (lain and taken prifoners. About the fame time alfo, 
thepeftilence raging in the Roy all City of Mofc6> hindered the 
grand Duke’s retreat 3 fo that he encamped near Smolemh with 


20000 men. 

But the expe&ation of a perpetual Peace, and a League offen- 
five and defenfive between Sweden and Poland , (whofe King by his 
Envoy declared his readineffc to renounce-all Titles and Precen- 
fions, claimed by his Predecefiors, to the Crown of Sweden) be¬ 
ing (after more than one AmbafTadour fent from Poland to Sweden 
to that purpofe) fruftrated: the King of Sweden ( who a few 

moneths 
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moneths before had ordered 12 Regiments towards the borders 
of LtVonia , to defend them from an Invafion of the Muscovites * Anao xg f 3 
againft; whom alfo a War was (at Stockholm) refoived to be de- fJSf 3 
dared, in cafe the League forementioned, had (between the two 
Kingdoms; been concluded: unto which alfo (upon the Polifh 
Envoy’s Propolals; the Swedifh King (hewed himfelf to befo 
much inclined, that, (the Mafcovites giving him frefh occafiens of 
jealoufie and difeontent) he drew together 24000 men, who were 
.. to march into Livonia (as loco as the frozen paffages were more 
open) to attaque them by Land, whileft the Ships of Sweden fhould 
go round about on purpofe toobftru&the tJHofcovy Merchants, 
and difiurb their Commerce. The grand Duke alfo, by Mer¬ 
chants at Hamburgh (refolving cn War with thofe two Kings, 
who were then upon entring on a League offertfive and defenfive 
againft him) buying up no lefie than 40000 Muskets; makes 
great preparations both by Sea and Land, having now his defign 
bent both againft Poland on the one hand, and the Dukedome of 
Julters and Bergh on theother; unto which Countries he had pre¬ 
tences : and drawing 8 Regiments of Krfe and foot toward Pome - 
rani*, the Duke of Brandtnburgh armed for defence ; as well as 
thcDantzickersyut in great fear, that the Swede defigned upon 
Prufiia or fome part near to it under the Poles . Bur the King of 
Sweden coming to a Treaty with the Ele&our of Brandenburgb , 
they (at length; ioyned in an offenfive and defenfive league about 
the moneth of June, 16 $6 ; and meeting at the Town called HoU 
land in Prufs / a. where they patted three dayes in moft amicable 
conference 5 the Brandenburgian being to furnifh the Swede with 
8000 armed men, with whom they were to joyn. 

But about the moneth of May 165 5, moft that was to do in 
Polandy was to make preparations againft the Swede , whom they 
believed, if he came into Pruftia, &c. would fpoyl them, and do 
what he pleafed : the Mufcovite making (to increafe Polands mi- 
fery; alfo great preparation. A eonfultation was alfo held by the 
Tolanders in this moneth of May , when they fhould be in action, 
for defence of the Kingdom, and fupplying the Frontiers with ne- 
ceflaries: but in the mean time all Trading was there laid 
afide. 

The King of Sweden fending an Army.of 16 or 17000 horfe 
and foot into the ‘Polanders Country near Kron, which lyes next 
to Germany , about the latter end of June, or the beginning of July, 

16 5 5 >f as it appears ) under the command of General Wittenberg > 
they foon took divers Caftles and Garrifons in that Country, and 
makiBg progrefs as far as wfee 3 in the Province of Pofen ; both the 
two Palatinates of Pofen and (falifen^ together with the 4 Cities 
of Pofen) Califten, Lefna , and Miedzierez , with an Army of 15000 
men, renounced allegiance to the King of Poland , came under the 
Prote&ion of the King of Sweden 5 and all this before July 15th, 

1 ^5 5, and without one blow ftruek: the Articles between Rad. 
zieicouski Vice-Chancellor of Poland, and General Wittenberg , for 

furrender 
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furrenderandagreementof and about the aforcfaid two Palati¬ 
nates and Cities, being figned in the Camp at wfee 3 in the fame 

monethof July, 1^55. And for whieh 3 Inftru<aions were fent to 

ihe Biihops and Superintendents in Sweden, to give thanks for the 
fame, and obferve a day of fupplication for future fuccefles. About 
which time, there was a Declaration fet forth in -Sweden 3 forbids 
ding the Calvimfts pubiickly to excrcife their Religion : which 
noiwithlfanding they then forbare to execute, out of refpea: (as 
was then reported) to the Englifh 5 for the Swedes had then an 
Ambafiadour in £ngland 3 to get men to carry on their War in Po¬ 
land, or elfewhere 5 together with the procuring of a more inti¬ 
mate alliance wirh the ProteHour. Soon after this, two waywoods 
more fubmitted themfelves to the Swedes , taking Lifsa and Fra- 
verfladt*. From Stetin, the King of Sweden (who was expe&ed to 
follow General Wittenberg with his Army) marched with iogoo 
men, and a notable Artillery, for Pofen 3 and fo for Warfovia and 
Thorne - 3 entring Aug. 4. into that part of the Polifh Kisgdome, 
properly called Poland. Then alfo Young Tromp being fent into 
the Sound by thoStates of the United Provinces, Admiral wrAngle 
had orders from the King of Sweden to«fail thither with $ Rout 
Men of War, to require a pofitive anfwer of him, whether he 
intended Peace or War, (for thefe States began to engage, for 
tradings fake, in the bufineffe) and what the Swedes might ex- 
pe6t from him. About the fame time the King of Poland fet up 
his Standard at Warfovia, whither having fummoned in the Coun- 
tty, he made but 16000 men at the molt, and fuch, as never f»w 
the face of an enemy. 

But the Duke of Mufcovy, (the while) with the Cofsaeks , Hot 
onely took in Minsk 0, being torfaken by the Polifh Garrifon, (who 
Ending themfelves too weak, quitted the place ) but alfo beat the 
Littavtfh Army out of the field, and pofiefling himfelf of that 
populous City, caufed Prince J ladzivil to flee tor his life; who 
notwithftanding advanced no farther, the King of Sweden fend¬ 
ing to let him know. That Lithuania was now under the Swedifh 
prctc&ion, having fubmitted to that Crown, by virtue of an 
agreement lately made 5 for all Lithuania , and she remainder of 
Ltjjland had fubmitted to the faid King. Many alfo of the Polifh 
Nobility took an oath of fidelity to the Swedifh King. The 
covites notwithftanding, went and burnt Cawne , and fo retired 
again to the wild . And there arofe fome grudg between the Swedes 
and Mufcovitesy about the devaluation, fpoyl, and burning of the 
fine Palaces, Temples, and Works of Vilna by the faid c Jtfufco- 
vites 5 whofe Inhabitants they were reported likewife to have put 
tothefword. 

But the general Rendezvous of the King of Poland's Army being 
at Lowicks,{omt 3 6 miles from Warfow, the faid King after a fword 
received from the Pope’s Nuntio, hallowed, departed from War¬ 
fow to the faid Army in the moneth of Auguft, to try what vinue 
it would have againft the Swedifh King: where then was arrived

10000 horfe of the old Army which was at ttkrain, the Nobility 
and Gentry then coming alfo in great number from aii parts; Aatu> 
about which time, the Palatine of Siradia came under the pro- ,fi 
region of Sweden. And the Duke of Radzvill feeing that his for- 
ces were fhrunk into a fmall number, made his agreement with 
the King of Sweden 5 as alfo thefiifhopof Filna, and many other 
perfons of note. . 

The King of Sweden going in Auguft 1£5 5, from Turpitz with a 
ftrong party of horfe, and-4 pieces of Ordnance, came to Klezk 
near Guefna,onthe 2orh,bcingexpedfed on the 21 day by General 
Wittenberg ; that he might joyntly march with both Armies to 
and fight the Polifh Army; which fell out accordingly 
in Septcmb. following: In which battle the Vidfory falling ro the 
Swedes, the King of Poland tied toCracovia : wherefore, the King 
of Sweden marching thither, drew near the City- Sept. 15, where 
the Polifh king flood with three Brigades; but the Swedes fudden- 
ly and unexpe&edly approaching, the Poles quitting their Gamp, 
berook themfelves to flight in great cerreur and confufion, fetridg 
part of the Suburbs on fire : 'whereupon the king ck Sweden advan¬ 
cing to the City, took his Head quarter within a quarter of a 
mile rhereof ata Convert? belonging fo the Dominicans, 'theSnb- 
burbs burning ail night; and next day,Sc ptcojb, 1 6, the Swedifhi 
king fending a party , they poflelfed themfelves-of rlie Bridg over 
the River weyfsell 5 fo entring the Suburbs, aM that with little 
oppofition, but no Ioffe, although the enemy playing bn them 
from the Gaftle, fet fbme adjacerft houfes on firle thereby 5 and 
within two dayes after, he giving order to frame a fagehtMe 
both Caftle and City, affigned his Forces to tkeirfeyeraIT%fls, 
plyed the Ca Ale with Granadoes: which the enemy anfwerhjg 
with Granadoes back again from the Giftle, &ey fet the dlqyfL r 
of Agnes on fire, which taking hold df many other houfes, ’ redu¬ 
ced them to Cinders: and being in great hopC'bf a furrendjer d£ 
that chief City, they made batteries, which the Foies both by {hot 
and fallies, endeavoured to hinder/ TheKing of Sweden thefljrifo 
proclaimed unto,all Provinces and Palatinates ofthat kingdjsme. 

That the Eftates of theRealoi might nor onely freely meet toge¬ 
ther at warfow , either in perfon, or by rheir Deputies; but he re* 
quired them alfo fpeedily to affetnble, promffing them his Royal 
favour, and a free excrcife of their Religion. 

Cafimir the king of Poland being fled, a Polifh (ervant who was 
brought in prifoner, informed the Swedes, that Cafimir was retrea¬ 
ted from Tarnaw to Tfionfiirk, to the very borders of Hungary^' ha¬ 
ving no mare than a few German horfe with him • Wherefore the 
Swedifh king thought to have purfued him; buthis Couafels al¬ 
tering on the 2 5 day, he returned the fame night unto before Gta- 
eovia: but fending General Douglas (upon the prisoner's informa¬ 
tion^ to fee what was become of king Cafimir, he returning the 
fame night, brought news, that the faid King was alfo fled from 
Tfionfick ^ with a few towards Hungarids borders % onely, shat 'in 
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and about the T&jdc Town of Tfionjuk, la y about 8000 Gentle- 
3 men, whoexpe&ing the eventof the feufinefle, were fuppofed no 
tb'^8.’ lopger to ftand out, than a ftrong Party ftiould be fetit again ft 
L^SJ- them. In the mean time, the Lord LesJeynski, the Polifh Am- 
baftadour, was bufie in acquainting his friends in Cracovia with 

fhe.notableSucceflestheSwedifhKing had about that City, ta¬ 
king in divers Gafties and fmaller fortified Towns round, about, 
and reducing divers Parties to fubmiflioo,perfwading them to be 
wife,in furrendring the City,and fave themfeives:butCs*>7^fy the 
Governour being obftinate, refufiag to furrender, and continuing 
(hooting and Tallying, the King making fpeedy preparation for a 
florin, lent in word to the faid Czarnecky the Governour, That if 
he would not yield, unto an accommodation, but proceed 1a his 
obftinacy;. as Toon as hefhould get him into his power, (which 
he doubted not fhortly to eff£&;he would give order to hang him 
up. Wherefore the befieged filing to the King for their Gommif- 
lioners to have letrers of Condad to come and treat, m the moneth 
O&ob. following qraeovia was farrendred 5 there marching out 
the Garrifon * being 3©oo men, (with £00 Cart-loads of rich 
- raqveablcsjitioli piirt of whichbelonged to theJews)who were con- 
d u£e<j to the Frontiers of Silefia, where ha ving lea ve for a mencth 
to refrefli themfelves, they might go to the King of Poland (then 
in$ilefia)if they gleafed 5 or elfe lift themfelves in the Swedilh 
Army.: the C^ti^s alfo agreed to pay 300000 Rixdoilars in a 
moneth*, time, t© theSwedifhKing; who for the maintaining 
vi tt^e iJj2w acqhf fts, wa^ very diligent in fortifying jlU parts^ 
fSjJ ^rticufafly^the two.head Cities of war[ow and C*acevia> the 
Kpg Sf eekngi ying order tp bring the River weyfsel round about 
CtJM&Uy Wbprptj it.fh«uldT^ecome v.eryTIrong, 

: Sit while Cratovfy waal^cfieging, - an Envoy from KanUepolskty 
Stah^ard-bcarer to the Grown of Poland, came bosh to G«ngra- 
iurate(in his Matter’s name) .the Swedifb King, and alfo to let 
hipIknow^That fihcethejfTCingc^/V was hed out of the bor¬ 
ders d£ the kingdom, without their privity orconfent, they had in 
c9fflK.en.ee gbo^realQh.tQ.proyide them of another. King, under 
whofe prote&iomthey might fecure themfelves 5 wherefore his 
Matter, bothforjiimfelf, and in behalf ofthe Guar elm Mtlitidy 
and^ and States, did willingly fubmit unto his Majefty, 

to acknowledg him for their Lord and Matter 5 and that to the 
fame purpofe, they would .fend Commiflioners to any place he 
fhouid appoint; Which he very favourably accepting of, deter¬ 
mined to fend notice of the time and place t© the faid Standard- 
bearer. After which, came news from warfovia, from the Chan¬ 
cellor. Oxienftervy that the Lord SteinbockGmttal of the Artillery, 
hadfubdued the rebellious Mofsovians: .. Alfo another Meffenger 
TO from thejiord De kicky 'Palatine ©f Soniecki, offering to em¬ 
brace, the King’s protedUad thereupon, that be would 

order no more watte to be made in the kingdom; for feeing their 
King, whom they had ftoodtofor the prefervation of .their privi- 
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fcdgcs, bad dderted them, going out of their borders, they were 
advifing among themfelves, to diipatcn within fix or ei«ht daves 
theirCommiffioners in the name oi the whole Nobility” unto his 
Majefty, to treat about the peace and fafety of the 'Common 
wealth. Wherefore the King granted to Lessor,ski the great Trea- 
lurer, and the Palatine SandomirienfU, Letters of jfafe condud for 
their free accdle unto him for that purpofe. Who after the re- 
ducement of Cracovia, bent his march towards Lublin, where the 
Cofsacks with their General, lay encamped : wherein he had a 
douo^ defign, partly to make an agreement with them (who now 
proiefied a great willingnefla to fubmic unto him); the iMtfiovites 
ailo being content to retain onely the 3 Palatinates of Smolensk o> 
FitevsKQ, and Tolosko, on the other fide of the River Boriflhenes, and 
to abandon the reft of the great Dukedome of Lithuania to the 
Swedes^ whereby they would become Matters of all Poland- a id 
partly to be nigh Prujfia, the better to feel the Duke of Brtnden- 
(for he had netasyet jaynedin the above-mentioned ieague 
wish the Kmg; who fhe wasadvifed) had been under-hand foli- 
cired oy the Emperour, to make a ftrong League with the Mates 
of the lame Province of Prufsia, and fome others of Poland, that 
had not as yet abfolutely declared themfelves for the Suedes - he 
being likewifeadvifed, the Dukehadfenca diftin& body of an 
Army towards There??, to hinder there the Swedes' 'irruption • and 
another body towards Mtmmel, upon the frontiers of Lithuania, 
while the remainder of his Army continued in the heart of Pr»fl 
pa. And indeed, before this time, the great progrefs of c he Swedes 
in this kingdom, did f@ ftarcle all the Minifters ofthe Emperour, 
that thereupon he (for a time) deferred his journey to Prague: and 
in the mean time, to give fatisfaftion to the King of Sweat,Ss De¬ 
mands, which were he;a to be juft. For it was a moft remarkable 
providence, that this lung fhouid in two or three moneths time 
even over-run fo vaft and wariique a kingdom as Poland-, but he 
had as well great policy as valour in the defign; for when he 
marched from Cown to Colo , Aug, 17th ; whence he fent parties 
to get incelligenceof the enemies Ration and potture, expe&ing 
to meet with the general Leavies at Pianuk: a certain Colonel 
corning in the mean rime as an Envoy from the King of Poland^ 
with Credentials from him; and audience being given him on 
the 18 th of the fame- he offered certain Propofitions in order to 
a Treaty, ufing ehefe expreflions , (among other formalities) 
Pacem et helium deprecamur, We requejl peace, and renounce 

war-^ defiring for the preient a Cefiation of Arms, and that the 
King would be pleafed to ftay there, and move on no farther: He 
undemanding the enemies defign of delay, becaufe the Envoy 
was not furni&ed with fail power and inftru&iens to conclude 
any thing, departed immediately from on the 21 day, to put 
his wariique defigns into fpeedy execution. 

Chmidnish afiuring the King (by the Me fienger fent unto him) 
that he would wholly fubmit unto him, expecting onely his 
Eeee commands, 
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Ow'W'T commands, Sec. having alfo quitted Camietz *3 Podolsky , as foon as 
Anao i<Tfi |^ e ^ s ,j n p C i ce of the king^ march into Poland, and advancing to- 
wards Reu]h Lornberg , he beat Podotsky, a Polo man, expe&ing alfo 
rhe King'^ coming at Samoisky • all which, the King of Sweden 
himfcif certified one of his chief Officers of, by a letter from the 
Camp before eracovia,0&ob. 14th, the king went towards him, 
as aforefaid, who was (after his encamping before Lublin) to re¬ 
pair to warfow,to affift at a general Dyet of the Palatines and other 
Lords of the kingdom of Poland, which was fummoned by the 
king, who appointed Count Erick Oxienfern his grand Chancel- 
lour, with Count BenediU Oxienftern, and the Lord Berexklcw, to 
be prefent therein as his Commiffioners. But in the mean time, 
zheCofsacks (of whom, he was General; coming before the faid 
Lublin, Qsftob. 15. with a huge Army, reported to be i£oooo 
men, hewed down the Jews, plundring out their houfes, fired 
the fore-Town,andcompounded with theTownit felf, to haveall 
the Priefts goods, and thofe that were fled from Poland, and had 
brought their goods thither ;; and a ranfome for themfdves, ta¬ 
king alfo an oath of them to be true to the sJMufcoviter, and fo de¬ 
parted on the 2©th day. 

Then were the Swedes bufie in difperfing Polifii parties that got 
together: as Major General Steinbock , who under {landing that 
fome numbers of Mafsovians had rccolle&ed themfelvcs, he fcat- 
' teringthem, they fent Deputies unto him for a finall accommo¬ 
dation, Aifo Lovenhauft, another Major General, palled the Ri¬ 
ver myfsel to encounter fome Polifh Troops that were again got 
together near Lowick. Like wife 500 Polifb horfc under the com¬ 
mand of one Jalousie, being at the finall Town of wratlaffskie, and 
doing fome hurt to the Inhabitants, the Duke of Saxon Lawenbwg 
meeting with them, took Jalouskie and the chief of them, difper¬ 
fing the reft. . 

The King of Sweden coming to tfarfovia , O&ob. 30, continued 
not long there; for underhanding that the States and chief Cities 
of \Prufsia, not onely remained obftinate,but were making a find 
League and Combination with the Duke of Brandenburg a gainft 
him, he committing the management of the bufineffe of Poland 
with the States there prefent, unto the Rix-Chancci!or and fame 
others, departed with fome Regiments and the Qjartians , unto 
his Army. At which mrfovia, was a dangerous Conspiracy de- 
teefced, which was to have poyfoned the King and his Nobles, with 
the whole Garrifon, by infecting all the Conduits and Fountains; 
for which,fome great ones,engaged in the Plot, were apprehended, 
and committed toCuftody. 

But the bufineffe of prufsia occasioned blowes in a fharp con- 
fluft, between the Swedes and Duke of Brandenburg, wherein about 
5 or Boo of the Brandenburgers were (lain. And which Quarrel, 
although it was looked on as ominous, it being betwixt two Prin¬ 
ces of the Reformed Religion, at fuch a time as that, became it 

mbht have induced the Ele&our to fome compliance or coniede- 

3 - • ' ration 
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ration with the PolifhKing and the Emperour; yer the Swcdilh 
King proceeded with great refalucion, marching tq Prufsia, with 
whomalfo one Mr. Rolt came along, who being fent from the to u^i.’ 
Engiifh ProteElour, was received by the King very honourably. 

Wnafending Steinbock before him with his Army, hemarching 
thorow Marzuria, with great celerity pefleft him felf of Stnfhurg, 
the very Key of prufsia, and of very great advantage to the Swedes. 

After which, Radziefjkywzs fentwitn 3000 horfefor Theren-, who 
when be came near the place, finding no Brandenburgifh forces 
thereabouts, fent back half his men to the Army, and went with 
the reft before Thoren, admonishing them to obedience : who pre- 
fently fent Deputies to treat for an accommodation. 

Tne M 4 covites and Co/acks (in the mean time doing what they 
could to mair: tain a good intelligence with rhe S wedifti King)hel- 
pdd not a little to the eftablifhing and fecuring his new Conquefts.- 
moft alfo of the Polifb Lords who fled with their King int ofilefia, 
now returning tP live under ifle S wedifti proccftion. About 
which time, to wit, about December, the King fent a Letter rp 
the Emperour, complaining. That he had under-hand applyed 
fcirafelftodivers Princes of the Empire, for engaging them in a 
League lb his prejudice. The Emperour difmifTed the Meflen- 
ger with a very civill anfwer, giving' him a large afiurance of 
holding a-good correfpondence with the Crown of Sweden, &c. 

Aod a Colonel being at that time fem from the,-king of Poland to 
raifa men in the Imperial Territories, the Emperojir ga vc him (for 
that prefent) very ftrki order again ft proceeding any further in 
making leavies. The City of Slbihg in Prufsia was alfo y ielded 
to thttiwedes, without any refiftanee 5 for the King of Sweden ha- 
vinggivea audiencetoithe Imperial, Tranfylvman Ambafla- 
dours atthe City of Thoren, wenttowards the Town of CMargen- - 
feldt v where the Deputies of^^gattending him, and craving 
fome dflie-,thc better to confult with thejxher Cities in fo weigh¬ 
ty an affair, he flatly denying them, they treated with the Rir- 
Chancellor on the ?th of December; the agreement of whofe 
fubmillion did. much fatisfie the King: who made the faid Chan- 
cellottrGovernour of Prufsia', and General Linde Governour, of 
Llbing,a nd the Militia of Prufsia, whoDecctnb. 12 th, placed a 
eonfiderable Garrifon therein. On the 4th day of which moneth 
at midnight, the King of Sweden- had a lufty young Prince born 
unto him at Stockholm : which was the day of his agreement with 
the City of Thoren ; whereinto he entred the day following. 

But the City of Dantzick in frufiia being united in it felf, in 
Becernb. 1^55, refeived upon a defence, in cafe the Swede fhould 
make any Attempt that way: fending alfo InfWu^ions to their 
Prefident with the Ele&or of Brandenburg ', by all means to make 
an Agreement with him, thereby to oblige fiim : tQ relieve them, if 
aflauited, and to affift them with feme Troops for the prefent; in 
order to which defence, they burnt all their Suburbs. And then , 
alfowas the Polifh King (who had fome new defign op foot for 
icee 2 “ recovery 
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PsA/f recovery of bis kingdom^ encreafing his forces which he had on 
fnckr* ? Site fids borders : unco whom Czarneski the Governour of Craca- 
» via, went with fome Troops to his fervice, contrary to the agree- 

k<V"V mentmade with the King of Sweden , upon the furrender ot the 
City. - But the great Cham of Tartarj, who was thought would 
haveaflifted him tothe famepurpofe, wrote a Letter to the King 
©f Sweden, alluring him, That not any attempt fhould be made 
by him ©r his Souldiers, againft his progrefle ; but thathe was ra¬ 
ther willing to help and deftroy his enemies, and efpecially King 
Cafrnir of Poland. 

About the fame time, a Proclamation was publiihed in ©w- 
mark, againft all private meetings of all perfons of any other Re¬ 
ligion than what was publiquely profefled in xhat kingdom. Aad 
the Pope's power of condemning dodrincs , received a deep 
wound in France , bythe S or bonne JDq&ot% difpu ting with the Je- 
fuitsia apublique Afiecably, (where the Chanccllour of France 
fate as Present oft behalf of the King) in defence of the do^triac 
of JarifermjLi Paris, about January, 1655 5 which doctrine fpread 
it fell very much in that-kingdom among moderate Papifts; al¬ 
though the then late deceafed Pope had openly damned it.. After 
much difputationf though the authority of the See ©f Reme wai 
much prefled 5 yet When they come to give their Votes, the Sor-

any thing not agreeableao the: Scriptures apd ancient Eitherj;

General Sieinbmk being countermanded'fcy his King toward 
Bromberg with 4060 men, Pofocfymd another Genera^ with 

part of the Qatar lions?) re vol t i n g 1 iu Poland, Fie upon his march thi¬ 
therward, commanding Colonel Fabian againft a part «fthe cne- 
my; he, after a hot difpute within a mile oiPutsh, put them to 
flight, flaying and taking divers prifoners, and furioufly purfuifig 
the Poles to the veryWalls of Tutske. - 

The Swedes being now become Mafteis of all Prufsia, except 
the four Cities of Tafttzkck^sJMarienburg, Putzke , and Schhcow^ 
Oxienftern the Governeur lent to jreyer, who held thofe places for 
the Polifh king, offering him a Treaty is order to a furrender, or 
elfe i'here wotftd bcproceeding to extremity. 

Bur, great was the tyranny ufed in great Poland, and about Qr&- 
covia, about this rime, byihcpoles*, both when they lighted ca 
the Swedifh Souldiers,, as alfodividing and cutting childrea afun- 
dcr like fheep, cutting off womans breafts, then dific^ing them 
iato four quarters 5 cutting ofl the bands and feet k>f Preteftant 
Minifters, then choppiBg off their heads, and dividing the body 
into feverall quarter^ and the hoggs dragging the bowels along 
the ftreets; flinging corn alfo Upen the (lain mens flefli, f© letting 
the heggs run unto it, for iftcreafing the pkafure of rhe tragedy. 
Many of Steinbeck" % Regiment being fo ferved by this Tragi- 
: v * /comedy 
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cemed y at ^«/ a ». Yet while this cracky was ading, Colonel f\A^V 
Uxhdl and another coming to their relief with Soo horfe cut Amo l6 h 
down above 300 Poles, and fired many of their Villages • after ,* f c , tr J tt> 
which, they began to invite back the Inhabitants; who were fled ££& 
lowatdsSileJia, as being treated in like pitiful manner. 

In the moneth of February, the King of Swedes paired bv war 
fovea with three confidcrable Armies towards th tUkrain aaainft 
the Tolaaders, havinga little before proclaimed. That whomever 
fhould proteS King Caftmir, or knowing where lie was, would 
give no notice thereof, (hould fuffer death like a Rebel. And on 
the 2 1 day. of the fame moneth, the Town of Marienburg was de¬ 
livered up to the W and the Caftle (which holding out, 
thought to have burnt the City, but was prevented by the Inha¬ 
bitants) was after fome dayes playing upon h, furrendred like- 
wifeto.thc ^r the befieged undemanding that an Inhabitant 
ofthe.City had difcovered untothem thofe private waves and 
paflages, whereby they might eafily make aa approach : and alfo 
that the Swedes had two Mines ready t© fpring. On the fame 
day, Febr. 21, the Swedes obtained no fmall Vi&ory, whole K ; — 
with 5000 men fighting the Poles near Lublinthe River mxl 
M woeed them, although they fought refolutely, engaging afe 
Poles againft Poles in the a&ion 5 CZarnecki, Cracovia’s late G©ver- 
nour, commanded the Poland&rss a great number of whom were 
Uain upon the place, and many rakisi prifonets, with 12 ot 13 
standards: the King alfo purfuingtbem above two miles, killing 
ieveral in the purfuir, and many of them Were-drowned in the 
Rivers slmyfsel andnj^era, tnd other waters whither they rc- 
f u * o 0thers Kport^ tbat the Swedes had but fad work of it % 
tor that,.© 000 Swedes oncamtted 20960 p Q kt And that, as feon 
as the £efsacks • (whobcheld thefe Combatants afar off; faw the 
_ laory ta incline to the Swedes, they helped to trnrfue and cut the 
tugiave^rdown. After this, the King advanced to Lublin, to 
take that City.5 thence ptefently towards Zamofse, inftantly get¬ 
ting that ftrong and fortified City upon accord; and being ad¬ 
vanced not far from Zamofse, they again meeting with a ftrong 
party of Pounders, beat them back, difperfiog them, and taking 
7 Standards from them. Of which, Cafimir hearing, being at 
f?!F Lef »berg, about S miles «f, and that the King of SwedenMm- 
lelr was not lax off, he haftened away with 1500 horfemen from 
Lgopolu to Kamieniec pobski : about which time, there was pub 1 
lifhed a proclamation in .SV/fj&z, that no P slander fhould come in 
fight there upon pain of death. While the King kept his Head¬ 

quarters. in. and about Jdrifiaw, much refreshing his Souldiery 
thereby,he fent parties to fee if the enemies any where did gather 
a head again y who bringing intelligence, that the Poles were eve¬ 
ry where turned perjured Rebels, endeavouring to hinder him in 
his march, cut off all pafles, and Mving by private intelligence 
wthPriefts and Jtfuits, to reduce the S wedifij Garrifons in great 
Poland,, mrfovia, and Sandomjm, uato King Cafwirs obedient 

again? 
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r^A^rs the King rtfolyed co draw back with his Army to a place wfee 
c hey might the better difcover the enemies plots, and invitefom 
to venture a head battle : and fending two Commanders, March 

\^rs& 21, 1655, with orders untofome following Troops, to march 

back towards mrfovia, there to remain till bis return $ bitnfelf 
arrived the fame day before Sandomir : but!earing that fome Po- 
Ujh Commanders were the night before become Matters of the 
City Sandomir ; though they could not obtain the Cattle : whole 
Governour (a Swede) afterwards (in revenge) fetting the Jcfuits 
Colledg on fire, the whole Town was thereby burnt to atties. Yet 
it feems the truer relation. That the Pcfrs tbemfel ves firing fome 
houfesnear the Cattle 5 the fire taking hold of rhe Jefuits Col- 
ledg, feized on the City. Wherefore the. King fending order to 
the laid Governour to leave the Cattle and creflethe River rveyf- 
fel with his men, be obeyed 5 but put a good quantity of Powder 
and Ammunition (which he; could not carry with him) into a 
Vault locked up, applying thereto a burning match, which might 
take fire half anheur altcr v hij 5 ;-dcpartur-ev : The Poles prefently 
entring the Cattle, difplayedtheir Colonrs>.reviling the Gover¬ 
nour 5 and fearching into-all corners, they found this Vault : 
which the chief Com mandcr-would attribute tahirafdf \ and be¬ 
ing in hot difpute, the powder firing, blew 120® Tolaaders^om e 
Smdes. alfo perifhing) with, the Cattle roofs, into the ayr 5 the 
King on the other fide of the Ri ver being a fpe^ator: who underi 
Sanding on the 23 day, that KeniecpoLski ttiewed bimfclf with 
about 12000 Qxartians betwixt Landjhut and the Kings Campi 
drew out 1 6 Regiments of horie, and^n Companies of Dra-^ 
goons, to meet the enemy, and chargingrteem heme r difperfed 
the whole Army, taking many colours from.them, beating alfo 
mtepski, who disputed the Patte over to thd. King ; after 
which, he putpofed to patte the river Weyful 10 miles' beyond 
mrjkuttyQ. have a third bout with the Grown Mzt(h*l%aforiiir- 
ski. There having been two Etpbafladonrs at Jariflaw from Cbmiel- 
mski General of the Cofsacks*, who arrived there the 8th of the 
fame rnoucth, afiuring the King by letters, that as foon as the earth 
was endued with her green robes, he weidd attend him with 50 
thoufand men. ' 

. April I I. following, 165 6 , the Marquette of going from 
tParfovU with his Troops to joyn with the .King, bechanced to 
meet with about 12000 Poles under Luhomirskds Banner, about S', 
miles from the City, they were 10 for one.; Y et the .MarquelTcs 
men maintaining the fight above two hours before they quitted 
the field, killed above 2000 poles: then faving thcmfelves by- 
flight, Field-Marfhali wife’s Troops meeting with them, and 
fecuting them, they faved likewife a good part of their baggage; 
yet thefc few were matt cut in pieces in the a&ion, the Marquefs 
jhimfdf very narrowly cfcaping. 

The fame moneth ©f April, the King beating and fubduing the 
rebellious Mtfvw, with all that adhered to them, arrived to- 
$L‘ ’ ' ward 
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ward the end or tne monctr, a: Tboren : about which time, the 
Prince of Tranfjhania fent the King a letter by an Envoys during 
him Oi his reed frienuinip, having i£goo men ready upon the 
borders under Basket Gabors command, who were at his fer- 
vice. 

Then alfo in France* falfe new.es being there fpread of the total 
defeat of the Swedes, and the King himfelf being flair, by the Polan- 
de *h the people of Orleans were fo tranfperred with joy thereat • 
that they made folemn Feafis,diftribufing a good fum of monv to 
die poor g;i that account, whereby the vulgar were emboldened 
co fay, They mutt even take the fame courfe with the Hereticks in 
France. But when through the Mcffcngei’s laracntflc in affirming 
eney were fomewhat cooled, they were madly incenkd again 
through the fpreabing of a rumour, that the Engihh had leave, 
and did begin to build a place of pablique aflembly at Rachel, foy. 
ing, That they ever forefaw, if a peace were concluded once with 
the ProteBour in England, it would tend to encourage and ttreng. 
then the Hugonots ; making them foon dare to. attempt any thin? 
that might fubvert the Catholique profeflion and imereftfe that 
the Governourbf Otleance was fain (at the Protcftants requeft; to 
appoint a guard 5 they not being fafe in repairing to the publique 
aflembly, by reafon of the peoples fury. The new Po pl,Mexan- *- 
der the 7th, having alfo about the fame time (for it was dated at 
Rome, March 20th) fent a Brief or Letter to the general Aflembly 
of theFrench Clergy, exhorting them to flirt up the King tost ge¬ 
neral Peace ; which was judged co be bur as a fire-bait thrown in¬ 
to France, under that pretence, to put the Clergy and people into 
ccmbufhon : which by prudence was broken, and did no hurt. 

But the Cattle of Brankrgh in Poland being furrendred by the 
Swedes .at discretion, the foUnders branded them all with a mark 
on their fore-heads; which indignity was much refented by their 
party. The King of coming 'into Elbing, May 28; and his 
Q^een coming thither alfo the next day. after fome monechs fafe 
delivery of a young Prince, the great Guns proclaimed great joy 
at this meedog throughout the Swcdifn Garrifons in Prufsia. 

Prince a Aidph, trie King of Swedes Brother, and the Genera-' 
littimo of his Armies, marching to Znin and Kszin, (having de¬ 
feated (by his Quarter-Matter General, fent thither aforehand) 
moft of thofe Citizens and Inhabitants who prefented chemfelvcs 
i« field again ft him) marched on to Mdgajin, where hearing that 
Lme Gentry and Peafknts were in Arms in the Cattle of Golenfh , 
he commanded the laid Quarter-matter General thither with 
fome Companies, who demanding their furrendex, they found a 
liottileoppoiition,mauy of his men being forely wounded: where¬ 
fore through Ordnance playing hard upon the gate,and the Swede's 
hard preffing on,they could not caft off their draw-bridg; fo that 
the Swedes coming on in the flomiing,to the very Palifadoes ; c tic- 
ting down fome, made entrance for the reft to let down the bridg, 
over which they preffing furioufly, killed all they found in arms. 
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and utterly demoiifoed the Cattle. Thence marching to Godzier 
Anno i fn ( 3 a ftie 3 the Gentry and Peafaocs therein, after firing on thole 
to S?*- who were fent afore, left the Cattle. The enemy turning rewards 
Gnefen, after an intent to furprize Pefen, (in which they were pre¬ 
vented by the Citic’s being well provided, and the Suburbs burnt 
down) Starejta Braflcmky lent a Mefknger to mftzemtz, whom 
Prince Molpbtad lent with a party towards Gnefen, that expect¬ 
ing the Swedifh Army, they would Hand and give them battel. 
\Vnerefore Alolph fending the forlorn-hope to get io.ro e primers, 
(though they were repulfed) marching with his Army over a 
paflagcunKfifted,put his men intoaBattaliashimfelf commanding 
the right wing,Field-MarfoaU*W£k the lefowho at the advance 
approaching fo nigh the enemy,becaufe the Princes not being able 
to come in ac the fide for the mooriflanefs of the piace.the foremoft 
fquadrons were prcfently fcattercd: which the enemie’s Avant- 
Treops (too deeply engaged with the Swedifh Avant-Troops)per- 
ceiving, and being luftiiy plaid on by the Dragoons in ambuft, 
they beginning to retreat, came fo directly between both the Swe¬ 
difh wings, that moft of them were deftroyed : the right wing 
thereupon advancing, (and becaufe the enemy ftill retreated over 
a water to a Village called Gietzmarky, where he rallyed again 
together with the r Pofipolitans) fome Ordnance being planted on a 
high ground, were difeharged againft the enemy, whileft the 
Swedes getting over the water, came to a full Front ; whereup¬ 
on, the enemy coming furioufly on with a great {hour, attempted 
fundry wayes to diforder the Swedifh Army. But the ? slanders 
<after feveral hot charges, and lcffe of many men) confufedly fled, 
the main Body of the Swedes purfuing them a league; in which 
flight, many were cut offalfo, the Swedes in their hot blood, gi¬ 
ving no quarter. This A&ion fell out, CM ay the 8rh- nev? Stile, 
1656, lafting 5 hours, from 3 in the afternoon, ua ??jk night;. 
Czarnecky , Lubomirski , and Saphia , were the three chjc- min¬ 

ders for the King of Poland in this engagement: the p^.e.rs cer?- 
feffing, that great execution was done by fhot, bou great dA 
fciall, among them ; 3 Starofties being {lain, and S'aputa ic.ot tho- 
row the arm: th e Poles likewife carrying away many of their 
(lain. The Prince after this on the 10th day followed them to 
Uzefnie, they being but three leagues afunder, where more a&ion 
was cxpe&ed. 

A little before or about which time, the Waymod a t Newgard 
caufed fome Rufsians to be whiptto death ; who divulged,that the 
great Duke refoived fox War againft the Swedes. 

The City of Slbing in Trufsia being become as it were a VanU 
zicky Commodities being now tranfported thither; for that 
Dantzick flood out againft the Swedes fome Englifh Merchants 
of ‘Dantzick defiring (about the monetb of May ) in the name of

Lithuanians from the Swedifh obedience- lin 
to the jurifdiftton of whofe King, when the Principality of Samai- 
f«, with the Provinces belonging, had yielded; King Cafimir 
highly endeavoured bath bypublique Edik, andfecrctly with 
Prfefts and Jefuits, to involve peaceable minds againft their new 
chofen King : whereby fame dwelling in the Bifnoprick, In the 
beginning of the Spring lurking in Forrefts together, bv niaht 
furpnzed a Company newly raifcd by Ro[i, murthering fome of 
them : and the Lievtenant who was lick and bed-rid. Where¬ 
fore Colonel Xepnder having order to perfeciite thefe Rtbells, 
deftroyed fome hundreds of them, by lying in wait with 406* 
horfe; but the chief efcaptng by flight, and clofing with the For- 
reft lurkcrs, furprifed fomenew leavied forces of Col. ItelSrome * 
deftroying them (here and there quartered) in the night ; divul- 
(j ^k^J**?* as ^ a ^ Samaiten had been in rebellion. But 
the Field-Marfba!, learning that all Forces in that Principality 
were fafe, not fo much as knowing of thefe rebels, he marches 
outof Jamskymih 400 horfe, encountred them, putting fome 
hundreds to the fword; but the Biftiop of Samaiten and the chie- 
teft of the States, feveraliy intimated, that they were ignorant 
thereof, swing fufficient fecurity of their con ft ant obedience : the 
Kix-Treafurerand generalGavernoarcalling and, citing *lfo the 
5 rates to come to J,fr», and to go with fome commanded Sosil- 
diers, to try whether the reft could be appeafed by fair means; or 
to keep them in obedience by a Military compulfion ; fo that it 
was certam, the Swedes Ioffe in that ftir, was not of above 200 
tnen. 

The Swedifh forces appearing fin the moneth of May) ahput 
fora Leaguer- fell upon the Fortin Gothland, hafJb? 

■Dirfbdw, (which I underftand another to call a Sconce lying bv 
fj! e river riffimU 9 s fide, otberwife called Dantzickers leaguer) the 
King, with his Arrillery-General Steinbock, appearing before it, 
and lending word to the Garrifon, that they ftiould prefently 
yield; and foftiould depart with their arras: biir the Governour 
having 400 men with him,refufed,unle{Ie they might carry away 
their goods, and march With Drams beating, and Colours flying- 
which being denyed, they began within the Fort to defend them- 
lelves. Blit twoS wedcs vvho ferved in that place, having raifed 
3 party therein of 50 Souldiers, forced the Governour to anagfee- 
ment .- which being confirmed, the King advanced near the plac’e 
toipeak with him ; but a certain Dragooner knowing the King, 
let fly his Musket at him, fo that the Bullet came by his hat, fall¬ 
ing a little further; who thereupon commanded to put all to the 
fiword, with the Governour himfelf, f© that very few efcaped.

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On the 23 day of which May* there happened a ftrange accident 
in the City of <DAr.tz.ick it felt 3 for a Citizen finking with his Par- 
tifan at a Boy , milling him 3 the fteel of the Pardfan falling into 
the earth with the point upwards, and he at the fame time fall¬ 
ing with his right fide upon the point, which piercing him unto 
'the very back-bone,, he dyed lamentably. 

But the King of Sweden ordering the Marquefs of Baden, his 
Lievtenant General, to march with his men iTomfonitz to But 


reir, and leaVing Steinbeck before Dantzick , with an Army in a 
very good pbflure, himfeif intended to go to his kead-Army ; 
Where arriving, and hearing chat Czarnecki flood 6 miles from 
Br amberg with 12 Regiments 3 he haflening after him, met acci¬ 
dentally with him, yet fuccefsfully 5 purfuirtg him above two 
mites, .killing many of his men, with two Waywods, and fome 
Other chief Officers being.taken pcifoners. 

But the King of Poland. (who not long before had fent to the 
Empcrour of Germany to be a Mediateur for him to the King of 
Sweden ; the* which heihewed a readinefle to do) having gotten 
together a numerous Army about this time, befieged the City 
Of tyarfovhi ,although himfeif in perfon came not near it 3 for 
which catife the King of Sweden went not perfonally to its relief, 
but returned to Manenburgy ordering tiis. Brother tAdolph , and 
Field-Marfliial Wangell to .go for mrfovia, and oblige Czarnecky 
to a field battle : but themes finding the whole S wedifh Army 
there, withdrew themfelves from before the City, about 3 miles 
from the place, having ma4 c feven attempts to take it by fterm 3 
but being repeljed with the Ioffe ef 3000 of his beft Souldiers, 
and two pieces of ^prdnafice inthe' encounters, the King could 
not perfwade them to.come on the 8th time, although he promi- 
fed each man 5 Duckats. And a little before this time, the Swedes 
found a very great treafure in a Vault of mrfovU’s Gaftle, there 
being the Popifh Images of Chrift and the 12 Apoftles, all of 
Maffic fiber double gilt, (and other Reliques very pretious) 
amounting in value to betwixt 4 and 500000 Dollars, befides 
the reliques. This was the time wherein the fqremenrioned 
ftridt League between the King and Duke ef Brandenburg was con¬ 
cluded : who having a fupply of 6 or 8000 men from the Duke 
to march along with him, he was enabled to continue Steinbeck' s 
fiege before Dantzicky to their trouble and difeontent 3 the Swedes 
having before taken not onely Lantzicker Leaguer , but poffefled 
themfelvcs alfo of the Caftle of Gredin and the Hsff ;about which 
time, to wit, in May, i6$6 3 thefaid D&ntzickers fending an Ena* 
baffie to the King, they could obtain no anfwer, but to be gone; 
for he having fent thofe Citizens a Letter about fubmiffion, they 
returned a refolute anfwer 3 the King of Poland having commen¬ 
ded them for their conftancy, and encouraged them to continue. 
After which, the Duke of £><9 (one of that Citie’s neighbeur- 
Princes) writing a Letter to perfwade them to a compliance with 
the King of Sweden 3 wifhing they had contented themfdves with 

" a Ample 
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a Ample felf-defence, and not took upon them tofeave'hbdwT^^ 
us prog refs 5 (for they, whatever elje, had endeavoured to re- 
lieve Marienburgh CaftleJ alfo telling them, after divers confide- t SS*- 

rations kid down. If they could reap no other benefit by the ex- U*j<i 

peaed fucceffe, m their defigns, than the rooting out ef the Go- 
lpel of truths and that, by the bringing in of the fuperflitious 
Roman Religion agamsmight not doeiy be feared the Ioffe of their 
own fouls, but alfo a total ruineof their Trade, and the Citie’s 
welfare.-wherefore he could not conje&ure how they might excufe 
luch dangerous enrerprifes and defigns to p@fterity.They returned 
divers,notunfober,expreffions in anfwer 3 faying, They were af- 
lured in their confciences, that they have not afforded the leaft oc- 
cafion to that miferable War, &c. alfo mentioning 5 principal! 

Maxims which their Predeeefiours,and they,in imitation of them, 
had alway made their chiefeft work to confider; 1. To main¬ 
tain the Gofpel of Truth. 2. To be faithful to their King. 2 To 
keep firm to the Crown of Poland. 4. To defend their Laws, Li- 
hemes^c. 5. To preferve and increafe the-welfare of that 
City. They faid, they did confidently believe* that none ceuld 
1m pare it to them, as if God took pleafure in Apoftates and Hy- 
poentes, and as if he would have Religion promoted in cafting 
oft the lawful Magiftrate, and in the flender efteem of a well- 
grounded Government; and that according to their judgments, 
there was nothing more wholefome and profperous than Peace, 
to prefer ve and propagate Religion, which the Prince of Peace 
had fo earneftly recommended to all* thofe who would truly fol- 
low him. They adding moreover, That the Duke himfeif fbeinff 
perfectly well verfed in Hiftory)would be pleafed to call to mind; 
how thae at all times, by Wars, the fpirits of men grew more bar¬ 
barous and inhumane; anB how, thei Wars for Religion, ufed 
commonly to extinguish Religion. Concluding with a hope,tbac 
the Duke would be pleafed, from their abovefaid reafons, and his 
own mtereft, to co-operate to the mitigation of ihtSwede’s great 
lpirits: and that they would do their beft endeavours humbly to 
perfwade their Kng of Polmia , and the Nobles of. that Kingdom* 
not to refufe reafooable means to attain peace 5 but rather to find 
out all poffible means to compaffeit: and not doubting, but their 
Kmg and the States would be very inclinable thereunto. 

ThisSummer, i6 ^6 3 there was fuch a mortal Peftilence is the 

City of Naples, that forae dayes tfooo people were fatd to dye of it 
therein. The Peftilence was then alfo fo raging in all places pof 
feffed by the Turks in the Ifland of (fandia , that they were forced 
to abandon divers Towns which they there held,and to leave them 
defolate. 


Aoom tne fame time, July 16, the French received a great Iofs 
before Falenchienne, which they had befieged 5 for the Spaniards 
frequently (hewing as if they would fall upon Marfhal Turein 3 s 
and the Lorrawer's quarter 3 at laft fell in good earaeft upon Mar- 
Inall de la F'erte s quarter: who coming refolutely cn, had three 
Ffff 2 or 
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rsAJn. or four repulfes by the French their notable rtfiflance : and when 
■$£? the Spaniard afterwards had fallen in among them, they fo fought 
ZiisT it otir, that of 1200 ia Du Plefts Regiment, there remained but 
l/VM gomes. The whole Regiments of Le Ferte and Piedmont ; ten 
Companies of the King’s guards, and the Cardinal guards,with 
La Ferte’s Dragoons alfo which were near 8oo, and his Regiment 
of horfe, 1200, were all cut in pieces. Likewifethe Switzers 
Regiments, 800 of whom efcaping the fword, were drowned by 
water coming into their Trenches at the fudden opening of the 
Slices : and whereby^ all commerce betwixt the two bodies ©f the 
French Army was intercepted ; fo that Turein being forced to 
fiand all the while a Spcftatour, at length drew off all his (being 
about 1200©) men to Qjefnoy, a gatrifon about two leagues from 
Falenchienne , where next morning came to him betwixt fix and 
feven thoufand recruits, who had thought to have united with 
him at the fiege. The Marques of Efirec was Haiti in this over¬ 
throw, and the Count his brother taken prifoner, befides many 
Marqueffes, Counts, and other great perfons, and Officers killed 
or taken; and La Ferte hiinfelf, being wounded in thethigh, was 
taken prifoner. , aWi 

Things in Germany went then worfe with the Proteftants than 
formerly; for at Collen* in the fame rootmth of July, fcveral fa¬ 
milies of them were diftraihed, because that after three fummons, 
they refuted to pay their fine, for not fire wing Flowers before 
their houfes on the Sacrament day, whenthe Hoft was carried 
thorow the ftreet; which had not been exacted in 30 years. It 
was likewife moved and deliberated in the Council of that City, 
to turn all the laid Proteftants after a years warning, out of the 
City, fo foonas the Treaty of tMunfter was expired. 

But the Dene and the States of*the United Provinces now un- 
derftood each other, as to providing that the Swede grew not too 
potent in or near the Baltick Seas; and that King ftanding in very 
good terras with thofe States, gave their Embafiadoars hopes, 
that 1 oof his Men of War fhould joyn with theirs upon ©cca- 
fi°n. 

In Auguft following, againfi the Duke of Brandenburg, (who 
had a little before declared to an Envoy, (Cent unto him from the 
grandChasaof Tartarie , toperfwade him from any agreement 
with the Swediih King) that fincebe was totally abandoned by 
the King of Poland, he thoughtffiimfelf concerned to take a ceurfe 
for confervation of hisEftates held in frufsia) a Sentence was 
pronounced from a Verdi& of the Imperiall Chamber in Germany* 
in reference to the War made in 1653, (as we have declared in 
the foregoing Chapter) againfi the Duke of Newburgh-, who be¬ 
ing judged guilty of giving the firft ©ccafioa thereof, was con¬ 
demned to pay towards the charges, 200000 Rixdollars to the 
faid Duke o{ Newburgh and in default of payment, his Land ©1 
March fhould be mortgaged; 

But iheKing of Poland coaling afrefh upon the City of 
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vU after its relief; it was yielded up to him July the firft; the "WVO 

Ve boones and Pander behind them,wirh 
the AruHery 5 and what belonged thereunto; Gen. Wittenberg

and had fomeinfenour Officers granted them to bring them to 
the S wedifh Camp: yet all the conditions were not kept • which 
was robe attributed to theroughnefle of the Polite Souldiery,ra- 
rher than to King Cafimir. At the fame time Cracovia alfo was be- 
ieagured and hardly put to it by the Queen of Poland’s Army ; un¬ 
to whofe Camp the King her husband had fern 8000 men; and 
whom to meet at mrfovia, fhe perfoaally departed from before 
Cracovta . The King of Sweden being ftill encamped at %pwedwor., 

(irpm whence came intelligence into England, of fome particular 
Succefles againfi Poltjb patties, obtained by that Army who mar¬ 
ched from Thoren May 30th, to relieve Warfevia) where the Ele- 
aour of Brandenburg joyned his Forces to his, July 7th; thev re- 
lolving to fall fuddenly into King CafimSs Camp, although he 
gave out to be above 100000 mem Who becaufc of his great 
numbers, aot much regarding the forces of the King of Sweden 
and the Elcaour, on July 27,1 £5 fent a Body of Tartars ( for 
tnele were unueo with him) to befiege poltowsko: whereupon the 
Swedes feeing an opportunity of a&ion, drew out their forces to 
relieve the City : which was performed with {laughter among the 
befieging Tartars. July 2 8, the King and the Ele&our croffing the 
River Buck, drew up their Army in Battalia, advancing towards 
the 'Poles ; King Cafimir Handing (with 150000 or 120000) to re¬ 
ceive them : where, after fome light skirmifhes betwixt their 
torlorns^nd more engagements, till night parted them, and in 
which hrft encounters Cne Swedes had the worft; f though they 
valiantly repulfed a body of Tartars fent to fall on their rear) next 
d *y> 2 9 i a grand battle beginning, one of the Swedifb Wings 
at firft, kerned to be declining; but recovering their wonted cou¬ 
rage by others fent to fuccour them, (though the Fetes came on ve¬ 
ry numeroufly and furioufly) they kept their ground. The Battle 
continuing all this day, untill the next, July 30th, in theconclu- 
fion, the King and the Ele6tour'(who behaved himfeif valiantly) 
had a marvellous Victory; for the Poland King lofing a great part 
of his foot, all his Ordnance and baggage,and leaving the City of 
mrfovia open to the Swedes , fled after his horfe, with a few in his 
company, into Podlackia. 

In * Augufi following, that ftrosg and important Garrifoo of 
Conde in Flanders was yielded up by the French to the up¬ 
on Articles after no fhort fiege. r 

News being come to Stockholm, in July, that the Mufcovites had 
broken into the Province of Ingermanland, the Eftates of Sweden 
here afTembling, ordered all GovernoUrs to provide, and fpeediiy 
lend ail forts of Ammunition into that Province, as alfo into Fin¬ 
land an& Lteflandi and although they refolved not to proceed 
againfi the UtfufcQvite 3 befote they faw he was become an abfolute 

enemy; 





rvA/i enemy; yet in the mean time, they affured thcmfelves of the 7 Auf- 
* cov * tes li v i n § in Stockholm, -beginning to fcizfi all their Eftates and 
Merchandizes, and imprifoning home, for imbezilling part of 
VYV their goods: and hearing foon after, that the Mufcoviie was en- 
tred into Liefland, and what he had done upon it, they laboured 
with all poflible diligence to. take Come courfe for rcfelling that 
Province out of the jawes of thofe devouring enemies 5 not enely 
feuding forces to ftrengthen the moil important Towns, but tai¬ 
ling men in feveral pans of Sweden: the Nobility and Citizens 
with great cheerfuinefle agreeing to contribute twice as much 
(upon this occafion) as they were wont to do in the foregoing 
years, And indeed, things went but ill with the Swedes in Poland 
nowi becaufc (for that prefent) the King was conftrained to draw 
a way the main of his forces with fpeed into LiefiAnd 3 though he 
left fufficient to maintain all their Garrifons except vfarfovia, 
which they flighted, demoting its fortifications 5 fo, forfaiting 
all on this fide the River myfsell. The Ele&our of Brandenburgb 
was to fecure prujfia j but Poland was left to the difpofure of pro¬ 
vidence : fo that it was ©bferved, that the Polifo King had been 
(in all probability Jfoon driven out of his Dominion, or forced to 
acceptConditions of peace,had not this fierce invafion of the great 
Duke fallen out: who toward the latter end of Augtfft, 1^5d, 
face down before^*/the chief City of the Province of Liepnd) 
but about a ftones caft from it, (ani with an; Army fo numerous,, 
that the Conful of the City having gone up to the loftieft Tower 
thereof, to view them at their approach beheld them with 
admiration, as exceeding (he certified in his letter) the Grafhop- 
pers in number) who fent in a Trumpeter to the Citizens with a 
proud MefTage, That if they would fubmit and fupplicate fer cle¬ 
mency, they might have it3 but if ©bftinately {landing our, they 
muft exped nothing but ruine and deftru&ion. The Swedifh 
Souldiers there in Garrifon were but 150©; but the Citizens be¬ 
ing refolved men, lifted 4000, and perfons of good eftate, who 
were in arms: the City being alfo well provided with necefik- 
ties, and their Fortifications compleated, they faid, they feared 
ho force 3 yet they expe&ed relief from the King of Sweden : which 
the Mufcovites laboured to prevent, by intending to build Forts 
between the City and the mouth of the River Dana, And amorgu 
other barbarous proceedings of the Mufcovite, taken for certain, 
the Count of Tburne (who married Bannier’s Widow, the great 
Swedifh General in the German Wars, and fifter to the Marqueis 
of'Baden) being abroad out of Riga with a party of $00 horfe,waS 
at their firft coming thither met with : who being defeated and 
taken, they cut off his head* and fixed it on a S pear to {be w it ebe 
befieged 3 though the trunk of his body was by the enemies con¬ 
nivance conveyed into the City. 

On the very fame day, Auguft 2 8, was the City and Caftle o A 
Cracovia faid to be furrendred to the Polifh and Auftfian forces; 
but on very good terms 2 as nor endy for'the Swedes to carry 

away 
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away what they could upon all the horfes in the City 5 but to be fWl 
utpplyed wit i 2 00 more by the ToUnd-rs, to carry their bagease. A “° 
andtobe conveyed with laoohorfeand foot to Crefsen, &c.'flu: 
as tor the Arraus and Jews mat were in the City, the former were 
topetmon for pardon, and having their goods exempted from 
co in cation, their perfons to be bamflsed; but the latter were to 
be ieit ro che King of poUnas mercy. 

_ But about thcbeguin ing of Sept, following, Prince Adolph with 
ms rorces tuccdsfullycncountred 2000 fallyers out of Dantzick, 

(wno had a defign uyonthe Bridg under Dirjbaw) with a fmail 
ioiie. the Dantzick norfe and Dragoons timely running, bur rh* 
party of foot fighting Hourly ; who notwithflanding, had beefi 
all left, if they had not met with a Marfh, to which they retreat¬ 
ed ; five Colours, feven pieces ©f Ordnance, with all their Wa- 
gons, were taken, and above 200. p.rifoners, but far more flain • 

200 alfo retreating between the water, where they were lhut ua 
were expe&ed foon to yield. = 

But that rhe King of Sweden (who had frfficienfly engascd'Hini- 
felf in undertaking fo great a Conqueft as the Kingdom of Poland) 
might be deeper engaged ; the King of Denmark, who had before 
made preparations, waserechis, as a third enemy, cortieupoii 
ms back both by Sea and Land: fothat, before the middleof 
September there was a great fight at Sea between the Danifhand 
Fleets: the Swedes having 44 fhips in all, to wit, 5 3 freat 
Men of W ar, the other fomewhae lefle, with two fire-ftflps; Of 
the Dantfli Fleet I am not certain of their number, (but .22 Yayl 
were feen not far from rhe Ifland Mone before che fi^ht be^ani 
who when they law the Sweoifli about the Hilden Sea, & began to 
retreat, fleer ing for Ceppenh ague n $ but being" purfued by the 
Swedes,zb.ty were /orced to engage : the fight beginning about two 
01 the cjocx in the af ernoon, arid continuing till highland a good 
while with much reiolucion on each fide; foiir being related 
tobe blown up into the ayr, and the Swedes getting the day. 

The King of Poland poflt fling Cracovia, prefenrJy fent a Cour- 
rier or Pcft to Dantzick , as to give them an account thereof, fo 
promifing them, that Czarneckj fhould with his choyceft horfe, 
fhortly ftrike into Pomerania, and Lubermsky fhouid with the Au- 
Brian forces fall into Prufsia, to divert the King of Sweden, and call 
him out of the Danifh Dominions s wherefore the Swedifh King 
battening ro mfmar in Pomerania, to put all things There in a po- 
flureof defence, came thither Sept. 14, he leaving his Army to 
carry on the War againft Denmark, under the Command of Ge- 
neral Wrangell. And,to reftore life and fpiritto the Swedifh affairs 
then doubtful, if not drooping, one Father Daniel, ail Ambafla- 
dour of the Cofsacks, came from their General Chmieimski to the 
King of Sweden f omc dayes before, to aflure him, that the faid 
General was upon his march with 24000 men forhisaffiftance, 
as was certified by a Poll from Slbing in Prufsia to the City of 
Bremen, Sept.the 7th 5 who alfo brought news, rhar the Prince of

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fS-A-^O Tranfyivanta was ready with an Army ol 40000 men for fome ex- 

Aano IJ5J plaitagainft thepoiifn King, orfforthe Auftrians were jayned 

co f Sj8 ’ with the Poles) againft the Emperour. 

About or in the moneth of April, 16^6 , there were great dil- 
orders and tumults (raifed by 20000 Janizaries and Saphies) at 
Conllantimplc,(i aid to be occafioned through want of pay, and the 
obtruding on them a new Coynof a very bafe Allay; who pro¬ 
ceeded fo far as tom aflacre divers of the grand Seignior’s Divan 
or Councel, and todepofe and ftrangle the Vifier Bafla, whofe 
carkafe they with fcorn expofed in the Market-place ; forcing aU 
fo the Sultana, Mother ot the grand Signior, to fly to the old Se¬ 
raglio for fecutity: the Mufti or chief Pneft being fain likewife 
to fave hianfeif by flight j not daring to truft the words of thofe 
Mutifieers,whofe deflgn was to have dethroned the grand Seignior, 
and to have eftablifhed his brother in his place. They laying 
afide alfo all other principalOfficers of theEmpire,to fecurc them- 
felves againft a deferved puniihment, chofe others in their places 
who were at their devotion : and fearched diligently after fuch 
great Officers who efcaped their hands: and all things there were 
then in fo great confufion, that fomc ftrange alteration of affairs 
among them was expc&ed; fo that although this might have 
been enough to give a flop to the Turk’s proceedings againft the 
Venetians ; yet the fie w ones in power went on with their prepa¬ 
rations againft tfi<#h*tereft in Candia with more vigour than be¬ 
fore l fo that the Republique of Venice was fain to fend fpeedily 
away Prince Horatio Farnefe, andother chief Commanders with 
good numbers of men, and ftore of Ammunition for maintaining 
of what they held in that Ifie. The Turks alfo then coming toge¬ 
ther at Bagnalucb, making great Magazines at Clivano, with eight 
great Artillery pieces, and 1000 yoaks of Oxen to draw them for 
the befieging of Sebenico , they ordered Antonio Bernardo to go with 
all fpeed into Dalmatia, as Commiflary General, to aflift the Ge* 
neral Zeno. , 

But within two or three moneths after, thole Tumults in Con - 
jlantinople being appeafed, the Grand Seignior making a ftately 
Cavalcate throughout the G ity, at thit time, gave order, for exe¬ 
cuting divers of the Ring-lcadors in the faid diforders, for greater 
terrour to the people in time to come: difpatching alfo away a 
Courrier in allhaftetothc Bafhavv of Damafco, requiring him 
fpeedily to come away and take on him the (Iain grand Vifier s 
Office; which great place was conferred en him, although but 
24 years of age, becaufe of his great abilities already fhewn in 
she places of his Government. Who about the moneth of June, 
being fetcht into Constantinople with great pomp and fokmnicies 
made at his inftalling into the fald Office ^ presently after, that 
Turkifh Fleet was racruited with men, money, and other neccl- 

faries; over which the Venetian Fleet obtained a great and notable 

Vi&ory, June 26, 1656, who having made one moneths ftay in 

the mouth of the Dardanelles to wait far, and fight the enemy, (le-

The number of the Turks (lain could hardly be difeover- 
ed : yet 5000 were judged to be killed; 4 or 5000 Chriftian 
flaves being releafed, and 4000 Turks made ilaves. The Vine- 
ttan s lofs being tbcir chief Captain Marcello, 300 Souldiers and 
Marnnets; 3 Ships of theirs likewife wereburnr, two in fight 
and oneby an accident. After an extraordinary joy manifefted’ 
by the Duke and City of Venice , the Senate ordered for releafing 
of all prifoners for debt; force of the Banditi being freed alio • 
znAcjlCoecenige, who had contributed much to the gaining of thd 
Vi«ory, wasthefirft that was Knighted by the Senate, with a 
chain of gold of 2000 Crowns conferred on him; and then was 
declared Gencraliffimo in the room of (lain Manilla ; in remem¬ 
brance of whom, a publique fervice was ordered ta be celebra ted 
at the publique charge.

againft the French and Duke of Modena 5 refolving to fet out a 
c Mamfeflo concerning that defign : The French having luftily 
Aruggled againft the Alleged by them, in the City of 

Yalentia , and the Duke of Modena preparing to meet the Empe- 
rour’s forces with great courage and refolutien. A little before 
which, the fa id Emperour fending an Expreffe to demand of the 
King of France , the payment ©f three millions of Crowns, which 
he was obliged to do by the Treaty of Munfler, or elle to furrender 
up Brifac and all zAlfatia, itoccafioned the enemies of France to 
raife rumours,, that the Emperour intended to fend an Army for 
recovery of Alfatia. 

About the fame time, fome Thcevcs in the Turkifh Dominions 
fet fire on the Seraglio of Bofnia , 4oooheufes, 4 Dovcns of Cu- 
ftome-houfes, and 3 Mofquees being burned down to the ground, 
and the Jews quarter was plundred. And at the City ©f Luca in 
Italy , one pifani a Traytour was executed to death, for attempting 
to kill all the Nobility, and change the Government of that little 
Common-wealth. 

But the Princes of the Empire were not well pleafed with this 
fo hafty undertaking of the Emperour in Italy, and withoutde¬ 
manding their advice in a bufinefs fo important, and prejudicial! 
to the Empire alfo fo contrary to the Treaty ©f Munjler , and ex- 
prcfly mentioning, That the Dukes of Mantua and Modena , (hall 
be free to make War,the Emperour not to fend any forces againft 
them, without the Princes Ele&eurs their confent: who were fo 
far from that, that they protefted againft this fending, as araaoi- 
feft violation of that Treaty of peace fo folemnly fworn,and that 
which could have do other effe& than the troubling of Germany > 
and reviving of War: neither (it appears ) were (whatever the 
caufe was) lome of the Souidiers well pleafed with their going; 
for two Regiments at a general Mufter of them, mutined and 
disbanded 5 although fome ©f them were therefore taken and 
hanged. 

In the year 1^5 5, Septemb. 20, Pope Alexander the 7th (who 
had lately entred into the Popedome, endeavoured to bring about 
a general Peace among the Princes addi&ed to him; writing Let¬ 
ters alfo to the Kings of France and Spain to that end) wrote a Let¬ 
ter to all the Popifh Clergy throughout Chriftendom,to ftir them 
up to ufe all means for procurement of a fettlement of the faid 
Peace. 

But in Helvetia or Switzerland , (which Country being governed 
after a Democratical form, is divided into 13 Cantons.or Baily- 
wicks, five of whom have been efteemed wholly Pspifts, fix 
wholly Proteftants, and the other two mixt ©f both: which di-

the reft of the Proteftants, in which, Zuinglitu himfelf was flain urJsj 
(for it was the cuftome of the place, for the Miaifters to go in the’ 

Front of their Armies, and he alfo of a bold fpirit) and the 7* 
^sd.fcomfited 5 yet in the year 15 31, an abfoiwe Peace was' ' 
concluded betwixt them , whereby notwithftanding the dive™ 
ty of Religion, they lived m unity;the Proteflant profeflours there 
being firft offended, began ro aim thetnfelves againft the Popifh 
Cantons in 1^5 5 ; for befides the differences which the Capu 
chins there excited, and which every where inereafed, divers in 
thePopifh Canton of Smtz, as alio feme in Lucerne, (wha were 
called Nicodemtes, becaufethey at firft fecretly owned the Pro! 
teftant Articles of faith; yet afterwards openly profefTed the 
fame) were impnfoned, (the Popifh Cantons alfo folemnly Tweak¬ 
ing their religious alliance againft thofe in Lucerne) and by thor e 
of Sm* very cruelly handled : feme of whom efcapine out of 
the pnfonSjdetefted their cruelties and idolatry .; which c/nfirmed 
the other yet in prifon being alfo very conftant in their 
faith: one of the norableft young men named Seiaftian Anna 
'former a pnfonerin theTown olSmtz, efcaping outatone 
of the Water-paffages, as the Popife were in the midft of their 
Bacchanalian revels, on the Sunday, after many tortures and mife- 
rics undergone. The Nicodemites fo called, coming out of Smtz 
into Zurich, made their profeffion very diftin^ly (about the be¬ 
ginning of Oftober there, 1655 , ) upon all the Articles of 
faith, and fo labouring to confirm them by Texts of Scripture 
About the fame time, thofe of Lucerne releafed them that they 
had in prifon; though upon what conditions was not then known- 
yet thsfe who were fet at liberty, continued as firm and fervent 
as ever: one was likewife laid hold on for reading the Bible. 

Neither were the Papifts therafelves free from differences 
amongft each other; for when the forefaid League was fworn 
againft thofe at Lucerne , the fwearers chofe one Charts Boromeo a 
Mtlamts, to be their Advocate and Patron, publishing a Patent to 
that purpofe, declaring the reafons of that their new idolatry ; at 
which, many of their Popifh brethren were fo offended, that they 
entred into an oath and combination againft that new Italian Pa¬ 
tron,refolving to adhere to the old. But the Popifh Cantons ( at 
nrft)arming themfelves infenfibly, fought every way for friends 
and affiftaocesfcnding Deputies to the Bifhop of Bafile, to procure 
him tofwear their League againft the Proteftants iMilain offering 
them men to the laft, and %pme money 5 but the reft of theit 
friends Would do but little. 

r About November following, the Zuricken had intelligence that 
ome of the Nicodemites were at Switz, to be executed to death, if 
® e prefenee of the Proteftant Cantons Deputies did not hinder the 
G igg 2 fames 
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fame ; wherefore they were woaderoufly refolved to oppofe that 
Fury : the mixt Canton of Appenzel,who were then 5600 ftrong, 
w and the Papiftsbut 1500, refolvingto turnout the Nuns, which 

made the Monks to mourn, as to be deprived of their wonted vi¬ 
ne's. the fecond Deputies being-fent to Switz, had indeed a fa¬ 
vourable Audience 5 But they propofing reftirution to be made of 
, the goods of thofe departedirom Switz, for Religion fake, as it 
had been formerly done by the Proteftant party, cowards all fueh 
as had relisquifhed the Proteftant profeflion, whom they treated 
with all civility when they, were imprifoned on the like cccafion: 
the Town of Switz denied them, faying) They being in Soveraign 
State, had a right to proceed as they judged meet againft their 
Subject's; becaufe thofewho deferted them were perjured and 
Apoftates, &c. and being legally cited, had reftrfed to ap- 
pear^wherefore their goods were juftly confifcared: and that with 
thofe whom they had inprifon for the fame fault,they would pro¬ 
ceed according to the nature of their offences. The Proteftant 
Deputies being aftonifhed hereat,after fome conference,propound 
ded, that fince;they would, not condifcend inta friendly way,they 
would referre jh&Wholc matter fordetermiaation, to the Law of 
all Switzerland ; which theyJikewife peevifhly and fcornfully 
enough refilling, the Deputies departed,* but ill fatified: and not 
onely the other Pforeftant Cantons, with no faaatl regreat ob- 
ferved, but even 3 Popifh puesdid not approve of the violence, 
wherewith the Smfzers minded weropofTeffcd, and what troubles 
they of Zurich endured from them,forabove ay ears before, yet 
they though t* fit to own them: in tho quarrel of Religion : who 
then all armed apace, and had done feme affronts ana injuries to 
the Proteftant Cantons in a very particular raanner^chough their 
Magiftrates offered Chaftifementjfeemitig to be difpleafed there¬ 
at ) wherefore the Pfoteftants putting themfelves into a pofture, 
obferved all their proceedings, and on the 14th of the faid No¬ 
vember, appointed an Affembly to feegia, to deliberate touching 
that great affaire,and alfo of the other grievances and oppreffions. 
Alfo ©nof the 12th of this month, moft of the Deputies of the 
Cantons meeting at Baden, (divers Papifts being abfent, becaufe 
of fome Holidays by them ©bfervedj the French Aaibaffadour,!^ 
la Barde came thither from Sdotttrne, where, ie a fpeeeh, he ear- 
neftiy exhorting them to union, afterwards entertained them at 
a banquet. But the Deputies of Zurich having declared their 
Complaints againft Suitzi they could get no other anfwer from 
them, but, that they were Soveraigns in their own Country, and 
if they roafted their Subje&s they needed not to give auy account 
oftheir A&ions. The Zurickers replied, if ye give us not a bet¬ 
ter anfwer, we (hall beconftrained to ufe fuch meanes as .God 
hath given us: So offering to leave Baden, and go home to order 
their Army prefent!y,to march out of Zurich into the Field 5 but 
the other Proteftant Deputies,and fome alfo of the mere moderate

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Popifh oies, prevailed with them to tarrje.- proaiifing their cn- 'WO 
deavour to draw Smtz to fonts reafon. Uujtri* threatned the 
Proteftants; but their Neighbour-friends were very cold wSs*’ 

. °, n the 1 * h d *y they had a hot difpute alfo at Bade,, . 'where- 
in, tnem of Smtz ajleadgmg the National peace formed in 15 31 
the Zurickers called far the Records, and the inftrument beins 
diftinaiyread, onetrafora BurgomaSer largely declaring, De- 
monftraied that the Popifh Cantons had never obferved the Prin- 
cipal Articles of that peace; but had fince made allyasces againft 
them, more accounting ofthofe latter Covenants, than of their 
Ancient general treaxies : and that it deferved no better name 

then meer Conjuration, and fwGrne Confpiracy againft them • 
which they rauft, no longer endure; Wherefore Zurich ftandins 
to their fir ft propofal, required the other Cantons to do juftice 
againft Smi*. About the fame time (though all the Popifh Can-* 
tons drew in one ftringj (but fome of the other Popifh Deputies 
pretended an approving cf Zuricks demands, SccJ the Zurickers 
had intelligence, that Lucerne ( which was faved by Zurich from 
fitter ruiue in the laft Rebellion^ took notice of the horrible flan- 
ders begun, to be fpread concerning thofe of the Proteftant Reli¬ 
gion 5 and had publifhed an Edift, Commanding all their Sub¬ 
jects to abftaine from thofe flanders on pain of death, alfo they 
heard, that the Popifh Deputies offered to let all thefe Gontro- 
verfics be determined, by an equal number of judges, of either 
Religion 5 but it was thought by fome, to be but to gain time,be- 
caufe the Proteftants were a great deal more ready for the Field 
then the other thought they could be. 5 

About January following, it was certified out of Switzer- 
Land into Engand, that it clearly appeared, the Pope and his 
Emifiaries to have been the inftrumencs of railing that quarrel 
among the Cafitons : exafperatin|his CathoIiques,to z &fuen cru¬ 
elties and injuftice, as had difiblved the general league of union 
that was between them: and promifing fupplies to carry on that 
War, which was waging rneerly upon the account of Religion ; 
wherefore the Popifti Cantons endeavoured by Agents toeftrange 
the fcemingly neutral Cantons, from the Poteftants, and to draw 
them over to their own party : But the Proteftants being before 
them in preparations, and exceeding them ia number, they in¬ 
tended through the moantainouineffe of their Country, toftand 
on the defenftve, fo to linger out time till fpring, when as they 
exposed help from their Popifh friends; but the Proteftants were 
then beginning to March with a fair train of Artillery, to pro¬ 
voke, or, ifpoffible, to force the enemy to an open engage¬ 
ment. 

About the fame time, wasfeena declaration in England, of 
the judgment of the Ministers of Cafiel, th e Court of the Lantgraze 
of Hejfie, approving that work of fohnDury, a Scotifh Mnifter , 
who bad renewed again his endeavours, for procuring Concord 
among all of she refermed Religion, who had Caft offRomifh fu- 

perftitions 
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r^AS) perdition : wherein among other tbirngs, they declared, that as 
o/ckrift* manifold experience had ftiewn , all the Mifcries of War, Pe¬ 
te i* 7*7 rils of treachery. Dreadful mifehiefs, by Comaotions of States 
(✓VNJ and Kingdoms, do proceed from diffentions and divifioss in Re¬ 
ligion as out of Pandoras box 5 fofrom religious and true concord 
do fpring all heavenly bltflings, tranquillity, and all kind of ad¬ 
vantages: and that, although it had been openly maintained by 
fome men. That Agreement in Religion could net be pleafing to 
God; yet it was part all queftion, That peace conjoyned with 
truth, was moft acceptable to God the Author of both, &c. and 
as the wifer fort anciently held. That the beft remedy in cafe of 
Invafion by a common enemy, was to unite all parties, and take 
away all enmities and divifions in the Common-wealth • Why 
then fheuld it not be thought the moft advifeable courfe to take 
the fame care in Religious matters, (feeing the common enemy, 
that is, the Pope, became more and raor* raging every day) that 
all animoftdes and emulations being extinguifhed, and all cor- 
iroverfics and difputts about matters ltUe neceffary and weighty 
being removed, a mutual Concord might fee eflablifhed by the 
common confent of all Calvin and Lutheran Profcflours, as very 
little differing in the main things; left their dijflentions fhould 
become their encmie's advantage, prejudice to their friends, and 
open provocations of God's wrath : in order to which, and the 
like, they {hewed, That whereas the refolution of the Iftates of 
the Empire convened zxFranckfort in 1^34, might fer veto point 
cut a way; a Conference at Leipfck would be a means to give 
light in things of truth. 

The Affairs of Switzerland being now in a very broken condi¬ 
tion; the Proteftant Cantons had three dayes Aflcmbly at Bruggy 
unanimoufly refolving peremptorily to infift, at the next Diett to 
be held a 1 Baden, on the right of Alliance and agreement betwixt 
all the Cantons: and if reafon were not done, then to take the 
field immediately. Which they did ; for in the very fame Ja¬ 
nuary, the Forces fet out by Zuricky (mrdmuller being their Ge¬ 
neral ) marched abroad in feveral bodies, to the number of 10000 
men: rverdmullers firft booty was of the plunder of a very rich 
Cloyfter in Rynawy a ftrong place and paffage which he took: 
then he took in Keyferftuel , a ftrong PafTe upon the Rhine: where 
fome Zurickers were wounded : in the mean time, Ulrich the Liev- 
tenani General going into Tttrgow, took Faucbfrld and its Cattle, 
with the PopilS BaylifiF and his Officers; but the people prefefit¬ 
ly fubmitred. After that, Werdmuller went toward Raperfrill ; 
which place being very well provided, and the bridge fo defend¬ 
ed, he made home attempts to come near it, and the enemies feme 
falleys; yet both without effedl. Bur departing thence to the 
other fide ef the Lake, he took in tbelfland of Ufinatr, aflaulting 
alfo the very ftrong Caftie of Tfefikan. Berne being likewile mar- 
chingtodivide towardsZ«^r/?(f3 (Geneva having lent them three 
good Companies of Souldiers) the Cantons of Friburg and Soleure 
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bad endeavoured by their Deputies to keep them d.erefrornTbuT fC^T

within (hooting off many chained bullets, flints, and pieces of ' lCk ?> 
fleet, wounding and i killing feme Zurickers, they were mightily 
incenfed ; whofe flout refolution and courage was admired • 
who although the like cold weather bad not been feen in that 
Country for a longtime, the horfe and Ordance being force able 
to pafle ; yet they would goon (to get as many places as thev 
could) without delay. At Zurich alfo came forth a c Mamfefto 
Concerning the Subj &of that War, whereby might be feen the 
grew injuffice, tyranny, and violenceof thePapifts, and chiefly of 

In February following, A,mud, one of the Sorbmne Dodoes 
before mentioned, was with his opinion, condemned and cenfured 
by the Molinifts or Jeluits, and numerous parry of Monks, who 
had both written and difputed in defence of the Dodrine of« 

■(which matter had took up the obfervationand expeditions 
of the whole Kingdom of France concerning its event and iflue) it 
being putt© the queftion, they damned his Propofirions; the one 
« rafh, fcandalous, and injurious to the See of Rome and the Bi- 
lhops; the other, as wicked, blafphemous and heretical • there¬ 
uponSentencing him to be rafed out of the number of Dotfors, 
and degraded from all thefunaionsand priviledges of a Doftor; 
and further concluding, That for the future, noae flaould proceed 
Doaour, who did not fubferibe to the Cenfure. On the 13th of 
which February, was the opening of the general Aflcmbly of the 
Clergy of France. 

The Proteftantsof Switzerland fuccefsfuliy proceeding in re- 
yenge of the innocent bloud of their maffacred brethren, exceed¬ 
ingly {lengthened themfel ves. Some in [that Country were Neu¬ 
tral, although Catholiques; Bafile alfo being more inclined to 
peace than war, whofe Ambafladours were then at Berne: which 
Berners took Zug and befet it; fo caufing great perplexity in the 
Switz, where,and in divers places, divers Popifh families (apere- 
nending the Jefuits cruelty in egging them on, and prefling the 
Magiftrare to hang, burn, and quarter thofe that turn to the Pro- 
teftant Religion) publiqaely profefled the fame in the ftreets, and 
m great number daily flocked to the Proteftants, fubmitting to 
their prote&ion. Zurfach and Clognavo did now homage to the 
Zurickers who had allured th sAve: thofe of Genjf 6eoo ftrong, 
joyningtothc Berners ; who were now 20000 ftrong,and expect¬ 
ing 3 000 more to come unto them outof Zaud. There being like- 
wife at Bunthen 6000 Proteftants ready to maintain the Pafles to¬ 
wards Tyroll and Italy. The Popilh Canton Forces of 1iri,Schaye> 
and 1lndervealden> kept in a body, where they might have accefs at 
pleafure into Rappeswill by the bridge: the befieged of which 
Town,very furioufly Tallying out Jan.i£, with 1000 the choifeft 
uaen as far as wam'fpach Convent, were chafed in again by the 
Zurickers with great Ioffe; mrdmuller raifing the fpirirs of his 

men 





*NA>0 men by his valiant example : and Captain Eldibach, who kept 
mrmfpach, flaying a great number of them. Among them that 
co were taken, were two brothers, held as Goliahs among the Pa- 

(✓VV pifts, and being the chief perfecutors of the Nicodemites : their fa¬ 
ther being one who pafled fentence on a Widow, one ot them that 
were executed for Religion,(the Proteftant Deputie’s prefence at 
Smtz, itfecms,notfaving them)and one to whom he owed a great 
fummeof money. Another of their moft valiant Martial men 
who was fbot and taken, dyed about three dayes after, raging 
againft the Zurich Army ; who in that engagement'had but 10 
men (lain, and 40 wounded. 

The Deputies of the Neuter Cantons having been at Zug 3 gave 
their judgment in the Councel of War belonging to the 4 Can¬ 
tons, who refolvcd to make no agreement, tarrying in Zurich) ex« 
pe&ing their anfwer, that they might govern themfelves accordi¬ 
ngly: the Deputies ©f the Proteftant Cantons meeting at Araw y 
toconfult upon the whole , and the Papiftsat Mellinguen, who 
were not then willing to meet with the Proteftants. The Berners 
receiving a fall through the imprudence of their Officers, took 
warning thereby, maintaining all places upon the Lake very 
well, bcftirringthemfeivesalfo with a Galley upon it; But the 
Souldiers of Ergow performing their duties very well, flew 500 
of the enemies: and the Zurickers before Xappenswill having now 
gotten near the Town on the Land fide, (hooting Cannon at the 
wall towards the Starr, a great breach was made , the day fol¬ 
lowing made an aflaulr, 50 getting into the Town 5 but the ene¬ 
my retrenching themfelves on the other fide of the breach, they 
were beaten back, about 20 being killed, and 2© wounded; 

Atthe fame time, an Asabatfadeur of Savy having been at 
Araw y arrived at Zurich 5 where he prorefted,That his Mafter the 
Duke would never take part with the injuftiecs of the Tewu of 
Switz ; (yethimfclf could maffacre his own S.ubjedfo) faying alfe. 
That if the peace were not made, his Mafter would be obliged to 
ayd his Allies: the French Ambaflkdour (who would williugly 
have quickly feen an affembly of all the Cautons of Switzerland) 
faying juft fo. Hereupon, there was a Truce betwixt the Can¬ 
tons : which having been prolonged for three dayes more than 
was at firft appointed, was to end Febr. 20 after: duriug which 
Truce, the Popifh Cantons(about 300 o) invading the Territory 
of Zurich , there a^fed all manner of cruelties, by burningjRapes, 
plunderings, aad flaying many both ©Id and young: whereof Ge¬ 
neral mrdmulhr being advertifed, immediately croffing the Lake 
with fome Troops, and charging theaa, forced them to retire in¬ 
to the Territory ©f Switzm& Zug , where they prefcntly falling 10 
commit the like cruelties as before. Colonel Swyer (who comman¬ 
ded the Popifh forces) fent a Meflenger to mrdmuller, defiring 
him to forbear; pretending,what his men had done,was without 
his order : a thing hardly by the Proteftants to be believed. 

Another relation of this matter (for by the time it appears to 

be 
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be one and the fame) is thus; Febr. 1. the Generals of the forces r \s±si 
of SwitZj Uriy Under ml d y and Zag, hearing there would be a Ccf- Ana8 
fationof arms, (which begun the fecond of February): as alfo 
the Conference of the> Canton’s Deputies at Baden, and whither C'VNJ 
the Deputies of Zurich and Berne would not come, till the Pa pi ft 
and Italian Garrifon were thence removed; the French Ambafla- 
dour mainly ftirring to find out fome way of accommodation) re- 
folved next day (being the fame Febr. 2.) t© fall on the quarters 
.©f the Zurickers in five feveral places, picking out, for that pur- 
pofe> 4000 of their beft men. The chicfeft aflault was made on 
the fide of Ritcbtenfcbwild Orgen. The Zurickers forlorn guards 
ftopt the a lfk ulcers; but being overpowred by their number, they 
retired towards the body of the Army, whither the other purfuing 
them, yet ran away at the firft difeharge upon them; and in their 
retreat plusdrcd fomefcattered houfes in the Mountains, burnt 
a fflnall Village, carried a way the Cattle, and pra&ifcd feverall 
great cruelties upon the men, women, and children, cutting off 
their nofes and privy parts, and after killing them. Another af- 
fsult was made on waiifchwill fide: the horfeof S chaff, beufe and 
fome foot there in garrifon defending the place very well. A third 
was about Phirzel y nigh the river Silt: whom Captain Lachman 
ftoutly refifted; but they going about to (but him up, he with¬ 
drew with his Cannon into a Wood: the enemy there plundring 
and burning fome houfes, fpeciaiiy the Miuifter’s. The fourth 
was about Cappel , where the enemies were repulfed. The fifth 
was about the Cloyfter of gnadenthall, which was burnt down by 
the Zurickers. In allVhich, thofeof Zurich had the beft, lefing 
but few men, in comparifcn of the affaultcr’s loile. The Zurickers 
turned the fiege of Rappesrrill onely into a blocking up, which was 
to be maintained with fome Regiments • in which Town, he that 
held Tavia againft the French the year befoie, (with many Spa¬ 
niards) was. 

But the Conference at Baden, and Ceffation of Arms, ended in 
a peace; fo that in March following they began to disband for¬ 
ces, put the Counties of Turgow and Baden again under the Go¬ 
vernment of the Cantons, and to reftore prifoners: on fome of 
whom, the Papifts had committed fome unworthy adfcioos : and 
on the 21 of March, a day of falling and prayer was kept in Zu- 
rieks Canton, fora bleffing on their State: their forces having 
been all kept in health and union, God having abundantly fup- 
plyed them with Vi&uals, and preferved them from fo many 
thoufand fhots before RapperSwill, where they loft but few, and 
few wounded, notwithft&adiag their many skirmiftaes. The Zu- 
tickers having alfo but 150 wounded, and ieo {lain in all that 
War. 


Yet fome Officers and Souldiers were net very well pleafed at 
the news of the peace; and the people would willingly have con¬ 
tinued the War, to have fupprefted the Monks and Pfiefts fury; 
ijut others thanked God for it, becaufe the Trade began to decay, 
H h h h and 
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r s*/v*o and me Merchants to lofe. But the Zctrtck forces, in all 19000, 

Anao Itf js were in a p 0 fture to be up again at any time, and the Berners refoi-. 
tfSsf 1 ' ved to have Tome forreign forces ready,that (with their own; they 
l/W might ad more powerfully on all occafions; tor all the Cantons 
were to meet March 2 2 at Baden , where the Mediatours were to 
go about the fettling of the Amneftie or ad of oblivion, and the 
deciding the grievances both Ecclefiaftical, Political,and Oecono. 
mical, upon which great debates were expeded, there being 
above 200 Articles to be determined onely about grievances in 
Relioion: upon which, the Monks and Priefts (Was thought) 
would hardly agree; fo that the Country might be fet on fire 
again. But whereas fome (through. wrong information) being 
much difpleafed, fpread a report. That the two Proteftanc Can- 
' tons of Z urick and Berne, had made a moft difadvantagious peace 
with the five Popifh Cantons, not only prejudicial to themfelves, 
but to all the Proreftants and their Caufe; ■ there was about the 
fame time, a publique Monition there fet forth for better infor¬ 
mation therein: declaring, That both the obftinacy of the papifts 
was much abated, and they willing to fiabmit to the Right,where¬ 
by all that was defired, might be determined without bloud&ed; 
and alfojthat the Pope was wroth againft the Proteftants, and ge¬ 
nerally the whole Italian Clergy had their- purfes open for the 
Popifh Cantons: that the Forces of Italy? Naples, and Spain, were 
march ing to their affiftance, and to mailer Switzerland ; Alfo,that 
the Emj^rour had great forces on foot to trouble and undo their 
Country; which confidering the feafon of that laft VVioter, he 
might have eafily done. And that the Protcftants were far from 
any afliftance ; which though it might have bees printed, yet 
would have come toolate. By all which, every ©nemight judge 
how the Proteftast Canons were neceffitated t© accept of that 
, peace: which notwithftanding was not (faid the Monition) quite 
decided, but wanted fomething; and men might believe,the pro- 
teftant Cantons would not relent, or abate any thing of redrefs- 
ment of their grievances, whether Ecclefiaftical or Political. Af¬ 
ter this, Jam 30th, 1 <55 7, the Arbitrators of the two common or 
xnixt Bayiiwicks of Bafile and tAppenzel, where both Religions 
are profefted, gave a deciding Sentence in fundry heads, both as 
touching themfelves, and aifo that the charges ©f the War be¬ 
tween the other Cantons, ought to be laid on that party who was 
the caufe of it; which they judged to be Smtz. And as for taking 
or goods, burning of houfes,barns,&c. by either party, thefe (and 
other fuch things ) fhould be buried in the Amneftie or Obli¬ 
vion. 

In France, about the beginning of 165 6 , a little after the peace 
ratified between that Kiogdom and England , the Arehoifticp of 
Narhonne Prefident of the Clergie’s Aflembly there, went as De¬ 
puty, with fome other Deputies, to the Court; and not finding the 
King, (for. he abfented himfelf) they addrefiing themfelves to 
the Queen, defired among other things, that the Proreftanf s pub- 
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lique affembling-places, built by them fince the laft troubles and • 

tumults of Tans , might be demoiiihed: Aifo, that they might 
notbeput into Offices and Employments, nor admitted to the ‘ ^ 
governing of Cities and Provinces, nor to Commands in Armies* VVV 
defiring moreover, thatrhe King would mind an cftablifhing of 
peace with Spain, rather than with England or Sweden. She am 
fwered, That the King above all things defired and fought to 
maintain peace at home in nis Kingdom, and therefore expelled 
that his Subjects of both Religions ftiould live in am ity and union 
one with another; he intending the Proteftants fhould enjoy the 
exercife of their Religion in filch places as had been-allowed 
them: and chat he had no better or tairhfuller Subje&s and Ser¬ 
vants than thofe. And as to England , and Other Allies of die 
Crown of France, the King had done, and would do tnereia as he 
fhould judg moft convenient, and would idvife with his Council 
couching fuch matters, in due leafon. 

As to the King of Sweden* s Affairs, there having been a Treaty 
between him and the Holhndtfh Ambafladours; it was fully coa- 
cluded and confirmed- by fubferipdon at Elhing,Sept m 12, 1656, 
the City of T>antzick being f© far comprehended therein, that 
they were ro agree with the King by themfelves .- they not having 
then refoi ved touching the Neutrality upon the Articles that had 
been propounded unto thefti. 

In the fame moneth 'and year, the Gity of Valentia in Italy was 
furrendred up to the French, by the Spaniards : the Governour ca¬ 
pitulating to have leave tq'fend to the Count of Fuenfaldagne^Thai 
unlefs relief came within tfrodayes, he muft furrender : and no 
relief coming, he marchdd out thence on the 16th day, with 800 
herfeand foot,fix having Vizzarels,that they might not be known, 
who with their baggage and two Gannons, were conduced to 
Alexandria . The taking ofthat City enabling the French ro efra- 
blifh their Winter-quarters in the State of Mian, to the great 
prejudice and indignation of the Spaniards * 

A little before the fame time, the Venetians took that confider- 
able and important Ifle and Fort ©f Tenedos, about the mouth of 
the Dardanelles, from the Turk; who not onely vexing the Inha¬ 
bitants of the Ifland with 2 6 Ordnance, and 5 Morter-pieces £ 
but aifo firing all their Munitions, and fpoyiing their Wciis,chey 
furrendred; 800 men, and 300 women,Turks and Grecians,com- 
mingout of it. The Turks being fet afhoar upon the Continent, 
and the Greeks remaining in the Ifland: and through the fear and 
confufion which was then great among the Turks, chiefly in Con - 
ftantinople, they doubted not but foon to take the Ifle of Lemnos 5 
befiaes divers other places like to fall into their hands: the Inha¬ 
bitants of Sci§ fending Deputies at the fame time to the Venetian 
Forces, inviting them to draw near their Ifland, alluring them of 
an eafie entrance through the divifions of the Ttitkifh Comman¬ 
ders there, who were by their oppreffions and cruelties become 
Hhh'h 2 fo 
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lb mlupporcabic to die Iudabteams, chat they alwayes lay in hope 
of an opportunity of cuttiag the throats of their oppreflours. 

Bat upon tfie retiring of the Swediih and Electoral Armies, the 
Poles getting together, came on again ingreat numbers, cutting 
down what ftnallcr S wed iih Troops they met with in the Coun¬ 
try. And Aug. 24, 1^5 6 , Cz>arnecki meeting with 6 oo Swedith 
horfe, and 300 Dragoons, cut them all down 5 they all dy ing man¬ 
ful ly in the field. Tnis falling out after fotne overtures for peace 
had palled between the two Kings. Neither were there thofe 
wanting fabout that time) at Vienna, who prefled theEasperour 
by all means to afford the PolijhKing that afliftance which he had 
fo long demanded; but he would nor then give ear thereto. 

The Mtfccvites whoentred {as was faid before) into Liefland 
with a great Army,having laynfome time before Dunenbourg,took 
ir, and put all the Swedes there in garrifon (who were about 
2000) to the fword. Thence encamping before Riga , by a Tally 
out of the City, he waj repelled, and retired at feme diftance 5 
General Douglas being fent^hither with ftiips and fupplyes. The 
Mufcovite, being in defpairot taking ^J4 3j caufed him to carry 
away his gteateft guns the fooner; which the befieged perceiving, 
they fallyed out 0<%ob. id, about 5. in the morning, being 6 50 
men, horle and foot: and falling on a place called Sfjwge, where 
the enemy was ftrengly entrenched, they defrayed above rood 
of {hem; taking, aifo ij Colours, and fome prifoners, among 
whom was Col. Sender,,\vh® through a fho? received, dyed pre- 
feotly after. The night following, ^ forfook S. George , and on 
the 5 th of O&ober, he quitted the .fiege, leaving 17 Iron Ord¬ 
nance, and U Lubifh Gunpowder barrels^which he buried under 
ground) behind him. And on the 17th of the fame moneth, a 
Greek, who was-the Keeper ofthe great Duke’s Wardrobe,com- 
rning over to thofe of Riga, related, that his Mailer was mightily 
terrified by news brought him. That Field-Mar Thai! Lowenbaugt 
the Swede did great mifehief in Mufcovie, having defeated two 
Armies, and taken two Generals of his prifoners. There being 
alfo a Mutiny in the City of tJMofco, which forced both the Pa¬ 
triarch, and the great Duke’s Lady to flee thence, who were arri¬ 
ved at Polosko in white-Rufiia. And Novemb. 5th following,there 
were folemn Thankfgivings at Stockholm, with difeharging all their 
great Guns, for joy of the Muscovite's quitting the fiege of Riga, 
and the Fortrcffes of Kakenhowen and Notembourg 5 of whofe ir¬ 
ruption into Lieflandtheie was then no farther appearance, than 
the vifible remainders in thofe deflations and fpoyls which they 
had made in the Country. The reafon like wife which induced 
the Mufcovite to that hoftile attempt againft the Swedes , was fup- 
pofed to be this, becaufe it was concluded in the Treaty made 
between himand Poland, That the Polanders , after King Cafimirs 
deceafe, fbould freely choofe, net onely the Ton of the Mufcouite 5 
but himfelf alfo to be next Succeffour to the Crown, 
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Before the middie of Novemb. the Pol.ihArmy faang^bf^wT

bat the Pales forces being far greater in number, the Earl was

the King of Swede* nothing daunted herewith, fpeedily cllieftmg 
ills Troops together, went and confirmed che reft of the Branded 
forgers,by uniting them to himfelfi which thecnemy perceiving" 
durft not come on to prcfccute their fuccefle, but created into 
Podlacbta. The Eletftoar htmfelf being awakened by this great 
On which Prince Radzivtl was taken prilener, M. G. Ritter. 
Mm,Co\.%afe, CoUra»» t /,with other chief Officers, being flaimi 
called upon the Nobility of prufsia to arm for defence If their 
Country; who turning their backs,faid,They durft not bear arms 
againft the King of Poland. -«b» 

But M. G. Qilts&t the’ftme time (arriving at Tilfe) fell noon 
the Samapes, (landing in battalia two miles beyond, with very 
good fuccefs: who thinking at firft,that they wereall well m<wn-' 
redand arnaed, encouraged his men toftand toit • but when he 
perceived their fubtilty, that they had no Musquets, but loas pie- 
ces of wood coloured black, except a few who having Mufquets. 
fired immediately, he fet on them fo eagerly, that he goi the 
Vnftory, flaying 1500 of chem, and taking as many more prifo- 
ners, whereof was Crifpin the General himfelf, and So other no- 
ted ones,the reft being fcattered and routed. Crifpin being breught 
to Tilf *, Wa s to be fent to Koningsberg. 5 

The Kin § of Denmark complaining of grievances from the Swe- 
dijh King, fwho had concluded with the States of the Nether¬ 
lands) having his Refidentac the Hague in the fame O&ob. i6<6, 
obtained an anfwerof his bufinetfe; which was, That the States 
would not be wantingto recommend his Maflei’s intereft to the 
King ef Sweden, that he might receive fatisfa&ion touching all the 
faid grievances of which he complained : and that they had writ¬ 
ten about the fame to their Ambafladours in Prussia. 

The fame year, before this time, even an unheard of mifehie- 
vous invention to deftroy the lives of people, was pradifed in the 
Lower S tie ft a ± for fome buriers of people feeing they had but lit¬ 
tle work, plotted together, Thatoncof them ftould (byfomefcf- 
iowfliip with the evil one) learn to make a powder, which hedi- 
aributing, and they throwing in publique affembling places, and 
Fountains, caufed great infe&ion; fo that at Krafts 2500 dyed 
thereby. Whereupon the chiefefi Families withdrawing into 
the Country 5 it afterwards chanced, that a hoggof oneof the 
buriers getting out, ran to the Country where the people was re¬ 
tired, where being fiiot, the faid Buricr becoming mad, threat- 

ned 
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ned all his men,that they thould die very fuddehly; who alfo told 
Anao \cii one t h at lamented his lately dead Wife, that he wondred at him, 
f 0 ?6ss' 3 fo to lament, fince he was within a day to go the fame way. The 
Maeiiftrace being advifed of all thofe ; this bur ier was apprehend¬ 
ed ,who upon the rack confelfed his crime and ail b j.s Complices, 
who according to deferr, were put to death with great tor¬ 
tures. 

About the moneth November following: the Princes in Ger - 
many being jealous of each other, every one'of them levied Soal- 
diers 5 for they ail feared a new War,which the French were like 
to makoagaihlV the Empire; becaufe there was no ladsfa&ion 
given at Frmclefdrd for breaking of the peace ; for France pretend¬ 
ed, ^ Tbtahe Emperour did contrary to the Peace made at Man- 
pr, fending Armies into Italy and the Noether lands ; yet the 
Germans fent into Italj , committing great infolencies there, above 
what the Frernh did, plundring many Monafteries, and chieMy 
two, hard by Mil ant ; burning down a Village,and plundring me 
guards of the M'danois Governours 5 not fparingalfo the Cu arch- 
men, but committing great violences on them, which forced 
crafty families tolcave their houfes and goods, and to flee from 
that unlucky fupply: the affairs of that State could not be then in 
a Worfe eoadirioo. And then were the Trained Bands, and fome 
new levied Soutdier^of the two £le&ours of Muntz, and Heydel - 
burg m the iff Id, marching one againft another. Neither of the 
Princes then yielding to other about the matter of the Cuftomes; 
but it was believed that fome of their Neighbours would inter- 
pofe. , . 

But the King of Poland arrived Nov.i 5. at the City of Dantzick, 
with his Chancellor and Vice^Chancellour, fbeing fetch? in by 
40 Companies of Citizens) whofe Army being 30000 ftrong, 
( 12000 of whom were lufty fighting men ) were to be en¬ 
trenched about that City; who foon felt the inconvenience of 
that numerous Army, to their no (mail difeonrenr, by rcafjn ot 
their plundring and dealing,fpoyling and ruinating all theCbam- 
pion Country round about it, which was expected to prove very 
chargeable to the Dantzickrrs, and breed great s:<d many inconve¬ 
niences: they being likely to continue their Quarters under the 
Cannons of their City, and King Cafimr intending to day there 
himfeli awhile; Parties, in the mean tirne, of the Poles and 
Swedes every day meeting and skirmifhing. The Dutch Embaf- 
fadours having alfo conferred with the Poland King at Dantzick, 
( for both they and the French Ambaffadeurs were- very ferious 
and diligent in mediating with him for an accommodation) pref- 
fed him fo hard, that they defired him to nominate a day to begin 
a Treaty of peace. Who anfwered, He thought it needful! 1 'firft 
to know whether the S wcdifii King would admit of the Emperour 
and Danifb King to be Mediaccurs; otherwife all would be to 
little purpofe. Next day, thofe Ambafladours addrefitng them- 
felves to the Chancdionr of Poland, he save them the like answer, 

fa ' alluring 
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alluring them, Tnefftouldfinb the King and Eftates ver 7 ^*~iCC^ 
incuncd ro an accommodation 5 but, he telling .them in conclu- '*& 
lion, That before any Treaty began, it would be expedted th* Ckri »« 
K,og o{S«eden Iftould reftore all places which he hel/Sl 
in the fame condition as they were before (which was not in be 
fo much as propounded to the Swede) both the Ambafladom's 
endeavours, and the Pole’s fair (hews, vanilhed in an inftant 
The King of po/a/rf being very earneft by his Ambafladours for 
the Emperour oi Germany his afliftance, had.propofed the accen 
tanceof the Pohth Crown unto him, (that is, after Cafimzr’s de" 
ceafe) which, both the Emperour and his Councel, abfolutelv 
concluded to wave; they finding it then much more convenient 
and condueible for the Empire,firft to make fure of the Crown of 
the Romans, and thofe hereditarily due unto theHoufeef 
than to covet after more forreign Crowns. And one of the era* 
veft Imperial Counfellours being asked his advicKalfo, what an 
lwer was to be returned, be is reported to have anfwered, Outrite 
frtmo Regaum Romamrum, et catemadjitiemur vohis:-, that is Seek 
y e J'fi‘ he K m d <"»‘ of the Romani, and. others [ball he added unto you 

Whole opinion all the reft did approve of, and agree unto. 

On the 2 p of October the fame year, thofe of the Inquifitioia in 
Portugal burnt four perfons alive,who wereaccufed and condemn; 
edor Judaifm and Sodomie. And Novemb. 6 . fallowinff,the Kine 
of Portugal departing this World, (through obftruction of the 
Stone and gravel m his Kidneys) left his Queen. Regent of the 
Kingdom, during the minority of her fon Don Alfonfo the firft,who 

was crowned the 15 th<>f rhe fame Novemb. 1^5 

Novemb. 20th after, in a Treaty between the King of Sweden 
and the Ele&ourof Brandenburg sitTaplaw, a perpetual League 
and Confederacy was anew tranfa&ed andagreed on: to which 
efred, the Earl of Slippenback, and Prcfident Bor end aw departed 
from Koningsberg with the Inflrument of that League, to have it 
ratified by the King. , _ 

This year 1^5 6 } the Plague forely afflidfced Italy, fo that not 
oneiy at Naples , but at Borne and Genoa it raged-much: and at Be - 
nevento, in Novemb. of ^ogo people, there were.not above 50a 
remaining. 2 

But the Venetians after Tenedos, foon took Staiimenelftand alfo 
from the Turks : and having furnilhed the Fortrefie there, with 
all neceffaries for defence, their Proveditor General fet fail with 
the Fleet towards Scio and Zia, to refrefh his men: about which 
time, the Turk call a way all thoughts of peace with the Venetians , 
having vvnolly broken the Treaty that had been begun at Confian- 
ttnople by their Secretary Beliarim. 

The King of Sweden (finding his Souldiers exceeding defirous 
to encounter with the Polanders, before a greater Froft came, for¬ 
cing them to take their Winter quarters) toward the latter end of 
November breaking up from Hone , he eroded the River with his 
Army,confifting of 1 6 ©qq choyfc Souldiers; a little after which* 
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the Polonian Camp under Lubermiski was totally defeated before 
Cracovia , which they had befieged 3 and the City relieved, which 
was brought to great extremity. 

About or in Decemb. following, the once Polifh Vice-Chancel- 
lour Radziecouski was brought (by the Kiog of Sweden’s command) 
a difgraccd prifoner toMarienburg Caftle, upon thedifcovery of 
his treacherous carriages to the Swedes : whoffofoon as the ru¬ 
mour brake out, that the Swedifh King had forced War upon the 
King of Poland , under his pretence of a better Title, and nearer 
Succeflion to the Crown of jSwethland, and chat thefaid King had 
paffed with all his Army in the Baltick Sea, landing in Pomerania) 
addrefied himfelfunto him, with great proroife of his fidelity in 
all a&ions wherein he fhould be imploycd: and having given at 
that very inftant a great teftimony of the reality of his promifcs, 
when he had perfwaded Pofen and Cab fen to accept of Swedish 
protedion, the King might in reafon put no fmali truftand con¬ 
fidence in him : he being aCounfellour in all the principal Coun- 
cels, and the chief interpreter when the King's occafion required 
it. But it was then by his own cenfeffion known 3 Firft, That he 
had been the ondy caufe, why th tCofcacks( according to their of¬ 
fers) did never appear witfrany rCality in the Polifh War, and 
chiefly againft the Mufcovite. Secondly, That the* Ouartians and 
the reft of the 'Pdanders leftihe King of Sweden at his perfwafion. 
Thirdly, That bceiigaged himfelf to the Jefuits, that he would 
then have delivered the King of Sweden into their hands. Fourth¬ 
ly, That he had an intimate correfpondency with the City of 
I>antzick, affuriag them, that within a little time, he fhould fbew 
himfelf a faithful Son of his Native Country. It was believed 
alfo, that he had a defign to betray Elbing and Hoft into King Ca- 
fimir's hands. But then it was hoped, their Affairs would take 
another face, andchiefly by the approaching-of Ragotxi Prince of 
Transylvania, at that time : as alfo |he coniant defire that the 
CMufcovite had for a peace with the Swedifh King 3 for which 
caufe theKing intended to fend one Coyes with Inftru&ions to make 
an overture of thefaid peace. The faid Radziecouski in or about 
June following, 1*57, wasimbarqued at Elbingx* betranfported 
into Sweden, there to be imprifoned during his life. 

A little after, the Chancellourof SPoland bad given the afore- 
faid anfwer to the Dutch Ambaffadours: the King of Poland and 
the City of ‘Dantzick refolved, that overtures of peace fhould be 
made with Sweden : whereupon, the French Anabaffadour went in- 
ftantly to the Swedifh King, the Holland AmbaffadoUr being to 
follow, the King being then at Marienburg to receive them, with 
their Propositions from the Polifh King: although it appears,that 
Negotiation was to little or no purpofe. 

On May iB following, 1657, the King of Sweden (whofe Head¬ 
quarters was at Qpavicheft intended to go to the Hungarian Lea¬ 
guer under Ragotsky Prince of Tranfylvania , (who was now come 
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ing the evacuation of the Garrifoo of Cracovia, which was to be fXA-** 
furrendred to the Hungarians : on the 1 6 day of which monetfi, a 
Pole efcapingfrom Samoifci, brought Letters, that Marfhal^//- coujaV’ 
tenburg and the other Swedifh Lords there prifoners, were not 
tranfported from thence, as a rumour was fpread : he relating 
alfo, That there was then a great mutiny and diflentien among the 
Poles , divers having torn their Standards in pieces, and run away, 
yet thePolonifh Generals kept the reft together, and were gone 
with them into Lithuania. He likewife related. That Chmielmskr, 
the Cofsacks General, was gone into Lithuania with great forces, ta¬ 
king divers Towns by Anisko , Arvilef, and Bobrcsko , and putting 
to the fword all the Muscovites and Lithuanian Gentry therein. 

Bat the Swedifh Army being joyned with Prince %pgotzts Ar¬ 
my, and palTing the River Bug into Lithuania , not far from Krze- 
tnetn , and finding ho forces of the enemies, marched towards the 
ffrong City called Bizefcie Litenky, who at his approach fum- 
inooing it with a fharp combination of total mine upon not fur- 
rendring, Zawicky the Governour anfwered, He intended to de¬ 
fend it to the uttermoft. The lari of mldek and Earl Jacob de la 
Cardie , drew near the Town with feme forces, and {hot off two 
pieces of Canon, ftne*S wedifh fignal) which palling into the Go- 
vernour’s Lodgings, he, terrified, and forgetting his farmer refe- 
lution, next day humbly offered to parley, and yielded on compo- 
fition: and that, before the King and Ragotzi arrived there. So 
that, that ftrong and important place was fubdued without the 
Ioffe of one man, and garrifoned by Prince Ragotzi , to whom the 
Kingabfolutely refigned the difpofing thereof 3 although the be- 
fieged wifhed to livealwayes under the Swedifh proteton :moft 
of which Garrifon having been in the fervice of the King of Swe¬ 
den, the&lc&curof Brandenburg, and Prince Radzvill , betaking 
themfeives again to the King’s fervice: others Ragotzi got to his 
fide, being raifed by him: bur the Governour and fomc others, 
with fome Aftillery, were conduced to Stuzana . After which, 
both Armies departed one from another, the King returning 
whence he came 3 and the Prince crofftng Bug , net far from 
Bizefcie, where he a while continued. 

The Pelonifh and Lithuanian Armies under Lubermiski, Czar - 
necki , and Sapkia, till they were joyned, were chafed by the King 
of Sweden and the Tranfylvanians 3 fo that Czarnecki fwimming 
over tveyfsel with xoooo horfe, paffed into great Poland, fummon- 
ing up every where the Pofpolite to make a diverfion into Pomera¬ 
nia 3 whereof 11 Colours appeared ( June 10th) thereabouts on 
the other fide of Thorne bridge with ufuall bravadoes. The reft 
inarching towards Bizefcie with aooo Germans and Poles : but as 
foon as the King drew nigh them, they fled in fuch hafte toward 
Vohmien , that the purfuiog patties for ie miles could not hear of 
them. In the mean time, the Poles intreating the ctfufeovites for 
afliftance out of Lithuania, they were flatly denyed, with this re¬ 
proach, Thut thereto had bafely deceived the great Duke, by

to vifite the fame ftrong Fortreffe, thereby to eftablift the Ragat- 
zian line to the very borders of Tranfylvania, and to ftand firmly 
in ‘Poland. But the King keeping with him a body of .8 o ; o omen, 
intended to march into great Poland, to fcatter the forces brought 
thither by Gzarneski, and to draw fomewhat nearer to Powerania’s 
borders, to joyn with Wrangle's 6000 metvin Pomerania, in cafe the 
Danes fhould do their wocit: For in or about the fame June, 1^57, 
the King of Denmark proclaiming War againft Sweden, in Copper 
kaguev, difparcht alfo a Herauld to Stockholm , to intimate there the 
War,or to the S wedifh borders to denounce it; fetting forth alfp 
a large Declaration of the motives thereof 5 Becaufe the Swedes 
bad by fraud and violence taken from him his Archbifhopricks of 
Brmen and Verden, and his Towns and Territories, plundring him 
of his moveables, aad denying .to give him any fatisfa&ion here¬ 
in ; detaining like wife from him, Irne and Zerne in Norway fey 
force, and defrauding him feyeral wayes pi his Cuftome and Toil 
in the Ore Sound, and prejudicing him 1119ft highly m his Prero¬ 
gatives alfo, becaufe the Swedes had taken away from him the 
whole Trading by Sea, from Dantzickjmo Denmark : and inftead 
©f making reparation of all thofe, the late: appointed Treaty was 
broken off- the Danifh King protefting r againft the Calamities 
which that enfuing War might caufe. , . 

About the beginning of May, 1^57 5 Venetian Genc- 
raliflimo Moccenigo , burned 10 Turkifh Ships, and i4Saiques,ta' 
king the Tribute of Rhodes tQ aosooo Crowns: yet lofmg 100 
men,and 500 wounded 5 who afterwards joyning with the Pope’s 
Galleys,and thofe of Malta, they went again to the Dardanelles, 
to hinder all Veflels carrying provifion to Constantinople, and re- 
folving to fight the great Turkifh Fleet, who intended to Rendez- 
vouzar 5 «o. .< 

On the other hand,Monfieur Dareel,the S wedifh Plenipotentia¬ 
ry 5 having ufed all means to bring the Danifh King to a fair ac¬ 
commodation with the 5 wedifh, and that proving vain, he left a 
iHanifejto at Ctfpenhtguen, May 13,1657, containing a ftate of the 
differences betwixt them. The S wedifh Plenipotentiary pretext¬ 
ing, That no occafion had been given on the Swedifh fide, to dii- 
folve and break off that Treaty. . 

War being thus begun in good earneft by the Danes, t heir 
Camp began to march for the Archbifhopriek of Bremen , entrmg 
therein in June 5 in order to which, they went to the Elbe, whole 
high waters, and tempeftuous winds crofted their tranfportation; 
yet feme of their forces pafftng the gibe above Hamborougb,t hrotiga 
the Dominion of Linnenburg: in their going over, they gave the 
ether figns, burning pitch’d barrels $ whereupon $000 of the Da¬ 
nifh Forces were tranfported to the High-land, where they t0Q ^

On the 4 th day many Standards and Colours,both horfe and Dr 4 - 
goons marched tnorow that City ; the King's 'own Army of 10 
or 12000 men, with a brave Train of Artillery, being to follow 
a.ter within few dayes: Which march and Expedition was one- 
iy intended againft the King of Denmark. 

■ Ahout the fame time, 12000 PoUnders invaded that part of 
Hungary - belonging ,0 Bogotzi Prince of Tr^fjh^ia, burning 
down 3 e Villages, giving quarter to none. Then aifo f there ha¬ 
ving, at length, been an agreement of the Imperial Court with 
Poland, upon fix Articles) the Army appointed by the King 0 f 
Hungary and Bohemia marched for Silefia, and was advancing 0 to¬ 
wards iCraeovia. Three of the Articles being. That betwixt the 
two Crowns,there (honId.be an eternal Ftiendlhip and Covenant, 
offenfive and defcofive. That the King of Hungry an d Bebem*

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of June, 300000 Duckats in ready money : that, in that Cove- 
suno 1613 nan r were comprehended the German and Spamjb Houles of Au- 
tSP (tria, Denmark jldufcovta, and the Tartars ; asalfo, all fuch Ele<fto- 
(/y>j rail Princes of the Empire which were defirous to be received 
into it, chiefly Brandenburgs in cafe he left the Swedith1 party. 

A little after, the King of Sweden marched from Stetin m Borne- 
rania with 10000 men againfl the Danijb forces. And the Polo - 
nian and ^Aufirian forces being muffred, the former were 24000 ■ 
ffrong, the latter 20000^ a party whereof marching againlt 
Prince Ragotski' sArmy, who having layn at Pintzaw, were now 
advancing to the Town Opatawa: Prince Ragotsh then leeming 
inclinable to peace, fending an Ambaffadcw to the King of Po¬ 
land, foiiciting for it ; and proffering. That upon conditions, he 
would quit Poland. The King anfwerii He would lend to the 
King of Hungary with all ipeed concerning it, to hear his good 

intention therein. , t 

About the fame time, Bremerwerden in Bremen (alter the aeceate 
of the chief Commander) was furrendred to the Wanes upon Ar¬ 
ticles. The Leaguer-Sconce, a cenfiderable place, being iubdued 
by them alio ; The Bane lying like wife before Borgb ; and keep¬ 
ing Staden blockt up. , t _ 

In the fame tnoncth of July, 16573 V 1 tniceh&d bad news,to wit. 
That the Turks having taken the Fort Bofiina in Dalmatia , put 
Bo© Chriftians to the fword. And 6000 Turks coming nigh to 
Spal&tro, turned immediately to the paffage of S. Franckots, , intend¬ 
ing there to raife Forts: but Pofsidtrio Tallying out, ana fighting 
a while ftoutly, at laftdrave them quite away, with the lofle ofc 
many great Commanders: who in their retreat went to Salona, 
lying between Spalatro and Clifsa, where they were recruited 
with 6000 foot, and 4000 horfe. But the Turks under Ufiaim 
Zafsa’s Command, having prepared for War a good while, came 
on July 2d, in the night with {forming Ladders, &c. preflmg on 
the City ©f Candia furioufly t© furprize it ; but 500 of thole in the 
City crying out, Turks, Tar’’?, the chains were thereupon .drawn, 
and the Souldiers and Citizens coming to a Body,fell on the Turks , 
and drave them our. Alfo ifluing forth, they difordering the 
Turks, put many of them to the fword; who left behind them 
2? Enfigns, and 5 Cornets, which they had put up on the wall 5 

1400 Turks were flain, and 2100 (with a great booty) taken. 

There was alfo a fight toward the latter end of July, on the 
frontiers of Schonehnd, between the Danijb forces and the Swedes, 
under the Command of Horn, Douglas, and Gufiave Oxienftern,m- 
fed to engage the Dane on the other fide next to Swetbland : where¬ 
in the Danes had the worft. , 

But in Bremen, the Danijb Army had almoft no fooner poffnea 
themfelves of divers places there,but they began tobedifpoficlled 
again by the Swedes: forrhe Swedifh Armies coming on, made 
(in the very mcmeth of July) the Danijb force* to withdraw from 
Staden : time being then to {hew whether they would quite foriake 
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it, or keep it onely blockt up : who lent then alfo a parr of their 
forces over the Elbe, to go into Holfaua : and the Swedifh Field- 
Marfhal wrangle (who Commanded in Bremen Dukedome) with 
his forces (onely affifted with one Regiment of Finlanders, whom 
he borrowed of the garnfon of Staden ) recovered the two Fores 
of ButzJUt and Swinga, purring moft of the Danes therein ro the 
Iword ; whereby he encouraged, with all Ipeed and care pur- 
fued the orher Danes in thofe parts, who were retreating in all 
hafte to (hip themfelves out of the Durcby of Bremen 3 and ov r- 
taking them at the bank of the River Ofie, took moft. of them pri- 
foaers; but their Officers being gotten aboard, let fay! towards 
Glucktad , leaving fome of the lmaller Ve'flels (which Humid have 
tranlported the common fortj a prey to their enemy. But tne 
panes then held Bremerwerden , and alfo a Fort feared at the mouth 
of the refer : but from the King of Sweden’ s coming thither, unto 
that time, the Danes had loft 2000 men. But at the King's en¬ 
trance into Holftet#, he pitched his Camp at three feveral places, 
and finding the Danes did not ftand, but ftill retreated, he falling 
on thetwoFons Krucker and Ntefiader, which prote&cd thofe 
parts, prefently; took them, killing and taking about 500, among 
whom was Col. Benefield, a Germane . In the mean while, about 
2000 Danijb horfe lightly armed, and SooDragbons, who were 
quartered hard by, never came on, but retreated in hafte and dif- 
order (before the Swedes coining) towards giuckfiad. While the 
Kiag of Sweden advanced towards Itzcbow , moft of the Danes horfe 
galloped into Jutland, 

About the fame time, the Emperour being deccafed,there were 
differences in Germany about the Vicariat or Vice-gerency of the 
Empire ; which having been transferred in the lace Wars there, 
and fince by the Pacification at Munfter fettled on the Houfe of 
Bavaria , that houfe pretended as if it were a Prerogative infepa- 
rably annexed and belonging to their Electoratewhen as ti e 
Golden Bull, the fundamental! San&ion of the Empire plainly 
confirmed it to the Houle Palatine: which was invefted and actu¬ 
ally pofiefied with chat dignity, before ever there were Eledfours 
conftiruted in theEmpire: and which che.Golden Bull of Charls 
the 5th did not beftow on the Ele&ours' Palatine , but onely far- 
tner ratified the lame unto their Houfe; foiemnly declaring to 
the whole Empire and poftcrity, that it did belong unto them, 
by rcafon of their Hereditary pofleflicn of the Principality or 
County Palatine of the -Rhine % 

Gejlenjorjf Fort being likewife foon after taken from the Danes 
in Bremen , that Dukedom* was almoft freed from them; fo that 
in Auguft, 1C57, there was no place (except Bremerwerden) which 
flood out againft the Swedes. Wherefore wrangle having behind 
him a convenient force to fecure that Country, and carry on the 
reducement of Bremerwerden, he departed thence, to follow the 
King into Holflein, where the Swedes had taken three Sconces from 
the Danes, and fo got into the Moori£h Land of Holjfidn ; which

tn e Danes could not free from noftile Invalions. Alfo,the King of 
Denmark arriving at Jutland, kavying forces for the reinforcement 
of his Camp; and his Rix-Marfhail Bille marching thither to 
him with 2000 foot from (yluckjtad , with other forces brought in 
from other parts, his Army was look’d on t© be very confiderable; 
and which, the Danifh Officers were then putting in a pofture fic 
for battel : And they might exped it, becaufe the King of Sweden 
with the reft of his Army, advanced after the Prince of Suhz- 
bach , whom he had fent before towards Jutland with a ftrone 
party. 

About or in the fame moneth of Auguft, the Venetians obtained 
another fignal Vidory againft the Turkifh Fleet, at the mouth of 
the Dardanelles^ and that in the fight of the great Turk himfelf, 
who was faid to have come down thither to fee the fight. But that 
which fowred that great SuccefiTe unto them, was the Ioffe of their 
General Moccenigo y who being in profecution of the Vidory, and 
afterwards endeavouring to return to the attaq^ing of the Ifle of 
Scio, a tire of great guns being difeharged from the Cattles of the 
Dardanelles ; one of them lighted into the Magazine of powder in 
his own Galley, and blew him (with many more Nobles ) up into 
the Ayr. 

On the 9th of September following, Rofenwing, Envoy from the 
King of Denmark , arrived at Amjterdam : whole bufineffe was to 
folicite the States for affiftanee both by men and money: he rela¬ 
ting alfo. That his King was affuredly with his Array refolving to 
bid the Swedes battel; but he intended not to engage, till the 
Foies (hould make their promifcdlnvafion into Pomerania to divert 
the Swedifh forces. 

About the beginning of July before, 1657, one Colonel Doyley 
Governour in Jamaica Ifland for the EngliCh, wrote into England y 
concerning the good condition the Engiifh were then in. 

But there having been a difference rifen in Germany between 
the City of Munfier and their Bifhop: the Bifhop befieged that 
City, (500 Souldiersof the forces levied by the Ecclefiafticaii 
Ele&ours, going to help their fellow Bifhop in that fiege ; and 
the Duke of Bavaria had fent thither 4000 men) but fthe Citizens 
continuing couragious, and refolving to abide the utmoft extre¬ 
mities, rather than to fubmit to filch conditions as their Bifhop 
would have impofed upon them) it proved a very difficult fiege; 
for the befieged Tallying forth notably, more than once, they flevr 
a great number of the Peafants which came thither to do ferviee. 
They alfo finding their Gbverncur to be one holding correfpon- 
dence with the enemy, brought him to Tryali, and put him to 
death; hanging and quartering four perfons more upon the fame 
account, who had undertaken to fee divers of the chief ftreets of 
the City on fire. Ac length by help of the States General of the 
United Provinces, (whofe forces were advancing toward the relief 
and vindication of the befieged Citizens) the Bifhop no fooner 
heard the news of the faid forces advance, but he prefencly began 
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to give ear to ihe Citizens juft demands, permitting tiate them rv<vA 
their ancient Pnviledges, rights and immunities. Whereupon tan ° l( s } 
they immediately fuffered him to enter into tMOBer verv honou * 9"?' 
' he Garrifon beingdifpofed under feUS 

mand, he took an Oath of fidelity to the City ; rf or bv a frirp 

agreement with the Bifhop,the Garrifon was wholly at the Cities 
devotion). TheBifhoploft 1500 men during the fiege • theCiti 
zens not above 30, and about 209 wounded. This was inOftob 
1 * 57 . After which, the States General’s forces retired into their 
Oarniens from whence they came. 

But the King oi Sweden paflingoutof the Dukedonieef Holftein 
into jutltnd, (taking upon the way thofe that were willing into 
his protection, and dealing with others as he {aw meet) there was 
great perplexity among the Danes, becaufe of his fo foon comins 
thither, and arriving at lAlborgb, which is but 12 or 14 leaeues 
on the other fide of the Sea from Gmenhuegb in Sweden ; this was 
in Auguft; about which time, a Danifh Major General havimr 
callup a Sconce three leagues from the faid Omen burgh- on'an 
llland called Tiurhomten , fertifying-tne fame with feme Gmjs.and 
mfenour Officers and Souldiers: the Earl Douglas juft then bein^ 
coming thither, 400 of his Souldiers fo falmed them, that’ they 
prdently left the fame, leaving behind them a great quantity of 
provifion. Douglas advancing to wennersborg, gathered his Troops 
together, intending to continue his Expedition in Norway ; but he 
was flayed there-from by a Letter from Vice-Boy Brahe fout of 
Scbonen) then Generaliffimo by Land and Sea, tharhe fhould trari- 
Iport himfelf into Prufsia, to aifift Duke Adolph, and command 
the Army left there. 

The Danes (the while) reinforcing themfeives in ScbonenfYlc- 
tuals there growing fcant, theVice-Rey with his 5000 men was 
conftramed co retire to Helmftadt: the ft^rpaffing fafelycho- 
rowthe Wood Hallanfoos into Labolm, gave out, that they were 
8 or 900® men; wherefore Douglas received another Orderfrom 
Brabe y 10 take 1800 horfe, and Gol.Swynekead’s foot, and t© march 
thither; Steinhck alfo having a few dayes b efore come out of 
Prufsia to encounter and endeavour to force them back into their 
own Country. But they having affaulted Labolm Caftle in HaU 
land y and being thrice repuifed with the Ioffe of 500 men, re¬ 
treated again into their Country Schoneland y becaufe they heard 
Earl Douglas was tojoyn with the Swedifh Army there. 

Czarneski with his flying Army going into Pomerania , the King 
of Sweden was thereby called away out of Jutland in hafte; fo 
that the Ambaffadours of the Stares General of the United Pro¬ 
vinces. going (aftera fumpruous entertainment by the Duke of 
Eolftem in the Caftle©f Gottorf) Sept. 13. towards Flen$bourg y t o 
meet with him,; he was gone ere they were aware ; (the King of 
Denmark arriving abcutthe fame time, from Jutland , at Coppenba- 
guen y having left Fredericks-Ode .and Fuenen in a good pofture of 
defence J but the Swedifh King left his affairs in Jutland tabs 

carried 
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carried on by Wrangle $ who commanding bis forcesifiere, kept 
Fredericks Ode ft ill blockt up by Land: ©ut of which, the Dunes 
if S?*/ having made feverall falleys; on Sept. 20th, they made two no- 
U/VSJ< table ones with two whole Regiments $ but they being repulfed 
by the Swede s, they'purfued tfcem till they came under the Canon 
of the place* killing many* and taking divers prifoners. But the 
Kizgof Sweden having fent mangle a Recruit of Foot under Co¬ 
lonel Ferfens Command (with an Order to try if poffible he might 
carry that Famous and ftroogTown & Fonrefie ©f Frederieks-Ode , 
flouted on the water towards the Sound) of^ooonaen, thereby 
to overthrow the ‘Danes defigne, as alfo toconfider which way he 
might fuccefsfully proltcure their expedition into the Me Fuenen y 
or give the Enemy a blow fomewbere elfe $ He* on Q&oberij, 
(having firftcaufed divers experienced Corporalls * by night to 
crawl® upon their hands and feet, ©bferving with all diligence, 
all particulars needfull to fee known about the faid ^place ) cal¬ 
ling a Council of. War, and propounding the Kings intention, 
after many difeourfes of pro and con> they generally Refolved 
to make onfet upon it (the Danes then not dreaming of fuch a 
tiling) in 3 fevcral places at once in the morning before break of 
day: which they doing,and all the Officers and Souldiers behaving 
themfelves wirh Angular Courage, it was in a fhort time, by that 
> oneafiauit (although the Danes difputcd one Bullwark afrer ano¬ 
ther with flout oppofitioD, and making the greateft refinance on 
thofe who gave the Oafet on the Gate, in their Pofts toward it) 
reduced t© the Swedifti King’s obedience, with the Garrifon, 
6 tieut. Colonels, 8 Majors, 2 6 Captains, 27 Lievtenants, 26 
Enfigns, 2 Engineers, 5 * inferiour Officers, 13 ConftabIes,lcc, 
being killed and taken 5 above 2000 common Souldiers were al¬ 
fo taken prifoners, befides thofe that efcaped into the Boggs ^ and 
1100 of the inferiour Officers and common Souldiers (lain 5 
33 Colours, with 4 Standards of Dragoons, being likewife taken. 
The Swedes had killed in the a&ion, 1 Adjutant Gen. 1 Capr. of 
horfe, 1 Corporal, 19 Troopers : and of the foot, 1 Lieut. Col. 
4 Capt. 1 Lieutenant, 2 inferiour Officers, 44 commonSouldicrs, 
with a great many wounded. Rix Marfhall Bilie the Dane car¬ 
ried himfelf fo valiantly in that afTault,that he had divers wounds 
in his head 5 but feeing all to be loft, he retreated with the Lord 
Jiockt ?, a Danifh Privy Counfcllour, into the little Sconce, whi¬ 
ther alfo raoft of the Officers were gone, hoping to get over the 
water to Fuenen 5 but the contrary wind blowing hard, he was 
forced to yield himfelf up like the reft, at diferetion. 

After this, the King of Sweden thinking it expedient aad need- 
full to undertake a defign fuitable to she prefect Neceffitics, call¬ 
ing his chief Officers to Kiel to confer with them there 5 himfelf 
departing from rnfmar in Pomerania , Jan. 5.1*57, arriving at Kiel 
on the9th day: the refult of whole ferious deliberation with

But in orabout October before, the renetians loft again the Iffe 
ot Tenedos to tne Turks, though not without ruinetotheConque- 
6 ^^njleet being gone from the faid Ifland to take 

tn frefh water ; the Turk s Fleet took opportunity to land there a 

greac body of men, who prefently fetting upon the Fore of Tene. 
dos by florin, were in the firft attempt repulfed; but they preoa- 
paring fora new Onfet, and being numerous, the Fenetitn Garri- 
ion working a Mine under the Fort, difpofed their powder thcre-

k) About the fame time, 1500 Dunes made an Incurfion into Bre- 
rnemerden. , hoping thereby to have relieved Bremerwerden v but 
the Swedes refolutely playing their parts thereabouts, made good 
the fiese, rendring all the Danes enterpnfe frmtlefTe, both touch¬ 
ing Bremerwerden, and other places in that Country. Eggefick 
theGovcrnour of Bremerwerden keeping m very ciofe,after cue at- 
tempt made upon the Bthlemer Sconce; from whence they were 
repelled by the Swedifh Garrifon, with great lefle. 

But while the King of Sweden was thus ftragghng with the 
Dane, moft inhumane cruelties and perfections wereaded by the 
Papifts and their party in Poland, againft the Protefiants : The nrft 
City which they Ter upon being Lefna, whither many Prote- 
ftants had come for filter* there being three Congregations of 
them, to wit, the Polonian, Bohemian, German. They intended 
to have put all to the fword therein $ but the Citizens having no¬ 
tice of their coming, left the City and all their wealth behind 
them, fleeing thorow Woods and boggs into Silefia . The enemy 
entring the City, found none but aged and bed-rid perfens,whem 
they barbaroufly flew, and after plundring the City, burned it to 
a {foes. In other places alio they cruelly murdered divers Mmi- 
fiers, and people of all ages and fexes. ■ . . 

Before the taking of Fuenen y the Swedifh King being m Fernery 
ma,he was intent upon making new ieavies to oppofe the proceed¬ 
ings of the Poles under Czarneski , who had then removed the War 
out ©f Poland , to their doors 5 for 400© Poland Troopers fording 
the River Oder , and plundring Dowen, not far from Stettin, let it 
on fire. Part of the forces in Holfiein being alfo fent for by the 
King to oppofe the Polanders. 

The King of Poland having had a Treaty with the Ele&our ol 
Brandenburg -, it was brought to an iffuc; which was, That he 
could be no further prevailed with by the King, than to ftand 
Neutral betwixt the Poles and Swedes . . 

About the monethof December, an Ambafiadour coming to 
Ccnftantinoplt, from the. King of Per ft a, with agallant Train, n *e 
prefently went to his audience3 and at the making of hss 1 rop - 
fition, he drew out his Shabel, faying. That in cafe tne Grand 
Seignior would nut reftore the leffer Babylon, and make iatistaction 
for the Merchants goods which the Turks rofeb’d, and the capti¬ 
vated PerfianSi which (during the Treaty of peace) were carrie 
away into flavery by his Subjeds5 then in his King’s Name he de¬ 
clared War There was no anfwer followed hereupon, but b t 
the Ambafiadour and the chiefs of his Train being caft into pn- 
fonj his head was prefently after fevered fr«» his body. *>tna- 
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the Turks being furc of War with the Perjtans, there was to be 
but one Camp let out with the Turk’s great Enfign, aeainft the

fu PP Iy recruits, and to have a watchful! eye upon the MeCnvita, 
who then fpake in Thunder to the Turkifh Monarchy bv their 
warltque threatenings. Before which time, the fen of the Grand 
Vifier being enraged at the death of his father, f ware. He would 
be revenged on the grand Signior himfelf, and ail that counfelled 
him to put his Father to death. Wherefore he tiling Upin rebel 
lion, an'd making nofmall difturbanoe, fame advifed, that he 
might be endeavoured to be appealed by favourable promotions- 
but others liked not that, becaufe of giving encouragement to 
others in the like cafe. 

But the Jefuits who had been expelled from the City and Ter 
ritories of Vemet thefpaee of 50 years, were re-admitted again 
by the Senate s authority, upon the Pope’s felicitation; for which 
he thanked them by his Nuntio. 

The nhs haying taken the City ofewite fram the Swedes 
tncKing of Sweden about this time retook it again 5 

- In *be moneth of January, the English furprized doo Spar.Urds 
in Jam*,,* Ifland, who had hid themfelvcsameng the Thickets 
and bufhes, feme whereof were flain, fame taken prifoners j and 
lome other Spaomtts fleeing away in a ftmll Veffcll towards 
Cuba. 

About February, wrangle was appointed Proteaour of the 
Dukedomeof Bremen. 

And about the moneth of April, the King 0 f Spain bent his mind 
above all other affairs, upon the attaining ©f Portugal, which he 
intended to fet upon with an Army in four Bodies. And to this 
end, the Nobility were preparing to attend him. The grand Stan- 
dard which ufed to be kept in the City of Soria, being brought 
forth for that Expedition - which was principally undertaken* 
upon a fuppofal {their King being deceafed) of difeontenrs and 
divifiocs in Portugal, 

Bat Count tJMagnus de la Gar die (who governed the Province of 
Liefland for the King of Sweden ) being defirous to revenge the inva-, 
flon which the Mufcovites had made the year before into that 
Country, caufed 3000 men to be drawn out of the Army there 5 
and entring into the Mrfcovite 3 s Country, laid near 100 Villages 
in afhes, put 2000 men to the fword, took Befur, a place betwixt 
tDorpt and Plotzko , which was the place of the Magazine for 
Arms and Ammunition^ and fet fire on the Town. Whereupon 
the Mufcovites being provoked, a body of them purfued the Swe- 
difh as they were returning with their booty, which being rc-in- 
torced by an addition of 2000 Germans, it came to an Encounter j 
but the Swedes being ftrengthened by fome forces, fcnc them by 
the Governour ©f gevell, got the better, forcing the enemy to re¬ 
tire mdiforder, leaving 6oo men dead on the place, and 400 
taken prifoners. With the lofle of one Colonel, and about 6 ® 
Kkkk 2 horfe, 
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horfe to the Swedes. This fell out in April, 1657. About which 
o?Chr!ft 3 time, the mouth of Mount ^£tna in Sutlie (now called Mungihal) 
to lift.* foamed up an unheard of, and moft ftupendicus quantity ot fire, 
1/VN ' covering tbelfland with afhes. 

But that which in O&ob. 1657, made things run to an extre¬ 
mity in Porfaga/, was the exceffive Demands of the States Gene- 
ralof the United Provinces, by their Gemini Stoners, from that 
Kingdom : who in their Treaty at Lishotae, (demanding pofftffion 
of the Realm of Angola, and the Ifle of S. Thomas 5 alfo free 
Commerce in and with Braple 5 fome millions of money, and 
23000 Cheftsof Sugar, to be delivered in Amfierdam at the King 
of Tortuga? s charge) fet an end to all hope of any good by treating: 
For thole particulars being denyed them, a War was begun with 
Portugal , the Dutch Fleet d en lying thereabout to watch for their 
Brafile Fleet: whofe Comnuffioners returned to make report unto 
their Superiours. * 

But Czarneski with 8000 Polifh horfe entriog in the fame Q&o- 
ber into Tomerama, wafted that part of it which belonged to the 
Swede 5 and advancing as far as betwixt Stetin and Anklam, they 
dealt moft barbaroufly with the Inhabitants: yea they came to 
^Anklam it felf, where they burnt the Horfe-Mills, ( alfo a fecond 
time before Stettik, confirming and burning down all to the 
ground thereabouts)' and had not the overflowing of the River 
Fein hindred, they would have made a farther fpoyl and pre- 
i gre/Te ; whereupon they returned back again.into the March : and 
eheKing of Sweden being then thereabouts, collecting his forces 
to oppofe them 5 (his meifbeing mightily encouraged by the un¬ 
expected news «f the taking Fredericks Ode) they hearing the King 
was drawing an Army together, went back again over the Oder. 
Czarneski afterwards returning into Poland: 

About November, the Portugal Forces having rendezvouzed at 
Elvat, notonely paffed the River of Guadiana but coming be¬ 
fore Moron, after four dayes fiege, conftrained the Goveraour to 
furrender it upon Capitulation: which news moved the King of 
Spain, in regard it was provided with all neccflaries for a long 
liege, and might have held out, till relief had been brought by the 
Duke-of San Germano, the Spanifh General. 

.. But at Conpantinople all means was ufed to intercede for the fif- 
facks,t hat they might be reconciled to the Crown of Poland 5 where 
likewife wariique preparations both for Sea and Land were then 
eagerly followed. Then were the Perpans alfo ftirringagainft the 
Turks 1 whofe Land-forces were to a& againft themj (if they could 
not either make a cefTation of arms with them, or find out fome 
other way for accommadation, which they defired) wherefore 
they then block: up Lemnos, which being redneed, their Land- 
forces might be employed either againft the Ter pans, or fome other 
parts. But the Venetian Commander in Lemnos ftoutly behaving 
himfclf, repuifedthe Turks in 15 aflauits; yet the Turks atlaft 
taking thefaid Ifland of Stalimene or Lemnos, fen: thither a Garri- 
fen of 10000 men. . . ~ A 
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A little after which, theAuprian Court at Vienna refolved to 
proclaim the Yim^oiSweden for an open enemy, and to publifh Anno l f& 
open war againft him. * 6 f ^ 

Philip the 4th King of Spain being aged, and aimoft beyond ex- Ursrii 
pe&acion, having a young Prince, his Son and Heir, born unto 
him in November , 1657* Bonefires were caufed to be made 
throughout all the Spanijh Dominions : all Officers being to pei> 
form that folemnity in the moft magnificent manner. 

But the Poles continuing their Leaguer before Riga, the Gover- 
BOur Helmpeld, Jan. 12.1^57, aflaulted the befieger’s well forti¬ 
fied Leaguer with about 6000 men on the other fide of the Duna*, 
and fuccefsfully fealing it, he took 20 Coiours, with all the Ar¬ 
tillery and baggage, and 200 prifoners; among whom were ma¬ 
ny Polith Lords, and perfonsof note$ Col. wigand their Com¬ 
mander was flain, with divers other Colonels, and 1800 com¬ 
mon Souldieryilfo killed on the place. The Conquerours finding 
fuch ft ore of provifions and vi&uals there, that the Inhabitants 
of the City were two dayes in carrying of it away* fo that 
the pde% Leaguer was wholly ruined, and thofe of %tga fet free 
again. 

In or about February after, the Auprians and Poles going up 
further into the Country 0 iPrjtfia, committed great outrages and 
infolencies in the Biftioprick of Ermland. They feized on Newark 
by treaehery of a Popith Burgomafter 5 and afterwards the Caftie 
Brazian. Butthofeef Tkoren having a defign, fallyed out upon 
the Poles, killing many, and taking a number of prifoners, with 
4 field-pieces, and much Ammunition. 

A little before which time, all the people of Naples being dif- 
Gonrcnced, as not likifig the Spanifh Government, 8000 Bandits 
were on foot in that Kingdom, their Leaders being of great Fami¬ 
lies ; fo that, the Tower of Annuneiado was fold to be raken, and 
three garrifons put to the fword. But the Vice-Roy took two Bi- 
fhops which were among the Bandits, as alfo a man difguifed in 
womans cloaths, who privately carrying a Poniard to ftab the 
faid Vice-Roy, intended thereupon to have raifed a Tumult. And 
rheie Bandits continuing tr.eir rebellion,one C apt. Ma?teh’i about 
Jan. meeting with a party of them, purfued and took 20 of them, 
cutting off their heads $ the reft taking Sanctuary in a houfe at 
Pazano, long defended chemfelves : but at length they being con¬ 
ftrained to yield, were fenc prifoners to Bata Caftie. After which, 
the Vice-Roy feet a Body of forces toward Salerne and La Poville, 
to endeavour the hindering of the faid Bandits from encrcafing 
their Troops thatway; for they were grown very infoient and 
audacious, being encouraged by hopes of fuccour the next Spring 
out Of France. 

Bor the Swedes having taken not onely Fuenen, but Langland, 

Laland, pbalper, and Zealand, from the Danes ; infomuch, that 
their forces were every where defeated and reduced under the 
S wedifti pov^er 5 the two Kings came unto a Treaty of Peace 5 in 

which i 
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. which, Englifh Agents (the Danifh King having accepted of the 

3 Pfotefiour’s mediation) and French, with fome Plenipotentiaries 
w i£t 7 of the Danifh Rix-Senatours, (ail others being excluded) were to 
L^'VNJ' mediate. But the Danifh King being reduced to a defperate con¬ 
dition, tne agreement was made by the mediation of an Englifh 
Envoy, whom the faid King prevailed with to inrerpofe: the 
King of Sweden giving but 24 hours parley ; and it was dene,upon 
very advantagious conditions on theSwedifh K'ng’s fide 5 as alfo 
fome what for his Father in law, the Duke of Holftein. This Peace 
was concluded betwixt them, on Febr. 27. 1657. 

On Febr. 20th, there began a Polifh Convocation in warfovia, 
where many Senators appeared. A main Propofition there made, 
being concerning a Treaty of Peace with Sweden $ which if it 
could not be obtained, then means was to be refolved on for pur- 
fuance of the War, and to make a League with the United Ne- 
therland Provinces; and an agreement with thc£ofacks , for a 
eeffacion of Arms. The Senators then took an Oath, not to re¬ 
veal any of their Confulrarions. The Gentry like wife complai¬ 
ned much againft thequartering of the tAujirian forces, and the 
maintaining of their own Souldiers: for whom moneys were to 
be raffed* There was alfo another Propofition concerning the 
toleration of the Proteftant Religion 5 which the Gentry admit¬ 
ted, (though the Clergy accepted not of it) declaring, That the 
Augustine and Reformed Religion fhould be tolerated, but not the 
Socinian. They alfo refolved againft the Clergies Proteftaiion, 
which would have no peace with Sweden , accepting of the Trench 
mediation therein. Then alfo the Commander of the Austrian 
forces defiring an Gath of fidelity to be made to him in the King 
of Hungary $ name, in the City of Cracow* the States of Poland 
were much offended. 

There was likewife about this time, a meeting of the Clergy in 
Plunders, to raife money for the King of Spain : The Bifhop ex¬ 
horting them, faid, There was great neceffity, that a fum fhould 
be yearly raffed to profecute the War againft the Englifh and 
French ; alledging, that the Enemies aymed chiefly at the Cler- 
gie’s revenues ; they being then upon the hazard of iofing all: all 
which might be prevented. Their Affembiy brake up divers 
times : at whofe firft meeting, many of them declared, they be* 
ing poor, had nothing to gives which being known to the 
contrary, they afterward contributed, and fubfrribed large 
fums. 

But fomething not altogether inconfiderable, comes to be rela¬ 
ted out of the Baft-Indies, the ftate of the great Mogol 5 who there 
deceafing, in 1657, the Indians loft fucha pretious treafure in 
him that was fo wife and fortunate, that they defpaired of ever 
feeinga Succeflourto his Virtues ; yet he lived to the age of 73 
years.- who leaving behind him four fons, (and being v by every 
one a grandfather) they were all fomewhat equally ballaneed in 
power, (by a divifion of that vafte Empire, into a kind ofTctrar- 
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chy) being onely fubordmate to their father while he Jived :. Net. 
ther could the right of primogeniture extend the eldeft his Donii- « ? chdft * 
nions any farther, than by thefword, which was then like to be to 
?he Arbitrator;; fo that ^whatever was. done by the* three Elder U/VXJ 
brothers, the diftance of the place, and difficulty of paftage had 
then denyed intelligence to thofe of Surrat: but ijMorat Bux, the 
younger, baying crowned himfelf king of Guzarat, his Seat being 
at Abmadwad, fa great City too miles from Surrat), fent in 0 <fto- 
ber, or about the beginning of Novemb. 1657, an Army under 
an Eunuch’s command to reduce Surrat Caftle, it being of very 
confiderable ftrength,and commanding the beft Port of his Domi¬ 
nions, befides a treafure of above 200000 1. fteriing therein • bur 
the Governour refufing to deliver it to any but ‘Horroskokore the 
Eldeft, wno was King of Deliy , the Eunuch clofc befieging the 
fame, and working three Mines under the brink of the Moat, he 
fprang one of them, Decemb. 20, blo wing up 60 yards of the out¬ 
ward wail; which altnough it would have little advantaged hits, 
fhad the Souldiers continued rcfolute) yet the frights of danger, 
and proaiifed indempnity, made them conftrain the faid Gover- 
npar tofurrenderit,E>ecemb. the4th after, (though on honou¬ 
rable terms, and after much. Ioffe to the befiegers) That divifion 
having almoft put an end to the Tradeof Surrat. 

About the latter end of 1^57, the M^fcovitesrcumiaing about 
Jemma^ which they had befieged from the middle of Febr. before, 
with between 5 and tfooojnen 5 M. G. Ham, Go vernour of in- 
germanland, approaching with but 800 men, aad four'pieces of 
Gannon,took from them tjie Fort of Kakelwerck, putting 1 ©o Mus¬ 
covites to the fword therein .* whereupon, the main body drawing 
off from before Jemma, he had opportunity to put Ammunition, 
Vi<&uals,and frefh men into that Town, without any ©ppeficion 
of the enemy. 

The Cofacks and Tartars about the fame time made an agree¬ 
ment. Peace alfo between the Heufes of Ottoman and Actftriaw as 
confirmed : and it Was hoped th eCofsacks and Poland would agree 
alfo. And likewife that a Peace would be made between Poland 
and Sweden ; For the Treaty in order to a compofure went ©n in 
April, 1658, betwixt their Commiflioners 5 the fuccefle of a fair 
conclufion being very probable : which thing not a little alarmed 
the great Duke of Mufcovy, who was very a<ftive to profecute his 
defign, fearing thofe two Kings reconciliation might prove pre- 
judieiall to him 5 who fent an Expreffe to the Polifh King, to de¬ 
mand an execution of the Treaty heretofore made at rilna be- 
twixtthem, particularly that point refpe&ing the Muscovite' s el¬ 
deft fon’s fucceffioa te the Crown of Poland: whereby the Polifh 
king apprehending, that the Mufcovite did but feek a pretext for 
War, he therefore ordered one part of his forces to obferve the 
motion of the Mufcovites, 

But Qzarneski, (who was then made Cracovian Palatine in the 
room of Miskowsky deceafed)was to have his Rendezvous Apr, 20,

Two or three moneths before this* the Turks were rtfore enra¬ 
ged agaiaft Chriftians in the City of Jerufaletn, than formerly, 
demanding of them and their Merchants double Cuftome 5 threat- 
ning to turn them out* and lead them Captive* if they would net 
pay* and not fuffering any Chriftians to come thither 5 which 
perplexed-thepoor Chriftians there very much 5 the Guardian 
having defire&zo moneths time to fend the religious people into 
Chriftendom to gather Alms. 

Butin the fame moneth of April, 1658, 8©o foot Souldiers out 
of Polonifh Regiments pafling over the River Weyfsel about Dir- 
fbaw, with intent ro take poft in a Sconce not far from the Village 
Lifsaw, and fo to invade the great Werder: Prince Adolph fum- 
mon ing all the horfe and foot to be had in Elbing and Hooft, would 
forthwith have enceuntred them : But the Bndgbeing fomewhat 
damnified by the high water,hc was hindered; fo that the enemy 
had time to fortifie themfelves with'feme Paiifadoes; but as 
foonas the Swedifh got ©ver,they advanced before the faid Sconce 
of L/JW* which the Polifh (though they made ftrong ©ppofition, 
after L. Col. Flaw the Governor was kilted, his forces that entred 
therein i2£ files,beiEg diminifhed to £5, arid all provifion cut off 
from the other fide) within few dayes vfere forced tofurrender it, 
Apr. 21, upon diferetion* with all the Men, Canons* and Ammu¬ 
nition that was left. Saphid was coming to relieve the fame* but 
hearing it was yielded, he retreated back again. 

CMay 4th after* 1^58, the French* with fome Englifh afiifting 
them, had a defeat in attempting toTurprize Of end in Flanders, 
by a Plot laid with two Burgomafters, and fome others within the 
Town, on tSpindeler, a Colonel,banifhed formerly.out of Flanders, 

. being to be a chief a&or in the bufinefte* who was indeed their 
betrayer. The time being come, and all figns of a furrender gi¬ 
ven, the Govcrnour being pretended to be flain, See. between 
9 and 10 inthe morning,the new Tideferving, Marshal TfAumont 
going in, in Veffels, with between 6 and 700 men, the fmall foot 
and great guns alfo now firing apace, they were conftrained to 
yield themfelves prifeners: fome, endeavouring to run afhoar on 
the Contribution fide, being killed by the horfe there on purpefe 
placed. Of the Englifh that went to ayd the Marihal in his land¬ 
ing, were taken prifoners no men 5 of the Sea-men that went 
afhoar there being but four wanting. 

A little before the fame time, the King of Sweden fummoning 
an Afi'eiably of all the Provincial! Governours of Sweden, with 
moft of the Bifhops, and a Deputy from each City ro Gottenburgh i 
Ro[enhi*n (they being met) Commander of Stockholm, opened thd 

Aftembly 
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Aflembly with an elegant Oration, being followed therein by the 

other Deputies, congratulating the King touching the profperous 
fuccefle of his Arms: and before May 17, we find him gone from to ttfr. * 
0 ottenburgh, having obtained of the Eftates of his Realm all that 
he demanded of them : particularly, a Levie of 14000' men for 
fecuring of Pomerania. In the mean time, M. G .Jephfon the En- 
glifh Envoy, arrived at Berlin, where was the Elc<ft©ur of Bran¬ 
denburg hi? Court, as alfo an Ambafladour from the Lantgravebf 
Hepni The firft incimaring thus much, Thar he who fhould be 
, UQ enemy to the King of Sweden,\f lould alfo be fo to the Lord Pro¬ 
testor. The others Commiflion Teeming to tend to the fame effed* 
which was,To endeavour a hindcrance of Jealoufie and difference 
(crept in between the faid King and Eiedour) from breaking out; 
and that a good underftanding and conftant friendfhip might be 
on both (ides preferved. For then in the faid EIeaour»s Domi¬ 
nions, divers Magazines were to be crewed, a great quantity ©f 
provifion being to be brought together ro that effed: he alfo lea- 
vied great forces, his defign being not at firft known ; but in July 
after, it was apparent, That between the King of Sweden and the 
Ele^our, was nothing intended but open h©ftility ; this laft,p«b- 
lifhing a Manifeflo of the grounds of his proceedings, in keeping 
his Army together, and, levying more forces, &c. who having 
defired the Swedifh King both by Writing and Ambaffages,Tbat 
the pretended Quarrel! betwixt the .King of Poland and Sweden 
might be byfair means la id a fide 5 r proffering on his part all pof- 
ftble means conducing thereunto: Alfo hecarneftly endeavouring 
to procure ju&fatisfa&ion from the Polite King, who thereupon 
(hewed himfeif inclinable and defirousof peace, (the Ambaflb- 
dours of the Electoral Colledg &tF rank ford being, at the time of 
his Manifcfcs jpublitttmg, with the Swedite King, about laying’ 
afide of Cdmroverfies, and obferving the. Inftrumentof Peace, 
and other'wayes by him ufed: Yet his Ambaftadours were coorfty 
ufed, contrary to the Laws and Guftoms of Nations, nor befoi 
admitted to audience, though they had his Letters of Credences 
but rather- were bid to be gone, to his great difgrace 5 adding 
thereto great threatening*; for execution whereof, an Army then 
ftood on his Frontiers 5 .and thar,unkfTe God turn’d it away, he 
muftlook either fora hidden furprize, or a moft deftruStiveho- 
ftilc march-through the Empire arid his Territories. The faid 
Duke of Brandenburg therein alfo charging ftri&ly all his Sub¬ 
jects to quit their warlique fervice out of the Empire, and ro re¬ 
turn eitherrtotheir own homes,or come to him or his Army with¬ 
out delay, upon forfeiture of all that ever they had, whether 
moveables or unmoveables. 

But before this time it was perceived by prudent men, that the 
Auftrians ufed all manner of promifes and fhifts to the King oiPo¬ 
land, to continue the division between Sweden and Poland, doing 
what they could to obftru& the mediation of Frame for an accom¬ 
modation; whereupon spoft of the Polite Eftates*chiefly the Praf- 
till ‘ fian*

The Dutch Fleet having a defjgn to bring relief into Copenhagen-, 
O&ob. 27 coming almolt within Cannon (hot of Delfwge- Caftle, 
fearing its reach, held the Coaft of Scbonen , and being come up 
together with a favourable wind* went by the Caftle, being fain¬ 
ted from thence with two Cannons, and the Swedifti Fleet gaining 
up to them, after eight in the morning the Fight began, and cen- 
tihued three hours. Admiral Wrangell for feme time defending 
himfelf againft fix Dutch fhips, at length (with a little damage) 
bearing towards the (hoar: the other Swedifh fbips/the while;

But in the Gulph of Venice, in a Ship fayling to Venice,where¬ 
in were Turkifb and ^Armenian paffengers 5 the envy of the Cap¬ 
tain and the reft increasing againft two Englishmen, Febr.23 and 
29, becaufe they eomplyed not with them in their words and ex¬ 
ample, fo that they were denyed the Cook-Room to dreffe their 
provifion, and threamed to be fet afhoar on fome Ifland 3 and one 
of them by the Captain threatned,:when they came to Venice, to 
be burnt 3 the next day early in the morning, March 1.1*57, fire 
was rained down into the (hi p 5 which not onely fplit part of the 
top-Maft, burning holes in the fayls 5 but flew three on the Deck 
(befidcs divers wounded): then it went down twice under Deck 
like the noife of a Cannon, the Scuttles being {but, and (as if the 
(hip was fired) flew one Turk, and an Armenian 5 wounding 
others: Great was the peoples cry 5 it being obfervable, That of 
five Nations, one of a fort was cut off. 

In France divers Proteftanrsof eminency returning from Cha- 
renton to &r*r,_the Boat-breaking in two, were drowned 3 moftof 
60 being loft, of whom was the Chancellour’s fon of Poland, and 
both the fbns of the WiMcpkdsdeClerambant, in 1*53. There dyed 
alfo in France, the Archbifhopof Paris, about the end of 1/53, 
being 70 years of age. The King ef the Romans, fon to the Ger¬ 
man Emperour, in 1654, June 29, about midnight. Alfo the 
Grand Cham of Tanary the fame year.

Alfo the Duke of 
c Monthazon, who lived in four King’s Reigns, being an old Soul¬ 
ier, and aged %y years of age, dyed in or about Oftober follow¬ 
ing. Katherine Dutchefs of joyeufe, Febr. 25. 1*55, at Paris. 

Like wife Pope Innocent the 1 oth,ia whofe room was chofe Alexan¬ 
der the 10th. Cardinal Sachetti , who had flood twice for the 
Popedome, being then made Secretary of the Congregation of 
the Council 3 andSieur Bonelli Governourof the City oiRome.

ancient Geographers; and Poets, Orators, and 
fefnfl IgS® Hifiorians (who learned the pares of the World's 
Ml filiation from them,) have deferibed onely thofe 

Lands which they knew, and which they judged 
habitable, - We profefle, that many places were 
to them unknown ; and thofe which they believed 
were forfaken either through heat or cold, we know are inhabited 
in many places. There are fix general Parts of the World : the 
ArBique or North; ^4 ntarBique or South; Europe, Africa, 
called the old parts, becaufe they were known to the Ancients, 
and America, (comprehending under it CMagellanica) called the 
New World, becaufe newly difeovered within this two hundred 
years. 

To the « ArBique belong, i. The Countrey under the North 
Pole, unknown. 2. Greenland , which lying at 80 degrees of 
Latitude, bears grade and green herbs, from whence alfo it took 
its name. 3, Newland, 4. Iceland, which is now fubjed: to the 
King of Denmark . 5, Nova Zemla, (which though it be four de* 

grees more Southerly than Greenland ; yeric is altogether naked* 
and without pafiure, an lfland {linking with fieih-devGufing 
beads) with the Hyperborean Se a, aad two Narrow Seas, Waygaz> 
and Davis, whereof the one is more Eafterly, the other bending 
more to the Well. 

To the AntatBique are to be referred thofe vaft Countries,which 
lying under the South Pole* are longly and largely extended 
through the col^, temperate, and torrid Zone : where not onely 
A a a a a Peter 
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Peter Ferdinand a Spaniard preached bur alfo arc commendable 
for the confticution of the Ayre and foyl, and largeneffe of 
cquaEzing Europe and Africa taken both toge¬ 
ther. 

Botthedtfpo&re and order of the other four parts is on this 
wife 5 Afia is to the Eaft,to which Africa is joyned from the South, 
and partly alfo to the Weft. Europe is joyned to Afta from the 
Weft and North. America , a little farther toward the Weft 
and laftly, CMagellanica , dire&ly toward the South. In all parts 
of the World are to be confidered, firft, their bounds towards the 
climates, and h a diftin&ioa from other neighbouring parts ; af- 
ter thai> their chief accidents: Ami laftly jtfteir natural portion.?, 
to wit, the chief Mountains, Seas and Rivers. 

E UROPE (which is thought to have taken its name from Euro - 
pa a Tyrian ; whom fome make the daughter of Agenoryo thers 
of p ha nix 5 others, a Nyffipfc of the Ocean* as the Poets in their 
fables; is reckoned the firftatBong the parts of the World, both 
becaufe we mhabifir, and (cme chief Geographers have inhabi¬ 
ted therein 9 alfo becaufe it fsffiore manured than other parts,and 
bccaufeic is more famous for the warlike deeds of the CMacedo- 
nians and Romans . It is partly Northern, partly Weftern, be¬ 
tween the Tropkk of Cancer and the Pole Artique. Irs longitude 
begins from the utmoft part of S pain and the Atlamkk Ocean,and 
ends at the River Thanais , now called Afiavr. But that length of 
Europe is limited by fome to 60 degrees, to one of wbtebfpaffing 
thorow the midft of Europe ) do anfwer almofi 10 German miles. 
Others have computed Europe’s longitude from the River Tba* 
nais to Herculesfinite to continue 7 60 German miles. But others 
mcafure the length thereofby fewer miles, to wit, from the City 
(fompopella to Conftantinople, which is 600 German miles. But 
from its latitude, that is, irona South to North, accordmgro moft, 
is contained onely 44 degrees, beginning from Sicilie, where the 
Elevation of the Pole is So degrees, even to that region of the 
North in which the elevation of the Pole is 80 degrees: fo that 
Europe hath 46 o (ferman mites in breadth 5 and fo it is longer than 
broader. But others extend its breadth to 54 degrees,t© wit,from 
Sicilie even to the very North Pole it feif. It is alfo bounded aU 
moft oaevery fide with the Sea. FromtbeEaft which lyeth to 
,-Afta, it is bounded with the jEgean Sea, likewife with the Euxine 
Sea, with Moeotis fence, and the River Thanais. From the Weft: 
it is terminated with the Atiantick ftraitor narrow Sea. From 
the South, with the Mediterranean and Hercules firait. From 
the North it is bounded with the Brittain Sea 5 but now others fhue 
up Europe with the utmoft bounds of the Icie Sea. Europe falls 
into the 4th and 9th Climate, between 10 and 20 Parallels. It 
is the leaft of all parts of the World ; yet the moft worthy part: 
which its excellency depends, 1. On the temperature of the ayr. 
2. On the fruitfulnefte of all things. 3. From tfcie endeavour of 
~ -- ' tillage. 
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Tillage, which is here greater then in others. 4. From its popii- 
loufneflc. 5. From the ftudy of Mechanick Arts: for there are 
more cunning Workmen and Archite&s j n Europe, , than in any 
other part bl the World. From the ftudy of liberal! Art/, 
which both in refpea of Languages, and alfo of Difciplines, do 
more riouriih in Europe 5 fo that in no part of the World more fa¬ 
mous books arc written and fet forth, Schools do no where more 
ilourifh, than in Europe. Seventhly, From its Empires, which 
are no where greater and famoufer than in EUROPE - and 
fo from its Jufticc or Right, Difcipline or Government, and Laws. 
Eighthly and laftly, fromChrifts Religion, which is no where 
more frequently and freely preached and profefl'ed than there 
And Pliny long ago faid, Europe was the nourifher of the Conquer- 
ing people of all Nations, not to be compared to Afu , and Africa 
mbignefle, but in venue : h\ Countries are partly Continents 
partly Pen-infulas or a]moft Iflands, and Iflands. The Countries 
that ate Continents, are Spain, France, Germany, Italy, Sclavonics, 
Cjreecey Hungary , ‘Poland , with Lituania, and Borufcia , Raffia, un¬ 
der which is contained CWufcovy,or whire Rufia. It’s PeninfuJa: 
are chiefly Norway, Swethland, Gothland . The Iflands in the Oce¬ 
an, are England and Scotland , Ireland . In the Mediterranean Sea, 
SjCtly t Sardinia $ Cor pea, Creet , at this day called Candy, Majorica 
Illand, and Minorica. Kingdomesin Europe , are chiefly Ten, 1. 
The Spanijh. 2. The Engltfh, under which are the Scottifh and 
Irijb-y now having changed the name of Kingdowc into a Prote- 
dtourfhip. 3. The Danifh, under which is Norway. 4. The 
Swedifb, under which is the Gothifh. 5. The ‘Po Ionian. 6 . The 
Hungarian . 7. The Bohemian. 8. The German^ 9. The French. 
To which may be added the Italian, although (at this day) it fail 
Hot under the name of a Kingdome. But ihe head of Europe was 
once called Rome toward the Weft, bur Con)antimple toward the 
Eaft 5 whence fome think the Romane Emperour fcts a two headed 
Eagle in his Arms 5 to wit, that one may look toward the Eaft,«to 
Conflantinople 5 the other toward the Weft, to Pome. Tongues 
throughout Europe are efpecialiy three. The Roman with the ft*- 
lians, French, and Spaniards . The Teutonick, among the Helveti¬ 
ans, (jermans , Bavarians, Swedes, Norwegians, Danes, EngUfh, and 
moft of the Belgiansor Low-Countries. The ScUvonian in Scla* 
vonia, Polonia, Bohemia, Hungary. Bat all particular Countries 
have divers Dialers in their own Tongue, and in fome places 
.Languages arc heard, whereof there is no commerce or agree¬ 
ment with others; as in Britain, Armorica , Navarre, &c. The 
Seas of Europe are three, 1. The Ocean. 2. Th<2 Mediterranean 
Sea, which beginning from the outmoft part of Spain, about the 
Iflands Cades, is carried from the Weft, through the South into 
the North, where afterward it is called the Euxine^Se a, although: 
fome may think the Mediterranean to flo w from the Buxine-Sea , 
Laftly, the third Sea of Europe $ is the BolHck , which beginning 
from the Danifh Heilcfpont, and the City Lubeck, is extended 
A a a a a 2 about 
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about an hundred and fifty Miles between Saxony, Pomerania 
S wet bland, Borujlia, Livonia, and the oppofite ftiores ot Denmark, 
and Finland, even to wiburg toward the Eaft. The chief Rivers 
of Europe, are Danubiut, which extends it felf to 300 Germane 
Miles, and rifing fix Miles above Tubinge, receiving fixty {mall 
Rivers into it, poures forth it felf through Germany, Hungary, BuU 
earia,Servia,Thrace, withfeven Mouths into the Euxine Sea. Ano¬ 
ther River is %fiene (feparating France from Germany ) : after that 
{o\iovisAlbis>lfiula,Boryfihenes, Tkamis. The principall Moun¬ 
tains in Europe, arc the Alps, which feperate Germany , and Spain , 
from Italy \ then follow the Pyrenean Mountains, wnich feperate 
France from Spain , likewife the Carpathian Mountains. And let 
thefe things fmffice of Europe in generall: The feituatioo. Riches, 
and commodities of whofefeverall Countries, together with their 
Religion, I {hall (for brevity fake) but onely name. 

B RITT AIN ( which was once called ^Albion, net fo much 
from the fabulous reports of the Grecians, from Albion the 
{on of Neptune 5 butsaccprding to the Latines, ab albis rupibw 3 its 
white rocks feen on the fhoar) is, though not the King, yet Queen 
of I {lands, being the very biggeft in the World, except Java, be¬ 
ing 1835 miles about 5 and is bounded on the South with France 5 
on the North with the Northern Ocean : it was called Brittain ., 
from Brit, fignifying coloured or painted; and Tayn, a Nation; 
(for the Inhabitants were wont to paint their bodies, to appear 
the more fearful to their enemies): Brutus the Trojans coming thi¬ 
ther, and denominating the fame, being not fo well grounded on 
true Hiftory. It is divided into three parts in general 5 England , 
Scotland, and Wales. England (fo named, from the Angles, or £»- 
glijh Saxons enjoying it) is the chief Country of the three, whofe 
head-City, London, is both ancient, as being built by Lud divers 
years before Rome , and alfo populous, and very Merchantable by 
reafon of the fair and fweet frefh River Thames : which by the Seas 
force ebbeth and floweth above 6 q miles into the Land,more than 
any in Europe ; of whofe beautifull Towns, {lately Buildings and 
Gardens about it, a German faid.

Province. Some are conformable to civility, but the Kerns or 
wild Irifb exceeding barbarous. They ate generally ftror g and 
nimble- and will skip over the bogs (of which there aie many) 
without finking, whereas others cannot do fo. The Ay rc being 
Rainy, is moilt and Rheumarick; fo that both inhabitants, as 
well as Arangers, are muJi troubled w th Catarrhs.ano the Blcu- 
dyFIux • It is hilly, Moorifh, and full of W oods, espoled to 
Winds, and many pools,even in the top of the higheft Mountains. 
There is much Cattle, wherefore they abound in Milk, U>ecfe, 
and Buttcritheir Corn isbutfhortand fmalftand through the co d 
winds there blowing, andthe Sunswant ot forcein Autumn, the 
Grapes do not very well Ripen. Yet they neither much fet k (hade 
in Shmmer, nor fire through Winters rigour. Twee are good 
Horles, and light, for that Countries journies, cal.ed Hobbeys 
?ney abound infill., both of Sea and freft. Water; Tne chief 
River being Shennin, Sinei, or Shannon, which runs from Mger, 
two hundred miles, to the Kergivtan Sea, and is Navigable fury 
miles Much Fowl there is, but no Storks, Pits, or Nighim- 
oslcs. Nohuitfull beaftsare there, befides Wolves and Foxes. 
But there is no venemous bead or Serpent at all. Whence one 
hath truly fpoken in her behalf, although fomewhat Heathen, 
nifbly.

It wf s called France 
from the Francones, a people of Germany, who with the Buraun- 
dians and Goths , wrefted it from the Roman Monarchy in its decli¬ 
ning flare: (c-efar after 40 years refinance, having by valour and 
fortune (but more through their owndivifions) brought them un¬ 
der tribute) and dividing it into three parrs amongft them, Char- 
lemaia King of the Francones, or franks, quite ruining the Goths 
Kingdom : his fucceffours by degrees,alaioft nullified the Rurouu- 
rfwaalio; who are now a very populous Nation: over-much 
headlong and rafh in both Martial and Civil affairs, as was ob¬ 
served alfo in C-efar’ s time.

&mongftall the banks that this Nation hath fought both with 
the Englifh, Spaniard,and others: they never had any very fa- 
mou$ Captains befides cbarls the Great; who was (by the Pope’s 
Donative) the founder of the Weftern Empire,and called, One of 
the three Chriftian Worthies: and alfo Henry the 4th, their 
King, in whofe modern valour France glorieth. 

France , its Riches (befides Tariis the Metropolis, which draws 
to it moft of the Silver of France, and alfo much from Italy, Spain, 
England, Germany, and almoftail Europe) are various, according 
to the divers Provinces thereof; fineFlax, linnen Cloath,Wines, 
Iron, Steel, Serges, Hair-cloath, Qhamlets, Tapeftries, oyl of 
Walnuts, Corn, Cheefe, Woad, Parchment,enamehl works, 
Hoggs, Hotfes, and other Cattle, Hemp, &c. All the feylof 
France being good for fomewhar. Their Religion is of two forts, 
the Romijh and Calvin# -, they of the latter being called Hugonotts, 
from Hugo's gate in Tours, where they firft began, and at which 
they went out to private afiemblies; at whofe firft rife the Ro¬ 
manes began to root them oufcby thefvvord, as they did them; 
(And they maffacring thefe Proteftants three times, at c Merindoll 
in 1545. Chabriers, with whofe young Women and Maids they 
f© inhumanely dealt, that moft dyed fuddenly after. At Paris 
in 1572, more clofely contrived : for, a marriage being folemni- 
zed between Henry of Navarre chief of the Proteftant party, and 
the King’s fifter Margaret , as an aflurance of peace made with the 
Proteftants: at which, the Prince of (fonde, Admiral Coligni, 5 cc.

were delivered within this few moneths, by a high hand. Hence 

comes the Malaga Sack. Sftremedura, having -Portugal on the 
Weft, once called Bteturia, from the River Betts thereto, nigh 
whofe City Merida, Kalita King of the Goths vanquifhing At act 
King of the Alanes and ratals, thefe left their firft footing in 
Spain. Cailicia, having on the Eaft the Afturia’s and Mountainous 
places.like unto them.WhofeCitiesareCewpo^//a,anArchbi(hop'S 
leat, and a Uaiverfity, called S t. Jago, in honour of S. James, whofe 
rcliques are in a Temple, here worfhipped and vifited with incre¬ 
dible zeal and concourfe. Bifcay, fo named from the Kafcones.vtbo 
coming hither, named it Kafcaia, then Kifcata, now Btfcata, was for¬ 
merly called Cantabria-, andlyeth betwixt Caftile, Navarre, and 
jj"0K * whofe ancient Cantabrians defended their liberty, when 
the Romans had fubdued the reft of Spain ; being at laft vanquifoed 
by Aueuftw not without much bloudfhed: for fuch Mountainous 
Countries are alway laft conquered. They differ from the reft of 
Spain, both in language and cuftomes, yielding their bodies, but 
not their purfes to the King, aor fuffering any Btfhop to come 
amongft them, and caufing their women alway (in meetings; to 
drink firft, beeauft Ogno a Counteffe, would have poyioned her 
fon Sancho. In this Province, Hands the City Tbehuje: Alfo Bilbo, 
two miles from the Main, (once Flavtonavta) a Town of great 
Traffique. Out of the hills of this Country arife the two chief Ri- 
vers Iberus and Duerttf, they have excellent Timber for Chips; and 
for its much Iron, called, The Armory of Spain . Toleao the ancient 
f Lal of the Carpentani , is now accounted a part of New and

The old, feituated on the North of 
the new, hath the City Salamanca , for its chiefeft Univerfity : built 
by King Ferdinand the fecond,in 1240, and by Popes edicts, with 
Oxford , Paris, and Bononia, ordained a place ot general ftudy.Ano- 
ther I cannot pafle by, which is Numantia or Soria , where 4000 
withftanding 40000 Romans 14 years ; and at laft, laying all theic 
Armour goods and money upon a pile, burnt it with themfelves 
in the flame.

(yet the Countrty is neither fruttfull nor pleafant) whofe upper 
ltories of houfes without compofition, belong to the Kine Here 
is alfo Cuenca, whofe Monaftery of Laurence built by Philip she II 
is of that magnificence, that no building paft or prefent, is coral 
parabe,hereunto. The name of Cajltle cannot be fetched from 
tne old inhabitants, the Vaccai, Sec . but either from the CafteUani 
once the inhabitants of Catelogne ; or from fomc fortified Caftle 
thereabouts.

X called from the Haven Town Porto, and the Gauls, who’ lan¬ 
ded there with rheir Merchandife. It was formerly named Zwfi, 
tama 1 whofe antient inhabitants were the Omani, Felt ones,- See 
wnofe chief Cky for traffique, is Lisbon, from whenceall che'ZV- 
tugalls let to Sea. It’s faid to befeven miles in com pafle, having 
above 20000 neat houfes, fixty feven Towers and Turrets upon • 
the walls, twenty two Gates on the Sea-flde, and fixreen toward 
tne continent; but Braga is it’s Metropolis ; and Conimbra the Uni- 
verfiry ; whofe Matters made the Commentary on the moft of 
tAriflotle . Philip the fecond of Spain , pretended a right to this 
thrown; and by main force took it and kept it, till the Portuealls 
killing or driving thence the Vice.roy,fec up a King of their own, 
as formerly; fo that, although the Spaniards call (in their Pro¬ 
verb) the Portugals, Pocos y locos, that is, Few and Foolifh, yet they 
were wife enough to free themfelves from under that King* 
power. & 

Faleatia, lying between Caftile, An agon, and Murcia, had its 
iormer inhabitants the ^ASltani, and Baftiani, Sec. in which ftands 
the City Saguntum, but now Movedre ; whole people being befie- 
ged by Hanniball, chofe rather to burn themfelves, than yield; out 
of faithfulinefle to the Romans . Falentia the denominating City 
of the whole Pro vince, heretofore (they fay) named Roma, fignify- 
ingftrength, which the. Romans conquering, called Falentia , ro 
diftinguiih it from Rome, a word equivalent in theLatine to 
m Greek. Herein alfo is the Promontory of Terrariathe refuge of 
Sertorm 1 in his wars againft the old and young Souldicr$, Metellus 
and Pompey . Catelogne or Catalonia, having An agon on the Weft, 

hath its name diverfly and equally probably derived from Gotha- 
Ionia, CafteUani, or Cattalones who dwelt here. A chief City where¬ 
of is Barcelona a ftrong Sea-Town, and Ancient. Perpigna, in the 
County of Ro/illon, which Town and Country was engaged by 
John of Arragon, to the French, hot ^ great mafle of money ; and 
then reflated to tfye King of Spain by Charts the eighth, promifing 
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not to hinder his enterprife of Naples, drone is another City fta; 
ted on the River Batulus, and the Title of the Arragonian Prince. 
Laftly, Arrtgon > limitted Southward with Valentia, Northward 
with Navarre, thorow the very iiiiddeft whereof, Ibertu runs; 
whofe old inhabitants were the Lvccnfes, Jaccetani , and Celtiberi 3 
thefe laft defeending from the Iberians, and the felt* mixr, who 
were the mod puiflant of all Gaule : whence this Nation was cal¬ 
led the ('eltiberi according to the Poet Lucan. Its prefeRt name is 
from Tarragon , a City confined with Catalonia,on the borders here¬ 
of. Herein is the City Lerida, dividing Catelogne from Arragon y 
feituate on the River Cinga , aad an llniverfity. The City Huefcs 
called of old Ofca, may not be forgotten, an antient llniverfity. 
whither Sertorm caufing all the Noblemens Children of Spain to 
be brought, and providing them Greek and Latine School-Ma- 
fters, pretended he did it oncly to fit them for charge in the Com¬ 
mon-wealth ; but indeedit was that they might be his hoftages, 
for their fathers faith and loyalty towards him. All Spain is 
divided at this day into three Governments; Arragon , CaJtiU> 
and Portugall ; and is a Monarchy of a great revenue. . 

Spain, whofe wealth confifts in Wine, Oyl, VVax,Hony, Su¬ 
gar, Saffron, fruits of all forts; in a manner, furnifhing all the 
Northern Regions, efpecially with Olives, Oranges, Lemmons, 
Figs,&c. Silk, Spanifh-wool, ({beep being at firft fent thither, 
out of Glocejlerfhire in England) Quiekfilver. Portugall alfo fends 
forth Silk, Salt and Tonny, which they fifh there, meft comming 
out of the Country of Algarb , whofe chief City and Port Lis - 
bon is, the aboard of all the Merchandife, &c. Naples alfo (be¬ 
longing to Spain, which might hold themfdves as happy as any 
in Europe , if they were not fo oppreffed by Officers) hath abun¬ 
dance of all things; felling to ftrangers great ftore ©f Nuts, and 
Almonds: vending Saffron, Silks, Oyi, Wines, Horfes, Lambs, 
Sheep: Poville furnithing Venice, Sclavonia , and Tufcain , with 
flefh: Calabria fends forth Corail, andthebeft efleemed Manna, 
called in Apothecaries (hops, Manna Calabria. The Ifland of Si¬ 
cily (being a hundred miles, or after Strabo, and Ptdomy 3 a 180. 
miles long) though full o i fire, cafting it out abundantly ; yec 
yields ftore of all forts of fruits, in old time called the Garner of 
Italy, chiefly of Rome, as many times at this day ; fo that the Sicili¬ 
ans make much money of Corn, alfo of Oyls and Silk, whereof 
they have great quantity, Sardinia, (almoft like Sicily ) makes 
ftore of money of Wine to Rome, and of couragious Horfes to 
ftrangers. They alfo carry fome Mufcrions skins into Italy. The 
Dutchy of Milane (about three hundred Miles in compaffi ) being 
full of Artizans of all forts, whatfoever goes from that City fas 
Harquebuftes, all forts of Arms, Hilts of Swords, Girdles and Han¬ 
gers, Lace Emboideries) is greatly efteemed; as alfo their Silk 
Stockings, Rice, ftore of Cheefe; furniftiing the Grifons ,and Smf- 
Jes with much of her fruit; YettheKingdrawingasmuchaspof- 
fible from this Eftace; it’s a Proverb in Italy, that The Officer'of

yielding 
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vkldSbg abundance of Milk for Butter and Gheefe, Mecdcrap or 
rod’Madder. They have alio an excellent Art to boil Bay-falt as 
white as Snow : putting Salt water to the Bay-Salt of Spain and 
Erancr, and refining it with greater encreafe, which they'fend in- 
toall parts ol&mpe. In all thefe Countries, they fuffermg no 
cxercife of the Rouirth Religion, but the Proteftant onely m their 
Temples, if any be found cxercifing itinfecret (which daily hap- 
pens,in Utrecht)they are fined. The Proteftant Religion rntred 
when Luther, about 15 2 preaching againft the Pope and his 
doarine ^, Chads the fifth, Emperour, to root Luther sdfc&nne out 
of the Netherlands, (having taken good footing) would (after ma¬ 
ny put to death for fmall caufes) have brought in the -Spamfh 10- 
quifirion 5 whole fon ‘Philips the better to ftxengthen an Inquifiti- 
on^ procured the Pope to erea 14 uewBiftiopncks there: againft 
which the Provinces oppofing 5 theKingofty^in 1565, made 
known his pleafure touching Religion : and after the Duke of AU 
t^comming thither with an Army, and beheading the Earls of 
Lgmont and Hem 5 alfo in 15.70, feeking to exad the tenth, 20th 
and 100th penny, he made himfelf odious to the people : where¬ 
by the Prince of Orange, (who before was forced to leave the 
Coumrey, by die Duke with a great Army) now being invited by 
fome jahabitans, furprifed Flushing, Briele, &c. and afterward 
theEftates declaring againft Philip the fecond of Spain, and ta- 

kinealkhe Government on themfelves, and amazed at their fa¬ 
vourable fuccefle : they put themfelves under Queen Elizabeth of 
Sngland, her Prote&ion * Whereby they took many places of 
confequence; and in the end, recovered their Soveraign Au¬ 
thority: who (fince) have, (for Policyfake) given liberty to 
other Profeflions of Religion: as thofe of the Separation, Baptifts, 
Jews, &c. 

G ENEVA (pleafantly feituared within the limits of Savoy to¬ 
wards La Bre/e , and being as it were two Towns, thorow 
which the River &bofne doth pafle ) hath the foyl near it fruitful. 
Yielding Corn, Wine, Tarneps, and other roots, Melons, all 
pulfe. Barley, Oats, Hay, Apples, Pears, &c. taking goodly fifti 
in the Lake, efpccially Salmons,Trouts,which they carry toother 
places Yet the Inhabitantsof geneva are not very rich, and have 
enough to do (by toyl) to preferve an hjmeft liberty : taking great 
pains in printing all forts of books, making Silks, ufing ( withall) 
temperance 5 for fparingnefle is in a manner their gjeateft reve¬ 
nue - So that they fend Gheefes, Capons, and good gold thred 
into other parts. . It makes profeftion of the Proteftant Religion, 

whereiothey were inftrufted and confirmed by John Caw# ana

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Mafts. Their Religion is generally Romifh: for from cnis Duke’s 
obedience, Geneva retired in the year 1535. Yet there are Pro- 
teftants in his Dominion, on whom he ravened cruelly like a 
Wolf, in 1645. 

R ome (the Metropolis of Italy, built on fevcn hills, and the 
Pope's Seat) hath belonging t* the Churche’s eftate, ( fo 
called) the Countries of Ferrara, Bologna, Romagnia , Ancona , Um¬ 
bria, Sabina Perugia , part of Tufcanie , the Patrimony, Latium or Cam- 
vania of Rome ; which abound fo in Corn, and all Commodities, 
as any want fcarce happens through defe&of the foyl; it being 
divided into Plains and Mountains. It furnifheth other Countries 
with Corn, Wine, and Oyl. Its Religion is known, for it is the 
head ofthePapacie. 

F LORENCE ; whofe Dukes (having united the Common¬ 
wealth of 7 /fa and Syena with that, into one) do pofitfte the 
greateft and goodlicft part of Tufcanie : in which though the State 
of Florence want Wheat, (otherwifc very fruitful in wine, ficflt, 
and other necelfaries) yet that of Syena, notonely fupplyeth Flo¬ 
rence itsneedfiry, butfometimesrelieveth other places: fo that 
Syena s Inhabitants are rich in rents: and that of FlorencejhtQUgh 
induftry, whofe City is full of Artificers of ail forts, making di¬ 
ligently and workraanly, Serges, Silks, and cloath of gold and 
filver 5 they exercife chiefly the art of Silk and Weoll. AH the 
Inhabitants of this State are Romifh Catholiques; they of Syena 
being the more devour. 

T He Dukedomeof URBITL (about 60 miles long, and 35 
broad)confine$,yea intermixes with the eftate of the Church; 
which City Urbtn, is one of the ancicnteft of Italy, about which 
the Territory is exceeding good, and generally fertile. This 
Eftate having plenty of all things needful for the life of Man, a 
good part whereof lying on the Adriatique (hoar, is of great pro¬ 
fit for bringing many things thither from all parts. Their Reli¬ 
gion is undoubtedly Romtfb, 

T He Dukedomeof tM ANTOV A or ejtt A NT U A, is 
all that which antiently belonged to the Duke of Tufcanie 5 
with the Marquefdomeof Montferrat , greater than that. Its City 
CMantua in Lombardy beyond the River Pe, being built 60 years 
before the Trojan War. Manttva yields all forts of Fruits. Mont- 
ferrate is uneven,but yields all Rcctflaries,and in fotne places ftore 
oi Wheat, Wines, and other Fruits .* yet this Dukedome is not 
able to make any great Traffique,or grow by their Commodities, 
Its Religion is Romifb . 
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T He Dukedome of FERRARA or MODENA, (out 
of which, the Pope (pretending the City Ferrara to be a fee 
of the Church) thruftDo/z C&far Alphonfo (the Duke thereof his 
bafe fon, after his Father’s death) hath the Territory about Modem 
abounding with Corn,Beans, and other neceftaries, with excellent 
wine. Reggium* s foil is alfo exceeding fertile of Wheat, Barley, 
Beans, &c. with white wines; which two Towns are reafonably 

L uca (feituate in T ufcanie, and fo called of Lucumon King of 
the Tufcanes ) is a Common*wealth, whofe Territory,"al¬ 
though of fmall extent, yet the foyl is good, and yields much tp 
the o wners. The Citizens of Luca ufing great Traffiquc, chiefly 
in Silk, excelling alfo in makingcloath of gold, many* private 
men are exceeding rich. The Common-wealth being but fmall, 
is not rich: The foundation whereof is the Councel of 1 60 , and 
(moft commonly) 120 Citizens. 

T He Common-wealth of Genoa (properly called Lugu - 
yf4 beyond Po , to diftinguifh it from Liguria on this fide Po, 
which is CMontferrat,) extends about 160 miles; for themoft 
part rough and hilly, and (as Strabo faith) in old time very bar¬ 
ren. But being now better manured, there is great ftore of very 
good Wine and Oyl, feme years 20000 barrels. The whole 

Country is pleafant by reafen of Citrons, Oranges, Palmes, Le¬ 
mons, and other Trees : which Citrons, &c. with their oyl, yield 
them much profit. There were huge Trees, as at this day,which 
they (making fhips;of) robbed and fpoylcd to G ibralter & raits. 
But now ((baking off their brutifhnefs) they are very induftrieus, 
quick-witted, and fubtiie. The Corf cans which belong to the Ge- 
neyois, carry wine to Rome , and being much efteemed, they re¬ 
ceive great fuens for it.There growes in this Ifland and Cjenoa little 
grain. Yet Corfica abounds in honey, wax,rofin, eyl, and figgs ; 
ftore of Box. It breeds ftrong faorfes, full of courage. There 
are alfo Salt-pits. A kind of Ram there is alfo called CMuffolt , 
haired like a Goat inftead of Wool!. The (fentvois and Corf cans 
are all Romifh Catholiques, as the other forementioned. 

T He Common-wealth of VE NICE (whofe chief Ma<n- 
flrate is called Duke, admirableamong all the Towns *o£ 
Europe, whofe City is ftrangely and fecurely feituated in the meft 
inward part of the Gulph oftbe Adriatick,) doth hold in Lombardy. 
and the Marquifare, betides renice , 6 great, rich, and populous 
Towns, befides many goodly places and Cafties. They are Ma¬ 
ilers aimoft, of all Friuli and Ifria,x he Iaft Province of the North 
fide of Italy. They command alfo,almoft all thefiioar and Ifland 
of Dalmaita and Sclavonia . In the mouth of the Adriatick-Sea, 
(likewise) me I lie ©f Corfu, and the Iflands of Cefahnia, Zante, Ce- 
C c c c c 2 np 9 
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rigo, and Lucerigo ; the Iflc of Zarra in the Archipelago 5 and be¬ 
yond thefe, Candie. There are within the verge of this Signiory, 
all neceflaries for fuftenaoce, as well as barrennefle. Candie $ 
fruitful Valleys;, and goodly Cyprus Trees, with other Timber 
for (flips, afe known. It drawes yearly in time of peace from the 
Eftates fubje& unto it, two millions of gold. The V e,netians , with 
all their Subjeds in Italy, Site firm Romiih Catholiques 5 bur Cor. 
fous Inhabitants follow the religion of the Greeks, accounted 
Schifmaticks, whom they impeach not therein, for fear of a mu¬ 
tiny : yet the Signiory hath curbed them by a Fort and Garrifom 
In Candie alfo the people do wonderfully hate the Latines same 
and religion 5 yet fome of them arc affeded to the Roman 
Church. 

T He Common-wealth of R A 0 0 U S E (being a City fei- 
tuated on the Gulph of Zenice in Sclavonic the ancient Dal¬ 
matia, and called in old time Spidaurum, of which name, there 
were three Towns along the Sea, between Venice and Ctrintb ,) 
maintains it felf in liberty, paying 14000 Zequins yearly to the 
Turk ; and as much more in Prefents and lodging of Turks. It 
hath a fmall Territory on the firm Land , but fome fmali Iflands 
reafonablygood, lying betwixt Curzele and the gulph of Catarro . 
The foyl is barren 5 but the Ragoufans through much labour be- 
ftowed, have oyl, wine, and excellent fruits. They have a Val¬ 
ley, that makes a Lake at Winter, which nourifheth fifh fo fat, 
as to fry without oyl: wherein at Spring, the waters drying up, 
they fow Corn, growing abundantly: fo one place yields them 
fifh and corn in one year. And,among divers Sea-induftrics,they 
make their Trees bring them Oyfters, by bending down their 
boughs,and flaying them under water with ftones: fo that in two 
years time, there are a multitude faftened thereto: yet but in a 
manner good to eat the third year. In their Ifland Gravofa, are 
many gardens of Orange, Lemon, and Pomgranate-Trees. The 
Country about Ragoufe is fcarce able to maintain them, though 
they live fparingly 5 their greateft wealth growes by great Traf- 
fique. They are in Religion all Romanifts. The City hath a 
Bilhop ordinarily there refiding. Alfo three Overfeers of the Ca¬ 
thedral, who continue therein during life, and may be Re&ors, 
Counfeilors, Treafurers, and other Officers. 

G ERMANY the Great, Upper, or that feituate beyond 
Rhene , is called by the French at this day Almanieat Almainei 
one Nation thereof, who being feituated at the Fountains of Da- 
nub'm , have their name from the word man, as in Norman,Herman, 
6cc. or from the River lAlemon. It was included under the Ro¬ 
man E mpire, which extended it felf far and Rear,till Leo the third 
(the Empire being before tranflated from Rome to Constantinople , 
by Constantine the Great, the Mahometan’s fe£t and artnssffk&ing 
it on every fide ? the Weft part being ruined, and the Eaft io 

weakened. 
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weakened, asiurdly could defend ic (elf,; wellconfidcrins, fbf> ~ 
fades tneEmperoursof Greece nourifting impieties, and account¬ 
ed hc-refics) gave the Empire of the Weft to Charlemain, King of 
F >a»ce, in the year Soo, (the Venetians being free; who, fome Fay. 
•Tamponed the Empire to the qermans, Charts being a German by 
bloudand Nacion,asail theFrancks whichcame into Gaul , were 
oiFrammy a Province thereof. The Countries which acknow¬ 
ledge this Emperour, are Alfatia, High and Low; Wittembeys. , 

Francony, Suevia, or Suaube, the hightft part of all Germany , i n 
which Country the fpring or head of Danubim is, Bohemia, which 
lies within Gennadies limits ; Moravia, Bavaria, commonly cal¬ 
led Bayeme ; tAufna, or Ofterland , that is, tne Eaft Countrey 
(whole ernei Ciry is Vienna) the Country of Tirol, Stiria , antient- 
jy Valeria, Carinihia, commonly called Kaerndrcn, two Carnioles 
th Dne - vu] § arl y3 Underlet Ain : the other, Oderkrain. . 

Wejtphaua taken by fome for the true and ancient Saxony . The 
Durchy of Cleves, the Country of Juliers or Gulich-, the Lantgrave 
of He/en, Tunnge , the Palatinate, containing 48 Towns, whereof 
Heidelberg is the chief; High Saxony, whofe chief Town is wittem- 
ber $ on £ nc River Elb » hafe or low Saxony, whofe chief Town is 
Alba. The Marquiface of Brandenburg divided into two parts? 
the Marque Is rending at Berlin ; the County of Mansfield a part 
of old Saxony,LufatU, Silefia, Mifnia, the Dutchy and Bifhopriek 
0 u c A r chbifhoprick of Treves, commonly called Trier . 
whole chief Town Treves, is one of the moft ancient in the world* 

Heljatta, (which beloBging to'the King of Denmark , muftbe par¬ 
ticularly difeourfed of ) alfo Befcancon , an Imperial Town in Bur- 
gundy, fomeume called fhryfopolic, that is, a golden City. Al¬ 
though Tacitus writes,the ayr is troublefome; and Seneca J\at it is 
alway winter: yet the ayr is reafonably mild and temperate,feme- 
what cold,making them healthy and ftrong. Its foyl bears whear, 

° a , tS5 and f 11 kind of § rain aBd P uRe in abundance j 
the nelds lemie, and the Meadowes bearing much graflfe. Alfo 
there is many ffiver, copper, iron, lead, and other Mines 5 yea, of 
gold in fome. places. Alfo fair Gardens,and Orchards very plea- 
r ^ Vines a ^°* called High-Country wine , very good and- 
choyle. Germany muft needs be rich, who, belides thefe, are gi¬ 
ven much to the trade of Merchandife, and giving themfelves to 
divers nns and Trades, whereby they make wonderful and rare 
works, 1 ney have great and Navigable Rivers; likewife Foun¬ 
tains and Pits of fair-water, whereof they make excellent Salt 
Unto their Fairs (efpecially thofe of Franckford) Merchants come* 
from all parts of Europe , and fometimes out of tAfia and ^Africa a 
Through tne late divers years depopulating-wars, their Country 
in many places was ruined, and much fpoyled, and trade hinder¬ 
ed. But now there is opportunity (through a concluded peace) of 
reftonng and enjoying both. It’s much divided in Religion/ome 
arePapifts, fome Luther ant, others Calvinifts. Pope Leo feuding 
forth his Pardons and Iodulgenci.es about 1517, Luther, an Au- 

guftiae 
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gufiine Frier exclaimed againft the Clergies difloluteneffe and 
excefle: writing alfo books againft the Maffe, and the Church cf 
Romes fuperftitionsj and againft the difordered life of the Pope 
and his Clergy, againft juftification by works, as being by Faith 
onely ; whofe do&rine wasfoon embraced and followed by di¬ 
vers Princes, and free Townes of Germany ; Moft of whofe Princes 
follow C*lvin or Luthers profeffion, (differing in fome points, cot 
here to be named particularly) Calvin being followed by the Pala- 
tinatesoi Rhine, tbokoiStrasburg, and moft Sea-Tovvnes. Man¬ 
ner had many called Anabaptifts, who were extin&, and the 
Town as formerly. 

H HW^G A R r,(fo named from the Huns or Hongres, a Scythian 
people that dwelt there, and divided upon the North from 
polonia and Ru/ia, by the Mountain of Carpatia ) is a Realm embra- 
cing alfo that part of Dacia, called Tranfilvania, it being environ¬ 
ed with high Hills and Woods, ay with Walls, which notwith* 
{landing hath Kayuods, or Princes of its own, not obeying Hunga- 
ties King. It’s chief City is Bud*, in the Turks pofleflion, with 
the beft part thereof. It is (by nature) provided for ef all things, 
for there grows.all forts of grain, and divers fruits, in abundance: 
it brings forth Corn (in a manner) without tillage, and the Wheat 
changeth every third year to a better kind. It yields alfo divers 
forts of Wines, fome whereof are very wholefome, and excellent 
as them ef Gandy. It fo abounds in Oxen and Sheep as is admi¬ 
rable : alfo great ftore of Hares, Fallow Deer, Goats, See. Like- 
wife divers forts of birds, as Gofhauks,Partridge$jandPheafants, 
ftore of Fifh in divers, Veins of Gold, Silver, Copper, Steel, 
and Iron, alfothcyfind Gold in the fand of Rivers 5 there is a lit¬ 
tle Tin and Lead. It abounds in Mineral Salt at Maromarufia, and 
other places, they cutting it like a ftone: there is a Fountain 
whofe water falling on the ground, turns into a ftone. Yet we 
cannot fay this Realm is very rich, as not much given to Arts and 
Trades, but pra&ifing Arms, and ftrong in war. That great part 
of the Country which the Turks are Maftersof, is notfo well-ma¬ 
nured, nor yielding fo plentifully as formerly. As to Religion 
befides Mahometanifme, which by reafon of the Turks, is much di- 
iperfed, there are many opinions $ all thofe that are in Germany , 
and alfo Arrianifm hath got footing, and Atheifim crept in. The 
Towns under the Turk have little of that accounted Herefy: the 
Chriftians much, for thofe called Hereticks are in fear of beisg 
impaled by the Barbarians, if too infolent. 

P OLONIA, or POLAND, (fo called from its Plains, 
in their Language named Toles, feituate from c Moravia to¬ 
ward the Eaft, and in a manner feparated from Silefia, by the Ri¬ 
ver Oder a, and whofe chief City is Cracovia ) is at this day bigger 
then ever : Lituania , and Livonia, having been added to that King- 
dome 5 fo as from Silefia to Mrfcovy, itcontdns almoft 120 Ger¬ 
mane 



mane he agues, and as much from Livonia to Hungary. Its cli¬ 
mate being cold, they have neither Olives nor Vines; but it 
abounds in ad other things which the Earth is aceuftomed to 
bring forth 5 alfo mall forts of Cattle, and in Fifh 5 fo that re¬ 
mote Countries taft of her fruitfulnelle. It contcins great Pro¬ 
vinces, ‘Roland, High, and Low, Livonia, Lituania, Samogithia, Ma- 
fovia, Vohnma, Podolia, RuJTta the black, and according to fome, 
the Red, or Southern, PodLfia, Pomerania , Prufiia, which fome 
call Borujha now divided into two parts, one belonging to the 
L/uke or Marqu^ fle of Brandenburg,Albert being the firft thereof; 
the other to the King of of whofe part, M&ricmburg is the 

chief Town; a li tic above which, the River Fifiula dividing it 
lelt, makes an Ifland excellent for fertility, and a great number of 
Vidages and houfes. Some place ‘Dantzick in F/ufia,m uch eftee- 
med for {hipping, and abundance of all Merchandife brought by 
2>ca from the Weft and North parts, and by land, and by riftulL 
running thorow the midft thereof. They make much money of 
their Honey, Wax, Flax,Hemp, Beeves, Sheep, Horfes, and Bu¬ 
gles. But their greateft profit grows by the Salt-pits of 0 C en, VU 
tfgufe, and divers parts of Ru/ia 5 likewifeof Azure,and of Mines, 
of Amber gathered on the (hoar with little Nets, by men going 
naked into rue Sea. John Hu/, hisopinion beganatthe firft to 
dUperle it felf thorow the Countries iubje& to this Crown,which 
LaMaus violently oppofed 5 For, ref ufing the offered Crown o£ 
Bohemia, and making a decree in a general Diet againft it, he 
flopped its paflageout of Bohemia into Poland, Sigifaund alfoVor- 
bidding young men to go and ftudy at Lip fie, and mttemberg, in the . 
time of Luthers do&rine, fomewhat ftayed the courfe thereof. But 
the Provinces near the Baltick Sea, participate much with the 
opinions of Germany 1 thofe confining with Silefia, Moravia, and 
Hungary, of their neighbours herefies.- thofe advancing towards 
South and Eaft, for the moft part of the Grecians , and are not free 
from the opinions of the times. 

D i N M ARK, or Danemark, or the Danes Country (fo cal¬ 
led from Dan, the firft Lord thereof, long before Chrift,- 
which is bounded on the Weft by the Germane-S ea, towards the

is, the pleafant Dania 5 The IfUnds of Seel and; or Sialand, the

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greateftofthofe oiDenmark, in which Copenhagen hands : Fiona 
commonly Fuynen, taking its name ofits beauty, and for what ic 
yields, ninety Elands being comprehended under it, lying South¬ 
ward, and moft habitable 5 Tufting, oiTofiing, a chief one among 
others5 Aroe with divers Elands netr it5 Alfo the Ifland of Huene, 
in which is the Caftleof Uranibourg, full of Mathematical! lnfiru- 
tnentsi very admirable and fure. The little Ifle Malmogie , bug 
very good. Norway (which is fubjeft alfo to the King of Denmark, 
though once a flourifhing Realm) and borders on Denmark upon 
the South 5 upon the North, Lapland $ its Metropolis was in old 
time called Trondon, new Trundtheim , and reduced to a Burroughs 
the chief Town now of traffique, and where the Governour and 
Bifhop remain,is Berg, or Bergue. Iceland (which, iome taking for 
Tlule, are contradicted by divers others ) is fciiuate not under the 
firft but eight degrees beyond it; It’s a hundred Cjer- 

wane leagues long, aiTd 65 broad, whofe inhabitants have Moun¬ 
tains inftead of Towns, exceedingly cold, and moftly unmanured, 
efpecially toward the North j whofe vehement winds fuffer nought 
to grow. h\ frozen eight Moneths,yet many places full of heat 
and fire underground, by an Antiperiftafis of cold (topping the 
pores of the Earth. 'Julia fends much Cattle, Butter, Cheefe, Tal¬ 
low, Hides, and many Horfes into other parts, making much mo¬ 
ney of Fifh, efpecially Herrings. ’ Holfatia fends forth many Hor¬ 
fes. Ftonia makes great profit of Fifh, and Wheat, chiefly Rye 
and Barley, alfo they fend forth many Horfes, and Oxen. Scania 
vents (tore of Fifla, Silver, Copper, and Lead 5 Gothland , muck 
“Wheat, Cheefe, Butter, Skins, Firre-Trees for Mafts, and much 
Lime. Norway hath much money for the Fifh Berg,very delicate, 
alfo for Cod, goodly skins, Butter,Tallow, Hides, fat of Whales, 
Tarrc, Rafters, Mafts, and boards. The King of Denmark main¬ 
tains LuthersDo&rine throughout his Dominions, for flwifliern 
the fecond, giving paffage thereto into Swethland, caufed it to be 
difperfed over all Denmark, being foon difeovered after his return 
from S see den, to be a Lutheran 5 but was expelled by his Sub¬ 
jects, with his Wife and three Children in 1523 . Yet (fbriftiern 
whofucceeded him, marryingthe Duke of Saxonies Sifter, Lu¬ 
ther s favourer, gave himfelf wholly to root out the Romifh Reli¬ 
gion, which he eafily effeded, 

T He Realm of SwEDE N. , ^belonging formerly to Sigif* 
mond King «f Poland, having Norway for its bounds on the 
Vv eft, whofe chief City is Stockholm ) comprehends the Dutchy of 
Finland t (jothland , Boddia, or Bothnia , a part of Lapland , Slricfinia? 
a part of Corelia, the Elands A'umdes, and fome ether? of fijiall 
efteem, fo that thofe that have gone the length and hredth of Swe¬ 
den, hold it much greater then all Italy and France, Lapl0d , and 
Finland being added. Sweden it felf is the moft fertile Province of 
all tiiofeof the North, bearing great (tore of grain 5 there is muds 
Honey, Silver, Copper, Lead, Steel, and Iron, abounding wonder- 
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fully in fifh 5 feldome any beggars feenamsng them. Yer in ma¬ 
ny places (through thecraggincffeof the Mountains, moiftneflei 
and moonmndk,n is more barren. The Ayre is commonly pure 
nor the cold fo violent as fome perfwade themfelves 5 they live 
(moft commonly) long, attaining an hundred and thirty,and an 
hundred and fourty years, efpecially on the Mountains, and pla 
ces more toward the Northern winds. They take ftore of verv 
great Bugles. Gothland, abounds in Corn, Cattle, pafture, horfes* 
Fiih, Lead, Iron, and Silver,Latten, and in one place good Iron 
Finland is more pleafing then Sweden, and yields more Corn, being 
moftly in plains. Bothnia is not very fruitful, having many beafts 
with excellent skins, and much Fifh. Lipland hath no Corn but 
White Bears, and Ermines • Raine-Dccr, for Horfes, as big as a 

Mule 5 who will draw little Carrs an hundred and fifty Miles in 

aday and night: they have night three Monetns together in win¬ 
ter, with a few hours little light. King Guftave brought Luthers 
Dodfrine into Sweden, feizing upon what goods of the Church he 
pleafed. Yet Calvinifm was received by Charts his third (on, who 
was Duke oi Vermeland, Sadermama,md Nericia : Henry , Guftave* 
fucceflour, oppofed not himfelf. John his brother fuccecding him 
was of another opinion, but durft not difeover himfelf. Yet his* 
Wife Katherine the King of Tolands daughter, made him obferve 
many Catholique cuftomes. Yea the Queen ( who had free 
exc-rcife of her Religion) obtained fome Jefuitcs for the people in 
credit till her death, in one thoufand five hundred eighty three.

M use OFT (lying in the midft of Rufsia the W 7 hire) from 
vhence all the Eftates of this Empire draw their name 3 and 
are confined by Lithuania on the South, Livonia and Finland on 
the Weft; its chief City as of the whole Empire is called Mus- 
kuva or Mosko, whofe houfes are moft of wood 5 it’s great, but ve¬ 
ry myrie. The length of this Empire is 3000 miles, the breadth 
15005 the Iongeftday in the moft Southerly part being but 16 
hpurs and a half : but in the moft Northerly 2 2 hours and a half 5 
it s part in Europe,pirt in AJia, So that confidering what it con¬ 
tains, he might have a higher ftyle rhan they commonly give himj 
which is, The great Duke or Knez ot Itfufcovie? yet when they 
are fuffieiently informed of the Countries yielding him obedi¬ 
ence, they term himEmperour, and give him as much honour as 
ever was done to any Prince. The Provinces befides Mufcovia it 
felf, are the Dutchy of Holodimer, and Bafe Novograd, in which 2re 
two Towns of wood, of the fame names : the Province of Rezan, 
the Dutchy of Vorotina ; the Province of Severe , very great, con¬ 
taining niafiy Towns : the province of Smolensko , (fdtuatc on the

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river Neper ox. Boryfihenes) taken from Poland’s King by Bafilm the 
great Duke, whole chief Town is Smolensko. Mofaiski , taken 
from King Alexander of Poland , by John Bafilm his predecdlour. 
Biele or Bielskiy with a Town of the fame name upon the Rivet 
Opske : the Dutchy of Rofchove , whofe Town Rands upon the fa^ 
mous river Volgas. Tuver , one of the greateft in Rufsiay whofe 
Town Turoerde is greater and ftatelier than Mosko. 'Plefcovia or 
pleskonia , its chief Town being Pleskouu, powerful and walled, 
which the other Towns want. Novogrod the great, the greateft 
Dutchy of Rufsiay taking its name from Novogrod , the greateft and 
richeft Town of all towards the North. The Couatry of Polska 
or rotske, the Provinceof Corelky extending to the frozen Sea, fo 
as they have noe any dark night. Bieleiezioro or Biolyferoy having 
a Town fo called, in whofe impregnable Fort the great Duke 
commonly lodges his Treafure, and whither he retires,when pref- 
fed by enemies. Volokdey the Dutchy of Jaro/lave , with a Town 
and Cattle fo called, on the river Volga ; alfo the Principality of 
Rojlonu-y the Province of Duvine 3 fo called from the river water¬ 
ing it, which comes from two rivers, Duvine in the tongue figni- 
fying two. The Sun in the Summer Solftice (bines there 21 hours 
and a half, but two hours and a half in the winter fofftice. The 
Province of Sufdalf having a Bi(bop*s See; but now (through the 
T artars incurfionsJ in a manner defarr. The prov ince of Vuiathka , 
which was taken from the Tartars by the great Duke Bafilm. Per - 
may having a Town of the fame name on the river Tifchore . Jugre 
oijugdriay from whence the Hungarians coming, feizedon 'Em- 
noniay calling it from JugarUy Hangarie. PetzorcyVtxy long bend¬ 
ing to the frozen Sea, whofe longeft day is 2 2 hours. The Caere - 
mifses are alfo under him, an dNordues-y other Northern Coun¬ 
tries acknowledg him, asObdoreyCondorey (fulomoriey and Lappia 5 
likewife certain Hoords of Tartarians } as Cafany &c. They have 
great (tore of skins of Elks, Staggs, Bears, Wolves, and Sables, 
which they fell into Europe , alfo Flax and Hemp. They fend 
great ftore of Corn towards the Cafpian and Euxine Seas, befides 
Iron, Wax, Tallow, Wood, Albes, whereof they fell abundance 
toftrangers. Nicholas Port is oi great Trafflque, whither the £n- 
glijb trade much. They exchange the Commodities of their 
Country for cloath, which the Armenians bring to Afiracan y and 
the English to Nicholas Port. The Knez his riches may eaftiy be 
conjedured great,he being Lord and abfolute Matter of all things* 
They received Religion from the Greeks in 987, or 942, in the 
which although perfifting, yet they have added (in time) many 
fuperftitions. They fay, themlelves and the Greeks are onely 
true Chriftians: that the Romans and others are fallen from the 
primitive Church: They celebrate their MaflTe and ceremonies 
in their own language, which is the Sclavonian tongue; they 
fuffer not Jews to live among them. Procefttons are very fre¬ 
quent there, and though it be exceeding cold, yet they go far. 
They never paffe before a Monsftery, Temple, or Crefle, (where- 
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of the flrcets are full) but horfemen (alighting) and footmen alfo, 
knee! down, making the fign of the Crofle, faying thrice, OMilcy 
Hofpodi, er Lord have mercy upon w. It’s lawful for Priefts to mar¬ 
ry but once. They deny Purgatory, yet pray for the deceattd 
faithful. They hold it not lawful to celebrate any Councels,but 
the firft feven, whence growes their difeord with the See of Rome. 
They have a Metropolitan, to whom they attribute as much as 
Papifts do to the Pope ; and without whofe advice, the Prince de¬ 
termines not of any important thing; yet they fay, the Metropo¬ 
litan fhould depend on the Patriarch of Conftantinople . The Prince 
itrnttly obttrves all Ceremonies of their religion : for when they 
change a diiR at Table, or give him drink, he makes many figns 
01 the eroflfe. He fails not at any faft, and beats the ground with 
his fore-head through devotion, as the reft do, efpecially at the 
elevation of the Sacrament. 

The Nordovois on Mufcovies frontiers ufe circumcifion 5 wor-

ing one onely God Creator of all ; going into the field, (which is

D ACIA ( bounded 00 the Weft with Hungaryy and fo na¬ 
med from the Daci firft inhabiting it after the Moefi, who 
give them place) is divided into TranfylvaniayMoldavia^ Walachia^ 
Serviay Rafcia , Bulgaria - Bofnia. 

T P. A N S ILV" A N l A (of which before in Hungary) whofe 
chief Town is Alba Julia , was committed unto Bethlem - 
(jubor by the Sultan Achmety after the death of Gabriel Batour 3 who 
lucceeded Jufiine Botfcajy in 1609. 

M OL'D AVI A (feituated on the North end of Tranfylvania 9 
wiiofe chief City is Occazonia ) was utterly fubje&ed (in 
15 74) t0 the Turks by Selimus the fecondj which revolting and 
comoioing with the TranfylvanUn and Walachian, they have fince 
procured it with great alteration. To this belongs little Bejja- 
rabiay between Mount Hoemus South, and Lithuania North 5 fo 
called from the Brfsi , whofe chief Town is Kilim , made a Turkifh 
Province, in 1485. 

W ALACHIA , to be called Flaccia , from Flaccuf , whe 
planted here a Roman Colonic, feared between Tranfylva - 
T)anubiu6: The chief City being Sabinium . It abounds in 
all neccftaries for the life of man; Mines of gold,{iIver, and iron; 
Salt-pits, wine. Cattle, chiefly a number of good and great horfes, 
pure refined brimftone ; it joyned with Moldaviay upon Amurath 
cne third’s requiring the tribute af 60000 Ducats ft be doubled, 
i? 1 5 * 4 * 
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S ERBIA (lyingbetween Bofnia and Rafcid ) whofe chief Ci- 
iy is Stonihurg , once the Defpot’s feat diftinft from Rafcia, lying 
between Seruta and Bulgaria, which had alfo a Defpoc of its own. 
But one George, a Chriftian byprofeffion, and Turk by affection, 
being Defpot of both, and the Turks tributary, after his fon Laza- 
rw his d?ath, who fucceeded him, Mahomet united them to his 
Empire in 1454. 

B ULGARIA (having on the Weft, Rafcia $ on the South, 
rbrace •, whofe Mother-City is Sophia, now the Turkifh Beg- 
lerfcg’s feat of Greece) is fo called from the Scythians of Bulgar, who 
conquered it; who%erc bitter enemies to the Chriftians, till the 
King Thereof, with all his people, were baptized in 868, over 
which TbeophjlaH was chief Biftiop. It was of a Kingdom made a 
province by the Turk in 13^6. 

B &S NI A, fo called of the Bofsi of Bulgaria, and bounded on 
.he Eaft with Servia, its chief City is Cazachittm, It was 
erected a Kingdom in 1420, and not long after, Stephen the King, 
being taken and flayed alive, by Mahomet the great, it was turaed 
into a Mahometan Province in 1464. . 

S C L A VO N / A ( having Hungary on the North 5 on the 
W eft, part of Italy 5 fo called from the Sclavi ; before, lllyri- 
cum, a couragious, proud, and ftubborn people) is now divided 
into llliris, Dalmatia, and Croatia, 

illiris (whofe general name is now given to ane part thereof,and 
commonly called windifmarcb) is bounded on the Eaft with Danu - 
bm, whofe chief City is Zatha on Danubm, aad now a member of 
Hungary, 

Dalmatia, having on the Eaft the River Drinus-, on the Weft, 
Croatia, (for whofe Town Zara or Jadara ({landing on the Sea- 
ihorc) there hath been great Wars betwixt the Hungarians and 
Venetians) (as of great importance) its Inhabitants were the Dal - 
matU, whofe Metropolis was Dalminium on Drinus. It was made 
tributary to the Venetians, upon their new Lords the Hungarians 
ravifhing fome Venetian Damofels. But now is divided between 
ihe Turk and Venetian who yet hath the greateft part. 

Croatia , called antiently Lihurnia and Valeria , and having on 
the Eaft Dalmatia, whofe chief City is Gardiska, on the River S&- 
njus. The froatians are corruptly called Corhats ; it is entituled a 
Dukedome 5 but fubje«ft both to the Aujlrians and Venetians , who 
eatreditin 1007. Thefe three Countries thus called Sclavonia, 
life their own Sclavonian tongue, and is obferved to be u{ed by all 
the Turkifh Emperours, Captains and Souldiers. The Country 
is moft fir for grazing ,* whofe Sheep and other Cattle bring forth 
young twice a year, the fheep being fhorn four times. They arc

BmUi which hzth Attica on the Eaft, taking its name from 
b?*> fignifyingan Ox. Its chief City is Thebes, built by Cadmus a 
Phoenician ; in which Town dwelt Pelopidas and Epaminondas ,who 
fo crufhed the Lacedemonians in two battles, that they never re¬ 
obtained their former puiftance. Philip of Macedon firft got foot¬ 
ing in greece , by making this flourifning Common-wealth fub- 
mit to his mercy.

Doris, which hath Beotia on the Eaft; its chief City is 
phifsa. This people caufing Philip to return into Greece : 2 lemofthe- 
nes whetting on the Athenians by his biting Philippics, againft him ; 
iheir Armies meeting, and the Athenians being vanquifhed, Philip 
was made Captain of all Greece. 

Epirus, bounded on the North with Macedon, whofe Eaftem 
part is called Acarnania-, its weftern, Chaonia 5 and in which: 
Country Olympias (Alexander the Great his Mother ) was born, as 
alfo Pyrrhus , who warring with the Romans, it was after his death 
fubdued by Paulus ^miliw, who deftroyed 70 Cities thereof in 
one day; in which is the City Nicopolis, built by Augustus, and 
ABium, nigh which, he and Anthony fought for the World’s Em¬ 
pire. 

^Albania, bounded on the South with Spirus\ in which is the 
City Albanopolis ; and Durazze at firft called Epidamnunt , and then 
Dyrrhachium, under whofe Walls was the firft bickering between 
C^rand Pompey*s Souldiers. Its chief City was Croia in george 
Caflriot’s time, named Scanderbeg ; under whofe walls Amurath the 
fecond, having with very great Ioffe bc-fieged it, forrowfully and 
wretchedly dyed.

Conflantmople , which being built by Paufanias a Lacedemonian 
Captain 663 years before Chrift, was by him called Byzantium- 
it sip compaffe 1 S miles,raoft fitly featecl for an Emp ire 5 as over’ 
looking Europe and Afia, and commanding the Euxine-Sc a, Propon¬ 
tis, aod HelUfpont. It was taken by Mahomet the Great Turk, in 
1453 - Being re-built by a Conjtantine , called the Great, ( there¬ 
fore called Constantinople) the fon of a Helena , a Gregory being Pa¬ 
triarch thereof; and it was loft by a Conftantine, , firnamed Paleo- 
logus, the Ion of a Helena , a Gregory being alfo Patriarch. Its 

people were accounted very bold and valiant, who were called 
by fome Myopst, becaufe every one was a law to himfcl-f; which 
had they been of one mind, and under one King, Herodotus faith, 
they had been invincible; but two brothers ftriving for the King- 
dome, and at laft appealing to Philip of Macedon ; he taking an 
advantage, feized on it, and kept it. The Town of Seftos on Hd- 
lefpont was alfo in this Country, right over againft Abydos>on Afia 
fide, which two places were famous for the love of Hero and Le- 
ander ; in whofe room ftands two Caftles, who examine all fhips 
palling that way, and receiving the grand Signior’s cuftorhs. 

I N the GE AT^ Sea ("which rcceiveth Hellefponfs waters 

after 40 miles courfe) alfo ( whether fo called from ^£oeus, 
Thefeus his father, who here drowned himfelf; or from Age^once 
a cmef City in Euboa Ifland; or that the Iflands lye Mattering like 
Ihe leaps of a Goar, from e A/>«uV, fo fignifying,) arc divers Greek 

Iflands^ 
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Hands, the chief whereof are, Samothracia , where Pythagoras, and 
Smo a Sybiil were born,whofe chief Town is Sarnia, 

Lemnos, once called Diofpolis, from its two chief Cities Hepke- 
jfh*,wholly decayed 5 and Lemnos or Myrina yet continuingj where 
alfo the foveraign Mineral called Terra Lemnia is digged. 

Lesbos 3 fo called of Lesbos, who married uMitylene j of which 
same is a chief City therein. In this Ifland, Sappho, who invented 
theSapphick verfe, Pittacus a wife man of Greece, and Tbeepbraftus 
a notable Phyfitian, were born. 

Chios , (whether fo named from Chione a Nymph, or from 
fnow; or from Chio (now called Sio ) the chief City $ fo called 
from the Greek letter in whofe faihion it was built. Herein 
chiefly or onely groweth the gum Maftich. 

Suboa, now Nigropont , which was rent from *Acbaia 9 s Continent 
by an Earthquake, between which, is but a little Euripus : the 
c aufe of whole ebbing and flowing feven times a dzy, Anftotle not 
finding, is faid to throw himfelf into the Sea, with thefe words 5 
Eecavfe / cannot comprehend thee, thou fhali comprehend me , Its chief 
Cl ties are 'cbalcis , once joyned by a bridge to the continent. Seym, 
Achilles his lurking place, fent thither by his Mother, being fore- 
warned he fhould be {lain in the Trojan war. 

S&l&mis, nigh Megaris, noted for Xerxes his numerous Navy, 
overthrown by the Athenians and their Allies. For which Hie al¬ 
fo, there was much contending between the Athenians and Mega- 
re nfes. 

The Sporades, fo called from co-«p« a to difperfe, becaufe they are 
fcactered about the Sea 5 fheir number is 12, The principall of 
which is named Melos, from its much honey. 

The Cyclades (To denominated,becaufe they lay in a circle about 
Delos, the chief of them,noted for the Temple of Apollo,and for not 
fufferingany to die or be born therein^ are 5 3 in number, whereof 
(befides Delos ) thefe four are remarkable$&*we$,where the Tyrant 
Polycrates lived without any mifchaoce, till (at laft ) he was mife- 
rably put to death by Orontes, 

Coos, (but now Lange ) in which Hippocrates the reviver of Phy- 
fick was born 5 where alfo t/Efculapm Was worfhipped; Its 
chief Town is Coos, 

Glares, but fmall, whither the Romans were wont to banifh 
delinquents. The 69 Kings at Troys liege, were Kings but of 
thefe fmall Hands: which {tend fo clofe together, that 20 may 
be feen (in a clear day) at one time 5 yet are they part in Europe, 
part inAfia $ called alfo the Iflands of the Arches,as being in the 
fea called Archi-pelagus. 

Greet or Can die, (once called Hecatompolis , as having loo Cities 
therein, whofe Metropolis Candle is much inhabited by the Vene¬ 
tians) which is feituate in the mouth of the Sea, fin length

Its narrow Seas between it and Italy , being 
but a mile and half broad, on each fide of which are Scylla, and 
(fbarikdit ; Scylla being a dangerous Rock on Italy fide, and Charib- 
dis a devouring Gulf on Sicily fide; It is feven hundred miles in 
compafle, and hadfeventy two Cities therein, now but twelve. 
The chief being ‘Palermo, -where the Spanijh Vice Roy refides, 
which ftands in Mazara, the Weftern Province of the three,(in one 
of whofe Cities the Tyrant Phalaris lived, that tortured Penllm 
another Tyrant, in his omn Brazen Bull which he had made to tor¬ 
ment others in) the other two being FaL'ts de Noto , and c Mom, 
Malta, (formerly Mehta , where Paul (hook off the Viper without 
hurt) is but fixty miles fae/m-Sicilia, and as much in Circuit, bar¬ 
ren, as being feituate on a Rock, covered but with three foot of 
earth; yet there is abundance of Cotton Wooll, and ftore of 
Pomegranates, Citrons, &c. Itwasgiven to the Knights of the 
Modes , being expelled thence by the Turk, in 1522, who now be¬ 
ing called Knights of Malta , have ever fince defended it againft 
the faid Turk. They are 100© in number, and at their admit¬ 
tance into that order, are fworn to defend the Church of Rome, to 
obey their fuperiours,live on their Orders revenues,and live chaft- 
ly.

Sardinia , (lying South from Corficd y &t\d bur feven miles from it) ' 
is divided into Cape Lugudory towards Corfica, mountainous and 
barren, belonging to the Genoans , an dCape Calig&ry toward Afiiick, 
larger and fruitful!, appertaining to the 7 /fans, who difagreeing 
about their bounds, Pope Boniface the eighth, giving it to James 
King of zArragon, and his fucceflour$;they drove them thence,and 
made therofelves Lords thereof in 1324. Its chief City is Caliaris, 
built by the Pifans , where the Spantfb Vice-Roy hath his refi- 
dence. Yet this City is governed by a Counceli of its own Citi¬ 
zens. 

The Baleares, (fo called from the Greek word to catt, be- 
caufc they were very excellent {lingers) are two 5 Majorca ©r the 
greater, which is fixty miles from Spain, and 300 miles in com- 
pafle, whofe chief Cities are, Majorca, a Univerfity, and Palma , 
in which Raymundtu Lullm was born. 

Minorca, or thelefie, is nine miles from the other; and 15® 
miles about ; whofe chief Town is Minorca : both which Iflands, 
(through the Romans teaching them the ufe of Ferrets) dettroyed 
the multitude of Conies, who undermined their Houfes and 
Walls.

Little is to be,faid of the riches or fruitful JnefiTe of either Bofnia 
Bulgaria, Struts, or Rafcta , as being for the mott part full of Moun! 

tains, yielding little; and moft of the plains and valleys in Bul¬ 
garia, are full of thick Woods, and its middle part more ftony 
and rough then the reft; but Bofnia hath much SilverMine, and 
Servta Mines of Gold. They were of the Religion of the Greeks, 
in which Countries now Mahometifm bears mott fway, they being 
fubjeded to the Turk. & 

As for Greece, it formerly exceeded all others in Europe, both 
lor the Ayr s temperature, and goodnefte, and the foils delight- 
fome fertility, bringing forth allfortsof fruits, and nourishing 
mucaCattle; alfo Filh abounded in its Sea’s and Rivers; with all 
Plenty and Wealth, for that it was fo eafily to be arrived ar 
through its Gulfs, Ports, Ifles, Demy Ifles and Rivers; and que! 
fuonleue, would ftill yield great profit to the Husbandman, if 
pains were taken ir the tillage thereof: but the Greeks (knowing 
nothing certainly ro be their own, but all fubjed to the Great 
Turk and his fouldiers) omit the fame; yet they tranfport and 
fend into other parts, Wines, Oyl, Copper, Vitriol, fome Gold 
andSnver, Damasks, Velvets,Grograms, &c. 

Pliny commends Thrace hot fertility, and its Corn for weight and 
jubilance, of which they reap ftore in divers goodly plains: but 
it is tnoftly cold,andin the dayes of Copronymw the Emperour,T^^- 
sius Bofphom (by which ConftantinopU is feituatedj and which com- 
6 ? 5 e S £ prehends 
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pte hends thirty good Ports in *Afia and Europe (though moft on 
Europe fide) was f with a pan of the great Sea) fo frozen, that the 
Ice was twenty five Cubits thick, (with a great quantity of Snow 
thereon) and being incrcafe* 20 Cubits above the face of the Sea, 
men might travail, and Waggons laden, out of Europe into Afia, 
and from Conftantinople, to the entry of Danubiw, as on dry land) 
whereby it is not (of it fclf) a rich foil, nor of a pleafant Ayre, the 
feeds ripening leifurely, and the Vines and Trees yielding more 
leaves then juice and fruit. To leave theantient Religion of the 
Greeks (when, notwithftanding all their humane wifdome) they in 
a Pagan manner wor(hipped ah unknown God, in various man¬ 
ners, and under the name of divers gods 5 the Faith of Chrift was 
received in fome part thereof (as in Thefalonica ) foon after the de¬ 
parture of Chrift to the Father, and the fpirits Baptifm given, as 
it was in Rome, to which Church Paul wrote a!fo an Epiftle 5 but 
degenerating from the power into the form of Religion ; all the 
Greeks became Chriftians in name and profeflion 3 who with¬ 
drawing themfelves long ago from the Church of Rome , upon 
fonoe points, as the manner of the adminiftring the Supper, &c. 
(fome of which v»ere mentioned in Mu[covy) and not acknowled¬ 
ging the abfolute fupremacy of the Romanc Bifhops, fet up Patri¬ 
archs, that is, chief fathers of their own, whooyhey acknowled¬ 
ged for their heads, andfpiritual Governours: of which there are 
four. The Patriarch of Jerusalem over the greeks of Paleftina 3 of 
Alexandria , over Arabia ahd *A>gypt: of Antioch prefiding over Sy« 
rid } Armenia , and da 3 of Constantinople,whom the Country and 
territory of greece acknowledge, together with Sclavonia , Dacia> 
part of Roland , the Adriatique and JE gean Iflcs, as alfo Creet , and 
Cyprw , and Rhodes , of whom in Afia. There are many Caloyers,01 
Greek Prieils or Monks, difperfed over all Greece , where (tor a tri¬ 
bute to the Turk) they are permitted free exercife of Religion 5 
yet not without 1000 indignities from the domineering Turks, 
About 60.00 of thefe Caloyers inhabite Mount Athos , a priviledg 
formerly granted to them of Bafils Order,onely to dwell in;where 
are Monafteries and Reliques, vificed from ail parts, alfo (lately 
and adorned Temples,which Mountain the greeks as much eftcem 
as the Latines do Rome. They all do foaaething, or exercife fome 
Mechanick Trade, labouring to maintain the whole family, by 
going out of the Monaftery to work. They wear woollen fhirts 
which they make themfelves 3 being apparelled almoft ;like Her- 
mites. They are fo little given to Learning* Jhat many of them 
can neither write nor read. If any pafte over tne Mountain on any 
occafion, they furnifh him with vi&ualls without any money; 
Thefe the Turks hold in fuch efteem, that they are very charitable 
towards them. 
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A Defcriptionof ASIA. 

A S / A y which is alfo called (by the Poets) Lydia, by a 
Synechdoehe of a part for the whole 3 according to fome, 
takes its name from the Fenne tAfia 3 after others, from 
Afia the Mother of Prometheus : according to Hippias 
with Eu(fathius , from Afius a certain Noble-man : after others, 
from Afia the fabulous Daughter of the Ocean and Thetyf, It is 
the greateft among all the parts of the world known to the An- 
tients, containing from Eaft to Weft, 130 degrees of the great 
Circle, taking its beginning from that Meridian, whofe diftance 
from the Fortunate or Canary Iflands is 70 degrees, even to that 
Meridian which is diftant from the Fortunate Iflands 2o 0 de¬ 
grees.* which 130 degrees being numbred in the 30th Paraftell, 
which cutsalmoft thorowthe midft of ^,do make above 130© 
german miles.lt is the Eaft part of the World, both in refped of 
•Africa and Europe 3 whence perhaps it is called NatolU , from the 
Greek word , which fignifi.es the Eaft. It is disjoyned 
from Europe by the River Tanais, and alfo by the Buxine and oigean 
Sea : but it is disbounded from Africa fnot according to fome) 
with the River WJlus : but with the Sinus Arabian, or bofome of 
Arabia , and by a line which is brought out from thence into the 
Mediterranean Sea. It cleaves to Africa by;an Iflhmus or a piece 
of land of 18 German miles 5 and is wafhed towards the Weft 
with the Mediterranean Sea, and iscompafled in its other parts 
with the Eoan , Scythick , and Indian Ocean. It is alfo divided in¬ 
to the greater andlefle3 thelefler is next to Europe 3 and by a 
fpecial name called Natolia, and likevtikTurcomania, becaufethe 
Turks hold it all at this day; whofe Countries are, Cilicia, Pam - 
fhilia : Caria,Lycia , Ionia, (which with Strabo is ftri&ly called Afia , 
Lydia. tAEolU, both Myfias, Phrygia the lefle, and greater, Bithynia 
and Pom us, Paphlagonia, Cappadocia, Galatia, Lycaonia, Fifidia, and 
Armenia minor; Greater Afia, is that which is more remote from 
Europe toward the Eaft, whofe chief parts are, 1. Syria, Paleftina . ' 
2. Armenia the greater. 3. Chaldea . 4. Arabia, which is three- 
fold,?etofcz,or the ftony ; Dtferta, or the wildernefle 3 and Foelix, 
or the happy Arabia. 5. Perfia 5 and then 7 art aria, Hyrcania^ 
BaBriana, Parthia 3 and laftly, India ; which India is divided into 
the Old and New. The bound of Old India in the Eaft, was the 
Country of the Sinans ; and is divided into that which is within 
the River Ganges, or the Weftern : Whofe chief or greateft City 
is Calicut : and into that which is without ganges,oi the Eaftern, 
which is extended even to the golden Cherfonefe or Malaqua. The 
Eaftern part of New India, is the Kingdom of Catay or Cathaia , 
which is called Upper India ; but the Southern part is the Coun¬ 
try of the (fhinoys, and likewife Japonia, with other parts found 
out by the Portugal, which embrace the Lower India, 

Bus 
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But Afia is divided into five Empires; the c JMoficovite, pare 
whereof is onely therein as^forefaid : the Ottoman or Turkifh; 
the Perfian, the Tartarian ; and the Indian . Its Seas are,the Medi- 
terraneanySind the Ocean;and its chieiKi\eis,Euphrates,Ganges,and 
Indus. The greateft Mountain of Afia, and as it were the father 
of the other Mountains there, is Taurus: which reckoning his ben¬ 
dings and windings, is 6250 miles long,and 3^5 broad ; having 
divers names indiverfityof places, as Caucafus, Sarpedon, &c. and 
according to fome, Imaus: yet Imaus may be accounted a fecond 
diftind Mountain in Afia 5 for although it crofle Taurus even (as 
it were) with right angles ; yet as Taurus divideth ( beginning 
about C artA a °d Cilicia) the North of Afia from the South : fo 
Imaus (^beginning in the North (hoar) doth the Eaft from the 
Weft: fo making Scythia within Imaus, and Scythia without 
Imaus. tAfia (from the beginning) was the mod excellent part 
of the world : both ia regard (as is believed by moft) of the 
Creationof mankind there; andalfo,for all the matter of hifto- 
ry of the Old and New Teftamcnt there done, except a few hifto- 
ries of the Apoftles: and fp becauf® there the true .Church was 
firft gathered ; becaufe Chrift (whofe light and life is the Saviour 
of Mankind) there preached, dyed, and rofe again. Likewife 
for that in the fame place, were eftablifhed the Monarchies of the 
AfyrianSj Per fans, Babylonians and c Medes. And laftly, becaufe in 
Afia was the firft original of all Nations, as alfo of all tongues and 
arts. This indeed was 'once, its dignity and prerogative, but at 
this day it is a fold for Turks, and other blafphemous and very 
wicked Gentiles. Its head or chief City was once called Troy 5 
but now the Cities therein are not fo fair and decked, unletfe for 
the aftonifhing things related of the City Quinfay ; which may 
be reckoned the greateft in the World. And thus much of Afa 
in general. 

A NATOLI or Natalia, (called the Leflfe, in which 
were John*steven Churches, to wit>Epkefu $, Smyrna, Thyatira , 
Laodicea, Pergamus, Philadelphia , and Sardis') its firft Country to be 
mentioned is CILICI A, on the Soufh-Eaft; whofe chief Ci¬ 
ties are, Nicop&lisy built by Alexander the Great, for his victory 
over Darius of Perfia, (its namefignifyinga City of vi&ory) nigh 
the ftiraights of ^Antitaurus , called Ftl& Cilicia ; wherein with 
3 0000 he flew 110000 oiDarmhis men,who were in all 600000. 
Pompeiopolis, built by Pompey after vanquilhing the Pyrats, who 
fpoyled even Italy’s Villages it felf. Alexandria , built alfo by 
Alexandery diftinft from that in Egypt, therefore named tAlexan- 
dretta. And Tarfusoz Tarfhifh , where Paul was born, and whither 
Jonah would have fled when fent to Nineveh . In the waters alfo 
of this Countrie’s River, Cidmus, was the Emperour Frederick 
the Firft, drowned, when bashing himfelf.

Ephefus 
(Handing by the Sea-Coaft, and faid t® be now called Figena or 
Fte »f) is alio a principal! City hereof, to whofe Gofoel-Church, 
Paul wrote a lively Epiftle : it’s accounted alfo John the Evange- 
iifts burial 1 place; wherein alfo was Dianas Temple, which 
being contrived by Ctefiphon, and 200 years in building, was for 
its iargenefle, furniture, and workmanfhip numbred among the 
Seven Wonders of the World, and was fet on fire by Srofiratus 
ftbc night that Alexander was born, after 6 times firing before) 
who did it to make himfelf famous by doing^evil, fince he could 
not by good. Thefe lonians rebelling againft Darius Hyfiafpis, 
havmg before been fubduedby Harpagus, Cyrus his Lievrenant,and 
the Athenians afjifting thera therein, chiefly'moved Darius to in¬ 
vade 
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vade Greece, tittle Dorn borders on its South-fide ; whole chief 
Towns ar e.Gnidis undCeraunus. Ionia is now called Sarachan,{iQvci 
one of tAkdine* fucceflours, of that name.

L YDIA (which was alfo called Meonia) took its name either 
from Lydus a Nobleman, or from Lad, who was Sems fon, 
md bordereth on the North-Eaft of Ionia, wherein ftand the Ci¬ 
ties oiSardis, (which being ruined by an Earthquake, was re¬ 
built by Tiberius) ; Vergamus, where parchment called Per game num, 
was in vented * where alfo (jahn was born, who lived in health 
140 years. Lao dice a, Thy at ir a, and ‘Philadelphia 5 of which Sardis 
was the ftrongeft. It was a Kingdom before Pome' s building, 
whofe laft King was Croefus, one of the richeft of old 5 who after 
fubduiDg Dcrts and *j£oli$,. was with his Kingdom fubdued by 
Cyrus . Bu: the Lydians rebelling afterwards, hefubduing them, 
difpoyled them of all inftruments of war, training that powerful! 
Nation in all loofe and effeminate living. In this Country runs 
the River CMzander with his winding banks. They are faid to be 
the £rft coyners of money, and in venters of dice, ball, and Chefs, 
&c. to beguile hunger (for 2 2 years) every fecond day 5 Till 
they being more fruitful than the foyl, fent a Colony under Tyr- 
rhems into Italy, which their plantation is called,not now Tyrrhe¬ 
nian but Tufcanie . 

’ 20O L IS ("South from Lydia, and lying on the ^^Coaft, 

. whofe people together with the Dorians and loniam of .tAfia, 
.were of old onely accounted Greeks: the other Afians,Barbarians) 
bath three Maritine Towns ; MyrinaySLtt&Cuma, now called Caftri*, 
and Focea , now named Foglia Hecchia, that is, the old leaf. 

N igh unto tA£oli$3 are the high and low MYSIA ; whofe chief 
City was of old called Lampfaca , in which Priapus agodt 
was worfhipped in a beaftly manner and form. Cyzicus alfo was 
another City therein. The River Granica, called alfo Lafcara, is 
’-in this Country where Alexander vanquifhed Darius his Lievte- 
nants. There was alfo formerly the Town of Adramittium an 
'Athenian Colonie, now named Landermitti. This people are faid 
t© be fo bafe of condition, that one of no worth was called Myfio- 
rum pofiremus , or the worft of MjJians « 

P HRYGIA minor or the lefle (called Phrygia from Phryxus, who 
fleeing from his Mother Ino Queen of Thebes her treacheries, 
leated himfelf here; and now called, they fay, Sarcum) Iyeth on the 
North Eaft of JEolia^ whofe chief City was Troy, (called Ilium) 
fa named from Trcs the third King thereof; but it was built by 
Dardanus, ( who ded into this Country out of Corinth , having kil¬ 
led his brother Jsfeus) and called Dardania , in the year of the 
World 2487 5 for intheonce-famoufneffe of this people, many 
or moil Nations would from them draw their original. There 
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are yet (as foaie fay) the admirable ruines of great and old Troy to 
be ieen ; whofe length may bedifeerned (by the walls foundations 
yet extant) to have been about 20 Italian miles in length, reckon¬ 
ed 15 of Englifh, yet but two miles in breadth,lying along the 
Sea-hde between the three Papes of Mount Ida, (here feituated, 
and now called gargara) and the fartheft end, laftward, of the 
River Stmots 5 whofe delightful and fruitful plain, abounding in 
Corn, fruits, and delicate wines,.may be called the garden of Na- 
tolta; the Inhabitants of whofe 5 icattered Villages, are moft 
Greeks, the other Jews and Turks. Priamus the 6ih King thereof, 
giving leave tojiis fon Paris toravifh Helena Wife of CMenelaus 
King of Sparta, made the Greeks renew a former quarrel, who 
after ten years fiege, poffefled the Town, and burned it with fire *■ 
having loll in that time the bed part of a million of men • and the 
Trojans even (as is reported) an incredible multitude more. Some 
place the City Adramittium , mentioned in Ads 17.2. and alfo 
Pergama or Pergamm,\ n Phrygia the leffe : the one whereof we have 
placed in Myjia, the other in Lydia. This Province (with 
Hs, and a part of Lydia) are named Caraufia from Carafus , one of 
Aladtnes ibarers 5 and have a long time been fubjedted to the Ot¬ 
toman Turk. 

P HRYGIA Major, ©r the Greater, lyeth on the Eaft of Phrygia 
minor, whofe City Appamia, called formerly Sibotis, was the 
gre ateft of the Country. Midaia, or Mideeium, the feat of King 
Midas the fon of Gordius , whofe feat was the City Gordion • he 
being of a Plow-man chofen King of this kingdom. Alfo’the 
Cny Colofe was here, to whofe CoIofiiansiW wrote an Epiftle. 
Pep&ius, where Cibele their goddefle was worshipped, and thence 
called Dea Pefinuntia. Pfamneticus king of Egypt gave verdift of 
this peoples greateft antiquity; by fhutting up two children , who 
were fuckled by Goats, and ail humane company forbidden them; 
who learned onely the word Bee of the Goats cry; which in the 
Phrygians language fignifyeth bread, and nothing at all in any 
other tongue. This with the other part of Lydia was called Atdi- 
nia, from Aidin, another of Al&dtnes fucceflours. The River San- 
garius runs near the City Mjfaia, and in Bythinia . 

B YT III NI A (nigh whofe River Granvicus, Alexander ob¬ 
tained his fir ft victory over the Persians, flaying 20000) is 
on the North fide of Phrygia , and bounded on the Weft by the 
moutn of Pontus ; whofe famous Towns were Nicomedia , founded 
by Nicomedes King hereof, an ancient Town pleafandy feared on 
a little hill, with many fprings of water, (enough it be ruined) 
where many Turks and Greeks inhabit, chahedon , where was 
the 4th General Councel againft Neform his heretic. Nice, now 
called Nichia, or as others Ifnich, where was held the ftrft General 
Councel in 3 14 againft the Arrians ; as alfo another by Irene the 
Emprefle, wnerein the lavvfulnefle of worshipping Images was 
Fffff eftablifhed * 
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eftablifhed: and (as was thought) by fubftantiall Arguments. 
Prufa, new Burfe-, a great City near Mount Olympus , a long time 
the feat of the Othoman Kings, till Utfahomet the Firft removed 
it to Hadriample in Thrace. Herein alfo is Mount Stella ; both 
where Pompey the Roman General overthrew Mithridates ; and 
alfo where Tmerlain the Tartar vanquifhed Bajaz>et the Turk, 
who being taken, after two years dole confinement, ended his 
dayes by breaking out his brains againft an iron Cage, wherein 
- he was enclofcd. 

P ont US (on whofe South-Eaft Bythima is feituate ) and 
which (being divided from Bythima by the River Sangar ) was 
a diftinft Province from it: but they being afterwards reduced 
into one, are now called Burfia, as one faith ; or BechfanoUH\ as 
another. Its principal Towns are Toms, whither Ovid was ^ba- 
nifhed by Augufias Ceefar, of which (whatever was the true; the 
caule pretended was his lafeivious books, of the Art of Loving. 
CUudiopolisiFlaviopolis&nA Pithm , where John Chryfoftome remain¬ 
ed,when he was bamfhed. The King of this Country was Mithrl - 
dates-, who being once a friend,and Allie of the Roman Common¬ 
wealth, (in hope of the Monarchy of Afia) wrought (by a plot) 
the death of 150000 Roman Souldiers, fcattered thorow Anato¬ 
li a > in a night: difpofiefiing two or three Neighbour-Princes of 
their eftates, for their faithlulneffe to the Romans: and ftirring 
up the Greeks with all the Iflands, (but Rhodes) to rebel!. So that 
after 40 years much {baking their eftate, he was with much ado 
conquered. But when his Ion Pharnaces rebelled againft him, he 
killed himfdf, having firft (as is reported) attempted to poyfon 
himfelf, which he could not do, for the Electuary called Mithri - 
date, which he invented, and long ufed. The River Par thus wa- 
tereth this Country* 

N ext is PAPHLACjONIA , (on theEaft of Pontus: and 
vhich final] Country heretofore contained four different Na¬ 
tions ; one of whom never warred, but they certified their enemy 
firft ot the time and place of fight) whofe chief City is Pompeio- 
polis, as being built by Pompey. Sinope is alfo there noted for ftore 
©f Brafle,Lead, &c. Likewife Citros, builtby Chorus the fon of 
phryxus. It is called Paphlagonia, from Paphlago, the fon of Bhineus-, 
and in whofe bowels runs the River Parthemus . 

G ALATIA or Gallogr&cia , (wherein in Paul’s time was a ga- 
■*nered Church; is bounded with Paphlagonia on the North, 
and wasfo called from the (faults, who came hither under Bren- 
nm, three of whofe Towns are remarkable for fomewhat : Ancyra, 
foi a Synod there hexoen ; and now for making Chamiets, and is 
caller Anpun. Tavium, in which Jupiter s Temple was a privi¬ 
leged Sanctuary. And Pfas, a place of great Traffique. This 
valorous people were by degrees weakened by Afian pleafures 5 

who 
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who (as one obferveth) were f© fat from availing the Romans in 
the Capitol,that they loft their own Country to Manlius a Roman 
'General ; ‘Dctotarus being their King. 

L c l C rWJf’ 0t CAPPADOCIA, ftindson the 
Haft fide of Galatia} about the banks of whofe River Ther- 
mutton, dwelt the Amazons, Women of Scythia, who came from 
thence hither with their Husbands, in Sefifiris his time. King of 
H)P- But the men being treachereufly murdered by the inha¬ 
bitants, called Tkcmifcyrii, whom they held a ftrift hand over- 
they (through defperateneffe; both overthrew the Cbnquerours' 
and greatly enlarged theit dominions; and going to men theif 
neighbours thrice a year: they fent the Males to their Fathers 
keeping and rrayning up the Females in warlike Difcipiine; 
whofe tight breafts (tt is faidj they cut off, that they might not be 
hindred in fighting. Six Cities ate here of note 5 AmaBs, whi¬ 
ther the Turkifh Emperours fend their eldeft fons (after Circum- 
cifion; till their death. Mazan ot Hfo-ctefarea, where Ba&l the 
Author of Monafticall lives lived; Nazianzum, where Greeori 
Nazienzcn was Bifhop ; Erzyiam on gtcu Armenia’s confines, and 
fe the Turks randevouz in theit 'Tirpan expedition, when ConSan. 
tinople was pofleffed by the. Latinos, which Mahomet the great 
took from David, the laft Emperour in i 4 di. Seta&ia, where 
Tamerlano is faid to have buried iieoo alive, Trntz on d the 
Comncns Imperial feat; 

L TCAO NIA n bsundedon the North with Cappadocia; 

whole moft eminent Cities arc Itanium, where the Selzuccian 
AUdine Kings formerly kept their Court 5 Derht mentioned in the 
ABs, together with Lyfira ; by whofe inhabitants, Paul and Barns- 
bos curing a Criple, were admired as gods. This Proviace is 
watered with the River Lyots : and in whofe Soathpart is the Hill 
Chimera ; on whofe top, Lions tearing 5 in whofe middle, Goat* 
grazing; and in whofe lower part, Serpents lurking: Poets have 
feigned it to be a Monftcr. 

P T SI d IA hath Lycamid on the Weft. Its Cities are Ly- 
famis, and Antiochia * called in the A8$, Antiocbia of Pifidia. 
Xenophon , the Greek Hiftorian aiding Cym in war (againft his bro¬ 
ther Artaxerxes Memnon, with 12000 Grecians) who was by him 
overcome and flain 5 Xenophon retired home, the beft of them be¬ 
ing loft; yet by this example; he animated the Spartans , and af¬ 
terwards the c Macedonians to attempt 7 erf ids ConqUeft. 

A R ME Ni a Minor, or the lefle, (to which Pifidia is joyned 
Weft ward, and whofe Eaftera bounds is the River Euphra- 
tes) is thought to be the land of the Mountains of Ararat, where 
the Ark retted; the territory of whofe chief Town Malexond 
abounds in Wine and Oyl; and which Province long remained 
Fffff * andef 
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under the Romans, they having forced Antiochus the Great out of 
Afia by Sc'ipio, and pofleffed the fame: But the Turks at length 
wrefted it (as they did all lefTer Afia)by degrees from the Greek 
Empire. 

A S for AS IA - Major, orthe greater ; Syria therein, which 
hath on the EaR. Euphrates, is firft to be briefly furveyed* 
which fome divide into five Provinces, Pale (tin a, Phcevicia.foeiofy- 
ria,Suria r aw& Camogena. We will conteinunder itonely three, 

(to wit) Phoenicia, Coelofyria, and Syra, Phoenicia ; fpeaking of Pale - 
jtina as a diftind Countrey. I» Syria is Mount Libanm, fofamous 
for Cedars. But by one that travelled to the place where the Ce¬ 
dars formerly grew, there was but 24 to be feen, and feventeen 
more nine miles Weft ward, on the Mountain. Phoenicia (which 
lyeth all upon the Sea, South towards Judaa) her chief Towns 
were Tyre, now called Sait , an Ifland indeed; but fo near the main 
land, that Alexander filled up the Sea-paffage with earth when be 
befieged the Towns at laft taking it, though with extraordinary 
expenee of men. Money, and toil: it was once famous for her 
jPurpIes and Merchandise; whofeKingdome was very ancient, 
and of long continuance; difperfing alfo many Colonies over the 
World; and whofe two Kings-ofmoft note,were,H/>4w, Solomons 
Arid confederate, and PigmateWy Dido's brother, who built C ar ~ 
thage, Sidm, now Sar 3 in a manner, equal! in beauty and power 
to Tyre, and both fo noted for dying of Purple, that the Poets fome- 
timescallit Tyrien, fometimes Sydonien. It is now governed by 
an Emir ©r Prince of the Drufians ; theoff-fpring of the Chriftians 
under Godfrey of Bullein, Who though they have (as it were) forgot 
their Religion, do ftill mainyain'their freedome againft the Turks. 
Itolemais or *Acon, or Acre : aplaee aknoft invincible, when befie- 
ged by fo many Chriftian Princes, in the time of the holy War, fo f 
called: two of whom were Richard the firft, and Edward the firft, d " 
Kings of England. Joppa, whence Peter was fen t for, by Corneliw % 
which ftill retaineth its name, of which Cities, (faith one) fcarce 
any remainders are to be feen at this day, more than of Joppa and 
(Acre. Sarepta alfo was here, whofe Widows fon Eliah raifed 
from the dead, having been fuftained by her in famine 5 the low¬ 
er part of which Country was Ajhers feat, it abousding with . 
Wheat,Oyl, Honey, and Balm. 

C O E LOST RE A, (which, fome fay, is properly the Coun¬ 
tries between Libanon, and Anti-Lib anon, whence fprings 
the River Orontes, now called Farfara) Its head or chief City is 
‘Damafcw, which being fo pleafantly and fruitfully feituated, 
Mahomet would not enter therein, left being carried away with its 
pleafures, he fhould forget the bufineffe whereabout be was fent. 
Abrahams fervants founded it, and Paul was convinced nigh it, 
and converted and comforted in it. Benhadad , Sec. were Kings of 
this Syria 5 alfo the City Uieropolis was herein,where was the Hea- 

thenifh 
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thenifti Tempteof the Syrian Goddefie; whofe Pricfts uied jug- 
lingtricks todective the people. 


S TROP HEOtf/ciA, is the third of Syria, whofe Metropolis 
of all Syria, was Antioch, where the converted Gentiles were 
firft called Chriftians; which name and profeffion, the Heathen 
fo hated 5 that in fourty years time, there being a great number 
of that name, they were afflided with ten. persecutions $ which 
were fo crucll, that (except on jan. the firft) there were fome 
thousands pu c to death every day: But Conjlantine the great, (not 
ooely favouring them, but bccomming of the lame profeffion) put 
an end to all tbefe perfections. Antioch is how rather a hea p of 
ruines than any thing elfe. Aleppo , fo called from abundance of 
milk thereabouts, a place now of wonderfull traffique from all 
parts; in the Scripture it is called Aram Sabah. Tripolis , fo 
called for that it was thrice built, (ftading a mile from the Sea- 
fidc,near the foot ©f Mount Libanus) and removed into three fun- 
dry places. The Town and Province of Palmyra , was likewife in 
Syrioyihe which Zenobia a worthy Woman governed: who fway- 
ing thole Eaftern parts, and ftanding in oppofition with Gallien 
for the Empire 5 Aurelian the Emperour taking her, led her tri¬ 
umphantly through Rome , and that in fuch pomp, as never was 
(in triumphs) greater to be feen. The Syrians were called *Ara- 
mites ; whofe King Tigranes, by Eledion, ( Seleucus his flock fail¬ 
ing through civill wars ) joyning with Mithridates againft the Ro¬ 
mans, was vanquished by Lucullus, an 100000 being faid to be 
flain ,but with the Ioffe of five Romans, and an hundred wounded. 
Then again,by the fame Lucullus ; and at length, yielded to Pompey , 
leaving all Syria to the Romans , and contenting himfelf with Atr 
menia, and Media onely. But it was wrenched by the Saracem out 
of the Romans hands. 


P ALES TINA, which lyeth between the Mediterranean 
Sea on the Weft, and Arabia on the South, and being feitua- 
ted between the third and fourth climates; its Idngeft day is four¬ 
teen hours and a quarter) is divided into two parts by the River 
Jordan , which rifeth at Mount Libanw foot, from two fountains 
called Joy , and Dan. Where,of the Ifraelites, Reuben, and half of 
Maxajfeh dwelt beyond it, the other on this fide thereof; which 
latter part is fubdivided into Judea, properly fo called, Samaria , 
and galilee, and Idumea ; for when the men of Judah returned 
from captivity out of Babylon, then began they firit to be called 
Jem (even as the new commers cut of AJtyria, at the Ifraelites firft 
tranfportation, were called Samaritanes trom Samaria the chief Ci¬ 
ty) and then this Country was firft divided into the four Provin¬ 
ces abovefaid. It hath had divers names, as (fanaan from Cham's 
fon fo called; the promifed land from Gods proroife to Abraham- s 
of Ifrat 7 , from Jacob furnamed Ifracl for his faith. Judea, from the 
Jews, or Tribe of Judah, the chief of the twelve 5 and Faieftine from 

the 
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the Philiftines a powerful Nation therein ; and fince Chrift it hath 
been called the Holy Land. Here arc two Lakes by which Jordan 
pafleth, of Galilee the Lefle,and of Tiberias orCjenezareth the Grea¬ 
ter * alfo the dead Set (into which Jordan falls at laft) called by 
the Greeks the Lake of tAfphaltitesi and the dead Sea, becaufc no 
living creature can endure its bituminous or (limy favour ; nigh 
which once flood Sodom and Gomorrah ; where (as feme have 
written) a Treegroweth with Apples very fair to behold 3 but be¬ 
ing touched, they moulder to nothing. 

T O begin with GALILEE , for that it is the very North 
part of Palefiine; it is divided into the upper and lower. In 
the upper were the two Tribes of Afber and Napthali (with a part 
of Dan) feated, four of Afhers chief Cities were mentioned in Pha- 
niviai another was by whofe Wall falling, were 270000! 

Benhadads men (lain 5 when as AW had (lain fin battel; 100000 
of them before 5 alfo Gifcala. The Cities of note in Napthali , were 
Capernaumb'jihtStioi Galilee, which (Ghriftfaid) though lifted 
up to Heaven, fhould be brought down to Hell. Cinnereth, then 
Genefaretb, whofe Lake was focalled* Jabin^ at which Jofhua met 
twenty four Kings in battel. Lefhem being underfteod of Laifb; 
which the Danite’s took, Jofb, 1^.47. proves that a part of Dan 
were here feated alfo. This was called Galilee of the Gentiles, ei¬ 
ther as being the neareft to the <J entiles of Paleftina, or bccaufe Solo¬ 
mon gwo it to King Hiram, The Lower, which beginning at the 
Sea of TiberiadeSj is but twelve miles long, and five broad, in 
whefe center, Nazareth (from which City Chrift was called Jefut 
of Nazareth , and where Mary was falutcd by the Angel!) almoft 
ftandeth 3 from the feverai miraculous removes and rranfponati- 
ens of which Chamber of Mary there, is begun that deceitfull im- 
pofturc of the Lady of Lorette 3 over which they would have to 
be believed, Paul thefecond built a moll (lately Temple 5 Here 
was alfo, Cana, Bethfaida , Tiberias, Gab a, fince Hippopolis , from He- 
rods Ganifonning horfe therein : Snhadda , nigh which Saul flew 
himfelf; Daberoth, in the Valley of Ifraelj famous for many bat¬ 
tels fought in it $ which twolaft Cities were in J/achars Tribe, 
the reft were in Zabulon, both which poliefled this Country, in 
which alio was Mount Tabor , where Chrift was transfigured, 
and the brook or River Chifon 3 Julian the Apoftate called Chrift 
a Galilean in contempt, beeaufeofhis much converfing in this 
Lower Galilee, 

S AM A RIA (taken here for the Province of Samaria, lying be¬ 
tween Galilee and Judea , not for all the ten Tribes) contained* 
Ephraim, gad, Reuben, and the Tribe of Man afj eh, one half whereof 
was feituate beyond Jordan,as was faid,the other on the Mediter¬ 
ranean Sea 5 chief Cities of which latter, were Bethfan, on whofe 
walls 5 ^w/*j dead body was hung; and which(being long after re¬ 
built by the Scythians ) was named Scytbepolif ; Ctfaree, <?alefltna, 

before^ 
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before, Straton ■ Herod repairing it and calling it by Ceefars name 
where Herod Agrippa was for his rhetorical! pride,eaten of worms’ 
and where Pool made defence againft the Oratour Tertulk, 1 e zl 
where was (toned. Thebes, from whofe wall, Mime- 
lech (who nigh the City Sphra, had before flain fevemy of his 
brethren) was morrally wounded with a flone. Here ftood alfo 
Eador = where Washed counfel ofa Witch in his diftrefle 
The Metropolis of Sphraim was called Samaria,A ftately City It 
flood onaHtll, built by O m i King of Ifrael, and denominated 
from i shtmtr, of whom the Hill was bought. It being afterward 
«zed, was repaired by Herod, and called Stbafle from Sebaflos,the 
Greeks word tor Augfue. Bethel was another of its Cities, which 
figmfying the houfe of God, was by Jeroboams Calves there crofted 
and the Idolatry there committed, called by the Prophet Bethaveee, 
that is, the houfe of vamty. Sicken,, nigh which Judas Maccabam 
overttew Lyfias Lydda, fince Diofpolis ■, where' George for £„. 
gland was faud to be beheaded. Here was alfo Ramatfa, Wepbof 
Anmathea s City : and Shiloh, or Silo, (on a hill) where the Ark 
wa, till taken by the gad, beyond Jordan, c onteined 

the chief Towns, Gadara, and gergefa, two diftina neighbouring 
Cures; but both one in defiring Chrift ,o depart their coafts? 
alfo Ramoch Gdiadfa&W to wicked and wilful Ahab, feekino to re 
cover it from the Syrian:- Here ftood alfo Succoth, and Gabolh Gi 
lead, .where Saul and h is fons were buried, and Rabba, where Uriah 
7 a , s ,! ln > Betharam-,' which Herod rebuilding alfo, cal- 

led Juha m honour of AuguftnTWifc, now of the Julian family 
Li ttje other halfof^/ri,; (which Countrey was called Ba- 
f ta ’°i 'the Gyanr being us laft King) and alfo part of that coun¬ 
trey cadedUe^/rrCdivers times mentioned in Matthew, Mark 
fromits ten chief Cities) fome of whofe principal Towns 
were £u re j Ogsfar, Ajhtarotb, where the Goddefle Aibtarotb was 
worauppcdmfotmofafheep; and Hus, or Jobs binb-place. In 
the Trioe otReuees,was ftrpng Machxrn, (on a Rock; where \ohn 
Bapttft was beheaded, Betbb&ra where Mofes exhorted the Ifraektes 
and John long after baptized. Ramatb Baal, whither Balaam was' 
brougnetocurfe the people, and whofe god Baal (fome havefaiiv 
was beaftiy Pnapua aforementioned , finally .Abel, Sittim, in Mol 
abs plains, wnere the Ifrafites laft encamped, and where the 
wood grew wnereofthe Ark was made. The Samaritans were 
(artcr the ten Tribes carried away) Afyrians knz thither by Salma- 
napar, who oemg deceitful!, were deadly enemies to the lews in 
GiftrcOe, but in tneir reft and profperity,they would be their Ccu- 

rnnLn C c a L r r Cy were fo f t:,eir « un g r el Religion, notoncly ac¬ 
counted Schifmatiqucs, but alfo reprobates, with whooi the 
Jews converfed not; and accounted the word Samaritan anions 
the worft they could give to Chrift, ° 
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J UDEA contained the Tribes of Judah and Benjamin, and is 
now accounted as large as them : all the remarkable Cities of 
which'two great Tribes, to fpeakof particularly, would be too 
tedious. In Judah was Jethir ; near which,King Afa (by his God’s 
help) overthrew Zerah King (not of the Ethiopians beyond Egypt, 
but) of the Arabians nearer home, having ioooeoomen. Hebron, 
a very ancient Seat of the fons of Anak ; which Anak, (the word 
dignifying a chain for ornament) it appears, wore fuch a chain; 
the Gyant being enriched with his enemie’s fpoyls. Near this 
Town was alfo the Plain of Mamre ; whither the Angels came to 
Abraham : here alfo was David anointed King by the Tribes ; and 
kept his Regal Seat before the taking of Jehus, afterwards called 
Jerufaiem. Tekoa, where the Prophet Amos dwelt; in whofe wil- 
derneffe, the Lord deftroyed the Moabites, Ammonites, and men 
of Mounc-Seir, in Jehofophat’ s time, by fetting the two former 
again ft the latter: and then againft: each other. Bethlem- Judah 
'(for there was another Bethlem in Zabulon ) where Chrift was born; 
and the Infants fuffered by Herod: amongft whom, Herod's own 
fon, at nurfe, being (lain, Augustus C<*[ar faid, He had rather be 
Herod’shogg, than his fon. Emaus, (afterwards Nicopolis) where 
Chrift made himfelf known to two difciples; when their hearts 
had burned within them, as they travelled reafoning with him. 
Herein iikewife, are the hills of Engedi , at whofe feet were Gar¬ 
dens of Balfamum or Opobalfamum: for whofe Trees, fleopatra fend¬ 
ing to Herod to plant them in Egyj*, he, as not daring to refufe, 
pluckfrhem up and fent them. In a Cave of thefe hills alfo Du 
vid cutting off the lap of Saul’s garment, his heart (by God’s wit- 
neffe in his confcience) fmote him for ir. 

Benjamin’s Cities were (Jtlgal, where Jofhua, after Mofes’ sdeath 
performed feverai ads as preparatories to his iucctfle and con- 
queftof Canaan ; as, circumciftng the people, keeping the PafTe- 
over; pitching 12 ftonesnearit; a memorial of dividing Jordan 
to give them paffage ; eating of the fruits of the land; and where 
^4gwashewen in pieces by Samuel. Strong Ai, where the If- 
raelites (purging the Camp of A chan the thief) feized the City 
by a ftratagem, having been firft difeomfued- Mifpeh , even m 
the midft of the Land and peoples common affembling place, was 
with Gilgal , made the Judgment-Sear, whither Samuel went year¬ 
ly for that purpofe. Gibbah, where,in the quarrel of the PiieiVs 
daughter being forced, that Tribe was almoft extirpated. Qibon , 
whofe Gibeonites obtaining peace of Jojbua, and Saul alter wards 
killing fomeof them,a famine came on the Land, and was not ap¬ 
pealed but with the hanging of his feven fons by them. Jericho, 
whofe Walls falling down at the found of rams-horns, it was ra¬ 
zed, and a curfe denounced on the builder thereof; which being 
attempted in Ahab’s time by Hiel a Bethelite, for the pleafantntfle 
pf the place, he loft his eldeft fon at the foundation of its Walls 5 
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ana his you.tgett at the fetting up it’s Gates. On the other fide 
Jordan againft this Jericho, is Mount-Ncbo, where God having 
fhewn Mofes the promifed Land,took him away, not fuffering him 
to enter therein. Laftly, Jerufaiem ; built by Mdchizedeck, that 

is, a King of righteoufnefle in ipirit and figure; and King of Salem, 
that is. King of peace, the t fifed of the former: which (landing 
among the Jebufites, was named Jcbufalem ; and,a letter being 
altered, Hierufalem, or a City of peace. It was built on Mount 
Sion, having a ditch about it cut out of a rock; which was not 
conquered, till David (by Jo&b) took it, although the Citizens co¬ 
vertly and prefumptuoufly faid, their blind and lame could defend 

it. Then was this the Royal Seat; In which Solomon built the 
magnificent Temple, the place ofgeneral worship.- which being 
deftroyed by Xebuchadnezzar King of Babylon in the 13 50th year 
of the Worldjwas (after the Jews return from Captivity) rebuilt; 
the Workmen holding their fwords in one hand, and tools in the 
other, through the great oppofition of the Samaritans. Yet was 
it not outwardly in divers refpeds fo glorious as the former : But 
the Lord promifed (by the Prophet) it fhould be more glorious: 
which was fulfilled not onely by Chrift the light of the World,” 
his perfonal preaching glad tydingstherein; but efpecially by 
dwelling in his Saints, of whofe bodies (which arehis Temple; 
that was but a type. Herod the Afcalonite, in favour of the Jews; 
plucking it dowa, made it much exceed the fecond, though fome- 
what inferiour to the firft. But it was again deftroyed by Titus, 

Vefpafian’s fon, Aug. 10. (on which very day, Nebuchadnezzar 
burnt the firft with fire) which City, to be befieged, the Jewes 
their rebellion and obftinacy againft the Roman Emperour,(under 
wnofe power they were; to fulfill their own wi(h in crucifying 
Chrift, that his blood might be upon them and their children, af¬ 
ter fome years, caufed ; and at the time whereof, there dyed by 
f word and famine above a million of people in the Cityitfelf, 
befiJes near 100000 taken prifoners at the taking it, and inother 
Cities well nigh a million more: and all this from the 12th year of 
Nero, unro the fecond of refpajian^hich was within 4 years time. 

And in the 13 6 year of Chrift, (through 2 rebellions byrhem rai- 
fed)chey were by Adrian the Emperour, in general banifhed never 
there to inhabit but as ftrangers: fince which,they being difperfed 
over the Earth,have been banifhed out of England & rft;then out of 
Trance,Spain,Portugal,Naples,ScSicily. Yet are there many in Germa - 
ny,Poland,Amfterdam in Holland, (where they have a Synagogue)/;*- 
b > a .nd chiefly Rome itfclf,with the Pope’s jurifdi&ion of Avigniom 
which permiflion of them under the Pope,although an expe&ation 
of their converfion be the declared realon ; yet confidering the Pa- 
pifts Image-worfhip, whereby they are humbled : and they alfo 
not being fuffered to fee fo much as the New Teftamenc; as.alfo, 
that at their converfion, they mu ft Iikewife convert all their goods 
to the Church, as ill-gotten ; it may be rather judged to be from 
profit hereby arifing. When j ulian the Apoftate would (to in- 
creafe the Jews number, and diminifh the Chriftians; have re- 
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built this Temple 5 an Earthquake carting up the foundations,and 
fire from Heaven eonfaming the timber-work, hindered that de- 
fign. Yet the City was re-edified by the Emperour Situs Adria - 
nus, (who calling it after his own name ^£lia, gave it to the Chri- 
rtians) though not in the very place of the old, every way: ^ac¬ 
cording to the relation of an eye-witneffe, on its South-fide,much 
of Mount-Sion is left without the walls, which was anciently the 
heart of the old City 5 taking in alfo now, both Mount-Calvary, 
and Chrift’s Sepulchre, called the holy grave,within thofe Walls 
that were built by Selimus the Turk; fo that (faith he) a man may 
boldly affirm, the Eft oft part to be built on that place, where the 
firft Jerufalem was ; as appears by the Mountains mentioned in 
Scripture, whereon Jerufalem is both feituated and environed 5 
whoreferve their fame Hamestotbis day; as Mount Sion* Cal¬ 
vary, Moriah, and Olivet, which 1 aft Mountain the Valley of 
Jehofaphat divideth from the City. There is in it alfo the Tem¬ 
ple of the Sepulchre built by Helena , (Mother to Coxjlantine the 
Great Jwith a little Chappel over it: and in the place of the Tem¬ 
ple, burnt by Titus , is another great Temple builded by Sultan Se¬ 
lim Seliman, referved and highly regarded by the Turk* out of their 
refpeCfc to Solomon ; near which, or within whofe Courts, none 
(called a Chriftian) may enter,undcr pain of lofing his head. The 
Temple of the Sepulchre, hath been, and is much reverenced and 
referred unto; for the fight of which every one payeth p Crowns 
tribute to the Turk, or (as a Traveller thither faith) 12 chickens 
©f gold, was difpatched from each of them for the Turk,as tribute 
for going into the holy grave. 

The Levites (of whom there were four forts. Panics or young¬ 
lings till 2 5 years old ; Graduates, who after 4 years ftudy might 
oppofe and anfwer in the Law; Licentiates, who exercifed the 
Prieft’s Office; And Rabbins or Dolors,the higheft,who expoun¬ 
ded the Law) had 48 Cities allotted them, out of every Tribe, 
and were reckoned of that Tribe where their City wis.Simeon alfo 
inhabited onely a part of Judah’s portion; according to their 
father’s prophefie, That he would divide them in Jacob, andfeat- 
terthemin Ifrael: fo that Joseph’s fens, Ephraim and CManafles s 
made up the 12 Tribes. They were called Hebrews from Heber, 
who was before Abraham : and of 70 fouls when Jacob went down 
into Egypt, grew a multitude in 215 years fpaee, notwithftand- 
ing their oppreffion. Neither was any Province thought to be 
fo proportfenably peopled, as Taleftina ; in which (being not 
above 160 miles long, and 60 broad, the length being reckoned 
from Dan to Beerjheba) when David numbred the people, they 
found a million and 300000 fighting men, befides Benjamin ; but 
now ftriptevenof all ornaments, except the beauty and bounty of 
thefoyl, which is defedive alfo. The Jews had 1 £ Judges, 415 
years; Mofes being the firft, and Samuel the laft; who having 
judgedthem four years; in the year of the World 2873, they 
defired a King like other Nations. They h3d three Kings before 
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the kingdom was divided, Saul , David , and Solomon . There were 
17 Kings of Ifrael, Jeroboam thefon of Nebat being the firft, and 
Hofea the laft; who being overcome by Salmana/ar , the Ifraelires 
^ere carried captive into A/yria in 32325 whence thofe ten 
Tribes never (as we find; returned. The Kings of Judah were 
20. Reboboam, Solomon* s fon, was the firft, from whom the ten 
Tribes rent; Zedekias was the laft, in whofe reign, Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar the Proud,deftroying Jerufalem, captivated the people into 
Babylon his kingdom ; (two Kings having reigned in Judah after 
Iiraers captivity). Who fo remaining 70 years, Cyrus King of Per- 
tia (to whom the Babylonians were now fubjed) gave them liberty 
to return, and build the City and Temple ; which finished, they 
chofe them Governoursof the chief of David's houfe; whereof 
Zorobabel was the firft of the 15, Johannes Hircam* the laft, of 
them that were of David’s ftoek. 

But theDorainion of J every being vexed by the Egyptians on one 
fide, and the Syrians 00 the other, during their governments * 
compelling them withal!, to eat S wines-flefh, &c; Mattathias and 
his five fens were ftirred up to refift Antiochus Spiphanes, and the 
Syrians; who having been very victorious over them , Judas 
Macchabew ( reckoned one of the Nine Worthies) was chofcn 
Captain of the Jews ; iruhe year of the World 379?; who van, 
quifhed three of Antiochus bit great Captains, with their three 
numerous Armies. Three Princes of Judea there were after him, 
Johannes Hircanus being the laft, in 3831. Then were there four 
Matcbabaan Kings of Judah: riftobulm , the firft, who ftarving 
his Mother, flew his brother. Alexander was the fecond ; ablou- 
dy Tyrant both to fubje&s and enemies. Then a woman, ’Alexan¬ 
dra or Solome* he Tyrant’s wife. Laftly, Hire anus, who being di- 
fturbed by his younger brother Ariftobulus, was eftablifhed by 
Pompey the Roman, in his Throne, he with his Tons being impri¬ 
soned at Rome; one of whom (Alexander) efcaping and difquiet- 
ing his Country, was feized on and {lain. But J dm C*far(Pom- 
pe/s vidorious competitor) freeing the other brother Antiooms, 
hedepofing Hircanus, cut off his ears; who fuddeoly after* was 
flain by Mark-Anthony, and a ftranger had the kingdom in 3930. 
Of which ftrangers, there were five Kings. Herod the Afcalonite 
an Idumean, being the firft, made fo by Augustus ; and at which 
time Chrift was born; and Agrippa minor , er the Lcffe, who 
was the laft ; before whom with Feflm, Paul pleaded, and in 
whofe time Jerufalem was deftroyed, and the kingdoms made 
a Roman Province, in the year 73 after the birth of Chrift : which 
being re-edified (as wasfaid) by v£lm Adrianus , and given to the 
Chriftians: Cofroes King of Pcrfia took it from them in £15; from 
whom the Saracens wrefting it in £37; and the Turks from them 
in 1009, one Peter a French Hermite ftirred up the Princes of the 
Weft to relieve the opprefted Chriftians; who came at laft to Je- 
ralaletn, and took it. Godfrey Duke of Bulloignf or his’merirs 
therein, was faluced the firft King of Jerufalem and Paleftinc, in 
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105? f, of which (though he would not in that place where Chrift 
wore a Crown of Thorns, beCrowned with Goid,yet (for thecom- 
raon goods fake,- he took the title 5 there was nine of th.efe Kings 
whereof Guy of Lufignan was the Jaft 5 for in his time,Saladine Sul¬ 
tan of *AEgypt ia 1187, won that Kingdome, which hisfucceflours 
defended, untill that in 15 ij.Selimus the firft,Turkifh Emperour, 
added both Palefline and tAEgypt alfo to his Empire.' Yet after that: 
Saladine had taken Jerufalemy the Chriftians'retiring into fotne 
Towns thereof, made to cm good againft the Turk 5 under Can- 
re.de af cMontferrdt, Henrj Earl of Champdigne, and j ohn di Brenne y 
who was the laftChriftian King that peflcfled any thing in Pale¬ 
fline ot Syria-, yet Poland,Brenn his daughter, marrying Frederick 
King of Naples, he intituled himfelf King of Jerufalem in her 
right ; whereupon the Kings of Spain, being heirs and poffeflours 
of Naples,do now aflame that empty titJe.Three Orders of Knight¬ 
hood were alfo ere&ed for defence ®f the Holy land fo called, 
againft infidells. The firft, by Helena, Conftantine the Great his 
Mother, and called Knights of the Sepulchre. The fecond by 
one gerar din 1124. named Knights of Saint John'of J erafalem, 
(which was alfo confirmed by the Pope) who being'expelled Pale - 
fine, feized on Rbodes, and being foree^ ■'thence alfo fat length) 
bytheTurk, are now in the Ifle of UWaha, and.. called Knights 
thereof. Tne third were Tern piers by Hugbot Cayennes in 1113, 
confirmed alfo by the Pope; who p&fTefling very many Lerd- 
(hipSj.even in all Provinces of Europe-, their' grearr revenue was 
not the leaft caufe of their diflolving ; yet were there crimes pro¬ 
ved againft this order, as revolting from obedience’ to the Patri- 
archof jerufalem, their vifitour, uofpeakable pride, and alfo fins 
againft nature; fothar, beingdiflolved, their lands were given 
to the Hofpitallers, or Knight of St. John. 

I DUMEA, (whifch the Edomites, Sfau's off-fpring once inha¬ 
bited, as alfo Mount Seir , or wilderncfle of Edom, counted part 
offtonyg Arabia, where th elfraelites were flung with fiery Ser¬ 
pents) was in part pofleffed by the Philijtines ; who very much 
vexed the Ifraelites ; and although they, with the Edomites were 
made fubjed by David, yet could not be expelled the land. The 
Edomites revolting in Jorams time, and remaining free, till the 
time of Hircanus the High Prieft after the Captivity, he fubjed- 
ing them, forced them to be circumcifed, and fo were accounted 
as Jews. In Idumea were Dan and Simeons Tribes. Dans chief 
Cities were Kiriathjearim, where the Ark was kept in Aminadabs 
houfe 20 years; Eckron where they worfnipped Baalzebub, or the 
god of flies; Afotes, Azotm, or Afclad, where was Dagons fump- 
luousTemple; and near which Judas Macchabeetu was {lain in 
hard fighr. Gath, gdiahs City ; and Joppa, or as fame now, 
reported to have been bude before the floud ; whence Jonah took 
{flipping to flee to Tarftu, where Peter raifed Dorcas, and where he 
fawa Vifion of the Gentiles converfion in Simon the Tanners 
; houfe c 
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houfe. Simeon's principal Cities are,ftrong Gaza, which from the 
Persians laying their Weftern tributes and cuftomes there, all Ri¬ 
ches are called Gazx ; Afcalon, where Queen Semiramis who built 
Babylon ; and alfo long after, Herod that flew the Infants was born. 
Beerjbeba , which was the Southernlimit of Palefline, as Dan, or 
Laifh, was the North, and was well fort if ycd by the Warring 
Cbriftians, as bounding on Arabia. Abraham and Abimelech hece 
fware to each , other. Hagar wandred hither with Ijhmael, and 
ffaac there long dwelt. Cariathfepher , whofe name fignifyinga City 
of books ; fome would have it to be anciently •pjleftine’s lliiver- 
fity. 

A RMEN I a Major, or the" greater, which hath on the 
North, Tartary , and on the South', Mesopotamia, called at this 
day Mingreha, hath Mountains lying on the Eaft of Euphrates, 
which divide it from Anatolia , called Scodrifci , Periadres , and 
Amamus , whofe Inhabitants having want of all things, areftour, 
cruelland Warlike, living (in that fo barren foyl) by hunting and 
ftealing. It is divided into three Provinces; whereof the firft to be 
mentioned is Colchis, now called Diarbec , feiruate North and 
Weft on the Buxine Sea, two of whofe chief Towns are Phafis, or 
Fafium, onthe River Phafis irs banks; and Diofcurias, where the 
Romans (in their time) kept 30 Interpreters to ftand between the 
Govemour and people, becaufe of 30 languages there fpoken, 
through the Merchants of all Nations. In Colchis alfo ^£tas was 
King, from whom Jafon is faid to have ftollen the golden Fleece by 
Medea'sayd and forceries. Georgia (otherwife called Gurgefian, 
and formerly Iberia ; for it comprehends the undent Iberia with a 
part of high ^ Armenia ) was not fo named from St, George , ( al¬ 
though they highly efteem him) but from the georgi inhabiting 
long before George, the adjoyning Countries. It is feiruared on 
theEaftof Colchis, and on the North of Turcoman ia. This peo¬ 
ple being good Souldiers, have alwayes maintained their liberty, 
by joyning fometimes with the Perfians, and fometimes with the 
Turks; el whofe Country alfo there have been many Lords: but 
now’tismoftly under the Turk, and hath many good and ftro.ng 
Towns: (one whereof is called Te/lis, exceedingly fortified by the 
Turks, to defend their new Conquefts againft the Perfians) alfo 
Doc a, Toman, &c. Hence the Sultans of Egypt choofing their Ma- 
mslacks ; they at length proudly aflumed/an^long defended that 
Kingdom. 

T URCO MANIA ( formerly and properly called Arme¬ 
nia the greater, to difunguifh it from the letter in Nataliaj is 
confined upon the North with (folchis ; on the Weft with Euphra¬ 
tes, and the IefTer ^ Armenia , and took this name from the Turks, 
(in the Hebrew fignifying, banifhed men) who breaking thorow 
the Cafpian ftraighrs out of barren and cold Scythia, feared them- 
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feives in this Country in 844, where reaming up and down after 
the manner of the Scythian Nomades, and being an unregarded 
people 5 at length, Mahomet the Perfian Sultan, a Saracen, fend¬ 
ing for fome of them to a yd him againft the Caliph of Babylon^ 
(by whofe valour he got the vi&oryj and hindring their return 
home 3 they firft retiring into the Woods, by open arms fought 
the Perfians: where Mahomet by unadvifed riding to and fro\o 
encourage his Souldiers, breaking his neck with a fall from his 
horfe: Trangolipix the Turks Leader,* was (by common confenc 
of both Armies) proclaimed Sultan of Perfia, whereby, at firft* 
by the Zelzuccian family,and then by the Ottoman fwallowing up 
the other, the large Turkish Monarchy hath been (by degrees) 
crefted both in Europe, A fa, and Africa : So that as ’twas Laid of 
the people of Rome, thatoTa fmall beginning, they grew up to 
fuch a greatneffe 3 fo may it be faid of thefe Scythian Turks : but 
as it is with the Moorl her felf, which increafeth, and again di- 
minifhech; fo alfo is it with all Empires placed under her,which 
have their time to rife, andmuft haye their time to fall. The 
Metropolis or Mother-City of Turcomama was once Artaxata, de- 
Bominated either from the River Araxis, ("which divideth Arne, 
nia and Perfia) as being feated thereon, or rather from zArtaxes 
before Tigranes who founded it 5 then Efechia, and now called 
Coy. nigh which Lucullus the Roman overcame Mithridates and 
, Tigranes his fon in law 5 and Selimus the Turk, Hifmael the Terfian 
Sophie, in 1514, though with the Ioffe of 3®ooo choife men, and 
fuch a general terrour, that they ftill call it. The day of Doom, Ar - 
minig is now its chief City. There is alio Tigranocerta built by 
Tigranes, one of the mightieft Kings of this Armenia 3 whofe new 
City, Lucullus taking by .fiege, found befide other wealth therein, 
3000 talents in money, ran, which both by Nature and Art is 
a ftrong Bulwark againft Invafions of the Perfians. Laftly, Seha- 
ftie, where the Patriarch of Armenia refides. 

A rabia (taking it altogether) is a very fpatious Coun¬ 
try, and is (hut up on the Weft with the Arabian Gulph, or 
the Red-Sea 5 on the Eaft with the Perfian Gulph 3 on the South 
with the Ocean 3 and on the North with Paleftine, and famous 
Euphrates: So that it is in the form of a PeninfuJa, and isdivi- 
ded into three parts, Arabia Deferta, or the WildernefTe , Petrofa , 
or the Stony 3 an dFcslix, or the Happy. Though the Arabians 
are very much givffh to theft, and hate all Science j yet they boaft 
much of their Nobility. They of Arabia Foelix, the civilleft of 
the three, had many barbarous cuftoms. The Arabick tongue 
which they all ufe, extends alfo thorow Syria, Paleftine, ^gypr, 
Mefopotamia, and (Morocco excepted) all Barbary : which lan¬ 
guage the Mahometans account facred. 
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A Bahia the Defart (which hath three feveral Epithites given 
to it by Ariflide$) Sernius, and Lucian) is called by the He¬ 
brews Kedar , and is the WildernefTe wherein the Ifraelites com- 
ming out of Egypt, wandred 40 years under Mofes. It is bounded 
on the Eaft with the Mountains of Babylon. It being covered 
with a dry and thick fand,is not fit for herbage or rillagejthe chief 
City of whofe few Inhabitants is called Bafsora. Their travelling 
beafts here are Camels, whom little food fufficeth 5 yet will they 
carry 600, and fometimes 1000 weight. 

P ETROSA, or the 5 /o^.(which confines with the Defart 
on the Eaft, and on the South with the Happy ) is fo called 
either from its rockineffc, or from Petra the chief Town thereof, 
though now named Rathalaiahi which having beenftraighrlybe- 
fieged by the Roman Emperours Severus and Trajan, they were 
in all attempts vvorfted. Trajan being glad to flee for his life,and 
the man next him being (lain with a dart. Yet this Arabia was 
fub-’ued by Palma Lievtcnantof Syria under the faid Trajan: 

Here is alio Ezton-GeBer on the Red-Sea , where Solomon 
fhips ftayedborh before aad after their faylingto Opbir. This 
Country was called by Pliny and others, Nabatkea 5 (for it contain* 
the two Regions of Nabathea , and Agar a, {0 called, becaufe the 
Sararensot Hagarensoi Hagar poftdfed it; where alfo dwelt the 
Enims and Zanzummims, as alfo the Madianites, to whom Mofes 
fled) now it is called either Barra, as one 3 Bangaucal, as another- 
or Battha , as a third. The two Mountains of Sinay and Hs re l 
arc herein 3 of which, Sinay is the higheft, which being very 
troublefome to afeend, ftairs are cut in the rock, that beafts might 
more eafily pafle. There is alfo in this Mountain, a Covent of 
Monks, 50 in number,called Maronites, living after the Grecian 
manner 5 and who receiveChriftian Pilgrims (fo called; who go 
thither for devotion. Many would have Petra to be the very 
Mecca where Mahomet was born; but it is rather that which (in 
Mapps) is called Petra of £/?: for Mecca is reckoned to be in Ara¬ 
bia tne Happy. Of all Vegetables, the Palm-Tree onely growes 
in this barren Province. Store of Dromedaries there are, 
whicbjthey fay, will (through fwiftneffe) bear a man 1000 miles 
in one day. The Oftrich alfo (who is faid to digeft Iron) is plenty, 
here. 

F OELIX or the Happy , joyns to the other two like a Peninfuk, 
bet wixt the Arabian and Perfian Gulph, and bordering with 
trie Indian Sea 5 and is fo called, (I may well fuppofe; for that it 
is the moft pleafant and fruitfuil Country ©f Afia, abounding 
with Balfome, Myrrhe, and Frankincenfe, Gold and Pearls, efpe- 
cially (faith a Traveller) about Medina the feeond City to Mecha 5 
now it carries the name of Taman or Gyamen . Some will have Sabs 
the principal City; but however* hence were the Sabeans that af¬ 
flicted 
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tiiCic a Job. UMedinaTanalbi, tnac is, cue Prophet'* City i$ ici- 
tuared near Arabia Petrea, and well peopled, a fid was the firft 
Town that yielded to Mahomet, when by arms he began to efta- 
blifn his Religion : in or nigh which hecompofed the model there- 
of; here the Iron-Ciffin of this falfe prophet, with his inclofed 
body, is (aid to hang, being held by an Adamant up to the roof of 
the Temple, near which they alfo fay are alwayes about 3000 
burning lamps. (Mecha is the chief City 5 wherein Mahomet 
was born: which two Cities are remarkable places for Mahome¬ 
tan Pilgrims: there coming alfo three Caravans or Captains year¬ 
ly, which part from Cair, Damas, and the Indies, and go to Me¬ 
cha for devotion,in honour of Mahomet^ birth ; thence to Medina, 
in honour of bis Sepulchre: and into which no Chriftianis fuffe- 
red to enter. The other Towns of note are Horan , the chief Port 
of the South Ocean; and Alteroch or Elter, the onely Town in 
that Country where Chriflians, focalled,are ingreateft number. 
There is Zidon, a Sea-Town 40 miles fro m Mecha, without walls, 
but indifferent fair houfes : alfo Aden feared on the borders of the 
Red-Sea, near the ftraic of Babel Mandeb, and faid to be the faireft 
Town of Arabia, ftrong by feituation, as well as Art: which 
Town the Turks took, and the whole Realm bv policy, in 1538, 
and they loft their King. Zebetb or Zibit alfo is a good Town (land¬ 
ing in a Plain between two Mountains, and on a River of the fame 
name half a dayes journey from the Red-Sea 5 which being taken 
by the Turk after *Aden, he fent thither a Begliarbey with great 
forces. One barbarous cuftome which they had formerly in this 
Arabia, was the community of one Wife alone among a whole 
kindred, and if fhe accompanied any other man, they both dyed. 
TheTurkifh Alcoran coropofed by Ofmen the 4th Caliph, and 
commanded by him to be only received as Canonical throughout 
his Dominions, is an expofition on Mahomet 9 s eight Commande- 
menrs:which are, 1 .E very one ought to believe that God is a great 
God,and oneonely God,and Mahomet to be his Propher. 2 .Every 
one muft marry to increafe Mahomet’s followers. 3. Every one 
muft give of his wealth to the poor. 4. Every one muft make his 
prayers five times a day. 5. Every one muft keep a Lent one 
moneth in a year. 6. Be obedient to thy Parents. 7. Thou 
(halt not kill. 8. Do unto others, as thou wouldft be done unto 
thyfelf. Which Religion of his (he promifing a carnal and vo¬ 
luptuous Paradife to thofe that kept thefc Lawes) was greedily 
received by the Saracens, (of Arabia the Defat) fo called (not of 
Sara, but) either oiSaharra, which fignifies a Wilderncfle, and Sa¬ 
ke*? t to inhabit 5 or from Sarah, thee ves,,a name agreeable to their 
natures. (Mahomet was born in 57 a, and fome fay not at Mecha, 
but in a Village of Arabia called Itrarip ; his father was a Pagan, 
and his mother a Jew; he was married to his Miftris at 2 5 years 
old, and began to affed the name ©f a Prophet at 3 8 years of age; 
and by policies ftrengthening himfelf with the Arabians, who 
freed themfeives from obedience to the Greek Empire: he was 

driven 
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driven from Mecha s Territories by their Nobility; the which he 
(erelong) fubdumg, expelled thence the Greek Officers* From 
whofe flight tiom (Mecha, the Saracen’s Hegira, or computation 
of years (fo called from Hegirathi, which (from the Arabick) is 
rendred, a perfecution raifed about Religion) began; which was 
about the year of Chrift 6 ij t Although Selimus the Firft,fubdued 
the Arabians to the Turk; yet are they rather tributaries than 
provinces of that Empire ; for they have two Kings of their own; 
one whereof liveth on Euphrates, the defarts of Mefopotamia; 
fometimes in Arabia Fcelix,and in fome parts of Syria: the other 
wandreth with his tribes or wild theevifh Arabs,tents,andBeftial, 
one while in Petr&a and Deferta ; fometimes in Paleftine, as he 
findeth good paftorage and frefh fountains; which makes the tra¬ 
vail to and in Palefline , fo dangerous. Thefe two Kings are mortal 
enemies; and if by chance they meet, they bring damage,rapine^ 
and deftrudion to themfeives and their followers: for being un¬ 
tamed Savages, they cannot bridle their inordinate paffions. 

Thefe Countries are all fubjed to the Turkifh Empire, which 
did alfo poffefle part of Media, with its chief City Taurus: but 
fome think th eSophi of Perfia hath recovered the greateft past 
thereof. The Turk alfo holds almoft all (Mefopotamia and Diar- 
beck ; being Mafterof Chaldea , and part of A/yria: But fince the 
Perfian Sopht hath daily won from him, recovering his eftate by 
little and little, asalfothatmany of thefe Countries do (hereby) 
change their mafters daily. 1 

We will briefly mention the Riches,Fruitfulneffc and Religion 
of the forementioned places : and then (that we run not into a la- 
barinth) in brief furvey the other Countries alfo. 

Anatolia, or Leffer Afia enjoying a fweet and temperate Ayr, 
did abound likewife with grain, having ftore of good paftures for 
Cattle; and had more than fufficiency fot the life of man. Bur 
now it is not fo fruitful!, as not fo well manured 5 yet it is more 
fertile in places near the Sea ; and as the land is better husbanded, 
fo it yields the more. In the great Plains within the heart of 
the Country,they fow Wheat,Barley, and Cotton. Natalia hath 
the benefit of many Rivers watering it; whereof five of the prin¬ 
cipal difebarge themfeives into the Euxine Sea; three into the Pro r 
pontides ; one into Hellefpont^ four into the Archipelago : one runs 
into Euphrates ; and divers others into the Mediterranean Sea. But 
the chief revenue of Natalia is by Cotton, whereof there growes 
abundance. 

Bythinia imparts its Orpiment to other Nations. Galatia hath 
great yearly profit by Copper-Mines. Caria a good revenue by 
the Adamant ftone. The Pamphilians make the beft ©f Chamlets, 
and have great fums of money for them. Cappadocia is enriched 
by Silver, Iron, Allom, Jafper, Cryftal, Alabafter, and the Onyx 
ftone. And Ctlicia receives much money for its ftore of Chamlets 
made of Goats-hair, which is there very fofr, and delicate as filk; 
Judea reaps much profit by Pilgrims going yearly to the Holy Se^ 
Hhhhh pu’chre. 
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pulchre. Phoenicia is much frequented for its great sraffique ; But 
Arabia the Happy exceeds them all in Merchandife, and by realon 
of the Spices, precious (tones, and Pearls there fold to ((range 
Merchants, isexceeding rich; and it yields Inceni'e for ail the 
World. Mecha hath great traffique, unto which Ethiopian, In¬ 
dian, and other Merchants come; and (together.with Medina) is 
enrich t yearly by Pilgrimages, t/lden exceeds any other in traf- 
fique for the abundance ot Commodities brought thither from 
India, Perfia, and Ethiopia, which are fetcht and fold from 
thence at a dear rate; for they are a witty people in Merchandi¬ 
zing matters. As touching Religion, there are many of divers 
Religions and feds in thefe Countries befides the Mahometans. 
Jews aredifperfed all over them ; and thole that profefle them- 
felves Chriftians, fome obey, and others are divided from the 
Church of Rome. The firft fort, are great numbers of Merchants 
of Venice, Ragoufe, France, &c. trading to Tripoli, Damafco, Aleppo, 
&c. being affifted by them of the Order oi Francis who dwell in 
Jerufalera and Bethelem: and a few among the Armenians aifo, 
arefound following theLatine Church. There was 2 5 Villages 
under the jurifdidion of tAlangiacana-Ca&le, two dayes journey 
itom Tauris , who (though they fpake the Armenian tongue) ac¬ 
knowledged Rome. This was in 1337; which Inhabitants are 
fa id to be then converted by one Bartholomew a Dominican, who was 
made Biihop of Armenia (I fuppofe the leffar); but now 12 only 
do perfiftin obedience thereunto: fome of the other 15 having 
fubmitted to the Patriarch of the greater Armenia, and the others 
being ruined during the Turkifh and Perfian Wars. The 12 Vil¬ 
lages are affiflcd in religious matters by the Dominicans under 
an Archbifhop of that order, who being made by their Chapiter, 
and the dhief of the Villages, is confirmed by the Pope. The La- 
tines had alfo Synagogues at Burfia and Trebyfond or Trapczond; 
but they with the Latine Ceremonies being loft for lack of Priefts 
to officiate,, either the Grecian or Armenian Religion hath fuc- 
ceeded. For the Armenians differ from them, 1. In receiving 
Infants to the Supper immediately after Baptifm. 2. In abftinenee 
from unclean beafts. 3. In fafting on Chriftmas-day fo called. 
4. In holding their children over the fire in Baptifm, as a needful 
circumftance, becaufe John told the people. That Chrift fhould 
baptize them with the holy Spirit and fire. The other forts arc 
divided into three feds, Melchites , fo named from Melech, that is, 
a King or Prince, as following the Emperour’sof Constantinople's 
example: Such are all they of the Greeks religion in Afia under 
the four fore-mentioned Patriarchs of Constantinople, Jerufalem, 
^Alexandria, and Antioch ; this laft refiding at Damafco: who be¬ 
ing chofen by the Country Bifhops, feek not now the Pope’s con¬ 
firmation; (as formerly) but a liberty to choofe, from the Turkifh 
Bathaw, and the Turks own confirming, cxercifing their power 
under his authority. Thefe choofe and confecrate the Arch- 
bifhops and Bifhops under them: fome of whom have recourfe 
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to the Pope for confirmation. They are all Monks of Bafil*> the 
famoufeft of which many Covents throughout the Levant : 3iicthote 
in Jerufalem, on Mount Sinai, and the holy Mountain upon the 
Archipelago. Thefe hold all thar the Greeks of old condemned 
as erroneous at theCouncel of Florence ; and are thought to be 
more than all the reft, Natalia and Syria being full of them; they 
extending alfo into Egypt, and Corazzan of Perfia. Some alfo 
place the Georgians among them : who fas one) acknowledg the 
Patriarch of Constantinople's authority: yet fome fay, they agree 
in moft doctrinal points with the Greeks,but not acknowledging 
the Laid Patriarch ; but have one of their own: who being moft. 

Iy refident on Mount Sinai, hath 18 Bifhops under him. They 
call f’tis faid) on Sr. George as their Advocate: But take not their 
name from him, as was before (hewn. Some of them have turn¬ 
ed Mahometans. Nejiorians are alfo in thefe Countries, fo called 
from Neflorim the Leader of their formerly condemned herefie: 
who fpeaking the languages of the places where they live, do noc- 
withftanding celebrate their Liturgie in the Chaldean tongue* 

The third fed are Diofcoriens, which are likewife divided into 
three Armenians, who although they give the title of Patriarch 
to many of their Prelates who farm the Turk’s Armenian tributes, ' 
and are made partly by his favour; yet call but two llniverfal ; 
Patriarchs, the one being over the high, the other over the Low- ! 
Armenia. They are not much leffe in number than the 2 ^elchites\ ( 
who have great liberty in all the Turk’s eftate,both for their policy • 
in Trade, and for fome teftimonies of their predeceffour’s affedi -1 
on to Mahomet; who paffionately recommended them to his fuc^ l 
■cdlours. Tney have no Images, but croffes of braffe and iron, 
yet have they divers reliques in (brines of filver; they fay Service 
in their own language. Thofe things wherein they differ from 
the other THofcoriens are, 1. Celebrating their Sacrament with : 
unleavened bread, therein being conformable to Rome beyond all 
the Eaftern Sedaries: they put alfo no water in their wine,faying, 
the Latine Church ufed anciently the fame; they eat figgs and 
milk on Saturday night before Eafter; eating alfo fie(h every 
Friday from Eafter to the Afcenfion, They differ in the time of 
celebrating the Annunciation and Nativity. They fay, Chrift 
was exempt from paffions, and necefiities of humane nature. 

They make the fign of the Groffe with two fingers, firft on the 
right fide, then on the left, contrary to the Jacobites. 

For their killing nor buying any flefti five Saturdaycs of the 
year, in remembrance of the Idolaters facrificing their chil¬ 
dren to Idols, and in a different ordering the Lamb in their Mafs 
for the dead before they kill it; fome call them Sabbatins and 
juiianifts. Yet they remember their firft union with Rome's 
Church, in Pope Silvefer, and Confiantine the Great’s time. Ja- 
cobites, denominated from one Jacob, a Syrian, a follower of Dio- 
[cores and Sutycbes ; the chief ol whom are in Aleppo, Caramir, 
andTur,a Mountain of Mefopotamia* They had two Patriarchs;

Ofman’s General, uniting this Iflefp the Mahometan Empire, he 
brake down moft of this Image, tfe ferafle whereof is laid to have 
loaded $00 Camels: yet its reliques were feen within this 60 or 
80 years by a travailler into Rhodes: When the Knights of John of 
Jerufalem were driven out of Faleftine by the Turks, this Ifland 
was given by the Conftantinopolitan Emperour unto them, who ex¬ 
pelled the Saracens from thence in 1308, who formerly took it 
from the divided Greeks ; who having forely infefted the Turks 
nigh 200 years, Sclymant he magnificent invading it, andbefie- 
ging Lilladamus rilliers (with about 500 of -his Knights, 5000 
. Rhodians&Kift.\x\g them/ byan Army of 2aoooo Turks, and 300 
Galleys, 6 moneths; in one of the two ftrong Fortrefles of the 
•City,they refolutely defended it to the utraoft of valour or warlike 
policy, till multitude over-maftering both, Solyman entred the 
Town on Chriftmas day fo called, in 1522: the Knights yielding 
it on condition to depart, withiiberty, goods, and tranfportation^ 
and the Countrie’s Inhabitants Acs continue there {fill if they 
would : yerthe Turk loft fo many of his beft Souldiers,and brave 
Commanders, that (as onefakh^ he might have faid with Pyr¬ 
rhus , Such another ViBory would have utterly undone him . They re¬ 
mained long after without a habitation; till the King of Spain 
gave them the barren Ifle of Malta, Rhodes hath been much fub- 
jed to overflowing of waters*-wherewith in 25 years fpace it 
was three times affli&ed, and mightily indangered by con- 
rinuall dorms of raia; the laft of which beginning ( when 
tAntigonus vanquifhed Eumenes ) with hail at the entrance 
of the fpring, the whole Ifland was covered with water, and the 
inhabitants drowned ; many houfes were beatea down, giany kil¬ 
led, and the Town in a manner ruined thereby, but they fince la¬ 
bouring to drain the waters, and dry up the moors, the Country 
hath been fruitfull,and not fubje<ft to fuch inundations. It abounds 
in paftures, great (lore of Olive-Trees, Olives,and Citrons, with 
other Trees, continually green, and near the Town it felf, there 
are many Valleys and fmail hills, with ftoreof Fruit-Trees and 
Vines ; but they grow all by induftry, not naturally. Thefe Wan¬ 
ders were fo expert in Sea-jaffairs, that Plom calls them Populus 
Nautim, or a Sea-people 5 they made courageous defence againft 
the Romans, before fubjested unto them; but then ever faithful!, 

.who.(of all the Mediterranean Hies, that revolted in mtitbridates 
his time ) flood oaely faff to the ^^^s, fo that V'ellem Paterculus 
makes it almoft a miracle, that (m the Romans hard wars with 
Per fern King.of UWacedon) the-very Rhodians that before were moft 
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faithfuii tothe Romans, now (by a doubtfull faith) leemed to be 
more inclinable to the Kings parr. The Town is onely inhabi¬ 
ted by Turks, and jews ; Chrittiaas may not abide therein in the 
night on pain of death, forfear of fedition or Treafon; by day, 
they may either continue? or trade there without exception. But 
thole in the Villages are moft Chriftians, and thofc Greeks who 
manure their fields, and drefle their Vines and Gardens; and 
whole manner of living ismoftly like other Grecians ; I luppofe 
the Authors meaning is, both in Religion and behaviour. ‘Rhodes 
was an old Academy of the Roman Monarchy, on the Weft fide 
of which Ifte (which is 120 miles in circuit) licth Carpathos, now 
Scarpanto, 70 miles in compaffe; eminent onely for giving the 
name of the Carpathian Sea to the adjoyning waters. 

C YPRUS (feituated according to Ttolomy, inthemidftofthc 
[fiick- bay, called the Gulf of Laiazza) lies between Glicia, 
and Syria’s Goads, and is about an 100 miles from Syria South¬ 
ward, having ^gypt on the Weft, and Ctlicia on the Eaft. It’s 
length extending from Eaft to Weft, is (by a traveller thither) 
reputed 210 miles, 60 broad, and 600 in circuit. It fell into the 
Romans hands, after the Aflyrian Monarchies extinguifhment , 
(which before was under the dominion of Greek Tyrants) by 
whofe means the Ptolomies of *AF$ypt commanded if. Then retur¬ 
ning again under the Romans by M.Cato, who conquered it? and 
found therein 7000 Talents in money and goods ; which fumme, 
fearing to lofe,in bringing it to Rome by Sea, he put it into feveral 
boxes, to wit, two Talents and fifty drachms in a box.- at theend 
whereof,he fattening a long rope,with a piece of Cork at the end, 
that,if it fuffered lhipwrack,it might be efpied.Upon thedivifion 
of the Roman Empire, the Etnperours of Confiantinople pofltfled ir; 
whither IfaacComnen (fleeing from Andronim Comnen, the ufur- 
per of the greek Empire, ruled as its King till 1191, when as Ri¬ 
chard the firft,of £ngland,gomg tothe Holy War({ocalled)againft 
the Turks, his fouldiers being by the Wanders, fome (lain, and 
foene taken Prifoners, who in two (hips were there driven on 
ground, having hardly efcaped the Sea’s danger; and the reft of 
- his fleet there arriving, being forbidden to land alfo; he moved 
therewith, and by force landing his men, took JfaacComnen Pri- 
foner, ( whom hefent bound in Silver Chains into Syria ) and fpee- 
dily over-ranand fubduedthe whole Wand ; exchanging it after¬ 
wards with Guy of France , of the Family of Lufignan , for the loft 
and titulary kingdome of Jerufalem ; in whofe pofterity it remai¬ 
ned till 1423. Then the Sultan of *y£gypt invading if, and ta¬ 
king John its King Prifoner,yet reftoredhim (after a round ran- 
fome) for 40000. Crowns yearly Tribute. Then it came under 
the Venetians fubje&ion in 14755 by means of James an illcgiti- 
* mate fon, who having difpoflefled his fifter Carlotte of the Crown, 
Carried one Catherina adopted daughter of the Senate of Venice, 
whom he leaving his heir, (he refigned her Scepter to the Senate, 
v . ~ which 
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which defended it (onely paying the Tribute) till cMujlapha , Se- 
UmtfS che Second,his General, wrefted it in 1570 out of their hands, 
Rragadino their Go vernour making geod to the utmoft the Town 
of Famagujla (the which and Rhodes are faid to be the twoftrongeft 
holds inallthc Turks Empire) yielding at laft on honourable 
conditions; which dfuflapha kept not; but murdering che chie- 
kft men of the Town, he cut off Bragadinoes ears,fleaing him alive, 
&c. and fending the chief prifoners and fpoils unto Selim ; A (fy- 
pri&n Lady appointed for his luft, firing Gun-powder,parcly burnt 
'and partly drowned the two Vcflels, and booty, fothat he never 
law them. Yet the next year the Venetians won the battle of Le~ 
panto . This Ifland was formerly called Achamantis or Achametide , 
Mac aria, that is, blefledor happy, from its fruitfulneffe; Cerafiis, 
either for the many Mountains therein; whofe topsare fharp like 
horns: or feecaufe it butted toward the Eaft with one horn; and 
one faith, it was named frypta, that is hidden; lying fo low as if 
the wa ves of the Sea did cover it. But Cypm 3 from its abundance 
of Cyprus Trees. Thereare fix Capita! Cities or Towns therein ; 
Paphos, faid tobe built byCineras, who called it after his fathers 
name, wherein (of old) was the Temple of Venm ; for the Gentiles 
coofecraced this Ifland to that imagined GoddcfTe of beauty. Fa - 
magufia (formerly Salamm) on the South-Sea; at whofe fiege the 
Turks fpent 11 %000 great Bullets. Nicofia, in the plain of Mafa- 
ra, 34 miles from Famagufia, and of old called Fremitus, and Leuce- 
tum. Ceraunea, new Cenenes ; which Cyrm built after vanquishing 
the nine petty Kings, into which it was once divided. tAmathtu, 
whence the Ifland was called Amathufia , where Verna was alfo wor- 
fhipped. Lefcare , anciently Arfinoe, highly noted for Jupiter $ 
Groves. Here was born five noted gentiles ; Xenophon the Hifto- 
rian, Zeno , Appollonm the Philofopler, ^£fclepiades, whence the 
t^SfclepiadVc rfes, and Solon, one of the feven wife men of <jreece, 
who gave laws to the Athenians. The.Cypriots sltc very courteous 
and affable to all ftrangers, except Jews, of whom(becaule in Tra- 
jane his time, they under Artemio their Captain, defolated this 
Ifland, killing 24000© therein (who yet were quickly overcome 
and {lain by the Romans Lievtenant) ifaaycome, or are forced in 
thither, (’cis faid) they execute him. Their greateft want is of 
water, but too much plenty of fcorching heat (the longeft day 
there, feeing about fourteen, hours and an half) and fabulous 
grounds, (whofe heat notwithftanding the Northern winds ftrong- 
ly blowing in Cerines Bursough, doth moderate; the Ayr alfo on 
the Mountains being very fubtiie)and it is recorded, that the Ifle 
was utterly abandoned in finflantine the Great his dayes, for that 
it rained not in thirty fix years. It was formerly (as Ptolomy tea- 
cheth ) divided into four parts; Salaminia, Paphia, Amathufia, La- 
pathia ; but now into twelve parts, called Provinces or Countries, 
Strabo faith, Cyprtu in his time yielded abundance of Wine, and 
Oyl, and Wheat enough to feed the Inhabitants. At this day it is 
cxceedingfertile, having all things necdfull for mans life, their 
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Wine is excellent, keeping 8b years, of a pleafing raft, and of 
black (in that time) becoming white 5 but a travaiier faith 3 they 
having no barrels, but keeping;it in great Earthen jars inclofed 
all ffave their open moifths) within the ground, and interlarded 
with pitch within., to preferve them from breaking by the Wines 
force; it favours of the Pitch, and makes it too heady for the 
brain. The black great Ray fin called Zibile, comes here hence; 
theygatheir all kinds of fruit (except Chefnuts, Services, and 
Cherries) tfpecially Oranges, Lemons, and Citrons, excelling all 
others in raft. They have Dates,Saffron, abundance of Coriander- 
feed, alfo Maftick. It yields medioinable things; as Rubarb, 
Turpentine the beft of all 5 and fome fay Coloquintida, and 
Scammony. Here are alfo Mines of Gold, Chryfocolla, Calthan- 
te, Allome, Iron, and exceeding good Copper. Befides which; 
are.pretious toes found, as Diamonds, Emeraulds, CryftaJl, 

white and red Cbrall,and;theAmiantftone, of which they ma- 

king.Linnen Cloath 5 the fire will not burn it(though caft into it) 
but purifies and whitens ih They have Goats hair, wherewith 
they make Cham lets. There is a Lake not far from the Sea, 12 
miles about, into which ruusa fmall River falling from Mount 
Olympus, out of which, they drawfioreof fair; excellent and white 
Honey have they, alfo Woof; But it appears, their chief com¬ 
modities are Sugar, which they draw out of Canes, and Cotton, 
for,as onefaith, Cyprus, Candy, and Sicily are the Monarchal! Ifles 
©f the Mediterranean Sea; refcrabling each other in length; 
breadth^ circuit and fertility, onely Candy isfomewhat narrower 
than the.other two,and marefaflinous and hilly; yet for Oyles 
and Wines,fhee is the Mother ofboth the other, Sicily being*for 
Grain and Silks thc Emprefle of all, and Cyprus for Sugar and Cot¬ 
ton-wool, a darling lifter toboth, giving like wife this Character 
of their Inhabitants; they of Sicily Ifle are the enoft civill: th tCy* 
priots indifferent; the riideft of all. Befides the Latine and 

Greek Churches, whereof there are 4 Bifhopricks, yet double, the 
one Greek, the other Latine; of Nicofa, Pxpkee : Famagujfa, and Li- 
wifi a ; there arc other fe&s in this Ifland, as Armenians, Ccfte$,Ma- 
ronitey i J^dians,T{fflorians, Georgians, and Jacobites ; every one ha¬ 
ving their Bifhop,and were expelled by Saladine (after the taking 
of Jeruf dem) for the Turks here (as in other Countries) give liber¬ 
ty of Conference,onely for a yearly exa&ed Tribute. There are 
many Monafteries on the chiefeft and higheftMotintain in this Ifle, 
called Trobodos,% miles high,and 48 in compafs, whofe people are 
oiBaftVs Order,and called or rather Cdoires , that is, <good 

Priefts.The Latine Bifhops have their burroughs,andTithes; but 
the Greek,-a yearly (urn of the Priefts and Deacons under them, as 
in other Provinces. Alfo the Greek did acknowledge the Latine 
Bifhops for their fuperiours, &c. But the Latine Arch- bifhop of 
Nicosia (called Arehbifhop ofOvp#s)depended immediately of the 
Pope, noton any Patriarch; untillthe Signiors of Venice, under 
PopeTiar the 4th, becomming Patrons of this Arch* biftioprick, 
chofe 4,one whereof the Pope named Archbifhop. AfiyrU 
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A S S t RIA ffo called from Afiur, one of Sends fivefons who 
peopled it) is by divers, diverfly named; as Adrinfa, or 
Adrife, Azemie , UMoful, Sarh, Arzerum , and by fome, Cufiefana nd 
lyes between Armenia Major on the North, andSuftanafimTerfia, 
on the South, This Country was of old in reputation, for the 
Empire there fetled, whofe King Salmanafiar carried away the 
ten Tribes : and of the chief City Nineveh (built by Ninm the 
third zAfiyrian Monarch) : whither Jonah was fentto preach repen¬ 
tance ; it was 60 miles about, whofe walls were 100 foot high, 
200 foot high was every Tower in the walls, whereof there were 
1500, and the walls were fo broad, that three Carts might be 
conteined abreaft: it was feated near the River and bigger 
than Babylon ; but is now almoft quite ruined. Here is alfo the 
City Arzeri, whence the whole Region is denominated, and Ar- 
' vela , nigh which Alexander in his third and laft battle with Dari¬ 
us, having 8ooooo 3 got a great Victory, and was inftalled in the 
Monarchy of Perfa. Darius dying not long after. It formerly 
conteined the Provinces of Arapacbit, Aiiaben, and Sittacen, which 
fome (faith one) at this day call Bat an, Sarca , and Rabia. Thorow 
Nineveh alfo ran Euphrates. 

M ESOPOTAMIA, (fo called becaufe it is feituated be¬ 
twixt the two famous Rivets, Euphrates and Tigris) is in Scrip¬ 
ture called Padan Aram, now Diarhech, according to Mercator, and 
hath toward the Weft Syria , toward the Eaft Afiyria, divided by 
Tigris ; which for its fwfftneffe, is fo called, Tigris in the Medes 
language fignifying an Arrow. Whofe chief Towns were Sdefia, 
now (they lay) called %jchait •, whofe Governour tAgham, wri¬ 
ting an Epiftte to Chrift, received an anfwer from him, where¬ 
of Eufebius hath fet down the Coppies. Near which alfo 
Caracalla, Severus the Emperour his fon, was (lain by c Ma- 
crinus his appointment. Captain of the Guard, who in¬ 
tended to have took off his head, for that the Magicians 
returned their anfwer, that c Macrims fhould fucceed him. 
And’cis obferved by hiftory, that all or moft of the 40 Empe- 
rours between Julius C<efar,and Conflantine, dyed unnatural deaths, 
either killing themfelves, or being killed. When the Chriftians 
had recovered this Country and Paleftine from the Turks, they 
divided their whole eonqueft into four Tetrarchies, Jerufalem/ 
Antioch, Tripolis, andEdeffa: every one whereof had fubordi- 
nate Lords, and were all fubje& to the Kings of Jerufalem. Carra , 
in Scripture Haran, where Abraham dwelt, when he \dtttr of the 
Chaldeans : this Town is now called C*m»/f,that is, a black Town, 
where refides a Turkifh Baffa of great power: it was of old na¬ 
med Amida , and ftands in the chief Country of Mefopotamia, cal¬ 
led Alech, and was taken by Selimus the Turk. The Pagans here 
once worftiipped the Moon, fome as a Female; others as a Male. 
Orfe 9 faid to be feven miles in cpmpaffe, and famous by the death 
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of Crafsm the Roman Lievtcnant, wh© was worth 7100 talents, 
when he had offered the 10th to Hercules, and given three moneths 
corn to the poor. But he was vanquished by King Herodes and his 
Parthians nigh unto Carr a. Herein alfo ftands Merdin the Chal¬ 
dean Patriarch’s Seat: and Mofn the Neftorian Patriarch’s refi¬ 
ning place, whofe authority extends even to Cathaia, and the In¬ 
dies. Here was Abraham born whither alfo he fent his Servant 
tochoofe ifaacSL VVife: unto whofe brother Laban in this Coua- 
try , Jacob fled from his brother Efau: The earthly Paradife is 
judged to have been in an Ifland of this Region made by Tigris and 
Euphrates, and branches running from them : whofe uppermoft is 
faid to be Ptfon, watering Havilab, now Sufana, the lowermoft 
C^^runnmg thorow Ethiopia, Afatica, Chaldea, (whofe fir ft In¬ 
habitants defeended from Arpbaxad, Send s third Son, according to 
Dubartas-— 

And Chaldee fell to learned Arpbaxad) 
is feituatedon the Weft of Affyria 3 and on theEaft of Syria$ two 
of whofe principal Cities were Ur -, yet now called Horrea, 
Babylon, whole Tower of Babel, that is, confufion, (begun by 
Nimrod the Son of Chus foon after the flood, to fecure themfel v<s 
from a Second deluge ) (though Ileber and his family contradicted 
it) is faid to have been raifed 51 6 4 paces from the ground, whofe 
circumference was equal to its height, &c. which God behold¬ 
ing, made of one language, 72 5 fo hindring the proceedings of 
that proud and fond attemptjwho being about 24000 men,bcfides 
women and children: 27 of thofe languages, Sem *s pofterity, di- 
fperfed themfel ves over A fa 5 15, being Japhet's rflue, went to¬ 
wards Europe and Afa theLefe: the other 30, of Cham 1 s loyns, 
peopled Africk) which was nevertheldfe finished by Semiramis, 
a woman of infat table lufts, born at Afcalon a Town of Syria, and 
the 4th Chaldean Monarch, who being taken to Ninus’s bed, who 
granted her the Empires command for fivedayes : {he putting ©n 
the Royal robes, commanded the King to be flain. And whofe 
walls being in circuit 60 miles, were alfo 200 foot high, and 50 
Cubits in breadth. News being brought to this Semiramis, of this 
Citie’s revolt $ fhe, leaving her head half undreft, never platted 
the reft of her hair, till {he by fiege had recovered it. Cyrus took 
this Town, by cutting many deep channels 5 fo emptying Euphra¬ 
tes that ran thorow if, and conveying his forces along the emptied 
River into the Town. Which revolting from the Perfians in Da- 
yIm Hiftafpis his time $ Zopirw,T)arm bis Captain, (aft r twenty 
moneths fiege, and ftill leffe hope to prevail) cutting off his nofe 
and ears, and mangling his body, fled in policy to the Babylonians , 
complaining of his King's tyranny : who crediting his words,and 
committing to him their whole Army, he delivered Souldiers and 
Town into his Soveraign’s hands. Here Alexander the Great en¬ 
ded his dayes ; by whofe Greek Army it being taken , one part 
onely took cognizance thereof in three J dayes fpace. Bugiafer Ca¬ 
liph of the Saracens, rebuilt «his City, 'expending 18 millions of 
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gold therein, calling it Bagdet from Baga , the Arabick word for a 
a garden 5 of which it contained many. Between this Town and 
Aleppo is ftill a great Trade of Carriers with ladea Camels ? be¬ 
tween which alfo they are wont to fend letters in hafte by 
poft-Pidgeons. In Chaldea fieurifhed many and the firlt 
Aftronomers: whofe two helps herein, were,the Countrie’s plain- 
nefle affording a fair Horizon: and a long life, with fufficient 
experience of all the Stars and Planets motions 5 and the three 
Wife men of the Eaft, who worfhipped and prefented gifts to 
Chrift, are thought to have come from hence. Belocbus Prifcut, 
the 10th Afyrian King,was the firft author of divination by birds 
flying, called Aufpicium : befides which, the Gentiles had three 
other kinds Arafpicium , or a looking on or into beafts that came 
to be facrificed. Tripuditm or by the rebounding of crums caft to 
chickens. Augurium, or by the chirping or chattering of birds: as 
alfo from unknown founds and voyces. Sardanapalus the 38th 
Monarch, for his effeminacy, being befieged in Nineveh by ^fr- 
baces, Governour of Media y and Belocbus, of Babylon ; he burned 
himfelf with all his riches. jufiine faying, that by this deed onely 
he imitated a man. After whofe death , Arbaces taking Media 
and Perfia with the confining Provinces 5 Belocbus feized on AJfy- 
ria,Chaldea, and the Countries adjacent; whofe Kingdoms was 
called the new Kingdom of Afsyria : thepth of which newMo- 
narchs was Nebuchadonofsr , who conquering Egypt, deftroying 
Nineveh, repairing Babylon , and in the 18th year of bis reign de- 
ftroying Jerufalcra, and captivating the Jews to Babylon , was cal¬ 
led commonly, The Hercules of the Safi, But toward his latter end 
was diftra&ed feven years, living like a beaft ; and being refto- 
red to his fenfes, and thereby fomewhat humbled, he dyed, ha¬ 
ving reigned 44 years; whofe grandchild Baltbafar, (the fon of 
Evilmerodach , who was flain by Ajlyages King of the Medes) a dif- 
folute and cruel Printe, had his Kingdom taken from him, and 
himfelf {lain by *Darim and Cyrtu, Afty ages’s fucccffours: after 
which, it was fubjed to the Per fans, Grecians, Romans , (who yet 
hardly extended their borders beyond Euphrates) Panhians, Sara¬ 
cens, Per fan Sophies * and laft of all to the Turk, by Solyman the 
magnificent, who in 1545, caufed the titulary Caliph of Bagdet 
to crown him King thereof. 

M S DIA (new called Servan or Shirvan) confines towards 
the South with Perfia, on the Weft with high Armenia and 
Aftyna; to the North with the Cafpian Sea, fo called from the 
Cafpii, a people of Scythia Southerly bordering herein. Its people 
were formerly the moil powerful of all Afa: and it was divided 
into high Media, and Atropatia, the mod Northerly part of Me¬ 
dia, The chief Cities are Servan, whence the whole Region is 
denominated. Tauris or Tabris, which fome believe to be Ec- 
batane, and is feated at the foot of Mount Orontc about ejght dayes 
journey from the Sea of Bacu or Cafpian Sea: whofe ayr being very 
wholfome, though cold and windie, it contained in its 1 6 miles 
Iiiii 2 compafie 
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compafle about .200000 Inhabitants: but Amurath the Thirds ta¬ 
king it in 1585, (for it was thrice taken by the Turk) fome hold, 
shat fine© it is much decayed : Here was formerly the Perfian 
Sophie’s Seat, ( in Summer) till Tamos tranfported is to Tasbin 
their laft abode, which lyes more Southerly than Tautis. Sul. 
tania, where is the faireft Mofqueor Mahometan Temple of the 
Eaft. h\{o Nafsivan, which fome think to be the ancient Art ax at0 
or Nafuana. Ardovillefin which Gurnet and Sederdin , (whom fome 
call Bunie and Aider Jtfee firft authors of the Sophie’s Sed and Em¬ 
pire, with fome other authors of that fed, have reigned. Some 
alfo make reckoning of Mar ant in high Media, noted for the war 
that hath been between Amurath the Turk, and the Perfian So¬ 
phies. And (as one faith) although the Turk hath held part of 
this Country fomewhat long, yet it may well be attributed to the 
Perfian King, feeing he hath of late recovered almoft all from the 
Turk. Symmachia, or Sumaquie in AtropatiafTid to be the ftrongeft 
place in Media, taken by the Turk in 1578, and made the Seat 
of a Turkifh Baffa. Here ftand alfo the Towns of Secbi ©n the 
frontiers of Gurgefian: Javat on the coafincs of high Media ; and 
Eres, fimous formerly, for the great ftorc of filk coming thence. 
They, once made a liquor in Media , called oyl ©f Media, with 
which they envenoming their arrowes,and (hooting them, not in 2 
ftrong, but flacker bow, it burnt th« fiefti with fuch violence,that 
water allayed not, but rather increafed, the torment: onely duff 
could mitigate it. There is alfo 2 '>erbent (anciently named Cauca- 
fi* fortat, built hard by the hill Caucafai, called by flint e, a great 
miracle of nature, as being environed with two walls,and having 
gates of iron, the chief City in Albania , but now called Zuiria , a 
Country lying on the North of Mediae a chief River whereof 
Arafse ; and an ancient City whereof was called Laodicea. 

T He particular Province of PERSIA (in old time called 
Panchaia , from King Panchee ; then, from theGreekSjOyfa^ - 
but Perfia, from King Perfeus, (changing the name of Elamites 
into Perfians ) who pafling over from Greece into Afia , there 
tamed the barbarous Nations by a great and daily war, and 
gave the Conquerour’s name to this fubdued Country ) is 
bounded on the North with Media, on the South with the Perfian 
gulph; which takes its name of this Province 5 and runs along 
£00 miles ; The two chief Cities are Sir as, in antient rime, Perfe- 
folis, built by perfes, Perfeus his fon 5 fome fay, that it was named 
Cyropotis , and was the abode of the wife Kings of the Eaft 5 it is 
feated on the River Bindimir, and is now one of the beautifulleft 
Towns of the Eaft, being (with the Suburbs, 20 miles about, and 
containing 60000 houfes. ^Alexander at the requeft of his lewd 
Lds, fet it on fire; but repenting his folly, he afterwards rebuilt 
it. Casbin or Tasbin, whither Tamas ( as was faid) brought the 
Sophie's refidence from 5 it's called alfo Hifpian, and faid 
to be a dayes journey about on horfeback r This is well walled, 

(though 
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(though Tauns hath none) and is beautified with two Seraglio’s, 
whofe Wallsare of red Marble, and paved with Mo fa ique work- 
where alfo doth the Sophie fometime perfonally adminiftcr Tu- 
ftice. J 

S USIA N A (called Chus and hath for bounds 00 the 

Weft, Chaldea ; on the South,the perfian gulph. It (faith one> 
took this name from its famous City Sufes, called Chus and Suftre-, 
but it may be called Sufi ana (as if to fay ,Chufiana) from Chus, Ham’s 
fon, who firft peopling here, withdrew to the three Arabia\ca\l- 
ing them after his own name, the Land of Chus , which is Ethio¬ 
pia, (notoi Africa, but of Afia) which the River Gihon is faid to 
encompafte. chus leaving this Country to his fon Havilah : it is 
called in Scriptures, the Land of Havilah , where is gold; which 
Pifon (the Southern branch of the River Tigris cr Hiddekel, as Gu 
hon is the moft Weftern branch of Euphrates ) is faid to compafte 
For it is evident from 1 Sara. 15,7. that there was another Land 
of Havilah, befides that of India. Safes the chief City is built up 
on the Ri ver Snele, now called Tihir : being of a long form and 
15 miles in compare: where the Perfian Kings alfo (of old) kept 
Court in Winter; for that it flood more Southerly than Tams or 
Ecbatane . 

C *ARM A NI A, now called C H1R m a%, hath been 
di vided into two parts; the one called by fome at this day, 
Dulcmde, or frrmama the Defart 5 whofe limits are on the North 
Parthia, towards the South, thewher Carmania : it hath no Towns 
but onely fome fcattenag Villages. The other lying betwixt Ge - 
drofia the Defart, part of Perfia, and the Indian-Sea, and is called 
high or great Carmania. Whofe chief City is Chiman, famous 
for itscloath of Gold, and making of the beft Scimitars 3 which 
the Mahometans fc prize, that thofe whowere takenac their over¬ 
throw of Lepanto, caft them into the Sea, that the Chriftians 
might not have fuch weapons. This Province extends 20-er 
leagues, and is near the Sea; but (they fay) there isnofafe Porr 
©r commieg for ftiips, for the fands and Rocks. Yet the more 
VVeftcrly, hath the more commodious Ports and many Towns 
but the Eafterly is ill inhabited. Here c Alexander returning out 
oi India, kept his feafts in imitation of Bacchus. , who firft conquer¬ 
ed that Nation. They continued feven dayes, night and day in a 
fbtriih, drunken, and fsolifh manner, as they marched thorow ir. 
Inthe Army was no weapon to be feen, but Cups, Barrels, and 
Flagons; and eating,drinking,laughing, and finging, inftead of 
skirmiftiing, &c. fo that the Hiftorian obferves, a~ 10O0 fober 
Perfians, (if their courage had been according to theoccafioa offer¬ 
ed them by this drunken army) might have defeated them,and re¬ 
covered the Countries freedom©. 
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G EDROSI A, now CH ARM AN, Circany and Gefl, hath 
toward the Eaft the Realm of Camboy , or part of the Indies^ 
on the Weft Carmania, from which it is parted by the River //- 
meat: whofe chief Gityis called Gedrefon , or Cjeft. Alexander 
here (to immortalize his fame) making all the Monuments of his 
7 W/*»conqueft larger and bigger than what they reprefen ted, oc- 
cafioned many to fufpeft, his a&ions were leffe than is thought, 
fince ("hereby ) he would have them thought more then they 
were. 

D RANG I ANA, (divided by the River Drangie y called 
in new Maps Ilment) is now called S IG EST AN ; yet 
Niger faith) that Drangiana with Arachafia is fo called. Some 
will have this to be Cakul on the Sophies frontiers Weft ward, ha¬ 
ving a particular Mahometan King. It is bounded on the North 
and Weft with tAria y under the Mountain Bagoe, and on the Eaft 
with tArocofisy and is fo inclofed with Mountains, that the Ri¬ 
ver fcarce finds paffage; two> Cities hereof are, Sige, whence it is 
named Sige^any and Utfulebet, where AUdine a feditious Perfian , 
promifed an eternal earthly fools Paradife to all that took his pan, 
whefwearing to venture their lives in his quarrells, he anointed 
them toMaflacre fuch neighbour Princes as probably might prove 
bad to him, which thing they did; whom the Italians calling 
A/a/inesy that is,theives, and cut*throats, we ufe the word to 
Afafinate, Some indeed attribute this unto Aladeules , King of 
Antitauruiy whom Selym the fir ft vanquifhed; but Paulas Venetm 
relates the full ftory concerning AUdine . 

tA RIA (by others, Eri, Sableftam 5 Sargutzar , Corfan y and Se- 
Jt^ntere) hath on the Weft Part hi a y and Carmania the Defart, 
on the Eaft the Country of Parapomift*. Here are three principal 
Rivers Aria 3 Arapen y and Tonelet $ alfo the Marifh of Arien y now 
called the Burgian Lake. Its chief City is Eri« or Aria , thirteen 
miles about; Sartibarzanes was once Governour of this Country; 
who revolting from, and joyningbattell with Alexander , challen¬ 
ged to fight hand to hand with any of his commanders: the which 
one Eriguit an aged, but mettalfeme fouldier, undertaking, and 
having cried aloud, I will fhew what fouldiers Alexander had, 
came on, and at the fecond onfet, flew Sartibarzanes ; and then the 
Brians re-obeyed Alexander ; who at another time having rebel¬ 
led ; and being by Alexander forced to hide in a Cave, on the top 
of an inacceflible Rock, he piling up wood eeven with the Caves- 
Baouth, fet it on fire with the wind; whereby, fome, by the heat 
and fmoak, being half burnt and ftifled, the reft yielded to his 
mercy. 
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A R AC H O S I A 3 (which hath on the Weft DrangUna , 0£ 
the Eaft, India) is, they fay, called (of it felf) Cabull- 3 whofe 
chief City is fabutl, formerly called Alexandria of Aracke(ja- 3 Alex- 
built it at the foot of the Hill Caucafia , (Taum taking this 
name here) aod left 7000 c Macedonian fouldiers to people the 
fame. On this Mount the Tragedy of Promethem is faid to be a<ft- 
ed, which is farjdiverfly related by Aagufiine 3 then according to the 
vulgar Fable. 

P ARATOMISUS , fo called for that it is fafhioned like 
an I (land, with Rivers running almsft about it, is named 
Dache by one, but by another Candahar ; yet others will have tnis 
called Sablejian. It is bounded on the South with Arachofia y on the 
North with the Mountains of Taum , dividing it from Tartary- £ 
here called the Mountain of Parapomife . It is fo mountainous, 
that in Alexanders times, it was fcarfe known to its neighbour 
Countries, and the people being fo barbarous that they were not 
held worthy of acquaintance; whofe Valleys ("rhoaghfaid to be 
ind fferentfruitfull) were fo fhadowed with the high hills; that 
it much Eclipfed their deareft day. Their chief Town, and a 
frequented Market is Candahar , or rather now called fonda- 
tura . 

S 'ACAy whofe people Sac<e 3 feating themfelves North in 
germanyyg avc name to the Saxons , increafing there both in 
lumber and valour. They are reported ftill ro live here barba¬ 
rously in Caves, living moftly by theft. The Country is feitua- 
ted more Northerly than farapomi[w> on the borders of Scythia, or 
Tartary . 

H I RC AN l A hath divers names, as Girgiam y Corcam , Me- 
fandre, MyrachyStrave 3 Diargument ; and nath on the North 
the Htrcaniany or Cafpian Sea, and on the South, Aria, and Parthia. 
its chief City is Hircan y very ftrongly feituated, and called by the 
1 ScythianSyCharizat. In it alfo is the Town Nobana y once famous 
for an Oracle therein, When Alexander conquered this coun try, 

(it being ia a manner a Forreft) the Hircaniani tying the boughs 
together, he could not come at them. But caufing his Souldiers to 
cut down the Wood, which they thought his affairs would not 
have permitted him to do,they yielded. Abundance of fierce Ty- 
gers lurking in thefeForrefts, occafioned that Proverb of cruell 
men; That they had fucked an Hircanian Tiger . There are Ri¬ 
vers in tbefe forementioned Provinces, fome whereof (they fay) 
have even an incredible fteep fall into the Sea, and the River Zio- 
heris in this Hircamayin his courfe out of the Hill$,is hid 3 g.miles 
under-ground jrifing again into another river, the which, Alexan¬ 
der Joy calling two Oxen therein, the ftream calling them up at its 
riling, made tryall of.

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T Hcre is alfo included within the Realm of PERSIA , the 
Ifland Or M.US (for perfia conteineth the eleven mentioned 
Provinces, bounded in the generall with the Main Ocean on the 
Southland the Caspian Sea, with the Rivet Oxus , on the North, 
which Oxus, (as may be fhewn hereafter, is a bound fatal 1 to Mo¬ 
narchies ) about twelve miles from the continent, not great, and 
yet barren. They fay it is tributary to the Portugalls ever fince 
1506. But its convenient feituation, for the Trade both of 
Arabia , Perfia, and India: occafioncd thefe Verfes by the Ara¬ 
bians.

nr*His is the ordinary aud received Defcription, and Divifion of 
1 A Perfia , but one that hath written a brief relation of the chief 
Provinces thereof, and which have continued longcft under the 
5 Terftans command, faith, that Perfia, which thofe born in the 
Country call Parc, or A gem, and whofe inhabitants are named Pa - 
ry, ot Agemyi being one of the greateft Monarchies (for before the 
renting CMedia, and Armenia ham it, it was 4560 miles in com- 
paffe) and the raoft famous and beft people in the World, can¬ 
not be difeovered, or have any certain bounds given unto it for 
the variety found in that Kings dominions, the Realms, and Pro¬ 
vinces whereof, have been fometitnes very great, fometimes of 
fmall extent. 

After Sardanapalus his death, the Empire was divided into the 
AJsyrian, Chaldean, and Median Monarchy, of which laft the foun¬ 
der was Arbaces, in the year of the World 3146, the feventh of 
which Monarchs of the Mede s. was Phra&rtes , who being of great 
proweffe,and reigning 22 years, compelled th 0 perfians to be his 
Tributaries. But Cyrus Ajtiages his Grandchild, having no 'quar- 
reliatall againft Cyaxares his Uncle (who is plainly Harm the 
Mede with Daniel,) left him the Kingdome of Media, and himfelf 
took P^//4jyetfo,that Cyrus marrying Cyazareshis onely daughter, 
fhould be his heir both of what he then had,and what they fhould 
mutually win in Cyaxares his life time. So that although the 
Creeks attribute the taking of Babylon , and flaying of Faltazzar un¬ 
to Cyrus onely ; yet the Scripture gives it wholly to Darius $ as 
being the elder, the Medes Empire the more famous of the two; 
and the Uncle being before the Nephew, unto whom alfo what 
they both won, was to belong, till after death; Cyrus fucceeding- 
him, and incorporating thereby, the Medes and Perfians into one. 
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Joyied alio tne Affyrian Monarchy, befides Armenia and three 
other Countries to his Empire : whofe fuccc-floar Me, (a cru-

The 5 th after whom, being Daritu Goternour of Media , be was 
vanqutihed by Alexander the Great in three battles, whereby the 
Median aadferfian Empire was pafltd over to the Macrdmian, 
wruch was in the year of the World 3*35.

Alexander is reported to have loaded icoeo Mules, and 5000 
Camels, with the gold and wealth taken therein, befide what 
every Souldier particularly had. Hereupon, thePerfian Monar¬

But at length Artaxerxes a *Perfian taking an opportunity, by the 
maffccring and breaking of the Panhians by Caracalhz nd uiscri- 
ntts > Attabanus the laft Parthian King, he raifed again the 

royal Seat ot Terfia, though not without three dayes cruel fighr 
Artaxerxes hereupon, fending to Sevens the Roman Em per our,for 
^11 the Provinces of Afia belonging to the Perfian Monarchy, to 
be deUvered. him, Severn went againft him with an Army, di¬ 
viding it into three parts; two whereof the Perfians breaking, he 
haftily and dangeroufly retired with the third. So that, Valeria* 

n u n Cm§ this ® vercome afld taien by Sapcrts the fecond of 
fhatPerfianrace: their name growing terrible, Conftantine the 
Great, brought both the Garrifons and Colonies of the Norrh- 
/Weft mto the Eaft> removing alfo the Empire’s Seat from Rome 
to Conjlantinople, left the Perfians fhould intrench too far on the 
Roman Provinces. They continued in Sovereignty under 28 
Kings, till the year £34, in which, Haumar the Saracen vanquifn- 
ing Hormifda the fecond, the Perfians were buried under infamy 
by the Saracens; who gave to their Deputies here kept,the name 
or Sultan or Soldan, who remained till the year 1030 ; - in which 
Tangrolipix the Turk coming out of Armenia for zfaPimcz to Ma- 
hornet the Perfian Sultan, was inveftedKing of Perfia through the 
laid Mahomet’s unhappy death. The third that i§ read, of, from

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Tangrohpix, was Cu/anes ; who being conquered by the great 
Cham of Tartaric in the year 1202,Haalon was ordained thefirft 
Tartarian King of Perfia ; the ?th from whom was Abuzaid : who 
dying, the Tartarian Princes civilly diflenting about feizures on 
fcveral parts thereof ; Gempfas a Parthian took eccafion to free both 
his own fubje&s and the Perfians from their bondage: which he 
effe&ing, was chofen Sultan or King of Perfia ; whole Iffue not 
long enjoyed it 5 Violent Tamerlane the Tartar difpofMing that 
race ; whofe iffue alfe,after his death foon loft this kisgdom: for 
Ufun (fa(Panes the Armenian rooted out Malaoncres the iaft of his 
line, in 143i, and pofleffed the kingdom 5 during whofe reign,he 
gave his daughter in marriage to one Aider Sopkie> the fan of Guine 
Sophie ; who (in 13 6 o') deriving his birth from Mu fa Cere fin one ef 
the twelve fonsof Ocen Halies {on, (who marrying their prophet 
Mahomet* s daughter,he bequeathed to the faid Hali all his eftate, 
with the title of Caliph or Emperour) contrived an eftabliftimcnt 
of the Caliphatefhip in his own family. Jacup Ufun Cafianes his 
fon fearing Aider's glory, had him flain, cafting his fons Ijhmael 
and Solyman into prifon ; who notwithftandiog being well edu¬ 
cated, and having liberty afforded them by *Amazar to whom 
they were delivered, Ijhmael vanquifhing and killing Jacup , with 
his fon Eluan , was both crowned King of Perfia, and as to reli¬ 
gion, made Hali and himfelf Mahomet’s true fucccffours ; rejr&- 
ing Abuhequer or Abuzezer, Ormar er Haumar, and Odman or Ofmert % 
together with the Turks who followed them, (Tor being powerful 
men, and great affiftants to Mahomet, they all pretended them- 
felves his true fucceffours) as fchiftnatical Rebels: whence hath 
proceeded thofe mortal jarrs between the Turks and them,though 
to their Ioffe, who have (fince ijhmael Sophie , who began the 7th 
race of the Perfian Kings in 1495) facceflively maintained wars 
with the Turk ; unto whom they loft Babylon,with a great (laugh¬ 
ter of the defendants in 1£3?. The contention between Hali 
and the three above-mentioned, about the fticcdfion, was the rife 
of four fe&s ; The Perfians having the bed reafon for their claim ; 
and by ijhmael Sophie’s valour, challenging the race of Hali , he 
brought his fe& into credit, proclaiming war agaiaft his neigh¬ 
bours that would not embrace the fame. He wore a red Turban 
with twelve points, in Remembrance oiOcen or Ofsan’% twelve fons, 
the fon of Hali, and commanding all his followers to wear the 
like. Many Nations followed hi® and his Ted, and all people 
between Euphrates and Abian, tfreCafpian Sea and Perfian gulph, 
are fettled in this opinion, differing alfo in fome other ceremonies 
or circumftances from the Tutkifh Mahometans. In the Sophie s 
Dominions are likewife fome Jews, of thofe that remained in Af- 
fyria , when TTjbemiak snd Ezra led back the reft into T define 5 
who choofing a head of David’s houfc, called him, The Head of the 
bamjbed, and built a Town on Euphrates banks, which they named 
Nearde#; or a fioud of Sciences. In the Province Ccrafan, there are

Melcbites (aforementioned) who obey the Patriarch of Antioch , 
Cofroes alfo the Perfian King chafing away thofe called Catho- 
liques, in defpight of the Emperour Heraclm, who had defeated 
him, planted Nefiorians in Perfia , who (they fay; live mixt among 
the A/yriass , Medes, (JIAefopotamians, and Partbiam, of whom we 
are next to fpeak. Many Armenians have alfo palled into Perfia 
for fear of the Turk’s cruelty, acknowledging two Patriarchs: 
the Superiour being in the greater Armenia, near Srvan in Perfia • 
the other io the Idler Armenia in Sis of Caramania . As to the Qua¬ 
lity and Riches of thefe Countries, there is found great difference 
in the foyl. tAfsyria is a plain Country abounding in Rivers,and 
exceeding fruitful!. Mtfopoiamia is wondrous fertile in fome 
parts; yielding (it it may be credited) 200, and in fome places 
300 fold, and fit for breeding of Cattle: but in fome others is fo 
fiabjed to hear, as many beafts cannot endure its extremity. Here 
being few Fountains, which the Inhabitants either out of malice 
or fubtilty do hide; but the fertile places are overflown with Tu 
and Euphrates , as Egypt is with Nilas. Its very miry here in 
Winter. Herein alfo are great Defart places, all Tandy, without 
fruit: yet even there is gathered thefweet Ammomum, andftore 
of Naphre or liquid Bitumen; and about the Town Merdin is 
abundance of Cotton. Media is generally hilly and cold, efpe- 
cially toward the North, and therefore barren ; and little Corn 
growing, making their bread moftly of dryed Almonds, and their 
drink of the roots of fome herbs; eating ordinarily Venifon, for 
they have here fcarce any thing but fruit-Trees, and wild beafts 
rame beafts none: but the South part abounds both in Wheat 5 
Wine, and tame beafts; and the foyl about Tauris is fruitful! in 
all tnings, So that of this part of Media, he may be underftood> 
Wh© faith, There be fome grafsie Plains fo big, that 50000 borfes mai 
pafiure on them . Atropatiais very fruitful by reafon of the Rivers 
Araxeot Araffey and Cire or Ciro which water it; wherein (in 
old time) was great ftoreef Silks: and it appears to be the fame, 
that another calls Zuiria, as abovefaid, whofe Country he faith 
Is little beholding to the Husband-man’s induftry; yielding for 
©ne (owing, moft times two, fometimes three reapings. Sufiana 
hath in it many Serpents, doing men much harm ; it being ^to¬ 
wards the Perfian gulph; very Moerifb; and exceeding hot, by 
reafon of fome high Mountains keeping off the Northerly winds. 
Yet it yields ftoreof Wheat, and abundance ofBarley; but fome 
placeshaving much Bitumen or fulphurous (lime; the waters 
both favour thereof, caufing a pain in the bowels; and fo Shorten¬ 
ing mens lives; and alfo Plants grow with difficulty. Near the 
Town Safe, is digged much Naphre. Perfis, or the Province par¬ 
ticularly named Perfia , hath its North part cold and hilly, not fie 
for fruits. They have here Emerauids, though not the cleared; 
and fome fay it hath much gold and fiiver mine. But its middle 
partris plains having many Lakes and Rivers, and yielding abun- 
Kkkkka dance 
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dance of ail things; whofe Southern part, towards the Pcrfian 
gulph, being windy, hot and moorifh,bears no fruit befides Palm- 
trees yielding Dates. Hircania toward the North, being full ©f 
great Forrefts, hath ftorc of Tygers ; alfo Panthers and Leopards- 
but the other pan is faid to be plain and fruitful in Wheat, VV me 
Figgs,and other fruits,having Trees from whence honey diftilieth* 
and that part near the Cafpian Sea, through thefrefh water, from 
rocks, is alwayes full of graffe and flowers. Much filk is alfo 
made here. Carmama in the middle part thereof is indifferent 
good, bearing much fruit, and good wine. But the Defart is hot 
and barren ; and in the Maritine parts of the upper there is no 
Trees, befides Bufbes and fomc Palms. Gedrofia affords Nard 
and Myrrhe 5 but being full of fand, it is moftly a defarr* and 
through the Sun’s heat greatly wants water, though it hath rain 
in Summer. Aria hath fome fields bearing fruit • but they are 
near the Mountains, defending them from the Sun’s heat; where¬ 
in alfo there growes Vines yielding wine, which is reported to 
keep?© years. Here arc alfo black,and fome yellowifh Saphires, 
and a drugg like Myrrhe. But this Province is greatly fubjed to 
heat, and environed with Mountains, Forrefts, and Defarts. 
Whence it appears, that the Provinces of Perfia, their Trade and 
Riches is from Silks, (of which they fell and carry much into all 
the Eaftern Countries; yea, as far as Syria) alfo from Pearls and 
pretious ftones. Chirman in Carmania venting likewife great 
ftore of cloathof gold and filver, which the Inhabitants there 
make. 

P ARTH IA ("called C^afsen from the Town Char as, a Ifo 
Arach, qnd Jex,) confineth onrhe Eaft with Aria , and on the 
Weft with Media . Chief Towns whereof ar eCafsan, very rich. 
Tigranocerta , from Tigranes the Armenian King who built it. £tel 
jipbon, once the royal Seat, which was divers times befieged fey 
the Roman Emperours, though moftly without fucceffe : before 
which, Julian (called the Apoftate) ended his dayes. There are 
alfo divers other Towns of note. But the principal City is Hifpa - 
bam or Hifpaan, which fome fay, was the ancient Hecate® pyl is, 
and is fo beautiful and great, that the Perfians term it half the 
World. The Parthians are faid to have their defeent from the 
Scythians, whofe language they keep, though with fome mixture of 
the Median ; theirname implyeth as much as Exiles; they were 
accounted the experteft Archers in theWorld 5 and in their difmal 
retreats, would fhoot fometimes from between their leggs, and 
fometimes backward. They were likewife skillfull horfemen-for 
the ayr’s drynefle feafoned their bow-ftrings; and the Country's 
plainncffe exercifed their horfe. The firft King was Effaces, be- 
ginniag his reign in the year of the World 3718, who brought 
them imo conformity and difeipline 5 before, a bafeand rude peo¬ 
ple. The gthKing wasi^mfo; who overcoming Crafsus, cau- 

fed 
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fed molicu gold robe powted down ms throat,for ,,is covetoufnds. 
fie 10th was Pbraortes, who having greatly warded Antonini 
yet iusrouted to Auguflw ctfar, reftoringthe Captives and En.

b, mg a receiving the Parthian Kings by the Emperour’s and Se¬ 
nate’s appointment; continued but till Tin Hates the 4th, from the 
laid Poraortcs 5 for Artahtnus a ftranger took away his life and 
kingdom; the 1 ith from which Artabanus was the very laft Par- 
tbia» King; who in theyearof thrift 2 2g, was conquered by Ar- 
taxaxes toe firft of the fecond race of the Kings of Perfia, Parthia 
continuing a member of that Monarchy: till that under the Sa¬ 
racen Caliphs, they had Sultans of their own 5 one of which, 
Gempfas, fuodued the Perfians, and are now (both peria and Par- 
tbia) under the command of the Sophies. Th is Country is fubjeft 
to great heat, yet beareth (faith crej all things, efpecially great 
Trees; for it is full of Woods, but without any Olives. It is 
encompaffi d with very high Mountains, and watered with many 
it reams. I refer its Relion to that of Perfia.

;Scima».ftn the.Weft, fide of BaBria ; two of whofe Ci- 
ties arzOxiana, (landing on the River Oxus ; and ^Alexandria Sog - 
^hich Alexander built when he went to India 5 in which 
alfewas.c^efea ftrong City built by Cyrus ; under whofe walls 
i w 1 th T a blow on his neck with a ftone,feIl to the ground, 
his Army giving himjfordead. Turcheftan, where the Turks in- 
hab^edjbctqre.xhey brake into Armenia in 844, barrennefle and 
want-enforcing them thereunto. Here are two Cities, GaU 
> and Ocerra y of whofe eminc-ncy or fame, I find nothing re- 
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Laftly, Zagatare, lying Northward of all the other four fo na¬ 
med, from one Sacbetaie , a Tartarian Noble; and now gives name 
to all the Provinces. Ogg } Tdmerlane’s father,was Sachetaifs fuc- 
ceflbur : which Tmerlane, (called, Gods wrath, and the worlds Ter - 
rour) by marrying Gino y Cham's daughter and heir, had the Tarta¬ 
rian Empire: which he dividing among his Tons, they ( after his 
death) loon loft all that he conquered. A chief City hereof is 
Sarmachand, Tamerlane's place of rcfidence: the which he en¬ 
riched with the fpoylsof his manifold vi&ories - as alfo Bocbara , 
where the Governour of the Province (under the Cham) re¬ 
fries. 


5. (fathaia (which was,of old, called Scythia without the Moun¬ 
tain Imauiy as Zagataie, Scythia within Imam ) took its name from 
the Cathey , whom Strabo here plaeeth 5 and hath for bounds, China 
on the South, the Scy thick Sea on the North, lying alfo Eaft ward 
from the Tartarian Provinces. The Seres were thought antjently 
to inhabit here, who being very expert in weaving fiiks made of 
a fine wooll, on the leaves of Trees, caufed filkto be called (io 
Latine) S eric a. ThtCatbaians and Zagataians % re the Nobleft and 
Civillcft among the Tartars, and lovers ef all arts. Herein are 
divers fair Cities 5 whereof Cambalu 28miles about, befides the 
Suburbs, as feme fay, (though others fay, about 24 Italian miles, 
as aforefaid) is the chief: here the great Cham refides. But in 
Xaindu he hath a Palace almoft of incredible largenefle and ftate- 
lineffe. The firft of the great Chams or Emperours of Tartarie 
was Cingis or Zingis in 1162, who fubduing Uncham the Iaft King 
of Tenducb and Catbaia y changed the name of Scythia into Tartaria : 
the 5 th from who® was Tamerlane or Tamir Cham, in whofe time 
this Monarchy was at the height : the 9 th was Tamor, fince whom 
it is not known amongft us who have reigned, or what memora¬ 
ble things have been a&ed among them : for {They fay ) that nei¬ 
ther the Tartar, Mufcovite, or King of China, will fufferany befides 
Merchants orEmbaftadors to enter theirDominions,nor their owa 
Subjects to travel forth of them. But it is known,that this Govern¬ 
ment is tyrannical: life and death confifting in the Emperour’s 
word ; whom fomc of the fimple fort call, The fhadow of Spirits, 
andfonofthe immortal God . Amongft the divers Rivers of note 
therein, is Oxus in Zagataie, arifing out of Mount Taurus 5 which 
the Ferfians never pafled over to enlarge theirDomintQns,but were 
notably overthrown; and fo was it with thc Tartars in attempting 
the fame thing. The Scythians were a valorous, populous, and 
antient people, bciteg never fubdued, and but feldora aftaulted to 
be fubdued: and when there had been a long controverfie between 
the Egyptians and thefe for antiquity; it was at laft pronounced. 
The Scythtan Nation was abayes the aucientefi . And for their popu- 
ioufnefie, fomehave called them. The Mother of all inundations ,&c e 


Anacbarfis the Philofopher was born in this Country; which ex¬ 
tends alfo to the Regions North of VanubM, named Sarmatia and 

Scythia 





A (geographical Defcription 

Scythia of Europe. As to the quality, fertility and riches hereof 
it is (aid to have been (through its many rivers)very much aboun! 
dingia grades but fodeficient in foci, that they burnt bones ia. 
dead of wood : they have ftones alfo ia Cathaie, which burn • 
which Country is laid to abound in Rice, Whear, &c. though 
theayr be cold ; having like wife great ftoreof Wooll,Silk,Hemp 
Rhubarb, Musk, fine Chamlets, Gold, Beads, and all nccdTaries’ 
notonely barely to live, but with delight; there Thunder and 
Lightning is very ftrange and terrible. It is femetimes extreana 
hot, andfuddenly very cold, much fnow falling ; their winds alfo 
mod ftrong and violent. In the Realm of 7 mgut growes much 
Rhubarb tranfported thorow the World. In Tenduck are found 
rich golden Mines, and Azure. But Taivfur being better manured, 
abounds in Vines. Thibet is Moorifh, full of Forreds and wild 
beads, yet abounding in Coral; whereis alfo much Musk, Cy- 
namon, and other Spices ; fo that (this Country's Merchandize 
being Rice, Woell, Silk, Hemp, Rhubarb, Musk, and ex edits c 
Chainlets of Camels hair, belides their Countries commodious 
feituation for Traffique of one Town with another, (there being 
alfo fentto CambaluirotnChina 10000 Carts yearly, laden with 
Silk, befides other merchandifcs) to which may be added, their 
many incurfions into Europe and Ajia, their great fpcyls carried 
out of Mufcovieznd other parts, especially from China, of a long 
time,; we cannot conclude, but that the Tartars are very "rich; 
Yetthofe who live towards ,the North, want many neceffaries 
for man’s life, whereas their neighbours (and all (ubied to one 
Prince) have plenty. As for the Tartarian's Religion, feme are 
Mahometans, crying daily, there,is but one God. In Cathay there 
are many more grofle Idolaters than Mahometans ; who hold two 
gods 5 eae of Heaven, of whom they defire health and underfhnd- 
mg : the other of Larch 5 whom they fay hath a Wife and Chil¬ 
dren caring for their cattel,corn, &c. and therefore they ask fuch 
rhiBgs of him ; rubbing his Idol’s mouth with the fatreft of the 
meat when they eat, and of the wife and children, (which are the 
little Images m their houfes) but caff the broth out of the houfe 
to the fpints. Keeping alfo their god of Heaven in a high place, 
and that of the earth in a low. they believe mens fouls are im¬ 
mortal; but paffing from one body to another, according to /> 
thagorat. They wor&ip alfo the Sun, Moon, and four Elements; 
calling the Pope and all Chriftians, Pagans, Infidels, Dogs, and 
Idolaters. They never faff in, or folemnize, one day more than 
another. There are likewifefome Jews and Chriffians,al though 
1^V e ^jPg Nfftoriaxs, who differ from the Romifhand 
Greek Church, in putting Chrift in two perfon* ; in faying, that 
Mary the Virgin is not God’s mother 5 in that their Priefts may 
marry as often as they will. They fay alfo, ’cis one thing to be 
God the , Word, and another thing to be Chrift; neither own 
they the two Councds of Ephefw. Their Patriarch alfo who re¬ 
sides 
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fides at Mujal in Mefopotamia is notele&ed, but the fon iucceeds 
the father, being firft created Arch-bilhop. They have one fore 
and unnatural prabtife among them.-feeding their old parents,with 
more fat than enough to difpatch them our ofthe World,and bur¬ 
ning their dead bodies,they carefully gather and keep the afhes as 
precious, putting it on their meat when they eitSPrefterJean King 
of Hat ay or Tendue, was ruined by the great Tartar Chingis , in 
1162, 40 years after he received the Meftorian opinion: yet was 
ftill Lordof afmall eftate. ThefeCnriftianNeftorians fo called, 
extend unto the Town of Campion, fome of whom remain a zTan~ 
gut, Sucvir, Camhalu , and in other Towns; 

I NDIA (whofe ancient Inhabitants were the D£dri<e, Maza- 
g£, MdlidAxydrac&fiangaridts, and divers others,(all of whom 
Alexander is faid to have conquered in his Expedition hither) is 
fo called from the river Indus , which it hath on its Weft fide, as 
China on the Eaft, and Tartaria on the South; whofe longeft day 
in the North is 15 hours and a half; but in the South, but 13 
hours, for it is 3600 miles long: whofe chief river is Ganges, 
rifing in the Scythian hills, of a great depth and breadth, and di¬ 
viding India into two parts; the Weftern part whereof next the 
Perfians, is called India within Ganges % the other part, India with¬ 
out Ganges. Thisrivcr overflowing the Country, enricheth it as 
Nilus doth t^gypt: and is^ioc that which the Scripture calls pifon , 
compaffing the Land of H aril ah ; for there were 8 two Havilah’s: 
the one inhabited by Havitah>Ophir,& nd Jobab, JoBan’sfons, which 
is this India , or parrthereof; the other, denominated from Ila - 
vilah, Chufh his foa; of which before. That India within Ganges 
which (at this day) they call Indoftan, is that part contained be¬ 
tween Mount Caucafay now Dallenquer or Naugrocot , and the Sea, 
and between the rivers Ganges and Indus or Inder ; the greateft 
part wheteof, the great Mogor Mogul or Mogull commanderh ; 
reckoned by fome to be 47 Provinces or Realms, (although there 
are two lately eroded Princes here, to wir, of Ntfamaiuc and 
I dak an ^ (one whereof refides in Ddnager, the other in Fifapore > 
who hold the Country of Decan, being 250 miles long, on the 
Sea-coaft) whofe fecond Town of note, Deean (next to the chief 
Town of the Realm, Bider) denoaiinates the whole Country : and 
of which two Princes, near the Mogor, there can be no particular 
relation) five whereof are (by florae) reckoned for the chief; to 
wi z,Cambaia, Tody or Delite,Sangue, Mandao, and Bengala. Cambria 
(called alfo Guz&rate ) hath-on the Eaft Mandao, on the Weft the 
Nautaces or grirojians, extending it felf 500 miles upon the Sea- 
coaft; and is lb full of Towns, Villages, and Inhabitants, that 
60000 places are faid to be peopled : five of whofe chief Towns 
are Campanel , the King’s ancient refiding place, feated on the 
top of a high Mountain, and cncompafTed with fevers walls. 

Daman and Bandore, flometimes ruined by the Portugalls. Diu , 
held by the Tortugalls , as alfo is Daman, Cambria, the Realms de« 
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nominator, a goodly City ©f nigh 130000 families, and therefore 
called Cair of the Indies, Mandao, lo named from its chief City 
Mandao, twelve miles about, which was not furrendred unto 
Mer burned, the Mogul of Zagat at till after a liege of twelve years, 
which Kingdotne thefaid Mogul took occafion to feize on, by Ba- 
durius King of Cmbaia, his unjuflgy warring on it 3 fubduing alfo 
Badurius his Kingdotne therewith, although he had in his Army 
500000 foot, 150000 horfc, 1000 pieces of Ordnance, 500 
Wagomsof Gunpowder, and bullets, aoo Elephants, and 500 
Chefts of Gold and Silver. Dellie, feituated betwixt the Realms 
of Decan, and Narfwgia, and divided from Cambaia, by the Moun¬ 
tains 5 which (the Mogulls taking from the Saracens, who had alfo 
fubdued Canora, or Decan, they made Dellie the chief City thereof 
their place of refidence, another City is Chefmer , where Magick 
is much ftudied. The Amazons which were valiant women for¬ 
merly, here dwelt, there being alfo feme who yet ride on horfe- 
back in manner of men ; and a ^Mahometan King lately here reign¬ 
ing, had a Wife which marched commonly with 2000 women 
on Horfeback. Bengal*, a great realm of twelve leagues in length, 
and alfo breadth, having many, both land and Sea-Towns. I.’s 
City gauro was the aboadofits Kings, as alfo Bengal* the Pro¬ 
vincial Town* reckoned one ofthe greateft and faireftofall in the 
Indies. Sangue whichfome call and whofc chief City is &- 

tor, twelve miles in compaife, feated in an advantages place, 
and very ftrougly fortified. This Province was (but lately) fub- 
unto a fair and couragious woman named Crementina, yet a 
Tributary to Badurim of Cambaia, from whom fhe revolting, he 
difpofll fled her ©f the Town, where (he had fortified her felf with 
no Idle then 30000 foot and 2000 horfe. There is alfo the King- 
dome of Bocan,ot Balafia, which hath two Cities of the fame 
names, and whichcontcincth inexhauftiblc Mines of Gold and 
Silver.This Empire hath been conquered and contrafied into one, 
by the great CMogulls, about 120 years or more: who were fo 
called from the MongullTartars, from whom they defeended by 
cutting eff a Letter, and fo likewife (I fuppofe; Mogors. Tnis 
Countrey hath been notable, for abundance of, both nccdlaries 
for life, and alfo of pleafure 5 likewife for fundry beafts, as Apes, 
Dragons, Camells, Serpents, Rhicinerots $ and Elephants. Caw- 
baia abounds in Wheat, Rice, Sugar,all forts of fruits,Spices,and 
Incenfe, fraughting alfo fometimes 40 or 50 fhips (to tranfport in¬ 
to other parts) with their great ftore of Cotton, and Silk. Here 
is alfo found the Onyx ftone, called Cornallina, many Diamonds 
and Chalcedonies; it abounds alfo in liquid Sterax. It is watered 
chiefly with the River Indus ,comming from Mount Caucafm. Ben¬ 
gal* alfo hath great ftore of Rice, Wheat, Sugar, very good Gin¬ 
ger, and long Pepper, no Countrey having more flefh or Fifb, or 
more Silk and Cotton, befides its fweet and temperate Ayre, at¬ 
tracting many people thither. And the Jews and Mahometans 
there dwelling, believe that the fweet and pleafant fruit of their 
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Trees called Mofes, was that which tempted Adam. Here are 
Canes fobig, that they ferve for barrels. See. Dellie alfo abounds 
in Horfes, Dromedaries, which fome call Abades, twice as big as 
a Bull, and Elephants, befides the commodities of other Realms 5 
So that the enriching Merchandifes of this Empire, which they 
fend into remote Countries, are, abundance of Cotton and Silky, 

I Spices and precious ftones 5. their Mogor alfo having undoubred- 

I ly vaft treasures, as having conquered Badur'm ( who brought 

I 500 Chefts or Tuns of Gold and Silver, as was (aid, to pay his Ar- 

I my) and a great number of other Provinces. As to Religion, the 

I Mogors Empire is for the moft part Mahometans ; alfo there are ma- 

I nygrofle idolaters, as may ftraightway be declared. There are 

1 alfo many Jews, and fome called Ghriftians, Abyffins, whom 

1 trafiique and gain draw hither. There are alfo within Ganges, the 

I twoKingdomesof Narjinge and Calicute, governed by their own 

1 Princes. The firft whereof, Narfinge , lyeth between the Gulf of 

I Bengala on the Eaft, and the Mountains of <jate on the Weft; and 

| is in length 6go miles, wherein are two royall Towns, Narjinge, 

I and Bifnagar, or Befenagai (having three walls, and famous tor 

traffique, yet it was burnt by Saracenicall confederates in 15 67) 
by reafon whereof, they call this Prince fometimes King of Nar- 
fenge,fometimesotBifnagar. The City of Tanafar (fome fay) 
belongs to this Kingdomc, though the King of Barma now holds ir. 

The Portugah have feized on one principall fea.-Town hereof; 
namely Onor, and made another (to wit) Batticale their tributary, 
but thefe are in the Province of Canara , or Concern, being fome 
part of Decan, which the King of Narfinge doth enjoy; who hath 
{likewife) the King of Travancor, in the Province of eMalabar, fub- 
jed unto him. But two Sea-Towns in Narjinge it felf, Coromandel 
and Malipur are inhabited by Ghriftians, the (Portugalls holding 
them alfo. This King led an Army again ft (a neighbour 
Prince) of 31690 horfe, 558 Elephants, and 60000 foot, and 
vanquished him. In this Country is great plenty of Corn,Sugar, 

Ginger, and other fpices; no place abounding more in Silk and 
j Gotten than it. Qanara , yields Rice, Sugar, Nuts, and Figs; but 

| no Wheat, Barley, nor Pulfe. Bifnagars Territory is very iruir- 

l full, nigh which are very pleafant Forrefts, But Travancors foil 

j is lean. This King hath twelve Millions of Gold or Duckets year¬ 

ly, For in this Countrey (as in moft of the EaftJ all the lands 
Forrefts, Mines, yea, and the Water of fome Rivers are the Prin¬ 
ces : fo that every one wafhing himfclf in g&nges, running thorow 
JBengala, or that of Gangue flowing thorow OriJJa, muft pay a fum 
to their Kings. This people do believe, firft in one God; then in 
Devills, the Authors of all eviil, whom they moft honouring, 
build (lately Pagodes, or Temples unto them: and two forts of 
people, to wit, the Banean, and Bramans, ot Bramins do govern in 
a manner the Idolatrous Religion throughout the Indies . Tofpeak 
of all whofe vanities and foolifh fupcrftitions, might feem as fu- 
periiuous, as tedious* The Bramans are much more efteemed. 
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than the ocher ,and are of two feds, either thofe who marry, and 
live in Towns, called Bramanes 3 or thofe who never marry, li¬ 
ving on Alms, and going up and down like Pilgrims, &c. for a 
time, till becomming Abduts, that is, men exempt from Laws, 
they commit all beaftlitaeffe, andvillany, and take all kind of 
pleafures, and thefe are called Joques , whofe Commander diftri- 
butes fometimes a great revenue, fending them up and down to 
preach their folly. They worfhip and efteem of Oxen and Kine 
more than any beafts, becaufe they think dead mens Souls pafTe 
rather into them than into any other. They hold God to be black, 
as the goodlieft colour 3 wherefore their Idols are black, and fo 
deformed, that they affright the beholders, perfwading the pee- 
ple,they are great eaters 3 by which lying, they get much money 
and meat to makegood chcar withall, they know the explication 
of the 1© Commandements.* and the firft thing they enjoyn their 
received Difciples; is never te publifb, one God Creator of all 
things to be worfhipped. In their Sabbath’s fervice,their Doctors 
repeat often thefe words, I worfhip thee, O God, with thy grace and 
fuccours eternally . Alfo to receive meat from Chriftians, they 
account it facriledge. 

C AL I CUT E is the chief Realm ©f the Country of Malabar, 
which is the Weftern part of Aurea Cherfoneftu of old, which 
is poo miles long, from the Mountain Gu&te on theEaft, to the 
Indian Ocean Eaft5 yet narrow. It contains feven Provinces 5 
two of whom,to wit,Cononor and Calicute, obey the King of Calicute , 
a Prince fo powerful, that they call him Zmorim or Eroperour; 
although the Realm be but. 25 leagues long, and 10 broad : for 
pereimall King of Malabar going to a Mahometan Mecka, to finifh 
his dayes, divided his eftate int© as many parts as Provinces, lea¬ 
ving this name to this King of C alt£ - Ute ' Its denominating City 
Calicute reacheth three miles along the Sea-fide* without walls, 
the houfes being fome diftance from each other5 yet the ftaplc- 
Town of all the Indian Traffique. foxenor is a City alfo, having 
a fafeand large Harbour, and fo fit for traffique 30 miles from 
Calicute : But C*chin is 3 o leagues from the fame, whence are the 
beft fcarlet dies 5 whofe Governour is the High Prieft of the 
Brachrr.anes or Bramins: unto whom, they fay, the King ufesto, 
grant the hanfel of his marriage-bed, wherefore his fifter’s fons 
facceed him, as being more certainly of the royal bloud. The 
houfes oiCalicute are built low, equal to a man on horfeback, be¬ 
caufe foon finding water, they cannot lay deep foundations. This 
foyl yields much Pepper and Ginger: in the Plains, is a fruit like 
the Myrebolan 3 but in thereddifh foiles, are gathered all forts 
thereof. They have divers flhrubs and fruits, among which fome 
(unknown to us) taftelike Peaches, Damask-Prunes, Figgs, and 
Melons. Aloes called Succo-citrixi, grewes here, andisagumme 
gathered from a fhrub, having but one root, like a ftaffe. They 
have a Tree yielding Dates like the Palm, wood for fuel, nuts 

well- 
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well-tafted: ropes and fine cloath are madeofitj Wine,Sugar, 
and oyl are drawn from it. Another Tree bears Cotton, Cypres 
or Cobweb-lawn, of whofe leaves they make Ruffe femewhat like 
to Saccin or Taffata 3 making ropes of its bark being fpun, under 
whole latter bark, is a nut as big as ones little finger, in whofe in¬ 
ward part, water growing, not much unlike Rofe-water : they 
make fat oyl thereof. They draw mornings and evenings a li¬ 
quor from this Tree by incifion, which is to them as fweet wines. 
The whole year feems alwayes here as a Spring, through the ayr 
its temperacenefle and fweetneffe. Here are likewife many beafts, 
as Lyons, Bugles, Elephants, Bears, Wolves, Stags, Goats,Oxen, 
though fome fay they breed not here. Parrots there are of divers 
colours, and the birdSaran fomewhatlefle than Parrots. Store of 
Apes and Monkeys, who running up thofe Trees (like Nut-trees; 
fpoyl the liquor whereof the Indians make drink, overthrowing 
the veffels in which they receive it. Three forts of Serpents are 
in this Country, two whereof are poyfonfome in their bitings : 
but the other which are very great, living in Moorifh places 3 ha¬ 
ving very long feet, are Laid to have no poyfon in them. The fa- 
licutes felling not oncly their own Pepper and Ginger to Mer¬ 
chants: but Spices, Musk, Incenfe, Aloes, and Camphir, Brafil, 
Pearls, and Caflia, which come to this City from other places, 
makes it one of the richeft in the Indies. They believe one God 
the Creator and firft caufe of all: but they fay,He,to reft himfelf 
hath committed the Earth’s Government, Judgment, and Punish¬ 
ment unto the Devil, whom they call Deume , or the god Tamer an, 
holding him to be coeleftial. The King hath many figures of De¬ 
vils in a place of his Palace 3 and in his Chappel a gaping ghaftly 
brazen Devil is fet on a Throne of brafle 3 who holds the foul of 
a man in his throat, and another in his hand to devour him. Their 
facrificers are called Bramins , who (to let pafle fheir many fuper- 
ftitions) promife a general pardon to the people of their faults once 
a year, in December 3 which continuing for three dayes, their 
Idol-Temple (whither they refort from all neighbouring Provin¬ 
ces : and into which none may enter, to worfhip or be fprinkled 
with the lamp-oyl by the Bramins , till he hath wafhed himfelf in 
the Lake in which the Temple ftands) is as a Sanctuary for all, fo 
that none dare either purfue an offender, do wrong, or revenge 
for wrong done. 

India without Ganges, is feituated between the other India 
Weft ward, and China on theEaft, and was formerly divided be¬ 
tween 12 rich and puiffant Princes 3 but now they are all fubjed- 
ed to the King of Brama or Barma , or of Pegu : fome reckoning up 
14 Realms which he pofieffeth at this day : But the moft remark¬ 
able of the 1 2, into which it was once divided,are feven 3 1 .Siam, 
cr the Kingdotneof Serna, made fubjedto the King of Barma in 
15^5 3 three of whpfe chief Cities are, Siam, featedon the bank 
of the broad and deep river Menam , a ftately and pleafing Cicv, 
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alfo very populous ; and wherein nigh 30000 families of Moors, 
Merchants,are eftimated to dwell: the River overfiowes the Coun¬ 
try 120 miles every year; whereby the King of Pegu befiegingic 
in 1567, brought but 70000 of 900000 Souldiers with him out 
of the waters. Odie, bigger than Siam , for they reckon therein 
near 400000 houfes ; and 200000 boats are faid to be there, in 
whieh they may paffe thorow every ftreer, as in Venice, OHalac- 
*4 3 fubje<5t to thePortugals, who have here an Arehbifhop, with 
a Colledg of Jefuits: it is eminent for the Trade of Spices, and 20 
miles about. 2. ^m<*,whofeKings were but Lievtenants to the 
Kings of Pegu, till about 100 years fince, or more : when as a Bar- 
mian Prince feized on four Kingdoms 5 and fince, thefe Barmiant 
have won the City Pegu , forced Odie, and totally fubdued Siam, 
making aft the reft do them homage. 3. Pegu,io called from the 
river Pegu running thorow the midft of the Country,and on which, 
the moft fair and elegantCity of /WLiofthc fame name, ftand- 
eth, diftant 2 5 miles from the Sea. In this Counrry,by means of 
the titulary King otSiam his coming and burning up corn, grade, 
and fruits, a moft infupportablefamine confumed all the Inha¬ 
bitants of this kingdom ; except thofe that were preferved by the 
ftore-houfes of the City in 1598. 4. Maria, whofe chief City is 
Marin ; which Country alfo is notable for the fweet wood Aloes; 
held by the Indians a moft excellent remedy for many grievous 
maladies. 5. Aracham or Arrachan, fcituaced North from Ben - 
gala near the River Cbahery, on which the chief Town Arrachan 
ftandeth,and is 45 miles from the Sea. Ava is alfo another City 
hereof,re markable for its many Gems. 6. Camhoye, which takes its 
name from the principalCity fo called,which ftandeth on the rivet 
Menon: which receiving into it many rivers, in its flowing out of 
China where it arifeth, makes 100 Iflands ; and a Lake about 200 
miles in compaffe. 7. fauchin China, a few of whofe people are 
faid to be Man-eaters: Its chief City of the fame name being 
feituate on the Sea, is much frequented for China difhes, or proce- 
line. In the feveral Provinces are to be found feveral Commodi¬ 



ties; great ftore of Rice, Elephants, little horfes. Parrots, Civer- 
Catts, huge Canes, many Rubies, much Lacca, (which fome fay 
is the Gum of a Tree; others* that they gather it upon leaves) 
Corn, Pepper, Benjoyn, Gold, Silver, Tinn, and other metals, 
plenty of Musk; in fome places great Forre (Is, where live many 
Tygres, Lyons, and wild beafts. There is both fiefh and fifli,and 
in one place or other all things needful for the life of man: for the 
Country being plain, and watered with many goodly Rivers, all 
things abound beyond what is fpoken. Merchants coming thither 
from all parts, do carry many Commodities forementioned int® 


feveral parts: fo that the wealth of thefe Realms may eaiily be 
conceived by their fruitfulnefle; and that the King of Barma hath 
ftoreof treafure. From the falfe and foolifb principles of thofe 
of Pegu, fpring fo many vain opinions and ceremonies, that they 
are hardly to be exprefled. They have Convents of Priefb near

their Idol-Temples abovt 30® in a place; who have head and 
chin (haven, wearing long Gowns with fleeves hanging to the 
ground. Thofe oisiam are held, as it were, authors of all fuper- 
ftitions in thefe Countries; yet hold God for the Creator of all 
things, who (hall recompence the good, and punifh the evil: be¬ 
lieving alfo, a man to have about him, both a good Spirit guiding 
him to good, and keeping him; and another tempting, and af¬ 
fixing him. They much honour their Pricfts, who are attired 
in yellow cloath; for all of that colour (it refembling the Sun 
and gold) is dedicated to God. Many are the number of their 
Idols; worfhipping alfo the four Elements: fo that he who in 
his life-time adored the earth* choofes to be buried; he that ho¬ 
noured fire, to be burnt: who theayr, to be hung, and devoured 
by birds: and who the water,to be drowned. We (hould ex¬ 
ceed our prefent purpofe of brevity* if we (hould repeat all their 
vanity. 

C HINA , fo called, by corruption of the word Sina (whofe 
people,theS/Wi,here inhabited) is a very great and ancient 
Realm ; for (according to the Chinn's own account in their books; 
and by the computation of an excellent Geometrician and Cof- 
mograpber, it hath 3000 leagues in circuit, and 1800 in length • 
and if we credit their own relations, their Kings from the firft 
called Vitei y have fucceffively reigned above 4000 years, being 
never conquered, till that in Forfar s time, the 242 King, Chtfan- 
ban the Tartar's Lievtcnant (his name fignifying 100 eyes) depri¬ 
ved him of his kiagdome, according to a foretold Frophefic; yet 
by oacCmfachofca their 251 King, after 93 years, they were 
delivered from the Tartar's Government, china lyes the moft 
Eaft ward of any Continent in Afia, having the Ocean Del Zur, the 
Ides Corea and Japon on the Eaft; on the Weft India, and part 
of Tartarie: on the North Tartarie ondy, from which it is divi¬ 
ded, partly by Mountains, partly by a Wall; which being 500 
leagues long, was made by King Tzainton, and begins in f ancon, 
but ends in Sufuan Province; 109 leagues whereof lying quite 
open betwixt the Mountains : the wall is there of free-ftonc, fe ven 
fathom broad from bottom to top. Ahnoft the third part of Chi- a 

nas Inhabitants dyed in this toyl; for which proud work, the 
whole kingdom revolting, they flew the King, and alfo his fon 
Agntzi, It is diftributed alfo into 15 Provinces ; to wit, Pafquia 
or Pagnia , Foquien otfegvien, Canton, Ohm, Tohncbis, Sifnam or 
Sufuam, {fan fay, Oquiam, Honam, Sins ay, Ancheo, Quicheu ©r Quin- 
chen, Chequeam or Chegvian, Xanton and Quinfay ; every one of 
which, is bigger than the biggeft Realm in Europe: in two where¬ 
of, Pafquia and Tolanchia, the King and his Councel doalwayes 
reftde, notoncly becaufe they are the greareftand beft peopled ; 
but by reafon alfo of the Tartarian's Neighbourhood, with whom 
the Chimis are in continual war. In all thefe Countries are many 
Towns and Cities: (Every Town of note being built after one 

manner. 
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manner, to wit, two great,Irfbad and ftraigh t ftreets eroding each 
other, which end at four Gates equally diftant, all garnifhed 
with irod, and (lately, befides other fmaller ftreets wkhpublique 
and private buildingsj and the Villages are fo many and near 
eachother, that their number is unknown ; fo that here are judg^ 
ed to inhabit7© millionsof people: for they are born, and do 
die, buy and fell in (hips, as if in a City. The two chief Rivers 
of this Country,are Polyfango and Cacamacan ; on which are 12000 
{lately bridges, under whofe arches (hips t 0 p and tqp gallant, do 
ufually pafle. The principal Cities are, Quinfay or Suntietr, in 
their language anEcclefiaflicalCity, which is fo large,that a horfe- 
man muft makefpeed to ride,from one gate to another in a day,the 
Suburbs being alfo almoft as great as the City. The King hath 
here three Palaces; whereof that which (landeth toward the 
Eaft at the Citie’s entry isfobig and full of Angularities, that 
fome report, it cannot be exa&ly viewed under four dayes time. 
It is encompafled with feven Walls, of a great fpace afunder ; it 
hath 79 (lately and admirable artificial Halls, four whereof are 
the principal, in which Efubaffadours have’audience 5 (and like- 
wife his Lords and Governauts, when he keeps his Court 5 yet 
he feldom (hews himfelf to his people out of his lodging, and is 
fcarce ever feen, but through a glafle). The firftis of; tnettall cu- 
rioufly call, with a many figures. The fecond hath a floor of 
Silver of great value. The third of pure enameld Gold. The 
fourth far excecdsthe other three, wherefore they call it the Hall 
of the Kings treafure; in which are alf© many iaeftigaable Jewels 
and the Kings Chair made of Marble; and fet with many precious 
flones, and Carbuncles fo rich, that by night they fhine as if there 
were Candles 5 and indeed this Haliconteins whatever is rich and 
rare. Paquin where the King alfo refideth, either for the health of 
the Ayre, ornearnefle to the Tartars , whofe Pallace, though eotn- 
pafled with a triple Wall, within which, befides lodgings, are 
Hills,Groves, Rivers, Fountains, yetis knot equail in workman¬ 
ship to the European Pallaces. TsijnqjtiK, in Circuit thirty miles, 
and is feated twenty feven miles from the Sea, on a fair Naviga¬ 
ble River ; on which, befides private mens, ride ioooq of the 
Kings Ships for the mod part. Colitu, famous for Porceline . Xaiton> 
alwaks harbouring 5©oftups. Sucbean 2 a goodly City, and of 
great traffique, whofe feituation is in the Marifties, like uato Ve- 
ifiice. There are no Idle than 160000 Eunuchs, gelded in their 
infancy by their Parents belonging t® this Prince as his chiefefl 
Courtiers, For that they have had Printing (which is from the 
top to the bottom of the leaf ) aad Guns alfo, long before known 
in Europe , they fay in conceit of themfelves, they have two eyes; 
the guropxans one;and others none: They are faid to be both Po¬ 
litick, ingenuous, and-exceileot Artificers; for the fon is bound 
not to rove idly, but to follow his fathers occupation. This Em¬ 
pire once commanded all the Eafiern Iflands, But receiving a 
great Ioffe and overthrew nigh Zeilan> of Soo (hips, they freed 

them 
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them all |rom their obedience, as.being contented with natures 
bounds. Ttick oi Cavton, and on all that coaft, are black dike 
thofe in Barbary 3 as being with them in the fame Parallel; but tne 
other within tne land are moftly white, yet (ome more than others 
according as they advance into the cola Countrey; yttebina can¬ 
not be faid to be either hot or cold, as lying within the temperate 
Zone, and extending towards the fame climate with Italy. There 
are bur few Mountains, but Plains 300 miles about, ( tiieir Seas 
alfo being very calm); in which, being tilled, and fowed with all 
kind of fruit, of excellent perfection, dogrow notonely fufficienc 
for themiUves, but wherewith to fumifh neighbours, and remote 
Countries; fo that they carry out of China from their many good 
and commodious Ports and Havens, Flax, Woo], Cotton, Silk, 
and ail forts of ftuffe; much Sugar,Honey, Wax,Rubarb, Cam- 
phir. Vermilion, Diers Wood, and abundance of Musk; befides, 
plenty of Rice and Barley for themfelves. They dig ft ore of Gold, 

Silver, and other Mettallsout eftheir Mines, carrying forth much 
Pearl, Porcelain VcfTds, and rich Furs. They have like wife 
(they fay) Wood, and all kinds of fpices; and Salt, whofe cu- 
ilocne in one onely Town, amounts to very much. They prefTea 
delicate juice our of an hearb, ferving them for Wine, and pre- 
fervingtheir health; whofe Kings revenues are averred to be 
120 Millions of Gold yearly, considering the fpatioufncfle of fo 
many Provinces, tne multitude of people, contributions for every 
head, Cuftomes of Merchandise, T^Jfcpof all fruits, revenues of 
Mines, with all other Taxes, aid^Smpofts, and fubvemions. 
Wherefore this Countrey is believed to be one of the richeft and 
greatell, if not the very richeft and greateft in the whole World. 

Yet are they allgrofleandfottifh Idolaters, fexeept a very few 
that Jefuites have turned to the Romilh Religion) believing the 
Heaven to be the Creator of all things, vifible and in vifible,which 
hatha Governeur uncreated who is a fpirir, him they call Laacon 
Tzantey, that is. The Governour of the great God; faying, there 
is another fpiric which they call Canfay, who hath charge of things 
on earth, and the power of life and death, and, that he hath three 
AfAiting fpitits under him, Tanquam>Teiquam : and Tzuiquam 2 who 
have ruck dirtind charges. They worfhip feverall Idolls, one 
with three heads, others marked for the twelve Apoftles, who, 
they fay we re great Pnilofophers,vertuous livers, and were made 
Angells in Heaven. They have alfo the pidure of an exceeding 
fair Woman, with a child in her Arms; cf whicb,they faid, fne 
wasdelivered, being a Virgin,and a great King’s daughter. They 
account many for Saints, who have exceeded in valour, Know- 
ledg, Induhry^or Auilerity of life. They ufe (everal lots, and 
whenany affliction befalls them, have recourfe unro the Devill 
in an abfurd m anner. Tain (tney fay ) firffc created Panzon, and 
Panzona* whofe Pofterity being after many thoufanas of years dc* 
ftroyed for wickednefle, Tain created Lutitzam 2 from whofe righc- 
Horn came men, and from the left. Women. The immortality. 
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ef the Soul is generally believed by them, and the reward or pu- 
niftfcment in another life for ever 3 holding alfo a place for Souls 
who {hall be Angels, to purge themfelves in from all evil I. There 
are in their Towns and Burroughs many places in which men and 
Women live together as in Monafteries, of whom there are four 
Orders, every one ^having his General, called Tricon 3 who re. 
fide commonly in Sumien, who provide a Provincial! in every 
Province, whovifit.sall covents, correcting mifdemeaners, and 
appointing a Prior in every covent, whom they are all bound to 
obey. The King and his Ccuncell nominate the Generalls, who 
hold their place during life, UBleffethey defirve to be deprived. 
The ddeft fon of a Family can be no Religious man by their Jaw, 
becaufe bound to feed his Parents when old. They offer Incenfe, 
Benjoin, and the Wood Allocs, with other odoriferous things and 
pafts, morning and evening, to their Idols. When any V^ffdl 
is put to Sea, their Religious men do facrifices in the poop, and 
perform other fopperies before their IJois, luppofing that hereby 
the Snip is fan&ified,and that thofe who go in her fhall have good 
fuccefie. And when any of them pray, they fpeak to heaven as 
their God, and to one whom they call Sinquian , faying, he is a 
Saint, and invented this their manner of life. 


N Ext are thofe called the Orientall or Eaftern Iflands to be 
riefiy furveyed ; the^firft whereof is J A P O a 7 , or Japan, 
called in old time C H R and Zip angry. Ic is a Kinguome 
compofed of many Iflands, divided by many fmall Gulls,and nar¬ 
row turnings of the Sea. It looks E aft ward toward that called 
New -Spain. On the Weft it hath China, on the North Tartarian 
with other unknown Savage people, and to the South certain un¬ 
known lands, between which a ipatioc?s Sea runneth. All the 
Country is near 600 miles long 5 but thirty miles,in feme places, 
at the moft: but ninety broad. There are in it fixty fix fmall 
Realms, whereof the firft called chief Japan, contains fifty three 
of them 3 another called Ximo, includes nine, a third called Xiccum , 
four. He that hathumade himfelf Lord of Coquina, the moft fa¬ 
mous Principality of them all, and is called Prince of Tenze (in 
which are five Realms about the City Me&co) ftyles himfelf fove- 
rsign of Japan, as was Tsicofama feme years fince, who to allure 
his new Conqueft of fifty Realms, tranfported the vanquifhed 
kings from one Country to another. CMeaco is the principal Ci¬ 
ty hereof, (landing in Coquina , which was 21 miles in ccmpafte 3 
bur. now much lefie through civil wars. Here the three Sove- 
raign Mag titrates remain.. Bandum is another City, a Univerfi- 
ty, s:id laid to be bigger then Paris. Ojjacaye alfo is a great City., 
and feme hold ic the richeft of the Eafh Tois Ifland "was difeo- 
vered by the Portugalls in 1542. It hath two Mountains in it, one 
whereoftranfeends the Clouds, and is mmM.Figeneia^a, the 
ether barns caftingforth flames continually. I; abounds in Rice, 
(b [bar they fraught many ftrange (Lips therewith 5 and the king 
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hath two Millions ot Gold yearly rent for Rice gathered 1 ut of his 
own pofltifions. Alfo ftore of round,great,and red Pearl 5 which 
is as much or more efteemed than the white 3 and their abundance 
ol Gold and pretious {tones, do enrich this Realm. They are gi¬ 
ven to ail kind of impiety. Their Bonzes w Priefts and Dolours 
aredivided into eleven fids, yet all deny the providence of God, 
and Soul’s immortality, communicating the fame onelv to noble 
men, but treating with the vulgar, of the other life and pains of 
Hell. Their Gods moft efteemed are the Fotoques for their dor 
drine, and ftrid life, who were for the moft part Bonzes , where¬ 
fore ti ey defire of them goods of the other World $ and Ca¬ 
rnes, who were Princes and great perfon$,aecounted Gods for their 
exploits, and fingular inventions 3 of whom they require earthly 
bltflings. But fome of the Japonites adore alfo the Sun and Stars, 
others the Heavens, and fome Stags and wild bcafts. The Devil! 
(hkewife)ufeth divers wayes, too tedious here tofet down, that 
he may be adored by thefelnfidells. This Ifland, fince difeover- 
ed (as was faid) by the Portugalls , is much frequented by Jefuires, 
one Xavier, and alfo Turian firft labouring there to turn many to 
an outward profeffion of Cfiriftianity 3 who are faid to be more 
zealous than thofe in Europe : fo that many Neophyts , or new Con¬ 
verts, being brought over (as alf© fome kings) in divers places, 
from the year, 1556. unto 1590. there have been fince, great 
Wars and Persecutions againft them by Taycofam, and the kings 
of 7 enze , putting many to death, and inflidling torments and pu¬ 
nishments on them, many of whom notwithftanding, would not 
abandon their embraced Religion 5 but their belief is faid to ffcm- 
fifh ftill, and enlarge ic felf in many places. 

There are alfo two Iflands called JAF'A 5 the greater of 
whom is the biggeft in the World, for it 3000 miles in Circuit, 
thelcfier is 2000. The chief Cities of the greater Java are four, 

Taliban, Agacin 5 Ballambua, and Megapegcr. The barbarous Indim 
ans of this Country (they fay ) ufe to eat the dead bodies of their 
friends3 as affo do many of the other Indians 3 yet is it fo won¬ 
drous fruitfull, that, it is called the Worlds Epitome. Eight 
Kings rule in theLeftcrJai/*, whofe chief Cities are Samara>Lam- 
brt, and Bafnia, Thefe are good Seamen, but great Pirates. 

Z ? IL A N is an Ifle lying in the Gulf of Bengal*, 350 miles 
ong, 140 broad 3 whofe fix Kings are Tributaries to the 
Great CMoguli. Its chief Cities are Z’ilan, and Columbui, The 
inhabitants are skillfull jaglers, by which, and the hobby herfe, 
they get money in all India s continent. It is very fruitfull 3 for 
Trees do bear fruit, and Graile groweth all the yearlong. 
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B ORNEO is an Ifland containing two Kingdomes or domi- 
nion$;of Borneo"on the North, and of Lm on the South, the 
which the *Equinc&ial iine divideth afunder. They worship the 
Sun when he nfeth, (repeating certain Verfes) with great reve¬ 
rence; the Moon alio and Stars whom they account for his Wife 
and Children. Their Counfellours of ftate confult not of pub- 
lick affairs but in the night; and before their fitting, they go up 
a Tree,beholding the Heavens till the rifing of the Moon. 

S U MM AT RA is a great Ifland, 700 miles long, and ioc 
oroad, but not the biggeft in the World, as Anfiotle then 
thoughr, he calls it Taprobane, Its principall Cities are Pazzen, 
Andregeda , and Daren, The fubjedts of whofe twenty nine Kings 
do eat their enemies,ufing their skulls inftead of moaey.lt abounds 
in Gold, Silver,and Silk,Ginger,Pepper, Aloes,and Caffia. 

The MO LUC COES are in number five; three of the chief, 
to wit, Terenate and two others, are iS miles in circuit; which 
King of Terenate hath 70 Iflands under him, bearing pleafant 
Commodities. There is alfo the adjayning Ifle Banian or Banda , 
much vifited for its Nutmegs, wherewith it more aboundeth than 
any Ifland of India. Tncfe Mduccoes abound in all forts of Spiccsj 
and both in Banda , and the CMoluccoes, the Romifh Religion hath 
for fomc years begun to take deep roof. 

Laftiy, the PHILIPPINE or Philip’s Iflands, becaufe 
they were difeovered by a Spaniard in 1564, Philip the Second 
reigningin Spain. Tire Chinoys were Lords of them, till they 
abandoned then). Theyarefaidtobenoleffein all than 110000 
3© whereof being fubje&: to theKingofS/;4/ia,have embraced whe¬ 
ther voluntarily or forcibly, his Religion. Mariners fay, there 
are befides tfoefei 27000 Ifles about India ; and 7448 which lay 
againft China, all pagans ; which Hand fe ncer together, that they 
feem afar off to be one Continent. Of which and the other Indian 
Ifles, Travellers have related many fables. The Spaniards hold 
many Caflles, Towns and Iflands, in the Eaftern Countries 3 
whereby although they are. a terrour to the Native and Neigh¬ 
bouring Princes; yet the Znglifb and Dutch are not hereby hiadred 
of trafficking with the Indians, 
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A Defcription o/AFRICA. 

A frica (which fome will have fo called, from one 
Afm , a Companion of Hercules againft (fierion : others 
from Africa*, a. King of the Arabians $ whence it is by the 
Arabians nt this day called Africia. But others,from the 
Greek privative particle [f\ & fignifyingcold ; as much 

as to fay, A Country without cold. Laftiy, Jofephus faith, it was 
fo named from ® Afrus, one of Ebr&hams pofterity, who leading 
an Army into Lybia, and overcoming his enemies, there fate 
down : and Africa by the Greeks is called Lybia ) bends partly to 
the South, partly to the Weft ; and is a Peoinfula (hut up from, 
the North with the Mediterranean Sea ; from the Weft with the 
Atlantick and dEthiopick Ocean ; from the South with the Indian 
Ocean; from the Eaft with the red-Sea; fo that in this pare 
which bends toward the Eaft, it is knit to Afia by an Iftbmus or 
narrow tra& of land, but 60 miles over; fo that it is feparated 
ftomAfia by a bofome of the red Sea, aline being thence drawn 
into the Mediterranean, but from Europe it isdisjoyned by Hercu¬ 
les ftrait. The iEquator cuts Africa a.\mod in the middle, and it 
is extended beyond the Tropickof Q Ancer 3 even to 45 degrees of 
the Pole Ant-artick, It is much kffe then Afia ,for it hath both in 
length, and breadth alfo, but 70 Degrees, which make 1050 Ger¬ 
mane miles. Itsfigureis aimoft Quadrangular, or four fquare, 
but that itruns along towards the South, with a longer point. It 
hath been nofmall controverfy among Geographers , whether the 
River Nilus doth divide Afia from Africa , and 1®, whether Egypt} 
and Ethiopia, ought rather to be referred to Afia than to Africa 5 
but fiuce thence it would follow, that Egypt fhould be partly at¬ 
tributed to Africa, partly to Efia, which thing Ttolomy holds not 
convenient, and feeing ail do at this day reckon the true Ethio¬ 
pia , which is Presbyter Johns Empire, to be in Africa , it is judged 
not to be circumfcrihed by Nile, but rather by the Mediterrane¬ 
an and Ocean. Africa is a very waft and uninhabited part of the 
World. But it had once the City Carthage therein for its head, 
which ftrove with Romes Empire for Mafterdome. The two chief 
Seasfwhich notwirhftandingbelongroitbutm a parQ are the 
Etlantick Main, and on the other fide the Indian Sea. I?s grea- 
teft River is Nilas, which alfo Geographers call the ereateft of the 
whole World, for it flows about 700 Iflands. Of which alfo 
‘Rjimnufiut and Frac after ita do relate divers, yea many wonders. 
It is divided into four parts, in the general!; Barbara Numidia, 
Lybia, fpecially fo called, and the land of the Negroes , or Blacks, 
Others make feven parts thereof; Barbary , Numidia, Lybia , the 
land ©f the Negroes , Ethiopia , the upper or m&re inward 3 E 'hi- 
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pa the nether or more outward ^£gypt 5 unto which is added an 
eighth, to wit, the African Ifles. 

B A rb A R 1E took its name from the Saracens, unto whom 
the conquered Inhabitants language was as a murmuring 
lound 3 for fo much the word Bar bar imports: and is bounded on 
the North with the Mediterranean, on the South with Mount 
Atlas, It contains four Kingdoms known at this day by the 
names of, 1. Tunis , which hath on the Weft Algiers 5 on the Eaft 
the Country Cyrenaica, alfo called Pentapolitana 5 and contained 
five Provinces, which lay between the great river, and the river 
©f the Country of Me [rat • and was formerly called Numidia, and 
Africa Propria, or the letter Africk, or at lcaftwife included this 
lefler Africa within it felf. The Provinces are, Bugia, which be¬ 
ginning at the great river, extends 150 miles, even to the Moun¬ 
tains of Conflantine, and is nigh 40 miles broad 3 it was once a 
Kingdom of it felf. The chief City is Bugia , of great antiquity, 
and was built by the Romans on a high Mountain n.ear the Sea. 
Falzal is another City therein 3 which the moft judicious hold to 
be Igilgili, as being very like it in feituation .• in which were an¬ 
ciently fair Temples, Colledges, ftately Lodgings, Monafterics, 
and Hofpitais 3 but fince Peter of 2{avarr took it in 1 508 3 it hath 
remained without beauty or ornament. The Country of Conftan- 
tive, which lyeth between the Mountain of fonftantine and 
Tunis , near the river Cju&dilbarbar 5 and whofe chief City is Con - 
fiantine, which fome hold to be forte, called by Ftolemie Julia , and 
the ancient abode of old King Mafwi/a (who being King of this 
Numidia anti qua, liv’d and dyed in amity with the Roman Senate, 
after whofe death, Micipfa’s Jugmha , and the death of his fon Mi~ 
cipfa, his adopted fou killing his two natural fons Adberbal and 
Jiiempfal oppofed the Romans , till at length being delivered into 
Syllas hands by King -Bonus, and led in triumph to Rome, he was 
there ftarved in prifon). This Town is environed with higbMoun- 
tains and Rocks, confiding now of about 8000 families. Here is 
alfo the Town Bofne, other wife Hippo, where Augufiine was Bi- 
fiiop. Tripoli , fo called from three principal Cities therein : 
which beginning at the river and gulph of Capes , extends beyond 
the Town of Tripoli, near the Country of Mefrat. The chief Town 
is New Tripoli , or Tripoli of Barbarie: which being taken from the 
Knights of Malta by Sinan Bafia, Selimus his Lievtenant, in 15 515 
Pyrars live there, which annoy all the Coafts of Italy: whereas 
in former time there was great concourfe oi German, Venetian, and 
Sicilian Merchants, as alfo from other places. Ezzabe, which 
lies beyond Tripclis, towards the Haft, in which ftands the City 
Cairaon, built by Hucha Generali to Ofmen the fourth, Caliph of the 
Saracens, and who fubdued all Barbary . The chief Country of 
this Province is Mefrat near the Mediterranean, and about an xo© 
miles from Tripolis : which hath in it many Towns and Villages, 
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both on the Mountains and plains. Laftly, The Country of Tu¬ 
nis, which lyes betwixt the River (juadillarbar, called by thean- 
tients the pool of Hipponita , and the River of Capes, Carthage was 
the antienteft City hereof, and once the chief of all Africk 5 built 
by Dido, in the year of the World 3078, 135 years before Rome, 
or as fome hold, but feventy two years before Rome (yet this 
Country was peopled by the Phoenicians long before, who fled hi¬ 
ther from the f word of jofouah, unto whom Dido (with her Tyrians ) 
joynad her felf). After three feverai wars which the potent Car¬ 
thaginians waged with the Romanes 3 this City was utterly razed, 
being taken and burnt by Scipio 3 but being afterwards re-built by 
Ceefar, he tranfpUnted a %omane Colony hither, fo that it flourifh- 
ed again 3 yet far from her antient repuration,and hath fince been 
fo ill intreated by Vandals, Goths,and Saracens , that fcarce a twen¬ 
tieth part of the Town remains inhabited 3 fome fay it was 21 
or 22 miles in compafte 3 almoft invironed with the Sea, in the 
midft of which was a Fort called Byrfes 3 containing little Icfle than 
two miles, ib e Carthaginians were named Pmni, or Pb<zni ; whence 
may be proved that they came from the Phoenicians, they were al¬ 
fo branded in their time for perjury, and falfe dealing. But the 
chief of the many fair Towns, here is Tunis, called by Ptolemy, Tbe- 
wife , or Thttmfe, which being at firft but fmall 3 after Carthage was 
ruined, it began to be fo enlarged and enriched 3 that now its held 
for the chief of the whole Country, having in it about ten thou- 
fand Families, and near five miles in Circuit, it is feated near a 
very fafe harbour 3 which the Spaniards ftrengthened with the 
Fort called Goletta 3 which being fourty years in finifiiing; the 
Turks by their Hercuhan labour, equalled with the ground in 39. 
dayesfpace. ThisKingdome generally confidered, is fruitful! 
enough;for Bugia in fome places yields ftore of grain and fruit, al¬ 
though in other places it be exceeding barren. There are alfo 
many Farrells, and Fountains on the high and rough Mountains, 
with plenty ot Oxen, Goars, and Horfts. Confa/rine hath ftore 
of Oft, with great plenty of Batter through their much Catte-l! 3 
alfo much Corn 3 for near Bone (the Town where At/guftine was 
born) there is one plain 40 miles long, and 25 broad, where 
grows abundance. Tripoli uath ftore Of all kind of fruits, and 
Dares 3 alfo plenty of Wheat, but no other Corn. Ezzabe hath 
abundance of Of we% D'tew and divers other fruits in its goodly 
plains, but no grain. The Province of Tunis, four or five miles ; 
within the Town fo called, hath plains full of Olive Trees 3 -but 
they dare not manure the land about the Town for any corn, be- 
caufe of the daily Incurlions of the Arabes . The Turks comman¬ 
ding the inhabitants of this Country, they ail make open prefet- 
fion of Mahomet and his law. Chriftians live there in their Reli¬ 
gion, but as {laves, and with many miferies 3 being worfe ufed 
chan ia chcEcnperour of rjiloroccods dominions, 
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Secondly, A RG1TL RS , or ALGIERS-, Ic is the Realm of 
Trendfen,ot Telenfm, and was called in the Romans time Maurtia - 
nia C^farienfls, for that the Mauri or CMoors inhabited here, as 
alfo the Weitern part of Barbary, and from Cafarea the principal! 
city herein. It is bounded on the Weft with Fez, and xJMorccco, 
from which it is divided by the River Mulvia-, on the Eaft with 
Tunis, and divided by the River Ampfaga-, on the North it hath the 
Mediterranean looking towards the Iiland Sardinia-, and on the 
South ti e F{umidians, called Cjetulians . fafarea was of old called 
JA, where King Boccus ( who betrayed Jugurth his friend unto SyL 
la) redded. But now this Kingdome contained five other princi¬ 
pal! Cities, the two chief whereof are Tre mi fen, or Telenfine , which 
formerly contained i£ooo or 17000 Families; but (what by 
fifeph King of Fez, who befieged it feven years; what by the 
War ol Churls the fifth Emperour, who took it into his protection; 
what by the Turks, who in thecnd maftcTd it; and alfo by the 
war betwixt the Serif 3 qt Kingtberc, and the Turk ) it is much de¬ 
cayed, yet it is faid to have in it divers fair Temples, and five 
dainty Coiledges, wrought cuncufly with Mfaique work. Al- 
gier 3 formerly under the Realm of Tremifen-, but through infup- 
portable charges, itrevohed to the King of Bugle. Then it be¬ 
longed to the King of Spatn,horn whom Barbaras a cook it in 151 5* 
Bu; being now reduced under the T urk , it is grown both rich and 
famous^ and made by them almoft impregnable (though net fo 
large as ftrong;efteemed to contain about 4000 families, Banding 
on the declining of certain hills, and three miles in Circuit ) and 
is a retreat for abundance of Pira^s, bringing thither their prizes, 
for which caufe the Turk hath a Lievrenant there. There are alfo 
two other Towns of note in this Country of Tremifen. Cran, ta¬ 
ken for the Spaniards by Peter of Navarre in 150 y, and be fit ged 
by the Turk (Though in vain) in 1562. It contains icooo Fami¬ 
lies, and Mafalquivir, taken likewifeby the Spaniards about the 
fame time, and is a famous Haven Town. A traveller fomeyears 
iif.ee palling between the Town of « Algier, and the City Fez^ 
found (he faith) ftrong Wines, much excellent bread, the very 
beft and biggeft ol Hens,plenty of Figs, Fruirs,' 01 ives, and deli¬ 
cious Oyl; and when pair the Plains (in which were innumera¬ 
ble Viilages and houfes, all of mud, and platformed on the top, as 
t u fiy are all over Africk, and alfo in Afia) he enuring into a hilly 
Country, [aw the fields over-clad with hocks of Goats, and fheep; 
toe fheep being fo great, that fome of their broad and thick tails 
which hang to the ground, will weigh fixteen, eighteen, or twen¬ 
ty pound weight; fo that (if not from this hilly region, vet) from 
she Plains (fome, if nor all,whereof belong to the Realm of Jlgier) 
me conclude this Country fertile enough, and not unlike the King¬ 
doms e-f Tunis. It's Religion the fame, and the Chriftian fiaves 
elder, thefame manner. 
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■Thirdly, 5 and fourthly, CMorocco y which being two kiog- 
doms, yet are fubjedl unto one Xerife, King or Etnperour, called 
the Emperour of (Morocco. Thefe Countries were once called 
OHaumania Tin git ana, from the Town Tingis or Danger ; (nigh 
which flie Phoenicians coining into Barbarie, are faid to have en¬ 
graven in their language on two Marble Pillars, thefe words; we 
flee from thefaceofjojhuah the rocker, the [on of Nave), This.State, 
hath for fome years paft endured even many incredible changes, 
by the Princes of one family, who by many wicked and unwor¬ 
thy a<fts, have fought againftand expelled each other. They are 
both divided into (even Provinces. Morocco , which takes its name 
from the chief City fo called, is feituated between Mount Atlas 
and the Atlantick Sea ; whofe feven Provinces are, 

1 . Hee, bounded on the North with the Ocean; on the South 
with Mount A las: Its moftancient Town of Hee, is now called 
Tednefl , ftandmgina goodly Plain on the river Tenfifl ; yet is it 
not well inhabited, yea rather abandoned by the Inhabitants, who 
about 1514,heating that the Arabians would fell it to the Portu- 
galls , intended to flee, although many of them were therein put 
to the (word; another Town being fo ferved. There is here 
amon.ft other places, one called in their language. The Fort of Dif- 
ciples ; becaufe a Senary of Mahomet there kept with nis difei- 
ples, preaching his dc&rine, and defending ic againft the King ©f 
Morocco . 

2. Suz , which iyeth betwixt Mount Atlas and Africa proper¬ 
ly fo called; having the Lybian Defarts on the South ; and on the 
E*ft the great rivei Suz . The"chief City is Me/a- or Mafsa fei- 
tuared on the Cape of Gilon ; and is as it were three Towns, be¬ 
twixt whom, the river Suz paflefb : yet is it of little or no worthi 
by reafon of the bad fcyl. But amongft others, Tavagofl is the 
fartheft, andgreateft Town of Suz, which is feated in a Plain, 
and whofe Inhabitants are very rich. 

3. Tne particular Province of Morocco is made of a triangu¬ 
lar form by the Mountain of Nefife, bounding ic on the VVeit* 

Eaft, and North, and is feparated from Hee, by: the river Afl- 
finuad, unto which the river Tenfiflt or Tenfifl joyneth. The City 
Morocco is not fo beautifull as formerly ; the Caftle and Palace of 
King eAlmarfor, as big as a Town, being all of note that is now to 
be {?en. It was built by Abderamen , and once contained 100006 
houfholds: but now every way inferiour co Fez. Yet its great 
Temple hath a Town fo high, that the hills cAzafi 130 miles di- 
ifant, may beeafily difeerned. Here are alfo the To wns of Te- 
nezz, and D-lguraubaiwhich is ftrongly built on a very high Moun¬ 
tain. Alio / izmififc ated on a rock of Mount Atlas , near which, 
is a narrow pafiage of me fame Mount, named Burris , through 
which.,he that goes into Cjuzule , muft needs paiTe; ic is fome what 
fpatious, butdecayeth daily. 

4. Guzule % having on the Weft,the Mountain Ilde ; on the Eaft, 
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Hcei and confines with Suz, Here is neither City, Town, or Ca¬ 
ttle, ©nelyfbcse Villages. 

5 . Ducalia , near the Ocean and the Cape Cantin on the Weft, 
the Country of Tidle on the Eaft. Its few walled Towns are al- 
moft all held by the Portugals $ and divers Towns here were aban¬ 
doned by their Inhabitants, which were lacked and ruined when 
the portugals took the Town of Azmor (feared at the mouth of the 
River Ommirabili) is 15 13. 

6 . Hafcora, which beginning at Ducalia* s Mountains toward 
the North, confines with ^Morocco on the South. Here are four 
Towns, whereof Elvimua is a new Town, and Bzo, an ancient one, 
feituate ©n a high Mountain. 

7. Tedle } of a triangular form, bounded with the river QuadeU 

habib, that is, a river of Slaves, on the Weft, and that of Ommira - 
bill towards the Eaft. The chief City is Tefza, (landing on the 
iisttDeyme, an ancient Town, fo called 3 as being built with ttones 
of the fame name. Slfza, (built on Omminabili , into which Deyme 
runneth, both flowing from Mount Atlas) is near lefza , and alfo. 
under its jurifdidHcn. Then is there Chytbite, having long main¬ 
tained war againft the King of Fez, Lzftly >Eithiad, which abounds 
in ail kind of Victuals. * * ' 

The feven Provinces of Fez (which are bounded on the North 
with the ftraitof Gibralterthe Mediterranean Sea, with part alfo 
of the Atlantick Sea, and with Morocco ob the South) are, 1. Te- 
xefmcy beginning on the Atlantick towards the Weft, and bounded 
with the Buragrag on the fiaftj whofe Inhabitants Ptolemy calls 
Caunes . This Province was (of old) the flowr of Mauritania Tin- 
gitan&y containing above 400 Terras, and 300 Caftles and Villa¬ 
ges, and is 120 miles long, although narrower. Some ef whofe 
Towns are, *Amfs, built anciently by the Romans on the Sea - 
fhore 5 and hath been almoft ruined by the Portugals 5 as alfo 
Manfor , a Town nigh this. When the Mahometans contended 
about the differences of the Do&ors of their Law, the Town 
tAdendum, like the reft oft Mauritania, felt the ruining fury of the 
War. This Country is as it were a Land ©f eonqueft 5 for the 
Arabians , or rather the ftrongeft party, command here. There is 
alfo Rabat or Rubut, feated at the mouth of Buragragwtat the Sea, 
and founded by Almanfor 5 in whofe time it was one of the popu- 
loufeft of Africk 5 but now not above 500 houfholds, and nought 
but Gardens,Vines, and Meadows within the walls. Sola, called 
by the Barbarians Zale, is a Town towards Gjibr alter ftrair,in which 
is a Palace, wherein the Kings and Royal Princes were interred.* 
Marmora, a. mile and half from the Sea, where the Portugal Army 
(though Chriftians kept the Town) was defeated by the King of 
Fez, through the bad intelligence between the Generals oftbe 
Portugal and Cafilian Armies. Macnafe feated on the River Subu , 
in a goodly Plain, 15 or 16 miles from Fez. It’s well peopled, 
reafonably ftrong and great, having broad ftreets 5 and abundance 
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of water by an aquedud through the old induftry of the Ro¬ 
mans, 

Secondly, rebounded with the rivers Butagrag, Inaxe , and 
Subu on the Weft, Eaft, and North $ and with Mount Atlas on 
the South, and is about 100 miles in length. Here is the Town 
Guahli (hewing it felf upon Mount Zarbon, ruined by the Africansy 
but rebuilt by Idris* who is buried'there, and honoured as a holy 
man. Near this is an ancient Town called ‘Pharaoh’s Palace , al¬ 
though the Egyptians never commanded over this Country; But 
the Metropolis is the great and ftately City of Fez or Fe/e, called 
by Ptolemy, Sddc $ bmFejTe, from Fejje, fignifying,Gold, whereof 
they found abundance,Jn digging its foundation. It is feituated 
like Grenada in Andelufia of Spain , to wit, on the bodies and twice 
double devalling faces of two Hills, the low Valley between 
(through which the torrid River of Marraheba runneth South¬ 
ward) being the Centre and chief place thereof 5 for it is the moft 
beamifull and populous part of the City: whofe fcituation (as 
. of the whole) is judged to be right under the Tropickof Cancer, 
The Valley is two miles long, and half a mile broad : in which 
are five Market-places, ftately Temples, Coliedges and Hofpitals, 
and 100 Taverns, that may lodge a Monarchic^ Train; on the 
River are 67 bridges of Timber andjkmc, which are paftages for 
openftreets on both files : moft part of the foreaaentioned build¬ 
ings are three or four ftories high, adorned with large and open 
windowes, long galleries, fpatious Chambers, and jquare plat¬ 
forms. It was ftrft divided into two, both parts of each fide ef 
the river having his c Mahometan Lord, and Mufti or chief Prieft; 
but the King of Luntana , or oftbe Lantune family, facking thefe 
t vo Towns, put the Mofiz to death, and made them but one. 
Ado Jacob, fon to Abdulacb the firft King of the Meennon-iamWy, 
divided Fez into three parts, and with three feveral Walls, but 
now (faith a traveller) environed onely with one, and that broken 
down in fundry parts. O.i the two Hills of the City, faft, and 
Weft are ftreetsand houfesof two ftories-high, with delicate 
G r lens ©n their outmoft devalling parts, as alfo numbers of 
Mofquees or SaracenicalTemples and Watch-Towers ; on which 
heighths, and round the Town, ftaad about 300 Wind-Mills, 
moft whereof belong to the Mofquees, and the two magnifick 
Coliedges forcducating children in rheMahemetan-Law,built by 
Kings of the Marine orifm«family;one whereof called Amarodoc , 
(having three Cloy fters of great beauty, whofe gates are of brafs, 
and the private doors of Chambers of in-laid work,&c. coft King 
Haba Henncret Habu Uenon 480000 Crowns, or 460000 Duc- 
kats in the building of it. The chief Mofquee is called Mamma 
Currarad, which fignifies, The glory of Mahomet-, whichisan Ita* 
Han mile in circuit, having 17 high ground Steeples, befides Tur¬ 
rets and Towers, 34 entring Doors, fupperted within by the 
length with 48 pillars, anda6out2 3 ranges of pillars ia breadth, 
beftdes many Hies, Quires,and Circles: Every pillar hath a lamp 
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of oyl burning thereat, where, andthorow the whole Mofquee, 
are every night 900 lamps lighted; and to maintain them, with 
ioo Totfecks and preaching Talfamans, it hath 200 Duckats dai¬ 
ly rent: yet fome fay, this great Mofquee (no more than the reft) 
hath but one Prieft, whofe office is to fay the prayers, and take 
care of the Temple’s revenues * the which he diftributes to tkc 
M.nilkrs thereof, and for ail neeeffaries; furniftiing alfo other 
Temples that have no means, with neceflaries. The reft going 
to the common profit of the Town, becaafe it hath no revenues. 
The Citizens are faid to be very model* and zealous at their wor- 
ihip, but great dancers and revellers on their folemn Feftivals. 
Here were in times paft, the Kings ^Almanfor, Maunon, and Hud 
ceph, both learned and civil men, and accounted excellent in their 
fuperftition 5 in whofe times alfo flourished Avicen, Rafis , Albu- 
mazar, and Aver roes, the famoafeft Phyficians and PhiWophers 
among the Pagans: with many others maintained by the Kings 
of Morocco, who with their Moors were then Maftersof all Bar- 
harj and Spain. There are now in Fez, a great number of Poet* 
making divers fongs 3 chiefly on Love and Lovers, whom they 
openly name.* AH which once a year agaioft Mahomet 3 s birth¬ 
day, make rymes to his praife; and on that Feaft-day in the after¬ 
noon, in the Market-place is a desked Chair prepared for them • 
whereon they afeend one after another to recite their verfes in 
audience of the people * and he that is judged the beft, hath all 
the year this Epitheteabove the reft. The Prince of Poets * and is 
by the Vice-gercnt arid Town rewarded. But there are alfo 
12000 Brothel-houfes allowed in this City, whofe Curtezans 
are neatly kept, and weekly looked to by Phyfitians, and (which 
is worfe) they (in Summer) give open licenfe for 3000 flews of 
Sodomiticall boyes. Nay (faith one)Ihave feen at Mid-day in the 
very Market places, the Moors buggering thefe filthy Carrions, 
and without any (hamc $r bodily punifliraent inffli&ed on them, 
go freelywway. 

Thirdly, The Province of Azgar, which hath on the Weft the 
River Buragrag, antiently called Lite ; on the Eaft the Mountains 
of Qumer&) aod a part of Zarbon, and Zelag, which divide it from 
the Country of Fez. Itslan 120 miles long, and ninety broad. Two 
Towns are found herein, Laras, or Lorache , on the River Luccus, 
wncre the Port is good, though the entry difficult : and C*far El - 
t&bir fignifyingthegreatPallace of the foundation, builtbvKing 
Mazfor , or Almarfior. But of the Town Gittmba, which was 
built by the ancient Africans, is nothing now to be feen but the 
ditches. 

Fourthly, Hahat y Elhabet, cr ElLbat, bounded on the Eaft with 
the mountains near Gibraher ftrair, on the Weft with the Mari- 
flies of Azgar, and is larger than Azgar. A chief Town hereof is 
Exagen, lea ted nigh the River Guarga, or Zuerga, on a Mountain’s 
top; whole mhaoitants have commonly four hundred horfe in 
Garnfon, becaufe of the Fmugalls inroads. Here is alfo among 
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others, Homar, once well-peopled ; but now little inhabited, the 
portugalls commanding on that coaft. 

Fifthly, Erif, which rods 70 leagues from Gibr alters ftrait Weft- 
ward, to the River Nochor Eaft ward. Here is Sel(f } having a 
good Port, and feared betwixt two Mountains. There isalfoTcr- 
gai with three other Towns that are feituated on a Mountain. 
But the Villages of this Province are many, although the Towns 
but few. 

Sixthly, Garety which bordereth on the River Mulvia, and part 
otfbauz to the Eaft, on the River Nochor, and part of Sriftowatds 
the Weft ; and is about 75 miles long, and fixty broad, in one 
part whereof are Towns, in the other Mountains, in the third a 
Defan; the chief Towns being Tezzora, feared on a little hill, 
and but one paflage thereto. Miggeo, and jafferin by the Sea, 
built not many years filllffoy the Mahometans , of the race of Ma- , 
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Seventhly, chauz 3 190 miles long, from Eaft to Weft* and 170 [ 
broad, for it contains all that from Mount Atlas towards Mauri - 
tania , and no fmall part of the Country jeyning to Lybia. Herein 
is Tezo, feated in a plain at the foot of Mount Dubdu , on the Ri¬ 
ver Mululo, and isaCityftrongandrich, being alfo as a Univerfi- 
ty, having Colledges like Fez. Tmrert , a Town on a hill in a large 
Plain, and encompafled with Defarts. And amongft others, 
Bands little Tezergue , fubje& to the Arabians , being near Cunaigd 
Cherben a Mountain, fignifying the paffage of Ravens. Mahomet , 
the fecond Xeriff of Barbary, who beginning his reign in T 550, 
united the Kingdomes of Fez, and Morocco, for which Kingdome, 
the three fons of Hamet contended in 1 £03; two of which brethren 
dying in thofe wars, Abdela, fon to one of the flain brothers, main¬ 
tained the war againft Sidan the furviving brother: During which 
on z Sidan Amet, a Hermite,feized on the City Morocco, the which, 

Sidan, and Side- Hean alfo, a Hermite,forced him to leave in 1 6 1 6, 
So that whatever the event hath been fince; then was the Xerifate 
greatly diftta&ed; for Sidan poffefTed ^Morocco ; Side-Hean forti¬ 
fied hirafclf in Taradant ; Abdela lived by robberies ; Fez flood oa 
its Guard ; and the other Towns were governed by particular 
M4giftra.es of their own. Thefe people are Tawny, but fome 
more than che other; they are alfo fomewhat more civil!, or elfe, 
much of the conditions of the Arabians ; they ate wondrous am¬ 
bitious, unconftanr, fubtile, and treacherous, alfo very cholerick, 
great braggers,fufpicious, and exceeding jealous. This Realm 
in general (for to fpeak particularly of the fourteen Provinces, 
wou:J be too tedious) is faid to abound in Corn, Fruit, Oyl, Ho¬ 
ney, Wax, Sugar, Goats-hair, whereof Chacnlets are made, and 
their skins, which being drefled they call Marroquin-skins, and 
%vc Spanifb-Leather $ there is alfo much Cattle in divers places, 
alfo in Suz great ftere of fine Amber is found; fo that although 
fome places are rough and ftony, yet thefe inhabitants have all 
things needfull for life, one Country abounding iin what another 
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wants; and if they had not war on every occafion, hindering ^ 
fetled peace 5 this Empire would be very happy, and not envy 
any others commodities, for in their Mountains they feed great 
jftore of Cattle, and they have likewife plenty of Corn 5 but their 
Plains yield fo much corn, and fruit, that they furnifh other pla¬ 
ces with Citrons, Oranges, Sugar, and Olives. Yea, they tranf- 
portinto ferreignCountries, Chamlets, Barbary-skins, Cotron- 
Cloath, and Sugar, whereof they make great profit. And for the 
Emperours Revenues, he is Mafter both of all his fubje&s goods 
and perfons, none daring to oppofe any impofitions laid (by him) 
on them , Yet the Empires ufurpation, the continuall wavering 
of affairs, with the fear of an accident like that of Muley cbeq, 
makes him feek to govern them the milder, that they may defire 
to live alwayes under his command. Ail here are Mahometans 
except the {laves, which do&rine of CMdAmtcmcd into <^gypt, 
in 657, through the Conquefts of Omar, then a Captain of Odman, 
firli palled into a Africk, in 650, with 80000 men, who defeating 
Gregory Patricim, they chafed the Romans with the troops of Leo 
the Emperour, an dAbfimaclm, quite out of Africk , becomming 
Mailers of Barbary , which the Arabians increafed, firft by Arms, 
andthofe not prevailing,by Preaching and Traffique. The Goths 
and Vandalls who inhabited Africk , being infe&ed with the «Ari- 
an opinion, much helped herein ; for they brought in the Arabian 
letters and language, building Univerfities at Morocco and Fezr, ad«j 
ding alfo great Revenues thereto ; But nothing hath more advan¬ 
ced Mahomets fed than the Victories of the Miramamolinsoi Africk « 
But of thefe (Mahometans are many feds alfo, who have their 
Heads, and Dodours to defend them, for divers have commen¬ 
ted upon the Ale iron, notdiredly allowing of what it preferibeth, 
but contradid it in many things; of all which different feds, and 
Orders, with their leaders, (Tome of whom differ not onely from 
the reft in their law, but alfo in faith) may be feen in the book 
entituled,ADefcriptionofEftates, Empires, and Principalities.' 
But among other differences of the Caw and Religion between the 
Moors of Fez, and Morocco, this is one, that they fubrait to the 
Cahjj of Bagdet, and not to him of (Wr, to whom the Turks yield 
obedience. Here are alfo Jews, who having multiplyed in Spain , 
came by degrees into Africk ; and afterwards there increafed, 
when Ferdinand of Spain, called the Catholique, and Emmanuel, 
King of Portugall , expelled them their Kingdomes; many of whom 
commingj brought the Trades and Arts of Europe with them, 
which were before unknown unto the Barbarians. The Jews pra- 
difemuch the Art of the Gold-Smith (which is forbidden by Ma- 
hornets law) and efpecially of Smiths. There are but few called 
Chriftians in the Realms of Fez, and Morocco, befides {laves, (ex¬ 
cept fuch as live in places poffefted by the Portugalls) swhofe ftate 
is defervedly to be pitied ; enduring more pain among thefe Bar¬ 
barians, than beafts do among us. But Spain (moft of thofe £la ves 
being that Kings fubjed's) hath two Religious Orders, (the one 
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called de la Merced in Arragon 5 the other much greater, having 
the name of the Redemption of Captives ) appointed purpofely for 
Redeeming them; who gather great Sums of Money yearly,where¬ 
with they free a great number, for they fend diligent and faithful! 
men to Fez , Morocco, and Algier, whofirft redeeming Priefts and 
Religious men, then free the other fort ; firft the King of Spain's 
Subject), then the reft; and there is alwayes one of the Religious 
©f Spain , at Fez, who informing himfelf of the quality and neceffitj* 
of flaves, prep-ires a way for their delivery the year fallowing. 

And to conclude of B&rbary, The great Turk hath therein three 
Beglerbegs, or great BaJIaes, proud ! y ftyled. Lords of Lords ; the 
firft waereofisat Tnpolis , (which was taken in by Sinan Bafla 
from the Knights oiMalta in 1551) and he cemraandeth under 
him 8000 Timariots, and £000 Janizaries. The fecond at Tunis, or 
Tunneis, who being of great authority, commaodeth under him 
twelve Sanzacks, or Lords, Governours, aad 3 5000 Timariots. The 
third at Algier, who hath under him fourteen Sanzacks, and 4000© 

Timariots. Thefe are all he hath in Africk,except the great Vizier 
Ba/a&iMS Qpt •, But i nAfa, the Greater and the L^fle, he com¬ 
mands 30 Beglerbegs 91 BaJIaes. 

Next to B&rbary is Numidia (not that fpdken of fo much in the 
Romane Hiftory, for chat is a part of Tunis)*, on the North whereof 
is Mount Atlas, fo high that they fay its top cannot be feen, and 
was fo called from Atlas a King of Mauritania, (who being of a 
great ftature, was feigned by Poets to bear up Heaven with his 
fhoulders; either for his skill in Aftronomy, or for the great 
height of the Hili). It is now named Anchtfa, ot Montes Clari, that 
is, famous mountains, on its South-fide Lybta , aad may be called 
Numidia , tr@m the manner of its inhabitants, the Mumida, there li¬ 
ving, it being like the Scythian Nomades ; for thefe are faid to fpend 
their time in nunting, and to ftay no longer in one place than 
there is grade for their Camells, fotharthey are a bafe, theevifh, 
murderous, and ignorant people; although the Arabians who 
are mix* among them, are more iiberall, civill, and ingenuous. 

The Country is meanly peopled ; for Tejjet, accounted by them a 
great City, hath in it not aoove 400 families; nor (if we be¬ 
lieve reports) have no neighbours within three hundred miles 
thereof. 

L TBIA ( which is AFRICA, properly fo called, and 
is fo named cither from Lybs formerly a Moorifh King, of 
from Lybia a Queen hereof, or from Ly&$ fignifying the South- 
Wind, wnicn gently biowetb from cade parti) is bounded, with 
Tgjlas on theEift,the Adantick (Lean on the Weft, and is now 
called Sarra, mat is, aDefarc; for it is full of vaft fandy De- 
.farts, (oeing alfo under the torrid Zone, ©rfcorching heat of the 
Sun). In one of thefe Defans it was mat William Lithgow>thc Scot - 
eifh Traveller in King James his dales, endured (as he faith) both 
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hunger and great drought, for feven or eight dayes, as he went 
from Fez towards tArracon , a great Town on the Frontiers of Nor¬ 
thern oEthiopa, with one Chatteline a French Japidatour, who 
would go thither to bay Diamonds and pretious Bones, Chatteline 
on the eighth day, in the night, failing fick of a burning Feaver, 
and mindful! to return, Lithgoro left him at Ahetzo > the fartheft 
Town Southward of the Kingdome of Fez , (well fortified with 
Walls, and a Garrifon of Moors therein) and with his Dragoman 
Moor, went forward, entring the Agaroes Country, whofe better 
fort of inhabitants were half clad, the vulgars naked, who had an 
Fmecr. oi Prince of their own, fubjedt to none but his own paffion; 3 
yet had they a baftard (hew of Mahometanicall Religion. They 
toyled fix dayes in travcrfing this Country, whefe falvages both 
fnarled on them, and fomptimes gave them baftinado’s ; yea, and 
enough was it for the Dragoman to fave Lithgows life and liberty 
from them, who wereftill inquirous what he was, and whither 
he went. On the fevemh day, they came into the foil of the 
Hagans , and the Jamnites , moft part whereof were White 
Moors, feme of whofe better fort, (and chief among them) had 
their Members covered, but far more wickedly conditioned 
than the former; who were ruled by a Xertg, having his Guard 
made up of young Balars , or Pages; and Women, who fee- 
med rather to live without any Religion , then to acknow¬ 
ledge any Deify. Then were they led by a Hagan Guide 
five dayes together South-Eaftward, almoft contrary to the bor¬ 
ders of v£:hicpia, whither they were bent: who ftealing frona 
them on tne 6th night; they the next day continuing their faces 
the fame way, were long ere night involved in a dif-inhabited 
Coumrey, being both a vafte Wilderncflc, (and a part of the 
Berdoan*s Country, one of the four Tribes of rhe old Lybians ; the 
Sabuncks,(far mines, and South'Gasolines, being the other three) and 
alfo mountainous'and dangerous for wild beafts, whom to 2f- 
frighten, they burnt ("every night) fhrubs oiTara. But the day 
after their firii entrance herein, they proceeded farther, thinking 
to find People and Tents to relieve them with vidtuais, and inform 
them of the Country; but they found none, nor feven dayes afterj 
fo that their visual and water being done, they relyed on To- 
bacco, and drank their own piiTe for the time aforefaid. This 
foyl was covered with hard and (oft lands, (and tnofe full of Ser¬ 
pents) whofe interlarding rockey highes were faced with Caves 
and Dens of wild beafts; whole hollow cryes, they both heard ia 
the night, and lighted them often in the day, efpecially Jackals, 
Bears and Boars, and tometimes Cymbers,Tygers, and Leopards., 
again ft whom when approaching , they either (hot off a Har~ 
quebus, cr Rallied fome powder in the Air. The Dragoman (gq 
the 4th day of their feven, being there) wondring to fee him en¬ 
dure fuch heat, hunger, and toyl, defpairing, threarned him with 
death, to make him feck back for their nearefi refuge. So Lith- 
govs/ holding his courfe North : Eaft 3 met(early on the 8th day) with 
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^00 Savages, or naked Lybian Sabunks, 500 being women, armed 
with Bowes and Arrowes; who with their complices had put the 
nigni before, 300 Bcrdoans, their neighbour Tribe, to the fword; 
and brought away 600 fheep and goats, befides other beftialh 
Their Emeere or Prince came in the Rear with 100 horfemeQ,ha¬ 
ving half pikes, lharply headed at both ends with fteel; he was 
cloathed onely with a vail of Crimfon Silk, hanging on his na¬ 
ked (boulders with coloured Ribbans,froua his breafts to his mid¬ 
dle thigh, and on his head a party-coloured lhafh fet like a Gar¬ 
land ; both knees being bare, as alfo his anckles; the calves oe 
his leggs were girded with crimfon filk,>.afodlon his feet were yel¬ 
low ihooes, his face and beard burnt wi£&*he Sun, and about the 
ageof 33 years. His Page was even covered Hkehimfelf; but 
all his followers ftark naked. He and all the four Tribes of Lj- 
bia worlhip Garlick onely for their God, it being a llrong thing, 
and moll part of their food ; unto which they annex Altars; 
Priefts, and fuperftitious rites. He gave them both liberty of 
life,and relief of food; and after an hours parley with them, gave 
unto Lithgow his Bow, and a Quiver of Arrowes. He alfo telling 
ihem, that Tunis was their bed and nearefi recourfe, fent a guide 
with them for four dayes journey, for 5 Sultans or 35 s. who 
brought them thorow the moll habicab(le.ani beft Tented paffages 
of the Country : where once* day they found Bread, Water,Gar- 
lick, Onions, and fomedmes Hens, whi^h (faith he) if truth may 
have credit, we would Roll .or Scorch dry at the very face of the 
Sun,and fo eat them. Their guide on the 5 th day left them among 
400 Tents of Nitmidian Mp ors Gr baftard Arabians, pitched in a 
pleafant Valley between two fources of water, where rhey repo- 
fed fome 9 dayes; and where likewife, he affirmech to have ieen 
Smiths work Nailcs and Horfe-thooes out of cold iron, foftened 
onely by the vigorous heat of the Sun, and the hard hammering 
of hands on the An vile ; as alfo he faw it in Afia. So renewing 
their guides from place ro place, they defe ended from Savage, to 
Civil Moors, and arrived fafely, (thougti with great difficulty 
and danger) at Tunis, Tne Garamantes , who were thought to be 
the fartheft people Southward, lived in this Country ; and thofe 
called the Pfylli, who (if i r may be believed) were of fo venomous 
a nature, that they could poyfon a Snake. Herodom alfo tells o£ 
an Expedition that this people made againff the South-wind; 
for thr:, it (blowing abroad the lands) had dryed up thofe fmall 
warers among them ; but the wind ena untring them with a vol¬ 
ley effand, overwhelmed and flew them all. Arm, who denyed 
Chriit to be one fubfiance with the Father, was born hi re. The 
hsjbiam fee at rather ro be worfe than the Numdian Moors: their 
chief Cities being Cjuargata, Tolerraum and Huaden. Some re¬ 
port, that thefe two Nations have neither King nor Laws but are 
governed by the chief men of every Tribe; but this agreerh not 
.with our Traveller’s relation. And whereas they are-faid to 
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worihipa god called pfaphon : who teaching divers birds which 
he caught, to fay, <Pfapbon was a great God, the firaple people 
yielded him divine worihip : he faith, the Lybians do all worship 
Garliek : But that they are aioftly grofle idolatrous Pagans, £ 
plain, and that among fome of the Naturals, the Saracens from 
Arabia and Barbaric have planted their ^Mahometan fuperftitioa 
we deny not. ' 

T He Land of the NEGROES ffo called, either from the 
River Niger, wi^h in Latine fignifyeth Black; or becaufc 
its people are of a Wfcdbcolourj is bounded on the North with 
Lybia, on the South ^Sh Congo or Manic on go, a Kingdom in the 
Lower Ethiopia. It contained 25 Provinces, the chief where¬ 
of are ii, to wit, Guala, Guinea, Tombutum, Melli , Cano, Benin, 
Nubia , gialoji, Ganaga, Goaga and Bornum- 5 two of whofe chief 
Cities are Tombutum and Chovinum, faid to be the third City 
for eftefm,of all Africa, There are four Kingdomes herein,where¬ 
of that of Tombuium (whofe firft King was Ichia, who in 152^ 
flew Soni Balm their laft Lybian Lord 5 for in the year 90%, when 
the Mahometan Priefts came out of zeal intothefe parts, they had 
neither King nor Common-wealth) is the greateft, whofe King is 
very rich, keeps a Royal Palace, with a very great guard, ai- 
wayes maintaining a great numbenof learned men, and,they fay 
caufing all who have anyCommerce with the Jews, to be (lain! 
Thatot Bornum, which asTomovhatkfTe; thatof Goaga,zn£ thac 
of Gualata, confifting but of that one Province. Thefe people are 
beft conceited with their native bcaut^or black colour,and there- 
fore/are faid to paint the Devil whitefin difdain of him. They 
were fo biockifti, that when the Portugals firft failed hither, they 
took their (hips for great birds with white wings.* the painted 
eyes on the beaks of their fhips, to be their dire£curs j n their 
courfe ; bag-pipes to be living creatures ; yea,after they had felc 
them : and Guns for their hideous noife, to be the Devil’s works; 
Both males and females ufe to go naked till they are married 
and then to cloath themfelves from the wafte to the knees. What 
the fruitfulnefle of thefe Countries are, is hard cxa&Iy ro know; 
yet the fields adjacent to the River Njger, being 40 dayes (yearly) 
overflown by the faid river, the Country is the more fertile for its 
inundations; which elfe could be little, through the drynefle o£ 
the foyl, affording no exhalations for clouds to give rain ; The 
Province of Cano aboundeth in Lemmons and Pomegranate, and 
tnofe of Melli, (whofe Country is 300 miles long) are faid to be 
the civillcit, induftrioufeft, andricheft of all the Negroes . And 
m Nubia there is a mortal poyfon, at 100 Duckats the ounce, of 
which the very 10th part of a grain will end one in a quarter of 
an hours time. But for pure gold and filver, the Country of thefe 
Nigrites is abundantly ftored. Touching Religion , they are 
grofle Idolatrous Pagans; yet with fome mixture of Mahometans 
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jand outward Chriftians: with which laft, Nubia is reported to 
have been wholly peopled ; but now for want of Minifters,fallen , 
e© the former Paganifm; for they once fending to the Ethiopian 
Empcrour for inftrudters, were unworthily (whatfoever thecaufe 
was ) rejeded by him. 

C Ome we now to T HIO P I A, (taking its name From 
the Greeks, fron &$<*, to burn , and «4> a countenance: the 
Sun’s heat Scorching the faces of its Inhabitants) which is to be 
divided into that of Afia, containing Arabia the Defart, the Stony, 
and part of the Happy of which before : and that in Africa, of 
which in this place. And it is divided into Ethiopia the Upper or 
more inward; and the Lower or more outward Ethiopia. The 
Upper is called aifo Abafine or A by fine, either from an Egyptian 
word, fignifying Scattered Nations ; or from Abas,one of its chief 
Rivers. Nilus aifo is fuppofed to arife out of the lake of Zemre in 
this Countryrwhieh taking its courfe towards ^Egypt-, and meeting 
in divers places with lower Valleys, falls down with great noife 
and force. It feems to be named the upper, not fo much for its 
being higher fchuated than the other, as for that it is more Nor¬ 
therly; and the inward, as being environed with the lower, ex¬ 
cept where it confines with the Negroes Country, and Lybia. The 
Prince hereof is called theEmperourofe^^/s/«5,bythe Arabians, 
Aticlabafsa : fome of his Subjects name him Bel or Belui Gian, that 
is, a powerful Prince: and we name him, whether by corruption 
of language or not, Prete, or Prefbyter John ; but others fay, all 
thefe Emperour’s fince the Eunuch was baptized by Philip, were 
called Philips ; till that one John that was religious, reigned, and 
was entituled Saint:fince whom they have been called Johns,mth 
the word Prefbyter prefixed ; for that he executeth the Pneftly as 
weil as the Kingly Office: But his Subjects callinghim Prete-gian , 
importing as much as Pretiout Prince, makes the name of Prefbyter 
from the caufe aforefaid, t© be the more improbable. Divers 
have given divers bounds to this his Empire. But one Hugh Lin- 
fcott faith in his Navigations, That it extendeth from the Red- 
Sea’s entrance, unto the Ifiand of Siena, under the Tropick of Can¬ 
cer, except the fide of the Barbarian %p\j*h, which the Turk hath 
held divers years; fo that Prete-Gian, er Prefbyter-John* s Domi¬ 
nions fhould be bounded with the Red-Sea on the Eaftj cn the 
North with Egypt and the Defarts of Nubia-, on the South with 
the Realm of Momemugi ; thus having about 400 Italian miles 
under his command .* yet fome affirm this Gauntry to fee as big 
as Italy , France and Germany , put together, although not very well 
peopled; the ground’s dry barrenneffe,andthe climate’s diftem- 
perature not admitting a multitude. But (however) this Prince 
attributes to himfelf many and great Titles, as Emperour of the 
higher and lower Ethiopia, King ©f Goe Cafates Fatigar, Sec. of 
Sabaim, the Qaeen of Sabas Country, faying, he is jflued froni 
Ooooo 2 Datid | 
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David 5 who being faid to have 70 Tributary Provinces under 
his Empire, we will briefly mention the chief 5 among which, 
none is better known among us than Barnagas, for its neighbour¬ 
hood to the Red-Sea, extending from Suaquem almoft unto the 
entry of the ftrait. Its chief Town is Bsroe or Barue, feated on a 
pleafant River. It hath but one Sea-Por t-Town, which is Ercoc - 
eo. On the Weftcrn part of this Province is a Mountain firft fpa- 1 

tious, then narrowing, and enlarging again, and a fmall league 
in corapafle, on whofe top are a Temple, Monaftery, with royal 1 

buildings, and two huge Cifterns ; with a large plot of ground 
to entertain 500 perfons, for provifion groweth there. There is i

whofe chief City Angotte ftands upon the River Ancona y near 
which, is another Town called Saint Peter . This people are re¬ 
ported toufe Pepper, Salt, and Iron, inftead of money, which 
formerly was the onely way of Exchange among many people; 

Next is Amara, bounded on the North with Angote 5 on the South 
with Damut 1 and by lome faid to be feituated in the middle of 
the Country. Herein is a Hill called Amara y ninety miles in com- 
pafle * and it feems exceeding high (I will not fay a dayes jour¬ 
ney) on whofe toparefundry Pallaces, wherein (to prevent fedi- 
tion) the Emperour of Ethiopia's younger fons are alwayes kept 
and educated in a Princely manner ; and in one whereof, is a Li¬ 
brary faid to be, wherein are many Books as Enoch’s Oracles, all 
Livies works, &c. to us in part or wholly loft. It hath been put 
to this ufe ever fince the year 470 . It is made even impregnable, 
having but one way of afeenr. Ssgamedre is the greareft country 
of this Ethiopia: for it extends from Goyame , beyond the Ifland 
Guequere whicn is 600 miles. Cjueguere , or the Ifland of Meroe y is 
compatted by the River Nilus y 175 miles long, and 125 broad. 

Whofe principal City is named Meroe , built by Cambyfes in me¬ 
mory of his Mother Meroe. This Ifle (although in the upper 
Ethiopia) is not fubjeft as fome fuppofe, t© Presbyter John, but is 
inhabited by Mahometans, who are utter enemies to the Abyfine 
Ethiopians. Xoa is feituate betwixt Amara , Damut y and Fatigar . 

Fatigar lyes between Xoa y and Adel. Damut is nigh to Xoa y lying 
betwixt the Province of Zanquebara y and the Lake of Barcenai 
yet fome more probably hold Damut to lye Weft ward, beyond the 
Realms of Fangue and Goyame. Moft Cofmographers (by reaf®n 
of the Abyjfines ignorant reports)defcribe this Empire conje&ural- 
ly; whole Emperour hath not his chief aboad in Caxumo 5 but ac¬ 
cording to Hugh Linfcot y (who failed along all the Coaft of Ethi¬ 
opia) his ordinary and almoft conftant refidcnce is in the Town of 
BeimalecViHtt according to an antient ciiftomc(for we find nothing 
of this Emperours ftately Pallaces, unleffe at the Town of Zemra, 
nigh the Lake fo called, where Workmen fent by Francis Duke 
of Florence, built a Royall PaiUcein 1570, where the Emperour 
is faid fometimes to be prefent) He fometimes in one place, fome- 
times in another, lives (moft commonly, in the open fields under 
Tents, 6000 whereof are carried with him, with great ftore of 
gold and filver veifds, and other rich moveables) whereby his 
Court, every man being lodged, overfpreadeth the compafle of 
io or 12 miles. Some report thefe Ethiopians (as they arc black, 
to) ignorant and void of all Learning: But Sfcala his learned 
Book, of The CorreSion of Times, is a witnefle, they are not fo igno^ 
rant as fome hold them to be: yet it appears,they are for the moft 
part flow and dull of wit: in that having flax, they can make no 
death ; having Sugar-canes, and cannot draw it out j iron, and 
cannot work it; holding Smiths for Sorcerers and wicked men: 

Yet are they much given to Navigation : fo that they are im- 
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ployed.in the Merchants {hips oj Goa, Bengala, China, and oiler 
jplaccs-; ferving herein for little money, and differing very little 
from flaves, as being ready for all drudgeries,and enduring whip¬ 
ping, to, very patiently. They are kept by their Emperial Mo¬ 
narch in wonderfull awe, both high and low * who intreats them 
more like flaves then fubje&s, taking away, and giving whole 
Siegmries> to whom he pleafeth, none daring t© (hew any dif- 
eontent, for he is held by them for a facrcd and divine perfonj 
(whofe colour alio is faid to be whiter than the reft) who was 
wonttofhew himlelfbut once a year to his fubje&s. Then he 
appeared thrice a year 5 but fince (it is faidj more familiarly; 
But they fo honour his name, that hearing thcrcof 5 they bend them- 
felves, and touch the ground with their hands* reverencing alf© 
his Tent, although he be hot in ir. Thefe Countries have two 
Summers, and two Winters yearly 5 not diftinguifhed by heat, 
. and cold, but by continuall fhowers, and fair weather. They are 
generally very fertile; yielding Barley, Peafe, Beans, Millet and 
other Pulfes, though but little Wheat, likewife abundance of Su- 
gar, if they knew how to refine it. There are almoft an incredi¬ 
ble number of Oranges, Lemons, and Citrons, and greatftorc of 
Vines 5 ‘ but no Mclens roots, ner Olives, but they make Oyl e£ 
a fruit called Gove. They have abundance of Honey, and Wax 
enough to ferve the Country with Candles, without Tallow. 
Flax they have, yet not the Art of making Linnen Cloath there¬ 
with 5 Yet they make itof Cotton, whereof there is abundance. 
They have almoft all forts of beafts, and Fowl, as we in Europe $ 
asOxen^Afles, Horfes* (though but fmall) Camells, Sheep 5 
alfo Elephants, Lions, Tigres, Onees, and Stags, but no Bears, 
norConycs, neither is there any Bulfinch. Mines of Gold, Sil¬ 
ver, Iron, and BrafTe,. are not wanting* which they know not 
how to draw 5 Yet'm Zagamedra, they draw their pure Mines of 
Silver by fire, making 1: run like rods 5 and in Damat they draw 
it, and refine it fomething better. Their fields are full of Gcefe, 
Partridges, and Hares, bccaufe they never hunt • fo that their 
Country is bountiful], if they knew how to ufe fuch a happinefTe. 
But there is fometimes one inconvenience 5 to wit, multitudes 
of Grafhoppers, even darkning the Ayre, fpoiling one Province or 
another by eating the leaves and barks of Trees, and devouring 
their Harveft. Their Prince's revenue arifeth three wayes; 
From the Fruits of his demeans, manured by Oxen and 
Slaves; From his Subje&s, whopayhim for every fire, and the 
tenth of all Mineralls which they draw, and from the Princes 
fubjc& unto him 5 fome giving him Horfes, others Oxen, Cotton, 
and other things 5 So that it is conceived he hath great places full 
of Gold, pretious ftones, and Cloath. His Subje.&s (as to Religi¬ 
on) are moftout-fide Chriftians 5 yet are there fome CM&hmetans 
alfo, his tributaries ; who are alwayes feeking to revolt. The 
Abyfweiizy there is an old Chronicle kept in Caxumo y which 
faith, they at firff received Judaifm , through Meilecb, Solomons 
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ion, by Queen Maqueda, a nd the Jews accompanying him. But 
Cbrifttamty was here received by means of Queen Candaces her 
Eunuch, whom Philip Baptized, and that, firft at Tygia, in which 
Tongue they frame all their publique writings. But they acknow¬ 
ledging the Patriarch of Alexandria for their head, (from whom 
alfo they receive their Patriarch or Abund) fell with the Cofites of 
t^gypt , into the opinion of Eutyches ; holding but one na¬ 
ture and will in CHRIST* for they could have no en- 
tcrcourfe with Rome , but by means of tsSgypt. They hold divers 
other impertinencies (which increafe by converfing with groile 
Idolaters, and ^Mahometans round about them 5 many alfo of thefe 
Idolaters living among them, as in Damut, Agaos, and Cor ague) as 
Circumcifing both Males and Females. Then Baptizing the 
Males fourty, the Females fixty dayes after their Circumciflon 5 
theyeatnotofany beaft that is cloven-footed* they follow the 
jews inobfervingthe laftdayofthe Week’s Sabbath, more then 
the firft 5 they accept on r ely of the three firft General Ccu icels, 

Their Prieft s may marry put once, according to the Mufcovites, and 
not that, after Orders received; whom (they fay) do live by the 
labour of their hands 5 tfiey allowing them nothing, nor fuffering 
them to beg. They Baptize cot, but on the Iaft and firft da yes of 
the Week, prefendy giving the Bread and Wine to the Baptized,, 
rejbaptizing themfelves alfo in Pools and little Lakes, every year 
on Tvelf-dAy, in remembrance ofChrifts Baptifm, on which day 
they fuppofe him to have been Baptized by John in Jordan. Their 
c Sacraments are adminiftred by the Patriarch 5 not fpitting, as 
Jirerewod faith, after receit of the Eucbarift, (in which tffey com- 
mt€ ~ Pwnicate in both kinds, and with unleavened bread) untill Sun- 
nor in their Temples all, putting off their ihooes when 
they enter therein, nor fuffering any beaft to enter. But of thefe 
things, and other Ceremonious fuperftitions ; with presbyter 
John his overtures, as to reconciliation with the Church of Rg>me i 
&c* I refer you unto theaforefaid Book, Eatituled, The Defcrip - 
lion of Eftates, Empires , and Principalities . 

ETHIOPIA the ^ ether, or more outward, which is re¬ 
ported to be mountainous: toward the Weft, Tandy in the mid ft, 
and Defarc towards the Eaft, is bounded on the North with the 
land of the Negroes, aod Ethiopia the inward, and on the Scuth 
with the Southern Ocean * and is divided in five principal Coun¬ 
tries. 1. Monotap 1 , or the Realm of Benomotana, or Benomotaxa, 
obeying one Prince cslied Monoiapa,thSLti$, Empire in that lan¬ 
guage. It is fafhiened like an Ifland, betwixt t wo branches of a 
great River, running from the Lake of Zemre, Southward, Nile , 
which fprings from ti ls Lake, running Eaft and North, and Za'ue 
towards the Weft. Some hold it is 3000 Italian miles in com- 
pafle; yet others, but45o miles. Tne chief Provinces hereof are 
fix. The chief City is Benomotaxa , where the King ordinarily re¬ 
sides, yet fome fay his feat is at Tongurn, befides which there is 

another 
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another Town named Simbas. This Kings Dominions extend 
far beyond the Ifland, even to the Capes Mozambique and Bonne * 
Efperan.ee, or the Cape of good Hope (all which perhaps may make 
up Ehe number of 3000 Italian miles) many neighbouring Kin^s 
being his Tributaries; among which is he of Torre, or Bur tee, run¬ 
ning from the River of SpiritoSarSo, to the Cape of Courantes, and 
far within the land alio. Momtapa is watered by divers Rivers 
as Partami and others, which are laid to carry Gold with them ** 
and in all thisEftateis great ftore of Gold, both in Mines and 
Rocks. The Ayre is temperate, the Countrey good and pleafanr, 
abounding ingrain j yetis it full of Forrefts, havingin it many 
beafis, great and fnaall, efpecially Elephants, whereof 5000 are 
fa id to be killed yearl y for their Tecth-Me. Burue is very rich 
in Mines of Gold, and hath very good ^aflures, but wanting 
Wood. They having fuoh ftoreof Mettall ({0 much by men. de- 
ftred) cannot bur be very rich. The King alio exa&ing no Tri¬ 
bute, but certain dayes iervice from his.Pbople; yet without pre- 
fents, none may fhew himfelf before him. Hehath likewife no 
Prifons,all caufes being flraightway decided by witniflls, nei¬ 
ther do they punilh any crimes io feverelk as Sorcery, Adultery* 

and Theft. They are of mean ftature, bllck, but aatve and Vali¬ 
ant; yet ill armed. This Prince is Politick, keeping with hit» ; 
his Vaflall Princes Heirs, to allure himfe lf of them. They wor- 
fhip here one onely God, which they call Mozimo, .and in 15 6 * y 
Gonfdvo a Jefuite, Baptized a Vaffaifto Monotapa , called the' 
King of Inanior andfoon after young Monotapa and his Wife. 

But four Mahometans his favourites, perfwading him, Gonfalvo 1 
be a Magician, a ruinerof Kingdomes,' and a'Spie, tocaufea Jmn 
volt by his fubje&s, he had him flain arid caft into the River jM 
fgina, nigh which fifty of his new converts were flain alfo. But 
whenfo me Portugal Is, and chief of the Realm bad Shewn him 
hiserrour, he flew feme of thofe four, feeking for the reft 
who were hidden. But the Portugalls how not fending new Prea¬ 
chers hither, but fending an Army by Sea under Francis 
Barret, to be rev.enged,the affrighted Kifjg lent for peace to Barret 9 
whoayming at the gold, reje&ed all conditions. But through the 
Ayr’s intemperature unto them of Europe, this Army was confir¬ 
med : fince which, fome few, called Ghriftians, have there re¬ 
mained. 

2. Conga or Manicongo, which is a Realm extending from two 
degrees and an half from the ^Equinoctial towards the South, that 
is, from Katherines Cape, to the Cape af Leo ; and hath on the 
North the Province or Realm of Benin in the Negroes Land ; and 
on the South, Lun<e Montes, or the Mountains of the Moon. It 
contains (according to thofe who compute its feiruation) about 
660 Italian miles, and is divided into fix eminent Provincesj 
whole King alfocommands in the Ifland of Loande, feared be! 
twixta! ranch of rheriver Dande, now Ben go ; and the river Co. 
***** Hehath likewife feme Iftwds upon the river Zaire , his 
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feudecaries. Tnofe Provinces are, Bombs, on theSea-coaft,from 
the river tAmbrifi unto Coanze, and hath many S igniories. The 
chiefefl City is Bamba, ftanding between Ambrifi ahd the river 
Lofe ; being about 100 Italian miles from the Sea. Songo, which 
extends towards the North, to Ambrifi, and ending near the red 
rocks of the Realm of LoAngo.es frontier ; its chief City being 
Bongo . Sunde, whofe principal Town is Sunde ; it extends from 
about the Town of Congo (now named by the Portugals, S. Saviour) 
Unto Zaire rivcr^which is 40 Italian miles. Tango, once a Realm, 
not fubjed to the King of £ongo:con fining with Sunde on the Norths 
with Batte on the South. Its head City is Tango, fchuated toward 
the W eft part of the river Barbels coming from the Lake whence 
Nile fpr ings. Batte, whofe chief Town is alfo Batta. This Pro¬ 
vince confines with Tango on the North, and joyning t© Barbels ©a 
the South ef the Mountains of Aphronitre, as far as the burnt Moun¬ 
tain. It extends t® the M©*nteinsof the Sun, confining it fdf on 
Barbela toward the Eaft. Laftly, Pemba, in which ftands rhe 
City of feared ©n a Mountain, and about 150 Italian miles 
from the Se*. It was once named Banze, that is, a Court ; now 
5. Saviour . Here is a Mountain indifferent high, fo full of houfes 
and Villages, that it is laid to comprehend about 100000 pef- 
fons, although but two German leagues, or 10 Italian miles (ta¬ 
king 5 miles for a league) in quantity. So that it may be trues 
which is reported of thefe Countries populoufneflc 5 they felling 
<as is fuppofed) 28000 Haves yearly unto th e rportugals: who are 
carried to Brafil to work ih the Mines. This Country is watered 
with fix river Si This King hath a fwellihg title of 18 particular 
Provinces and Countries: fome of whom are (they fay) Anthro¬ 
pophagi ot Men-eaters; having fhambks of mens flefli, as we of 
other meats. But Angolh ismoft efteemedof the Civil! Provin¬ 
ces; which fome years finee revoked from the King of fongo^nd 
is concluded to be very populous j for in 1582, the*dH(j|g hereof 
had 1200000 in an Armyagainft Faul Diaz the Portugal Leader 5 
who with his few,wifely ordered, fatally and difmslly overthrew 
him. Edward Loope a Portugal, who lived long in thefe parts, re¬ 
ports their Winter to be like Autumne, at Rome: yes, generally 
(through the rain continually falling, efpecially for two Hours be¬ 
fore noon, and as much after) the heat is greater in Winter than 
in Summer; which heat is moft infupporcable to the men of Eu¬ 
rope. Their Winter begins on March i 5,fo that for five months, 
a clear day isfeldome feert. Their Summer, in the midfl of Sep¬ 
tember. They alfo obferve very ftnall difference in night and 
day, being in a manner equal!. Their Summer is as dry,as their 
Winter moifl: whereby the overflowing rivers leaves on the land 
a grofle and muddy humour. They have the common winds cal¬ 
led by Hippocrates , Stefies: which caufing continual rain by agi¬ 
tation of mifts on the tops of Mountains during our Summer, both 
in Congo and Prete-gian's Country, make the rivers Nile, Niger,.

tie ill. It hath Camelioas, Parrots green aad grey 5 very fair red 
birds,, and many forts of fmall ones Tinging like Canarie-birds: 
finally, great ftore of Hens, Ducks, Geefe,Turkies,Peacocks, Par¬ 
tridges wild and tame, Turtles, Pigeons, Faulcons, Sparrow- 
hawks,Eagles, and Pelicans. The Province of Congo hath many 
Elephants, and divers forts of imitating Apes, many Kine, with 
divers beads ferementioned : alfo ftore of Cryftal and other met- 
tals 5 but preferring Iron, which is found in the aforefaid fruit¬ 
ful Mountains whofe water is excellent good, not hurting any 
one: which is ftored withgrafle, much Cattle, Fruit-Trees al- 
way green, yielding all kind of grain, chiefly that called Lucoy 
whofe bread is as good as ours 5 abundance of white Millet call-? 
edMazzej alfoMeazor Turjcy Wheat, and ftoreof Ricej buc 
they little efteem thefe. Bananes> which fome take to be Mufe$ 
and others, Indian Figs, a pleafing and good food grow here j al¬ 
fo Limoijs and Citrons exceeding pleafant, whereof the poor livtL 
There are three forts of Palm-Trees: from one whereof th*f 
draw Oyl, Wine-Vinegar, Fruit,and Bread. Other Trees bear a 
Fruit called Cola, as big as a Pine-apple; and other wild Palmsi 
whofe fruit are good to ear, and with whofe leaves they coven 
their Cottages, and make baskets, &c. This Province hath 
abundance of Melons and Cucumbers ; alfo Tamarinds and Caf- 
fia, which ferve both the Moors and Turks for Phyfick. The 
River Leonde ingenders Crocodiles, and the Hog-fifh, fo big and 
fat, that fonae weigh 500 weight and more : alfo Sea-horfes, oc 
the River-horfe, which is tawny, having little hair, leaping to 
land, and feeding, and by day living in the river 5 fome of whom 
the ^Africans do tame; and they are exceeding fvvifr, but they 
mutt not paffe over deep rivers, becaufe they will prefently dive. 

But this river which runs at the foot of the Mountain where the 
royal Town of Congo is built, fo dries up when the rain ceafethj 
that one may eafily wade it. On the (hoar of whofe Ifland Le- 
onde, arc found gray Cockles very glittering, and betterefteemed 
than thofe on the otfter fhoars: where alfo is a Tree called Enfan- 
flk,alwayes green, and,having many virtues, ftrangely tnultipiy- 
eth, to wir, by lome fmall threds hanging down from the high 
branches, and rooting in the ground 5 waoie upper bark being 
made clean, is a kind of iinnen cloath, making garments for the 
common people: and in that part ncareft to the firm land do trees 
gro w, at whofe foot falt-water fprings. Here are likewife big 
Oyfters, whicn they cali ^/iynhi^inaitare^ that is., fifh of a ftone. 
They find here alfo divers fifes, as Pilchards, Soles, Crafifes, 
Sec. And about the outward part of this Ifland are many black 
Whales 5 who fighting, many die: whofe fat being taken and 
mixr with Pitch, fe Inhabitants calk their {flips. Moreover, we 
muft not forget the great ftore of ftone, and goodly Marble Moun- 
iains, befides the Jafpcr and Porphyrie, with the white Marble, 
p p p p p 2 and 
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*nd of Other colours, called at Rome, NumtdUn and African Mar 
ble: in fctae Mountain* alfo of this Province of Pemba, v t9 Z 
Jacinth*} aid in other rocks they find metals, as btafle, yclW 
and green, whereof they make Statues, &c. So that, if we look 
on the abundance of metals in this Realm, as alfo their Elephants 
and Civ it-Cats, wherewith they abound. Sea-cockles fervine in ’ 
Read of coyn, traffique of Slaves, linnen cloath of Songo, and Sand: 
made of Indian Palm-Trees, Cryfial, though not altogether fa 
profitable} we may foon fee how they are fought to byforreien 
Merchants, whereby their wealth may be csnje&ured. And Is 
hr the King, none would doubt, but that he ( having all thefe 
Countries under hiro)is exceeding rich : of whom, one thine is 
reported to his commendation. That he doth Tuftice publiouelv 
without any formality 5 for that all things are debated before 
him in few words. As to their religious belief, they are fo full 
of vanities, that they fcarce know what they believe- for, al 
though an outward proftffion of Chriftianity be crept'into this 
palm, yetis «^il of groffe Idolaters.- feme worihippine the 
Sun as Husband to the Moon} and the Moon as his W ife in the 
lecond place. Others worfhip thofe beads like Dragons above- 
mentioned. Some the E»rth, as Mother of all, &e. HowaChri- 
ftun proftffion wa* brought firft hither by the Porto/als, (Jam,: 
Ca ”™ D, 'g°C "Captain to©. John the fecond, Kina of Porta. 
|a//,dtfcovenng thefe Countries of theNether^/wfain 148A 
1 Iea ' e T '° re i d in 'he book,OfEftates, Empires, Sec. Onely thui 
much I fay, That King fending three Diminick Friers to in- 
mua them } the King of Congo's Uncle and his foa firft : then the 
jS Queen were baptized 5 (whofe eldeft fon was AlphorM 
and who endeavoured lovingly and zealoufly to tarn the Sub f &/■ 
Bur thefe Fricrsfbefide the confaming heat, and ayt’s malignity ) 
were ill-tntreated by them of Congo : whofeemed tradable while 
they fpake of ceremonies and myfteries} but when they began to 
lpeak of temperance, cantinency, reftitution of goods, pardon 
of offences received, with articles of Chriftian proftffion, they 
Ibewed oppofition.The King alfo growing from zealous,to becold- 
for t ey were loath to leave their Soorh-faying and Sorceries,efpe- 
ctally their many Wives, and which Women troubled tl.e 
Cour‘ and City of its abode. Then,the King dying, Alpbonfo the 
eldeft, and Panze Aquitm, his fecond fon, who would not be Bap¬ 
tized, fell to Arms} Alphor.fo defeating, and taking him (they 
lay) by apparent miracles} who afterwards caufed all the I.iols 
to be burnt on the top of an high Mountain, and reigned fifty 
years in peace} and in the midft of after troubles in Aluaro’s 
time (through the Ciaguas enrring Congo’s Realm in great rum-

And then deflating 
his fitter by the Father, with her brother, in a great batteli, flay¬ 
ing the Generali ; he built a Temple in the fame place, fetting the 
firft hand thereto to encourage oehers, and by Edi&s advanced 
thde Priefts Preaching and encerprife. But it’s time to haften to 
the third part of Ethiopia the lower, to wit, Aian, which (inclu¬ 
ding Abex, and A tell) two kingdonaes ) is feituated betwixt the 
Ri ver Caltmat%ca, and the Mouth of the Red Sea. Abex is alfo cal¬ 
led Adea, and lyes feituated between Habafiuy and Adel-, unto 
which firftit isfaidtobe tributary, two of whofe chief Towns, 
to Wit,‘Pare, and <jogi *, the Portugalls took under the command 
and conduct of Trijlran diCugnalXhtolhzt principal Town is Brans 
Adeli, is mat of which Grand Amadawai King, who had a great 
hand over the Emperotir of the Habafines, it is feituated more 
upon the Coaft of the Red-Sea than Abex, and whofe three chief 
Cities are A *jr, Bor bora, and ZeiUt all feated Without the Red- 
Seas lira ightsy the which Merchants do niuch frequent; lor be- 
fijes the Cor^, ftcfhy Hdny, and Wax, ftote of (beep, (whofe 
tails are fatd to Weigh *5 pouad)wherewiththis CGantry abounds, 
they ha dc alfo much Gold/and l vory. But ZnU the ehk f fof the 
t ree, Handing near the Biy tailed the Mofome, ot nook of the Ava- 
lites, or A halites, who dw». It thereabout, was facked and burned 
by the Port uadis in 15 id. *4. Zanzibar, which extends front 
Morio apSj unto the River Qjilimanct ^(whofe chief Rivers arcCtt- 
ava, aod two other ) it muft needs be a large Province; for it 
comaineth fifteen Kingdomes, whofe chief Git its, Corova , Moncu- 
to, Anzuga, Bidtu, Cden, Qjdao , Momboza, Melinda , Mombara, 
MjS'bizo, Embroe , M.fambique, Mac ms, Mordmugi,md Safila, deno- 
imnacethe Count ties,and that of fafila (abounding much in Gold 
and Ivory; is thought to be the land of Ophir ; but feeing Ophir is 
pla ned in the Ealt, an dSafila (finds South-Weft from ^haldaa, 
vsmere the People’s flattering began ; as alfo fince Solomons Navy 
of Tarfbifb, wttn the Navy of Hiram came from Ophir but once in 
three yearsi as 1 Kingsc h. 10. Verfes 11. and 22. do demonftrare/ 
Ophir was certainly farther off; to wit, in India , although what 
p jr i uidr Province or Iflands thereof, it is not determined. Abra- 
k**a King of Qpilao, fuffered the Portugalls to build Forts in his 
Country in 1500, whom they prefomptuoufly ni e years after 
denoting, the Arabians (tor h^Zanzibars, and Alans on the Sea- 
fidc*, arc faid to defeend from them) detnolifbed their fortrefles, 
Tne rrue Natives are tne more in-land people of Zanzibar, and 
groflv- Gentiles as to Religion. Bat thofe on trve (hoar fide fas of 
Alan) nave received the Mibometan fuperftition of the ^Arabians 
from whom tncy defeended. 

Fifthly, Cafaria, (fa named from the Cafars, that is, Heretiques, 
a name appropriated unco thefe Heathen for wsnt of another; 
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hath oir fbe South and Weft; the Ocean,on the North ,the Moun¬ 
tains of the Moon.I find no City or Town in this Province, onely 
they are faid tohayefome Villages 3 in every of which is a [Lord 
or Ruler.; Some reprefent alfo, the manners of this people to be 
asili-favoured as their bodies, and faces 3 for being cole-black 
with thick Lips, and fiat Nofesj they likewife live like beads! 
The long Southern Promontory called The Cape of Good Hovel 
(whole top hath a fair Plain covered with Grafle and various flow- 
«S> named the Table of the Cape y zQd largely overlooking the Sea 
on all fidesi which here being very rough and reropeftuous, 
hath often vexed the Spaniards) is of this Region, and was difco- 
vered by Fafco dt Games in 1497* 

Moreover, before we (peak of vSgypt, we mil look oyer the 
'jifriun Iflands, which are thofein the.e^^^ Ocean,or in the 
Ethiopian Sea. In theformeraretobe noted. 1. That called 
the Princes Ifland,feated between the equator,at\d Tropick of C Am 
pricorn, and fo named, becaufe the Prince of Portugal was to have 
its Revenues when hhiortugalls ha<Tconquered it. High -this, is 
that called the Ifle of Saint He.len,w hich they fo nailed from their 
Saint Helen, ©n whofe day it was difcOyered, ,ancfc over which (as 
the other) the Spaniards do command., ,2. Jhe Gorgades, of old 
the Gorgans, they are nine in number,. UQw called cf>e. Iflands of 
the Green Cape, for that they lye-aear the faid Gape, .in the Negroes 
Land. James Ifland is thechief ofthefe,* .w’hpfe.principall Town 
is Ribiera, forty fied by the Spaniards, Medufad welt here, who is 
reported to be a Woman exceeding beautrfull, but moleftinj* 
the European Seas by piracy, (he was invaded by Terfem and 
his Greeks. He flaying Her in a Angle Combate, ftruck off 
her Head, and carrying it into Greece, the people exceedingly ad¬ 
mired both her Face and Hair. Goats are the chief thing thefe 
Iflands abound with. 3. The Canaries >of which before in Spain , 
which for their fruitfullnefTe, &c. were of old called the Fortu- 
nate- Iflands. Rat the Canaries, from the chiefeft Ifle Canaria, 
or from the Dogs, in which the Spaniards found them to abound 1 
They are accounted by fome, but feven in number 5 three where¬ 
of, to wit, the Ifle Canarie , Palma , (where fhips ufe to touch going 
te tAmerica) and Tenariff, 90 miles in circuit, are the chief 3 m 
which Tenarijj , neither fhowr nor river is faid to be 3 but their 
water is conveyed into divers parts from a high Mountain, having 
a Tree alway covered with a rnoyft cloud, wflich every noon-tide 
diflolveth. The Commodities hereof are well enough known to 
be fublime Sacks, fine Sugars, and Canarie-birds. 

4 * The Azores 9 in number, whereof the chief Tercera, makes 
them all now to be called the Terceraes 3 unto whofe fecond Ifle 
of note, S. ^W,Geographers have removed the firft Meridian, 
dividing the Eaftera World from the Weft. Marriners alfo ob- 
ferving the Compafle coming under this Ifle’s Meridian line, nor 
10 vary at all from the North, Faiall is the third of note 3 which

Sit waiter Rayleigh taking from the Spaniard againft all oppofiti n 
(for two reafons) in 1597, made the booty of this Expedition 
(called the Ifland-Voyage ) worth 400000 Crowns, although the, 
Englifia kept not what they won. Although the Flemings firft 
difeovered thefe Iflands, and thence were called the Flemifh 
Iflands 3 yet the Porrugaisfubdued them all under Prince Hen- 
rfs Conduct in 1444. Tercera it filf hath been called by us the 
Ifland Oade, becaufe it aboundeth inOade. 

5. Tne Hefpevides, Happy Iflands, whereof Poets making fre¬ 
quent mention, piacea h-. rc the Elyzian fields. They are iwo in 
number, fi-ated not far from the Gorgades, and divided afunder by 
a fmall ftraighf, being,according to Plutarch, ioooq furlongs from 
the Continent of Africa . The ayr and feafons are (aid to be ncre 
alwayes temperate: The weather fair 3 for they have rain very 
feldome, fweet dews making the earth very fruitful with fmail 
pains 5 and where Sertorm the Roman earneftly defired to fpend 
the remainder of his life in peace. In the latter Sea are, 1. Ma- 
gadafear , feituated under-the Southern Tropick, and reported to 
be 1200 miles long, and 4000 in compafle (which if fo, Bnttam 
mu ft take but the third place of the IfHnds of the known World, 
for bigneffo). Their chief Town or Cuy is of the fame name. It 
is called St .Lawrence, which name I fuppofe the Portugals gave 
it, when they difeovered it in 1506. The people are bur ot a 
dusky colour. It is (by relation) a goodly Countrey, abounding 
with beafts both wild and tame, and all kinds of fruits 3 alfo 
• Ginger, Cloves, and likewife with Silver. It hath both fair 
Rivers, and fafe Harbours 3 yet they would neither trade, ncr be 
traded with by others 3 yet the Portugals have gained a little traf- 
fique with them, whom yet they fuffer not to come on fhoar. 
Thefe people keep to one Wife 3 but for other things, faid to be 
inhospitable and treacherous, and not onely ignorant of prayer, 
but of years, moneths, yea and weekly dayes diftin&ion. 

2. Zocotara, which is 60 miles long, 24 broad, and is feituated 
at the very mouth of the red-Sea. Its chief Ciry is fo called 
where the King refides. This Ifland, through much winds and 
drynefle, is deficient ia moft necefiaries for life 5 yet hath it plen¬ 
ty of Phyficall Drugs, efpecialiy of Aloes 3 called (if true) Zaca- 
irina (not Succoirina)ftom this place. Two of their Towns* Benin 
and Coro, the Portugals have taken and fortified 5 before whofe 
arrival here, the Inhabitants (who are afh-colour’d and tall,? were 
a kind of outward Chriftians called Jacobites. Whether there are 
two Iflands nigh this, which men alone, and women alone do in¬ 
habit 3 who are faid to meet fometimes, though not to ftay long 
together, through the ayr’s antipathy to each others I leave (as am= 
biguous) unto Traveller’s experience to determine. 

3. The Ifle of St. Thomas, feated juft under the iEquino&ial,and 

ofaroundifa figure. It=s 180 miles about 3 the principal Town 
being Farjoafan. At its firft difeovery, the Portugals found it a 
Wood; who with the Negroes now dwell there. It is fo plen- 
V- ■ '-- -- - - - “ ' tifuf 
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tifull in Sugar, that they load 40 {hips yearly : But as {or fruit 
which hath a ftone therein, it will bear none 5 neither will Wheat 
come to good. Although the fortug&h be matters here, yet in 
this the Negroes are above them 3 that they are reported t© live 
(divers times) 100 years: when as th cTortugals never exceed 50, 
where there is no water for % dayes journey. 

Cj Y PT is bounded on the Baft with the Arabian Defart , ly= 
betwixt it and the red Sea jon the Weft wkh the Defarts 
of Lybia, Nnmidia, Barze, and Nubia: on the South Bugia j er as 
others , the c&tarafts , which being very narrow fteeps , Nile 
powrs down his waters with a wonderful force 3 (although I 
greatly fufpe<ft, whether the adjoyning Inhabitants are dealned 
with the noyfe) and on the North the Mediterranean, which from 
its joyning unto Egypt, is there called the Egyptian Sea: and 
which fheweth, that the Antients have accounted that onely 
^Egjpf, which Nile watcreth, beginning (accerdingt© Ptolemy) on 
that fide near the Town Siena (now Afne),mto the Mediterranean 
Sea, which is 562 miles in length: although in the broadeft 
pUce,to wit, {tern WamiataEift, toKofetta Weft, it be but 140 
broad, in fome places but 37, and at the bottom or point but 4. 
Some would have this Country diftin& from Africa and Afa, con¬ 
taining it betwixt both. Others taking Nile for Afa aad Africhs 
bounds, put part thereof in either« But Ptolemy, and many others 
making the Red*Sea or Arabian Gulph, Egypt’s commodious 
bound, have placed it in Africk . lASgypt being firft inhabited by 
Mifraim the {on of Chus, was called by the Hebrews Mifreia, and 
the Arabians are faid now to call it Mifre.lt hath had divers names 
not very material here to repeat; But it was named Egypt, either 
from the riveri\r/7jflf,o0ce callediSgyptjorfrom the people defend¬ 
ing from Chams race,who,as jofepht* faith,wcre called J Egyptians 3 
or from one of their Kings furnamed ^gyptus, and named Ramefes, 
the brother of 2 tenant. It was (of old) divided into high and low, 
(though others have divided it into High,Middle,and Low). High 
iAEgypt being long and ftrair, beginning at the Catara&s beyond 
Siena, on Ethiopia's Frontiers, and ending near (fair. Low */Egypt 
containing that which hath the form of an Ifland made by the two 
Channels of T^ile and the Sea, extending from Caire unto the Medi¬ 
terranean , Northward, and is as Strabo faith, about 3000 ftades in 
Circuit, that is 375 Italian Miles, and was named \fDelta\ from 
its triangular form, or refcmblance to the Greek letter fo called. 
I* feituation is near the Tropick of Cancer, bending towards the 
Northern 6r Artick Circle, betwixt the feventh and tenth Paral¬ 
lel^ cfpecially under the fccond climate, whereby theiongeftd&v 
rs thirteen hours and an half, nor in moft Northern parts above 
fourteen. Some have affirmed there were two thoufand Cities and 
Towns, others 1020, in this Country 5 Bu lOrtelm who was dili¬ 
gent in the fearch, found but 300. yet the Wars with Ethiopia, 
Syria, and the Imams, might mine many Towns therein 5 But we 


.will mention onely fome of the chief of them 3 as 1. Siena, now 

called Afne, the moft Southern city thereof, and faid to be exadt 
ly under the Tropick o i Cancer 5 for Ptolemy faith, they making a 
very great pit, there Was no fhadow of the Sun, when he entred 
into Cancer. 2. OMemphis feituated beyond Nile Weft-ward , 
where the Egyptian princes refided 3 in whofe placp Caire fucceed- 
ed, and was the aboad of the Sultans. Caire is a great City, di- 
ftant from Jerufalem about 240 of our miles, which a traveller 
thither, calls (for its admirableneffe and greatnefte) the little 
World, being, (faith he) thrice as large as Conftantinople, and as 
populous, though not fo well builded, being fcicuate in a pieafant 
plain, and is the heart of o£gyph tiffing Nilu * at f° ms P arts * ^’ s 
divided into five parts. 1. New-£W, the principal! of the other, 
and lying in the midftof them, and contains all the chief Merehan- 
difeand Market-places, it hath walls and Ports, and is in Cir¬ 
cuit twenty two miles. 2. Old Caire, where c Memphis antientl.y 
fo called, ftood, alfo named Babylon of the c .Egyptians. This was 
the fartheft place Ulyfies vifited in his travells, which Homer fo 
memorize*, yet ^faith Litbgow) they were not anfvverable to 
fifth part of mine. 3. Medin, which joyns to the back fide of 
Old Caire, towards the pir amides (which are not far from hence) 
4. Boulake ruining a great length along the River fide; which 
hath three Market places of no fmall .account. 5. Carafyar, a 
great Town bending Southward in the way of the Red-Sea, tor ma- 
uy miles. All which four, are (faith he) but as Suburbs to the 
New Caire, making up a Country rather than a City,yet all touch 
one with another either to the right or left hand, or to both, with 
a multitude of ftreets: whofe length in all, from the lowcft end 
olBoulake,to the Southmoft part ot Caraffar,is 28 Snglifh miles,and 
34 in breadth 3 fortryall whereof, he faith, he trod it one day on 
foot frbm Sun to Sun, being guided and guarded by a riding Jani¬ 
zary, which, for his bruifed feet on the ftreets, was one of the foreft 
dayes journey that ever he had in his life. Here are three princi¬ 
pal! gates inNew Caire 3 Babeh Mmflek, looking toward* the Wil- 
dernefle, and Red-Sea 3 Bebzavillah towards Nilut 3 and Be,bell Eu - 
tuch, toward the fields. The ftreets are narrow, and all aimed 
covered to fave them from the parching heat, with open vents for 
light, and their buildings are commonly two ftories high, made 
either of mud-or brick, and plat-forms on the tops, whereon they 
Beep ufually in the night, to receive the freih and cooling _ Ayre. 
Here is a great Pallace where the Beglerbeg or Tarkijb Vice-ge- 
rent conllantly refides, and on a moderate heig t, from whence a 
full profped of the better part of the Town,Gardens and Villages, 
bordering on JV> 7 <?,with a great part of the lower plains of *£gypt, 
may betaken. There is like wife faid to be in this City, a Tower, 
whereby (by obferving how high Nile rifeth, for there are divers 
marks in it by which they judg) they know how fruitful it will be 
every year in Egypt-, for if the River fwell unto the higheft hole of 
the Tower,they have abundance of Corn.Ancthcr faith it was in a 
Qqqqq Mofque, 
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tMofqm, or Turkijh Temple called Efehiall ,. whereas they tneafu' 
red how much Nile rok, by a Pillar there 5 But another in his 
Peregrination laith, they go into an Ifland nigh Caire, where they 
obferve the height of this River. 3. Alexandria, fo called from 
Alexander the Great, who built it, and new Sander id ; it’ s a Town 
of great iraffique, and was formerly one of the chief Cities of the 
world, not yielding to Rome for inhabitants ; and was in the time 
of the iV/rr*eCouncel, appointed (by them) one of the four Pa¬ 
triarchal Cities, Antioch, Romg,&nA Cohftantinople being the other 
three. It is divided into Old and New, and is fcated in a fandy 
Country on the Sea Chore, more broad than long, and like a half 
Moon.- The Old is three miles long, having within it (befides 

other rare things) two Mountains of inclofed fand. The antient 
Walls are yet (landing, but little inhabited within; four things 
more, among others,are here eminent; theCiftemsbringing wa¬ 
ter from an Arme of Nile called Calis, and liippcrted by Marble 

Pillars; two Spires near the Walls of the Port aimed alike Gra. 

ven with Htfrvg/tpijcai'letters, one whereof lyeth along, almoft 
ceg.ered with earth; tbeo-her ftanding ten fadome high without 
the ground, and is eleven foot fquare : A little above which, is 
the place as by the rumes doth appear, where Cleopatra’s Pallace 
of old flood, where die had a Gallery advanced over the Sea • 
and laftly, without the Town ftands a Pillar which War erefted 
in memory of Pompey his defeat; it is of Marble, eighty foot high 
and twenty in Circuit. The New is feared fomewhat more plea- 
ftnt, on the right hand of the Old Port, which hath a Caftle of the 
Old Town for defence, but (through difficulty) theyufe it onely 
fome times to lodge their Folds and Galleys. The New Pore is 
on us right hand, and is but an open road fubjeft to the Northern 
Winds, but defended by two Caftles (on both fetes) called Farilos 
one ftanding on a little Peninfula; the other right asainft it- fo 
that all Ships tnuft needs paffe within foot of thefe Caftles • with- 
out which two Ports (through the Ayres badneffc)the very Town 
(it is judged) would be foon abandoned. Two things are remar¬ 
kable of this City. Thatrhepcoplewerefolicentious, thatthey 
would neither (pare perfonally and verbally to abufe their Go- 
vernour; nor Romane Emperours, their Lords themfelves: for 
which caukcaracalla comming to the City, and impatient of the 
lame, affembied the youths of the City, as if to choc* fome for at¬ 
tending on his perfon, and fuddenly commanded his fouldiers to 

put them all to the S word; and that, one Gautenus reading Divi¬ 
nity and Philofophy fo this Town in 180. thence it is thought the 
fitting up Univerfmes firft began in ChrifleKdome, Right fgainft 

rfoiT'km * thCy?kCCChCli ' tle ’ flepha ™’ inland Ptolemies * 
»!, h b T n “ W Wc t0 *, he Continent i and whole pkartt, or 
watch-Tower (built by Ptolemy Philadelphia for benefit of Sailers- 
too tedious here particularly todeferibe) was accounted one of the 
Wor.ds feven Wonders. The MaufoUum ,which fignifies a Sepul- 
ehre or Monument for the dead: Eaiykn, not of butihat 
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of AjSyria, its Walls ; Dianas Temple of £phefw. The (fohfiw of 
Rhodes, and the ftatue or Image ef Jupiter Olympicut, and the* Pira* 
mides of vAgypt, being the other fix. It was called by Oppiw, one 
of *£gypts two Cloyfters, or doors to (hut it up* to wit by Sea; 
the other by land, being Pelufium. This feems to me to be the 
fame which the Deferiber of Eftates and Principalities , See. calls 
the Caftle, which (faith he) is very incommodious, in that they 
mud carry water thither from Alexandria's Cifterns, upon Ca- 
mells backs. 4. Telufium, now called Damiata, and feated near 
the Mediterranean.Sca, it was alfo named Sliopolis, of the Prince 
Ely,otAly, wh© had environed it with three Walls; (but one 
thinks it to be that now called Teneze ) This key of t&gjpt) (as SuU 
das calls it ) was more then ©nee befieged by Chriftian Armies, in 
the time of that called the Holy war 5 The mod remarkable where¬ 
of was the eighteen Moneths fiege of John de Brenne (the entituled 
King of Jerusalem ) with the European Princes in 1220, concerning 
the mortality of whole befieged, through raging Plague and Fa¬ 
mine, and the unexpe&ed feizure thereof, (by two ventrous foul¬ 
diers fealing the Walls, as admiring the peoples lilence) ye may 
read at large in the TurkifhHiftory. Befides thefe Cities,are two 
others, faid to be almoft as big as Caire ; alfo Thebes, which the 
Tyrant Bufiris builded, 17 miles incompafle, and having a hun¬ 
dred Gates; *Arfinoe , or the City of Crocodiles; now Sues, and 
almoft abandoned, though in the Ptolemies time, a Haven Town 
of great commerce ; yet the Turks building their Galleys at Caire, 
bring them, when taken ia pieces, on Camells backs. Here is 
is alfo Bubajlif , where Diana was worlhipped. Nicopolis, now cal¬ 
led M.mia. Heliopolis , now Bethfamie, and of which Potipharab 
• was Prleft, whofe daughter tAfenatb, Pharaoh gave to Jofeph in 
marriage, aud Canopus, where was Ofiris his chief Temple ; four 
of thefe Cities, to wit, Alexandria, Pelufium, Bubaftis, and Heliopolis, 
are known by other names in Ezechiel the thirtieth, as No, Pbife- 
beth , Shin, and A ven. The antient Egyptians were faid to be the 
firft in venters of the Mathematical! Sciences; Great Magicians 
and Aftrologcrs being yet of a dextrous wit, Merry,great Singers, 
and fociable companions ; but fomewhat {loathful!, and given to 
Riot and Luxury, neither do they live long in regard of the great 
heat (for they lye in the fame climate with Barbary) feldome at- 
tayning 60 year* ; yet are they not black, but tawny and brown. 
Two of ewe chief Monuments of zAUpypty were firft, the Piramides , 
in regard of whofe wonderful! Mafies of ftone, the antient works 
of the Romans were of fmall moment; they begin to be feen fourty 
miles oft. They (fend in a Depart piace, four miles from Caire, 
about three fteses caft from Nile, the biggeft whereof, (built by. 
Cheops ) is three hundred paces fquare (that is) 1200 round, at the 
foot, whofe height may be 600 foot,though fome hav? reported 
it was 1000. the ftones are three foot long, and two foot broad, 
and of the fame thicknefTe; and although the top feems to be 
fharp,for fo much the word Pyramis doth imply) yet is it there 
Qc[q qq 2 21, 
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21. foot [quire. Jefephw reports the Jfraelites to make Bricks part¬ 
ly for Tuch Pjramides. Secondly, Ffamnitim his Labarinth which 
he built, containing iooohoufes and twelve Palaces within one 
Wall, whofe building was raoft under the Earth 5 no wood nor 
cement being iroployed in that Marble Faferick. The Chamber 
doors in opening founded as Thunder, and though there was but 
one paffage into ir, which was of white Marble, with [lately Pil¬ 
lars, and melt curious works of Imagery; yet having a multi¬ 
tude of turnings, and returnings within, it-was even invious 
to one that was unacquainted. This flood on Nile's banks to¬ 
wards Alexandria . The Egyptians alfo made Paper of the 
fedgy weeds Papyri, which groweth on the banks of NILE 
whereby Ptolemy Philadelphia the more eafily made up his 
Library of 700000 Volumes at Alexandria , caufing likewife the 
7 2 Interpreters to tranflatc the Bible. The Priefts alfo, who ia 
time of ancient hcathenifm, were honoured as tiaeir Kings a ex- 
prefled all their conceits by Hieroglyphicks; or thefhapes of 
things in the Creation. For eternity painting the Sun aad Moon* 
for a year, a Snake with his tayi in mouth ; to fhew an endlefle 
circle of years. For integrity, fire and water, becaufe they arc 
pure, and purifie other things,&c. The Red Sea is on the Eaft of 
Egypt;fo called from the red colour of the fands.-alfo Sinus Arabia 
cm>qt the Arabian gu!ph,being 1 600 miles long: thorow which In¬ 
dia's and Arabia'sS pices were brought ro Alexandria^ and fo differ¬ 
ed throughout all parts by the Venetians. It is alfo named the 
Erythwan Sea, as much as red, nigh which, the Sybill called Ery- 
tkraa, dwelt: for there were 10 of them, of whom Cumana is af¬ 
firmed to have written the 9 books of the Sybills: which being 
burned by one Stilico, thofe Prophecies now extant, are onely 
drawn out of others writings wherein they were quoted ; N 0w they 
manifeftly foretold of Chrift’sName, Birth, Death and Kingdom, 
and fomewhat of Antichrill’s deft tu&ion. Before we come to the 
quality, riches, and Religion of this Country, we will make men¬ 
tion_ of Cyrene, anciently named Pentapolitana 3 from its five 
Cities; (for it is reckoned a part of Egypt, and feems to me, that 
which modem Writers call Arabia Trogloditica) which hath Tu¬ 
nis on the Weft,and JEgypt on the Eaft. Its chief Cities are now 
FeJIan, Barca , from whence the Country is called Barca CMarmo- 
rtca 3 and Cyrene, which once ftriving with Carthage for greatnefle 
and extent of bounds, two men of each fide were appointed to 
end theControverfie, by coming toward each other’s City; for 
where they met, was to be the boundaries; But the phileni of Car- 
thage getting far into CyrenU before theorher met them, they (en¬ 
raged) killed them becaufe they would not depart their Ccun- 
try : which occafioned the Carthaginians (in honour of them) to 
raife the Ac<e philencrum , or Altars of the Philemans in Ore Tie's 
Borders. Here hood alfo the Oracle of Jupiter- Hammon ; whofe 
Temple, when Tambyfes King of Pcrfia (in his Conqueftof Egypt) 
would (by his Army) overthrow: they were (in she way) ~f mo¬ 
thered 
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thered with the light fands of this Country, although 500000 
men. Although this people were rude and theevifh, yet An - 
flippm the Philofopher, Eratcfifanest he Mathematician, and fal- 
limac’m the Poet, were born here; as alfo Simon of Cyrene , who 
was forced to carry the Crofte on which Chrift fuffered. Some 
. call the chief Towns hereof by another name, as Grondall or Co - 
randall, having an indifferent good Port. Alcofer «r Chozair, which 
fome take for Berenice, one of the five antient Cities; and where 
is (oy the Mountain’s opening) paffage for fruits brought out of 
tsE^hiopia rbt Upper. Suaquen is the name of another, which 0 /- 
tdius thinks robe the ptolemais of Mela ; near which, is a very 
good Port: and where is alfo commonly a Turkifb Baffa, wh® 
commands the Country. Even in the head of the Arabian gulph 
fiands Suez, which fome take for Arfinoe (one of the five ancient 
Cities of Cyrene)-, others for Potidi-a-, and fome for Hero or Heros , 
which in the Ptolemies and the "Romans time, very much fiourifti- 
ed for Indian and ^Arabian Merchandize, tranfported thence into 
v£gypt by Qaire and Alexandria ; but although the Turk hath ufed 
all means to people it, yet is it not much inhabited, nor of any 
great traffique, by reafon of the great difficulty of all things. 
tASgypt is an ancient Kingdom ; for there is a Catalogue made of 
3®o Kings, lave eight,who reigned before Amps in 17 Dttnafties$ 
of wiiorn Ofirts is onely to be mentioned, who with his fuc- 
ceflaurs were called Pharaohs , and in whofe time Abraham is 
thought to have gone down into TEgypt. But of the 18th Dili 
naihe or Lordfhip of great power, tnere were 16 Kings; Amajis 
being the firft, and beginning his reign in the year of the World, 
2242. iMenophis or Merit being the laft. Of the 19th Dunaftie 
were onely five, who were called the Latti: Zetm was the firft, 
in the year 2590; and Thttoris the laft: two of which five,to wit, 
Amenopbis and Sefoffrts or Vexores, ave oi ia.mc. The 20th Du¬ 
tiable remained 177 years under the D iapolitane Princes: and of 
the 21 Dunaftie were 18 King?, the firft of whom was Smendes , 
beginning to reign in the year 2961, and called in Scripture Se- 
fac: the 15th was Pharaoh Neco,, who flew Joft&h at the ba'ie of 
tJMegiddo: and PfamneniteS or Pfamniticm was the laft, in whofe 
dayes Camhfes (as was faid inPerfia, fubdued Egypt under his 
Empire: from which it revolted in Darm Nothm his time the 6th 
PerfianKing, they choofing one of their own called Amenheus, in 
3558: the fixth frntii whom, was Nectanebos the fccond ; in the 
•i 8 th year of whofe reign, OchuA the 8th Perfian Emperour reco¬ 
vered it again. But Alexander vanquishing Darios, he won Egypt 
without bloud ; after wnofe death, Ptolemy the fon of Lagi [haring 
this Country, all the following Kegs were named Ftolemies: of 
whom there were 12, Lagi being the firft, and beginning his 
reigniathe year of the World 3641, and called in Darnel the 
Kingof the South. Cleopatra , a woman exceeding beaurif ull being 
the laft, who (being in love with Marcus Antonm, killed her fe f 
to avoid leading thorow Roms in triumph ; After whofe death it 

was 
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was made a Roman Province, and was as warily looked to, as 
highly prized : no Senatour but onely a Gentleman of %ome being' 
Governoir. The Roman Empire being divided, this Country 
was fubjed to the Conflantinopolitan Emperour, till the Egyptians 
being overburthened, craved the Saracen’s ayd who made them 
Tributaries unto Haumer the third Caliph or Saracenical Pope 
of Babylon or Bagdet ; the Grecian Garrifons being firft expelled; 
who afterwards choofing a Caliph out of their own people, there 
were two, one at Bagdet,to whom the Afian ; and another at Caire, 
to whom the European and African Saracens fubmitted. The firft 
Egyptian Caliph was Ashmades, beginning to rule in the year of 
Chrift 870; the 15th and laft being Elpbaiz , (although there be 
one, whoaddeth feven others; whe fending to Noradine the Tur- 
kifhKing otDamafco for aydagainft AlmericwKin^ of Jerufalem, 
he feat him valiant Sarracon , who, after clearing Egypt of Alme- 
view his forces, made himfelf King, and to confirm his eftate, dafti- 
edout Elphaiz his bra ins with his horfeman’s mace, and rooting 
out all hiskinn, as wc read in the Turkish hiftory. Of thefe 
Turkish Kings were five 5 Sarracon the firft, beginning his unjuft 
reign in 115 3. Melechfala the laft,whgf;going with Lewis the 9 th 
of France to wards Damiata ,when he had vanquifhed him)wasflaia 
by the Mamducks , {laves whom he bought and bred up for Soul- 
diers, to fupply the deficiency of the foft Egyptians : they cam© 
from Colchis and Georgia , and were commonly called Circu/ians: 
they alfofetup Turquimenus, a CMamaluck, in Melechfalas room, 
of which Mama luck Sultans , there were 12, Turquimenus , the firft, 
beginning his rule in 1250, (who although he releafed King 
Lewis, is faid not to have performed half his conditions of peace 
with him made ) Tonombem , the laft, who being overcome by 
Selimus the firft in 1517, Egypt was made a Turkilli Province, as 
it ftiil remaineth. The Country is low, plain, and not mountain 
nous' wherefore they have built their Villages (though far from 
Nile) in high places, to avoid Niltu his overflowing, which makes 
Egypt,exceeding fruitful $ and for want whereof, the dearth is 
very great 5 (for they have no rain, as is read in Zech. 14. v. 18 5 
or if they chance to have any, it is faid to turn to divers inconve¬ 
niences, as fores, Sec.) it beginning tofweli about June 17, and 
continuing 40 dayes, (and failing the like time) which is faid to 
happen when Ethiopia hath moft rain, efpecially in the farther 
Mountains. The Greek letters of this river’s name containing irj 
them, all the dayes of the year 5 (for N ftandsfor 50. E for 5, 

1 for io, A for 30, O for 70, 2 for 200, which make 365,) and 
the manner of whole inundation Lithgow undertakes to fhew, be- 
caufe he faith many learned men are meetly miftaken about its 
flowing. He faith, there is a dry pond digged near the river’s 
brink, called Machafh, wherein ftands a pillar as high as this 
ditch is deep, that is, 18 cubits; whereby they know the river’s 
increafing (and fo the plenty or fcarcity of things the year follow¬ 
ing) after thk manner: between the river and this pond are fix 

paflages 



paflages digged thorow the bank, where when the river begins to 
fwcll,it falls dowruhorow the lowed paflage into, the pond 5 (and 
then come forth certain Priefts cai’d Darvijbes,accompanied with 
100 Janizaries,pitching theirTents about thisQuadrangled pit.In 
all which time of the inundation, they make great feafting, rare 
folemnties, with dancing,finging,touching of Kettle-Drums,foun¬ 
ding of Trumpets,and other oftentations of joy .As the water grows 
in the river, fo alfo (now) upon the Pillar, which is marked 
from bottom to top, with Brafes, handfuls, a foot, a fpan, and an 
inch. If the water rife bat to 10 brafes, it prefageth, there will 
be great dearth, Peftilence and famine : If to 12 Cubits, the year 
will be indifferent .* if to 15 Brafes, then plenty and abundance : 
if to 18, then the whole Country is in danger to be drowned and 
deftroyed. Alfo, from the body of Nile, there are (faith he)abouc 
3000 channels drawn thorow the plain, on which paffing Ditches 
are ail the Boroughs and Towns builded ; and through which 
channels, the river fpreads it felt throughout all the Kingdom?* 
which when fcowred of filth and Worms, and the water become 
clear, every houfe opening their Ciftera window, receiveth as 
much water as will fuffice them, fill the next inundatioa ; Nei^ 
ther doth ever the River flow any where above the banks $ for if 
it ThouU, it would overwhelm the whole Kingdom. All which 
Channels here or there, do make intercourfe for their ftreams 
again, to the body and branches of Nilus 5 fo that he calls them 
S oical fools, who hold, that it overflowed! the whole face of the 
Land 5 for then I pray you (faith he) what would become of their 
houfes, Beftials,* Corn, and Fruits; for the nature of violent 
ftreams do ever deface, tranfplant, and deftroy all that they de- 
bord upon, leaving flime, mud,and fand behind their breaches 5 
and therefore fuch inunding eanaot be called cherifhings. Yet 
Ovid fang thus of Nile, 


Narnqt, ubi deferuit , gfc. 


For when the feven-mouth’d Nile the fields forfakes , 
Whofe Rivers to th’old belly them betakes: 

The tillers many living creatures find, 

1 'th 9 turn’d up muddle clodds that’s left behind. 


Now here the Poet indeed affirms muddy clodds to be left be¬ 
hind, and (which is ftrange) very many live creatures there¬ 
in found : but this overflowing may feem by his words, to be the 
channePs watering the Country by a moderate overflowing, and 
not the main body or belly of Nile drowning ail like a Sea ; and 
whereas he calls it Seven-mouth’dNile 5 altnough feme will have 
feven mourhes therein, (and others nine) yet the Moderns affure 
there are but 3 or 4, two of whom, report what they havefeen; 
fork divides it felt into 4 branches, four miles from Caire, two 
whereof make the two chief and Navigable mouthes of Damietta 

and 
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and Rofetta-, yet when it overfiowes,-many brooks' for channclr, 
inro,which it is divided) are Navigable; -There are .abundance 
of venomous creatures bred (alfo) in this riv$r, as ,Crocodiles, 
Scorpions, Water-Snakes, grievous mifhapen worms, and other 
monftrous things, who do oft annoy the Inhabitants, and thofe 
who traffique on the water, yet it breeds likewife. very excellent 
fill), and is wonderful fruitfull therein. It is alfo reported to 
almoft 3000 miles long, and faid to have its beginning under the 
Equinoctial line from the Mountains of the Moon; but more 
truly from the Zembrian Lake in the more inward Ethiopia, and 
in a place of the outward Ethiopian Alps called Catadupa. Ntles 
water is faid to be marvellous fweet above all others, the caufe 
whereof is theextream force of the Sun beating alwayes on it,and 
making it the lighter, purer, and fimpler; as alfo his long cofirfe 
arroufing fo many foiles. Egypt is not fubjeCfc to Earthquakes,and 
is fo fertile for all neceflaries tor man’s life, that fome Antients 
have called i t y TbeStore-houfe of the Earth. It was likewife called 
when the Romans bad it, HorreumRomanum, or the Roman Gar- 
nerieor Barn. Irabounds with all forts of grain and pulfes, good 
paftures, and abundance of Olive-Trees, and with herbs good to 
eat, that they may the more eafily forbfcar Corn; there is alfo in 
the Weflern part f of Lower Egypt flare of Cotton and Sugar. 
Some report, there is very good Wine ia divers places, keeping 
very long., as near the Lake Meotidts. But another £airh,it produ- 
ceth no Wines; for thefe Mahometanical Moors obferving ftrid- 
3y the law of their Alcoran, will neither plant* nor fuffer Vines to 
be planted, accounting it a-deadly fin to drink Wine: But for 
Coffa,and Sherpe, which are compofed Liquors, he faith, they 
drink enough. Palm-trees alfo wonderful high, do grow through¬ 
out all Egy pt; 20 great Trees, having been faid to be feen coming- 
out of one body. Their gardens are replenifhed with Siccamores, 
Caffia, Pomegranates, Oranges and Tamaris, the greateft part 
whereof are exceeding high,and the Siccamores exceeding green. 
The garden of their Balfamo lyeth near the South fide ©f Caire, fix 
miles in compafle; the Tree being but of three foot high,alway.es 
green of colour, with a broad three-pointed leaf; and being cut 
into the body, and branches thrice a year, it yields a red water 
dropping into earthen veflels, which is the natural Balfom : Not 
far from which Garden in a Tandy Defart, is the place called 
Mommeis: which are a multitude of Caves cut out of a Rock* 
wherein moft mens Corpfes of Caire are interred : which remain 
alwayes unpmrified, nor yielding a {linking fmell; experiments 
whereof are,by Merchants bringing whole bodies hands,See.from 
thence, which makes the Apothecarie’s Mummia, whofe co¬ 
lour is very black, and the fiefn clung to the bones. Here is a 
fhrub called ^Alcana , whofe leaves being yellow when dryed, 
the women in tfie Turk’s Country die their hands and feet, with a 
part of their hair. There is great flore of fmelliog flowrs; yet 
Plinie affirms, they do not commonly fmell very well, through the 

fogginefie

fogginefie of the ayr, from the ri ver T^tle. Befides'hurtful beafts, 
it breeds alfo a great number of rame cartel, as Bugles, Oxen, . 
Camels, Horfes, Affes, Goats, and Sheep : all which grow very 
great; but thefheep are exceeding great and fat, whofe Wooll 
is black, and their thick tails hanging unto rhe ground. 

Here are many Fowl (for *Agypt is very Meorifh in Winter) 
efpecially Storks; wherewith in fome places the fields are even 
covered: and who devour the abundance of Frogs which are here 
bred. There are alfo many Camelionsfound among the fhrubs, 
which ffaith the Author) live not of the wind as many have writ¬ 
ten ; yet will they continue a whole year without eating any fu- 
flenance. Hens (are faid) not to hatch their Chickens here; but 
they do it by the heat of Furnaces. *>£gypt hath alwayes aboun¬ 
ded with Mettalls, chiefly near thiopia ; there is likewife the 
Amethyft with many other pretious ftones, and fuch flore of Etites 
cr the Eagle-ftone is found near to c Alexandria, thar they load 
whole fhips therewith. Their Women are very fruitful, having 
many times three or four children at a birth; neither, as it hath 
been obferved, are the eight-Moneths Children in danger of death 
as in other places. There are alfo Lemons, Citrons, Cherries,Figs, 
and other fruits, as in our Countries* Cyrene , or Arabia, Iroglodi - 
tica, is fick oiNumidia, and Lybia*s difeafe, being barren, both of 
fruits, and water, Sandy, Defarr, and little inhabited, for when 
Alexander travelled to the Oracle of Jupiter Hammon, he law.nei¬ 
ther, Man, Beaft, Bird, Tree, nor River. And as for Suez , there is 
no water withintwo miles about it; but two miles dift/nt they 
dig it out of a pit, it being faltifla and bitterifh, and brought upon 
Camelis backs. There is great commerce in sE^^andat Catre y 
with very many Nations 3 for the Country abounds fo, as to fell 
Silks, Corns, Fruits, Wax, Honey, and the Soveraign Ballome, 
befides many other commodities of Cotton-wool, Cioath of Gold 
and Silver: and the befl Sattins, Damask, Taffaties, and Gro- 
grains that are, are here made. Their King’s revenues in the pto* 
lemies time were iiqoo Talents. The Turk now (what through 
tyrannical Gsavernmcnr, what through the difcontinuanceof the 
ufual traffique thorow the red Sea, receives onely three millions; 
one whereof his Vizier Bafla hath to fupport his charge : the other . 
his garrifon-Souidiers, &c. the third he Coffers up, being guar¬ 
ded by land to Conftantinople, he not daring to adventure it by Sea, 
for fear ofjthe Florentines. Egypt (whereat this day are but few 
of the right Egyptians remaining) is peopled by Mahometans, 
outward Chriflians, and Jews in a fmall number. Thofe called 
Chriftians,are Grangers or Natives. The Grangers come thither 
(efpecially to Alexandria and Caire ) by reafon of traffique; for it 
is called, as it were, a ladder, by which the treafurcs of the Indies 
and the E aft, do pafte into A fa, Europe , and ^Africa. Thofe born 
in the Country which have remained fince the inundation of Bar¬ 
barians and cruelty of Saracens , LMamalucks and Turks, do not ex¬ 
ceed 50000, which dwell difperfed here and there, efpecially in 
Rrrrr Caire s 
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Caire, Me ft a, &c. they are called Cofites or Coptics, aad Chri- 
ftiansof thegirdlc, for they are both baptized and circumcifed^ 
They alfo following Eutyckes’s opinion above this 1000 years, ad¬ 
mitting but one Nature in Chrift,feparate themfelves from union 
with others; which fchifm, the bad Councel of Sphefm (called, if 
I miftake not, or a Councel of Robbers ) occasioned. Many 
of them live in Mima's Territories, wherein are divers Monafte- 
ries $ but three of their chiefeft Mosaftcries are, that of Anthonie, 
(which is in the Troglodite’s Country) Paul , and Machaire. They 
obey the Patriarch of Alexandria, faying. They have their faith 
from Prete-Jean . They fay Made in the Chaldean rongue; reading 
their Gofpel firft in Chaldee , then in Arabick, When the Pried 
faith, Peace be with, or given unto you, theyoungedof rheadiftants 
going, toucheth the hand of all the adlftants at that Made; and 
after the confecration fo called, they give to every one of the Af- 
fidants a little piece of bread. 

Put toward the New mrld turn (my Pen) thyftyle, 

Fromth* Countries of D anube, Euphrate, and Kyle, 

We have briefly viewed the Old world,((o called^lct us alfo fur- 
vey the New; New I fay, not according to the nature of things, 
but in refped of mea*$ skillfuilneffe in difeovery. That part of 
the Earth is called the New world, which alsnoft by a middle 
fpace, is extended between the (hoars of Spain, and Africa , and 
the utmoft part of India frbm the North thorough the Oco* 
an, wafhing on it on both fides> under the form of two <? enin - 
fulaes, which peninfulaes or almoft Iflands, are conjoyned by a 
(lender Isthmus, or traft of land, in fuch a manner, that in what 
part it lyeth under the ^Equator, oris not fo far from it* it is made 
narrow. Thence it is again dilated, untill (the figure of a pyra- 
mide or Spire being dretched forth into the South) it contains the 
Magellanick Strait,or Narrow Sea,with other parts yet unknown. 
And although this continent,be not as yet altogether fearched our, 
yet from thofe parts which are already known,it may tafily be con¬ 
cluded, that this part of the World is greater than the other parts. 
They fail about it at this day, befide that urmod trad, which 
looks to the North. Of this new World are alfo two quedioas 
raifed ; firft. Whether it were known to the Antients, or not ? But 
Keckcrman repeating the probable arguments on both (ides, rather 
gives his judgment on the affirmative. Secondly, Whether it 
cleave to Europe and Afia,ot whether it be an Ifland feparated from 
them both ? chynam faith, it is not certain whether it be an Ifland 
or a Continent 5 Frifius leaves it in doubt ; Yet out of the Naviga¬ 
tions of Paulm Venetus, he faith, it may probably be drawn that it 
is an Ifland. Mod Geographers vote it to be an Ifland. But then 
whereas another difficult queflion arifeth from this,being granted, 
to wit, Seeing men were in the beginning created in A fa, and li¬ 
ving creatures alfo, were put into Afia out of Noahs Ark, how 

fhould 



Should both men and other living creatures come into this Ne w 
World ? One Jofeph of Cofta difptues thereof in the twentieth 
Chapter of his firft book of the New World ; But this I fay, that 
menlofe pretious time in difputing,' and not believing 5 and alfo 
that if this be now an Ifland,yet, it might not from the beginnings 
be fo, for it both feems tdCrofle the very Hiflory of the Creation, 
and alfo we kqow, that many Iflands have in length of time been 
made by the wafhing of the Sea. But why doth any raifea quefii- 
on at all from a thing that is net in it felf certainly known? And 
as for the Weft fide of America, if it (faith one) be not a continent 
with Tartary , it is yet disjoyned by a very fmall ftraight, as may 
be perceived in all our-Maps and Cards, as alfo in the Defcripti- 
oaof thefe Countries • fo thatthere is into them a very quick and 
eafy paffage. Two things alfo are obferved in the difeovery 
hereof, that it was difeovered about the ver y fame time wherein 
Arts and Tongues began to flourifh in £«r^, ahd aIfo fome 
Doftrines of the Romane Church to be purged from their groffc 
droflineffc j and that this New World doth in many thingsrpro- 
fit, and in many things alfo hurt the Old World, for from the 
time that it was found, both all things were dearer in the Old^and 
alfo greater allurements were afforded unto men,* of Luxury and 
covetoufneffe, but this latter muft be- imputed unto Mad’s' Cot- 
ruption. The time of its firft deferying was by Cbrijtopher Co- 
iambus, (born at Nervi in Cjenoa ot Italy), in one thoufand four 
hundred ninety two, who confidertng the Suns motion', was' per- 
fwaded, there was another World, which the Sun gave light 
unto, after its departure from us, and being rejetfted by the" Gem- 
waits, to whom he firft opened his intent in i486, hefenthi^ bro¬ 
ther to motion the bufinefle to our Henry the feventh, who .being 
taken and deteined over, long by Pirats, Columbia made his de- 
fires known te the Spanifh Court, where, at length being furniihed 
with two Ships onely, he isfaid tohavefaiied on the Ocean above 
fixty dayes, and could defery no land ; fo that the dis¬ 

contented, as defirous to return, began to mutiny. The Italian 
wary , perceiving the Clouds fomewhat clearer than before, 
thought fome inhabited place was nigh. Wherefore, flay¬ 
ing their return for three dayes longer; at the end or them, 
one deferyed fire, and ftraightway after an apparent Coun¬ 
try was difcerned: which being an lllind , Columbus tn ho¬ 
nour of the Spaniards , named HISPANIOLA , but the 
Natives called it HA IT IE. Then difeoveting CtABA- 
alfo, tie returned toward S P A I IT, and after two eminent 
Navigations more, he died, and was buried zfSSVIL L, 
in SPAIN. But it is divided into ME%^IC A, ana 
M A. C’E L L AN 1 C A ; the former being denominated from 
Amerieui refpatiia, who fallowed Columbia ' afterwards in thefe 
attempts, and whofe Chores have their Bounds and Bowers 
(from theEaft indeed, whereas it looks towards Europe,and Afri¬ 
ca.) the Atlantic!! Ocean; from the WeftjMare or the Sea Del Zur ; 
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the^Kfr (wWeb;js ; that part fcituated to the Southland the Pole 

Aatamck) being fo named from Ferdinand MtoelUne, who fitft 
pierced into this part of the world in one thoufand five hundred 
and twenty. America is diftinguifhed into two general! parts 
or PentofuUes, one whereof h the more Northern trait, and called 
Mextcana-, the other more the Southern, and called peruana 
They are two Penipfulacs joyned by an Ifthmus or tongue of land 
fe.veo leagues long, betwixt Nomire ie Bios, and Panama ; for the 
11 leagues commonly made betwixt thefe two places, is through 
their turnings to find out a more convenient pafiage. CMexxctna 
is the Northern Pemnfula.or traa,whofecircumferenee is reckon 
ed 1.6000 miles,and 4000 in length from Eaft to Weft,the North 
bounds being not yet known,, and contains 10 ditto* Provinces 
or Countries: as, 1. Flortfa, bounded on the Eaft with Bahama*, 
“WsM* 1 lOesoLLucayes, or (as one) with the Sea, Bel Non, on 
the Wpft with Mextrt^oB .thc South wither and Juuun, and 
a&one. faith, with, Vtvrgtnu: on the North with New trance - and 
alfo as one affirmeth, with Canada and Virginia, It is 400 miles 
long, and So miles broad; and wasdifeovered by the Englilh urn, 
det the Condu* otcmSebtfUn Cabot in H 6 7 . But was called 
flortja,b'j John fence a Spaniard, who pofleffed it afterwards in 
1527) either becaufe it was a flourifhing Country 5 or far that 
he came thereunto oa the Spaniard’s Ptfcha Florida, or Eafter-day.. 
It s under the fame Parallel with Mauritania-, (and though a great 
part of this New World lycth under the fame ParaUelf wuh 
^£ibiopia y Lybia,and Numidta, yet are the Inhabitants ofa rea¬ 
sonable fa^ complexion 5 of which I fee no true natural eaufc ren- 
dredjfent God s particular. wi|l 5 ) irscoaft is rough and rocky, 
chiefly agaiaft the point called the c Martins. After Ponce^ it f/ll 
to the French in 15 62 5 But the Spaniards warred with them fo 
long, uli not a man being left, it was again abandoned in 1 <*7. 
Here are three chief Towns, the one called Arx Carolina, ox charts 
his.Tower, which the French building, the Spaniard ruined : and 
5 . Matthew s and S. Helen s, which the Spaniard built ; who hath 
three, and but three Irons in this Countrey : one whereof, called 
S. Augufttne bemg taken and burnt by Drake in 15 was again 
repaired. It is reported, That when Ferdinando Soto (g Spaniard \ 
would perfwade the Natives, that he was the Son of God, and 
came to teach them the Law : One of them anfwered, Nat Co- 
for .God never hd thee kill and flay us, and work all kind of mifchief 
agunfi fu. This Provincehath divers fruits, and many kinds of 

1 £ 7r U f * f ° b ™ T *?Y gIgm andfruit >^manured; their 
Kinehere aJfp, have a bunch on their backs like a Camel, and 
hair like horfes. Many Hermophrodites are faid to be here,whoai 
they put toail drudgery. It hath good quantity of gold and fii- 
ver, which the Inhabitants gathering up in the wat!r,by cutting 
riven with little d^hes, carry it to the Sea-fide to fell, which i!

Secondly, ^Mexico, which (denominating half America) extejids 
frpm Florida unto the Seaef California or Mare Vermiglio q^ ;t fi e 
Weft, and having on theEgiljucatan, and theGnlphof Mexi^ *7 * 1 *^ 0 exi(a 

on the South Peruana , or (as another faith) Guatirmlaand Jucatanl 
th^Nortbern bounds being unknown, it is not certain, whexher 
it be a Continent, or an Ifland feparared from the Old World, k 
iaeadied New Spain, and was very populous, befere'the Spaniards * 
by tormenting deaths, flew- (as they lay). dp Me than fix millions 
in 17 years. It was fubdued by Ferdinand Cortez* in 15185 and 
contains four noted Regions: x. GalUciaNovaf called formerly 
by the Inhabitants, Xalifque) and where Nugno de Gufman built 
divers Cities; after that, by taking the City Xdifco., he had fub- 
dued all the Province: which being-watered by the River of 
Piaftie ; that part which is endofed by. thefe rivers and S.Sebaftian , 
is named' Couliacan, wh&le chief Cityor Town being Couliacan-1 
the Spaniards planting a Colonic there* it is called S. eMichael 
then coming to the red Sea, or of California by Si fate and Grenado , 
hkherro the Spaniards trade, and the Country is inhabited. One 
Francit (foronado came to Si bole in r i 57^, but returned with his 
Souldiers to Mexico, as finding Utfle profit. This Province is 
moftly rough ^and ftonie * ; yet there is that, fit to bear of all 
fruits; and they do catch much fifhinrbe Sea, having alio many 
wild beats in their Forrefts f thofc on the Sea-flioar living of the 
one 5 and the inland Savages^ori ifleft^taken by hunting. Some fay 
likewife,they do fometime^eat maivs flefh. They go for the molt 
par tnaked,and acknowledging no Ruier^tili th ^Spaniards brought 
them under Dominion. 2. Meehouacbanot Mechuacan about ; 50 
leagues from the Province of Mex$co f , and having 240 miles in 
compafle, three of wfeofe chief Towns are Sinfmfe , large and po¬ 
pulous, where their Kings made their abode. ‘Pafcuar,where the 
Bifhop (that is, I fupp.ofe,of the Spaniards) firft remained; and 
r&lddolit or Valladolid , where he is now faid to make his residence. 

The language of this people, is both copious, figurative, and ar¬ 
tificial, and preferred by thofe who underftand it, before Latine : 
they are all tall, firong, and a$ive of body, and witty, as ap¬ 
pears by divers things coming from thence: alf© of a good com¬ 
plexion, and long life. Here is a fwifr ftream which aiway turn¬ 
ing as it goes, and receiving 12 rivers into it, enters into theGe- 
phalique Sea of 150 miles about, from whence going, it falls lud- 
denly into a very deep Valley,and continuing its winding coerfe^ 
enters with abundance of waters (ingendring Crocodiles) into the 
South Sea: and a little backward is Sacatule, within which is Co¬ 
lima, and a Town called the Purification ; the three Ports of Jam&s, 

Anthonie , and of the Nativity or Jago, being upon the Sea-fnoar. 

It is faid to be one of the beft Countries of New Spain, bearing 
abundance of Cotton, Cutchaneel, Mulberry-Trees, Silk, ftore 
bf gold and fiiver, (though coorfe) ©uefi Wax, Honey, Amber 
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that ishkck’v'Salt, and-fife - whence (the name heteof implying, 
a jplartfc of fiihing) it was fo called. Divers ftuitisarc faid to ripen; 
toe^tjwce a year • and one 'Francis, of 4 quarts of 'grain fown, 
tfcifed Coo, ■ %. Mexico^ Orthe Province of T rtmiffrvdn, faid not 
Mny to be both the greateft and tndft pleafing afcd fertile of 
thefe 4 Provinces 5 but’(as Acoffa thinketh) one of thebeftia the 
World. It takes its name'from the chief City (Mexico 
ing an hundred degrees from the Fortunate Iflandt^ and Was- 
taken by one Cortez, in r$ij, leading to this enteFprife^ooooo 
or 100000 Indians, le contains about 600O £panifh Farmlies,but 
£oooo of Ind iansjd welling in the Suburbs. It’s feated in a great 
Plain about? miles in circuit, and encompaffed* with high 
Mountains, on which is Snow continually. There are alfo in 
the Plain two Lakes, one Yrefl*, the other fait 5 on the banks 
whereof, notonely is (Mexico, butthere were aim oil 50 good 
Towns, Tefeato, yielding little to Mexico : and on the bank -of 
Mexico's Lake, which is 50 miles about, Hand pleafant Towns* 
and divers heufesi 50000 Wherries being ftill (They fay) plying 
in the Lake. This City is fix miles in compafle, and is the feat of 
the Spanijh Viceroy,and of an Arch-biffcop 5 They having there¬ 
in both a Mint, Printing,aBdan llniverfity. Moreover there is 
iAnges, a Town with a very felwile foi 4 Tulle, Tuiitca , Tavafco,* 
great Town, yetthe-houfei hand (earring for fear of fire j which 
bad? fay lome, 2 5000 h9fbf|feof Lime,and fat Earth, Zewpoloan, 
that is called the true* ^>c/^by which plaowtuns the River Alua- 
facia, andemnngint© the $e$ r by*hrecfff©gth$. Laftly, UUthan, 
a great In-land-Town. ^heGulfof Mexito is nigh the City fo 
called, 900 miles about, Uf aJeady and fwift current, that {hips 
cannot pafie dire&Iy; and hath two Ports, one betweecn the far¬ 
ther part of Jusatan , and the Ifte of -fiba, where the T ide violent¬ 
ly entreth, the other betwixt Cuba, and the utmoft point ©f Florida, 
where it forcibly gocth forth. The Sea hath but onely two fafe 
Ports, Havana, on the North, John de Lua on the South, which 
the Spaniards have ftrongly fortified ; for the Seas are very tem- 
peftfioos; The Mexicans are full of courage, alfo induftrious, and 
witty, fober, and given to traffick ; feeding many Silk-Worms, 
and making many toyes of wood and feathers. Th© Country is 
likewife exceeding temperate, having many Mulberry Trees; 
and do now feed many Horfes, AfTes, and Hocks of Sheep, having 
alfo feme Mines. And vi&ualls there doth fo abound, that 28 
pound of Beef is worth but three pence, and a Hog one {hilling,or 
1 s. Sc 6 d. Out of the frefh Lake, they draw an herb, cut every 
Moon, and worth to the Inhabitants 20000 Crowns yearly. New 
Spain alfo traflhques with China ; it vents likewife in Woollen 
Cloath, Silks, Linnen Cleath, and Tables to Fern, for a million 
of crowns. Finally, if Peru (faith one) exceeds this Country in 
abundance of gold and hlver, which is very fine: yet this is richer 
than Peru in fruits and Cattle, and exceeds it in Arts. The In¬ 
dians pay to the King and feudetarics 6 s, for a head, and nothing 

elfe. 


ofthe World. 

clfe. Their Kings fucceeded not by right of bloud, but by ele&i- 
on : whom they held lawful to kill,if they were reputed cowards.* 
for they ufed flings and arrows in their wars. They were feven 
Tribes in all, ruling in an Arifocracy or Government of the Nobles 
and chief men, untill that the mightieft Tribe chofe a King- to 
whom they all fubmitted; of theie Kings,we find ten mentioned, 
T’izilovitli being the firft, Quabutimoc the laft, yet they fay Iz- 
coalt the 4th King brought the fix Tribes under the (Mexican 
Kings. The two laft were vanquifhed by Cortez as aforefaid, 
whofe number of Indians (befides his 900 Spaniards, &c.) which 
he imployed therein, were moft of the City and Territory of 
TUfcalan , never good friends to the Mexicans: wherefore, the 
Spaniards have granted divers immunities to the faid City Tlafca- 
lan, And to conclude, the Mexicans fince they received the^- 
»«rWrbaptifa3,(and fo their religion) they have accuftomed them- 
felves forthe moft part, to the Spamfb fafhions. 4. gajlecan or 
Guaftaeban , fo called from the Captains of Cortez, and alfo the 
river of Panuco ; but before thefe Captains fubdued it, Francis Ga- 
rai had 400 of his men flain by the barbarous people, who facri- 
ficing and earing fome of them, hanged their dryed skins in their 
Idol-Temples. There is a place called Zimatatao, where, at the 
foot of a Mountain, are two fountains, one of black pitch, and the 
other of red, very hot 5 as alfo in the Ifle of wolves near Lima is a 
founraip of Bitumen or {lime like Pitch ; and another at S, He¬ 
lens point, (in which Province, although the Spaniards have a 
Fort at the Cape, yet the French have planted Colonies therein) 
wherewith they calk their (hips exceeding well. (Alfo there is 
in the Country of Mexico (but whether in this Province I will 
not) the Mountain Propochampecke , of the fame burning nature 
with t^tna and Pefuviui). The two Cities here are, 1. Tlafcalan , 
yielding precedencie ocicly to Mexico in all thefe parts; and is 
feated in the pleafanteft place of all the Country, (although Gua- 
ftachan be faid to be very poor in the natural Commodities of the 
foyl) being alfo rich and populous, and governed under the King 
of Spain's prete&ion in form of a Common-wealth. 2. Ville- 
riche , or the Rich Town : fo called, for that it is a Port through 
which all Traffiqu® betwixt Old and New Spain doth pafie ; one 
Don Anthonie making alfo a good way from hence to Mexico, the 
more eafily to condu& their merchandize. Yet was it afterwards 
trgnfported to the Town of True Croffe for more Commodity. The 
two Colonies which the Spaniards have here, are called James of 
the Valley and Panuco, 

The third Province of Northern America is Jucatan, lying op- 
pofire rothelfland of Cuba , called by the Inhabitants, Maiathan, 
or Maiapar: but the Spaniards (Francis Hernandes de (fordova dif- 
covering it in 15 17) named it Jucutan, that is, what fay you ; be- 
caufe when they asked the Countries name, the people not un¬ 
demanding them, anfwered, Jucutan, It is a great Peninfula. be¬ 
ing pco miles about; and the more it advanceth into the Sea, the 
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more it enlargeth it feff with two Capes 5 the Red being toward 

the Northj and toward the South: it is aifo diftinguifhcd 

into, 1. Jacatan, having two noted Cities 5 one whereof for its 
beauty and great’nefle they call Caire. 2. guatimala , lying be¬ 
twixt jucata and Nicaraqua ; befides whofe Town fo calied,er of 
S. James, are three others, Coloniesof the Spaniards 3 the ayr of 
which Territory is fweet and pleafant, having Mountains ancf 
Valleys yielding ftorc of fruit: and whofe Inhabitants (they fay; 
have loft 500000 of their friends by the Spaniards cruel dealing. 
3. Acafamil, an Ifle oppofice to Guatimala, whofe chief Town is 
Santa Cruza , as the Ifland it fell is commonly called. There are 
many Defarts in Jacatan , yet rich in many places in Corn, Fruits, 
Honey, Wax,Stags, Hares, Geefe,and Poultry; it hath no rivers 5 
yet remaining alway frefh, becaufe it being ftony two or three 
foot under ground, little Springs and Brooks flow our. Guatimala 
(among other herbs and fruits) abounds in a Tree whefe fruit is 
like an Almond, but not round, ferving the Indians for meat 
drink,and alfo for money; 20000 Cacaos being worth 120 Rialls 
or 3. 1 . in guatimala , and 200 in Mexico. There is a Lake in this 
Country 100 miles long, and 20 broad, See. The Town through 
the hills or a Vulcanoe’s cafting forth flames of fire, at whofe foot 
it was built, which happened in 1540, Decemb. 20. it was 
tranfporred two miles off; Butin 1581, there was fuch an irrup¬ 
tion of fire about two miles from the Town, as if all would have 
been confumed : and the next day, filling the Valley with abun¬ 
dance of afhes, it almoft buried the Town. And the year follow¬ 
ing, this Vulcanoe’s fire running downwards 24 hours fpace, like 
a furious torrenr, burned rocks and ftones, and fo heating five 
ftreams, that they were not paflable: and fome write they were 
dryed up. And while this was doing beneath, they heard fearful 
thunders, feeing flames and lightnings in the ayr, wonderfully 
terrifying them. The Jucatans are generous arid warlique. living 
longer than them of New Spain. They feemed to be mere civill 
than other Indians ; for they did not eat their enemies taken in 
war, though they facrificed them : yea, they abhorred the Mexi¬ 
cans for the fame: Alfo the Spaniards found a great Town here 
artificially built of Stone and Lime,wirh fair Market-places; they 
had alfo laws, traffiquing by exchange, without money. And as 
to Religion, they had fair Temples, many of whom ufe’d circum- 
diion. In the much frequenting of whofe Temples, and their 
great Idolatries* they are Laid to have worfhipped the Crofle to 
obtain rain. And fome report. That they told the Spaniards, A 
beautiful! man had left with them Crofles for a remembrance, 
which they found amongft them. 

The fourth is Nicaraqua, lying next to Mexico or NewSpainf.o’w&rd 
theSouth-iiaft;which hath many places well peopled,but they are 
fmali.Thetwo beft Towns therein are efteemed to be,Leon, where 
they have a Bfthop’s See; and New Granado. They fay, the Spa¬ 
niards call this Province (for its plcafantnefle and fruitfulneflej 
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Mahomet’s Taradife\ yet is it fandy, and fo burnt with heat in 
Summer, that a man can fcarce travel by day, but by night. 

There ase in fome places. Trees fo big, that fix men can fcarce 
fathom them : and fome trees are of fo delicate a nature, that its 
branches wither as foon as they are toucht. It is as much annoyed 
with Parrots,as our Countrie is wish Crowes and Rooks. About 
3 5 miles from Leon , there is a Vulcano or fiery hill, whofe flames 
may both be feen far in the night; and alfo that the hole from 
whence the fire proceeds, is 250 yards deep, as fome have writ¬ 
ten. Thefe Nicaraguans are more White than Olive of com¬ 
plexion, and of a good ftature: yet their Country which thus 
aboundeth in all things, is not grear. Before the Spaniards made 
them outwardly Chriftians, they had a good way of pun ifti mens 
for theft; the thief to be flave to the robbed till he had made fa- 
tisfa&ion. But for him that flsould kill the Cacique or Prince, no 
punifhment was by a law ordained ; becaufe they faid, fuch a 
thing could not happen: Even as Solon inftituted no law far mur¬ 
derers of Parents; for they thought perfons were not fo unnatu¬ 
ral. 

Fifthly, Quivira, whofe bound from the reft of Mexicana. > is 
Mart VermigUo ; and which being feituated on the Weft of Ame¬ 
rica, is divided into Cibola, the Eaftern parr, which takes its name 
from the chief City Cibola therein: and hath another called To- 
Untoa , feared on a river of the fame name. Vafquez Dicoronado 
fubjeifciBg this Province to the Spanish King in 1540, burned Tin - 
quez another Town or City thereof: and fecondly, Nova, or Neva 
Albion , the Weftern part, lying juft over againft Tartaric , whence 
it’s thought, the Inhabitants came firft into this New WorlcL 
Sir Francis Drake difeovering this Country in 15 8 5, and theKing 
thereof willingly fubnaitting himfelf to Queen Elizabeth , he call¬ 
ed it, New Albion, a name of Great Brittain ; and whofe chief 
Town is fo called. Some of thefe people arc faid to be Canibals* . 
yet hath Quivira a temperate ayr, and plenty of pafture ; where¬ 
fore they have ftoreof Kine,which are their ehiefeft riches; whofe 
Hides (they fay) cover their houfes, their flefh yields meat; their 
bones, bodkins; their finews, ropes; their maws,bladders; and 
horns, veftels; their hair, th red; their dung, fire; their bloud, 
drink : and the skins of their Calves, budgets or buckets to draw 
and keep water. Vafques a Spaniard , when he conquered this 
Country, feeing fome (hips on the farther Sea, well made, and 
lades, they conje&ured there was traffique from Catkaia and China 
feither. And as for New Albion in particular,it is faid to be plea- 
faatbeth to eye and palate, as abounding in Fruits. There is 
reported alfo, to be a ftrange kind of Hare, like a Cat in his tail, a 
Want in his feet, with a bag under his chin, wherein, after his 
belly is full, he keeps the reft of his provision. Thefe Inhabitants 
are faid to be hofpitable; yet worfhipping devils, and fo given to 
^Witchcraft. 

Sixthly, Virginia, which hath Florida on the South, Normheg* 
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on the North; the Sea Del Noon on thtEaft; but the Weftera 
limitisunknown. The Natives called this Country Apalcken- 
But the Englifh difcovering it through Sir waiter %awleigh' s char¬ 
ges and direaions in 1584, in honour of the Maiden-Queen, Eli - 
zaheth, it was named Virginia. There are two Capes on both 
tides of it, that of {'hath and Henry , and as it were fortified; but 
oneonely entrance into.it by Sea, at the mouth of a goodly Bay , 
two rivers water it; and there are three chief Towns therein, one 
kf lr ?§» Town. ^ Our Englifh went over divers times to inha¬ 
bit it; fome returning, as not liking the Country, not fo much 
tor its barrenneffe, as tor unfuirableneffeof the Climate • There 
were a pretty number; then werethey not a little diminished,for 
the baroarous Natives flew 300 by treachery in 1S22; but it 
hath been even yearly inhabited finccthar, by the Englifh, and 
divers plantations made, and houfes built; fo that they have 2 
Government, yet acknowledging England's Common-wealth as 
oupream; and is very eminent tor the Trade of Tobacco there 
planted ; yet the Country afifoids other things, as Pitch, Tar,Ro- 
2 en, Turpentine, Allom, (tore of Cedar, Oyl, Grapes, plenty of 
iweer Gums, Dies,Timber, Iron, and Copper-Mines: and for the 
land, (when tilled) it is laid, that two acres of fome,hath brought 
forth 400 bufhels of Corn; they have alfo abundance of Maize, 
Jikewiie Beafts, Fowl, ( whereof, as in kMaric-land , joyning to 
Virginia, , and planted alfo by English) their great and goodly 
furkies have been commended) fi(h and fruit* The naturall In¬ 
habitants have their cloathing in a mantle of Deer-skin, and be- 

tore their privities, an apron of the fame; and are reported ufu- 

allyto paint their bodies with pi&ures of Serpents, and ugly 
beafts ; worfbipping all things, efpeciaily things able to do them 
Hurt, as fire, water, thunder, &c. New-England, which is ac- 
counted the North part of Virginia, comes hereto be mentioned, 
which in a (hort time (itpomparifon) (though not without dif¬ 
ficulties and dangers of Natives) grew up t® a flouriftung plan¬ 
tation, being now full of good Towns; and for the fruits of the 
earth, is fitly called another England, Bofton (the uame of the 
cniet Town lnLincolnfhire) being their Metropolis. Thofe who 
went hence, thither, at the firft, were chiefly fucb as (both Mini- 
Iters and people) could not conform to our Bifhop’s ceremonies; 
ut were zealous both in preaching and hearing. I take their ci- 
, Government t0 be a Democracy, or men chofe out of the peo¬ 
ple to govern. And as for their Church-Government, it is a kind 
01 a mixt, between Presbytery and Independency : whether term 
ot time hath not made them colder, and lefle confcientious and 
tender, than at the beginning, I muchqueftion; fay God’s light 

and truth, (more c ] ear i y breaking fotth mtllis hjs day , he C0E ^ es 
- to try the childrenof men ; for befides the oppofition which fome 
among themfelves have found, for differing in points of Religion 
from the generality, fome that have lately in Gods fear, and from 
a good intent gone over to them, (iave found but coorfe enter- 
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tainment. But Old -England hath not fo dealt with the Miflifters 
i who have ( though not from the neceffity that we had here of 

them) come from thence hither oflare years. 

Seventhly, Norumbega, bounded on the South with Virginia, 
and on the North with Nova Framia,QT New France 5 whofe chief 
Town named Norumbega, the French poffcfle and ishabif. The 
I people hereof are faid to be indifferently civill; yet painting 

I their faces, both male and female, and dance much, fometimes 

t] flark naked for agility fake: alfo much affe&ed to hunting ; and 

whofe Wives are leving and chaftc to their Husbands. The Ay i 
being alfo temperate, and the Countriesfoyl fruitful. 

| Eighthly, i^ew France , difeovered by one Jaques Cartier , a 

I Frenchman ,in 1534; where,befides the Native Inhabitants,fome 
1 few French remain .* for the Province is faid to be bur barren, and 

the people baroarous Pagans ; yet it hath three chief Towns; 
two whereof being feituate on two rivers, Canada and Sanguinai , 
are fo called themfelves; and Hochelaga , of a round form, and en¬ 
vironed with three Timber rampiers within each other, two rods 
high, and fharp at top, having but one gate, fhur up with barrs 
and piles, and containing but about 50 great houfes. Thofe 
who dwell not in the Towns, live in Boats, and lyipg under them, 

I fuppofe,when they fleep. They are alfo reported to have acon- 
j ceit of an earthly Paradife after death, thinking they (hill firft 

: afeend to the Stars, and thence be carried into green Fields, beauti- 

l fled with Trees and Flowers, &c. 

Ninthly, Terra , or the Land Corterialis , fo called from a Portu- 
gall named Gafter Corterialis , who firft found it in 1500, it is alfo 
called Di Lahorodora, and is bounded on the South with the fore- 
mentioned River {'anada , and on the North with Efloiiiattd: I find 
notany Towns this people have, but their principall Villages are 
| three, Sunt a CMaria , Brefte, and Cabo Marzt. Canada is a great Ri- 

| ver 900 miles long, 800 whereof are Navigable, and He hath his 

I rife out of the Hill Hombuedo , being alfo, at higheft overflowing, 

faidtobe 105 milesbroad. Some call it Laurence hisRiver,and 
like wife tile River of the three Brothers. The Natives are faid to 
be brown, fwffr, good Archers, but barbarous, living in low Cot¬ 
tages and Caves, (yet they wear Brafle, and Silver Bracelets, as 
Ornaments) neither teems the Country to be fertile, for that they 
feed generally on fifh. 

I Tenthly, And Laftly, Eflotiland, the moft Northern tract of 

I A merica as yet difeovered, and called by us New-found-Land , on 

whofe Soutn-fide, lyeth the Land Croterialis , and on a North part 
thereof, Davis his ftraits, from one John Davis, who feeking to find 
a quicker p3ffage (then before found) by rhe North of America , un¬ 
to {'athaia, and China, performed it not with fuch proiperous iuc- 
§ ceffc as he began it. Yet two others, to wit, Cabot , and Frobijher , 

f were before him in that defign,the one in 14^7,the other in 157^, 

I ‘ which Jaft, making three Voyages, and bringing home a great 
| deal of Ore, net worth his pains, and fome of the Natives; he 

I Sffff 2 called 
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called a great Promontory of this Country, Queen Elizabeths Fore¬ 
land 5 and the adjoyning Sea, FrobsfJjers-. Straits. But the (Boar 
of this Region was (fo far as 1 find) firft deferyed by two brothers 
fent by Ztchmi a King of Friezland not far from Greenland • which 
lycth on the other fide of tbefe Straits, in 1320.BUC there was fince 
thefe, a re-difeovery hereof, by feme of our English, in 1527 
fince which, it hath been much vifired tor Fifb, called New- 
found-land-Fiffc; wherewith the Seas thereof’do fo abound tiiat 
they will, in the Summer-Moneths of fifhing for this is a cold 
Country) take two ©r three hundred of them in four hours time * 
whence in our English Chips (called Sacks) they are carried into 
other parts, efpecially int© Spain ; though prefent War with that 
Nation, may hinder that Trade. I have heard fomc common Sea¬ 
men complain of the hardnefle and barrenneffe of this Voyage, as 
alfo the toilfomenefie thereof, and that if one fall fick there, while 
they are at their work of firming, he is little better refpe&cd then 
a Dog amongft them, &c. For the Merchant and Mailer, carry¬ 
ing away the profit, the very common men are apt to be crudl to 
each other, as beingearneft to have their voyage made as much as 
they can. The Natives aifofiihing on the" Ocean in fmall Lea¬ 
thern Boats, carry home under their Arms what they have caught 
This foil is faid to be naturally good enough; whole inhabitants 
fome will have, more Witty, aiidalfo judicious then the other 
Americans. 

The Southern Peninfula , called Peruana, extends from Nombre de 
Dios, and Panama, unto the Gulfs of Ur aba and Michael ; Nombre 
de Dios, {landing on the North Sea,and Panama on the South,which 
are the two chief Ports of •Peruana, becaufe all traffique between 
Spain andT^«,muft needs paflethereby 5 Theftraignt of Land, 
or Ijthmtu, whereby itis tyed to c Mexicana, is called That o i Darien 
but 17 miles broad, and (as others) bur twelve; wherefore fome 
have moved to Spains Councell, that a Navigable Channel! may 
be cut chorow it to ihorren the common Voyages to China, and the 
Molucco Iilandsj but for fome reafons, it hath not yet been atremor- 
ed. This part of America is 17000 miles in Circuity contain¬ 
ing five principall Provinces or Countries. * \ 

Firft , Caflella Aurea, or Golden Caftile, comprehending the 
North part of Peruana, with part of the Ifthmtu, and was fo called 
from it s abundance of Gold. Nombre de dios , and Panama, but 
now mentioned, mufthave reference unto this Country? as alfo 
Ur aba? s and Michaells Gulfs .* which are the extent thereof, and not 
of all Peruana. This isfubdivided into four Provinces. 1. Ca- 
(lel/aDel Oro, feared in the very Iflhmus • whofe two chief Cities 
built by one Didacm Niquefa , are, Theonyma , according to the Greek 
language, or Nombre de Dios, after zhcSpamfb (fo named for that the 
faid Didacas having been divers times difmally crofted, bade his 
men go on (hoar here. In the name of God, which thefe words do 
iignify)andison theEaft; and Panama feiruace on the Weft. 
Secondly, Nova or new Andalusia, bounded on the South with 
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Peru, on the North with Cafelladd Oro ; two of whofe beft Ci- 
tics arc Santa Sfpritta , and Saint Margarets, once called Tccoia . 
Thirdly, Nova, or new Granada , lying on the South of Cumana, or 
Cartagena : whofe chief Towns are Saint Foye, where is a Court of 
Juftice,and the feat of an Arch-bifhop; here are &\{6 Tangi a, Pal¬ 
ma, folvz, Merida, and Saint Cbr/jicphers, See. here is a Sea-Cape, 
almoft triangular ; between whofe Wcftern Angle called Arami¬ 
des point on the Eailern, called Salines point, is the Angle named 
the Three-points. Fourthly, Cartagena, which hath five Cities 
therein. Cartagena, which the Natives called C&lamur , which Sir 
Francis Drake feizing on, took vaftefums of Money, and 240 Pie¬ 
ces of Ordinance in 15 8 5. Alfo zAbvida, Saint cMartha, on the Ri¬ 
ver Abvida, having alfo other names; New (falet, and Venezuela? 

They call tbefe three laft mentioned countries; Terra Firma , or 
the firm land. Neither Panama, nor Nombre de Dios, have a good 
Ayre; but the latter is found the worfc of the two, and is com¬ 
monly called the Spaniards Sepulchre. Wherefore the King 01 
Spain ordered (in 1584 ) Nombre de Dios, to be tranfported to a 
lower place, and to name it Saint Pktlip. Panamas Ayr e is ilke- 
wife unwholefome, and it’s heat faid to be infupportable ; Yea, 
the whole Country of Gulden Caftile is but little inhabited ; and 
that, both for the Ayre’s badnefle, proceeding from many dead 
waters (perhaps like fome lakes, that are in Ethiopia the upper, of 
whom Ovid fpeaketh ; that whofoever drinketh of their waters, 
either grows mad, or is poffefted with a wonderfull heavy drow- 
finefle) or for the bad ordering or government of the firft difeover- 
ers, who brought many to their ends, as in other places. And as 
for its fruitfullnelle, Maize groweth abundantly,(although vyheat 
doth not ripen there) they have alfo much Sea-fi fti, and fifh of Ri¬ 
vers; wherein are Crocodiles, fome being twenty five foot long. 

It is obferved, that our feeds and plants, become lc-ffe and wor fear 
Panama , and Nombre de dios, fColeworts and Letrices being thrice 
fown, bec-omming nought worth, as even changing their kind) 
whereas they become better in many parts of New Spain, and Pe¬ 
ru. New Granada is environed very ftrongly with Rocky Moun¬ 
tains, yet is snoftly full of pleafing Valleys which bear fruit. Near- 
Tungiaarc Golden Mines, and Emeralds ; and nigh the Cape of 
the three points, are found ftoreof Pearls, growing in the fiift of 
Oyfters, and called Unions, becauie two are feldome found alike, 
whofe price is much fallen, through the great quantity font thence 
into Europe-, and alfo of the Em.eraulds, great (tore of them be¬ 
ing drawn not onely here, but alfo at Portusil , and about Manie in 
Peru. 

Secondly, Guiana, or Guinee, feituated under the dEouinodtia! 
line, or.as fome havedeferibedit,robe five degrees from ir, and 
that (as one fuppofeth) towards the South, it hath on the South 
and Eaft the River Maragnon, (named alfo Amazons, from the 
^^^e/wfabiiioufty reported to have lived here) ; and 'Orellana, 
fromo'ne'fb called, who firft failed therein in 1543, it is faid to be 
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towards the Sea 2.0miles broad, and Navigable 6000 mills', 
on the Weft, the Mountains ot Peru, and on the North, the River 
Orenoque, alio called Raliana, from Sir miter Rawleioh who in 
1 5 > “>ade a full fur vey of this Country ; Ships of Burthen win 
Sail here one thoufand miles, and Pinnafes and Boats almoft two 
thoufand. The chief Cities and Towns are eManao, called bv the 
s Pf‘*rds Elder ada, that is, the guilded City, from the abundance 
oi Goid that De,ge Ordas faw therein; this City is fo (arse, that 
the faid Deego is reported to have travelled from Noon that he en 

tredit, all that day, and the next day till night before he could 

come to the Kings Pallacej it isfeated on aialt Lake 600 mites 
long, mmcapera, cMerequito, which is a fafe Harbour, and Sainr 
Thome, built with dirt and flicks, and which occalioned the undo, 
mg of Sir miter Rawlcigh. The Natives ufe to d well in Trees in 
Winter time for fear ofinundations,on which they do Artificially 
make ranks of building 5 f they fay alfo iris fo in Golden radii, 
and Brafile )1 for there is ftore of River, and Frelh waters in every 
part thereof,fo that this Couatry is reported to be exceeding fruit, 
full, and as green and pleafant to the eye as any in the W orld" 
Experience hath and doth find it to be ftored with Golden Mines’ 
Whence not onely good Gold, bur Elephants Teeth are 
brought. The People being it feems Black of Colour, whom 
E NG L fS H Merchants buy, and fell again as Haves to Work 
i “Ojher Plantations. Jhe Voyage alfo hither being accounted 

Thirdly, Brafile, (fo called, fro* a red wood abundantly there ■ 
growing) was difeovered accidentally, by Peter Alvares cdral in 
' 5 °H and hath on the Eaftthe Vtrgivian Sea, on the Weft the 
Aides or Mountains of Peru, (which are unto Peruana., as Ttum is 
to Ma) it begins at the river Maragmu, and extends to that of 
•Plata or of fil vcr. Among the chief places of Brafile are. Par,ha 
en this fide of tAugujttne’s Cape, called alfo, The City ef S,,ou Par- 
\ ^^^pamhuck, a good Town; whence the Brafile wood 
tl Tl*$ r ‘ aS C l° athes > is with BS called Ternanhuck. 
f ?, * ? * fo t ’ e .^ ov L ns ant3 Equitum ; and The Bay

They are much |iv!n to 
Sooth- faying, and are accounted very great Sorcerers : no § t loving 
; . bU ' aff< a,n g ldlensffe > fports, feafts, and dancing ; yet 
they unaertake not war to extend their bounds, but for honour 
when they think themfelves wronged, and follow him therein* 
jyhom they hold the moft valiant 3 and eating with folemu feafts^ 

chofe

ihafe they take in war; They feem however, to have a pretty un- 
cerftandmg, who blaming xht Spaniard's covetoufne-fle in coming 
from tfje other World to dig for gold, held up a wedge of ir, and 
cryed out, Behold the God of the Christians. They found not L.F.nor 
R. in their language; one of them declaring the reafon of that 
50 be, becaufe they had neither Law, Faitn, nor Rulers among 
them. Tne Ayr of this Country is delicate, and the Country it 
fell pleafantj being full of Mountains, Rivers, and Forreits, and 
is diftinguifhed into Plains and Hills alway green, with many 
plant* and various creatures unknown to us of Europe: And be- 
fides their huge Brafile Trees, there is the Plant Cepiha, whofe 
fearkoeing cut, fends forth Balm ; unto which remeuy, the very 
beafts when they are bitten with Serpent and other beafts, (for 
the hills are high, craggy,and very barren, and full of ravenous 
beafts, and poyibnforsc Serpents ) have recourfe; fo that, many 
of theic plants are almoft without barque. The Cedar alfo is an 
ordinary tree there. The people feed on all kinds of beafts. Apes, 
Lizards, Serpents, and Rats 5 and make their bread of the root of 
an nerb as big as Puiflain, by firft prdling out its deadly juice 5 
then drying it in the Sun, and making meal thereof; alfo drink 
of tlie lame meal, like unto Beer. But the greateft riches drawn 
out of Brafile, are very fine Cotton, and excellent Sugars : unto 
which traffique, the Portugals are much given, having builr di¬ 
vers places to boyl and refine their Sugar, and entertaining many 
flaves from Guinee and Congo. Wonderful rich Mines are alio faid 
Co be fome of the finews of this Region. 

Fourthly, Chile, (fo called, of a principal! Valley, and wh-ich 
word fignifyeth nipping .cold) hath for bounds on the N orth, Peruy 
©n the Sou h, the Magellane In the 30th degree, (foe 

Chile extends unto the 27th from the height ©f 25 and an half, 
from the South toward the North ) is the famous Valley of Arauco> 
whofe Inhabitants furioufly defended themfelves, and maintain¬ 
ed their freedom many years. The Metropolitan Town is Sr. 
James, built on the river Parais , in the valley of M*poco, built by 
the Spaniards 5 who have divers Colonies here; among which, 
ihat of the Imperial is one of thebeft, which before the war of the 
Ar&uques, had 300000 men of fcrvice, as Valdivia had iooooc. 
Areptqna was one of tneir faireft Towns,alfo, which (by a ftrange 
earthquake in 15^2, overthrowing Mountains, and flopping ri¬ 
vers pa flages) was much defaced, if not ruined ; and was faid to 
ruine 300 leagues along the Sea coaft; and renewing again in 
1575, it overthrew the Town of V’aldivia, This Countrey was 
difeovered by one Almagrw , but lubdued by Baldivia y whom the 
Chilois taking prifoner,tney as enraged choaked him with melted 
gold. They are very warliqae, and of a great ftature, yeti can¬ 
not fay (as one) n foot high. This Province hath a river (and 
fome fay its rivers are fuch) running violently by day 5 but in the 
night bath no water; for it is fed by fnow melting from the moun¬ 
tains, which through night’s eoldnefte, eongealeth: for the Ayr’s 
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piercing cold (they fay) hath caufed lome unfeniibly tD lofe their 
> members in the Defarts, orelfeto fall down dead. Chile being 
without the burning Zone is like to European Countries, yielding 
ftore of Corn, very good Wines, and all Ions of Fruits that arc 
to be fecn in Spain. They have alfo good pallures,many Oxen & 
Sheepj and horfes •• their Summer being our Winter; Buz the wars 
with them of *Arauco (the Spaniards deadly enemies )hath made it 
not to be well peopled 5 whole Inhabitants that are, are attired 
in wild beaft’s and Seals skins,and armed with Bows and Arrows. 

Fifthly, Peru is bounded on the South with Chile, and on the 
North with Golden*?* pie, and is divided into three parts. Moun¬ 
tains, Plains, and Andes : along the Sea it’s plain and lew, with 
many Valleys, and is 1500 miles long, and but 30 0145 broad. 
Toward the Eaft are the Andes or two chains of Mountains in view 
of each other, and are faid to run from the Magellan ftrait, where 
they begin, between Nombre de Dios and Panama, unto the firm 
land 5 called alfo Ccrdeliere: Weft ward is Sierra or the Moun¬ 
tain, their breadth being not above 60 miles; fo that Peru is not 
above 120 miles broad in all; and hath about 50 Valleys, the 
chief being Xauxa, (42 miles long, and 15 broad) with 3 others. 
This Country takethirs name from the river Peru , with which it 
islikewife bounded on tbe North fide 5 but the principal Rivers 
are Maragmv (juaiaebil , ScXiodt U Plate • which lafi is faid to be 
2000 miles in length, and 150 broad at the mouth. AH ti e Na¬ 
tives are diftingmihed chiefly by three forts, whofe languages 
are diftin# : and every one contains many other people un¬ 
der them, differing in names. They ufed to war againft each 
other, till by the vi&ory of Ginaeaue, (whom I take to be Guaima- 
tapa, the 5 th King of Peru, that we have knowledg of) the cauf« 
of that contention was taken away : eight Kings we find mention¬ 
ed, Ingoraia being the firft, Aware the ia& 5 which clc&ien of a 
King among them is conje&ured, by their own computation, to 
be in 1280, or fomewhat thereabouts: and that, before, their 
Government was Ariftocratical. Francifco Pizarre feized on this 
Kingdom for the Spanifh King, fo ending the Controverfie be¬ 
tween Guafcar and At ab dip a, Guaimacapds Tons, who ftrovc for 
Empire, killing Guafcar, and vanquishing Atabdipa nigh the 
City Caximaca: who after a vaft Slaughter of his men, continued 
a prifoner,&: treachercufly flew hiaa,after they had received from 
him a houfe full of pure gold and filver,worth about 10 millions, 
for theranfem of his life; this was in 1533. Perus principal 
Towns or Cities are 8. Cufco , being tbs feat of the Kings cf the 
Nation 5 beautified (by their command) with NobkaTens red¬ 
ding Palaces, and in which is a fair Market-place; in which, 
two bigh-wayes, ftraight and level!, and crofting the Country, 
feeing 2000 miles long, do thwart one another. Here is S. Mi- 
duels, which was the firft Colonie the Spaniards planted here; 
alfo zA re quip a, which being feituated on the river Plata, is the 
Haven-Town toCtfce; likewife ?Qrtoi?i$ 5 where (if it may be 

credited)

credited) tbe grave-diggers light many times on mens teeth, 
which are three fingers broad : Then Lima, the feat of the 
Vice-Roy, and the dice of an Archhiftiop: theTfown is artifi¬ 
cially built, neither is there fcarce a private houfe whereinto 
water is not conveyed from the River. To fpcak here of their 
manners, I fhall forbear; onely this, when they conquered any 
Country, they allotted the firft part to theferviceof their gods, 
the fccond to their King’s revenues; and the third to the poors 
relief and maintenance; But as for the Countries quality, one 
thing is even to be admired, that in fo fmall a diftance as in the 
breadth of Peru, it neither rains,{hows, not thunders in the plains: 
and on the Sierra, the fcafons have their courfe, as in Europe, and 
on me Andes it rains alrrsoft all the Winter. The tillage of the 
Valleys is but a league on either fide diftant from the rivers; and 
though it rain not on thefe plains in Winter ; yet the Skie is full 
of thin mifts, whence fails a thin humour, which although it 
fcarce wee me duft, yet makes much for the bringing that to per¬ 
fection which is lowen; alfo nigh Lima thefe mifts do without 
other wat' t, caufe fome places toflotfrifb, and to be full of good 
paftures. T ere are alfo fome parts of the plains where no rivers 
being, abundance of Corn groweth, and all kinds of fruit; which 
muft be either from moifture from the Sea, or which rivers put 
forth, or from their being loft in the fand. Sierra abounds iti 
Paftures and Forrefts, where do feed a multitude of Ficagnes, like 
Goats, and Guanacos , and Pacos, which is a kind of Indian fheep, 
who ufe to bear their burthens. The Andes have great ftore of 
divers forts of Apes and Monkeys, alfo Parrots. But their herb 
Coca (much efteecned) yields them yeacly, at Potofi, whither it is 
fent, 500000 Crowns : in furnrne, the foyl, faith one, is luxuri¬ 
ant in all manner of grain, whofe Inhabitants are civill, their Ci¬ 
ties frequent, and their ayr wholfome: they have alfo great ftore 
of Tobacco, which our gerard the Herbalift calls (I rake it) Hen¬ 
bane of Peru: But as for gold and filver, it hath more than any 
Province in America : whole Mines(one faith)in fome places yield 
more of thefe metals, than earth; and befides other Merchandise, 
they do draw abundance of thefe metals; yet New Spain hath 
the other richer merchandizes. Yet ‘Perus riches does commonly 
furnifti two third parts of all, which come from America : and 
among ‘Fmds treasures, two are moft eminent; the one is, the 
exceeding quantity of filver Mine of Pot of : the other, the Mines 
of (Jm^atvelque ,where is found much Quick-filver ; the one being 
diiccvered in 1545, the other in 15 6 7." 

C ApilT VICTO RI^yE, or the Cape of ritiory, is accounted the 
very Pyris or Spear-of the American Pyramis; and was fo 
called, from the Ship called the factory ; in which, fome of zMa- 
gtiianm hisgSouldiers did pafte, when they firft comps fled' the 
World. For Magellmm, a Spaniard, addrefled hioifdf to a Voy¬ 
age in 15 20, to find, if it were poftible, a nearer cut to she Mdiic- 
T11 tg coes 5 
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coes ; who palling along by this Cape, and fa thoro# narrow Seas, 
called,from iunj, Magellan's Straights, arrived at thofc Moluccoes; 
but wi' {lain in a battle againft toe Iflanders * yet the Ship na¬ 
med the ViBory, is {aid to has/e returned laftly into Spain. So 
that although Sir Francis Drake is faid ufually, and by John Lyrm, 
to be toe firft who Tailed, round the World, when he palled tho- 
row thefe Straights, and thence to the Molucca Blands 5 and then 
homeward from the Eaft by Afnck: (whcrelore, he gave the 
Globe of the Earth with this Motto, Tu primus circumdedipi me, 
that is, Thoufirfl hap gnampa/ea me) : Yet it mu ft not (imply be 
underftood,that none had gone round before him; but that never 
any of fame; becaufe Magellane was killed as aforefaid. It is 
alio obfervable 3 That Drake* s Navigation»was finilhed in two 
years and a halfs time, with great fortune, being begun in 1577. 
But to come to Magellanicaj the fecoi-d general pan c; the New 
World: All that feituated to the South and Pole Anraretique is 
fo called from thefe Magellan Straights , which by one, ibat faith 
he knew every Creek therein, are faid to be three. Tne firft lying 
14 leagues within S. Marie's Cape, three leagues in length, ebb- 
* ing both violently and isviftly; and whofe firft fall (for it is not 

fully half a mile broad) is very dangerous: then after, a Sea eight 
miles both in breadth and length, is the jfecond ftrait, a dangerous 
and unpleafing paflage, three leagues long, a mile broad : which 
opening it fell into another Sea, reachcth even to the Cape of 
Victory, The third, properly called Magellan's Strait , enters,whofe 
length is 40 leagues, two leagues broad in fome, but in ether pla¬ 
ces hot half a mile; which way foever a man turn, here, the 
wind will befurely againft him; for on both tides are high Moun¬ 
tains alway covered with fnow; whence thofc counter-winds 5 
beating on all fides, do illue forth. The wacer*s courfe is here, 
likewife, full of turnings and changings: nor any anchorage to 
be exposed, the channel being en the fnoar fide 200 fathom. 
But CMaoellanica is feituated beyond the 53d degree from the 
JEquinodtia!; fo that, that place of Magellanic a unto which Ma- 
geiL/ts pierced, doth agree to the Elevation of our Pole, faith 
Keckerman ; for on the further fide of the Straights to she South 
of Peru , Magellane found a huge land towards the South Pole, and 
touched on it again before he came to the Moluccoes: fince whom, 
the Porutgals trading towards Cdecute and the E dp. Indies, fome of 
them have been driven by temped: fofar, as to that now called 
the Sourh Continent: divers alfo of fundry Nations have upon 
occafion touched on it: it is certainly difcovere# in fome places 
to come up towards the North, to the Tropick of Capricorn: and 
* Is conjectured to go Southward as far as to the Pole*; the reafon 
is, becaufe none ever perceived the Sea to pafs thorew any part 
thereof: neither hath fo much as any great River bee^dderyed to 
cam 0m of it into the Ocean : fo that, if this be fq,chk lump of 
earth is as dig as Alia, £urope,Afnca,&v,& America put 2II together. 
There are yet reported very few memorable things hereof; feme 
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v;i ice tut re be very vait Countries and Wilderntflts over againft 
me Moluccoes ; (but no mention of any Inhabitants). James Chymeus 
iaitii, tin re are five parts nuahred (by fome) of Magellanic a, who 
he.vc followed rather conje&urcs, than fure experience: thefe 
are, 1. Terra, or the Land,!Z)v/ Fuogo, or Feugt dying on the South 
of theie Straits, and. faith ene, here to tore-thought ro be a part of 
toe Sout:. unknown Continent; but is now difeovered to be an 
IfLffl. by two Hollanders, whe Jan. 25. 1615, entred theSrrair, 
winch if paraded it from the South Continent: they called it Fre- 
tmt 2 le /Sayre or Mayre's Strait, the name of one of the difeoverers. 
h is 28 Enghfh miles long, cf a fair and equal breadth, where is 
plenty of good fith, especially Whales and Sea-calves. 2. %egio 
Pat.ills, or the Pat ah an Country. The third is, Regio Pfiitacsrum, 
or tne Parrots Country, from the abundance there found. Fourth¬ 
ly. Regio, or the Country of Local). Fifthly, Zcnzil&r ; however 
Krc krrman Is yes it down for one of his theoremes, chat this part of 
tne World is nothing as yet fearcbed eut 9 bc(ides the llioars which 
arc waihed with the Magtllanick ftrait, that is, lakh he, bdides 
ti'.eSeaey-parts;which notwithftanding,may be thofc five particu¬ 
lar places mentioned. And whereas a great Mathematician hath 
found fault with fome Map-makers, becaufe in defending this 
Continent, they mention not Cities, Kingdoms, nor Common¬ 
wealths here feated, whereof he feemed in words confidently to 
avouch, that there are many ; and that it is as good a Country 
as almoft any in the World, yet he delivered not his g; ju : js, why 
he gathered it fo to be;yet we may think(the premifes being gran¬ 
ted to be true) that the Creator framed nor fo ha ;e a Mailc, but 
that he appointed likewife fome of mankind to inhabits the 
fame. 

But before we mention the American Elands, we will take no¬ 
tice of three or four places in South America, which although the 
Spaniards poflcffc5 yet their names Item not co be fo frequent 
among us; as firft the Province of Quito, 200 miles 1 g 0, and 
100 broad,mere cold then hot,choug feituated under the MLtua- 
tor; It’s chief Town is called Saint Frmcif, bulk in 1534, fear¬ 
ed in a Valley among Mountains, and is 80 leagues, bom from 
Saint James's Town, and Saint Michael, they have Summer here 
from April! to November. The Natives are mean of fkcure, yet 
are laid to be both good for Tillage, and ordering c-f Crock, and 
their Goats have three,and fomccimes five Kids at a time, they 
have found one Mine of Quick diver, befides the ordinary Mines, 

' -nich is yellow, and fuelling like Brimtione, when pur into the 
fire. On the Eaft of Saint Francis Town, is a country called CansL 
l? el *:h • Cmna non, which differs from the ordinary fen:, and 
whof Tree wc (hail nor here defer ibe; but fruits end beads of 
£.-n eye (< fpccially fruits, Sugars, and Oranges)do profit in no parr 



rccr then in Quito ; which in 15 87, was much ruined by 
uake, and amongft others, there is one place w hie ft 
T iducn fire as it exceeds thenoifeof Thunder ; and 
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is feen above three hundred miles, whofe abundance of Afhes are 
faid fometimes to cover the Country 200 miles about. Secondly, 
S. Croix of the Mount* on a fmail Mountain* a Town held by the 
Spaniards, and by them built, 400miles from Plata, towards the 
North of a Country, where there is not a ftone fo big as a Nut* 
either on the Land, or within the Water* But before they de¬ 
scend hereinto, they paffe a Mountain betwixt the Rivers Orillag- 
no, and Plata, which being a branch of the Andes, extends to the 
Magellane ftrair* whofe cop is alway covered with Snow and Ice, 
and feems to be the abode of the Cerigans. Here is a River called 
the River of Wapai, riling and falling like Nile, (but running flow) 
whereby the plain Country is fubjed to inundations. Where¬ 
fore the Ants to defend their Harveft (chiefly at Wap at) do make 
many fmail rampires, about one Cubit high, and twelve or fifteen 
in Circuit; whither paffengers do retire* when the waters fur- 
prize them. The Country yields abundance of Rice, Maize, di¬ 
vers fruits and Cotton ; but neither Wheat* nor VVine. They 
have alfo manybeafts different from ours, but Vipers, very great* 
long, and ftrange of condition; and many Clinches. Their 
Lakes are full of Fifh alfo; and at Saint Croix ; (which is ftrangej 
is a fmail River, but two fadomebroad, and very fhallow, not 
running above a League (for it is fuddenly loft in the fand)furnifh- 
ingtbe Town both with water, and all forts of good Fifh, fo that 
they can take them with their hands, or a pail 5 and it laflerh 
from February to May, but afterwards there is but little feen. 
Amoogft the divers barbarous people here, are the Cert gam and 
Vayracans , who either alway war with each other, or fight againff 
the Spaniards , feeking to their nemoft to hinder their paflage 5 
they eat mans rlefli as we do Mutton. To fpeak of all their man¬ 
ners, would be here too tyrefome ; onely I obferve that the Varayes 
language extends it fell both to Brafile, and Paraguay unto the Ga- 
rayes , and their Neighbours Countrey. So that, as one may in a 
manner er a veil thorovv the World with the Latine, Arabian , and 
Sclavonian Tongues; fo with the Varayes Tongue, that ©f Cufco 
and Mexico, they may in a manner pafle over all the New World. 
AUe, that thefe FarayeS, although they fay, they are all equall 
among tnemfelves; yet greater than their neighbours, whom they 
io ddpife, that they demanded of a Priefl, whether they would 
baptize them with the fame water they did others,if fo be they be¬ 
came vmriuians. Thirdly, Tucuma , which is a Realm extending 
600 miles cetwixt Brafile, Chile , St. Crotx , and Paraguay where the 
plarvted five Colonies. 1. Salt ay the laft place of Te 
Hand mg jn a Valley eighty four miles long, and thirty broad ; 
near which is the Valley Calchiotjui, ninety miles long from North 
to South, full of Rivers, and couragkus people, who fighting di¬ 
vers years with toe Spaniards, at length, the Prince was (by friend- 
fbip) made obedient to the Spaniard , making himfelf a Chriflian* 
but through bad ufage he revolted, till after twenty feven years* 
one with three hundred Peruan Archers, five hundred Horfe, and 
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loo Spanish foot, ended that enterprife. 2. Steco. 3. Saint 
JamtSy 150 miles irom Stecoy where the Governourand Bifhopre- 
iide. Fourthly, Cordova in Spains feituation, though colder in 
winter, and more temperate in Summerjit is 180 miles from chile . 
Fifthly* St. Michael. The Country is generally plain^ic rains much, 
the Rivers eafily overflowing, and the Winds very violent, Salta s 
Valleys abounds with fifh; a good foyl feeding much Cattle, the 
Ayre is very temperate, and it wants therein nothing but people, 
Stecoes Territory hath ftoreof Cotton, Corn, Cattle, and Fruit* 
4 . Paragua, whofe Inhabitants dwell on the Confines of Tucumeiy 
and take their name from the river along which they dwell. 
This river is very fpatious, ever which they pafle in boats made 
hollow of a Tree fitly growing for that purpofe, called Zaine. 
Here are 6 Towns, the chief whereof is called Wray Foy , or the 
true faith. The Country was firft difeovered by the North Sea, 
by Sebaftian faboty and divers Spanifh Captains; then by Diego 
Foias and others, by the way of Peru. 

Coaft we a little the ^American Iflands, and fo draw to a Con- 
clufion. Thefe are either thofe lying in Mare del Zur, or the Pa- 
cifique Sea, or in the Wergivian Ocean, or Mare del Ncorte y fo call¬ 
ed, from one Noorte a Dutch-man, who firft thorowly fearched 
it. Thofe lying in the former Sea,are either the Inftd£ Laironmn, 
or the I{knds of Robbers, and commonly called Latrones, they 
are two in number, a good diftance from the Mohtccoes-j which 
name, Magellane , who difeovered them, is faid to give them, be- 
caufe the Native Iflandcrs ftole away his Cockboat. But faith 
one, when the Spaniards had once found out an ordinary paflage 
from the South Sea, towards the Moluccoes, they never ceafed to 
travail that way, and difeovermore and more, whereby they 
found out divers Iflands not formerly known; as two, a good di- 
ftaoce from the Moluccoes ; which, becaufe they be inhabited by 
men who not onely fteal from each orher, but pilfer away all t’nc-y 
can from ftrangers landing thereabouts; they are called IrfuU 
Latronumy or the Iflands of Robbers. Or the InfuU Salomonisy 
Salmon's ifles ; which are nearer to the Eajl-Indies : thefe are faid 
robe many in number, 18 whereof are worth the minding .* and 
of thofe, S. Thome, S. Jfabella , and Gaudalcanall are the three big- 
geft. Lope Garcia difeovered thefe in 15 67, and mifiaking them 
for the the Land oi Ophir, whither Solomon fent for gold, he fo na¬ 
med them : yet (it feems) he found flore of gold to be in them, cr 
elfe he could not have had a pretence for the feme. The Inhabi¬ 
tants are faid to go naked, and to be yeilovviih in colour. Some 
other Iflands alfo, Magellane himfelf deferyed: at wbich,he land¬ 
ing, as chinking to furnifh himfelf with Victuals and frefn water, 
in his paflage to the Mduccoes, found the places wholly barren 
and uninhabitcd;wherefore he called the InfuU>s, Infortunatas , or 
Unhappy Iflands, as being contrary in quality to the Canaries* 
which are termed, The Fortunate or Happy Iflands. Thofe in the 
Vergivian Sea, which is fo called, a Vergendoy from bending, arc 

reckoned 
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reckoned 9 in number; as, i. Hifpauiolt, called by the Natives 
Hattie and Qaifquaia ; and by the Spaniards, Htfpaniola and S 
Vommco, from the chief Town they have built there ’ I- w ,j 
(as aforefaid) the fir'd place of the New World that was deferv 
cd,and is 500 miles long; the breadth being divers, in the larged 
place, about 300 miles. Here a iDmimca, is a Prefidenr, an 
Archbifhop.and a Court and Seat of jufliee, with 5 Monafthies 
The Spaniards are la id to have murdered 3 millions offer Inhabi' 
tants. There are other Towns,as S.Jolm,Port-Rcjal,Port of plats at " 
vana, Xaragua, with feme others which the Spaniards builded no-* 
The lau Voyage anddefign ofourEuglifh thither.is too too frefh in 
memory amongfi us, by reafon of the bad fucccfie, and reoulfb 
mere received. The ayr of this Mind is faid to be temperate • 
for,all plants brought out of Spain, do wonderfully grow and’in’ 
creafe there; but Wheat comes better in hilly places: and the J 
report, that roots as well as herbs will ripen and be fit to eat in 
i fidaycs. It hath many Havens, and Rivers, efpeciallv 4 prea , 
rivctscommg from the tops of Mountains, which be/ng about 
the midft of the Ifland, they run feverall waves They draw 
abundance of fait out of the Mountains like Cryftal. In’r! e midft 
of thcgreatLake Haquey Gabon, whofe wateris lair, is the Ifland 
Guarizanta, very fit for fitting. The Ifland alfo yields gold' and 
in the Cabamen Mountains are faid to be Mines exceed is ’full 

There‘shkewift great abundance of Sugar, Caffia, Ginger, Mai 
flick the wood Aloes, and Cinamon 5 alfo they have Azure Now 
aifa they have fo many tame beafts, that they tranfport a multi- 
tude of Hides from thence into Spain; whereas before the com 
mmg of the Spaniards thither, there was but three kinds of four’ 
footed beafts The Natives go naked, are fbathfull, living one- 
ly of them fifhing : But the Inhabitants have now great traffique 
growing rich,fince Sugar-canes have been brought thither,where! 
by they have made Mills and (hops. 2. Cuba, called alfo Mi. 
xa»d , r which lyeth on the Weft of Hifyanioh: it is 300 leagues 
.ong irom Eaft to Weft, and tfy broad, but in many pkces^not 
20. Here are fix Towns, the principal being that of S lames

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rains, and the gravel of rivers almoft ali gold, which is yet faid * 
to-be fome what droflie. It is reported to abound with Ginger, 

Caflia, Maftickjthe wood Aloes, Cinamon,and Sugar; 15 miles 
from Saint James Town, is a Valley covered naturally with great 
bowls of ftone, which feem as it let for pleafure; and nigh the 
Princes Port,is a Spring calling forth Pitch continually. Third¬ 
ly Jamaica, or $ line James his Ifluid, which hath Cuba on the 
North, Hifpar.iola on the Eaft. F: is fifty Leagues, orasone faith s 
t wo hundred and eighty miles long, and about twenty five leagues 
or as another,70 miles broad. Whether Columbus himfelf difeover- 
ed l%I will nocdifputcj but Didaque hisfon fubdued it to Spain 
in 15 09. Its two Towns of note being Oriftagne, and Seville in 
wrocii is a Temple called an Abbey. The Natives were either 
like, or more cruel then them of Hifpanio 1 and Cuba, in their man¬ 
ners. T:.c Ay re is faid to be good, the Country fruitful 1 ingreac 
nu timers of C ittie,by reafon of their waters, and paftures. Mines 
of G Jid ire Uid alfo to be there 5 their Rivers and Lakes aboun¬ 
ding in F;fh, and having much Sugar and Cotton.' This place is 
known to have been a retreat for our repulfed and diminifhed men 
at Htfpaniola, who arc now lnpofleffion thereof; yet many mea 
have died fince their landing there, bu the Country may prove 
(through acne and cuftome) propitious enough unto our Country 
men, for many go over, and the ifland hath in it felf (for fertility) 
a good commendation. Fourthly, The Canniballs , or Caribe Iflands 
wnich are all thofe ftrctching out in a double rank from the Eaft, 
co tne Sou-o of Hifpaniola y in view of the main or firm land. Molt 
of them are not inhabited j but of thofe which are, Saint John's 
Ifland is the chief, and is called by the Natives Boriquen, lying 
near Hifpaniola on the Eaft, andfeituated North from Guiana, of 
whofe length and breaden, I find great difference in relating ; 
fomc, that it is 300 miles long, and feventy broad ; others tnac ir 
isbat fifty miles long, and eighteen broad. It is alfo fail to be 
divided into two parts; whereof the North hath mall plenty of 
Gold, and the Soutn part of Corn, Fruit, and Cattle; it abounds 
alfo in Fuh, and they find very good Gayac. John Ponce the Spani¬ 
ard firft let foot hereon m 1527. The chief To wn is Saint Johns 
where is a very good Hiven ; then Porr Rica, which the Earl of 
Cumberland ruined in 1597. Fifthly Cubagna: and fifthly Mar- 
gar it a ; the firft lying next to Saint Johns, and both feituated near 
Golden Caftilei and are wanting in Grafle, Trees, Corn, and Wa¬ 
ter. But if it be true, that this people fometimes gladiy Exchange 
a Tunne of Wine for a Tu 1 of Water, I think they have great ftore 
of that; bu: they abound io Pearls; whence one is called <JIAar- 
qayita^ r hat is, a Pearl; It yields efpeciais-y the Gem> called. 

Unions, becaufe they alwaves grow in Couples. Tue Natives ol 
all cne Caribes are brown coloured, having little Hair, cruefl, eat- 
ins mans ridh, their Arrows are pay foiled, and ufi.ng to go to Sea 
intittle Skiffs of one piec^ which they call Carnes. Seventhly,

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- Trinidado, not far diftanr from thefe, which is ftored with good 
Tobacco, called by Gerard Tobacco oiTrinidado. Cclumbu* difco 
vered kin his laft Voyage, in the year 1497. Thislfland Itake 
to be about a hundred or two hundred leagues from Barbadoes 
and whither, about the beginning of our late Wars, fome went for 
liberty of Conscience fake, as ranking here would not be liberty 
granted 5 but the Voyage proved notanfwerableto their expedal 
cion, moft of whom I think returned to England . Eighthly, The 
Bacalaos, which are- fome.Ifles feated nigh the land Cmeri&Us . 
Thefe people have a King, whom they are fail! to reverence bi 
firoaking their foreheads, and rubbing their Nofes; whom if the 
King meanerh to grace, as accepting of them, he turneth his head 
to his left fhoulder, as a token of fpeciall favour. Sebaftiaz Cabot 
firft deferied thefe in 1447. Ninthly, The Bermudas , called Sum¬ 
mer Iflands, from one Sir Thomas Summers, who gave the moft ex- 
ad defeription of them 5 But he that gave the firft cognizance there-' 
of, was J ohn Bermudas - they are in ail 400 5 the biggeft whereof 
is planted with an Enghfh Colony, and is in form like a half Moon 
It is reported to be agreeable to the nature of Enghfhmen , and 3 
very fruitful! place. We muft not forget two otherknovvn Iftands 
ro wit, Saint Chrifiophers , and the Barbadoes ; the former being ini 
habited by French, and English, and though of no vaft greatneffe 
yet indifferently good, where is Cotton, and Tobacco, though 
.fome what heady 5 they have like wife other fruits, as Orenges 8 ?c < 
The latter the EngUfh are foie Matters of, which was taken from 
the Spaniard within this thirty years, and through induftry be¬ 
come (according to the bignefle of the place) an eminent Planta¬ 
tion, for Cotton and Brown Sugar.- they have alfo. Tobacco, but it 
is of the worft forr, wherefore they Scarce now plant it- alfo 
Ginger in good quantity. The chief To wn is called /W/j*. bridge, 
whither Veftels for traffique and other wife do come 5 and wherel 
in are (hops and handicrafts men, but their houfes are built low : 
fey reafon of winds called Hirricane$ h amongft other food, they 
have much of the fith called Tortle; which is a good meat and 
being dreffed, eats like Veal. & ^ar, ana 


Ehz Indians have a convincement (though barbarous) of a God ’ 
lifting up their eyes to Heaven in adverfityj &c. But their foolifh 
minds being darkned, they had many foolifh cuftotnes towards 
the deceafed ; for thofe of Peru, and the neighbour Countries,hol- 
ding that men ufe to eat, drink, and wantonize with women after 

buriall, did commonly either kill, or bury quick fome of the de- 

cealed, his beft beloved wife and fervants, to wait on him in the 
other world:; they alfo under the .figure of Idols of ftone, and 
wood of terrible fhapes, worfhipped Devilis for fear of harm they 
did,or might do them. The Devil! being faid to fpeak in divers 
of thele Images, and give anfwer to their Prlefts. Bat the Mexi¬ 
cans (befides their Images) would fometimes worihip living Idols* 

as a Prifoner, whom they attiring, and trimraihg like an Idol,’ 


would 
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would facrifice, &c. unto him: at length, when the Comedy 
was ended, and he grown fat in a Cage, they flaying him for fa¬ 
crifice, made a Feaft among themfelves. They of SPeru had fome 
Guacoesor Temples common to the whole Realm, and others 
private to every VzQvmce-f&mxkt Mexicans exceeded them of Peru 
much in greatneffe of Temples and ceremonies: whofe Prlefts 
were divided into the little, greater, greateftof all, which were 
called Popes: they facrificed in their Temples, every one accord¬ 
ing to his degree; whofe continual exercife was to caft incenfe 
on their Idols; at Sun-rifing, or Sun-fetting, at noon, or at mid¬ 
night. And beftdes Prieftsj there were Monafteries of women: 
hfiperu one in every Province; in which were two forts of wo¬ 
men, feme young Virgins, others called c Mamacones, of ripe age, 
who c©mmanded°and inftru<fted the others. The Mexicans had 
alfo a fort of religious, called the daughters ol Pennance, not 
above 13 years of age, and whofe profeftion lafted but a year ; 
who were fhm up in chaftity, fwept the. Temple, prepared meat 
fet before the Ido \ y which his Minifters did eat. The Peruans fa¬ 
crificed whaToever they had good or goodly to their gods: But 
the Mexicans did not facrifice any men-children or Virgins, but 
what they took in war : wherefore, that they might have a great 
number, they fubdued the Town TlafcaU , moft paganly intreating 
them. Thofe of Cufco counterfeited Supper, as a Sacrament of 
confederation and union with the Sun, and the Ingua or Prince„ 
The (Mexicans (moft remarkably ) made an Idol of roafted Mane 
and Blite feed, mixt with honey, which they carried in procefliora 
with merry ceremooies; then gripping the Idol, diftributed pie¬ 
ces of the pafte to the people, who received them with great re¬ 
verence,faying,They did eat the flefth and bones of their god. They 
in Peru counterfeited confeflion, having Priefts to hear ir, holding 
it alfo a great offence to conceal any fin in confeifion , they went 
to it ia adverftty, and when the Ingua was ftek: But the Ingua 
confefled not his ftns to a Prieft,but to the Sun, that he might tell 
them to Vira coca ; thenenrring into a running brook, he laid, l 
have confessed my fins unto ike Sun ; thou river carry them into the Sea , 
where they may remain for ever drowned. They worshipped alfo 
three Images of the Sun: naming oae the Father, another the 
Son, the third, the Brother: and of their god of thunder, named 
Chuchille , they had three Statues, untai whom they attributed the 
fame names. Like wife as t® marriage, thofe of S. Croix ©f the 
Mount, hinder marriages in fome caufes, and diffolve that which 
is contra&ed ; and in fome caufes, the joyned, cannot befepara- 
ted, though it be unlawfnlh But as for the Government ef the 
New World ; fince the Spaniard's mafterdome : there are in all 
two Vice-royes ; the one at (Mexico in JSiew Spain ; theotner ©i 
Peru, refiding at Lima : this laft having the greateft authority. 
There are likewife 5 Soveraign Courts both in New Spain, and 
few, at 5 feverail Towns, unto which both Spaniards and

Here are likewife four Archbi&opricks : one at St. Doming an! 
other at Mexico, a third at Li m a> the fourth at S. Foy in the New 
Realm.* the firft having three Bifhcps under him 5 the fecond io- 
the third, the fourth alfo 3. Five forts of Popifh Orders they 
hav^ aifo in the New World, of Francis, Dominick , nAuguhnL 
DeU Merced, and Jefuits. There are moreover two Inquisition^ 
the one a tLtma, the otner at Mexico. Alfo two Univerfirie* in 
the lame Towns. And it is alfo obferved, that the Indians are 
nor admitted to their communion, but after long proof; and with 
more difficulty at rent, than at Mexico: neither do they fufifer 
them commonly to Rudy either Divinity or Pfailofophy. and 
leldom admitting theca to any Orders, becaufe of their inclina, 
tion to drunkcnneRe. 
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
